Full Page Book Advertising 

WHEN a person says in snap judgment 
that there is little book advertising, he 
is usually hitting beside the mark, be- 
cause those who discuss this in the trade 
are often not taking note of the extraordinary 
amount of book advertising that is being don.' 
regularly in periodicals of national circula- 
tion, in the effort to interest people to build 
up their own libraries by direct order. 

An examination of these large campaigns 
indicates that the book publishers who spend 
the most money spend it on items in which 
the "copy" has a cumulative value. For twenty 
years or more, for instance, there has been a 
steady campaign on Ridpath's "History of tho 
World," and it would be difficult to guess the 
amount of sales that have come by this cam- 
paign. The three most active encyclopedia; 
carry page after page, and Webster's Diction- 
ary puts out excellent "copy" that appears iti 
many mediums, while the Standard Diction- 
ary keeps actively at its publicity. 

It has been said that the Review of Reviews 
is the most successful medium for advertising 
books to be sold direct. An examination of 
a single issue shows the type of publication 
that publishers are finding it best to advertise 
at this time. There are eighteen pages of such 
advertising carried in a single issue. Then- 
is a two-page spread on Siraond's "History of 
the World War," published by Doubleday. 
Page and distributed by the Review of Re- 
views. The Penn Publishing Company carries 
a two-page spread on its well-known hand- 
books, a form of publicity that it has 
adhered to for this series for several year;. 
Eliot's "Five Foot Bookshelf" is still taking 
full-page space after many years of activity. 
This is literature of the most serious kind, 
and yet the success of such a set has been 
extraordinary. All three of the large encyclo- 
pedias have pages. The O. Henry set is still 
active with a full page, a set that has now 
been distributed to a total of three hundred 



thousand sets, and not only have the mail 
orders reached that amount, but the "copy" 
has created a tremendously increased de- 
mand thru the channels of the book- 
stores. 

Other novelists arc still active in the cur- 
rent advertising, altho the Review of Reviews 
does not carry this material as do other 
mediums. There are to-day active campaigns 
on Mark Twain, Stevenson, Conan Doyle, 
Richard Harding Davis and Arthur B. Reeves. 
All of these carry expensive space with coun- 
trywide circulation. 

The appeal of the business book is a very 
strong characteristic of the present book ad- 
vertising. Appleton is now featuring fifteen 
volumes of its business library, which the 
bookstores can supply separately, as is well 
known; and in the same field the Ronald 
Press is carrying full-page publicity, taking 
up one title on its list after another. The 
correspondence schools are specializing 
heavily on this business appeal. The an- 
nual campaign for the "Little Nature Li- 
brary" of Nelson Doubleday is again appear- 
ing, a campaign that has had several years 
of successful history; and Brann, the Icono- 
clast, is taking his place with the other full*, 
page feature items. 

All this continuous publicity indicates two 
things; first, that there must be cumulative 
power to advertising, in order to carry out 
long campaigns in this way, and secondly, that 
a large appetite for books is created by this 
continuous use of space that is only partly 
filled when some thousands "sign on the line." 
There must be a large interest that guides 
people to the bookstores and the libraries and 
helps towards the general health of the book- 
trade. 



Keeping Stock Records 

IT has always been a much debated ques- 
tion in the book-trade as to whether there 
was any system of keeping a continuous 
stock record for an average retail business 
that would not be too complicated and thus 
become a burden rather than a help. Many 
stores keep stock records of leading items, 
some keep marked catalogs, in which all of 
the orders are marked up, but few, probably, 
open individual card records for each book 
purchased and watch its coming and going. 
It would be well if there were some exchange 
of experience on this feature of a retailer's 
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experience, and the Publishers' Weekly 
would be glad to hear of anyone who has 
made successful use of the continuous stock 
record plan,

full day's work. With the blood of Gen. 
Israel Putnam of Revolutionary fame in hi* 
veins, with his record of active service in 
the Civil War, culminating in his Libby Prison 
experiences, and with his splendid usefulness 
for the Allied cause in the world war thru 
his addresses both in England and America 
and his presidency of the American Rights 
League, he has a record for patriotism 
which few can match, while his publishing 
friends and his associates in many good 
causes know him as a hard worker, th" 
promptest of correspondents, as remarkabl • 
for common-sense decisions as for vigorous 
effectiveness. No American can be more wel- 
come in England than he, and when he occu- 
pies his desk in the London publishing house 
in May and June this year as usual, the onTy 
difficulty he confronts is that of explaining 
to our English brethren the position of his 
country regarding the Treaty and the League 
of Nations. 



District Conferences 

THERE has been a good deal of discus- 
sion of the possibility of having an or- 
ganization of booksellers in every state, 
and the plan has been put forward very ear- 
nestly this year. There has always been this 
handicap : that state boundaries do not always 
mark out the natural lines of common interest, 
and that some other method of grouping might 
be more practical. There has also been raised 
the question of over-organization and there- 
fore a decrease m efficiency. The suggestion 
has now been put forward that, instead of 
state organizations, the system of regional 
conferences should be encouraged. 

These conferences could be called, per- 
haps, semi-annually at some central point and 
with the encouragement and assistance of the 
American Booksellers' Association officers. 
Under such a plan, a conference for New- 
England might be held in such a central point 
as Boston, a fall conference, to which all buy- 



ers and store managers would be invited. The 
day would be given to the practical store 
problems of that area, with a sufficiently defc 
nite program laid out ahead so that all wouJd 
come prepared, and the discussion could be 
kept within bounds. This conference need 
have no full organization or officers, and the 
chairman of the meeting could be appointed 
by the American Booksellers' Association, or 
by the Boston Booksellers' Association, and 
if it seemed best, one or two officers of the 
National Association might be asked to at- 
tend, to add their weight to the discussion. 

In some such way, conferences might be 
held for eastern Pennsylvania and New Jer- 
sey, for northern New York, for the Middle- 
West, or the Northwest, for the Pacific North- 
west and California, and for the South. 



Booksellers Should Join this Contest 

The National Marine League and the Amer- 
ican Library Association cordially invite 
national attention to a conspiracy against the 
mothers of the United States by reviving 
youthful interest in the romance-laden books 
of the sea. 

"It is about time," they say, "that our 
young men came back to the seafaring pro- 
fessions. You can do the American Mer- 
chant Marine a good turn by helping to 
stimulate public thought along these lines." 

"What are the best ten books of the Sea? 
The National Marine League and the Amer- 
ican Library Association want to know in 
time to announce a verdict by April 17 which 
will wind up the celebration of National 
Marine Week. The opinions of the literary 
critics will be respectfully hearkened to but 
those of the plain reading public will count 
for quite as much. 

"We will never have a sturdy and perma- 
nently established American merchant marine," 
says an announcement by the National Marine 
League to-day, "until the people themselves 
become 'shipminded.' We must read books of 
the sea, talk the sea, absorb its romance, re- 
cite it in nursery rhymes and then perhaps, 
as a people we will take the necessary voting 
and financial interest in our merchant marine 
to make this country independent on the 
seas. 

"Help to stimulate public discussion of 
the sea by sending your opinion of the best 
ten to the Sea Book Shelf, American Library 
Association, 24 West 39th Street, New York. 
The results of the voting will be used by the 
Library Association in the compilation of a 
nautical shelf par excellence for display at the 
National Marine Exposition, Grand Central 
Palace, April 12-17. where the Association's 
work of supplying books to all ships of the 
American Merchant Marine will be on ex- 
hibit." 
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PUTTING A LOCAL ANGLE INTO THE BOOKSTORE'S ADVERTISING

What sort of books docs the mayor of the 
town read? Are detective stories bis favor- 
ite form of fiction? Or does he run to biog- 
raphy? What sort of books do the presidents 
of the local banks read for recreation? or 
what business books have they approved of? 

Wouldn't the presentation of the answers 
to these questions in the bookstore's news- 
paper advertising greatly increase the sale of 
those particular books? 

Of course! People are always interested 
in the doings and the tastes of other folks 
they know. They have a vast amount of 
local curiosity. To learn that the mayor of 
the city is especially keen for detective stories 
would tend to make everyone in the city dis- 
cuss the matter and buy more books of that 
character. To learn that the president of one 
bank is reading everything that one author 
publishes, and that the president of another 
bank buys all the western novels as they arc 
published, would be very interesting news to 
all the people in the town who would know 
the presidents by reputation and by sight if 
not personally. Then why cannot bookstores 
give a localized angle to their advertising by 
injecting some such news as this into adver- 
tising? It doesn't take much work to dig up 
interesting material It only needs a short 
interview and a few questions. And there is 
seldom any objection raised by mayors or 
other politicians or bank presidents or any 
other business men seeking more publicity 
for their institutions, to the use of their 
names in connection with such advertising. 
To them the idea is that the more publicity 
they get the better it will be for themselves 
or for the business with which they are con- 
nected. 

So it would seem as tho bookstores can 
very easily make their advertising much more 
effective by working out a local twist for the 
advertising, instead of simply repeating what 
professional book reviewers in other cities 
or upon metropolitan newspapers have said 
about certain volumes. 

There is no doubt about the pull of the 
local news item. It is the local news which 
is the one best bet for all newspapers outside 
the big metropolitan papers in the largest 
cities. It is local news, local gossip, local 
doings which make people talk the longest 
and think the hardest. It is the local twist 
which makes the deepest sort of an impres- 
sion upon people. Of course it takes more 
rime and thought and trouble to inject a local 
twist into the bookstore's advertising. It 
means work in thinking up questions to ask 
people and it means work in interviewing 
people and in securing their consent to the 
use of their names. But it certainly pays. 

Suppose that a bookstore in a middle west- 
ern city is trying to sell still more copies of 
some such hypothetical book as "The Mysteri- 
ous Hand." The store has been provided by 
the publishers with readymade advertise- 



ments, electros, etc Suppose that this adver- 
tising matter is simply the usual run of such 
stuff — it tells what the New York Times said 
about the book, what the Chicago Tribune and 
the Boston Transcript thought of it, and 
what a few more professional reviewers had 
to say regarding it 

But suppose that the proprietor of the 
bookstore decides to use only a minimum of 
this material and determines, instead, to make 
a heavy drive on the book thru the use 
of a localized twist, asking the publisher to 
bear half the cost of the space. He interviews 
a number of people about the proposition and 
finally puts into the newspapers an advertise- 
ment reading something like this: 

"Our Congressman, Cyrus Turk, read 
'The Mysterious Hand' the other night at 
one sitttng. 'It's the first time in years that 
a book has so interested me as to keep me 
awake reading it until the milkman came 
around in the morning' said Congressman 
Turk. Then he added, 'I'll tell anyone who 
wants an interesting, entertaining story that 
this is a corker/ 

•"The Mysterious Hand' will interest 
you just as intensely as it interested Con- 
gressman Turk. Come in and purchase 
Your copy now." 

A testimonial like that from such a prom- 
inent man as the local Congressman would 
have the tendency to push the sales of that 
book about ten times as far as would the pub- 
lication of a merely ordinary advertisement. 

Or suppose that, as the resuk of some fur- 
ther work, the bookseller inserts an advertise- 
ment like this: 

"More calls for 'The Mysterious Hand' 
now than for any other book of fiction in 
the Library," reports Miss Barnes, of the 
Jones Memorial Library. 

"Local people have found that in this neiv 
novel is the sprightliest, most interesting en- 
tertainment of any recently published book. 
We have an extra supply of these books. 
Don't be annoyed by having to wait a long 
time for a turn at the book thru the 
LH>rary. Come in now and purchase Your 
copy." 

An advertisement of that character would 
have the tendency to make all the people of 
the city want to follow the crowd. It would 
make them feel that everyone was reading the 
novel and. consequently, they would feel a 
much greater urge to buy the book and do 
the same than they would feel without the 
local twist to the ad. 

Or suppose that an intimate, personal 
glimpse of the store's routine is given in an 
advertisement reading something like this: 
"At one time yesterday afternoon ten suc- 
cessive customers coming into our store 
asked for copies of 'The Mvsterious Hand.' 

"That is one of the indications of the 
great interest being felt by local people in 
this extraordinary book. 
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"Have You read it yet? 

"If not, come into the store now and 
secure your copy before the present supply 
is exhausted." 

Now it is not meant by these suggestions 
that the outside comments by professional 
reviewers regarding the book should be dis- 
pensed with entirely. Rather should the opin- 
ions of the professional reviewers— those re- 
viewers whose word is generally accepted by 
the reading public as a good criterion to the 
quality of a book— be used to pave the way 
for the local aspect of the advertising. The 
outside opinions and comments can be used 
to establish the book in the mind of the pub- 
lic as being a worth while success. And the 
localized advertisement can be used to boost 
the sale of the book locally beyond the point 
it might otherwise reach. Of course such in- 
tensive localized advertising would fail of 
having the desired effect if the book was not 
worth such extraordinary attention. 

During the time when there is no excep- 
tional book to push, the bookseller can give a 
local twist to his advertising by using ads on 
this order: 

"Mayor Davis says he enjoys reading 

detective stories more than any other sort 

of fiction. 

"He's told us the names of his favorite 
stories. If you'll come in we'll be glad to 
show you the list. And if you, too, enjoy 
detective fiction you can secure any or all 
of the detective stories on the mayor's list 
at our store. Our stock of detective stories 
is particularly large and satisfactory." 
Localized advertising of books is calculated 
to make people talk. And the more people 
talk about the book or books advertised the 
more the sales of the books will increase. 
And that is what the bookseller is especially 
interested in. 

The March Dinner of the Booksellers* 
League 

The March Dinner of the Booksellers' 
League was held on Thursday evening. March 
25th. at the Park Avenue Hotel It wa» 

made the occasion for the annual business 
meeting and for the election of officers for 
the coming year. Mr. McKeechie, the sec- 
retary, read a summary of the League's 
iqiq achievements as printed in the Pub- 
lishers' Weekly of March 27th. New York 
Booksellers are fortunate, indeed, to have an 
organization which gives them an oppor- 
tunity to meet and know the men who are 
making the literature of their generation. 
Mr. McKeechie made a strong plea for new 
members, saying that every member ought to 
take it upon himself to bring in a new one 
during the next year. At the election of 
officers, Louis F. Keating manager of the 
book (and other) department (s) at Freder- 
ick Loeser's in Brooklyn was unanimously 
elected* President succeeding R. E. Sher- 
wood who retires with the thanks and appre- 
ciation of the members for his unselfish ef- 



forts on behalf of the League. The following 
men were added to the Board of Managers: 
Charles A. Burkhardt, Theo. E. Schulte, 
Jos. F. Greene, Robert E. Sherwood, Frederic 
G. Melcher, Charles C. Shoemaker. 

After the business meeting which occupied 
but very little time, Mr. Sherwood introduced 
in turn as his speakers of the evening, W. K. 
Henry Blackman Sell formerly editor of the 
Chicago Daily News book page and now edi- 
tor of Harper's Bazar George Palmer Put- 
nam, grandson of the founder of the publish- 
ing house of that name and member of that 
firm, and Dr. Alessandro H. Carasso, official 
interpreter of the American Embassy during 
the Kerensky government. Mr. Sell acted in 
the role of prophet foretelling great prosper- 
ity for — authors 1 

Mr. Putnam then recounted his experi- 
ences in Poland. During the time he spent 
there, he was in close touch with the men at 
the head of the new government and, there- 
fore, spoke with authority on this subject, 
generally so little known. Dr. Carasso was 
the next to speak and told of the terror and 
suffering in Russia under the present Bol- 
shevik rule. 



Book imports Increase 

In the month of January, 1920, the United 
States exported $2,334 worth of manufactured 
material that came grouped in the Govern- 
ment reports under the general heading of 
"Books, music maps, engravings, etchings, 
photographs, and other printed matter." Dur- 
ing that same month we imported $633,751. 
If other classifications should show a similar 
ratio the matter of exchange would be 
straightened out very rapidly. These imports 
were three times those of January of a year 
ago. 

In the seven months ending with January 
the totals were as folows :

The British and Colonial Printer and Sta- 
tioner, in a recent article called "Printers and 
the Law," discusses the printer's imprint. "The 
requirement of the imprint of the printer's 
name had." it says, "originally been imposed 
by the Act of 1799. As it stands, the require- 
ment is of the printer's name and usual place 
of abode or business in legible characters 'upon 
any paper or book whatsoever, which shall be 
meant to be published or dispersed' — i. e„ on 
the front of a paper printed on one side only 
or upon the first and last leaf of every paper 
or book of more than one leaf; the penalty 
upon the printer and upon 'every person who 
shall publish or disperse, or assist in publish- 
ing or dispersing' is not more than £5 per 
copy." 
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MANUFACTURING DIFFICULTIES OF 1920* 
Charles H. Seaoer of the Maanillan Company 



One of the earliest recollections of many 
of us is a phenomenon that is as old as the 
race. It is the regret of older people at the 
parsing of the good "old times," and the vain 
hope tor the return of what they fondly re- 
gard as "normal conditions." We in turn, 
as we have grown older, face the constantly 
changing world around us and the necessity 
for constant adjustment with the same regret 
and the same vain hope. Normal conditions 
are never present conditions; they are past 
conditions viewed thru the rose-colored spec- 
tacles of memory, which magnify the pleasant 
and obscure the unpleasant. 

So in facing the manufacturing difficulties 
of 1920, it is probably vain to hope for the 
return of normal conditions. The present 
difficulties are so great, and some of the causes 
of them are so plainly temporary, that we are 
justified in expecting some change for the 
better in the near future, especially if we 
make the necessary adjustments, but the more 
favorable conditions to which we thus look 
forward will certainly not be the old condi- 
tions restored. Better conditions may develop 
out of the present situation, but it is out of 
the present situation that they will develop, 
and we must continue to make adjustments to 
meet the changes that the past few years have 
brought. There would have been changes 
even if there had been no war, for the good 
old times are always passing. 

Without attempting to catalog all the manu- 
facturing difficulties. I will mention four that 
seem to be most perplexing. First is the 
shortage of paper. The demand for book 
paper has increased more than 25 per cent, I 
am informed, with no corresponding increase 
in the capacity of the mills. The result is 
that orders for paper in most cases cannot be 
filled within less than four months, and some 
cannot be filled at all. The mills, of course, 
are most interested in producing the sizes and 
weights of paper that arc in accord with com- 
mon standards, and small orders for special 
grades and sizes may be entirely ignored. 

The second difficulty is the congestion that 
has prevailed in the printing and binding 
establishments in all parts of the country. The 
main reason for this difficulty also has been 
an increase in demand without a correspond- 
ing increase in production facilities. The vast 
increase in advertising that followed the close 
of the war swelled the size of the magazines 
and multiplied the output of booklets. The 
necessary reaction from the economy of the 
war period, moreover, increased the demand 
for textbooks even more than publishers had 
thought possible. New conditions and new 
points of view also seemed to require text- 
books of a new type: or at least publishers so 
believed, and prepared to meet the require-

ment. Publishing projects of various sorts 
that had been postponed on account of the 
war were now brought into being. There is 
not enough printing and binding machinery to 
take care of this work. 

The difficulties in connection with the manu- 
facture and transportation of paper and the 
printing and binding of books have been 
greatly aggravated by the labor situation. It 
has been impossible to secure sufficient labor 
to keep all the plants running at full capacity 
at a time when more than full capacity was 
needed. In the binderies the shortage of labor 
has been especially distressing. Moreover, the 
general deterioration in the morale of labor 
has been felt more seriously in this business 
than in many others, because of the inadequate 
facilities for production and the trouble in- 
volved in delay. To secure a fair day's work 
at any price has too often been found impos- 
sible ; and sometimes the production per work- 
man has fallen off one-third, especially in 
printing and binding establishments that have 
had a large labor turn-over on account of the 
competition of industries in which large profits 
prevailed and higher wages were therefore 
paid. In one printing and binding plant, at 
a time of great stress, the employees on leav- 
ing for the Christmas holiday informed their 
employer that they had decided to extend the 
holiday until after New Year's. Of course, 
there have been plants in which the workmen 
have continued to do their work faithfully 
and carefully, but in general the industry has 
certainly suffered severely from unfavorable 
labor conditions. 

Among manufacturing difficulties may be 
mentioned, as the fourth difficulty, increasing 
costs. This most interesting topic has already 
been so thoroly discussed that it no longer 
needs any elaborate explanation. As we have 
been informed of increases in the costs of 
paper, cloth, and other materials, and of suc- 
cessive increases in the wage scales of print- 
ers and binders, we have thought each time 
that the top had been reached. By the time 
we had put into effect a small increase in 
prices, in which increased costs were only 
partially covered, because we expected that 
the high level would not be maintained long, 
and because we were fearful of our competi- 
tors, other increases had accumulated, and the 
new prices were still less adequate. We do 
not know, we must admit, how much higher 
manufacturing costs will rise. It seems quite 
certain, however, that they will rise still higher 
if the new general level of wages has not 
been reached thruout each of the industries 
involved. 

Confronting all these difficulties, what are 
publishers to do? They cannot wait for nor- 
mal conditions to return, if by that term is 
meant past conditions, and no one can safely 
predict what the future development of the 
present situation will be. Most publishers seem 
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to be making adjustments to meet conditions 
as they are, which is doubtless the only safe 
policy. 

Manufacturers of paper have enforced a 
movement toward the standardization of size 
and weight. It is clear that the variety of 
sizes and weights required can be reduced at 
least one-third without serious difficulty. This 
reduction is just as convenient for the pub- 
lisher as for the manufacturer. Every pub- 
lisher who has gone thru his list with this 
purpose in mind has probably been surprised 
at the possibilities stern necessity has revealed. 
In this connection the use of thinner paper 
has been found possible in a large proportion 
of the books, which is really pleasing to the 
customer, as well as economical for the pub- 
lisher. Other economies in the use of paper 
are the substitution of super paper for coated 
paper, and machine-«finished paper for super 
paper, wherever this can be done without seri- 
ous injury to the usefulness of a book. The 
possibilities of such substitution have been only 
partially realized. AH these economies will 
certainly relieve us to some extent of the dif- 
ficulties involved in the paper situation, tho we 
cannot expect that they will solve the problem 
entirely. 

The congestion in printing and binding es- 
tablishments might well be reduced somewhat 
by more careful restriction of special editions, 
and by painless disposal of old books and old 
editions that have ceased to be profitable. If 
the situation is made clear to state authorities 
and local boards of education, the adoption of 
standard regular editions instead of special 
state or local editions may be brought about 
in many places where the requirements have 
been unreasonable. In schools where old books 
and old editions have been demanded long 
after it has ceased to be really profitable to 
publish them, it has been found surprisingly 
easy to make substitutions under the stress of 
war conditions. In the size of editions also 
there is an opportunity for economy of print- 
ing and binding facilities. In planning new 
books and new editions of old books, the 
amount of hand work involved can be largely 
reduced, as for instance in the matter of past- 
ings. Economics of this sort must certainly 
be practiced or some of us must give up the 
publishing of school books. 

In the matter of costs, it is not likely that 
publishers, in spite of all economies, can keep 
costs much below the new general level, which 
is about 100 per cent above the level of the 
days before the war. Old prices of school 
books must be forgotten just as we arc com- 
ing to forget old prices of other commodities ; 
a fifty cent dollar cannot be expected to have 
one value when applied to the purchase of 
school books and another value when applied 
to the purchase of food and clothing. Pub- 
lishers of school books are not "profiteers,'' 
and have done more to serve the public inter- 
est in keeping down prices of the commodity 
they sell than the manufacturers of any other 
important commodity can claim to have done. 
But the role of public benefactor is expensive, 
and most publishers have filled it too long. 



Their own employees in all sorts of work 
must be paid in accordance with prevailing 
scales of wages and salaries, and in accord- 
ance with the prevailing level of living costs. 
It must be shown clearly to the public that 
largely increased prices are absolutely neces- 
sary, and there is abundant information avail- 
able for this purpose. It may be too much to 
expect that publishers will not take unfair ad- 
vantage of each other as efforts are made to 
secure better prices, but a common conviction 
that this effort must be made and the same 
sort of firmness in carrying out the purpose 
that is customary in every other kind of busi- 
ness will make the consummation possible, in 
spite of instances of timidity or servility or 
trickery that may occasionally stand in the 
way. Publishers are under no greater obliga- 
tion to furnish books at prices that do not 
meet the cost of manufacture and operation 
than are teachers to continue teaching at sal- 
aries that do not nay their living expenses. 
Publishers and their employees also are im- 
portant factors in educational work. The ad- 
justment of salaries of teachers and prices of 
school books cannot be complete until the new 
general level of salaries and prices is reached. 
There is no way of permanently evading this 
adjustment. As far as we in the school book 
business are concerned, why can we not sup- 
port each other's efforts in every legitimate 
way towards a solution of this common 
problem ?

Publishers who have on their lists books of 
interest to shipping trade and export organ- 
izations will have an opportunitv to exhibit 
such books at the National Marine Exhibition, 
to be held in the Grand Central Palace, New- 
York, on April 12th to 17th. The American 
Library Association, which, as part of its pres- 
ent extended service, is interesting itself in the 
problem of books for merchant ships, has 
taken a space at this exhibition and generously 
offers to give a display opportunity to pub- 
lishers whose books fall specially in this field. 
Arrangements for shelf room can be had by 
getting in communication with Mr. Forrest 
B. Spaulding. care of the American Library 
Association. 24 West 39th Street. New York. 
There will be no obligation or expense on the 
publisher's part, and the exhibit will undoubt- 
edly reach the attention of a very large and 
interested public. 

The National Marine League of the U. S. A. 
has organized this exhibition, and it is the 
first time in twenty years that there has been 
a book exhibit setting forth America's inter- 
est in the high seas and foreign trade. The 
League has headquarters at 68 Pearl Street. 
New York, and Mr. August Belmont is chair- 
man of the trustees.

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THE WALLACE SALE 
One of the Finest of American Private Libraries is Dispersed 



The library of Walter Thomas Wallace, of 
South Orange, N. J., was sold at the American 
Art Galleries, March 22, 23, 24 and 25, bring- 
ing $I53i709.50. It had been generally esti- 
mated as worth between $250,000 and $300,- 
000, and the sale makes the first bad break 
in the dispersal of libraries of the first class 
in the history of American book auctions. 
Rarities of all kinds— illuminated manu- 
scripts, incunabula, early English literature, 
seventeenth and eighteenth century authors, 
and those of the Victorian period and of our 
own country, suffered in a greater or lesser 
degree. 

It is doubtful if in the entire history of 
book auctions there was ever a more peculiar 
situation followed by more tragic results. It 
was not until the four days sale had reached 
its end that Mr. Wallace, in a conference with 
dealers at the Manhattan Hotel, learned in 
detail what had caused the disaster. 

Mr. Wallace was one of the best known 
collectors in this country. His books were 
largely bought at the great sales during the 
last twenty-five years. Soon after becoming 
an active buyer he encountered George D. 
Smith, and the battles which they fought are 
famous. Smith brought all his resources to 
bear to force Wallace to stop his independ- 
ent buying and give him his commissions 
but never succeeded. The result of the pro- 
longed struggle was to divide the sympha- 
thies of auction goers. Collectors, especially 
those that had suffered at Smith's hands, 
applauded Wallace. A portion of the trade 
favored Smith feeling that Wallace was set- 
ting a bad example and showing the trade 
little consideration. 

When the announcement was made that the 
Wallace collection was going to be sold at 
auction there were indications that the old 
feeling in the trade was still smouldering 
and might have a bad effect. And then ru- 
mors came tending to alienate several good 
buyers. A statement from the American Art 
Association some weeks ago seemed to allay 
the feeling, and prospects brightened. The 
library made a notable display, and collectors 
thronged the galleries during the exhibition. 

It appears that dealers most largely in- 
terested in the Wallace books had been 
heavy importers and recently large buyers at 
public and private sale. They saw the pos- 
sibilities of large commissions, however, ex- 
plained the situation to the Association and 
asked for an extension of the customary 
thirty days dealer's credit for this sale owing 
to the exceptional conditions. The Associa- 
tion promised to give the matter considera- 
tion, called Mr. Wallace into conference, and 
explained the requests. Mr. Wallace did not 
object to an extension of credit but declined 
to change his contract. The failure to get 



an extension of credit, tho perhaps disappoint- 
ing, caused no bad feeling. 

Two or three days before the sale the Asso- 
ciation prepared a circular /letter stating 
that "Mr. Wallace had consigned his library 
to the American Art Association mainly by 
reason of its invariable rule to neither ask 
its consignors to extend credit nor do so it- 
self thereby enabling Mr. Wallace to have 
within thirty days from the time of his sale 
cash for the gross amount thereof less the 
charges thereon," and stipulating that pur- 
chases should be paid for "in two equal parts, 
one, five days from date of sale and the other, 
fifteen days from such date." The letter 
gave the impression that Mr. Wallace was in 
a measure responsible for the withdrawal of 
credit and this not only awakened all the 
old bad feeling but added many recruits. 

The feeling was quite the same throughout 
the entire trade but there does not appear to 
have been any conference and there was no 
concert of action. The first session indi- 
cated that there was trouble ahead. Collec- 
tors not understanding what was the matter 
were apparently frightened away, for they 
did little buying. After the second session 
the attendance was light, and prices continued 
to drop. A small group of booksellers in- 
cluding Gabriel Wells, James F. Drake, Dr. 
Rosenbach, Byrne Hackett, Walter M. Hill. 
Charles Sessler and Ernest Dressel North 
bought more than eighty per cent of the col- 
lection. Many of their purchases were on 
commission but they also bought heavily for 
stock when prices proved irresistible. At no 
time did they take advantage of a situation 
that was entirely in their hands. 

After the last session, on Thursday even- 
ing. Mr. Wallace met several of the group of 
dealers that had bought most of his library, 
at the Manhattan Hotel, and learned, for the 
first time, in detail, of the causes that cost 
him so heavily. It developed that he had not 
even known of the "five and fifteen days" 
letter and had never been consulted in regard 
to the partial withdrawal of credit. He had 
never had any intention of antagonizing the 
trade, and, if he had fully understood the 
situation, would have been quite willing to 
assist in the extension of credit asked for. 

The American Art Association has not yet 
made a statement but it is quite likely that 
the situation was not clear to them and that 
the whole fiasco was the result of a misun- 
derstanding. It is generally considered that 
the break in prices has no special significance 
The general opinion seems now to be that the 
American Art Association handled a delicate 
matter in a clumsy way. Doubtless they did 
not know that the gun was loaded, and the 
execution had been done before they were 
fully aware of it. A mistake of this sort is 
not likely to happen again. 
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Book Convention Progress 

All members of the book-trade will be de- 
lighted to know that Charles C. Butler, 
president of the American Booksellers' Asso- 
ciation, is back again at his desk, after his 
enforced and needed rest. This means that 
he is able to take up the final details of the 
Convention preparation and put his energy 
into finishing off the program. One of his 
first announcements is that he has asked the 
Honorable David J. O'Connell to arrange for 
a special train from New York to Philadel- 
phia. There ought to be a train full of en- 
thusiastic New York bookmen. The hour of 
the start will be announced later. Accept- 
ances can be sent now to the Honorable 
David J. O'Connell, care of Funk & Wagnalls 
Company, 354 Fourth Avenue. 

An interesting part of the Thursday morn- 
ing session at Philadelphia will be the dis- 
cussions on "The Women's Contribution to 
Better Bookselling," which will be in charge 
of Miss Madge Jenison as presiding officer, 
Miss Jenison being the President of the Wo- 
man's National Book Association. She is ar- 
ranging for speeches by those representing 
different types of bookselling, such as the 
bookshop, the children's department and the 
department work of the big store. One of 
interesting outside speakers who has been 
definitely arranged for is John Spargo for 
Wednesday morning, who is to take up the 
subject of "Books for the New American." 
The paper and discussion on the coming 
scales of book prices come also on Wednes- 
day morning and promise to be of unusual 
importance. 

Famous Manuscripts on Exhibition 

A Notable Showing at the Grolier Club 

The fourth free exhibition for the season 
by the Grolier Club at 47 East 60th Street is 
now open to the public, and is rich in the 
treasures of the great private libraries of New 
York. Circumstances are such that many of 
these precious treasures can never again be 
shown in their present associations. 

It is a thrilling experience, the opportunity 
for which may not recur in a life-time, to 
pass down the rows of simple cases, filled 
with the great treasures of literature. 

Beginning with books and manuscripts which 
survive from the first days of printing in 
England and before, one may view in succes- 
sion the great monuments of English literature 
in their first editions (sometimes in unique 
copies) up to the eighteen-sixties. 

It is difficult to specify a few among so 
many volumes, rich in associations and memo- 
ries, but we must mention the first dated book 
printed in England and a first edition of 
Chaucer, printed by Caxton in 147$, a 15th 
century illuminated manuscript of the "Can- 
terbury Tales." contemporary manuscripts of 
Sidney's "Arcadia," and of one of "rare Ben 
Jonson's" works, some of the rare Shake- 
speare quartos with the First Folio, the 
thumbed manuscript of the first book of 



"Paradise Lost," which was sent to the printer 
(perhaps in the hand of Milton's daughter), 
accompanied by John Dryden's copy of the 
first edition of the work (first title-page), in 
which the poet has penned his lines upon his 
great predecessor. The only copy of the first 
edition of "Pilgrim's Progress" which contains 
the disputed portrait of Bunyan asleep over 
a lion's den is there, and the original manu- 
script of Pope's "Essay on Man," filled with 
corrections, as well as numerous manuscripts 
and letters of the great writers of the 18th 
and toth centuries — Dr. Johnson, Bobby Burns, 
Shelley and Keats, Browning and Tennyson. 
There, too, are the first draft of Charles 
Lamb's essay on "Roast Pig" and portions of 
the manuscripts of "Ivanhoe," "Pickwick.*' 
and "Vanity Fair," always accompanied by 
their first editions. 

The exhibition closes with a few manu- 
scripts of Poe, Hawthorne and other great 
Americans. The exhibition is open daily, from 
10 a. m. to 6 p. m. until April 4th. Admission 
evenings by card only. 



Old Methods Pass 

One of the most interesting activities of the 
Federal Trade Commission has been the way 
they have concerned themselves with that 
form of unfair competition that comes from 
unduly influencing the employees of a firm to 
whom any business house is selling. Re- 
cently, the Commission ordered a New Jersey 
company to cease and desist from any form 
of entertainment of the employees or custo- 
mers, when that might in any way influence 
them to turn their trade over to the enter- 
tainers. The Court of Appeals has refused 
to take the view of the Commission in this 
case, but while not maintaining the full 
penalty, the Court says that any contract 
purchased in such a method could be made 
void. Certainly, altogether too much money 
has been spent in this way in the past, and, 
as is well recognized, this expenditure is 
evidently passed on to the buyer, to the loss 
of all concerned.

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A DISCUSSION ON CHILDREN'S BOOKS 
The Concluding Leciurt in the New York Pvhlk Library Count 



A well attended meeting in the Children's 
Room of the New York Library closed the 
series of conferences and lectures on books 
and publishing that has been conducted on 
successive Thursday nights by the Library 
School of the New York Public Library. 
Miss Jackson of the school deserves much 
credit for the successful planning and carry- 
ing thru of this new venture, which proved 
of great value to librarians and to the book- 
trade. 

Miss Annie Carroll Moore, head of chil- 
dren's work in New York Public Libraries, 
in opening the discussion of the evening, de- 
scribed an unusually interesting opportunity 
that had come to her office, to select, for a 
group of British and American residents of 
Rio de Janeiro, a library of children's books. 
This English-speaking colony had raised five 
hundred dollars and sent word by the Ameri- 
can ambassador, Mr. Morgan, that they 
wished a collection of books selected on the 
best possible standards for their children. 
This opened up an interesting problem, and 
the list of books, as read with comments, was 
full of suggestions as to what are the best 
things in our literature for such a group of 
children. 

In discussing the general situation in the 
supply of children's books for our own child- 
ren, as seen by a city librarian, Miss Moore 
brought out the fact that there is a shortage 
of good one-volume biographies, and especi- 
ally those of women; that there are few 
books on art that really interest children; 
and that there is an increasing need for good 
plays for children. Another book that should 
be planned is a volume of collected poems, 
such as girls of fourteen or fifteen would 
read. Miss Moore emphasized the duty of 
librarians to give attention to new books, as 
well as to old. believing that the whole move- 
ment for children's books has suffered because 
librarians have waited too long before buy- 
ing and too long before listing promising 
new books. It was also pointed out that 
there is need of more good books of history, 
especially the history of the United States 
taken by period, instead of volumes covering 
the whole sweep of our history. 

Mr. Frederick A. Stokes was called on for 
a discussion of the situation in the manu- 
facture of children's books, and spoke of the 
difficulties in keeping sufficient books manu- 
factured at any prices. He believes that 
prices are going still higher before they stop. 
As an instance of the pressure that publishers 
are under in producing a good illustrated 
book, he spoke of a set of four-color plates 
which one time cost eleven hundred dollars 
and would now cost thirty-five hundred dol- 
lars, and all this expense has to be carried in 
the cost of the book.

Howe had some questions that he put to the 
librarians present which brought out interest- 
ing discussions on the question of whether 
children like imaginative pictures or prefer 
matter-of-fact pictures. Miss Power of the 
Forty-second Street Children's Room said 
that from her observation they liked both 
kinds, but that the matter-of-fact picture 
should go hand in hand with that kind of 
story, as "Robinson Crusoe," for instance, 
while with a fairy tale or imaginative poem, 
the fanciful picture was always attractive. 

On the question of whether children will 
read collections of short stories such as have 
been written for adults, the experience of the 
librarians seemed to be that children would 
read short stories if all were of one type, such 
as O. Henry or "Sherlock Holmes," but would 
not care for miscellaneous collections, unless 
read aloud. It was thought that boys might 
like good collections if they had a common 
trend or common type of adventure. 

On the question of the present demand for 
war books by children, it was the unanimous 
opinion that, whereas the adults have ceased to 
read the books of war adventure, the children 
were reading them and with eagerness, and 
that these war books were creating an in- 
terest in technical books, such as has never 
been found before. The war, too, has inter- 
ested children in the people of other countries, 
and has increased their interest in maps and 
pictures. Miss Moore emphasized the fact 
that travel books ought to bring out the sim- 
ilarities, between ourselves and other people 
instead of the dissimilarities. 



English Book-Trade News 

(From Our London Correspondent) 

The new spring lists of the publishers arc 
now all printed, and show a fine galaxy of 
wares. As Mr. R. B. Marston said in a re- 
cent number of the Publishers' Circular, 
"publishing is flourishing." This is true, but 
it is none the less remarkable, when you re- 
member the difficulties— difficulties apparently 
almost insurmountable — which publishers have 
had to face during the months following the 
armistice, it is surely wonderful that the pro- 
fession of publishing has been so effectively 
carried on. The troubles during the war were 
bad enough, but since then they have increased 
a hundredfold. The way out has been thru 
the increased price of the book, and the faith- 
ful book-buying public has risen to the de- 
mand splendidly; yet, there has not been any 
profiteering. We doubt if there is any other 
trade or profession in which prices have ad- 
vanced so little, in relation to the prices which 
obtained in the happy pre-war days. Take a 
novel, for instance. In the old days it wa» 
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put on the market at 6s. net. What is it to- 
day? Looking through the lists it ranges 
from 6s. to 8s. There are not many of the 
former, and but a few of the latter at present 
The 6s. novel is usually a short book, and 8s. 
must be the lowest price in the near future 
for a full-length story. Probably it may reach 
the point of 9s. There are many such novels 
just now being issued at "s. and 7s. 6d. The 
advance in the price of the novel since pre- 
war days has only been proportional to the 
advance in price of serious books. This is a 
record which is good, and of which we may 
all be proud. In the spring lists there is a 
good gathering of excellent novels and gen- 
eral books, and it is a long time since the 
spring prospects were so thoroly good and 
encouraging. Of course, one still finds the 
war book, and like the poor, as it used to be 
said, we fear it (the war book) will always 
be with us. But it has got to be a really first- 
class war book to get a hearing. We are just 
as sick of it as you are.

A Nea Edition of Henry James 

The new edition of "The Novels and 
Stories of Henry James," the first volumes of 
which will be published by Macmillan of Lon- 
don shortly, will include all the fiction that 
the author issued in book-form during his 
life. A certain number of early pieces con- 
tributed to magazines and never reprinted by 
him have been omitted, together with his 
plays, including those which he recast and 
published as narratives. The text is that of 
the "New York" edition (begun in 1007 and 
issued by the same publishers), with the addi- 
tion of numerous tales which were omitted 
either because there was no room for them 
in the limited number of volumes then avail- 
able, or because they did not satisfy the more 
critical taste of the author's later years. In 
a note explaining the basis upon which the 
new edition has been prepared Mr. Percy 
Lubbock points out that Henry James, in ar- 
ranging the "New York" edition, dropped out 
"The Bostonians." for instance, unwillingly, 
and hoped to include it at some future time, 
with certain, other works, in supplementary 
volumes. 



On the other hand!, much of his earlier fic- 
tion fell short, in his view, of the possibility 
of revision, and would anyhow have been 
omitted. In most cases, however, there is no 
external evidence to show which was the de- 
termining reason ; so that the decision to pub- 
lish a new collective edition in a cheaper form 
has raised a question which cannot now be 
answered as he would have answered it him- 
self. Since the original edition was regarded 
by the author as incomplete, it should certainly 
be extended ; but no one could choose authori • 
tatively among the omitted tales. The pres- 
ent edition is therefore designed to be com- 
plete; it will include, that is to say, all the 
fiction that Henry James put forth in book- 
form during his life. 

It will be published in about thirty-throe 
volumes, issued at monthly intervals.

LESSON XXIX— American Fiction 
Men Wttlm 



"The drama excites our sympathies, the 
novel widens them." — H. G. Wells. 

Among contemporary writers of American 
fiction there are twenty-five names that have 
to be reckoned with. These are, in chronolog- 
ical order, Bacheller, King, Garland, Wister, 
Chambers, Nicholson, White, E. L. McCut- 
cheon, Phillips, Herrick, White, W. A., Tark- 
ington. Norris, Crane, Lincoln, Churchill, 
Dreiser, White, S. E., Grey, London, Beach, 
Sinclair. Harrison, Poole, Hergesheimer. 

History has proved that it is possible to be 
a writer of enduring influence without being a 
writer of enduring books. In the case of 
these twenty-five novelists, every one is to be 
reckoned with for his influence on the novel 
if not for his novels. Works may pass when 
influence docs not pass. Anthony Hope's 
"Prisoner of Zenda" was ephemeral, but the 
flag of Zenda still flies over much modern 
fiction. 

Current comments on contemporary Amer- 
ican fiction seem to lead to the following con- 
clusions : 

The best fiction from men writers is coming 
out of the West. The Hoosiers are in the 
lead. Chicago contributes two names which 
many count as the greatest, Herrick and 
Dreiser. As frontiers are disappearing, van- 
ishing civilizations are less frequently the sub- 
ject of western novels. It is the later life of 
the West that is being written to-day. The 

frovincial. too, in fiction is dying out. Joseph 
incoln, with his Cape Cod stories, is the last 
of "the local-color school." John Fox, Jr., 
was an extreme example of the regional novel- 
ist who has left no successors. What provin- 
cial elements exist in American life to-day are 
mostly elements not yet fully American. 
They are to be found in "Americanization" 
novels. Propaganda novels are fewer. Upton 
Sinclair is our only tract-novelist of any 
power. Winston Churchill and William Allen 
White could, at worst, be labeled only "Re- 
formers." The "Naturalists" in America num- 
ber but one, Dreiser; and the "Historical Nov- 
elists" but one, Edward Lucas White. The 
"Novelists of Expanding America" are the 
novelists of yesterday, Garland and Wister. 
"Social Historians" are in the ascendant: 
King, Herrick, Tarkington, Harrison, Poole, 
and Hergesheimer. The "Good Story Tellers" 
are rare: Bacheller, Nicholson, and Mc- 
Cutcheon. 

The most distinctively American type of 
novel, our most original contribution to fic- 
tion genres, is the out-of-door novel, of which 
the supreme example is the nature novel of 
Stewart Edward White. This is to be classed 
apart from the romantic adventure novel of 
Zane Grey, the animal adventure novel of Jack 
London, and the historical adventure novel 



of Rex Beach. So we come to the last and 
highest category in which we can hope to 
place any one of our novelists. Who is the 
most national of our novelists, or who comes 
the nearest to being? Many say Tarkington. 
Many more say Norris. As the emphasis goes 
from localism to nationalism in our fiction, the 
author of "The Octopus" makes a strong 
claim to the coveted title.

Bacheller is essentially a writer of character stud- 
ies. His art is best suited to "character parts," as 
they are called on the stage. The humorous and the 
burlesque in human nature attract him most. With 
his gift for portraying homely and picturesque per- 
sonalities, Bacheller's choice of Lincoln as the hero 
of his latest novel is a peculiarly happy one. The 
story centers around Lincoln's early life in Spring- 
field, from his twenty-second to his forty-second 
year, and introduces us to all his early associates.

William Benjamin Basil King is an Episcopal 
clergyman, formerly rector of Christ Church, Cam- 
bridge, Mass. He was born in England, educated in 
Canada, and became a naturalized American citizen. 
He has lived much in Europe for his health. Basil 
King had written five novels before he gained wide 
popularity with three successive novels published an- 
onymously, "The Inner Shrine," "The Wild Olive," 
and "The Street Called Straight" 

King's novels deal with ethical problems and ques- 
twins of conscience. They arc concerned above all 
else with human conduct. The stories usually turn 
on some fine point of honor. "The Lifted Veil" 
deals with disclosures after marriage, and raises the 
question of the right of the married to conceal their 
past lives. "The High Heart" seta forth the different 
ways in which Canadians and Americans viewed the 
earlier stages of the war. "The City of Comrades" 
is a strange medley of characters, society women, 
thieves, human benefactors and malefactors, all show- 
ing Man as the redeemer of men. 

In his last three books, Basil King has dallied with 
the question of life after death, and of communication 
with the dead. "Going West" records the sensations 
of two dead soldiers, just after they have killed 
each other. "The Abolishing of Death'' gives the au- 
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thor's experiences with spiritualistic 
reports his communications, by mes 
writing, with a spirit known as "Henry Talbot.

Garland, the son of a pioneer, is himself a literary 
pioneer in writing of the West. Edward Egglesron's 
western novels, including "The Circuit Rider" and 
"The Hoosier Schoolmaster" appeared twenty years 
before Garland's first book, and were the only other 
works of distinction dealing with the west. 

Garland's best work is found in his three volumes 
of short stories: "Main-Traveled Roads," six Misis- 
sippi valley stories; "Prairie Folks," nine stories of 
Life on the Western Prairies; and "Other Main- 
Traveled Roads" which came seventeen years later.

In three 
novels, "The Tyranny of the Dark," "The Shadow 
World." and Victor Ollnee's Discipline" he dealt with 
spiritualism. "Money Magic" is the story of a self- 
made man; and "Cavanagh", a picture of frontier life. 
"A Son of the Middle Border" is Garland's auto- 
biography written in the form of fiction. It is the 
life of "a bookish lad whose tastes were cultural 
and not agricultural."

Owen Wister is a Philadelphia writer, a grandson 
of Fanny Kcmblc, the actress. He is essentially a 
writer of short stories. His two long novels, "The 
Virginian" and "Lady Baltimore" are so episodic in 
construction that thry are hardly more than chains 
of short stories strung together. Wister is usually 
thought of as a writer of western stories. Ranch life 
and cowboys he has painted with great fidelity. "The 
Virginian." an epic of western life, and "Members 
of the Family," later stories of the West, are his 
best work in this field. 

"Lady Baltimore," which took its name from a 
delectable cake made in the South, is the best con- 
structed of WistcT's stories. It is as delicate and 
feminine as "The Virginian" is rough and masculine. 

"Philosophy Four" is a humorous satire of col- 
lege life, talcing its title from a course in the Har- 
vard curriculum. "The Simple Spelling Bee" is very 
clever and amusing criticism of the Simplified Spell- 
ing Movement financed by Andrew Carnegie. 

"The Seven Ages of Washington" is an excellent 
biography of Washington for older boys and girls. 
It aims to rescue the memory of Washington from 
former biographers who have made of him "a frozen 
image, rigid with congealed virtue, ungenial, unreal."

Chambers is a writer so versatile, talented, and 
prolific, that the phrase "fatal facility" alone ex- 
plains his second-rate position as a novelist. His 
works may be divided into four classes: short stories; 
historical novels; contemporary society novels; and 
juveniles. 

His four volumes of short stories include "The 
King in Yellow." stories of artist life; "Haunts of 
Men." Canadian and American tales; "The Tree of 
Heaven." and "Some Ladies in Haste." 

His historical nevels arc "The Red Republic." 
"Ashes of Empire." and "The Maids of Paradise." 
all dealing with the Franco-Prussian war; and "Car- 
digan" and "The Maid-at-Arms" dealing with the 
American revolution. 

His later novels are pictures of contemporary 
American society. The latest. "The Crimson Tide," 
deals with Bolshevism in America. 

Chambers was well known as an artist and illus- 
trator before he began to write. His novels show 
the observation of an artist in many passages of 
graphic description of nature and of animals. Cham- 
bers' most unusual book is "Outsiders: An Outline." 
a satirical novel in which he ridiculed American art. 
American culture, and American society.

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Nicholson is a popular novelist who despises his 
popularity. His "Confessions of a 'Best Seller'," an 
autobiographical essay in "The Provincial American," 
contains his renunciation of the romantic, melodra- 
matic novel, that tells a story merely for the story's 
take, and his conversion to the novel of characters 
and manners. Forty thousand copies of "The Main 
Chance," fifteen thousand of "Zelda Dameron," and 
a quarter million of "The House of a Thousand 
Candles," is a selling record which the author has 
tried to live down in his later books. In "The 
Little Brown Jug at Kildarc" be wrote a burlesque of 
bis own work, and then turned over a new leaf and 
tried to become a Hoosier Chronicler. It is a ques- 
tion whether the gain of a chronicler can make up to 
literature for the loss of such an excellent story 
teller.

Phillips, at the time of his tragic assassination, left 
twenty novels, which he had written in the space of 
ten years His earliest books are known as his 
"muck raking" novels, as they deal with political 
corruption. Only one of these remains in print, 
"Light- Fingered Gentry," treating insurance company 
scandals. 

In his later novels, Phillips turned to social and 
family Ufe. Unhappy marriage is his favorite theme. 
"The Second Generation" shows the evil effect of 
inherited fortunes. "Old Wives for New" has to do 
with the divorce problem. "The Hungry Heart," 
which Phillips counted as his best work, is a story 
of only four characters. It is "a protest against the 
Doll's House treatment of woman." "Joshua Craig" 
pictures a burly Westerner and his attempted civiliza- 
tion by an Eastern wife. This novel and "White 
Magic," a simple love story, are far below Phillips' 
usual standaiu. 

"The Husband's Story" shows Phillips' power at 
its highwater mark. The story is a satire, told in the 
first person, of American high-life marriages. "The 
Grain of Dust" centers about a lawyer's infatuation 
for bis stenographer. "The Conflict" is hardly more 
than a tract for socialism. "The Price She Paid" 
tells of a grand opera singer's way of obtaining a 



"Susan Lenox," Phillips' most ambitious and most 
significant book, was published posthumously. It is 
the life history of a woman of the streets, showing 
her "fall and rise," as the author chose to reverse 
it. It is a social document of the New York under- 
world, told with "candor and naturalness." "Susan 
Lenox," in its manner of telling, was a protest against 
the pruriency of "rotten libertine literature." 

Phillips' name is of great importance in the devel- 
opment of the American novel. His influence was 
greater than his achievement. At the moment when 
his career was cut short, he had just accomplished a 
large-scaled work of serious purpose and great power.

Will Canada Turn More Largely to 
English Text-Boo^s? 

One effect of the increasing price of edu- 
cational textbooks of U. S. publications says 
the Canadian Bookseller and Stationer is that 
many of these are being eliminated by Cana- 
dian schools and colleges, being replaced by 
textbooks from England and others published 
here in Canada. The teachers and professors 
are nothing loath to change to the British 
and Canadian publications, and it seems prob- 
able that this tendency will continue to grow, 
and that the change will become permanent 
even tho prices of U. S. books may sub- 
sequently go down again to normal prices. 
One of the latest recommendations along this 
line is that of President MacLean of the Uni- 
versity of Manitoba to replace U. S. text- 
books used there by ordering instead Cana- 
dian and British books in cases where educa- 
tional advantages do not intervene. 

The Publishers' Circular, in the March 6th 
issue publishes a letter sent by a well-known 
Canadian publisher and bookseller to the 
President and Faculty of the University of 
Manitoba and Affiliated Colleges: 

"Gentlemen : 
"In considering text books for next fall 

and winter terms, will you please give the 

following points your earnest consideration ? 

(1) . Do you realize that by authorizing 
so many American texts that you are con- 
tributing thousands of Canadian dollars to 
American publishers? 

(2) . Do you realize that the same Amer- 
ican publishers are continually advancing 
their prices which were already so high? 

(3) . Do you realize that every dollar 
spent for American-made books helps to 
increase the unfavorable trade balance 
against us? 

(4). Do you realize that they extract 
their "pound of flesh"; not one of them is 



willing to share one fraction of a cent of 
this unfavorable exchange? 

(5) . Do you realize that these same pub- 
lishers estimate they are one million books 
short at the present time, and that there 
will be a serious shortage of their books 
next fall? 

(6) . Do you realize that ample supplies 
of British-made texts are now available, 
and at scarcely any increase over pre-war 
prices ? . 

(7) . Do you realize that by getting out ' 
your curriculum early that these British 
books will be available in ample quantities 
for the fall terms and at retail prices from 
20 per cent, to 50 per cent, less than similar 
American books? 

We feel that the University should lead 
in fostering trade with the Mother Country. 
Put your words into deeds by authorizing 
books, edited by British scholars, and pro- 
duced by British publishers, who employ 
British workmen (the very Tommies who 
really won the war). 

We believe that the Canadian universities 
heartily approve of this movement to use 
British educational works in Canada. With 
some few exceptions British publishers neglect 
the Canadian field very much, while the 
Americans are constantly canvassing the Can- 
adian professors and sending samples. 

For the reasons mentioned, the present 
seems an excellent opportunity to introduce 
the text books of British authors in Canada."

"Men of letters are shy of revealing their 
economic affairs, however much they may be 
fond of spiritual autobiography," says The 
London Athenaeum, 'and we believe this to 
be the first time that a direct reference has 
been made to the fact that literary journalists 
at the present moment receive precisely the 
same payment for their work as they did be- 
fore the war. Is there any other profession 
or trade whatever in a similar case? If there 
is, we have not heard of it. Moreover, of all 
his journalistic colleagues, it is precisely the 
reviewer who has to suffer most. His posi- 
tion never was a particularly happy one ; his 
livelihood was never absolutely secure; he has 
always been paid by the piece. But altho 
his condition in the years before the war was 
by no means enviable, he managed to rub 
along. If he was lucky he might make five 
pounds a week. 

But the reviewer who was lucky to make 
five pounds a week in 1913 needs a good deal 
more luck to make five pounds a week in 1920. 
Obviously since the rate of payment remains 
the same, he must persuade this editor to print 
the same amount of his work. And this is 
precisely what the editor cannot do. He can- 
not give the same space to book reviews that 
he did in 1913, for the simple reason that he 
has not got the same space to give. If any- 
one were to compare the total amount of 
space given to book reviews in the daily and 
weekly press before the war with the space 
given to them to-day. he would, we think, find 
that the total for 1920 is not more than one- 
half what it was in 1913. We may say quite 
categorically that no journal which devotes 
considerable space to criticism of the highest 
quality it can get, irrespective of the name of 
the writer, is in any danger of becoming a 
gold mine for its proprietor. The price of 
paper has quadrupled, the wages of the print- 
ers have more than doubled, the cost of re- 
placing machinery is anything up to six times 
what it used to be. As a set-off to this the 
advertisement rates have increased perhaps 
hy one-half, and the selling price in the case 
of a daily newspaper may have been doubled. 
On an average we may say that the expendi- 
ture has increased twice as much as the rev- 
enue. A journal of the kind we are consider- 
ing, where the editor makes it a point of honor 
to devote an adequate space to the best criti- 
cism he can obtain, cannot command the enor- 
mous circulation necessary in order that the 
advertisement rate may be advanced auto- 
matically pari passu with the increased expend- 
iture. It is an unfortunate fact, which has 
nevertheless to be faced, that the number of 
people who will pay, say. twopence a week 
solely for criticism which they consider good 
is at the outside about fifty thousand. If it 
costs one shilling a week the figure would 
drop immediately to the neighborhood of ten 
thousand. It is certainly not by the quality 
of its literary criticism that "big circulation" 
is made for a newspaper. 



"Thus it is that the proprietors of a news- 
paper that prints literary criticism worthy the 
name cannot afford to pay double for it. A 
good literary page is merely, as the honest 
editor only too well knows, an encumbrance 
in the struggle for circulation. If he is a 
truly modern editor he will discard it alto- 
gether and devote it to personal paragraphs 
about heavy-weight boxers, prominent di- 
vorcees, and an extra column of racing tips. 
In that way he stands a reasonable chance of 
increasing his proprietor's dividends and his 
own salary at least. Fortunately not all the 
editors are of the truly modern brand yet ; 
but very probably the whole of the next gen- 
eration of editors will be. The weakest go 
to the wall ; and it would be merely obstinacy 
that could close our eyes to the fact that 
among all journalists, sporting, religious, 
political and the rest, the literary journalist 
is the one who provides the commodity for 
which there is the least demand. The wages 
of any other journalist are likely to be 
doubled before his. It is a question of eco- 
nomics. 

"The appetite for good literature and good 
criticism is created by good literature and 
good criticism; there is no other way. As the 
literary journalist is slowly dragged under by 
the clutch of the economic factor, the oppor- 
tunity of remedying his condition grows les> 
and less. At all costs this process of accel- 
erated degradation must be prevented. Those 
who have it in their power to prevent it are 
the few who are faithful to good work in 
literature and the arts. They must set them- 
selves to make proselytes, not for this journal 
rather than any other, but for any journal 
which treats literature seriously and makes a 
real effort to provide honest and enlightened 
criticism." 



W hy Not Hire Arnold Bennett 

"Why not hire Arnold Bennett?" asks Ralph 
Bartholomew in Printing Art, and continues: 

"An ad writer gets one hundred dollars a 
week, that is $2.85 an hour. A page in a 
popular weekly costs six thousand dollars. A 
picture must, of course, go on this page. This 
is absolutely essential. So the advertiser hands 
over two hundred dollars for art work. But. 
alas, the picture does not fill all the page 
Some space is left. This must be filled. What 
shall we put in it? Words, of course. How- 
many? Measure the space! There is room 
for three hundred and fifty words set in 14- 
point Goudy. And tell the head of the Copy 
Department that we must have three hundred 
and fifty words by five o'clock. 

It actually takes Smithers two hours to fur- 
nish a little matter of three hundred odd 
words. Smithers, remember, gets a hundred 
dollars a week, or $2.85 an hour. And so : 

Cost of Space $6000.00 

Cost of Art Work $200.00 

Cost of Copy $5 .70 

If I were an advertiser and had two hundred 
thousand dollars to spend. I would set aside 
one hundred thousand dollars for the maga- 
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zine space, and then I would run over to Lon- 
don, or the Five Towns, or Paris, or wherever 
Mr. Arnold Bennett is to be found. And 
when I had found Mr. Bennett I would say, 
'Sir, thru years of patient practice you have 
acquired such mastery over words that your 
style is as perfect in its way as is the technique 
of Ignace Paderewski or the magical touch of 
Fritz Kreisler. Then, too, you have such a 
delightful sense of humor, and such a whim- 
sical, entertaining way of putting things that 
your reader is led along willy-nilly. Above 
all, you can make people act. 

"You are, sir, a great novelist, but you are 
only one of a group of great novelists. There 
is Conrad, and Galsworthy, and Wells. But 
as an advertising writer you would be a 
Michael Angelo, a Leonardo da Vinci, a Velas- 
quez! You would be remembered thru all 
the ages as the topmost pinnacle in the art of 
writing advertising literature. 

"It happens that I am making automobiles, 
or motors, as you would call them. I make 
them so well that I honesty believe them to 
be the best in the world. I want you to tell 
the people of America about them. When 
they have read your winged words they will 
be content to ride in no other car than mine 
— that is in the best" 

And Mr. Bennett, after scanning the tessel- 
lated pavement (for I am sure there is such 
a pavement wherever Mr. Bennett resides), 
might acept. And again he might not. 

But my point is mat I could better afford 
to pay the publishers one hundred thousand 
dollars for the space, and Mr. Bennett one 
hundred thousand dollars for writing some- 
thing worth while to put in that space, than 
to pay one hundred and ninety-nine thousand 
dollars for the space and one thousand dollars 
for the copy to go in it. 

Because it is the copy which sells, if any- 
thing does. It is not the pictures. It is not 
the fact that a fortune has been paid for white 
paper. This may impress the advertising fra- 
ternity — but not the public. If they read the 
advertisements at all, it is to be informed — 
really to be told something— to learn some- 
thing about your commodity. 



John Murray Talks on Present-Day 

Books 

"More books are being written to-day than 
ever before in the history of publishing," says 
Mr. John Murray in an interview given ;o 
the London Weekly Dispatch. "The average 
is better than it was thirty or forty years ago, 
but there are many MSS. which never will 
and do not deserve to see the light. 

"During the past year we have received an 
average of three manuscripts a day. 

"Great numbers of people have contracted 
a feverish desire to write novels, but many of 
them have no real knowledge of the author's 
craft, and arc sadly unequal to the task they 
undertake. 

"Any successful novel now seems to call 
into existence a veritahle host of aspirants 
who are fired to emulate the happy author. 



"Two vital qualities which are often lack- 
ing in the novelist of to-day are: 

(1) A sense of humor, and 

(2) A really clever working out of the plot. 
"It is too early yet to say what will be the 

effect of the war on fiction. Recently there 
has been a tendency for novelists to deal with 
sex problems in their stories. I sincerely 
hope this is a passing phase. My experience 
is that the 'wholesome' novel meets with suc- 
cess just now; 

"The most striking thing I have noticed in 
regard to the evolution of war books in three 
clear-cut stages to which they belong. First, 
there was a craze for personal reminiscences 
of soldiers. That died out, and was succeeded 
by a demand for prisoners' stories. 

"That has also died out, and the third and 
existing demand is for histories of units — regi- 
ments and divisions — and many of these his- 
tories are being written, and they will together 
form the material for a permanent history of 
the war. 



The 44 -Hours Conference 

A column in the British and Colonial Printer 
and Stationer says: 

"The conference with reference to the re- 
quest for a further reduction of the working 
week from 48 to 44 hours, took place on Feb- 
ruary 24. The chair was occupied by Mr. 
Alfred F. Blades, president of the Master 
Printers' Federation, and the newspaper pro- 
prietors' organizations for the provinces were 
fully represented. The Right Hon. C. W. 
Bowerman occupied the vice-chair, and pre- 
sented the case for the trade unions, and ex- 
pressed their appreciation of the generous 
character of the agreement arrived at in 
March, 1019, but pointed out that at their ad- 
ministrative council it was felt that the hours 
could be still further reduced to eight hours 
for five days in the week and four hours 011 
Saturday, and that this would not inflict any 
serious injury on the trade. Mr. Blades, iii 
reply, intimated that the employers were unani- 
mous in their opinion that the reduction in 
hours and increases in wages had made the 
cost of printing so high that they had good 
evidence that orders had been considerably cur- 
tailed, and Mr. Goodwin gave instances from 
all parts of the country. A number of speak- 
ers took part in the discussion, and it was 
finally decided that the views of the employers 
should be submitted to the Administrative 
Council of the Printing and Kindred Trades 
Federation which meets in April."

The Four Points of a Good Letter 

"The little progress that has been made in 
letter writing compared with progress in 
other kinds of advertising is due in large 
measure to the lack of proper instruction 
offered by our schools and colleges on this 
subject," according to Printers' Ink. "Our 
educational institutions have trailed far be- 
hind and have given their graduates only 
rules of rhetoric and syntax. Business will 
not remain satisfied with our present school 
system until it begins to give students the 
sort of knowledge and experience that will 
produce initiative, personality and inspira- 
tion, and not mere verbiage. Better letters 
are produced only by better letter writers. 
Most of the training to be obtained in letter 
writing is to be had in commercial offices. 
The college man of today begins his work 
without experience in business correspond- 
ence, but the universities of tomorrow will 
turn out a finished product ready for the 
payroll. 

"There are four points which seem to me 
to make up 4he ideal letter — personal or 
business. These are (1) truth, .(2) concen- 
tration, (3) logic and (4) diction. 

"One of the greatest things we can do is to 
impress upon letter writers in all departments 
of business the necessity and rich produc- 
tivity of truth, and dispcj, if we can. the idea 
that the written word is not as dependable 
and emphatic as the spoken word in a per- 
sonal interview." 



Boof^s as Decoration 

One of the very attractive features of the 
new Chicago book shop of Miss Fannie 
Butcher is the lighting system, which lends 
unusual attractiveness to the room and really 
makes a live picture of the interior as it is 
seen from the outside. The shelves are fairly 
high and are strongly illuminated with lights 
similar to those used in an art gallery. This 
illumination brings out vividly the bright 
colors of the wrappers, and instinctively 
draws one's eyes to the shelves. One ap- 
preciates what books can mean in a house 
when rows of them have the attractive ap- 
pearance that these shelves show. This sys- 
tem might well be more widely introduced, 
especially in the small shop, where there is no 
large use of central counters. 



Advertising has influenced printing enorm- 
ously — formerly in the direction of extreme 
vulgarity ; but, during this last twenty years 
or more, with an ever-rising standard. For 
advertisers have shown themselves sen- 
sitively responsive to the improved taste in 
typography, and, in their turn, have spread 
this improvement in ever-widening circles. 
The advertisement, which was formerly a 
medley of types, is now often an admirable 
piece of design or pattern, restrained, and in 
excellent taste: tho the other kind of taste is 
still abundant. — /. H. Mason in the London 
Athenaeum.

ton," a novel of theatrical life, came in 1886. 
Then in 1888 appeared what will doubtless al- 
ways be considered her magnum opus, "Rob- 
ert Elsmere." This novel, which was far and 
away the "best seller" of its time, was a theo- 
logical or ecclesiastical study, and was a de- 
tailed discussion of the "higher criticism" of 
that day. It was that quality which provoked 
Gladstone to write his review of it for "The 
Nineteenth Century."

Ambrose Bierce's Death Charged 
to Villa Band 

San Francisco, March 24.— A signed state- 
ment that he has evidence that Ambrose 
Bierce, noted writer, who disappeared in 
1 91 5, was put to death by a Villista firing 
squad near the village of Icamoli. on the trail 
to Monterey, was made in The San Francisco 
Bulletin, dated March 24, by J. H. Wilkins. 
a special writer, who has returned from 
Mexico after a search for evidence as to 
Bierce's fate. 

Wilkin's informant, he said, was a member 
of the band that executed Bierce. and showed 
the writer a picture of Bierce, taken from his 
clothing after the execution. 

After the split between Villa and Carranza. 
Bierce was attached to the Carranza forces as 
a military expert, Wilkins said, and was cap- 
tured while directing a mule train bearing a 
shipment of arms out of Torreon and shot.

Obituary Notes 

W. Y. Foote of Syracuse died on March 
24th from complications which followed an 
operation performed the previous week. Mr. 
Foote was 57 years of age, a graduate from 
Syracuse University in the class of 1887. He 
began his connection with the book business 
while still in college, at the news-depot of T. 
W. Durston. After college followed six 
years of teaching the classics and then his 
love of books brought him back into business, 
again in the employ of Mr. Durston. with 
whom he stayed until that firm failed. 

Later, he organized the firm of Foote. 
Bailey and Sackett and, when this firm dis- 
solved, continued in the business as W. Y. 
Foote Co. 

Mr. Foote was one of the most active work- 
ers for the American Booksellers' Association 
in its formative days, and served on its exec- 
utive commitee. After several years absence 
he attended and spoke at the Boston conven- 
tion last May. He was a great lover of 
books and of music, a man of great personal 
charm and was widely beloved in the city 
where he lived for so large a part of his life. 

W. Y. FOOTE— A TRIBUTE 

Will Foote was a bookseller for the love of 
it. He had the vision. Books were to him 
more than merchandise, and sales were more 
than profits. He represented the great body 
of men and women who in many lines carry 
forward the ideals of education and inspira- 
tion thru the printed word. He served 
his city well. His best monument will be the 
maintenance and development of his business 
in serving the public with good books.

At a recent sale in London a presentation 
copy of Keats's "Endymion," 1818, first edi- 
tion, inscribed on the title by the author "P. 
B. Shelley, Esq., with J. K's sincere regards," 
brought 210 guineas. It is said that this 
precious volume was bought by an American 
purchaser and that it will soon arrive in this 
city. 

An exhibition of prints by the Painter- 
Gravers of America opened at the Anderson 
Galleries, April 2 and will continue to April 
17. The exhibition includes lithographs, etch- 
ings, wood block prints, in short, original 
prints of all kinds. All prints will be shown 
for the first time. 



The extraordinary Shakespearean rarity 
recently discovered at Longner Hall, includ- 
ing in one vellum binding "The Passionate 
Pilgrim" 1590, "Lucrece," 1600; Middleton's 
"Ghost of Lucrece," 1600; Esquire's "Emaric- 
dulfe," 1595, and "Venus and Adonis," 1599 
was withdrawn from the sale at Sotheby's, on 
March 23, sold at private sale, and is now 
on the way to America. 



The prints and engravings of Walter 
Thomas Wallace, which were sold at the 
American Art Galleries on March 26, brought 
good prices. Rembrandt and Whistler nearly 
tied for the top price, the modern winning, 
however. "The Kitchen" bringing $1,250 and 
Rembrandt's "Christ Healing the Sick," sel- 
ling for $1,075. The 153 prints brought $13.- 
065- 

The Rosenbach Company, of Philadelphia, 
has opened a branch establishment at 273 
Madison Avenue. The four story mansion 
which it occupies furnishes unique facilities 
for the display of antique furniture, prints, 
paintings and rare books. The rarities now on 
exhibition include the wonderful collection of 
Shakespeare quartos, many gems of early 
English literature, fine specimens of early 
printing and a notable collection of the 
world's great masterpieces. It is doubtful if 
ever as much value was brought together in 
the same space in a bookshop before. 

A notable sale was hdd at Henkel's. in 
Philadelphia, on March 31. It included rare 
Jesuit Relations, voyages and travels in 
America, early New England tracts, rare 
Boston imprints, an extraordinary collection 
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of Franklin imprints, Indian narratives and 
history. Colonial and Revolutionary broad- 
sides, state, county and town histories, early 
books relating to the Quakers, and a valu- 
able collection of pamphlets relating to the 
Stamp Act and the Revolutionary War. Com- 
petition was keen thruout, and prices aver- 
aged high. 



Part III. (Niagara to Zenger) of the De 
Puy collection of Americana, concluding the 
sale, will be sold at the Anderson Galleries, 
April 19 and 20. This part, like the two parts 
that have preceded it, is rich in historical ma- 
terial and great rarities. It includes imprints 
of Hugh Gaine, John Peter Zenger, William 
Bradford, early aud rare works on Manhat- 
tan, rare Quaker pamphlets, Washington's 
announcement to the Army of the Treaty of 
Peace, many rare Indian narratives and his- 
tories, including an extraordinary collection 
concerning the Seneca Indians. There is also 
a noteworthy collection of books concerning 
the War of 1812. 



At the Wallace sale, held at the American 
Art Galleries, March 22, 23, 24, and 25 prices, 
dropped all along the line. The worst havoc 
was among American first editions. Bryant's 
' Embargo," 1809, which cost $3,350 at the Hoe 
sale brought only $1,520; Poe's "Al Aaraaf" 
dropped from $2,900 to $1,800. Whole pages 
of minor first editions sold for little more 
than the price of cataloging. Some of the

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Knowing the Goods 

Excerpts from "Elements of Retail Salemanskip" by Paul W. lvey % 
Professor of Economics and Commerce, University of Nebraska

The present revolution in retailing is the substitution of experts for inexperts behind the 
counter. The stores that can give expert advice are the stores that will have a big following in 
the future. As an example for the need for this service is a case called to the attention of the 
writer a short time ago in a men's furnishings store. The salesperson tactfully explained to a 
well dressed young man the correct way to tie a fore-in-hand tie. He likewise explained how to match 
ties with shins and shirts with suits. The advice was given in such a clever way that the customer 
was delighted with his purchase because he knew why it was sold to him, while his respect for 
the store was distinctly heightened. Willingness to advise should never exist without ability to 
advise, as is indicated by the case of the inexpert salesperson who offered a gossipy travel book 
for a tourist's hand book. If expert advice had been given to customers, many of the unread 
books now on the library tables would have found their homes elsewhere. The study of the 
particular characteristics of books will not only yield big returns to the salespersons making it, 
but will yield a pleasure of accomplishment, the value of which cannot be accurately measured 
in terms of money. 

The first step towards becoming an expert in any retail selling is knowledge of the goods. 
Such knowledge creates self-confidence which in turn is transmitted to the customer and reflected 
in the latter 's confidence in the salespeople and their merchandise. All business relationship* 
are based on confidence, and anything that tends to build up this invaluable asset should be 
encouraged and developed. 

Knowledge necessary to attain this result does not include merely the author and publisher 
of books, but also the special characteristics of the author and his book, its readableness, its 
limitations, reputation, etc. With all this information in the background of one's mind, a certain 
confidence in one's ability to sell is secured that instantly is injected in the salesperson's attitude 
and is recognized by customers. 

A salesperson should know as much as possible about the goods because the more knowledge 
possessed, the easier it is to give information if it is called for. Many an embarrassing situation 
never would have occurred if the salesperson had known the stock, while ill-will toward the store 
has often resulted from inability to explain the "why" of the merchandise. 

To be able to answer questions promptly, concisely and yet thoroly, results from knowing 
about the goods. Not more than one customer in ten or perhaps not more than one in fifty 
will ask impossible questions, but the time spent in acquiring knowledge is indeed well spent if 
it enables adequate and satisfying answers to lie given to those who do call for them. For it 
must always be remembered, that it is usually not only one customer that is driven away when 
dissatisfaction with the salesperson's service arises, but often many. There is no end to the 
harm that may result from the lack of a horseshoe nail.

Convention Prospects 

THE fact that the Philadelphia Conven- 
tion is the twentieth annual gathering 
brings to mind inevitable contrasts with 
the first days, when the American Booksellers" 
Association was a small group meeting in- 
conspicuously and hardly noticed in a small 
hotel in New York. It seems a far call from 
that time to such a gathering as the Boston 
Convention of last year, or the notable plans 
for Philadelphia in May. Booksellers have, 
first of all, gained in confidence, a confidence 
that their business, when well conducted, is an 
important industry and a business requiring 
careful preparation and constant readjust- 
ments to meet conditions. Retailers are more 
confident of their position in their community 
and in the trade as a whole. The next decade 
ahead should mark a great increase in the 
numbers, as the numbers have increased in 
these two decades. Numbers will bring united 
and more aggressive measures in the improv- 
ing of the business and its conduct. 

In the present campaign of the American 
Library Association with its slogan "Books 
for Everybody!" there has been no item of 
its publicity that has so quickly caught the 
attention of editors thruout the country 
as the statement that there were sixty million 
people in the United States who were un- 
served by libraries. Editor after editor has 
picked that item out among other news feat- 
ures offered to them and editorialized upon it. 
What would they think if the figures could br 
gathered with regard to bookstores? If but 
four per cent of our population is served 
by libraries, there is a much smaller percent- 
age that is served by bookstores, except with 
the always possible mail-order business. The 
impulse to buy a book and the chance to buy 
a book are too far separated. A large part 
of the population never has books under uN 
immediate attention. The united trade con- 
ference at this convention will present the 
power and the purpose to carry forward th 



bookstore idea until all the country is thoroly 
served. 



The New Canadian Copyright Law 

THE Copyright Bill which the present 
government of Canada has introduced 
into Parliament is practically a reintro- 
duction of the old Bill, with certain changes 
bearing chiefly on potential relations with the 
United States. It would seem that, whereas 
the old Bill provided for Orders in Council, 
which, under a permissive clause, might in- 
clude the conditions imposed by the other 
country, which means practically our Ameri- 
can manufacturing clause, the new Bill has 
a mandatory effect in confining Canadian 
copyright with us to the conditions which we 
impose. This would mean practically a Cana- 
dian manufacturing clause to match ours; to 
this our country has certainly no right to ob- 
ject, and the only questions at issue are 
whether this is in the interest of Canada and 
whether, on our own part, we are not ready 
to give up our manufacturing clause and in- 
vite Canadian reciprocity of the broader sort. 

The fact is that the American manufactur- 
ing clause has proved more or less of a boom- 
erang and that a Canadian manufacturing 
clause would have much the same effect with- 
in Canada. Our own copyright office has 
shown that the manufacturing clause has 
operated to restrict British copyrights rather 
than to induce American manufacture on a 
large scale. A Canadian manufacturing 
clause would be less likely to induce Canadian 
manufacture because the market there is com- 
paratively so limited. The manufacturing 
clause on either side would, therefore, be of 
more harm than good, a brake rather than a 
stimulus on home production. 

We had hoped, and we still hope, to see the 
repeal of our American manufacturing clause 
on general principles rather than under the 
urgency of Canadian retaliation. It is only 
fair to point out, however, to American print- 
ers, who have been the chief proponents of 
the manufacturing clause, that retaliation on 
the part of Canada which would be fully jus- 
tified, would be a direct blow at their inter- 
ests. A very imperfect canvass of the export 
trade of American books to Canada shows 
that a million dollars a year would be a low 
estimate of the books of American manufac- 
ture exported to Canada. The popular lines 
of the reprint houses go to Canada in large 
quantity, and many copyright books in Amer- 
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ican editions find a considerable market there. 
This market would rightly be cut off if Canada 
should retaliate, but, on the other hand, this 
retaliation, like most of the efforts of th 
kind, would have a reactionary effect in Can 
ada and prevent the Canadian bookselling 
trade and reading public from getting their 
proper supplies without benefiting Canadian 
printers. In a word, all arguments, theoretical 
and practical, altruistic and selfish, converge 
toward the conclusion that the American 
manufacturing clause has been foolish and 
futile, and that Canada would do ill to itself 
if it should follow our bad example and in- 
flict injury on itself for the sake of inflicting 
injury tit-for-tat upon us. 



Out of Doors Week 

ANOTHER opportunity for the book- 
trade to combine for co-operative pub- 
licity and better sales comes with the 
last week in April, beginning on the 26th and 
ending on May Day. This is Outdoor Week, 
and supplies the best of opportunities to put 
before the public the variety of things that the 
bookseller has that are connected with out- 
door life. It is the time which gives oppor- 
tuity for special emphasis on books on home 
gardening, flowers and vegetables ; on camping 
and fishing; on the handbooks for flowers, 
birds and trees; on automobiling and touring. 
People may not begin to enjoy all of thesr 
things until later in the season, in vacation 
time, but it is in the Spring that the pull of 
the outdoors is felt, and it is then that people 
will buy books which will help them to get 
more profit and enjoyment out of the four 
months ahead. 

This type of book gives a wonderful oppor- 
tunity for display, both in window and in th.- 
store, and the displays can well be linked 
up with other material of outdoors character. 
If the bookshop is in the department store, 
the sporting goods department will be ready 
for full co-operation, and if not. neighboring 
stores would be glad to lend, in order 10 
stimulate this out-of-doors idea. 

The Boy Scout Headquarters have made 
this a national feature of their work, and 
every bookseller by this time knows the name 
of the scout executive or leader in his citv 
and can get all co-operation at that point. 
Scout material in the window always attracts 
attention, and the scouts themselves are im- 
portant friends of the store, especially when 



it comes to awakening the whole community 
to the importance and interest of outdoor 
affairs. 



Sea Stories 

Edmund Lester Pearson in The Review 
sends in his answer to the challenge: "What 
arc the best ten sea tales?" He says: "The 
National Marine League and the American 
Library Association are craftily inciting read- 
ers and writers to choose the best ten books 
of the sea. It should not be difficult to start 
the argument; most of us. like Hamlet, will 
fight upon this theme until our eyelids will 
no longer wag. It is inherited, perhaps, from 
far-off ancestors, like the love for wood fires, 
and tho we be the mildest and least sea-far- 
ing persons going, we can hold strong opin- 
ions about nautical writers. I have always 
sympathized with that strange mariner, Cap- 
tain Parker Pitch, in Carryl's ballad: 
His disposition, so to speak, 
Was nautically soft and weak ; 
He feared the rolling ocean, and 
He very much preferred the land. 
For he summed it all up: 

Says Captain Pitch : "The ocean swell 
Makes me exceedingly unwell." 

And so, tho I put to sea with misgivings, 
I am as ready as others to say which seem 
to me the best books about the sailor and the 
ocean. Here they are: 

Janvier. "In the Sargasso Sea." 

Clark Russell. "List, ye Landsmen !" 

Clark Russell. "My Shipmate Louise." 

Hamblen. "On Manv Seas." 

R. L. Stevenson. "The Wrecker." 

Bullcn. "The Cruise of the Cachalot." 

Slocum. "Sailing Alone Around the 
World." 

Kipling. "The Seven Seas." 

W. W. Jacobs. "Many Cargoes." 

Southey. "Life of Nelson." 

The omission of Mr. Conrad from such a 
list will cause more objection than anything 
else. Like Meredith, he has his warm ad- 
mirers and he has those who simply cannot 
read him. Quarter-deck and forecastle alike, 
in Mr. Conrad's novels, look to me like 
psychological clinics.

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PROBLEMS OF TEXT-BOOK PUBLISHERS IN 1920 
By James Duncan Phillips, Treasurer of Houghton Mifflin Company 



A small boy on being asked by a pious 
pacifist if he did not abhor war replied most 
fervently that he certainly did. 

"And why do you abhor war?" persisted 
the gentleman beaming upon this youthful 
convert. 

" Cause wars make history, and I hate his- 
tory," retorted the infant prodigy. 

This reasoning is fully as logical as that 
of most of our pacifists, but war makes his- 
tory because it almost invariably brings 
change, and in that word "change" is summed 
up the problem of the publishers for 1920, 
and also for all other merchants. For years, 
more or less basic principles had been estab- 
lished for the publishing business, and the 
standard varied little from house to house. 
Of a total of 10,000 or 100,000 dollars worth of 
net sales, so much had to go for manufactur- 
ing, so much for author's royalties, so much 
for agents' salaries and expenses, so mucr for 
office expenses and salaries, and so much for 
interest, insurance, taxes, bad debts, freight, 
postage, sample copies, catalogs, circulars, ad- 
vertising and the thousand and one other 
expenses which turn up from unexpected cor- 
ners at all times. Suddenly all this changes, 
and not only does it change, but there is no 
guarantee that it will not change again next 
week, and again next month. If we couM 
feel any surety that the present prices of 
commodities' would hold for a reasonable 
period of time, new rules for the conduct of 
business could be worked out which would be 
just as good as the old ones, but with a sea- 
sonable business like ours, a year is the short- 
est period during which fair averages can be 
obtained, and we have seen the prices of 
things vital to us change many times in that 
length of time. 

RISING COST OF MATERIAL 

The raw materials of our business are 
paper, binder's board and cloth, but more than 
anything else the cost of labor affects the 
publishing business. Now school book papers 
have increased from 4^2 to 5c a pound in 1914, 
to from nc to 13c a pound in 1919. This is an 
increase of about 110 per cent. All you have 
to do is weigh any given book and you can 
tell roughly what this increase means on a 
35c or 40c book which sells at 27c or 30c net. 
Cloth sold before the war for about 12c a 
yard. It has fluctuated more or less, but 30c 
a yard is certainly a conservative estimate of 
the price to-day — an advance of 150 per cent. 
Board has risen from $36 to $75 a ton, an 
advance of no per cent. The exact rise in 
wages is very difficult to compute. It varies 
somewhat in different parts of the country, 
but certainly 60 per cent would be a very con- 
servative estimate for the average of the dif- 
ferent trades which enter into the making of 
the book. Woman workers were lowest paid 
and have unquestionably had the largest per- 
centage of increase. These rising costs, to- 



gether with the increasing general expenses of 
printers and binders, have more than double! 
the cost of manufacturing books. 

Another factor which is going to enter still 
further into the cost of text-books in 1920 is 
"scarcity value." For years the publishers 
have had the paper-makers, printers and bind- 
ers sitting on their doorsteps trying to sell 
paper or waiting for orders to print and bind, 
and constantly competing with each other for 
the honor of doing the work at a very mod- 
erate profit.' Have you seen any of these 
gentlemen soliciting business lately? Your 
oldest friend in the paper trade regrets he can 
only give you so much a month. Those en- 
ticing letters telling of the wonderful facilities 
for printing and binding of the magnificent 
press of John Smith or Tom Jones are chiefly 
conspicuous by their absence. And you can- 
not blame John and Tom for realizing that 
their day has arrived (after all the lean years 
when they sat on your doorstep), and for 
taking a modest advantage of the same. They 
deserve it — times have not always been easy in 
the printing trades, but now this question of 
scarcity is unquestionably arising. There are 
not enough facilities in the country to do the 
printing and binding business now required. 
Here again the excess profits tax has its effect, 
for the commercial printers arc so blocked 
with advertising printing (which is a favorite 
way to use up excess profits) that they no 
longer serve as an overflow for the book 
work. 

This all shows. I think, what the increased 
costs are meaning to the publishing business. 
In the first place, they are very real. In the 
second, they are very uncertain and variable. 
And finally, there is the problem of whether 
enough books can be made to meet demands. 

VERY MODERATE PRICE INCREASES 

Now how have the publishers met the issue? 
We have seen that manufacturing costs have 
increased at least 125 per cent. Has there 
been a 100 per cent, increase in prices? Very 
far from it. In an article in the School Book 
Journal prepared by my colleague, Henry B. 
Dewey, he averaged the prices of five sets of 
readers, arithmetics, and histories for Novem- 
ber, 1914. and November, 1919. The readers 
have increased from 27 per cent, for the lower 
grade books to only 12 per cent, for the upper 
grade one. The arithmetics increased 33 per 
cent, in the! lower grades and 25 per cent, in 
the upper grades, while both histories have in- 
creased 14 per cent. This is very moderate 
and can only mean one thing, that the pub- 
lishers have accepted a higher percentage of 
manufacturing cost to sales price and ex- 
pect to make up the difference in greater 
economy of administration and in eliminating 
all waste and extravagance in the business. 
There is a limit, however, to the saving that 
can be made in this way, and hereafter the 
percentage of increase of prices must follow 
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much more closely the percentage of increase 
of manufacturing costs. 

DIFFICULTY OF THE STATE LISTS 
Twenty years ago the country was divided 
more or less evenly into two classes of States 
for the text-book business: those which al- 
lowed each educational unit— county, city, 
town or school district perfect freedom in the 
choice of text-books, and those where a cen- 
tral board or commission selected books 
which must be used by the entire State. In 
both of these classes the same fundamental 
proposition held — the publisher made his bid 
and if accepted, he knew that he was sure of 
an exclusive sale for a certain period of 
years and he could estimate with reasonable 
accuracy what that sale meant in volumes. In 
those units where books were adopted for 
uncertain periods, the publisher could back out 
or change his price at any time while the dis- 
trict or city had the same privilege. It was 
a square deal on both sides and there was no 
reasonable ground for complaint. It was 
based on the old Anglo-Saxon idea of con- 
tractual obligations, and the contractor was 
given a fair chance to make his bargain. 

But even in those days there was the germ 
of what has become a great evil. The Ohio 
law required the listing of books and their 
sale at 25 per cent, off the list price, and 
California was even then engaged in the busi- 
ness of printing text-books obviously inferior 
to those supplied by the general school board 
trade. The Ohio law did not and does not 
mean what later interpretations have stretched 
it to cover. A fair interpretation of that law 
would allow for the annual listing of books. 
Any school board during that year can enter 
into contract for a five-year term with tho 
publisher for any book listed, and the pub- 
lisher shall accept the contract for that time. 
Next year the publisher can raise his price or 
lower it and school boards which select books 
thereafter must adopt for tneir five-year con- 
tracts at the new price. To this form of list- 
ing law, no objection can be made, tho why 
there should be a listing law and why it is of 
any value to anyone is hard to see. As a gen- 
eral rule no attempt is made to use judgment 
in selecting the lists, and any book offered is 
taken. 

LAWS UNWISE AND UNFAIR 

On the basis of the Ohio law and its mis- 
interpretation, grew up a group of laws which 
have spread rapidly in recent years, and which 
have grown in objectionable characteristics as 
the time has passed. Two points in these 
laws were particularly objectionable. In the 
first place : while in no sense a contract (in 
that they were mutually beneficial to both 
parties) they compelled the publisher under 
heavy bond to maintain the price he offered 
for five or six or seven years to anyone who 
wanted to buy. They did not guarantee a 
single purchase; they did nothing to help him 
to the sale of a single copy, but they said: 
"You shall not enter into this State unless you 
will give a bond to keep on selling your books 
at the listed price for five years or so." In 
other words, these laws imposed restrictions 



on the publishers and gave no return. In the 
second place, not content with requiring the 
publisher to maintain his price for a term of 
years they required that this should be the 
lowest price given anywhere in the United 
States. Why this law should govern text- 
books in so many States it is difficult to judge. 
There is no such law governing the sale of 
school desks or erasers or notebooks. No 
such legislation controls the market on shoes 
or hats or overalls. It is a piece of pernicious 
political interference, and in the long run will 
cost the schools far more than it will save. It 
limits competition, encourages monopoly and 
tends to fix prices. The most that can possi- 
bly be said for the minimum price affidavits 
is that they are merely a means of relieving 
the inefficient among the public officials from 
the responsibilities which attach to their offi- 
ces of buying wisely and cheaply for the insti- 
tutions under their charge. You know the 
famous saying in regard to the oath that all 
alien immigrants take on entering this country 
that they are not anarchists. Does this ex- 
clude anarchists ? Oh ! no 1 it merely guaran- 
tees that all anarchists are also liars. 

The States governed by these listing laws 
are a formidable array including as you 
know Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, North Dakota, Missouri, 
Georgia, and Mississippi, which, combined 
with the State-adoption States many of which 
have minimum price clauses, make a formid- 
able array. 

When one criticizes the existing status quo, 
I know very well he subjects himself to tho 
question. "Well, how would you do it?" There 
is only one reply. All of this listing legisla- 
tion is absolutely useless. It accomplishes no 
useful object. The fact that some lazy official 
is saved the trouble of ascertaining the correct 
price of a book is not necessarily a gain. 
Where can you point in Michigan or Wis- 
consin to a better book in use now than 
before these laws were passed? New England, 
New York, New Jersey and Pennsylvania 
have no such laws, and their books and their 
schools average as well as those in States that 
do. Let us have less law and more freedom. 
Put more responsibility on our public officers 
and give them more freedom, and you will get 
better men in the long run, and the public 
will get better service. We need more dis- 
cipline and greater sense of responsibility, and 
also the enforcement of punishment for lazi- 
ness and inefficiency as well as for crime. 
It is time we got over the idea that every- 
bodv should be encouraged to do right. Let 
us nave some good vigorous punishment for 
wrong doing also. Early in Massachusetts' 
colonial history there was no department of 
education, but there was a real attention to 
such matters, and in browsing over the town 
records of my little home town I discovered 
that in 1688 the town was fined fi8 for not 
maintaining a proper schoolmaster. The com- 
mittee appointed to sec if the fine could not 
be remitted reported that it would be cheaper 
to maintain a suitable schoolmaster thereafter. 
A little of that sort of thing would be very 
beneficial to our present body politic 
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WHEN WILL PRICES FALL 
Another publishing question of 1920 (or 
later) is: when is this marvelous demand for 
school books which is at present in evidence 
going to end? I am not one of those cheer- 
ful optimists who think it will go on forever. 
Periods of prosperity have come in the past 
but they have also gone. No rocket ever went 
up that the proverbial stick did not come 
down. I venture no prediction as to when it 
will be, but some day publishers will find they 
have more geographies on hand than their 
current orders seem to require. The paper- 
makers, printers and binders will again sit on 
our doorsteps for orders, and the cost of 
manufacturing will stop going up. If you 
can tell when this moment will arrive you 
are justified in assuming the title of "prophet," 
and later on you will no doubt be a million- 
aire, but ordinary people will just wake up 
to find that things have changed. Suppose 
this pleasant episode begins to make its pres- 
ence felt in the summer of 1920. Prices will 
begin to go down. Strangely enough it is 
much easier to raise prices than to lower 
them. Customers arc thankful for advance 
information of a raise, you hardly dare an- 
nounce a contemplated drop and when it 
comes 557 booksellers who have from one to 
five copies (and perhaps a stray one or two 
who have none) will claim a rebate of 1-5/16 
cents a copy. Your bookkeeping department 
will be busy adjusting credit memoranda, 
vour correspondence department will write 
letters trying to turn away the wrath to 
come and your shipping department will be 
storing returned stock which you have re- 
fused to accept. The same number of vol- 
umes may go out each day but with lower 
prices, the returns will be smaller and sales 
will shrink. In short all the unpleasant 
symptoms of a declining market will make 
themselves felt. You can argue that this 
won't happen and that times are changed but 
kindly remember that shoes cost $18 a pair 
just after the Revolution and $16 a pair 
just after the Civil War and $4 a pair in 
1913 and it will take a lot of whistling to 
keep your courage up. 

You know how the small boy defined the 
zones. He said there was a frozen zone, a 
temperate zone, an intemperate and a horrid 
zone. The two "war" years were about "as 
big a frost" to use the slang phrase, as 
any of us school book publishers care for. 
There followed a few genial and temperate 
months last spring, followed by the intem- 
perate whirl in which we now are and, let 
us all look well to the horrid zone which 
will in due time arrive. This again pro- 
duces the condition of change which is the 
problem of the publishing business whether 
it comes in 1920 or later. 

In concluding let me bring the whole prob- 
lem clearly before you. Into the easy going 
peaceful prosperous world of 1013 when 
things were gradually growing more pros- 
perous and more easy, when perhaps money 
was less plentiful but food and clothes and 



the good things and luxuries of life were far 
more plentiful and abundant suddenly came 
this world crisis. Everything began to 
change; the sources of supply in some di- 
rections were swept away; the lines of hu- 
man effort were diverted from the usual 
channels to the unproductive and economic- 
ally useless channels of war; the publishing 
trade followed or perhaps rather was swept 
along on the great economic wave of change. 
Its costs and expenses rose, and nothing the 
publishers could do would stop them from 
doing so. They found themselves forced to 
raise prices and this has been done more 
moderately and more conservatively than in 
almost any trade. It has not been a profit- 
eering crusade. It has not been a selfish 
grand grab. I doubt if the general average 
of increase has equalled the average increase 
of teachers' salaries. And yet this justifiable 
increase has surged up against a barrier of 
laws passed to suit a different condition of 
things. These laws by the interlacing of the 
minimum price affidavits in different states 
prevent permanently any change of price, and 
right there we have the entire difficulty. 
The attempt to fix a price below that at 
which a commodity can be sold at a profit 
or even below that at which it can be sold 
elsewhere in the fair markets of the world, 
does not enable you to get the commodity 
at that price. Far from it. it simply prevents 
you from getting it at all especially if there 
is a shortage in the supply. 

Our effort should be to prove as can easily 
be done that not more regulating laws but 
fewer is what they need; that under present 
conditions of the state laws, prices cannot 
be what the prevailing costs require and that 
free and unrestricted competition will tend 
to restore costs and prices to their old level 
faster than anything else.

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ANECDOTES OF G. D. SMITH 
By Belden L. Dap 



Of the many reminiscences that have come 
forth since the sudden death of George D. 
Smith, none have brought to the remembrance 
of the book-trade a more complete flavor of 
the days in the rare book-trade when Smith 
was growing up to power than has Mr. Belden 
Day in his article in the New York Sun of 
March 28th. Mr. Day is one of the best- 
known figures in the New York book-trade, 
being now Vice-President of the Typo Mer- 
cantile Agency, and for many years connected 
with the American office of Longmans, Green 
& Company. His acquaintance with George 
Smith was early and intimate, and his anec- 
dotes, which we reprint from the Sun, con- 
tain many of the prominent names of the last 
forty years in New York's book-trade: 

In 1884 George D. Smith was employed by 
Dodd, Mead & Co., at the comer of Clinton 
Place (Eighth Street) and Broadway, and 
before that for a very short time he had been 
at Wiley's on Astor Place. Dodd, Mead & 
Co. had recently established and were develop- 
ing a department of rare books under the 
management of Robert Dodd and the late 
George H. Richmond. The most important 
development, tho, in a transition period 
was that London book dealers had awakened 
to the fact that America was in the market 
and were sending their rarities across the 
water instead of waiting for a chance cus- 
tomer to knock at the doors in Piccadilly or 
Paternoster Row. 

Downtown the principal dealers were on 
Nassau and Barclay Streets. Luyste, John 
Pierce and Charles Woodward (whose word 
was law in America) were on Nassau 
Street, and Bonaventure and Francis & La- 
throp Harper were under -the Astor House, on 
Barclay Street. There were, of course, num- 
bers of dealers in merely second-hand books, 
as distinguished from rare books. These were 
for the most part on Ann Street, tho 
"finds" could sometimes be made at Leggett's. 
on Chambers Street, or as far north as Canal 
Street. 

Wiley & Son and D. G. Francis (looking 
like St. Jerome) were the principal uptown 
dealers handling rare books exclusively. They 
were on Astor Place, under the old (the sec- 
ond) Clinton Hall. Scribncrs were at 743 
Broadway and had the largest bookstore in 
New York. They specialized then, as now. 
in English books, and "around the horseshoe" 
(or semi-circular counter) in the front of the 
store could be seen such a gathering of dis- 
tinguished purchasers as can probably be 
found in no one store to-day. 

Scribners' rare books were in the hands of 
Henry Smith, George Coombs and Erneat 
Dressel North. The Putnams were on Fourth 
Avenue and later on Fifth Avenue, near 
Twenty-third Street, and Dutton's was at 
Broadway and Fourth Street, neither firm spe- 
cializing at this time in rare books. 



Brentano's huge store on Union Square car- 
ried pianos, theatre tickets and cut flowers — 
everything, in fact, except old books. Op- 
posite the New York Hotel, on Broadway, up 
a steep flight of stairs was to be found J. W. 
Bouton, an important and well-liked dealer 
and importer, and above him was Bult, the 
print seller, beloved of the Grangerites, and 
whose stock could supply any print wanted, 
whether proof, restrike or "forged by Barry." 

Bancs & Co., Great Auctioneers 
Bangs & Co.'s auction rooms were over 
Scribners and all-important sales were held 
there. It was the custom of collectors to at- 
tend auction sales in person in those days, 
and it was not unusual to see spirited bidding 
carried on without the mediation of book- 
sellers or agents. This was, of course, dis- 
astrous to the buyers tho good for the 
auctioneer, and by the end of the '8o's only 
an inexperienced or a very reckless biblio- 
phile would allow himself even to be present 
at an auction. 

Bids began to be placed with dealers more 
and more and this proved of great value to 
the rare booktrade, for successful bidding 
led to immediate prosperity and a number of 
reputations for astuteness and reliability were 
established. 

About 1884 the Wileys went out of the rare 
book business, confining their energies to the 
publication of technical books. J. O. Wright, 
one of Wiley's leading men and one of the 
best posted men in the business, went with 
his uncle, Mr. Sypher, the chief dealer in 
antique furniture in New York, and estab- 
lished a rare book department at Seventeenth 
Street and Broadway. 

William Evarts Benjamin went from Wil- 
eys' to Dodd, Mead & Co.'s, and with him went 
a round-shouldered, undersized and under- 
nourished, sharp- faced child whose name was 
said to be Smid or Smit, or some Scandinavian 
variant of Smith, and who worshipped the 
ground that Benjamin walked on. Benjamin 
stayed at Dodd, Mead & Co.'s only a short 
time, starting in business under his own dis- 
tinguished name in the old Catherine Lorillard 
Wolfe house, at 744 Broadway, corner of 
Astor Place, and like the dog in the Book of 
Tobit and the Angel, Smith went with him. 

Benjamin's Great Success. 
Benjamin was immediately successful as a 
bookseller, printseller and dealer in autographs 
His early catalogs are treasured by collect- 
ors and are filled with descriptions of the 
rarest of the rare at prices which, at this day, 
will make strong men weep. Mr. Benjamin 
was impulsive and radical and took chances 
that few of his competitors dared to imitate. 
He gathered and dispersed several great col- 
lections, among them being the James R. 
Osgood correspondence, which contained 
every notable name in contemporary literature 
in overwhelming abundance. 
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Smith could have had no better school in 
the business and no better teacher, and he 
remained faithfully with Benjamin until the 
latter's prosperity removed him from the field 
of active booksellers. 

Lawrence Hutton once said that if you 
wished to find an American in London and 
did not know where he was stopping, all you 
had to do was to wait at the door of West- 
minster Abbey until he turned up. You might 
have said a similar thing of Benjamin's shop 
in those days. Anyone sitting there all day, 
as George Smith did, would have seen at some 
time or other every collector of rare books in 
New York, if not in America. 

It was there that Smith saw E. D. Church, 
Charles B. Foote, George Vanderbilt, Robert 
Hoe, Frederick Halsey, Beverley Chew, E. H. 
Bierstadt, E. H. Wales, Louis Haber, N. Q. 
Pope, Josiah Blackwell. Paul Ford, Augustin 
Daly, G. M. Williamson, T. J. McKee and 
Gen. Rush Hawkins, John Boyd Thacher of 
Albany, Dr. Bristol, Dr. Gunsaulus and C. F. 
Gunther of Chicago (who owned a Shake- 
spearean autograph). 

The keen, inquiring face of this short- 
trousered youngster and his extraordinary 
memory and grasp of values frequently caught 
the attention of collectors who liked to lead 
him on to talk. Fred Halsey said he had never 
met any one wtih such a memory for uncon- 
nected facts as Smith possessed even as a boy. 
This faculty was evinced in many ways. 
Smith could remember every item in a book 
catalog with its price; he could recall every 
bid at an auction, he could glance over a list 
of names and write it down practically verba- 
tim hours after he had seen it. 

Smith's mind was not trained in the ordi- 
nary sense. He had never had even the edu- 
cation that Lincoln had. for he was never 
known to read a book. He never went to the 
top of a city school, but he never spoke un- 
grammatically or mis-spelled a word. He 
amused himself and made money flying 
pigeons on Stanton Street roofs when he was 
not at work, but he never acquired the East 
Side jargon or pronunciation. It is doubted 
if he ever more than glanced thru the 
greatest and rarest books of the world as they 
passed thru his hands, but he could give 
you the names and dates and description of 
the first editions of Thackeray and of Dickens 
and identify the suppressed Buss plates, and 
he could take sides forcibly in a discussion 
as to there being any edition of Gray's Elegy 
known positively to be the first. 

He thought well of I^amh because he sold 
at high prices and ill of Hazlitt because he 
didn't. In American history Thomas Lynch, 
Jr., was the greatest of the "Signers" and 
Andrew Johnson of the Presidents because 
their autographs were the scarcest. 

There is an amazing prophecy concerning 
George Smith that is recalled, and which was 
sometimes spoken of long after by those who 
heard it delivered. In a basement under the 
old Fifth Avenue Hotel there was a queer, 
untidy book shop kept by the two brothers 



Leon. They were men of mystery and there 
were many apocryphal tales relating to them. 
It was supposed that they were Russian or 
Polish noblemen who had been driven from 
their lands and posessions. 

With only the barest knowledge of the Eng- 
lish language they succeeded as dealers in 
rare books, specializing, strange to say, in fir->t 
editions of American authors. Their cata- 
logs, with ridiculous blunders in spelling and 
proof-reading, are now sought for by col- 
lectors. 

Whatever rumors there were about the 
Leons, whose name certainly was not Leon, 
the astounding thing was that they all seemed 
to be true, for suddenly, in 1887, with evidence 
of great prosperity, they sold their collection 
of books at Bang's auction rooms and re- 
turned to Europe, it being given out that they 
were restored to wealth and favor. 

Before leaving New York the brothers made 
a round of visits to their friends and competi- 
tors fairc scs adicux. Ariving at Benjamin'* 
while the little shop was filled with customers 
they made only a short call, and as they were 
leaving Mr. Benjamin said laughingly to the 
elder Leon: 

"Good-bye, Leon, when you come back I 
shall be the American Quaritch." 

Leon drew himself up dramatically, pointing 
his finger at little George Smith : 

"Not you, Mr. Benjamin: that boy, George, 
will be the American Quaritch 1" 

And he was. 



Uncle Sam in Need of Paper 

Due to the fact that so few bids were re- 
ceived for paper for government uses as re- 
vealed by the awards in February, the Public 
Printer has been instructed by the committee 
on printing at Washington to go into the pub- 
lic markets, or rather the open market, and 
endeavor to secure a sufficient supply, for 
the government is face to face with a serious 
problem. The committee had asked for bids 
on 54,500,000 pounds of paper of all kinds 
covering the year, and awards made on Feb- 
ruary 10 were for only 8,500.000 for six 
months. 

It was determined to make only six months' 
contracts because of the uncertainty of the 
market, with the hope that six months hence 
things would be improved ; on the other hand 
the mills made their bids for six months at 
two or three cents a pound less. 

The bidding for government paper was the 
lightest in 25 years, manufacturers claiming 
to be sold out, and it is said that large quan- 
tities of paper are going into the export 
trade. 

Three divisions of the American Writing 
Paper Company were closed down on Feb- 
ruary 21 as a result of the shortage in pulp. 
Transportation facilities, due to recent storms, 
are very poor and there was no prediction 
by the authorities as to when the mills would 
be started up again. — The American Printer. 
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CHEERFULNESS AS A FACTOR IN SELLING* 
By Paul W. Ioep, Associated Professor of Economics and Commerce, Untoersify of Nebraska 
In the Series of Articles on MODERN DEVELOPMENTS IN RETAILING 



With the permission of Professor Ivey the 
illustrative anecdotes in these lessons have 
been specially adapted to the book business 
by the editor of Publishers' Weekly. 

Cheerfulness is a most necessary element 
in the personality of the successful salesman, 
altho just what this term connotes few 
salesmen understand. Cheerfulness is the 
state of being animated, which shows itself 
in the face, the voice, and the actions ; it 
suggests a strong and spontaneous, but quiet 
flow of good spirits. It is prompted by 
dominantly agreeable emotions and is condi- 
tioned upon mental and moral health and 
freedom from irksome cares. 

Cheerfulness does not consist of wearing 
"the smile that won't come off." Cheerful- 
ness cannot be worn like a garment. To be 
effective it must be a part of the body as 
much as the eyes, nose or ears. When merely 
"worn," affected cheerfulness appears in the 
form of a smirk instead of a smile on the 
face. It advertises the bluff being practised 
by the wearer. Instead of radiating confi- 
dence, it arouses suspicion. Instead of being 
an asset, it is a liability. 

Since cheerfulness must be natural, spon- 
taneous, in order to be valuable as a con- 
fidence winner, the ubiquitous injunction, 
"Smile," found in offices and stores, or the 
same command displayed with other words of 
doulrtful propriety, can accomplish little in 
the direction intended. Business, realizing 
the utilitarian value of a smile, has endeav- 
ored to find a quick, standard method of man- 
ufacturing it in unlimited quantities and with 
interchangeable parts. Fortunately for those 
who love naturalness of conduct, such plac- 
ards have only performed the doubtful ser- 
vice of wall decoration. They can not be 
effective because they are dealing with an 
effect instead of a cause. There are no short- 
cuts to happiness or cheerfulness. 

Cheerfulness is a matter of the inner be- 
ing, of the heart. The external indication of 
what is going on inside is the smile or frown. 
The former appears if the salesman has de- 
veloped a kindliness for humanity and an 
intense enthusiasm for the good: if he has 
good health and is not harassed by worries 
and cares. The frown appears as part of the 
bodily appearance when selfishness rules; 
when ignorance of stock knowledge makes a 
salesman loath to respond to the customer; 
when exercise has been neglected, wrong 
foods eaten, or rest interrupted : when domes- 
tic troubles or financial anxieties arc for- 
ever on the surface to chafe and aggravate the 
nervousness resulting from the day's work. 
The conditions must be right before cheer-

fulness can appear. The cause must exist 
before the effect. 

Cheerfulness is emphasized in all selling be- 
cause it has a great money value. Custo- 
mers are attracted toward the cheerful, pleas- 
ant salesman. There is enough sorrow in this 
world without attempting to sell it; for, it 
must be remembered, a salesman sells his 
personality as well as the goods. Gloom is a 
drug on the market because there is a lot of 
it ; cheerfulness is high priced because it is 
scarce. Consequently, the store with much 
cheerfulness exhibited by its sales forces is 
more valuable and attractive because it has 
an article that is too seldom found and is 
much in demand. 

Cheerlessness is negative and repels cus- 
tomers. People who intended to buy, uncon- 
sciously turn away from a gloomy salesman. 
This is true because cheerlessness implies in- 
difference, abstraction and unwillingness to 
make buying pleasant. Customers like to 
shop where buying is pleasant, where they 
have confidence in the salesmen. Cheerless- 
ness destroys both of these incentives. It 
is the force that neutralizes valuable adver- 
tising and good-will. People have been in- 
vited into the store by publicity, expecting a 
warm welcome and a show of appreciation 
for their effort in responding to the invita- 
tion. They cannot consider a store entirely 
honest that contradicts its words by its ac- 
tions ; and the latter speak louder than the 
former in retailing. 

Cheerfulness is a remarkable buffer against 
the friction and wear and tear of the day's 
work. It is the cushion that eases up the jar 
and shock incident to contact with customers. 
Mistakes in representing goods or in hand- 
ling difficult types of customers inevitably 
occur during the day's efforts, but the evil 
effect of these is reduced to a minimum by the 
factor of cheerfulness. Cheerfulness may 
"cover a multitude of sins"; the customer 
will overlook a great many inefficiencies if 
the salesman is cheerful. Conversely, no mat- 
ter how much the salesman knows about the 
merchandise or the customer, if cheerfulness 
is lacking, the efficient qualities lack in luster 
and may go for naught. 

Cheerfulness should be ever present, 
whether or not it is encouraged by cir- 
cumstances. Sometimes a salesman is re- 
buffed by the silence or apparent indifference 
of a customer. It is hard for cheerfulness to 
thrive in such soil, hut it is a plant of little 
stamina unless it does. Usually its persist- 
ence wins out and eventually commands the 
admiration and respect of the irate customer. 
Unwavering amiability in the presence of 
provocation often heaps the necessary coals 
of fire which burn a sale into the unreason- 
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able customer. Under all circumstances, the 
best antidote for gloom and cheerlessness is 
whole-hearted sweetness of temper and cheer- 
fulness. This rule has no exception in sell- 
ing. 

A smile has a money value in selling it if 
it is attractive, but there are some kinds of 
smiles worn by salespeople that are a liabil- 
ity. One writer* has presented the following 
classification : 

1. The pitying smile, when the customer 
signifies a desire to look at a cheaper arti- 
cle than the first shown. 

2. The sarcastic smile, when the customer 
intimates he is a more competent judge of 
his own needs than is the salesman. 

3. The idiotic, meaningless, vacant, per- 
petual smile of the salesman who considers 
a smirk his stock in trade. 

4. The bored smile, when the customer 
speaks pridefully of the exceptional clever- 
ness of her sister-in-law's second cousin's 
children. 

> The "Heaven - help - me" smile, ex- 
changed with a fellow-salesman when the 
customer finds difficulty in deciding between 
two items. 

All salesmen will recognize the importance 
of facial expression and the necessity of be- 
ing cheerful and reflecting it in a genuine in- 
viting smile. Artificiality is never attractive, 
especially not at close range. The kind of 
smile a salesman is going to have twenty 
years from now is the smile being worn to- 
day. Is it attractive or repulsive? Is it an 
asset or a liability? Dress can be improved 
upon at some future time, but not so with 
facial expression. The lines developed to-day 
will be the features to-morrow, permanent and 
unchanging. 

If cheerfulness doesn't come to a salesman 
naturally, it can be developed. The smile 
can be artificially developed but this need 
not necessarily result in an artificial smile, 
any more than artificially stimulating the 
growth of plants produces artificial flowers. 
If a melancholy or foreboding salesman will 
repeat to himself on rising in the morning, 
"This is a wonderful world. It's great just 
to be alive," or, "I feel fine, I feel happy," 
or if he will sing or whistle, the feelings and 
countenance will respond appropriately. Con- 
tinuously doing what happy people do often- 
times sows the seeds of optimism and cheer- 
fulness, just as artificial expansion and con- 
traction of the lungs of a drowned person 
may be the means of their natural function- 
ing. Cheerfulness, reflecting a wholesome, 
attractive smile, should come naturally from 
a gladdened animated being in good spirits, 
but if it cannot come in this way it must 
come by whatever method it can. Artificially 
produced smiles are often just as good as the 
naturally grown, and sometimes they are bet- 
ter and more winning; but an artificial smile, 
naturally or artificially produced, is a great 
liability to the possessor and is repulsive to 
other people.

Cheerfulness in retailing is at present too 
conspicuous for its absence. This is. no 
doubt, partially due to lack of emphasis hav- 
ing been put on its importance, to store con- 
ditions which are not conducive to happiness 
(ignorance of salesmanship included) and to 
ignorance on the part of the salesman as to 
the conditions under his own control condu- 
cive to cheerfulness. The future is large 
with opportunity for betterment as the value 
of genuine cheerfulness and the means of 
acquiring it become more generally known 
by store proprietors and salesmen. Part of 
the recreation hours which are now spent in 
idleness or cheap entertainment will be illum- 
ined with study and reflection, which will in- 
crease the salesman's interest in his work 
and create cheerfulness. Greater efficiency 
in distribution (increased sales per salesman) 
must be developed if retail stores are to be 
justified in the future. If cheerfulness can 
help in bringing about this result, it will have 
economically justified the expense and effort 
expended for its creation.

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Good Book-Making 

The law for printers in England, which 
requires that they put their name and address 
into any book that passes from their presses, 
had its origin in censorship and printing con- 
trol, and yet from the point of view of those 
interested in good book-making, it is an ad- 
mirable feature in English publishing. It 
would seem to encourage printers to their 
best work. What collector, for instance, docs 
not look interestedly for the imprint of The 
Chiswick Press, and who would not want to 
give Whittingham equal credit with Pickering 
for those beautiful productions of the middle 
nineteenth century? In some cases American 
printers are putting their imprint in books, 
and lovers of books can thus begin to place 
credit where credit is due. 

The beautiful series of Scandinavian class- 
ics, published by the American Scandinavian 
Foundation, New York, has reached its thir- 
teenth volume. The books are models of dig- 
nified typography, and bear on the back of 
the title page the imprint of "D. B. Updike, 
The Merrymount Press, Boston. U. S. A." 
Another interesting example of Mr. Updike's 
bookmaking is shown in "Poems of Tenny- 
son." chosen and edited by Henry Van Dyke. 
This book was originally published in 1003 
by Ginn & Company, and the plates have now 
been taken over by Scribners. The binding 
title page and all have been kept the same, 
but one cannot help feeling that The Merry- 
mount Press should have credit somewhere 
in the book for the excellent make-up. 

Volumes of poetry, while difficult to plan, 
very often stimulate book-makers to take spe- 
cial care in their typography, and a volume of 
poems called "Songs of Seeking and Finding" 
by Tcrtius Van Dyke, son of Dr. Henry Van 
Dyke, published by Scribner, is most success- 
ful, both in type page and in binding. The 
latter is in gray boards with coarse linen back 
and paper label, one of the most attractive 
covers that has come out this year. 

Houghton Mifflin Company has used a 
most attractive type page in the new volume 
of short stories by Harriet Prescott Spofford, 
entitled "The Elder's People," and the cream- 
tinted paper seems especially fitted to this 
quiet and enjoyable volume of New England 
stories. The board cover, dark green back 
and gray sides is one of the happy combina- 
tions of color which makes board binding 
often more pleasant to the eye than the old 
imprinted sides. Houghton also made a beau- 
tiful book of "A Treasury of English Prose," 
edited by Logan Pearsall Smith. It is the type 
of book that would give the printer inspira- 
tion to his best work, and the Riverside Press 
have not failed in its opportunity. 

While one would not wish to have .ill of 
the half-hound books made up with a paper 
label, so far, the most successfully treated and 
artistic volumes of this kind have had that 
form of title. An interesting example of a 
single paper label serving for the entire 
decoration of a full cloth hook is 
Knopf's publication. "Old Junk," by H. M. 



Tomlinson. The book also has a most at- 
tractive type page with its heavy chapter head- 
ings and initial letters. Mr. Knopf has used 
the plan here, as he. has in some other volumes, 
of placing in the volume a word as to the 
limitation of the edition, in this case eleven 
hundred copies. The use of this plan for 
what is practically a trade book, but one of 
literary value and distinction, will interest 
collectors, and perhaps some day add to the 
value of the volume. 

Another book, for which one would like 
to see a printer get proper credit, is the vol- 
ume published by Lane, entitled "Chords from 
Albireo," by Dan ford Barney, a beautiful 
piece of press work, with pages that run 
smoothly thru the hand ; also a most attract- 
ive binding. 

Putnam's undertook a difficult problem to 
give proper book setting to the remarkable 
drawings of Rockwell Kent, but have suc- 
ceeded in every way in a volume bearing the 
title "Wilderness." Mr. Kent's works have 
been on exhibit in the Knoedler Galleries on 
Fifth Avenue, and many of the pictures 
here reproduced are owned by very prominent 
collectors. The large page and heavy black 
type tone in admirably with the character of 
the drawings and make a book of great beauty, 
as well as one which is a triumph of interest. 

The Marchbanks Press is printer for 
"Pictorial Photography in America, 1920," and 
has used Mr. Goudy's itypes to great ad- 
vantage. The title page has been set up in the 
Goudy Open, and the same type has been used 
on the chapter headings. The whole handling 
of the text is exceptionally creditable to this 
printing house, and the reproduction of the 
photographs is beautiful, indeed. Half-tone 
printing, such as is shown, for instance, in the 
photographs of Elysian Park Vista on page 90 
brings this kind of reproduction into the cla«s 
of the fine arts. 

An attractive piece of octavo book-makinj? 
is shown in the "Letters of Anton Chekhov." 
published by Macmillan. The large type and 
open page are particularly pleasant to read, 
somewhat similar in stvle to Macmillan's edi- 
tion of "A Private in the Guards." 



Other Provincials Heard From 

The American man of letters is not yet so 
blase upon the subject of his English audience 
that this new plea for a place on the boards, 
which appeared recently in the English Book 
Monthly, wakes no responsive echo: "In Lon- 
don there are bookshops of all sorts, some 
specially devoted to certain sorts of literature, 
poetry, cubist, futurist. French, Spanish and 
Italian literatures have their 'libraries,' so 
called, and American books are well stocked in 
certain shops. But where is the center in 
London for the sturdy and increasing output 
by Australian authors, of many of whom the 
British reading public are yet ignorant? For 
Australia has a literature now. in which are 
represented the life and aspirations, the hopes 
and fears of the vigorous and clean-hearted 
offspring of Britain in the Pacific.

David Bispham tells of a conversation in 
London with Oliver Herford: "We spoke of 
London not yet having American 'skyscrapers.'

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WHY BOOKS PAY FOR THE DEPARTMENT STORE 
Two Types of Departments and their Relative Value 



We have recently printed an article on the 
improved equipment in the book departments 
of some of the large stores, and it is inter- 
esting to point out as evidence of the new 
interest in these departments an article which 
appears in the Dry Goods Economist of March 
20th entitled "Why Books Pay More Than 
Their Value As Merchandise." This is the 
first time this periodical has directed its at- 
tention to the book field, and as it has an 
important influence in directing the attention 
of department store heads to new opportu- 
nities, it is to be hoped for the benefit of 
the book-trade that it may continue discus- 
sion in this direction. 

The thing that is particularly interesting 
about this first article is the strong construc- 
tive value of the points made, bringing, as 
they do, the suggestion that the book depart- 
ment, built for the book lover, one that can 
be accurately characterized as the "bookshop," 
may have for its store a greater value than 
the department which handles books merely 
as merchandise. The writer says: 

"In book departments where books are sold 
on the basis of what they mean to the read- 
ing public as a whole, there is exerted, either 
consciously or unconsciously, a definite in- 
fluence on the development of systematic hab- 
its of reading and the cultivation of literary 
tastes and judgment. 

"It is apparent that this type of book de- 
partment has some definite advantage over 
the other kind, altho it may require more 
skill, knowledge and time to establish it as a 
profit-making department. If this suggested 
disadvantage exists — and it is a question — it 
assumes more the nature of a stepping stone 
than a stumbling block so far as good mer- 
chandising goes. This because the more 
pains, care and effort expended the better 
the basic foundation for future growth and 
development on sound business principles. 

"In the purely commercial kind of book 
department practically everything is left to 
the customer. He comes in with his needs 
clearly defined and supplies them from what 
he finds, and goes out. 

"Service here is only required to include 
knowledge of what is in stock and where to 
find it. the price and a working knowledge of 
authors' and publishers' names. The sales- 
person is not expected to furnish literary 
viewpoint, critical judgment of material or 
treatment. This type of department leans — 
so far as breadth of subjects go — toward 
standard works in sets, scientific, educational, 
biographical and miscellaneous treatises an*l 
popular editions in fiction, original and re- 
prints and current best sellers. 

"This method of selling books is usually 
profitable, so far as volume is concerned. an1 
may easily be profitable in terms of individual 
items sold. It usually is in a well-organized, 
progressive store. The public likes to go in 
and buy and go out. or go elsewhere in the 



store if another than a book need was brought 
into the book section. 

"In departments where books are sold for 
what they mean, a different kind of service 
is necessary, altho the stock of merchandise 
need not be and seldom is any different from 
that in commercially conducted departments. 

"Take a fairly large exclusive bookshop 
catering to readers of all classes and tastes, 
and put it in a prescribed space and location 
in a modern department store and you have 
the material for the beginning of a book de- 
partment of the second type described — the 
book lover's department 

"The next thing required is a department 
store salesforce with the knowledge and train- 
ing of the bookshop salesforce only augmen- 
ted in numbers. People who have sold books 
just as books, merchandise merely, need one 
extra accomplishment when they sell in the 
book lover's department — an appreciation of 
books in terms of what books mean rather 
than what they are. If they have literary 
taste and judgment, so much the better. If 
they study current intellectual and educational 
trends, better still. One requirement is im- 
perative to the greatest success of the book 
department — knowledge and understanding of 
lovers of books, people who read for read- 
ing's sake. This type of customer views your 
book department in somewhat the same light 
as he or she views a public library or a pri- 
vate one. 

"It will be seen that the line of demarka- 
tion between the book department conducted 
along purely commercial lines and the home- 
like department is one of method and store 
attitude. Your book department will be what- 
ever you and your salespeople think it is, plus 
the way service is rendered to customers. 
Needless to say, both kinds are good kinds. 
The comparison is not invidious, but tech- 
nical. Books are sold either as book merch- 
andise or book books. The choice is free. 
Suit the method to the general methods of 
your store." 



"We wonder if it is realized, as it ought to 
be, how much good orginal poetry and prose 
in our own language is being written at the 
present time?" says the editor of Discotvry, 
London. "With peace has come a lar^e out- 
put of imaginative writing, the best of which 
should not be passed over or left unread until 
the critics of the next generation tell those of 
us who are then alive what great fellows con- 
temporary writers are. The best of the liter- 
ary weeklies and monthlies are very much 
alive, and for those who have not time to 
wade thru everything that is published, but 
time only to read what is worth while, they 
act as very helpful and pleasant guides. To 
discover the best writers of to-day. and to 
rediscover the best of the literature of the 
past, that surely is a good piece of work wi* 
can set ourselves to do." 
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English Book-Trade News 

(From Our London Correspondent) 

A. H. Bullen has just died. Lately, he 
had devoted himself to producing beautiful 
books at Stratford-on-Avon, and he called 
his establishment "The Shakespeare Head 
Press." Many years ago, he was a partner 
in the publishing house of Messrs. Lawrence 
& Bullcn. Bullen, at one time of his life, 
reminded the writer of Mark Twain; they 
were so much alike in appearance. A. H. B. 
had a fine literary judgment, the keen judg- 
ment of a past school. There was nothing 
of unions comprised in the industry. Tho 
someone wrote, "that we owe Campion, 
Hobbcs, Middleton, and many others. He 
gave us Elizabethan song-books, as much as 
if he had written them himself. As a dis- 
coverer alone, he was one of the greatest 
figures literary England has ever borne." He 
was a fine scholar, and a fine gentleman — 
and alas ! he is no more. 

From a British trade paper: 

"In the matter of negotiations between mas- 
ters and men in the printing industry, a 
feature of the case felt by both sides to be 
very unfortunate has been the multiplicity 
of unions comprised in the industry. Tho 
attempts have been made at amalgamation 
among the twenty-three or so different unions 
in which the workers are organized, one diffi- 
culty has hitherto proved insuperable, namely 
the difficulty of agreeing to the terms upon 
which London, with its unique conditions, 
should become a branch of a national union. 
We understand, however, that conferences 
are at the present time attacking this prob- 
lem once more, and those taking part in the 
negotiations express themselves optimistic- 
ally as to the possibility of a satisfactory 
agreement being reached." 

The Booksellers' Provident Institution held 
its annual meeting at Stationers' Hall the 
other night. Dr. Tuge, Dean of St. Paul's 
Cathedral, otherwise known as the "gloomy 
Dean" because he is always trying to face 
facts as he sees them today, gave an address. 
He said, in the course of his speech : 

When an eminent author of his acquaint- 
ance complained that his books were not 
bought, his son remarked. "I wish you had 
written the Bible; one sees that book in 
every house." 

One bookseller, when asked whether he 
had Browning's works, said. "No, we don't 
keep such books." "Have you Praed?" asked 
the intending customer. "Yes," but that was 
no use." came the response. 

Not so gloomy after all is said and done. 

Lord Northcliffe, who has a much softer 
heart than some care or wish to believe, will 
open (and probably he has helped it very 
considerably financially) the new printers' 
sanitarium, which has been built in the hunt- 
ing county of Ixicester. 

Extract from official notices relative to the 
formation of companies:

Relative to our earlier notes about the ques- 
tion of paper bound books in England, it is 
interesting to note that Mr. Alfred Wilson, 
the well known London bookseller, who also 
does a large export business, does not be- 
lieve in them. In a letter to the London 
Daily Chronicle he said : 

"I am interested to see in your columns 
the often repeated suggestion that books 
should be published in paper covers. I would 
point out thait, eVen with the present heavy 
cost of binding, a novel which is sold now 
for 7s. 6d. would have to be sold for 6s. 
in paper covers, and, in my opinion, a book 
buyer who is willing to pay 7s. 6d. for a 
novel would rather pay that price for a de- 
cently cloth-bound copy, which would last 
for months or for years if desired, rather than 
a paper-covered book, which would only save 
him is. 6d., and become a dog-eared, disre- 
putable article wthin a fortnight." 

The recent British Industries Fair at the 
Crystal Palace has been a huge success. Pub- 
lishers of atl kinds, printers, paper-makers 
and stationers, etc. are reporting great orders. 

Mr. Grant Richards is a clever and enter- 
prising publisher. He is always getting hold 
of the most promising authors. In addi- 
tion, he tries, like Mr. Jenkins, to give his 
advertisements a distinction, and there is not 
the slightest doubt but what both of these 
publishers of the younger school do, very 
definitely, reap rich rewards. From their 
striking and effective methods of publicity, 
Mr. Richards' weekly "appeal," or rather his 
weekly dissertation on his books in the Lon- 
don Times Literary Supplement are read far 
and wide. They are really very, very good. 
Here is a specimen. It is something of a 
confession, and your own readers will enjov 
reading it, and human nature being what it 
ts. may be inclined to criticise it. At least it 
will be agreed here is intelligent originality: 

"For the last twenty years or so I have been 
curious to discover what exact proportions of 
my profits are due to (1) booksellers. (2) 
reviewers, and (3) advertisements," says Grant 
Richards, the London publisher. "My twenty 
years' curiosity is not yet satisfied, nor. so far 
as I can sec, is it ever likely to be. But one 
thing I do know, and that is that a violently 
hostile review will very frequently sell a book 
better than a consistently, but not enthusias- 
tically, favorable one. Abuse piques curiosity ; 
praise frequently satisfies it." 
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THE BOOKSTORE AND THE CUSTOMER 
Is the Chief Shortcoming of our Bookstores the Salesman ? 



The Atlantic Monthly has performed a val- 
uable service for the book-trade in the publi- 
cation of two articles on the bookshop, Mr. 
Arnold's '"Welfare of the Bookstore" and Mr. 
Newton's "Decay of the Bookshop." A sup- 
plementary service which the Atlantic is now 
rendering is the publication of the discussion 
those articles have aroused. Customers often 
feel dissatisfaction with resources of the 
bookshop but do not often have a way of 
registering the feeling. Here in the Atlantic's 
well-known "Contributor's Club" one book 
buyer has set forth crisply and definitely some 
of the things that chill the buyer's real : 

"One reason is the gradual reduction of 
living-space, and therefore of space for the 
keeping of books, which has affected so many 
of the dwellers in cities. Houses have largely 
given way to apartments, and apartments 
grow smaller and smaller. No matter what 
their inborn tastes and desires, or their form- 
er practices, such perchcrs on a mere twig of 
habitation can be little concerned with the 
functioning or the fate of the bookshop. It 
is not remarkable that this deterrent influence 
upon the buying of books should have escape:! 
the notice of Mr. Arnold and Mr. Newton. 
But 1 think it is remarkable that neither of 
them dwells upon the chief shortcoming of 
the bookstore of to-day— the inefficiency of 
its salesmen. 

'Incidentally Mr. Newton advises book- 
sellers to get 'intelligent* assistants, and he 
describes in a graphic way the lack of man- 
ners and of information that often confronts 
one at the book-counters of the department- 
store. But in our largest, finest, most highly 
considered bookstores we are not quite sure 
to find good manners, and are very likely not 
to find even what might be thought the mini- 
mum of intelligence. 

"Examples speak louder than generaliza- 
tions. A few years ago I asked in a bookshop 
for a history of commerce, or some work 
dealing with the commercial experience of 
Europe, and especially of Great Britain. I 
already had Adam Smith, but did not say so. 
It was one of the two or three best bookstores 
in New York, and I spoke with the chief 
salesman, who has since set up a bookshop of 
his own. He knew of no such book as I 
wanted, hut said he would inquire; when he 
had inquired he knew no more, but promised 
to investigate further and to write to me ; 
and a few days later he wrote that no such 
work existed. Even apart from the Wealth 
of .Various, he was. of course, mistaken. 

"Another day. in the same store, I asked 
for a certain edition of Swinburne's works. 
I had forgotten the name of the edition, but 
knew the number of volumes and the price. 
Evidently the young man to whom I spoke 
had never heard of Swinburne. Together we 



searched the shelves where he said a poet 
would stand. Finding nothing, he too went 
to inquire. When he returned, swinging a 
book in his hand, he remarked, 'I guess this 
is what you want but it's shy on the price.' 
It was not what I wanted, but I could neither 
find nor learn about anything else. I do not 
imply that every salesman in a bookstore 
ought to know about all the editions of Swin- 
burne, or that all editions ought to be on the 
shelves of every store. But such an inquiry 
as mine should, I think, have brought from 
somebody more information than I got from 
my slangy young man. 

"In another big shop which offers only the 
publications of the firm itself, largely consist- 
ing of classical and educational books, on-; 
might expect to find competent salesmen. 
Here I asked a while ago for Aristotle's 
Ethics. The gentleman who went to search 
returned to say that, while they had Aristotle's 
works, these included no Ethics. I asked to 
he piloted to the shelf he had searched, and 
found that he had carefully examined a set 
of Aristophanes! 

"Is it strange that such attendants dis- 
courage the frequenting of bookstores? I 
myself never go to one except as some special 
reason may force the adventure. I write for 
what I want, knowing that better wits may 
thus be set to work upon my order than usu- 
ally respond to a spoken inquiry; and often 
I write to the publisher, not to a bookstore. 

"Of course, no bookseller likes a customer 
to write instead of coming in person. He 
must know that, as appetite grows with eat- 
ing, so the thirst for books grows with seeing 
them. But if one can get no guidance, if 
books that should be familiar are unknown, 
and if those that must be on the shelves arc 
not found, why waste one's time and fray out 
one's temper? I am not the only person who, 
if there were a really good bookstore in New 
York, would haunt it and spend more money 
there than she could afford. And by really 
good I mean one where the customer can sit 
while she looks at books, as well as one 
where the attendants know their business. 

"I am not condemning the bookseller; I am 
only explaining the troubles of the customer. 
I know how difficult it must be to get a sales- 
man or saleswoman who knows anything of 
books, or is willing and able to learn about 
them : and I take pains to say that I have 
found some who are more than polite, who 
are cordial and friendly, and two or throe 
who, within their specia'l provinces, are com- 
petent also. 

"As a rule, however, the attendant, as well 
as the shop itself, is a weariness to the body 
and the soul. Far better may one go to the 
public library if he wants information about 
books."

Canadian Printers W ant Our 
Book-Made There 

New Copyright Book Opens Way for Manu- 
facturing Clause 
Canada's new copyright bill, foreshadowed 
in the Speech from the Throne, was given its 
first reading in the House of Commons on 
March 26, being sponsored by Sir George E. 
Foster, the Acting Premier. The bill in its 
wording is an almost exact replica of the 
Senate bill introduced in March, 1910. which 
was published in full in the Publishers' 
Weekly of April 5th. There are a few 
changes to be noted, but it can scarcely be 
said, after a preliminary reading, that the 
measure is any less open to criticism than its 
predecessor. 

Some hope that there might be improve- 
ment is afforded by a revision of Section 3, 
Clause I, containing the definition of Copy- 
right. In the Senate Bill, this clause stood as 
follows : 

"Subject to the provisions of this Act. copy- 
right shall subsist in Canada for the term 
hereinafter mentioned, in every original lit- 
erary, dramatic, musical and artistic work, if 
the author was at the date of the making of 
the work a British subject, a citizen or sub- 
ject of a foreign country which has adhered 
to the Convention and the Additional Proto- 
col thereto set out in the Second Schedule to 
the Act, or resident within His Majesty's 
dominions, or in such foreign country ; and. 
if. in the case of a published work, the work 
was first published within His Majesty's do- 
minions or in such foreign country; but in no 
other works, except so far as the protection 
conferred by this Act is extended by orders 
in council thereunder relating to foreign 
countries to which this Act does not extend. 

"Provided that the term of copyright shall 
not exceed that conferred by the law of the 
country of origin of the work, and the enjoy- 
ment of the rights conferred by this Act 
shall be subject to <the accomplishment of any 
conditions and formalities prescribed by the 
law of the country of origin of the work, 
and the rights conferred by this Act shall be 
co-extensive with the rights conferred by the 
law of the country of origin of the work." 

In the new bill the first paragraph remains 
unaltered but the second one has been wiped 
out. 

It is in Section 33. however, that the most 
significant change is made. In the Senate Bill 
of last year this section read : 

"The Governor in Council may by order in 
council direct that this Act shall apply to lit- 
erary, dramatic, musical, and artistic works 
the authors whereof were at the time of the 
making thereof subjects or citizens of a for- 
eign country to which this Act does not ex- 
tend, provided that the order in council may 
provide that the enjoyment of the rights af- 
forded by this Act shall be subject to the 
accomplishment of such conditions and form- 
alities as may be prescribed by the order." 



This section at least left it open to negotiate 
conditions with countries like the United 
States which would be mutually satisfactory 
to both parties. Contrast this with the similar 
section in the new bill: 

"The Governor in Council may by order in 
council direct that this Act shall apply to 
literary, dramatic, musical, and artistic works 
the authors whereof were at the time of the 
making thereof subjects or citizens of a for- 
eign country to which this Act does not ex- 
tend, upon the accomplishment of all such 
conditions and formalities as may be required 
by the laws of such country with respect to 
literary, dramatic, musical and artistic works 
of a person resident in Canada." 

Here there would be no escaping the neces- 
sity of imposing the condition of manufacture 
against American authors. It was this feature 
that came in for severe criticism in the case 
of the Senate bill last year, it being then con- 
tended that the inclusion of any such provision 
in the bill would at once make it impossible 
for Canada to enter the Berne Convention. 

The few other changes that appear in the 
bill are of a minor character. The date named 
for the coming into force of the Act is July 1, 
1920.

Conoention Progress 

The practical character of the Convention 
of the American Booksellers' Association in 
May is coming to the front as the program is 
developing. President Butler has prepared a 
paper on "The Problems of Buying," which 
will be read at the opening session, and it is 
expected to arouse much discussion. 

On Wednesday afternoon the discussio.i on 
"Book Prices, Present and Future" is likely 
to be not only illuminating, but to bring forth 
new points of view on this pressing problem. 

Mr. Walter Lewis, Chairman of the Pro- 
gram Committee, has been very fortunate in 
his selection of the main theme of his Tues- 
day and Wednesday programs, and on the 
general subject of "Building Americanism 
Thru Books." he is to have leading speakers, 
whose contributions will be stimulating and 
important. One of these speakers, whose 
name will be shortly announced, is to talk on 
"the building of Americanism in our own 
American children thru their reading." and 
another speaker will discuss "Adult Reading" 
on the lines of Americanism, and still an- 
other. "The Function of the Book in Making 
Americans of the Resident Aliens." 

On Thursday there will be the important 
session devoted to "Women's Contribution to 
Better Bookselling." and the informal dis- 
cussion of bookstore problems. 

The Entertainment Committee finds it very 
important to continue to urge people to send 
their registrations early, as all city hotels are 
crowded, and it is hoped that there will not be 
the confusion of having people too widely 
scattered. 
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Stamp Prices 

Those who have followed the prices paid 
for rare books, and who have felt that in 
some cases the prices paid by the collector 
were well beyond what any piece of printing 
matter should cost, may well be attracted by 
the recent descriptions of the great stamp 
collection of Baron Ferrary which is about 
to be placed on the market by the French 
Government. The collection of postage 
stamps worth two million dollars compares 
favorably in the size of investment with most 
famous private libraries, and when a single 
stamp is held at a value of from ten to fifteen 
thousand dollars and many stamps run up 
into four figures the prices for books seem 
low indeed. The story of this collection and 
the reason for its present sale makes interest- 
ing reading. The French Government is pre- 
paring to sell at auction the remarkable 
stamp collection accumulated at an expense 
of more than $2,000,000 by the late Baron Fer- 
rary. It has been famous for years as the 
greatest postage stamp collection in the world. 

Had it not been for the war the collection 
would have remained intact as a German pos- 
session, as it was left in 1017, when Baron 
Ferrary died at Lausanne, to the Berlin Postal 
Museum. The collection was then in Paris, 
where it had been housed for many years in 
an imposing building in the Rue de Varennes. 

The French Government confiscated the 
valuable collection as alien property, and it 
is said that it will now be sold for the benefit 
of the Government at an early date. Baron 
Ferrary began stamp collecting as a young 
man more than sixty years ago and, possess- 
ing ample means, he succeeded in securing 
copies of both used and unused stamps of 
practically every postage stamp issued. In 
its great rarities his collection was unrivaled. 

The gem of the collection is one of the early 
issues of British Guiana, a one-cent stamp, 
black on magenta, printed in 1856, bearing the 
design of a fully rigged sailing vessel. It is 
the only one in existence and has been valued 
at from $10,000 to $15,000. More than too of 
the rare circular stamps of British Guiana of 
1850 and 185 1 are in the collection, including 
a superb pair and three single copies of the 
circular 2 cents rose. A few years ago a pair 
of these stamps sold in London for $7,200. 
The British Museum has one copy in the Tap- 
ling collection. 

Next to these stamps the early Mauritius 
issues are probably the rarest known. Of the 
very rare one and two cent issues, 185 1. with 
the words "Post Office" in the side margins, 
there are five copies, including one of the only 
two known unused one-penny stamps. A copy 
of the two-pennv stamp, unused, was pur- 
chased by King George of England, who has 
one of the best collections in the world for 
about $7,250 in 1004. 

The early Hawaiian issues are well repre- 
sented, including a fine copy of the excessively 
rare two-cent blue "Missionary" stamp. 185 1, 
valued at $5,000. Barely a dozen copies art- 
known, as practically the entire issue was de- 
stroyed by fire in Honolulu soon after it was 



printed. The early New South Wales "Syd- 
ney View" issues are unusually well repre- 
sented, including a few complete unused 
sheets. 

There has never been a stamp collector who 
indulged in his hobby in so princely a manner 
as did Baron Ferrary. To dealers all over 
the world he was known as always in the 
market for any exceptional rarity or choice 
specimen. He was a liberal buyer and his 
dealings with one large London firm are said 
to have represented fully $20,000 a year for 
many years. He also bought many notable 
collections, one of the best being the well- 
known Philbrick collection, for which he paid 
$40,000 in 1882, and which is said now to be 
worth $200,000. 



Wages Eat Up Printers * Profits 

The recent survey of the printing industry 
in New York by the United Typothcta: of 
America shows the average wage is $4.30 a 
day. The report of the survey says in part : 

"The average profit produced by each per- 
son employed in the industry amounted to 
$7.50 a month, against a payroll payment for 
each person employed of $111.85 a month. In 
other words, for every $111.85 paid out to 
18.690 people the employing printer received 
$119-35. 

"The total profit of $1,688,513 represents 
only 5.8 per cent on the cost of material used. 
The other two items of cost, overhead and 
mechanical payroll, which represents $48,835,- 
456, were turned over without one cent of 
revenue. In other words, the entire printing 
of New York was conducted without one cent 
of profit except for the 5.8 per cent profit re- 
ceived for the material used. 

"It would have been a much better invest- 
ment if the printers of New York City had 
closed up their shops and put their total cost 
of production out on a loan of 2 1-6 per cent. 
The printing industry of this city is being con- 
ducted on a philanthropic basis and not from 
a business point of view." 



"To pay its way to-day" writes Solomon 
Eagle in the New Statesman, "a novel must 
sell about 2000 copies ; most novels, and 
the majority of first novels, fail to do that. 
Publishers make on the swings what they 
lose on the roundabouts. 

He (the publisher) does earn something, 
and if you compare him to any other class 
of capitalist, he probably pockets a smaller 
percentage of profits made by intellectuals 
with whom he deals than do his peers in 
other walks of life. 

I shall always protest against authors who 
think that the mere fact that they have writ- 
ten roo.ooo words entitles them to large 
awards, and I shall always, when I see a pub- 
lisher stoned and booed by an angry crowd, 
run in and remind the assembly that this is 
also one of God's creatures. For once — long 
ago, long age;— a publisher lost money on me."

A new volume in the uniform edition of 
Leonard Merrick's novels is now ready (Dut- 
ton).

Obituary Notes 

James Terry White, founder of the firm 
of James T. White & Co., died on April 3rd 
at his home, New York, in his seventy-fifth 
year. He was born at Newburyport, Mass., 
in 1845. and established his publishing business 
in San Francisco in 1869. In 1896 he began 
the publication of the National Encyclopaedia 
of American Biography, of which he was the 
managing editor. He originated the Character 
Development League, and also invented a 
"Physiological Manikin" for the medical pro- 
fession. He was a man of considerable ver- 
satility. At one time he was president of the 
Yost Typewriting Co., was one of the organ- 
izers and Vice-Presidents of the Hudnut Phar- 
macy, and Vice-President of the National 
Press Bureau. Mr. White was the author of 
several volumes of poems, and was much in- 
terested personally in the publication of other 
volumes of verse in dainty format. 



Howard Hinton, who wrote for many 
years under "H. H." in the old Home Jour- 
nal of this city, died March 31. at the Hotel 
Albert at the age of eighty-six years. He 
was born in a house overlooking the Battery, 
graduated from Columbia with honors in 
Greek and Latin, and began his literary career 
in the fifties,, a contemporary of N. P. Willis. 
William Cullen Bryant, George Ripley and 
other men of letters who were connected with 
the Home Journal. 

During his journalistic career he wrote on 
politics, literature and other subjects, occa- 
sionally appending his "H. H.," hut as he was 
averse to publicity, his work was generally 
unsigned. He was practically the last link of 
the chain binding the present with the old. 
classical period of American literature. 

Mr. Hinton is survived by his wife and 
two daughters. Mrs. Irma Le Gallienne, wife 
of the poet Richard Le Gallienne, and Mrs. 
Clio Bracken.

Part II. of the Yates Thompson collection, 
containing twenty-six illuminated manuscripts 
and eight fifteenth century books printed on 
vellum, was sold at Sotheby's, in London, 
March 23, and brought £77,&S- Many dealers 
and collectors from various parts of the world 
were in attendance. Miss Green, librarian for 
J. Pierpont Morgan, A. Chester Beatty, and 
Lathrope C. Harper were among the American 
visitors. The competition was said to have 
been keen and prices high. Quaritch was the 
biggest purchaser of manuscripts, buying the. 
gem of the collection, Boccaccio's "Des Cleres 
et Nobles Femmes" for fS.ooo. The three 
famous French manuscripts, formerly owned 
by Jean Due de Berri, a great book collector 
of the fourteenth and fifteenth centuries, were 
bought by Quaritch. Cataloged to be sold 
immediately after the Yates Thompson Col- 
lection was a volume of Shakespeare items 
discovered at Longner Hall. It was an- 
nounced in the salesroom that the volume had 
been sold privately to Quaritch, who is under- 
stood to have acquired it for a private col- 
lector. There was a general impression that 
it will become a part of Mr. Huntington's 
Shakespearan collection. 

A collection of first editions, autograph let- 
ters and manuscripts of Oscar Wilde, made 
by John B. Stetson. Jr., of Elkins Park, Penn.. 
will be sold at the Anderson Galleries, April 
23. The catalogue contains 423 items, the 
most extensive Wilde collection ever brought 
together, and one that it would seem impos- 
sible to duplicate in importance again. The 
first editions include practically everything 
with many variations. The autograph letters 
include twenty-five written to Lord Alfred 
Douglas, three to Frank Harris, twenty-two 
to Mrs. Leverson. eight to Leonard Smithers, 
and six to J. M. Stoddart. They are all of 
exceptional interest. The manuscripts include 
"Vera: or the Nihilist"; the author's type- 
written copy of "Dorian Gray," with auto- 
graph corrections; original draft of the third 
chapter of "The Picture of Dorian Gray": 
typewritten manuscript of "A Good Woman." 
afterwards altered to "Lady Windermere's 
Fan"; original manuscript of "The Sphinx"; 
manuscript of "A Woman of No Import- 
ance"; manuscript of "The Soul of Man 
Under Socialism"; original manuscript of 
Canto III. of "The Ballad of Reading Gaol," 
with three letters written to Leonard Smithers 
about the poem; manuscript of "The Import- 
ance of Being Ernest"; manuscript of "An 
Ideal Husband"; manuscript of "Envoi." the 
introduction to "Rose Leaf and Apple Leaf," 
by Rennell Rodd: manuscript of "The Rise 
of Historical Criticism"; an unpublished 
manuscript of a translation of a short story 
bv TurgeniefT; manuscript of "A Birthday of 
a Little Princess": the original autograph 



contract of "The Importance of Being Ern- 
est"; manuscript of an unfinished play with 
the characters Beatrice. Astone, and the Car- 
dinal, 16 pages folio with 23 pages of poems, 
snatches of scenes and dialogs and jottings 
of thoughts and ideas; first drafts of a num- 
ber of lyrics, and sonnets including a sonnet 
on "The Grave of Keats." and also "The 
Grave of Shelley." The collection is an ex- 
traordinary one and will be of great interest 
to all Wilde collectors.

Rare Books in Cincinnati 

We sometimes forget, because of the in- 
tense enthusiasm for rare books in New York, 
that there is equal enthusiasm in other parts 
of the country. The exhibit of precious 
books and manuscripts at the Stewart and 
Kidd Co. reminds us that middle west book- 
stores handle some of the treasures. That 
there was wide public interest in this exhibit, 
The Cincinnati Times-Star bears witness, for 
it carries a leading editorial on the exhibit. 
The editor writes: 

"It is the ability of the concrete thing to 
evoke the past that charms the bibliophtle 
and the manuscript-collector. Here was the 
manuscript of George Meredith's "Meditation 
Under Stars," which seemed to admit you 
into the poet's very presence. Swinburne's 
"Lucifer by Starlight" is here, too, in the 
making. And now they unfold before you 
none other than the manuscript of Charles 
Lamb's whimsical little essay on February 29 
It is not one of the Essays of Elia, but the 
genial warmth of Elia is there, and you can 
almost see the gentle smile and the merry 
eye as the pen hobbles its way across the 
page. 

Manuscripts relate to the creation of great 
things by great men and they have a vitality 
that keeps them green. But we now come to 
the delight of the bibliophile, old editions. 
In this edition of "Paradise Lost," dated 1669. 
which they hand you. there are passages 
marked many years ago, responses to Mil- 
tonic cadences by one who perhaps saw the 
blind poet in London's streets. And here is a 
name on the fly leaf of a "Samson Agonistes." 
published in 1671. What visions the simple 
inscription conjures up. and it is only the 
name of an obscure man of a remote day !"

Building Americanism 

AS the retail book-trade puts itself on 
a better basis and becomes more wide- 
ly spread, nothing will give more im- 
pulse to improvement of the personnel than 
the feeling that the bookseller has not only 
increased opportunity for a livelihood, but, 
in the present state of things, an increased 
opportunity for doing a real public service. 
It is this point that the Program Committee 
of the Philadelphia Convention has made its 
chief feature, under the expressive caption of 
"Building Americanism Thru Books." 

The program places emphasis on three fields 
in which the Book has a chance to exercise 
a powerful influence in building for the next 
generation a greater America out of the con- 
fusion of the present. Its influence on the 
child who will become the leader of to-mor- 
row; its influence on the thinking Amer- 
icans of to-day, steadying and forming their 
policies; and its possibilities as the only 
effective approach to the developing, in our 
resident alien population, an appreciation and 
enthusiasm for the ideals of our country. 
These three themes will be developed for the 
Convention by leaders of thought from with- 
out our profession, and open discussion on 
the floor should lead to many testimonies as 
to what can and is being done in this de- 
velopment of leadership in books. 

Every convention of a national sort always 
brings together various interests, some tem- 
porary in character and many diversional, but 
there is always carried home by those who 
attend some keynote idea, which eventually is 
remembered when other things are forgotten. 
The Boston Convention seemed to emphasize 
a new unity of interests among those who 
produce and distribute books, a unity of in- 
terest among the authors, librarians, critics, 
publishers and retailers of all kinds. It seems 
likely that the thing that may be most wide- 
ly carried away from the great Philadelphia 
Convention is the feeling that, while we are 



improving the technique of bookselling and 
avoiding the pitfalls and troubles of these 
confusing times, there is a great fundamental 
duty and opportunity for all connected with 
the distribution of books at this time, the op- 
portunity to help in the building of a greater, 
more liberal and more homogeneous common- 
wealth, and in that spirit the program is con- 
structed. 



Shall Retailers Stop Buying? 

WHILE all reports of retail activity in 
bookstore and book department show 
signs of continuing and increasing 
strength, there always comes to the buyer a 
time of re-examination of conditions, in order 
to gauge correctly the buying of the next few 
months. The retailer is "between the devil 
and the deep sea" at such a time, for if he 
docs not keep his stock in good condition and 
is not ready to keep up his aggressive policy, 
he is bound to lose growth, and if he plans 
heavy stock for the fall, and business docs 
not come up to present prophecies, he is 
facing a difficult condition. 

There are two kinds of prophecies that take 
on a pessimistic note. The first comes from 
the merchant who enjoys prophesying for 
prophecy's sake, and who talks continually 
now of troubles ahead, in order to be able to 
say, whether it comes in six months or six 1 
years, that he saw it coming. In this case he 
is like the politician who foretells the war 
with Japan, and who believes that some day 
before he dies he may be able to say that he 
foresaw the trouble. 

The other estimates come from those who 
believe that the wave of increasing business 
has reached a top, and who foresee less eager 
buyers in the fall. These prophecies are based 
on some rumors that are current in the field 
of luxuries, such as the rumor that the price of 
clothes is going down and that the jewelry 
market in New York has acknowledged that 
it has seen its top and is now slacking. Such 
cues passed to the merchandise managers of 
large stores cause a word of warning to be 
passed down, and every department is given 
the same caution. 

Most of those who have tried to analyze 
carefully the prospects from the point of 
view of the book business have become far 
from pessimistic, in spite of all wishes to be 
cautious. General conditions in the country 
could hardly be better. Abundant crops arc 
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in prospect; there is practically no unemploy- 
ment, and wages are high. Besides this, there 
are the most widespread assertions that book- 
stores are finding an entirely new public for 
books, and this new public is supplying a most 
solid foundation for business, and its appe- 
tite for recreational and informative reading 
has been in no wise satiated. Neither is it 
likely that its interest in books will be satis- 
fied in a year that will bring forth many so 
timely and important volumes as will 1920. 
The world is in the midst of change in every 
field, and those who do not read will be those 
who are not interested in the times in which 
they live. 

Besides these general conditions, there are 
certain things peculiar to the book-trade that 
the buyer should make careful note of, lest 
he be found without preparation for the fail. 
The memories of last Christmas are still vivi l 
in the retailer's mind, and he knows that the 
supply in the book field was far behind the 
demand. Publishers have not as yet caught 
up. This means people waiting for books 
that cannot then be manufactured 

The difficulty in the manufacture of books 
is, in the first place, that paper is scarce ami 
growing scarcer. As has been repeatedly 
pointed out, the supply of raw material for 
paper and of machines to make paper has 
not increased, and yet the demands have gon.- 
up by as much as 20 per cent. Newspapers 
which have not their contracts tied up are 
paying for news print, prices that would have 
been very high for book paper two years ago. 
Book paper is now being delivered at perhaps 
thirteen cents a pound, and being quoted for 
fall at seventeen cents, and books are already 
getting postponed because of the scarcity. 
Binders and printers are so full of business 
that publishers cannot easily plan to increase 
their output, some binders being signed up for 
months ahead. If the demand for books con- 
tinues as it is, there will be a scarcity of 
books, and if it increases, there will be a real 
shortage by fall. 

It would seem well for the buyer who wishes 
to be able to take aggressive measures for 
selling to take these considerations into mind, 
and keep stocks just as high as possible. 



The appropriation for the Treasury allot- 
ment for printing and binding for the fiscal 
year 1920 has become exhausted, and the De- 
partment is not printing its usual weekly and 
monthly publications until the Congress shall 
have granted a deficiency. As soon as the de- 
ficiency is granted the publications will be re- 
sumed. 



A Good Group to Co-Operate With 

SEVERAL times in the last two or three 
years, the bookstores have found new 
opportunities for helpful co-operation 
with the Boy Scout organization, especially 
in those communities that have not only Scout 
masters, but Scout executives giving ex- 
clusive time to the organization and the im- 
provement of Scout work. This gives a 
special interest to an examination of the per- 
sonnel of this great organization, as just 
summarized from their Headquarters. The 
enrollment shows nearly half a million total, 
including, beside the 360,000 boys, over 100,- 
000 men as Scout masters, assistant Scout 
masters and members of committees and 
Scout councils. There are over 16,000 troops 
and 270 expert Scout executives. An exam- 
ination of the character of the men who are 
enlisted as Scout masters gives a further in- 
dication of the character of the work and 
the value that such leaders could be when 
co-operating with the bookstore. Over 6,000 
business men are Scout leaders, 2,800 clergy- 
men. 1,600 teachers, 1,600 mechanical work- 
ers, 250 lawyers, over 300 physicians, etc. 
These men believe in reading for the young 
people, and their interest in training boys 
to become readers is a great movement for 
the help of our communities. Another op- 
portunity for co-operation with this group 
comes on Outdoor Week, on April 26th to 
Saturday, May 1st. 



Copyright Proclamation 

On Saturday, April 10th, the President is- 
sued the proclamation which puts into action 
the new copyright legislation in our relations 
with Great Britain, who had accepted its pro- 
visions in Orders in Council promulgated in 
February. 

The arrangement will provide for American 
protection to English authors on all works 
issued and copyrighted in Great Britain since 
August 1. 1914. and before the President's 
proclamation of peace, provided the proper 
formalities of American copvright are ac- 
complished within 15 months after the Presi- 
dent's peace proclamation. 

The same amendments provide that after 
the proclamation of peace the period of time 
allowed English authors for perfecting 
American copyright has been extended, so that 
the manufacture and publishing may be done 
any time within six months of the English 
date of publication, provided that application 
has been made within 60 days and copv of the 
book deposited. 
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THE BOOKLOVER'S PHILADELPHIA 
Her History is fall of Events Thai Bear on AmcricanPublishing 



Philadelphia should be the Mecca of the 
American book-trade. Her citizens have 
been continuously innovators and constructive 
organizers in the field of book distribution. 
The following chronological notes are taken 
from "Poor Richard's Dictionary of Phila- 
delphia," published by the Poor Richard Club 
in 1916, with notes slightly enlarged from 
Oberholtzer's "Literary History of Phila- 
delphia." 

1685 First Almanac Printed in the Col- 
onies, "America's Messenger," by William 
Bradford. Bradford landed with William 
Penn or shortly afterward, bringing a press, 
types or "letters" with him. He was a 
Quaker and became involved in some of 
the early contentions of the Society. He 
betook himself to New York, and for some 
years Philadelphia had no printing presses. 

1698 First School Book by Francis Daniel 
Pastorius. Pastorius came with the Ger- 
man immigrants and founded Germai.town. 
He was extremely learned, a linguist and 
an author. His Primer was the first school 
book to be prepared by an American writer 
published in the Colonies. 

17 18 First American-made Printing Press. 
Adam Ramagc. 

1727 The Junto was formed by Franklin, 
a sort of debating society from which grew 
the American Philosophical Society, the 
oldest learned society in the country. It is 
now situated in the State House on Fifth 
Street. 

1728 First Weekly Newspaper, "The Uni- 
versal Instructor in All Arts and Sciences 
and Pennsylvania Gazette," Samuel Keimer. 
Keimer is sometimes considered Philadel- 
phia's first publisher, all others being print- 
ers. The paper which he started was later 
bought by Benjamin Franklin and called the 
Pennsylvania Gazette. 

1752 First German Newspaper, the Phila- 
delphia Zeitung, Benjamin Franklin. This 
was not a successful experiment. The first 
successful newspaper was started by Chris- 
topher Saiir in 1730, first called Der Hoch 
Deutsch Pensylvanische Geschicht Schrei- 
ber. 

1741 First American Magazine, Andrew 

Bradford ((two issues only), 
j 742 First Type, made by Christopher Saiir. 
Germantown. 

1743 First German Bible, Christopher 
Saiir. This Bible was issued in three edi- 
tions before there was any other in any 
European language on the continent. It 
was a quarto of 1267 pages and took one 
year and half to issue. After the Revolu- 
tion the house was reorganized, and Charles 
G. Sowers, in the direct line in the fifth 
generation, entered the business in 1844. 
The firm continued as Sowers and Barnes; 
Sowers, Potts and Co.; Sower, Barnes and 
Potts; Sower Potts and Co.; since 1888 as 



Christopher Sower Co., under which name 
it is conducted at 614 Arch Street It is 
held to be the oldest publishing house in 
America. 

1748 Largest Book to Appear Before Revo- 
lution, an edition of the Martyr Book by 
a Dutch theologian printed by Bissel and 
his monks. Their issues are now the most 
valuable of all American imprints. The 
Martyr Books was a folio of 15 12 pages in 
an edition of 1200 or 1300 copies. 

1764 First Religious Magazine, Das Geist- 
lischc Magazine, Christopher Saiir. 

1767 "The Prince op Parthia." a poetic 
tragedy acted April 24, 1667, by a stock 
company at the New South Street Theatre 
in Philadelphia. The first play by an 
American writer to appear on any Amer- 
ican stage. The play was written by 
Thomas Godfrey, Jr. His father, Thomas 
Godfrey, was a member of "The Junto," 
famous as the inventor of the double re- 
flecting sea quadrant. "The Prince of 
Parthia" was reprinted by Little. Brown & 
Co. in 1917. 

"Nearly all the Revolutionary Fathers 
lived in lodgings or boarding houses east of 
the State House and between Arch and 
Pine Streets. Jefferson wrote the Declara- 
tion of Independence in lodgings at the 
S. W. corner of Seventh and Market 
Streets, then almost, the last house in the 
city westward. The site is now occupied 
by a bank, upon whose granite walls a tablet 
commemorates the event. The Constitution 
of the United States was framed in the 
State House. 1787." 

1782 First English Bible, Robert Aitken. 

1783 First Trade Journal, The Price Cur- 
rent. 

1784 First Daily Newspaper, Pennsylvania 
Packet and Daily Advertiser, founded 1771 
by John Dunlap, an Irishman. It continued 
until 1784. 

1786 First American Book of Prayer of 

Protestant Episcopal Church. 
'795 First American Edition of Shake- 

spkare, Bioren and Madan. 

1796 First Type Foundry, Binney & Ronald- 
son. 

1708 First American Novelist, Charles 
Brockden Brown (born in Philadelphia in 
177O published "Wieland." "Wieland" 
was published in New York, but "Arthur 
Merwyn," a popular triumph and Brown's 
third novel was published by Maxwell in 
Philadelphia. Brown lived at Eleventh 
and Chestnut Streets. He is buried in the 
Friends' burial ground at Fourth and Arch. 
Other important early literary lights of 
Philadelphia were: Thomas Paine, the 
Great Commoner, came to Philadelphia in 
1774 thru Franklin's instrumentality and in 
1776 published "Common Sense"; Francis 
Hopkinson (1737-1/90, author of "The 
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Battle of the Kegs"; Philip Freneau (1752- 
1832), of whom the Atlantic Monthly has 
said, "first American citizen to write poetry 
of distinction." (He came to Philadelphia 
in 1778 to work on the United States Maga- 
zine, later on the Freeman's Journal, and in 
the office of the National Gazette.) 

1802 First President of the Americaan 
Association of Booksellers. Nathan Carey, 
a noted Philadelphia publisher was instru- 
mental in organizing the American "Liter- 
ary Fair." These Fairs were the first an- 
nual book sales. The first was held in New 
York, June, 1802. At the second in Phila- 
delphia, December, 1802, Philadelphia then 
extended its first welcome to booksellers. 
The meeting lasted two weeks, at the Frank- 
lin Hotel, on the south side of Market 
Street between Third and Fourth. Mr. 
Carey was elected the first president of the 
American Association of Booksellers.

1808 First Ornithology, Alexander Wilson. 
The book was a great work in 8 vols., called 
"American Ornithology." Wilson is buried 
in Old Swedes Churchyard in Southwark. 
Two other famous ornithologists are con- 
nected with the literary history of Phila- 
delphia: Charles Lucien Bonaparte, a 
nephew of Napoleon, who wrote a four 
volume supplement to Wilson's book de- 
scribing 100 new species; and John James 
Audubon who lived near Norristown. The 
first octavo edition of his great work, 
"Birds of America," was published 1840- 
1844. 

Benjamin Franklins fame grows trom 
year to year. His literary contributions in- 
clude his numerous publishing enterprises and 
his famous "Autobiography." Franklin came 
to Philadelphia from New England in 1723 
and spent most of his long life there. He died 
in 1700. His grave, a Mecca of tourists, is at 
Fifth and Arch Street. . t 

A literary contemporary of Franklin s, a 
man almost as great, was John Woolman. 
He was born in Burlington Co., N. J., 1720. 
He lived while at home in Mount Holly in 
a small white-washed wooden house. He 
died in England in 1772. His great work is 
known as "Journal of John Woolman's Life 
and Travel in the Service of the Gospef." It 
has been reprinted many times, being edited 
affectionately by the poet Whittier, in 1871.

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Authors' League is Growing 

Model Contracts Being Bought 

The annual meeting of the Authors' 
League of America was held at the Hotel 
Astor on Tuesday, April 13th, and at the an- 
nual election of officers, ten new members 
were elected to the council to take the place 
of those whose terms expired this year. 
Those elected were as follows: F. G. Cooper, 
Arthur Crawford, Owen Davis, James Forbes, 
Otto Harhach, J erome Kern, George Barr 
McCutcheon, George Middleton, Alice Duer 
Miller, Tony Sarg. 

The Treasurer's report brought up the full 
question of the conduct and general purposes 
of the League, and it was finally decided that 
a committee of five should be elected at this 
meeting, who should look into the general 
subject of the constitutional revision and re- 
statement of purposes, in order that all criti- 
cism from members should be met, especially 
with a view of giving the central organization 
the fullest possible contact with the scat- 
tered membership, and avoiding the impres- 
sion that a few who necessarily have to bear 
the brunt of the work are doing anything ex- 
cept endeavoring to plan for the good of all. 
The five following members were elected to 
such a committee : Henry James Forman, Ed- 
gar J. Lauer, George Middleton, Juliet Wil- 
bor Tompkins Pottle. Albert T. Reid. 

The report of the Secretary, Mr. Eric 
Schuler. showed a substantial year's work, 
and was receive^ with approval by all pres- 
ent. Considerable progress has been made 
in the study of proper authors' contracts. The 
Agent Committee has reported a new stand- 
ard form to cover relations between authors 
and agents, and this contract is recommend- 
ed to all members. The book publishing con- 
tract was printed several months ago, and 
has been going thru the final redrafting to 
cover a few points at issue. The League 
feels, however, that the present form is 
a very workable instrument, and announces 
that it has been adopted, with slight changes, 
by several publishers. 

The strength of the League has been aug- 
mented this last year by the formation of a 
Dramatists' Guild, which will become one of 
the divisions of the Authors' League. The 
Guild was organized lasT summer at the 
time of the actors' strike, and has been very 
active since. It has drawn up a standard 
dramatic contract, which is about ready for 
publication and which promises to be thoroly 
acceptable, from the point of view of both 
dramatist and producer. There is also under 
way a standard form for motion picture and 
musical comedy contract. 

There is a very good prospect, too, of a 
new division of the League, to be known as 
the Illustrators' a.nd Artists' Guild, which 
may develop during the coming year, and a 
Canadian branch, under the encouragement 
of Mr. Alan Sullivan, is now in process of 
organization. Negotiations are also under 



way for an affiliation with the Authors' 
League of a large body of professional sce- 
nario writers, who are located in California. 
Mr. Thompson Buchanan and Rupert Hughes 
of Culver City are working to bring about 
such an affiliation. 

The League felt that considerable progress 
was being made toward a real international 
copyright for the United States, having the 
assurance that the Bill conforming to the 
League's wishes would be introduced in the 
Senate in the next Congress. The Commit- 
tee had a prominent part in bringing about 
the war protection, which was carried into 
effect finally on April 10th by Presidential 
proclamation. 

Moving picture censorship has come up for 
considerable attention, having found a strong 
tendency toward state censorship, and the 
League has been putting out its efforts to 
combat this movement thru Mr. Rex Beach, 
Chairman of the Sub-Committee on State 
Censorship. The Committee believes that le- 
galized censorship of the film is a dangerous 
departure, no less dangerous than censorship 
of the press or of the stage, for it wo- 
place a ban on ideas, and immoral films 
can be eradicated by the same methods that 
arc used against books or plays. Book cen- 
sorship has come up several times thru the 
year, but the League has not wished to take 
definite action on any particular case, but 
hopes to make a general statement of posi- 
tion in the near future, which shall not be 
limited to one case. 

As with all associations, the difficult ques- 
tion of increased cost of conducting head- 
quarters has come strongly to the front, and 
at the meeting in March, the dues were raised 
to twenty-five dollars. The council believes, 
however, that the work accomplished both for 
individual members in taking care of their 
rights in royalties and in other suits and 
in carrying forth large causes on which de- 
pend the whole progress of authors' relation- 
ship, amply justifies the cost.

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The Censorship Situation 

Of the three cases in censorship that have 
come very much to the front in the courts 
of New York lately, that of "The Story of a 
Lover" has had special attention, coming, as 
it did, rather as a climax to the season's 
activity in censorship. 

Because New York is the center of Ameri- 
can publishing, the local laws of New York 
City have a very marked effect on the publi- 
cation situation. Mr. Horace Liveright, of 
Boni & Liveright, has seized the occasion to 
ask for a joint effort to free the city from 
the peculiarly onerous character of these pro- 
visions. At present, any citizen, * who has 
strong enough objections to file them, can 
lodge a protest against any book before a 
court, and the book is presumed guilty until 
proved innocent. The survival of many pro- 
tested titles has been due to the discrimina- 
tion of wise judges, but the wording of the 
statute is unfortunate, and the suggestion 
made by Mr. Liveright is that, instead of a 
single police official, a representative com- 
mittee of (say) fifteen authors, lawyers, 
clergymen, artists and men and women of 
affairs be appointed by properly constituted 
authority an.d supported by intelligent public 
opinion. Censorship of some kind is probably 
still necessary in book publishing as in films. 
The question is~whether it shall be tolerably 
and broadly based, or whether it shall become 
intolerable to both writers and public. 

A very humorous angle in the present pro- 
test against the book is the fact that the pro- 
test was lodged by one John P. Pooler, a 
patrolman. The New York Tribune carried 
a most humorous editorial under the heading 
of "The Pure Patrolman" : 

"If anybody is going to be the censor of our 
morals in literature we suppose it might as well be 
Patrolman John P. Pooler, of our ingenious vice 
squad. Was it by virtue of some such 'Florodora' 
logic that Commissioner Enright and Inspector Daly 
hit upon this diverting method of protecting the pure 
of heart? Perish the thought! We accept the view 
that Patrolman John P. Pooler was chosen for this 
extraordinary task for especial and extraordinary 
qualifications. 

"But conceding this on behalf of the pure of 
heart, we think a doubt arises deserving of an- 
swer. Just what sort of heart has Patrolman John 
P. Pooler? Is he peculiarly pure of heart? Or is 
he just average pure? And assuming the latter as 
the fair proposition and conceding that Commis- 
sioner Enright and Inspector Daly have acted only 
after the carefullest Bertillon measurements of John 
P.'s purity, just where has this paragon of a police- 
man been kept? 

"Has he been exposed to grand opera, for in- 
stance' How does he react to 'Aphrodite'? We 
hesitate to mention such things in his presence, but 
just what are his qualifications as a barometer of 
vice? What is his blushing point, anyway? These 
are personal questions, but if censorship is to be 
made a personal matter we think they deserve an 
answer, and from John P. himself." 



New Scales for Bookbinders 

The settlement that has been effected with 
Bookbinders' Unions Nos. I and n in New 
York is as follows: 



Beginning Monday, March i, 1920, three 
dollars per week additional, retroactive to 
January 1, 1920. 

One dollar and fifty cents additional to 
equal the scale of Local Union No. 119, ex- 
cepting where employees have heretofore 
paid the same scale as No. 119, in which 
case the additional one dollar and fifty cents 
is not to be paid; retroactive to January I, 
1920. 

The piece work scale from March t, 1920, 
is a 25 per cent increase added to the scale 
of September 30, 1919; no additional per- 
centage to be added for extras. 

The apprentice scale for March 1 runs 
from $19 per week for the first six months of 
the first year to $37 per week for the second 
six months of the fourth year, after which 
full scale is to be paid. This scale is retro- 
active to January 1, 1920. 

Bindery Women No. 43 get an additional 
three dollars increase per week over all 
present scales, retroactive to January I, 1920. 
Piece workers are to receive a similar in- 
crease, retroactive to January r, 1920. and 
continuing to March 1, 1920, after which 
there is to be an increase of 12 per cent on 
all present piece work scales. 

St. Louis Booksellers Complete Their 
Organization 

The Booksellers Association of St. Louis 
had as their guest Sir Oliver Lodge at a 
luncheon given at the University Club. Fri- 
day, March 28th. He spoke in an informal 
manner concerning his life and works. His 
coming to St. Louis has increased the sale of 
his books in all stores. 

The Booksellers are planning to send two 
or more delegates to the Philadelphia Con- 
vention, and to secure Mr. Joseph Lincoln to 
speak at their next meeting. The following 
officers were elected : A. P. Hughes. Presi- 
dent ; E. R. Hyke, Vice President : Miss Lokie 
Parker, Secretary; Dr. C. V. Mosby, Treas- 
urer. — 

German Press Saved 

A crisis in the newsprint paper situation in 
Germany, which threatened to put most of 
the newspapers there out of business a few 
days before the reactionary coup of March 12 
and 13, was averted by the granting of a Gov- 
ernment subsidy of a mark a kilo (12 cents 
a pound) to the publishers during the month 
of March, according to reports found in Ger- 
man papers received here. 

Paper makers announced in February that 
print paper, which in times of peace cost 20 
pfennig a kilo (about 2 x / 2 cents a pound at 
normal exchange) and had gradually ad- 
vanced to 28 cents a pound, was to cost 48 
cents during March and April. Protests of 
publishers reduced it to 45 cents, but this 
slight concession would not have saved the 
newspapers. The subsidy decided upon, 
leaves a net advance in cost to the publishers 
of 8 T /< cents over 28 cent figure.

The Country 
Gentleman has a paid circulation of more 
than 650,000 copies. Every twenty-eight days 
the press rooms turn out about 14,000.000 
copies, more than 177,500,000 a year. 

Information received from 1500 readers 
shows that each copy is read by an average 
of five persons. 

Exclusive of the storage warehouse, the 
new Curtis Building in Philadelphia contains 
more than twenty— one acres of floor space. 
It is used exclusively for the publication of 
the Ladies' Home Journal, the Saturday 
Evening Post and the Country Gentleman. 

One hundred and fifty great presses, work- 
ing both night and day, are required to print 
the Company's three publications. This out- 
put would fill about 162 large Government 
mail cars. 

One monthly edition of the Ladies' Home 
Journal, containing an average number of 
pages, would make a pile about one hundred 
and five times as high as the Washington 
Monument. 

The paper used in printing the Ladies' Home 
Journal, the Saturday Evening Post and the 
Country Gentleman during one year, if put 
in a strip the width of a page of these pub- 
lications, would make a white band which 
would go about one hundred and forty-eight 
times around the earth. 

About 3.600,000 pounds of ink arc used an- 
nually for printing the publications. The 
kits and cans holding a year's supply of ink, if 
stood on edge, would make a line twenty- 
seven miles long. 

More than 28.000,000 United States postage 
stamps are used in a year. In addition $3,700.- 
000 is paid to the Government for carry- 
ing the publications mailed from the Home 
Office. 

The Company receives more than 2,000.000 
letters annually. A single day's mail has 
numbered more than 35.000 letters, contain- 



ing remittances amounting to more than $80,- 
000. 

About 1,235,000 pounds of wrapping paper 
are used each year in tying up the bundles. 
The rope used would make a line more than 
13,000 miles long. 

About 4,800 people are employed in the 
Business, Manufacturing and Editorial De- 
partments of the building. 

The publications are never offered in club 
with other publications, at cut rates, nor ac- 
companied by premiums as an inducement to 
subscribe. 

The Saturday Evening Post is sold in one 
year to a total of over 110,000,000 copies 
which is more than the entire book produc- 
tion of the country including every form of 
bound book. This total of the Post's is over 
double the estimated total of all the school 
■books sold in the country ; it is over four 
times the probable amount of all the trade 
books sold by all publishers in a year; it is 
six times the total of all the books circu- 
lated by all the public libraries in the coun- 
try during twelve months. 

Recent issues of the Saturday Evening Post 
have averaged about 106 pages each, which 
means enough paper for about 800 book 
pages. As the average book is anout 400 
pages, the paper used by the Post would 
supply all the book-making in the country 
more than twice over. One issue alone would 
supply enough paper on which to manufac- 
ture all the books purchased by all the public 
libraries in the country two or three times 
over. 

In a typical issue of the Post there were 
about 75 pages of reading matter in 106 total 
pages roughly estimated at 80,000 words, 
which '.5 a good l*Hlg book There are more 
different readers for one issue of the Post 
than there are borrowers' names on the lists 
of all of our public libraries in their year's 
activities. 

One out of every fifteen of the men, women 
and children of the country are public library 
users, one in every ten reads the Ladies' 
Home Journal, more than one in ten reads 
the Post. 
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English Book-Trade News 

(From Our London Correspondent) 

Galsworthy has brought out a new play. 
It is a one-aoter, and a powerful piece of 
work. As the title indicates, it is sombre: 
"Defeat." Of course, it is of the war, and 
tells of a girl who has, in some way, dealings 
with the enemy. Slight but undeniably cap- 
able. 

Paper shortage thruout the world continues, 
and we doubt if things will improve for a 
long time, at least to any great extent. Next 
year, there ought to be a little relief— but very 
little. It is said that the demands from Amer- 
ica have caused the Scandinavian Mills to put 
up their prices enormously. Certain kinds of 
pulp which used to cost something like £2 to 
£23 per ton are now fetching £38 ! News-paper, 
therefore, is being ordered at 7d per pound 
for delivery in July and August. March quo- 
tations in Great Britain are 4d to 56. per 
pound. This is as high as the controlled 
price in the blackest period of the war. It is 
expected that these prices will go still higher. 
The pre-war price for news-print paper in 
England was £10 per ton ; now it is £44— and 
still going up. 

General Townshend's great work on his 
Mesopotamia campaign is selling well. 

British travelers, representing the big pub- 
lishing houses, are, in a number of instances, 
now visiting Paris. They usually go on to 
Holland, Belgium, Denmark, Norway and 
Sweden. Many orders are expected. 

Frank Swinnerton, the novelist, whose fame 
is advancing steadily in England and America, 
and who is, by the way, writing some very 
clever articles on the drama in The Nation. 
is just back from Portugal. We understand 
he expects to make a trip to America this 
fall. 

Mr. George S. Toby. Executive Secretary 
of the American Chamber of Commerce in 
London, is in America and hopes to persuade 
many American publishers to become mem- 
bers. The Publications Committee is render- 
ing the American book and magazine trades 
signal service. 

An item worth thinking about appeared re- 
cently in British System: 

"If I S01.0 Books" 
"I would search the leading newspapers each 
day for new topics which were likely to inter- 
est my customers. I would find exactly how 
far the books I had in stock covered these 
subjects, and write the titles on a small black- 
board. At the top of the blackboard I would 
put this notice : — 

" 'Arc you interested in what the papers say 
about these subjects? Then you will be more 
interested in the volumes mentioned here.' 

"My blackboard would enable customers to 
make up their minds when they were not sure 
what they wanted." 

A first consignment of German goods since 
the war arrived in England the other day. 
Among other things, it brought 500 tons of 
paper. 



Warwick Deeping, the novelist, who is in- 
creasing his reputation as a writer of good 
romance here in England, writes the following 
letter to the London DaUy Chronicle on cir- 
culating libraries. We are always talking and 
writing about the subject, and many are the 
views expressed. An author's is certainly 
worth examination : 

"I think the question of the circulating 
library includes the future of the novel, 
and especially the future of a novel by a 
new author. 

"The libraries may have spoilt the in- 
dividual buying of novels, but I think they 
have given the author a far larger public 
in exchange. Whether they give the pub- 
lic the best books is an open question. 

"My one quarrel with the libraries is 
that they let the public into the fruit gar- 
den too cheaply. Consider, too, what the 
average author receives on each copy of a 
book, and what the library receives for 
lending out that book. The author re- 
ceives his royalty once; the library may 
receive its hire many dozens of times on 
the same copy. I should imagine that 
nothing is got so cheaply in these days as 
reading. 

"The exchange value of some of the 
modern forms of amusement might be 
expressed as follows : — 
Two evening dances 

(tickets at 10s. 6d. 

each)= 300 novels for a 

yearly subscrip- 
tion of a guinea 
(if the reader is 
equal to it !). 

28 cinema shows 

(at Qd. a time)= 300 novels, as be- 
fore. 

"The new author and the new artist have 
to live, however pure his art may be. The 
public may be willing to encourage him by 
reading his book, but would they be will- 
ing to encourage him by doubling their 
subscriptions? 

"And would the author benefit? I doubt 
it. The middleman is always in the door- 
way." 



To Standardise Colors in Process 
Printing 

The American Institute of Graphic Arts 
some time ago appointed a committee to con- 
sider the standardization of process colors. 
The committee reported at the meeting of the 
Graphic Arts in New York, on March 24. 

After reports had been presented from 
members of the committee, it was de- 
cided to conduct experimental research 
work; to adopt Munsell notation as the de- 
finite notation to be used in the description 
of colors ; and to publish a book illustrating 
the various divisions concerned in this work, 
such as photography, etching, proving, ink, 
paper and printing. 
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The Boom in Poetry 

Edward Shanks, assistant editor of The 
London Mercury, writes amusingly of the 
present "boom" and "slump" in poetry in a 
London Letter to the April number of the 
Dial: 

"Just recently there has been an enormous 
amount of talk about the "boom" and the 
"slump" in poetry. We have grown so ac- 
customed to rapid movement that, when any 
one talks about a boom, some one else auto- 
matically gets up and begins talking about a 
slump. A little while ago I read in an Ameri- 
can journal, *the poets still hurry each even- 
ing to the Cafe Royal, but . . .'—I forget 
precisely in how pitiable a state of neglect he 
had seen them. 

"When I read this touch of picturesque de- 
tail, I own that I was somewhat comforted. 
There has been a boom in poetry, which, so 
I believe, continues and looks like continuing 
for some time to come. But, whatever may 
have happened to it and whether it be a good 
or an evil thing, the poets who have partici- 
pated in it do not frequent the Cafe Royal. 
This place, tho it still holds literary memories 
of twenty years ago, is now filled partly by 
painters and their models from Chelsea and, 
more largely, by quite ordinary persons, 
chiefly of Latin races, about whom no one 
would trouble to write to an American paper. 
About half of our poets live in the country. 
The rest would do the same if they could but 
are instead hard-working men with no time 
for dalliance in cafes, even if they cared for 
it, as in nine cases out of ten they do not 
Nothing was ever quite so dead as is Bo- 
hemianism with us to-day: I fancy that army 
discipline stamped out its last dully glowing 
embers. Strong poets have been known to 
blench on being accused of this vice, and 
their enemies more often complain of their 
extremely bourgeois habits. They wear short 
hair and clean linen, dress tidily and belong 
to good clubs, when their means allow. I re- 
member that when M. Paul Fort was chosen 
to be Prince des Poctcs in France, an op- 
position paper deplored the choice, alleging 
with bitterness that he had a wife and a fam- 
ily of daughters. But, added the malcontent, 
desiring to be fair, i7 est bon buveur. I fear 
that not even so much can be said of the Eng- 
lish poets of this generation. 

"Georgian Poetry, the success of which, as 
long ago as 1012, was the first symptom of 
the boom, has been more popular this year, 
in spite of an almost uniformly hostile press, 
than ever before. Poets, even new and ob- 
scure poets, continue to get their books pub- 
lished without cost to themselves— an ex- 
tremely rare occurence before the war. Pub- 
lishers go looking for young poets and ask 
them out to lunch in the hope of getting 
books from them — which, five years ago, 
would have caused a sensation. Poets, to con- 
clude, are mentioned familiarly by name in 
the 'chatter' columns of frivolous papers with 
large circulations." 



Cut or Uncut? 

A Plea For Full Trimming 

Reader, what sort of cutter do you use 
when you find that the volume you had ex- 
pected to enjoy is uncut? Do you always 
have a paper-cutter at hand, or do you resort 
to expedients— stiff cardboard, a hat-pin, a 
penholder? Perhaps the average man has a 
knife always within reach, but the average 
woman has not. Did you ever put down a 
new book because you were too tired or too 
dismayed to go in search of a cutter? Did 
you ever tear a new book, just because you 
forgot that some books have to be cut at the 
bottom of the page? Have you ever lent a 
book which you have read, only to have your 
caustic fnend return it with the remark, "I 
hope you won't mind my having cut some of 
the pages you skipped"? Were you ever 
caught cutterless, out of doors, at the foot 
of a page, unable to turn to 2 or to any other 
page before 8, just because the leaves were 
so folded that you had to cut once at the 
top and twice at the sides before you could 
get at the text? Did you ever, of an even- 
ing, sit around a reading-table with a group 
of people, and did you ever cut surreptitiously 
with that stealthy clip, clip, clip, which is to 
the unhappy listener like the famous drop 
drop, drop, of the water used in the torture 
chamber of the Inquisition? 

In a college-classroom, a teacher asks the 
students to turn to a certain page in a volume 
of one of the English poets. There ensues 
an attack upon the uncut poet Young wo- 
men use tn « hair-pin; young athletes, I am 
told use the forefinger. The results need 
not be described. 

A canny suggestion to publishers may have 
its effect. People like to get books from a 
public library, partly because these books are 
always cut. People will buy twice as many 
books if they can be sure there will be no 
need to dawdle over the business of hewing 
the pages apart. In fact, we should all be 
de ighted to turn over new leaves, were they 
only cut in advance!

Present Royalty Scales 

Houghton Mifflin & Co. issue interesting 
statement 

In recent publicity notes sent out from 
Houghton Mifflin Company there are state- 
ments about royalty percentages which are 
interesting as an indication of the present 
scale of authors' receipts. They point out 
very suggestively that a successful novelist 
is not the only species of author that might 
be bothered by an income tax, as one of their 
last fall's non-fiction books netted its author 
over $22,000 in the first three months, and 
they say "this book is just getting into its 
stride." It would probably be the guess of 
the book-trade that this successful author 
was William Roscoe Thayer, whose book on 
Theodore Roosevelt had such great prom- 
inence in the fall. $22,000, if the royalty ba- 
sis were 15%, would be the payment due on 
30,000 copies at $5 each. This would show 
a successful merchandising of a notable biog- 
raphy. 

They further state that "21% of the re- 
ceipts from the sales of their last year's books 
has been paid out in royalties, and that the 
authors have made nearly 18% more out of 
these books than have the publishers them- 
selves, even without deducting from the lat- 
ter's profits the customary 'overhead,' or cost 
of doing business." If the receipt of the sales 
from these books is 60% of the list prices, 
the average royalties paid would be 12.6% on 
their last year's publications. Of course, 
there must be many books of previous years 
on which the Company owns the titles out- 
right, so that they could not average on their 
whole sales. If the publishers have to get 
their 'overhead,' as well as profits, out of 
18% of the net receipts, it will mean careful 
watching of expense, in order to make pub- 
lishing show a reasonable profit, even with 
a rapidly expanding market. 

One new York newspaper, in copying 
these statements for the interest of their rea- 
ders, has changed the wording from "21% of 
the receipts from the sales of last year's 
books" to "21% of the sales of last year's 
books." This would change the point, and 
indicate to authors reading that publicity 
note that Houghton Mifflin paid average roy- 
alties of over 21%. Such publicity- may send 
a rush of new manuscripts to their office.

In a study of Tarkington by Robert Cortes Holliday

mystery story of a man whose past has been blotted 
oat by an injury to his brain. The story is laid in 
France It is written in the first person, and in 
what Mr. Holliday calls "essay styled 

Three stories of Tarkington s early period are now 
out of print: "The Two Vanrevels, an historical 
romance of Indiana"; "The Beautiful Lady." a 
French trifle: and "His Own People," a tale of 
Americans abroad. There is great sameness in all 
Tarkington's early plots, nearly nil of them turn on 
mistaken identity. 

In "Beasley's Christmas Party" Tarkington wrote 
another Christmas carol as lovely as McCutcheon's 
"Mr. Bingle." The one-act play of "Beauty and the 
Jacobin" is called 'an interlude of the French revolu- 
tion." 

In "The FHrt." "The Turmoil." and "The Mag- 
nificent Ambersons," Tarkington has put forth his 
effort. These books have earned for him 



the title of "the wittiest of our novelists" and 'the 
historian of Hoosier manners." "The Flirt" is a 
picture of a domestic circle in which the character 
of one daughter dominates and destroys everyone 
about her. The hero of the next novel is the City 
of Turmoil, 'a city where wealth is loved better than 
cleanliness, where Bigness is the only god known, a 
place where honor, poetry, truth and beauty are 
almost forgotten, where law is a ioke, the rulers 
venial, and the citizens heartless." "The Magnificent 
Ambersons" is an American family atory which won 
the Pulitzer $1000 prize as the best American novel 
of 1918. 

The drama is another field in which Tarkington has 
won distinction. "The Man from Home" was the first 
of fifteen stage successes. A new play, "The Gibson 
Upright," is a satire on Bolshevism in America. 

With "Penrod," "Seventeen," and "Ramsey Mil- 
holland," Tarkington has become known as the bio- 
grapher of the boy. The Tarkington boy is a creation 
in which growing-ups and grown ups alike delight.

"The great American novel" for which the world 
so persistently waita would seem to be a desire not 
impossible of fulfillment since so many critics feel 
that Norris has already given it to us in his trilogy, 
"The Epic of the Wheat*': consisting of "The Octo- 
pus," "The Pit." and the projected volume, "The 
Wolf." In this work Norris attempted to portray "not 
merely the life of some small corner of a single state, 
but America in its entirety, with all its hopes and 
aspirations, from the Canadian to the Mexican bor- 
der, from the Atlantic to the Pacific." 

Norris's out-of-print titles are among the second- 
hand books most in demand. "Blix" is the most 
suitable love story imaginable for a girl of sixteen. 
"McTeague" is a mans tale, a rugged and rather 
gross love story. "Moran of the Lady Letty" is a 
romantic adventure story of a girl captain. "Th* 
Responsibilities of a Novelist" is a classic of criti- 
cism: "the only volume of American criticism during 
the past ten years that has proved its fitness to sur- 
vive beyond the lifetime of the present generation." 
"Vandover and the Brute," lost in the California 
earthquake and then rediscovered, is another ver- 
sion of "Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde."

It is the story of a man in 
prison who sets free his soul by letting it wander 
back thru former lives. "Before Adam" is a 
story of primitive man that has become a standard 
work in anthropology. Two books deal with prize- 
fighting. "The Game" and "The Abysmal Brute." 

London left several important works of non-fiction. 
The best-known is his autobiography, "John Barley- 
corn," his "alcoholic memoirs" as he called it. His 
sociological studies arc: "The Iron Heel," "The War 
of the Classes," "Revolution and other essays." 
His one travel volume is "The Cruise of the Snark," 
the story of a voyage which Mrs. London also re- 
corded in "The Log of the Snark." 

The vivid personality of London shines thru all 
his works. He plays a foremost part in his own tales. 
His adventurous life, as a ranchman, oyster pirate, 
seal hunter, coal shoveler, longshoreman, factory 
hand, and Klondike gold-seeker, is all reflected in 
his stories. He was his own best "copy."

Rex Beach is a notorious best-seller, and unique 
in this that he is one for whom the critics never 
apologize. His stories are clean, manly tales of 
adventure. They are "movie-stuff" but of a good 
sort. As a novelist, he confesses a great debt to 
the movies for helping him to visualize his scenes 
clearly.

Just a book, vague and indefinite; not any 
thing special, such as an almanac or a calen- 
dar, or a French translation, just any old 
book. Of course, the saleswoman didn't say 
that, but her voice implied it. 

Now "Smiles" hadn't appeared to be listen- 
ing, and she was quite a few feet away, but 
just at this point she said to her customer, 
"Excuse me a moment, please," and directly 
she was standing beside the nondescript little 
woman, a slender, beautiful, clear crystal bud 
vase in her hand. 

"I know your sister would just love this 
hud vase!" she suggested. "I was sick once 
in a hospital, and a lady sent me one with a 
lovely flower in it. I can't tell you what joy 
it gave me. It's only $1.25. and for twenty- 
five cents you can get a gorgeous flower." 

"It's the very thing I want," replied the 
customer gratefully. "Thank you so much 
for suggesting it." 
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Views of Old New York 

One of the most attractive windows, from 
the point of view of public interest, in last 
week's celebration of Fifth Avenue Week in 
New York was the display in Brentano's win- 
dow, where all their space was given over to 
an unusually interesting collection of views 
and paintings and maps of old New York, 
which were loaned to them for the occasion 
by Henry Collins Brown. These views re- 
produced Fifth Avenue, in various stages of 
its development, from old photographs and 
drawings and early records of various kinds. 
One interesting drawing was that of Union 
Square and Brentano's store, at the time 
when Brentano's were agents for foreign 
steamship lines and for theatre tickets, as 
well as dealers in periodicals and books. 

Most of these views have been used in the 
new series of "Valentine's Manual," which 
Mr. Brown revived in 1916, and which has 
now reached its fourth successful volume un- 
der his direction. He has had the encourage- 
ment and support of numerous enthusiasts on 
New York land-marks and history, in the 
preparation of these books, and has been able 
to preserve in their pages an enormous 
amount of valuable material that would have 
been lost for permanent record but for his 
enterprise. The former series of "Valentine's 
Manual," which was started over a hundred 
years ago, was supported by appropriation 
from the city government, and was discon- 
tinued many years later when that support 
was withdrawn. Lacking such support, Mr. 
Brown has been able, thru interesting numer- 
ous New Yorkers, to obtain enough support 
to issue his handsome books and has now 
popularized some of the material collected By 
issuing a new guide to the city, which he calls 
"Valentine's City of New York." This is a 
pocket size book, with nearly two hundred 
photographic views. Some of the views are 
those of Fifth Ave. with the famous decora- 
tions of war-times and later, for the return- 
ing heroes. Mr. Brown has not made a sys- 
tematic guide of the Baedeker type, but has 
started at the foot of the Island and worked 
up towards the north, section by section, chat- 
ting about the most interesting features as he 
goes. 

Recently another opportunity has been 
found for using his valuable collection of 
views, as the Bowman hotels near the Grand 
Central Station have arranged to have him 
give illustrative lectures for the benefit of 
their patrons, and thus enable the visitors to 
get a general initial idea of what New York 
can boast in the way of historical and other 
land-marks. Mr. Brown has built up for him- 
self a most interesting publishing business 
and a niche in book production that is all his 
own.

Are You Co-operating With Your 
Public Library? 

"What a wonderful chance there is for you, 
Mr. Bookdealer, to profitably co-operate with 
your public library! 

"The idea about the public library being 
only a place for women and children to get 
the latest novel is rapidly passing away. It 
used to be that a business man was actually 
afraid to go into a library," says Ronald's 
Prestige. "But nowadays the business man, 
as well as the librarian, realizes the intrinsic 
value of the business manual. Both know 
that thousands of dollars are saved by find- 
ing out how the other fellow did it, or by 
securing the advice of experts in their lines. 

"Take the Public Library at Newark, for 
example. When they found that the business 
man did not have time to go up-town to the 
mam library, they came down to him. The 
libraries are actually acting as a publicity 
agent for you and for every other book seller. 

"Just look at the fimires of the business this 
branch did in IQIQ. They had 72,000 visitors, 
answered 8,800 telephone calls for business 
information, answered 150 letter applications 
for real help, and lent 11,000 books. You can 
readily see the value of complete co-operation 
on your part with the libraries in this com- 
paratively new field of business books. Not 
only do immediate sales to the libraries re- 
sult, but the readers oftentimes wish to pur- 
chase these business books that proved so 
valuable to them. If so, will they know of 
your store? Will they know that you can 
supply them with those very books and per- 
haps give them valuable information about 
other business publications? 

"Furthermore, the librarians are daily con- 
ferring with business concerns about books 
for their private libraries. Along this line, 
the librarian of the business branch of the 
Indianapolis Public Library says, as reported 
in the March issue of System. 'Since the 
Business Branch has been started, we have 
been consulted frequently about libraries for 
banks and business concerns. A chemical 
concern here which already has a scientific 
library sent a young woman to ask advice on 
starting a library for their office force. Af- 
ter this young lady, or any other represent- 
ative, had been informed about the books she 
wanted, wouldn't her next question be, 
'Where can I purchase those books?' And if 
the librarian knew that you carried them, 
wouldn't he say, 'Why, you can get them at 
Blank's Book Store; they carry a complete 
line of business publications?'" 

Get in touch with your public librarian. 
Find out what business books are in the 
greatest demand, and stock them. Let the 
librarian know that you are stocking them. 
Put a window display in your store featuring 
business books that are in demand at the li- 
brary. This scheme was very effectively 
worked out by the G. M. McKelvey Company 



of Youngstown, Ohio, in co-operation with 
the Youngstown Public Library. Perhaps 
your library can use announcements of new 
business books for its bulletin boards, as a 
great many are doing. 

"When you think the matter over you will 
find that there are dozens of ways in which 
you can co-operate with your librarian to the 
advantage of both yourself and the library. 

"Sell the idea of business books to your li- 
brarian, if he has not already been sold. Let 
him know that you are ready to stand back 
of him and co-operate with him to the fullest 
extent." 



Educational Work in Big Stores 

"The educational work of a big progressive 
store covers a wide range. And new forms 
of education are constantly being devised and 
taken up." says a writer in the Dry Goods 
Economist. "Educational work in stores used 
to mean merely some form of teaching for 
the junior employees, more especially the 
salespeople. 

"Some stores, however, are carrying the 
idea of education a great deal further; they 
are adopting various means for developing 
all the members of their personnel — from the 
newest and greenest salesgirl up to the oldest 
and most experienced department head. 

"Some are holding special classes that are 
intended to train and develop assistant 
buyers. More than this, at least one store in 
New York affords its buyers and assistant 
buyers an opportunity to attend regularly lec- 
tures on design at the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art and is planning to extend this form 
of education to its salespeople. 

"Educational, too, are the conventions of 
associations. Those of a general character 
are attended in many cases not only by firm 
members but by general managers, merchan- 
dise department heads and others. More and 
more are store owners coming to recognize, 
too, that it pays to have the proper members 
of their staffs" attend conventions of delivery 
men, display men. advertising managers, etc. 

"This matter of education even extends to 
the surroundings in which employees aro 
placed during the working day. It is realized 
that attractive rest-rooms, spotless lunch- 
rooms and other conveniences instil a spirit 
of self-respect and of desire to progress. 

"Among other developments we may look 
for the more general establishment of li- 
braries for workers, including books for re- 
creation as well as for solid information. In 
this connection we would say to store owners 
who provide this form of education, 'Don't 
be afraid or annoyed if the majority of the 
books taken out are in the fiction class. The 
first thing is to form the reading habit, and 
to this end fiction may prove an important 
means.' " 
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"This Side of Paradise, - by F. Scott Fitz- 
gerald, (Scribners) has been called by its au- 
thor a novel about flappers written for philoso- 
phers. An unusual interest centers about the 
author, as he is said to be the youngest writer 
for whom the Scribners have ever published 
a novel. Fitzgerald is now only twenty-three 
years old This novel was written while he 
was in the army — in spare moments at a train- 
ing camp. In spite of his youth he is well on 
the road to fame. 



On his recent trip to England, Major Lin- 
coln MacVeagh arranged for the publication 
in this country by Messrs. Henry Holt and 
Company of Professor Einstein's own exposi- 
tion of his theory on relativity. The book, 
which will be brought out this spring, is 
entitled "Relativity: the Special and General 
Theory." by A. Einstein, Professor of Physics, 
University of Berlin.

Among these "The Voy- 
age Out" by Virginia Woolfe, to be followed 
by "Night and Day," a second novel which 
fulfilled the promise of her first; "Responsib- 
ility," by James E. Agate and "Limbo" by 
Aldous Huxley.

A collection of the work of Randolph 
Caldecott and Kate Greenaway was placed 
on exhibition April 16 at the Grolier Club. 

A loan exhibition of thirty-seven drawings 
by Aubrey Beardsley is being exhibited at 
the Gimpel & Wildenstein Galleries. Some 
of the drawings have been loaned by Mrs. 
Harry Payne Whitney, and others by A. E. 
Galletin, who has arranged the exhibition 
and prepared the catalog. 

A notable collection of autograph letters 
and historical and literary manuscripts will 
be sold by Stan V. Henkels, in Philadelphia, 
April 21. Among the rarities is a full set 
of the letters of the presidents, five letters 
of General Washington, a fine letter of 
Martha Washington, nine letters of Thomas 
Jefferson, five letters of Benjamin Frank- 
lin, letters of the Signers of the Decla- 
ration of Independence, generals of the Rev- 
olution and Union and Confederate armies, 
colonial governors, statesmen, French mar- 
shals, and crowned heads. Among the lit- 
erary items are manuscripts by Burns, Irv- 
ing, Howells, Stockton and fine letters by 
Lord Byron, Thackeray, Dickens, Longfel- 
low. Holmes, Whitman and others. 

Charles Fred Heartman has resumed his 
"Historical Series," and two numbers, 33 and 
34, are announced for early publication. 
The first of these is the first collection of 
poems printed in Virginia "Poems on Sev- 
eral Occasions," made from a copy in the 
Boston Athenaeum which has the autograph 
of George Washington on the title. The 
second is-a "History of the Press of West- 
ern New York," by Frederick Follett, made 
from a copy purchased at the De Puy sale. 
The work gives a history of the press in 
that portion of the state of New York which 
lies west of a line running north and south 
through Seneca Lake. The original edition 
was published at Rochester in 1847. 

The sale of etchings and engravings by 
Rembrandt, Durer, Whistler, Haden, Zorn 
and other great masters, composing the col- 
lection of Mrs. Ellen R. Jenkins, of Balti- 
more. Md. f at the American Art Galleries. 
April 7 and 8, was largely attended, and 
many items brought high prices. The 365 
items brought $58,040. The star item proved 
to be Rembrandt's "Ephraim Bonus," which 
brought $2,700. "Landscape with Cottage 
and Hay Barn" by the same artist was 
bought by James F. Drake for $2,500. Whist- 
ler's "Nocturne: Palaces" brought $2,600 the 
second highest price of the sale. Of the 
Zorn etchings "Portrait of Zorn and His 
Wife," brought $825 and "The Toast in the 
Idun," $1,500. 

The library of the late Edwin B. Holden, 
of this city, will be sold at the American 
Art Galleries, April 28, 20, 30, and May 1. 
This collection contains many rare and im- 
portant items of English, French and Amer- 
ican literature ; French illustrated books and

Among the sixteenth and 
seventeenth century classics are fine exam- 
ples of the Aldus Press, at Venice; the 
Plantin Press, at Antwerp; and other pub- 
lications from the presses of Florence and 
Nuremherg. Among the many items of early 
English and Elizabethan literature are the 
second and fourth folios of Shakespeare, 
1632- 1685; Herrick's "Hesperides," 1648; 
Milton's "Poems," 1645, and "Paradise Lost," 
1667; and the first folio edition of Spenser's 
"Faerie Queene," 1609. The collection is 
rich in rarities of the eighteenth and nine- 
teenth centuries, including a number of 
presentation copies. Among these are sev- 
eral works by Elizabeth Barrett and Robert 
Browning, including Mrs. Browning's "Son- 
nets" of 1847 : a collected set of the first edi- 
tions of Matthew Arnold, including the rare, 
original issue of "Alaric at Rome," 1840; a 
fine collected set of the works of Austin 
Dobson, 1884-1895; several issues of Fitz- 
gerald's "Omar Khayyam," including the 
rare first edition of 1859; a number of first 
editions of Oliver Goldsmith, including a fine 
copy of the "Vicar of Wakefield." 1766; an 
important collection of the first editions of 
Rudyard Kipling, Charles Lamb, Dante Ga- 
briel Rossetti, Robert Louis Stevenson, A. C. 
Swinburne. Lord Tennyson and W. M. 
Thackeray, and others. There are many first 
editions of American authors, autograph let- 
ters and several important manuscripts; 
beautiful examples of French illustrated 
books of the eighteenth century ; a charming 
collection of miniature books ; publications of 
the Grolier Club. Caxton Club, Rowfant Club 
and the Club of Odd Volumes: many of the 
elegantly printed books of William Loring 
Andrews, Daniel Press. Vale Press, River- 
side Press, Merrymount Press and Kelm- 
scott Press. Among some of the more not- 
able items of Americana are "Articles of 
Confederation and Perpetual Union between 
the States," 1777: a fine copy of "Cator Ma- 
jor." printed by Franklin in 1744: rare orig- 
inal "Charter of the City of New York, print- 
ed by Zenger in 1735; first edition of Horse- 
manden's "Negro Plot," 1757; original edi- 
tion of Smith's "History of New York." 1757: 
the only known copy of O'Beirne's "Sermon," 
1776; complete set of Valentine's Manuals; 
and the original issue of Peter's "History of 
Connecticut." 1 781. A large portion of the 
library is elegantly bound by famous masters 
of the nineteenth century with a few of 
earlier date. Among the names signed in the 
various volumes are those of Leon Cruell, 
Clovis Eve, Roger Payne, Roger de Coverly, 
Riviere, the Bedford's, the Club Bindery, 
Pratt, Semblanck-Weckesser. the Doves

Obituary Notes 
A Leader in English Rare-Book Trade 

Frank Karslake, founder and secretary of 
the International Association of Antiquarian 
Booksellers, founder of The Fairyland 
Society, editor of Book Auction Records, 
died on March 25th after an illness of but a 
few days. # 

Mr. Karslake was born in Birmingham in 
1851, his working life had extended for well 
over half a century and he leaves a name 
which will long be honored among biblio- 
poles in all parts of the world. 

In 1867 he came to London and was ap- 
prenticed to David White, a bookseller of 
the old school. 

Five years later, in 1872, when twenty-one 
years of age, he commenced business on his 
own account. After a few years he entered 
into partnership with Mr. Robson which was 
terminated in 1891 : and Mr. Karslake with 
his wife and family of nine set off to make 
their fortunes in America; but his talents 
were literary not agricultural, so, confessing 
failure, in California, with the candor of a 
brave heart he came home again to start life 
afresh. 

"Book Auction Records" was started in a 
modest manner in 1902 and has become one 
of the most valuable reference works of the 
profession. 

Some years ago his thoughts turned to the 
forming of an association among second- 
hand booksellers, and supported by a few 
who shared his optimism, a public meeting 
of the trade was held in December. 1906, at 
which nearly all the important firms in Eng- 
land were represented; the Association was 
formed; Henry Stevens was elected first 
president ; and Frank Karslake honorable 
secretary. 

The Fairyland Society, founded by Kars- 
lake in 1006. used to visit the poorest cen- 
tres of London and entertain with fairy 
tales, in schools and mission rooms the chil- 
dren of the neighborhood. Clad as the Pied 
Piper of Hamelin, followed by Mrs. Kars- 
lake and his daughters in fairy tale charac- 
ters, he piped his way to the hearts of tiny 
mites, and even big grown up children cried 
with disappointment when the hall was too 
full to hold more. It was a constant matter 
of regret with him that he had to relinquish 
this work, but the long journeys in all 
weathers and the strain were too heavy for 
a man then approaching his sixtieth year. 

In private those who had the privilege 
of his intimate acquaintance knew him to 
be a eenerous to a fault, highly sensitive, 
and with a heart of gold, a sympathetic and 
loving friend. whosc_ loss we shall long 
mourn, and who will leave a place in our 
hearts not easily filled.

them : "A poem about a cat written at the 
age of twelve and a very moral tale which 
appeared in a woman's magazine." The au- 
thor of this novel of realism is married and 
has two children. 

When Caradoc Evans, author of "My 
Neighbors" (Harcourt), a group of satirical 
tho kindly sketches of Welsh people, first 
began to write as apprentice sub-editor on a 
Fleet Street journal, he thought and com- 
posed in Welsh and then translated into Eng- 
lish with most deplorable results. His sole 
knowledge of colloquial English at this time 
had been picked up while draper's assistant 
in Cardiff and later in London. 

Talbot Mundy, author of "The Eye of 
Zcitoon," began his literary career with a 
story about British soldiers sold to Frank 
Munsey. "They all told me," he says, "that 
nobody wanted to read about British soldiers, 
but that was all I knew to write about, so I 
went on. I never began to really write, tho, 
until I got in Maine (my home is in Norway, 
Maine)." Mr. Mundy lived in Great Britain 
until nine years ago. When America gets too 
comfortable he runs away to the wild places 
at the other end of the earth. 

Archibald Henderson, author of "The 
Conquest of the Old Southwest," is professor 
of pure mathematics at the University of 
North Carolina and holds the degrees of 
A.M. (University of North Carolina), Ph.D. 
(University of North Carolina and University 
of Chicago), and Doctor of Civil Law (Uni- 
versity of the South). He spent many months 
in research work in the Universities of Cam- 
bridge, Berlin, and Paris and, during a period 
oi eleven months published five books beside 
contributing to magazines.

Book Chat of the Month 



All who love a mystery yarn will hasten 
to push open the "Unlatched Door" (Century) 
and discover what Lee Thayer, author of 
"The Mystery of the Thirteenth Floor" has 
hidden behind that curiosity-provoking title. 

"The Explorer" (Doran), a novel written 
some years ago by W. Somerset Maugham, 
author of the much discussed "The Moon 
and Sixpence," appears this month. It i> 
said to combine the uncanny character anal- 
ysis of his portrait of Strickland with the 
sparkle of his dramatic comedies. 



The recent death of Mrs. Humphry Ward 
lends an additional sad appropriateness to the 
title of her latest novel, "Harvest." The 
story is of the English countryside under the 
changed conditions and altered human rela- 
tionships, developed after tour years of war. 





Sir Harry Johnston . who captivated 
Dickens lovers by showing a second genera- 
tion of the characters of "Dombey and Son," 
is playing the same game with Bernard Shaw's 
famous play, "Mrs. Warren's Profession." In 
"Mrs. Warren's Daughter" (Macmillan), he 
writes of the fight of Vivien Warren to win 
an honorable position in spite of her handicap. 

An interesting new literary figure of the 
year is F. Scott Fitzgerald, a young man of 
twenty-three who wrote his first novel, "This 
Side of Paradise," during his spare hours at 
a training camp. He rewrote this "novel 
about flappers for philosophers" three time^ 
before it achieved its present form. Altho 
Mr. Fitzgerald lays claim to a collection of 
122 rejection slips, his Saturday Evening Post 
stories have become widely known. 

Thousands who have known Philip Gibbs 
thru the vivid word pictures of his newspaper 
war stories, thru his previous books or as a 
diffident but magnetic lecturer, have been 
waiting for his version of facts which the 
censor forbade. "Now It Can Be Told" 
(Harper) is the stimulating title under which 
he makes public what every man and woman 
wants to know about the war.

Charles Scribner's Sons 

Warranted free from propaganda are two 
timely books on Ireland: "Ireland, an Enemy 
of the Allies?" by R. C. Escouflaire. and "Red 
Terror and Green," by Richard Dawson (Dut- 
ton). The first is a study of Ireland and the 
Sinn Fein movement by an impartial observer, 
a Frenchman; the second traces the career 
of Sinn Fein as a political party. 
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The war literature of France has interested 
America far more than that of any other 
nation and has been in general superior to 
that of other warring nations. Albert Schinz. 
professor of French literature, Smith College, 
in "French War Literature" (Appleton) dis- 
cusses the work of the well-known French 
writers such as Anatole France, Rostand, Loti, 
Maeterlinck, as well as that of the writers 
who were practically unknown before 
the war. Soldier types in war novels, diaries 
of the war, effects of the war on religion, 
philosophy and politics are some of the topics 
covered. 



Brander MATTHEWS ventures the prediction 
in the New York Times that the best book of 
Henry James's, the one with the widest appeal, 
the one with the most permanent interest, the 
one most easily read, is not to be found among 
those which he wrote for publication, but is 
the collection of his correspondence intended 
solely for the private perusal of the several 
friends to whom these letters were addressed. 
These letters, selected and edited by Percy 
Lubbock and just published in two volumes 
by the Scribners. reveal the human Henry 
James, a very different being from the "super- 
subtle splitter of psychologic hairs."

These stories, even 
those of war, show that for which Galsworthy 
stands,— beauty of expression, style and fin- 
ish, and beauty as a creed. 



"In Russia." Stephen Graham says in the 
introduction to "The Republic of the South- 
ern Cross" (McBride). a collection of short 
stories by a Russian writer, Valery Brussof. 
"the short story is considered of much more 
literary importance than it is here. It is th'- 
fashion to write short stories, and readers 
remember those they have read and refer to 
them, as we do to the distinctive and memo- 
rable poems on our intimate bookshelves." 
Brussof belongs in the front ank of Russian 
contemporary literature, Mr. Graham believes. 

In "Stories for Talks to Boys" (Association 
Press), F. H. Chcley, of the Boys' Work 
Department, International Committee ot 
Young Men's Christian Association and au- 
thor of several successful stories for boys, 
has collected an abundance of illustrative 
material from which leaders may draw. 
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The spring publishing season has ushered 
in a veritable galaxy of "sunbeam" girls : 
"Sunny Ducrow," the little from-pickle- fac- 
tory-to-dramatic-star heroine of Henry St. 
John Cooper's novel of the same title ; Nancy 
and Anne of Jane D. Abbott's "Happy House" 
and Eleanor H. Porter's Mary Marie, the 
lively little victim of a divorce, a close rela- 
tion to her famous predecessor, Pollyanna. 
Anna Alice Chapin's Jane of the novel of th^ 
same name (Putnam), while she does not 
openly preach the sunshine doctrine, is a 
bappy, jolly little Irish girl who scarcely 
knows whether she has been blessed or cursed 
with an inheritance of a sense of humor. In 
the early part of the book, where Jane's un- 
conventional sprightliness is contrasted with 
the spinelessness of her mother, the smugness 
of her step-father and her sister's lack of 
imagination, she makes a very eugaging little 
heroine. 

In a current magazine a clever author de- 
cides that movie scenarios lack cultural back- 
ground, and so he arranges a pretty film- 
version of "The Education of Henry Adams.*' 
"This volume has had remarkable success — 
public records show that more people have 
lied about having read it than af>out any other 
book in a decade." His cultural movie is t > 
b«* called "The Education of Henry Adam;, 
or. Why Minds Go Wrong." Here is the big 
Roman scene: Caption "Here, after a year's 
wandering thru the happy, smiling lands of 
Europe, comes young Henry Adams in search 
for education." (He is discovered sitting on 
a rock among the ruins of the Capitol, think- 
ing.

"Kmc Solomon's Mines" and "Shk" arc 
being eagerly read by a generation succeedin [ 
that which greeted them so warmly back in 
the eighties, and still Rider Haggard continues 
to send the intrepid Allan Quatcrmain in I > 
mysterious realms.

In "Fairfax and His Pride" (Small, May- 
nard), Marie Van Vorst, has given a picture 
of real life in New York in the early eighties.

JOSEPH C. LINCOLN is not only a nov- 
elist of wide reputation, he is a public 
benefactor. His success has in it some- 
thing heartening and corrective. In the 
midst of work which appeals to the base and 
cynical in human life (American city life) 
his clean, wholesome, humorous stories of 
Cape Cod sea captains and their neighbors, 
give evidence of the fact that there is a huge 
public for decent and homely fiction, just as 
the success of his play "Shavings" is evi- 
dence that there is a paying audience for a 
decent and homely drama.

Among these arc "Cy Whittaker's 
Place," "Cap'n Warren's Wards." "The Rise 
of Roscoe Paine," "Mary-'Gusta" and "Shav- 
ings."

A MASTERLY STUDY OF ARTIST LIFE 
IN SPAIN 

Woman Triumphant. By Vicente Blasco 
I bancs. Trans, by Hayxvard Keniston. 329 p. 
O Dutt. (Published April 20//1) 

THIS novel, perhaps, the most hotly 
debated, when published abroad, of the 
author's many volumes, is at once a real- 
istic study of artistic life in Spain, and an 
allegory of the elusiveness of human desire. 
The central theme concerns the intimate trag- 
edy of a great painter, Renovades, who, be- 
holding the loveliness of' his young wife, at 
once with the eyes of lover and of artist, 
persuades her to pose for him, promising that 
the picture shall be destroyed. But when his 
inspired hand has added the last brush-stroke, 
and he sees his utmost dream of ideal beauty 
unveiled on the canvas before him, Renovades 
knows that this is his masterpiece, and when 
exhibited will bring him fame. The wife, 
however, in a sudden revulsion of outraged 
dignity, flings herself on the picture and 
slashes it into ribbons. Her act cleaves 
asunder the artist's two-fold worship. As a 
husband he continues to give her his loyalty : 
but as an artist his fancy roams restlessly 
afield in quest of the ideal perfection that he 
never again finds. 

Meanwhile, a blight has fallen upon the 
wife's former beauty. She becomes a chronic 
invalid, hysterical, anaemic, a wraith of her 
former self. With pitiful futility she ad- 
mits to herself that he might freely paint and 
exhibit her if only it would bring back her 
vanished charm. Yet she clings to life until 
the day when she becomes aware that even 
his technical fidelity is at an end. But when 
the prematurely old and faded wife is dead 
and buried, the memory of her comes back- 
to haunt Renovades with the elusive charm of 
her girlhood. In all his past work, not only 
his first paintings, but practically everything 
he has done, he finds fugitive traces, mem- 
ories, inspirations due to her. And it is 
borne in upon him that while pursuing un- 
attainable desires he has missed the best life 
had to offer, and that now it is forever too 
late.— for the golden dreams have faded and 
he knows himself to be old. 

This story is capable of many interpreta- 
tions, and each reader may choose for him- 
self. Perhaps the simplest way is to regard 
it as the story of a man who sacrifices love 
on the altar of ambition and learns too late 



that bis offering is acceptable to none of 
the gods.

SALT fish and baked potatoes, sandy dunes 
and choppy surf, sane old Cape Codders 
talking spicy Cape Cod— how it goes to the 
heart and makes one long for such realities! 
Tbe inhabitants of Massachusetts coast towns 
are a race unto themselves. Proud, with herit- 
ages long and goodly; brave; frank: abrupt; 
colloquial in their talk, which is usually mildly 
funny and often truly witty; they are unique. 
Martha's Vineyard. Nantucket Island and 
Cape Cod are the hallowed spots. And "Joe 
Lincoln" thru his stories has almost immor- 
talized Cape Cod. 

To talk Cape Cod : "They're consarned good 
yarns." and this one, "The Portygec," is no 
exception. Alberto Miguel Carlos Spcranzo. 
the son of Speranzo the baritone and Cape 
Cod Janie Snow, orphaned at nineteen an 1 
sent back to his grandparents, tho spoiled and 
elegant, is a lovable hoy. You cannot help 
admiring the talents and good looks bequeath- 
ed by the Spanish father whom his grand- 
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father, Cap'n Lote Snow, referred to as "The 
Portygee." You admire "the furrin streak" 
and fear it, and wonder to the end of the 
book if it will conquer good old Cape Cod 
blood. 

This book brings back the smell of the 
moors, the salt sea, and the thick encompass- 
ing fogs. It brings them back with an occa- 
sional chuckle and tear at the tale. Would 
that it took longer to read, for willingly one 
could spend a summer in "South Harniss, 
Cape Cod, U. S. A."

LIFE AND LOVE IN AN OREGON 
WILDERNESS 

The Voice of the Pack. By Edison Marshall. 
Front, by IV. Herbert Dunton. 305 P- D 
Lift., B. 

IT isn't the ordinary two-bit tale of the west. 
There isn't a saloon, nor a card-game, nor a 
hold-up, nor a cow-puncher in the book. 
Mr. Marshall's story runs close to nature's 
heart. His people are of the mountains and 
forests; the deer, the wild-cat, the bear, and 
other denizens of the woods live in the pages 
as vividly as on the screen. Thru a most 
engrossing and intimate presentation of for- 
est life, develops a fine love drama. 

Young Dan Failing's doctor gives him six 
months more in a struggle with tuberculosis. 
Being a descendant of early frontiersmen. Dan 
decides to spend his last days in the distant 
mountains of Oregon. Here, his inherited 
stamina from mountaineer forbears, the life- 
giving breath of the wilderness, and above all, 
the inspiration of a wonderful girl with daunt- 
less spirit.— these challenge the grim enemy 
and win for Dan a new lease of life. 

From an almost hopeless invalid Dan is 
transformed into a hardy woodsman ; from an 
object of pity to his host's family, he be- 
comes their mainstay and protector in times 
of hardship and danger. The last episode, in 
which the hero rescues his sweetheart and her 
invalid father from the very jaws of the 
wolf-pack, constitutes a stirring climax of 
dramatic realism.

CHICAGO VS. CIVILIZATION 

The Romantic Woman. By Mary Borden. 
347 p. D Knopf 

FOR once one of those intimate biograph- 
ical sketches that some publishers have a 
way of providing would be welcome. The 
n. rsonality of the author arouses curiosity. 
Is she American or English? Evidence points 
now to one conclusion, now to the other. 
The final guess of the reviewer is that she 
is an American who has lived long abroad- 
long enough to lose the feeling of oneness 



with her own country without ever com- 
pletely merging herself in the other. This 
would account for the rather wearied air of 
detachment that pervades the whole. 

It is the story of a Chicago heiress who 
marries into the British aristocracy. The 
author brings a new point of view to this 
hackneyed theme, but she has not, it seems 
to me, fulfilled the promise of the bright 
green jacket of presenting an authentic study 
of the contrast between "young, raw. crude 
Chicago" and "the cultured and debilitated 
English upper classes." Nor has she quite 
lived up to her own promise of throwing 
light on "the vices and virtues of mongrels 
and thorobreds, of civilized people and un- 
civilized people, and upon the relative beauties 
of wildernesses and gardens." For her 
Chicago is hardly a wilderness and her Chica- 
goans are little less degenerate than her 
Englishmen. One group is as deeply absorbed 
in marital jealousies and infidelities as the 
other. The difference lies in their attitudes, 
and here some of the distinctions are nicely 
drawn. 

Nowhere in the story is wealth obtruded, 
and the heroine's father is pictured lovingly, 
suggesting a portrait from life. It is a book 
worth reading slowly and must be so read, 
for it is told in that peculiar manner prac- 
ticed by Conrad. It is a taxing style, but 
it has its fascination.

AN HEIR FOR MRS. WARD? 

Marqucray's Duel. By Anthony Pryde. 403

THOROLY British is this book. Its 
strange and vivid passion flares up 
against a background of conventional 
London lite — the tedious Parliament meetings, 
the formal society gatherings, the unemotion- 
al private life. 

It is so truly English that one might almost 
wonder whether the mantle of Mrs. Humphrv 
Ward had not fallen on Anthony Pryde. And 
yet the fiery Marqueray, whose mother was a 
Russian exile, whose tense days had been 
spent in Peru, in India, in out-of-the-way cor- 
ners of the world, is too brilliantly exotic to 
be a follower of Mrs. Ward's heroes. As for 
lovely Phyllida Browne pathetic in her de- 
sire not to be called a "fallen woman." and 
tragic in her poignant love for Marqueray — 
she is much too simply innocent to be the 
descendant of Mrs. Ward's eloquent and clever 
heroines. 

Elemental things do not consider their "set- 
tings." The Thames flows everlasting thru 
the heart of London. It was on its banks, 
cowering under the dank fog of a spring night 
that Marqueray found Phyllida Browne. hug-

gring her petticoat rolled into a bundle like 
"me little boy that died in the workhouse." 
She fascinated him then. But the desire for 
her that surged thru his heart as his love 
grew, flooded away all the custom-bound herit- 
age. It was an elemental thing — a force that 
even the cold caution of British training could 
not withstand. 

Marqueray's duel was unusual : it was 
fought in a drawing-room. It is just as 
unusual to find so colorful a romance acred 
in an atmosphere of poise and tradition, in 
political and fashionable London.

ERNEST POOLE AND TARKINGTON 
AT THEIR BEST 

This Side of Paradise. By F. Scott Fitz- 
gerald. 305 p. D. Scribner 

HERE is 1 a bit of the real thing in fiction : 
A first novel by a new American author 
of amazing potentialities. If you enjoy 
the thrill of discovering a new literary star 
and like the sort of thing Ernest Poole and 
Booth Tarkington at their best stand for in 
our American fiction, don't miss it. 

There are, as I see it, two secrets to the 
all-round satisfactory-ness of Mr. Fitzgerald's 
book : he can write — that simply sticks out all 
over the book ; and he has the rather rare 
good sense — in this day when authors pledge 
themselves to turn out books as tho they 
were flapjacks— of "crowding his work in- 
stead of spreading it thin." "Every author," 
to continue the words of one character in the 
story, "ought to write every book as if ho 
were going to be beheaded the day he finished 
it." A method apt to be a bit intense, no 
doubt, in a combination such as May Sinclair 
and her "Mary Olivier," but enormously re- 
freshing in the case of an author with a sense 
of humor — which Mr. Fitzgerald most decid- 
edly has. 

It isn't a story in the regular sense : There's 
no beginning, except the beginning of Amory 
Blaine, born healthy, wealthy and extraordi- 
narily good-looking, and by way of being 
spoiled by a restless mother whom he quaintly 
calls by her first name, Beatrice. There's no 
middle to the story, except the eager fumbling 
a; life of this same handsome boy, proud, 
clean -minded, born to conquer yet fumbling, 
at college and in love with Isabelle, then 
Clara, then Rosalind, then Eleanor. No end 
to the story except the closing picture of this 
same boy in his early twenties, a bit less con- 
fident about life, with "no God in his heart 
. . his ideas still in riot . . . with the 
pain of memory ... he could not tell 
why the struggle was worth while," and yet 
"determined to use to the utmost himself and 
his heritage from the personality he had 
passed" . . . 



As a story it will doubtless appeal most to 
people who have not "settled down"; the other 
sort may regard it as a trifle "young," for it 
is the sort of book that only a young man 
could write. But those who read these pages, 
eager, impetuous, slipping quickly from nar- 
rative into verse then into dramatic dialog, 
crowded with characters set before us in a 
couple of dexterous sentences, will be apt to 
thank God that we have young men to write 
books as they finally lay the volume down.

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Happy House for the home of these ancestor- 
worshipping Lcavitts, things begin to look 
exciting. 

So, at least, they looked to Anne (Nancy, 
she liked better herself) Leavitt when she 
came there fresh from the happy whirl of her 
college commencement, at the wish of her 
dear classmate and name-twin, — the other 
Anne Leavitt. And they got more and more 
exciting and complicated all thru her stay. 
What she did for the two pathetic little vil- 
lagers who belonged to a "good-for-nothing" 
family is but one of the side incidents of an 
ever-memorable summer. All Happy House 
of course was brightened and made to live up 
to its name (New England rigidity does some- 
imes relax), and things in the village were con- 
siderably changed.

AN HEROIC IMPOSTOR 

The Worldlings. By Leonard Merrick. 334 P- 
O Dutt. 

WHEN Sir J. M. Barrie says: "A new 
novel by Leonard Merrick is to me one 
of the events of the year," there arises 
a mighty chorus of "Aye, aye, sir," from that 
part of the public who know good writing. 
In this recent story of tangled human strands, 
the "novelists' novelist," as he has been desig- 
nated, captures and holds the reader's sym- 
pathy for a man perpetrating a sordid swindle. 
Weary, hopeless and poor, in the dusty heat 
of the South African diamond fields, Maurice 
Blake yields to temptation and impersonates a 
dead man, his friend, whose wealthy and titled 
old father has sent, too late, for the black 
sheep unseen for a score of years. The ad- 
venturer's adaptability enables him to fit with 
but little grating into the large leisure and 
refinement of English country life. But lux- 
ury doesn't stifle a gnawing conscience, and 
the pain of a great love makes his sense of 
unworthincss increasingly unbearable. Lady 
Wrensfordsley, the greatest worlding of them 
all, manages the marriage, to which her lovely 
daughter brings only a kindly toleration. 
Finailly, the thunderbolt of exposure falls, 
thru the balked fury of a worthless woman, 
from old diamond-digging days. 
The story is indeed, as Neil Munro says in 



his perspicuous introduction, "founded on one 
of those passionate cruces of life, where duty 
and inclination come nobly to the grapple." 
The clarity of narration is pellucid, and the 
drawing of character, — Merrick's forte, — 
shines vivid in the four principals; "they are 
fresh, vigorous and subtle, fitting into th? 
fable with the inevitability of fate." But if 
such is the stuff of which South African vil- 
lains are made, what must be its paragons? 
For few knights of speckless repute have the 
chivalry and charm of this heroic impostor.

AN UNUSUAL FIRST-NOVEL 

Invind : ble Minnie. By Elisabeth Sanxay 
Holding. 320 p. O Doran 

THERE is an ancient platitude about 
dumb driven cattle being luckily unaware 
of their own strength; yet cattle do 
sometimes stampede. The shortest way in 
which to define the heroine of this most 
unusual book is to. say that she is a type of 
human beast of burden who has unexpectedly 
run amuck. Minnie is by nature the anti- 
thesis of her sister Frances, who has beauty 
intelligence and nimble resourcefulness. Min- 
nie is stolid, slow-witted, bovine: she plods 
contentedly in a beaten track; dish-washing 
and floor- scrubbing, far from irksome, accord 
well with her sluggish mind. Altogether she 
fits in to the lot that fate has assigned her: 
a drab and dreary old farm house, a bed- 
ridden old grandmother, a growing menace 
of unpaid bills, a crisis looming up some- 
where in the hidden future. 

To Frances a patient acceptance is impos- 
sible, something must be done, and she docs it 
as best she can, using such local material as 
first offers itself. The phlegmatic and wor- 
shipful Mr. Petersen does not interest her 
as a suitor, hut the business training that she 
gets in his office gives her courage to face 
New York alone. Here Frances naturally 
finds life very complex, with good and evil 
keeping curious partnerships. But her own 
innate goodness discerns the latent goodness 
in others; and altho the man who wins her 
love is obviously a shiftless, incompetent 
idler, we feel that Frances can be trusted to 
win out in the end and make a man of him. 
Unfortunately we have reckoned without Min- 
nie, the "Invincible Minnie." The spectacle 
of this bovine creature throwing off her 
lethargy, marking her course and plunging 
ruthlessly ahead regardless of the rights on 
which she tramples, leaves the impression of 
a grotesque and disordered nightmare. — 
which nevertheless bears the imprint of tragic 
and pitiful truth. No rival beauty, charm or 
cleverness could have robbed Frances of hus- 
band, home and motherhood; but the sheer

weight of Minnie's headlong impact wrecks 
all the lives she touches, including her own. 
And characteristically to the very end, she 
casts the blame upon everybody but herself.

AMERICANS IN CHINA 

Hills of Han : a Romantic Incident. By Sam- 
uel Menvin. Illus. by Walt Loudcrback. 
365 p. D Bobbs-M. 

WE had forgotten a little how well Mr. 
Merwin knows the Orient, so popular 
have been his recent novels of Amer- 
ican contemporary life. Now he presents us 
with a book that combines all the elements 
that have appealed to us in his different earl- 
ier stages. He has taken some Americans 
just as real and understandable as our own 
selves and set them down in Chinese set- 
tings, with the kind of Americans and the kind 
of half Europeanized Chinese that are at once 
so entertaining and so appalling. 

The story begins on the liner going out 
when Betty Doanc. a sweet child of sixteen 
or so. is being escorted by some returning mis- 
sionaries back to her father, also a mission- 
ary. She has been educated in America, is 
not precocious or young ladyfied at all, just 
a "nice girl." But she grows up very sud- 
denly. There is abroad a young journalist, 
one Jonathan Brachey, a reserved, unapproach- 
able, very rude when disturbed, young man. 
He overhears Betty conversing in the Chin- 
ese dialect of her babyhood with a young 
Chinese, and his intellectual passion for the 
facts for his next book possesses him. He 
impounds Betty, no less, and makes her in- 
terpret for him by the hour. That is only 
the beginning. The child's mind is fascinated 
by his grasp, alternately piqued by his im- 
personal attitude toward her and flattered by 
the reliance he places in her. Of course, it 
ends in their spending every waking moment 
together for quite personal reasons. The 
tragedy of a beautifully told romance comes 
when he tells Betty of his unhappy marriage, 
analyzes his own curiously warped nature and 
tells her he cannot see her again. 

Thereafter, come revolutions, stern chap- 
erons, a violent conflict between Betty's 
father and her lover. A thoroly absorbing 
romance, and a most workmanlike piece of

A NEW ORIENTAL MYSTERY 

The Golden Scorpion. By Sax Rohmcr. 308 
p. illus. D MacBride 

ONE of the most terrifying attributes of 
a malovelcnt power is vagueness, intang- 
ibility. To be sure, that which can be 
seen, measured, "sized up" may be dreadful; 
but when the thing of evil eludes the senses 
and sets the imagination to work, the effect 



is horrifying beyond measure. Witness, for 
example, the terror inspired by Dunsany's 
"The Laughter of the Gods," in which such 
an unseen, uncombatable power is strikingly 
featured. 

In "The Golden Scorpion," Sax Rohmcr, 
the author of the Fu Manchu stories, has 
admirably exploited this factor of inscruta- 
bility. The Scorpion, a baleful Oriental, lurk? 
in the center of a huge web, cunningly thrown 
out over all parts of the world. Having 
enmeshed his victims, the Scorpion by means 
of agents only less demoniac than himself 
forces them to do his diabolic bidding, or else 
destroys the unfortunate mortals in ways that 
cause the blood to freeze with nameless dread. 

It is to get at this mysterious and satanic 
creature that Gaston Max, the Parisian de- 
tective wizard. Inspector Dunbar and Dr. 
Stuart Keppel, associated with the master 
sleuths of Scotland Yard, combine their 
torces. The purlieus of Paris and the lees of 
London are ransacked. The long quest is a 
battle royal of wit, fearlessness, and super- 
science. At last, in a den of London's in- 
famous Limehousc district, the Angers of 
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fate close in, and the dread Scorpion is na 
more. But even at the end the science of the 
Oriental demon baffled in a degree his tri- 
umphant pursuers : 

"There catnc a Hash of blinding light, an intense 
crackling sound, the crash of broken glass, and a dense 
cloud of pungent fumes rose in the heated air . . . 
"Oh, my God!" cried Dunbar, staggering, half blinded, 
"look— /look'." . . The throne of the Gods was 
empty! A thin coating of grey dust was settling upon 
it and upon the dais which supported it. They had 
witnessed a scientific miracle . . . the complete 
and instantaneous disintegration of the human body. 
Gaston Max was the first to recover speech. "\\c 
are defeated," he said. The Scorpion, surrounded, 
destroys himself. It is the way of a scorpion."

BUSINESS AND BATTLES 

Peter Jameson. By Gilbert Frankau. 431 p. 
D Knopf. 

THAT fighting and finance need no dis- 
similar qualities is proved in the excel- 
lent type of officer made by the successful 
young tobacco importer of London who is 
the hero of this capital war story. Like many 
another quiet Knglishman, exempt by family 
responsibilities, Peter Jameson leaves his care- 
fully built-up business to ultimate ruin, and 
goes to fight for his country in that dogged, 
dumb, British way that wins out by sheer grit. 
But the deadly duties of war and the grinding 
worries from home are too much, and send 
him back wounded and quite "done in" to his 
beautiful wife, Patricia, who splendidly plays 
her part in bringing him from the morbid ter- 
rors of shell-shock and neurasthenia to a nor- 
mal, balanced life. As some stories begin 
with love in a cottage, this one ends there, 
for the Jamesons' life together had commenced 
in a big London house, with friendship anl 
esteem making a rational, if chilly, matri- 
monial basis. It is, therefore, a distinct sur- 
prise to Patricia to find herself violently id 
love with her husband when he volunteers, — 
and very upsetting after nine placid years of 
connubial tepidity. On the leafy upper reaches 
of the Thames, she finds the cosy little country 
house, "Sunflowers," and there, with wifelv 
wiles, she woos her man hack to strength and 
love, and there, eventually, their little son. 
Peter the Fourth, is born. Keen strikes the 
contrast between these scenes and the lurid 
panorama of war from which Peter has come. 
But for the latter, the author needs no imagi- 
nation, for, like his hero, he fought at Loos, 
at "Wipers," and the Somme, — was lieutenant 
of infantry, and adjutant in a cavalry brigade, 
so all the mud and misery, the heroism and 
horror, are his own happenings, and have the 
tang of truth in every line. 

A fine story, with its wealth of well-drawn 
persons, — a record of England in war-time to 
be classed with "Mr. Britling" and "The Tree 
of Heaven," and more hopeful than these, 
for it ends on the high note of London's 



Armistice Day ecstasy, leaving the reader con- 
tent as are the characters he has grown so 
fond of, in the reading. Katharine Perry.

A CRADLE OF DEMOCRACY 

The Conquest of the Old Southwest; the 
romantic story of the early pioneers into 
Virginia, the Carolinas, Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky. By Archibald Henderson. 16 tllus. 
map. 375 p. D Cent. 

NOW that our country is beginning to feel 
itself as a completed whole, we arc begin- 
ning also to realize the importance of a 
more intimate knowledge of the various units 
that make up the whole. ... if we, or the 
rest of the world, should understand the psy- 
chology of the whole. Such books as Mr. 
Henderson's are doubly welcome now. And 
certainly thruout its fascinating pages the 
author almost imparts to us his own convic- 
tion of the immense importance of just this 
section of American history, of American de- 
velopment. Mr. Henderson has a fine under- 
standing of the true being of history, the 
economic development of peoples. Thru all 
his story of the slow westward advance which 
took place, in its most important moves, co- 
incident with the stirring pre-Revolutionary 
and Revolutionary years, the fundamental rea- 
son for the migration of peoples shines out, 
the lure of free land . . . the longing of 
the soul of man for a bit of soil that is his, 
which he may till and support his family on. 
beyond the fear of degenerating into a wage- 
slave for others. 

Delicious is the further description of the 
canny Scotch-Irish who were the great ma- 
jority of the settlers in Delaware and to the 
Southwest, as people who "kept the Sabbath 
and everything else they could lay their 
hands on." 

Mr. Henderson depicts well the making of 
the American type thru the mingling of races 
and the circumstances of frontier life which 
fused the various bloods into a new race, 
hardy, initiative, quick in action and independ- 
ent in thought. Among the personalities por- 
trayed. Daniel Boone, the woodsman-explorer 
and Richard Henderson, the constructive pro- 
moter, stand out in interesting relief above 
the others of their time. In telling of the In- 
dian wars Mr. Henderson docs not attempt to 
hide the heavy burden of blame incurred by 
the conquering white race for the troubles 
under which they themselves suffered later. 
All in all, this is a book to be strongly recom- 
mended.

A GLIMPSE OF AN IDEAL UNION 

Mrs. Gladstone. By Her Daughter, Mary 
Drew. 302 p. illus. ports O Put. 

THERE are just a few English statesmen 
whose serene and impressive dignity sug- 
gests the finely ordered proportions of 
their native Gothic cathedrals: such a man 
was Gladstone; ai\d in this vivid and tenderly 
comprehending biography of his wife. Cath- 
erine Gladstone, we have the inner veil partly 
drawn aside and a rare glimpse afforded of 
one of those ideal unions which explain how 
just a few public men can weather a long 
lifetime of political buffeting with unbroken 
strength and serenity. 

The first surface impression, however, of 
these pages is that of a rapid, luminous 
motion picture of the Victorian era.— a social 
and political chronicle and a portrait gallery 
of celebrities all rolled into one. Mrs. Glad- 
stone was a commanding figure among the 
women of her time and circle, a circle that 
intersected the inner orbit of royalty itself. 
Intimate glimpses of the men and women who 
made English history thruout the second half 
of the nineteenth century would, if there were 
nothing more, still make this volume emin- 
ently worth while. But it happens that Cath- 
erine Gladstone added to her fine heritage of 
birth and cultured richness of mind an irre- 
pressible spontaneity, an elastic buoyancy of 
spirit, an unfailing sense of humor as delight- 
ful as it is rare, that combine to make her 
easily the central and luminous focus thru 
all the complex and stirring scenes herein 
pictured. 

One feels always, in reading of the earlier 
years of the Grand Old Man's long and 
crowded career, that he took himself and his 
public obligations with almost exaggerated 
seriousness, that his precocious maturity must 
have approached ominously near the border- 
line of "all work and no play." Think, for in- 



stance, of a honeymoon on which, when a 
ten-minute wait for a train occurred, out 
would come a pocket Homer, and the newly 
made bridegroom promptly become oblivious 
of time and space, under the magic spell of 
sonorous Greek hexameters ! The woman who 
could understand the absorption of scholar, 
ship, share and beautifully respond to the 
high inspiration of such a man's unquenchable 
ideals, and yet at the same time keep her 
own indomitable personality, her youthful 
vivacity, her own unquenchable high spirits — 
such a woman was the antidote, the tonic, the 
sustaining and steadfast light in the home 
sanctuary that a man like Gladstone most 
needed; and an understanding of her does 
more to explain the man and his great work 
than whole chapters of his political life 
could do. 

That is why this volume should be heralded 
equally as a new chapter in the social and po- 
litical history of the Victorian period and as 
a rare and beautifully filial tribute to a de- 
voted mother, a highly accomplished and per- 
ennially charming woman.

AN INSIDE VIEW OF THE WAR— AND

LIVES of great men occasionally make us 
wonder how they happened to be great. 
Lord Fisher's life— a naval career that 
began when he was thirteen, apparently ter- 
minated when he retired from the office of 
First Sea Lord in 1910, but began all over 
again when he was recalled to the Admiralty 
as First Sea Lord in the autumn of that year 
of years, 1914 — that history, puts him in the 
class of great men, yet his "Memories" and 
"Records" are an astonishing revelation of 
almost childish egoism. 

It must be remembered, however, that at 
least Lord Fisher has some foundation for 
his faith in himself. It was he who intro- 
duced the nucleus crew system, who elimi- 
nated inefficient fighting vessels, redistribute I 
the fleets in accordance with modern require- 
ments and introduced the all-big-gun type of 
battleship and battleship-cruiser. And it must 
not be overlooked that Lord Fisher is capable 
of overwhelming admiration for other people 
— especially King Edward, of whom he tells 
anecdotes in intimate vein. 

A large part of the book is taken up with 
naval matters. We have viewed "the wa; - 
from the inside" before, but seldom from so 
great an authority as Lord Fisher. On this 
side the book is distinctly valuable.

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RELIGION IN THE CRUCIBLE OF WAR 

Religion Among American Men as Revealed 
by a Study of Conditions in the Army. By the 
Committee on the War and the Religious Out- 
look: 155 />. O Assn. Press 

JUST what the religion of the "average 
man" is, and how the Church may apply 
this knowledge is shown in "Religion 
Among American Men" the first of a series 
of studies made hy the Committee on the War 
and the Religious Outlook. 

Briefly summarized the conclusions were as 
follows : 

Altho the great majority of men in the army

were nominally Christians, they displayed a 
remarkable ignorance not only of the funda- 
mentals of the Christian beliefs, but also of 
the Christian ideals of life. Religion, they 
seemed to feel, was a matter of deeds rather 
than creeds, and they criticized the Church 
for the inadequacy of its moral life and the 
unreality or triviality of its work. 

It is too soon to judge of the total effect 
of military training and war on the personal 
religion of the men. One thing seems clear, 
however, that in all military areas there were 
occasions that "made men think." Whether 
this "trench religion" will prove any more 



permanent than death bed repentance is still 
an open question. 

In the turmoil of war much latent good and 
evil came to the surface — the greatest gain 
was a heightening of group morality — of re- 
gard for the common good, the greatest loss, 
an increase in gambling, profanity, petty steal- 
ing and sexual immorality. 

For the Church these studies should mean 
increased emphasis on its teaching function 
and the presentation of its ideals in a fresh 
and living way. A Christian interpretation of 
sex life must be made a regular part of all 
Christian education. On these things together 
with practical unity and co-operation among 
the churches, and increase in social service, 
the future of the Church rests.

"THE WORLD IS OUR OYSTER" 

International Commerce and Reconstruction. 
By Elisha M. Friedman. 454 p. O Dutt. 

IN the spring of 1910, when this book was 
prepared, American business looked for- 
ward to a tremendous foreign trade with 
devastated Europe and the countries pre- 
viously supplied by European belligerents. 
Lately that dream has been dissipated. -It 
now appears that Europe will trade with it- 
self largely and that commerce will be re- 
stricted to dealings between the countries 
with depreciated currencies and exchanges. 

As a preparation for this anticipated trade, 
Mr. Friedman has reviewed the literature 
and statistics bearing upon the commercial 
policies and foreign trade of the world and 
has attempted to outline the changes which 
the war has brought, or will bring, in inter- 
national trade and the opportunities for 
American business enterprise. While the 
general reader and business man seeking en- 
lightenment upon war and pre-war commer- 
cial relations will find illuminating material 
therein, the book offers little material for 
prophecy or policy as regards Russia and 
China. Those two countries are the probable 
key to the future commercial developments. 

Those who have despaired of the League 
of Nations will take heart at the author's 
thesis that the development of international 
commerce must lead to a league of nations 
sooner or later. But the author's serious ac- 
ceptance of war-born "reconstruction" plans 
and programs is rather amusing in the light 
of later developments. The economic policy 
of the world is largely sauve qui petit and. 
despite the logic of the situation, as developed 
by Mr. Friedman, the world will probably 
pursue its unintelligent course regardless of 
fact or theory. 

The book is distinctly of the solid variety 
and represents a deal of work, tho mostly 
of compilation. £. k.

appeal both to the adventure spirit of the boy 
in his teens and to his interest in the me- 
chanics of aviation. 



An unusual and a powerful juvenile is the 
first of the Long Ago Series, "Pic : The 
Weapon Maker" (Boni & Liveright). Pre- 
historic times, to the average unscientific adult 
mind, are even more surrounded by haze than 
their remoteness warrants. Here is a book 
which unrolls a series of vivid pictures of 
primitive life some thirty or forty thousand 
years ago. pictures of strange prehistoric men 
and beasts. Aside from its admirable staging, 
there is a strong adventure interest in the 
fortunes of the boy hero. Pic, in his quest for 
the secret of making hatchets and sharp-edged 
tools and in his wanderings with his two faith- 
ful friends, the mighty mammoth and the 
kindly rhinoceros. George Langford, the au- 
thor, has made no attempt to write down to 
his readers, who will doubtless be grateful on 
that account. The spirit and narrative of the 
book will be enjoyed even by children too 
young to attempt the reading for themselves. 
Henry Fairfield Osborn, director of the Amer- 
ican Museum of Natural History, vouches for 
the scientific accuracy of the story. 

Another tale of not quite so long ago is 
Lucy Fitch Perkins' "The Spartan Twins" 
(Houghton Mifflin) previously published only 
in the educational edition. In her delightful 
way, Mrs. Perkins has rescued two little peo- 
ple of yesterday from the histories and intro- 
duced them as a flesh and blood boy and girl 
to little people of to-day. 

Mrs. Perkins is also represented in the 
juveniles of the month by her pleasing illus- 
trations of "Fairy Stories My Children Lovo 
Best of AH" (Lloyd Adams Noble). This is 
a collection of representative fairy tales of 
all nations, thirty-three in all. chosen by Ed- 
gar Dubs Shimer. District Superintendent. 
New York City. The large type and attractive 
page will make the book easy reading for 
youngsters. 

Of course there will be general rejoicing 
in very youthful circles over the advent of 
another Thornton Burgess book, the third in 
the Green Meadorv Series. It is called "Bow- 
ser the Hound" (Little, Brown) and is about 
a good trusty dog who wasn't up to the tricks 
of Old Man Coyote, and so he had a bad 
adventure that turned out all right in the end. 
At the head of each chapter is a little rhyme 
wrapping up a tiny moral as good for small 
humans as for four-footed creatures. It goes 
without saying that Harrison Cady has made 
amusing pictures for the adventures of poor 
Bowser in his usual humorous style.

The United Bookstore Chain 

FOR some months, there have been re- 
ports of efforts being made to organize 
a company that should start chain stores 
for the selling of books, stationery and mis- 
cellaneous merchandise thruout the country; 
and fuller information on this project has now 
come out to the book-trade in the form of 
a circular letter, asking for subscriptions for 
a promotion syndicate, and a pamphlet de- 
scribing more fully the proposed plans. The 
United Book Stores Company, as planned, is 
to be a corporation with $50,000,000 capital, 
with subsidiary corporations, one organized 
under the laws of New York, and one each 
in Louisiana, Illinois, California and Canada. 
The full plans for this are given on another 
page. The financing is to be done from 
Wall Street, and the publicity matter states 
that overtures have been made to already 
existing bookstores that should serve as a 
nucleus for the larger development. 

The prospectus argues that there is to-day a 
recognized weakness in the organization of the 
American book-trade and offers the chain store 
as their solution of the problem of wider 
book distribution. This prospectus is apparent- 
ly somewhat based on an investigation into the 
subject of distribution that was made two or 
three years ago for a similar purpose, and 
which was brought to the attention of many 
of the New York publishers, a plan which 
was afterwards dropped when its promoters 
became interested in other fields. The first 
definite move of the Company as far as the 
book-trade is concerned, is the request for 
subscriptions to a Syndicate, which shall 
handle the final organization of the larger 
organization. These subscriptions are to be 
in multiples of $50, and for each $50 sub- 
scribed there will be issued, when the larger 
project is ready. $100 worth of 8 per cent 
cumulative stock. The circular is signed 
by the Committee on Organization of the 
United Book Stores Company of America, at 



303 Fifth Avenue, New York, the Executive 
Secretary of which is Mr. William R. 
Thurston. 

The book-trade will be interested to know 
that there are organizers who see possibilities 
of good profits in the retailing of books as 
has already been found in other lines of mer- 
chandise, such as drugs, cigars, groceries or 
five and ten cent merchandise. At the same 
time, this first approach for subscriptions is 
hardly one that would increase the confidence 
in this particular effort. A request for $50 
subscriptions as the initial start on a $50,- 
000.000 corporation is unusual, especially as 
the promotion work has already been six 
months or more under way. This would 
seem to indicate that the plans were far from 
being effectively worked out. The trade will 
be interested to sec whether the next move 
shows adequate financial backing, and 
whether it will show that there has been ob- 
tained a control or option on a sufficient num- 
ber of retail bookstores to form the "nucleus" 
for this project. Inquiries so far made from 
this office have not given the names of any 
stores now enlisted in the movement. 



Dealer Helps 

THERE has been considerable re-exam- 
ination lately in various trade organs and 
business circles of the subject of trade 
helps and their efficiency, examination into all 
the various methods used to stimulate the sale 
of goods after the goods are in the dealer's 
possession. There is no doubt that in lines 
that are competitive the manufacturer is best 
off who most intelligently meets the problem 
of supplying selling assistance after the goods 
are distributed. In most fields this means win- 
dow display material, permanent signs, small 
circulars and local advertising. There is an 
oft recurring report that much of this mate- 
rial is wasted when it reaches the retailer, and 
as all such material has increased in produc- 
tion cost, there is ample reason for the re- 
examination of conditions. 

In reaching the public promptly, there is no 
asset that a bookseller considers so valuable 
as a window display, and retailers in all fields 
are very careful that this space is used to its 
best advantage. This means that display ma- 
terial and signs must be of the best character, 
in order to dignify and improve the window. 
A cheap display or poorly printed posters are 
worse than none, and in the book field, books 
speak better for themselves, unaided, than ac- 
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companied by display material not of the best 
sort 

In display material for counters or walls, 
the retailer gives most attention to that mate- 
rial that best plays the retailer's game. He 
does not want to use his room specifically to 
build up the publisher's name or imprint, but 
wants his displays to seem individual and per- 
sonal to his store. The waste in the circulars 
and in material for mailing is now less, as 
dealers are developing mailing lists, but waste 
will always be heavy when circulars are sent 
regardless of die amount of stock which that 
particular dealer is carrying. No retailer can 
be expected to circularize on books that he 
does not intend to push or attempt to secure 
orders for. The book in which the bookseller 
is definitely interested is the title on which 
the publisher should supply all the help pos- 
sible, and there will then be no unused printed 
matter. 

Still another form of dealer help is thru 
trade communications of the publishing houses 
which endeavor to give suggestions as to how 
business can be built up rather than mere de- 
scriptions of the titles and solicitations of 
orders. Many successful ventures in this field 
have been made from time to time. Appleton, 
for instance, has always been explicit in its 
help on the books on practical subjects which 
it publishes, in supplying practical selling sug- 
gestions and model letters; and Houghton 
Mifflin's little trade organ The Piper al- 
ways contains very valuable and pertinent 
suggestions. The house organ of The Vir 
Publishing Company is one of the most un- 
usual publications in this field, and reflects 
the energy and selling spirit of Mr. Cross, its 
editor. The Ronald Press in its bulletin 
called Ronald Prestige has always struck 
the constructive note, and no house circulars 
for some time have carried more practical 
suggestions and constructive information 
than this monthly bulletin. Preparation of 
material such as is found in these bulletins 
takes much time, but probably nothing that 
the dealer receives is more helpful. 



Bookstore Wages 

VERY often, letters come to the office of 
the Publishers' Weekly written by 
clerks in retail stores who are feeling 
bitterly about the wage conditions in this 
business. Oftentimes these are anonymous, 
or sent without address, so that they cannot 
he acknowledged, and often there seems to be 



the feeling among the writers that a trade 
paper does not wish to bother itself about 
such a problem as wage conditions in retail 
stores. To those who may feel that way, the 
Publishers* Weekly would like to emphasize 
that it is decidedly interested in all the prob- 
lems that touch upon book distribution, and 
books cannot be successfully distributed if 
there is no incentive for the retail salesman to 
do good work. 

There needs to be a careful gathering of 
material about the wages of retail book sales- 
men, so that some judgment can be made 
on whether competent people can be tempted 
to come into this business. The wage con- 
ditions in the teaching profession, and in the 
library profession are now matters of public 
debate, and if the retail book clerk is under- 
paid for the work demanded, his problem 
is an important problem of the trade, and 
should be seriously considered. There are 
two evils that crop out in retail employment 
that have been shown in recent investigations. 
The first is that retail salesmen too often 
receive increases only after persistent and 
energetic demands, which have met initial re- 
fusals, based not on no explanation of condi- 
tions or figures as to sales, simply an indefinite 
refusal which leaves the salesman feeling 
that others who are better beggars may have 
fared more favorably. A wage based only on 
persistence of demand is not on a good basis. 

The other point is that managers occa- 
sionally tell salesmen that there are certain 
satisfactions in working in large bookstores 
that offset a low wage. This is putting a 
stigma on bookselling that is undeserved. If 
the bookstore cannot pay a living wage en- 
tirely apart from any spiritual uplift that 
comes from handling the book, it is time 
that some other way was found to distribute 
books. There are in any retail business, 
limits to the sales expense that can be in- 
curred on a definite amount of business done, 
but there are also chances to improve the in- 
dividual's total sales; and as sales increase 
there should be definite recognition of the 
work done.

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A CRITICAL TIME FOR FRENCH PUBLISHING 
The Pressure of Increasing Costs in Book Making Causing Keen Anxiety 



That America is not alone in its anxiety 
as to the book production situation is shown 
by the frequently recurring reports from other 
countries. England has seen costs mount 
steadily, paper become scarce and increasing 
selling prices threaten publishing enterprise. 
On the continent, pressure to obtain materials 
is naturally even more trying, especially for 
France who has so much to give the world 
and to whom the world is so ready now to 
listen. 

A striking analysis of her difficulties is 
given in the March issue of Revue des Deux 
Monde s by Georges Lecomte and an account 
of what plans French publishers are making 
or preparing to make to meet this emergency. 
France has been keenly conscious, says M. 
Lecomte, of the dominance that Leipsic ob- 
tained in the world's book market and has 
been anxious to take her full place in this 
immensely important field. With victory ac- 
complished and the whole world glad to pay 
attention to her message, she finds herself 
unable to manufacture at prices that can hold 
the market even as close at hand as the im- 
portant border areas of Alsace, Belgium and 
Holland, this in spite of the fact that French 
publishers have never been more alert and 
aggressive and better provided with material 
to offer. 

Before the war the average book was 
marked at 70c (3f. 50) and was sold by the 
retailer to his customer at a discount that 
brought it to 55c (2f. 75). Gradually this 
price had became net 70c to meet increased 
retailing costs. With the coming of the war 
the demand for books increased, (h was the 
golden time for cleaning up old stocks), then 
the price of paper began to go up (from 
3^c. and 5c. a pound, to 18 and to 25c. a 
pound) ; and wages had doubled by 1919. The 
publishers declared that a retail price of 91c 
( 4f. 55) was necessary, and the public acceded 
with some grumbling. Then the authors 
asked for more, costs of every kind mounted 
again, and certain publishers decided that from 
then on the books of their imprints must sell 
at $1-40 (7f.) 

This time there was an uproar from the 
public, and book purchasing was radically 
curtailed on all sides. A month later, August 
last, this price had to be abandoned in favor 
of a minimum price 98c (4L 90) and now the 
price of former 70c books varies between 98c. 
and $1.18 (Sf. 90). 

The French import duty on paper is par- 
ticularly galling to the book publishers. The 
tariff of 1894, enacted to protect the paper 
manufacturers, and now increased by war 
tariffs, has reached a total of 15 per cent on 
regular book papers, and more on coated 
papers. At the same time French books 
manufactured abroad such as those made in 
vast quantities by Nelson in England come 
into the country duty free, books which are 



produced under much easier all-round con- 
ditions than face the French publishers. 

The printers, who had always constituted 
one of the best paid classes of craftsmen in 
France, found themselves passed, under war 
conditions, by metal workers and, themselves, 
registered demands for increase after increase 
to meet their living costs, and these advances 
carried upward the wage scale in all the other 
groups of printing shop workers. In 1914 the 
wage for compositors was $1.80 (9f.) for a 
ten hour day, by 1919 it reached $4.00 (aof.) 
for an eight hour day. The linotypers got 
$2.10 (iof. 50) in 1914, and women $1.60 (8f.), 
and now both get $4.40 (22f.). Other workers 
have seen similar increases. Men workers in 
binderies received in 1914 $1.50 (7f. 50) for 
a 10 hour day and now receive $4.60 (23L) 
tor 8 hours. Women workers in the bindery 
formerly received 90c. (4f. 50) for a 10 hour 
day and now receive $2.08 (iof. 40) for eight 
hours. 

Wage increases in the shops of the photo- 
engravers have shown equal jumps, and the 
effect has been even greater because the ma- 
terials for plate making have risen to 3, 4 and 
5 times and even up to 10 times the old prices. 
Workers on line plates used to receive $2.20 
( 1 if.) for a nine hour day and now $400 
(2of.) for an eight hour day, half-tone work- 
ers about 80c. more. In this field a strike for 
more was pending at the time M. Lecomte 
wrote. 

The cost increases on press work now show 
up at a little over 100 per cent over the figures 
for 1914 including labor and the overhead on 
the machinery. Before the war a 320 page 
volume, which it was planned to retail at 70c. 
(3*. So), cost for composition $122.40 (6i2f.), 
to-day it would cost $457-50 (2,287f. 50). To 
this must be added author corrections which 
have increased in proportion. The printing 
of these volumes for an edition of 2000 has in- 
creased from $3500 (i75f.) to $168.08 (844f. 
90), or for an edition of 5000 copies from 
$64.00 (32of.) to $250.88 (1,2541. 40). Covers 
cost now about 2c. (of. 10) each, where they 
used to cost about #c. each. The binding of 
the average novel now costs 4c. each (of. 20) 
in thousand lots tho the cost formerly 
stood at 1 54c. each. Line plates have gone 
from 3c per square inch to 8J4c. per square 
inch, and half-tones from lie. to about 24c 
per square inch. 

In proportion to the author's reputation and 
selling power, he receives a royalty of from 
toe. to 20c. per volume or from 10 to 30 per 
cent, the top figures mentioned being very 
unusual. On top of these costs must be al- 
lowed the retailer's margin which is figured 
at not less than 33 per cent. 

To make a book pay even at a retail price of 
$1.18 (5f. 90), in the face of all these increases, 
a publisher can take few risks and carry over 
little stock. In the old days a far-seeing 
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publisher could experiment with new writers, 
protected by his assured income from estab- 
lished authors, but now there is not sufficient 
margin of profit from the standards and of 
necessity fewer ventures can be made. This 
means a sacrifice of the young writers, doubt- 
ful manuscripts must be passed by, and not 
only the young but also those who do not 
make a wide appeal tho they might do much 
honor to French thought. French publishers 
may be tempted to print their books abroad 
in order to avoid the duties on paper and 
other difficulties, if remedies are not found, 
but it is to be hoped that this may not be tried. 

"What is the result of this state of things 
which is constantly aggravated by all the 
causes of which we have just spoken?" says 
M. Lecomte. "We will confine ourselves to 
one particularly disquieting phase; the diffi- 
culty — almost impossibility — of publishing the 
works of new writers, the mortgaging of the 
future of our literature, the nipping in the 
bud of brave young talent How will the 
choice literary spirits become glorious if they 
are reduced to silence when they are no 
longer listened to? 

"Before the war one copy of an ordinary 
volume of 320 pages in an edition of 1500 
had a net manufacturing cost of 16 to 18 
cents (f. 80 to f. 90) without counting the 
royalty or any allowance for general ex- 
penses ; to-day for the same size edition the 
total manufacturing cost is (2f. 75 to 3f.), 
55 to 60 cents per volume. Risks in favor 
of young writers become so much the more 
praiseworthy, and necessarily less frequent. 
How alarming this is to all who love litera- 
ture and think of the influence that our 
country can exert thru it. 

"We find the same difficulties and similar 
dangers in the reprinting of old works. I am 
speaking of such poems, novels, histories, 
philosophical and critical work, as form a 
part of our literary heritage. It is greatly 
to our interest to have them widely read. 
They have their part in making France re- 
spected and loved. They help readers to 
know our modern literature. They are in- 
dispensable to the forming of the taste and 
judgment of new generations. They are also 
witnesses of the mind and heart of the men 
who preceded us. But, interesting as they 
are, these books which have not the attrac- 
tion of publications of the moment, sell usu- 
ally in very small numbers from year to year. 
Before the war it was the custom of publish- 
ers, in order not to tie up for too long a time 
capital which they needed in their current 
publications, to reprint only 500 copies at a 
time, and to make a new edition of that 
amount whenever they needed it. Nowadays 
the price of reprinting is so great that pub- 
lishers, in order to cover their expenses, can- 
not afford to reprint less than 2000 copies 
And since with most volumes this size edition 
would last about twenty years, such a long 
tying up of capital becomes impossible. 

"Farewell then to reprints! And just think 
in how many bookstores already an inquiry 
for many a book of the first rank meets the 



laconic answer 'Out of print.' A terrible 
moral loss for France even more than a ma- 
terial one. 

WHAT THE PUBLISHERS HAVE DONE 

"In the face of these dangers the publish- 
ers have not been inactive. They have 
understood that they must not lay themselves 
open to the reproach of indifference and 
routine so often — and not always mistakenly 
— applied to them before the war. Disturbed 
about the present, more worried over the 
fuure, they have bestirred themselves. While 
the younger ones were fighting, the heads of the 
houses whose gray heads had kept them out 
of the conflict, combined their efforts for 
practical corporate organization, and as soon 
as they were demobilized their sons came to 
the rescue. 

"The beginnings, which they made are in- 
interesting. They are beginning to give some 
results. They will certainly improve the con- 
ditions under which the French book of the 
future will be produced and sold. Neverthe- 
less, and no matter how efficacious these 
conditions will be some day, one has to admit 
that they only prolong the actual crisis. And 
it is the present danger that we have to deal 
with. We must not cease multiplying our 
efforts for a modification of the tariff law on 
blank and printed paper, and for the passing 
of all measures that can reduce the cost of 
living and consequently help to establish a 
more normal wage scale. 

"First l'Agencc Generate de Librairic et 
de Publication, founded a little before the 
war. has, in order to assure the French book- 
trade new outlets abroad, perfected its organ- 
ization during the war. It started a series 
of study travels, instituted for the use of re- 
tail bookstores a free service of bibligraphy 
and instruction, founded branches in London. 
New York, Amsterdam, etc. November 8, 
1918, it opened one at Sophia under the 
control and with the co-operation of the mil- 
itary authorities. The day after the armistice 
it sent a whole trainful of French books to 
the Roumanian bookstores which had been 
completely stripped of books ever since the 
beginning of the war. It is tireless in plan- 
ning new ramifications abroad. 

"An effort in another direction was made 
two years ago when forty Paris publishers 
founded a Societc d'Exportation des Editions 
Franqais which has the object of combining 
the efforts and resources of these different 
publishers for the sake of a better, simpler 
and less expensive distribution of our books 
in other countries. Representatives chosen 
carefully from qualified persons, well ac- 
quainted with our literature, visit the univer- 
sities and libraries of these countries giving 
them useful information and taking note of 
their needs. Doing for all the publishers to- 
gether what would be too expensive to do 
for one everywhere, they study or arrange for 
the establishment of clearing houses, and try 
to find fitting agents. (Mile. Marguerite 
Clement visted the United States in their in- 
terest in 1918.)

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THE UNITED BOOKSTORES PROSPECTUS 
The Details of the Proposed Plan for a Chain Store System 



Copies of a circular letter and a prospectus 
are being sent out to all authors and pub- 
lishers in the United States and Canada and 
to all trade journals, setting forth the plans 
of the United Bookstores Corporation. The 
circular letter gives the names of the men 
who are organizing the company. They are: 

"Arthur VV. Kelly, formerly President, the 
Inter-Allied Products Corporation, 30 Church 
Street, City. Mr. Kelly is now in England 
in the interest of the Company. 

"Harry J. Simonson, The Magazine of 
Wall Street, 42 Broadway, City. 

"A. Jackson Marshall, The National Elec- 
tric Light Association, 29 West 30th Street, 
City. Mr. Marshall is a merchandising ex- 
pert and has gone thoroly into the conditions 
affecting the retail book and stationery trades. 

"A. A. Ameden, The Ameden Advertising 
Agency, 25 West 39th Street, Cfty. Mr. 
Ameden was formerly in the stationery trade 
and is thoroly familiar with stationery pro- 
duction and marketing. 

"Melvyn G. Locwenstein, associated with 
the law firm of Stroock & Stroock, 141 
Broadway, City. Mr. Loewnstein is the Com- 
pany's special counsel. 

"C. H. Haynes, finance, 115 Broadway. City. 

"William R. Thurston, Executive Secre- 
tary. 

"In addition to the foregoing there are a 
number of persons in the book and stationery 
trades and in the financial district, acting for 
the Committee in an advisory capacity, whose 
names may not be given at this time." 

The prospectus, in the paragraphs which 
describe the company's plans for organization, 
says : 

"The committee on organization of the 
United Bookstores Company of America in- 
cludes men of experience in finance, book and 
stationery merchandising and those experi- 
enced in the selection and training of person- 
nel. It has also on file applications from 
numerous men of long experience in the book 
and stationery trades whose services will be 
available when required. 

"The committee plans the formation of *a 
parent company called 'The United Book- 
stores Company of America' with offices in 
New York City, and five subsidiary com- 
panies. The eastern subsidiary, which was 
incorporated in August, 1919, in order to 
protect the name, is now engaged in merg- 
ing a number of paying New York properties 
as the initial step in its development. It will 
supervise and direct the activities of the com- 
pany in the eastern states. In the western, 
southern and middle western states, and in 
Canada, other subsidiary companies will be 
formed with general offices in San Francisco, 
New Orleans, Chicago and Toronto, respect- 
ively. These subsidiaries will be designated 
as 'The United Bookstores Company of Cali- 
fornia,' 'Of Louisiana,' etc., and will super- 



vise and direct the development of the Com- 
pany in their respective zones. The nucleus 
of each will be a number of paying stores 
located within its area, and each will be 
officered and actively directed by personnel 
selected from the stores initially acquired. In 
order that the general policy of the parent 
company may be carried out, and for various 
other reasons, the United Bookstores Com- 
pany of America will hold the controlling in- 
terest in each subsidiary. 

"The nucleus of each subsidiary will con- 
sist of a number of paying stores located 
within the area allotted to the subsidiary. 
These stores will be purchased, merged and 
refinanced in order to provide funds where- 
with to install new, standardized stores. Since 
the sum of cash that may be obtained for 
development in this way will be comparatively 
small, the further development of the sub- 
sidiary will be provided for by the sale of 
its securities thru a financial department to 
be created in the parent company. 

"The parent company will also start from 
a small nucleus composed of one or more 
jobbers whose financial condition is such as to 
permit of refinancing and whose distributive 
machinery for books and stationery is capable 
of expansion to the extent necessary to meet 
the future needs of the Company. The in- 
itial financing of the parent company and of 
each subsidiary will be handled by an invest- 
ment security house, the character and stand- 
ing of which are compatible with the nature 
of the enterprise." 

The company hopes to complete plans with- 
in a short time to take advantage of condi- 
tions in the retail book and stationery trades. 
"The plans of the Company have been evolved 
from a three years' research into the condi- 
tions affecting the retail book and stationery 
trades. This research has been conducted by 
a merchandising expert in co-operation with 
other persons knowing intimately the require- 
ments of both trades, and the results of the 
research have been submitted to and approved 
by men in the trades well qualified to pass 
final judgment." 

There are advantages, they say, in any chain 
store system and they have listed in the pros- 
pectus those which make them confident of 
the success of the bookstore chain: 

"Sales of large quantities of one style of 
article; cost of such articles, based on quan- 
tity and ordering, and cash payments, be- 
lieved to average between 10 per cent and 
15 per cent below cost to competing indiv- 
idual retail stores; quick and frequent turn- 
over of stock; economies of operation thru 
organization and low overhead ; putting all 
responsibility for success or failure on the 
local manager, and paying him according to 
results ; ample finances for taking advantage 
of all savings in discounts, and special prices; 
economies of selling thru carefully planned 
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methods; centralization of buying, and train- 
ing of buyers to take every advantage of 
quantity and cash purchases; accumulative re- 
sults of advertising from popular methods 
and number of stores, in addition to other 
publicity matter. 

"Insofar as building construction and eco- 
nomic expenditures will permit, company 
stores will be uniform in appearance, interior 
design, equipment, and arrangement of stock, 
including not only windows, display cases, 
counters, shelving, etc., but also color treat- 
ment, lighting systems, signs, and window 
lettering. A careful survey of the country 
will be made to ascertain logical sections 
and communities most favorable to the type 
of store contemplated. Intensive, co-oper- 
ative advertising, systematically conducted, is 
a vital part of the company's plans. All books 
and other merchandise offered for sale by 
any of the company stores must measure up 
to an established standard before being placed 
on sale. Store managers and clerks will not 
only be intelligent but will undergo a sys- 
tematic course of training and will be live 
and efficient. 

"In order to provide the funds necessary 
for the initial expenses of the company (in- 
corporation fees, taxes, etc.), and to permit 
those most interested in the success of the 
enterprise to participate and advise, the 
United Bookstores Syndicate has been formed 
and is now receiving contributions in - mul- 
tiples of $50 from authors, publishers, writers, 
educators and others interested in the subject. 
The fund so created will be used solely for 
the organization expenses of the Company. 
Upon the Company's incorporation the Syn- 
dicate will be dissolved and its members will 
receive for their services in establishing the 
fund $100 in 8 per cent cumulative preferred 
stock of the United Bookstores Company of 
America for each $50 contributed. 

"Legal matters in connection with the Syn- 
dicate: have been passed upon by Messrs. 
Kissetourgh and Egan, New York City." 



Circulars by Multigraph 

That there will be no let-up in the experi- 
mentation toward cheaper forms of printing 
is shown in the process that is going on in 
the use of high speed rotary machines for 
printing small material. One press in New 
York has been turning out little four-page 
leaflets on the Multigraph in a form that can 
hardly be differentiated from previous leaflets 
in a series turned out on regular presses, and 
the speed at which they can be put forth is 
many times that of the press. 

Mr. Edward Ketcham of Grosset & Dunlap. 
who has been making a special study of these 
printing problems, tells of seeing at the great 
plant of Thomas Nelson & Sons in Edinburgh 
l>ook covers being turned out on a Harris 
Press at the rate of six thousand an hour. 
The high speed of these light rotary presses, 
the ease in feeding, and their compactness 
makes for great economies. 



The Good Old Days Are Always 
Passing 

The recent death of Charles Garvice brought 
forth, of course, estimates of his work which 
varied greatly in the value placed on Mr. 
Garvice's work. James Douglas in the Sun- 
day Express wrote warmly in his friend's 
praise; H. W. Massingham in the Nation 
found in Mr. Garvice's popularity proof of a 
deplorable decline in taste. In his "Literary 
Letter" in the Sphere, Clement K. Shorter 
comments on one phrase in Mr. Massing- 
ham's review: 

Mr. Massingham selected Mr. Garvice as a 
type of the prevailing weakness of our age, 
the exceedingly deficient taste of the general 
public in its reading. Garvice's books sold in 
millions. "In my young days," says this Vic- 
torian, "people were reading much superior 
books, such as 'Pickwick' or the 'Pilgrim's 
Progress.' " Where I disagree with Mr. Mas- 
singham is in his assumption that in propor- 
tion to the number of readers there is any 
deterioration of literary taste. He assumes 
that in his youth everybody was reading Dic- 
kens and Thackeray and other great books. 
As a matter of fact, people were reading just 
as much rubbish in those days as in these, but 
a very large proportion of the public could not 
read at all. The Education Act of 1870 has 
added millions to the reading public It is 
quite natural that for these a very second- 
rate kind of fiction should be most in fash- 
ion, but I repeat my assertion, that in pro- 
portion to the number of readers there is 
more good reading being done to-day than in 
any other decade. Why, The Times Literary 
Supplement has six times the sale of all the 
literary newspapers of that day put together, 
and it has more real critical capacity. I think 
I might call Mr. J. M. Dent and Mr. Hum- 
phrey Mil ford, with their Everyman's Library 
and World's Classics, as witnesses on behalf 
of the growing love of good books. 



Exchange in Canada 

An effort to handle the matters that have 
come out of exchange conditions, is the an- 
nouncement that was made by The H. W. 
Wilson Company, New York publishers, who 
sent word to their Canadian customers that 
they had arranged for an account for 
all remittances with a bank in Montreal. 
This would mean that drafts and checks 
would be accepted at face value and not 
withdrawn from deposit there until times be- 
came normal. This effort to facilitate busi- 
ness with Canada brought very prompt and 
enthusiastic approval from Canadian custom- 
ers. One bursar connected with the Uni- 
versity of Alberta wrote that, in the month 
of January, alone, exchange had cost him 
in the neighborhood of $7,000. Some such 
effort on the part of other American publish- 
ers would be a fine gesture of trade courtesy, 
in so far as it could be accomplished with- 
out tying up large and needed funds. 
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THE PRESIDENTS COPYRIGHT PROCLAMATION 
Improoed Reciprocal Relations With Gnat Britain Now Established 



The April 17th issue of the Publishers' 
Weekly was able to announce that the Presi- 
dent had issued a proclamation which put into 
action the new copyright legislation in our 
relations with Great Britain. The full text 
of the proclamation is now available and is 
reproduced below: 

(COPYRIGHT— GREAT BRITAIN ) 
BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OP 
A M ERICA — A PROCLA M ATION 

Whereas it is provided by the Act of Con- 
gress of March 4, 1900, entitled "An Act to 
Amend and Consolidate the Acts Respecting 
Copyright," that the provisions of Section 
1 (e) of said Act, "so far as they secure 
copyright controlling the parts of instru- 
ments serving to reproduce mechanically the 
musical work, shall include only compositions 
published and copyrighted after this Act goes 
into effect, and shall not include the works 
of a foreign author or composer unless the 
foreign state or nation of which such au- 
thor or composer is a citizen or subject 
grants, either by treaty, convention, agree- 
ment, or law, to citizens of the United States 
similar rights" : 

And whereas it is further provided that 
the copyright secured by the Act shall 
extend to the work of an author or propri- 
etor who is a citizen or subject of a foreign 
state or nation, only upon certain conditions 
set forth in section 8 of said Act, to wit: 

(a) When an alien author or proprietor 
shall be domiciled within the United States at 
the time of the first publication of his work; 
or 

(b) When the foreign state or nation of 
which such author or proprietor is a citizen 
or subject grants, either by treaty, conven- 
tion, agreement, or law, to citizens of the 
United States the benefit of copyright on 
substantially the same basis as to its own 
citizens, or copyright protection substan- 
tially equal to the protection secured to 
such foreign author under this Act or by 
treaty : or when such foreign state or nation 
is a party to an international agreement which 
provides for reciprocity in the granting of 
copyright, by the terms of which agreement 
the United States may, at its pleasure, become 
a party thereto: 

And whereas it is further provided by the 
Act of Congress approved December 18, 1919. 
"that all works made the subject of copyright 
by the laws of the United States first pro- 
duced or published abroad after August 1, 
1914. and before the date of the President's 
proclamation of peace, of which the authors 
or proprietors are citizens or subjects of any 
foreign state or nation granting similar pro- 
tection for works by citizens of the United 
States, the existence of which shall be deter- 
mined by a copyright proclamation issued by 
the President of the United States, shall be 
entitled to the protection conferred by the 



copyright laws of the United States from 
and after the accomplishment, before the ex- 
piration of fifteen months after the date of 
the President's proclamation of peace, of the 
conditions and formalities prescribed with re- 
spect to such works by the copyright laws of 
the United States: Provided further, That 
nothing herein contained shall be construed 
to deprive any person of any right which he 
may have acquired by the republication of 
such foreign work in the United States prior 
to the approval of this Act." 

And whereas the President is authorized 
to determine and declare by proclamation the 
existence of similar protection for works by 
citizens of the United States as the purposes 
of the Act may require; 

And whereas satisfactory official assurance 
has been given by the Government of Great 
Britain that, by virtue of the authority con- 
ferred by the British Copyright Act, 1911, 
a British Order in Council was duly issued 
on February 9, 1920, directing that: 

"1. The Copyright Act, 191 1, shall, subject 
to the provisions of the said Act and of this 
Order, apply to works first published in the 
United States of America between the 1st 
August, 1914, and the termination of the war, 
which have not been republished prior to the 
commencement of this order in the parts of 
His Majesty's Dominions to which this Order 
applies, in like manner as if they had been 
first published within the parts of His Majes- 
ty's Dominions to which the said Act extends : 

"Provided that the enjoyment by any work 
of the rights conferred by the Copyright Act, 
191 1. shall be conditional upon publication 
of the work in the Dominions in which this 
Order relates not later than six months after 
the termination of the war, and shall com- 
mence from and after such publication, which 
shall not be colorable only, but shall be in- 
tended to satisfy the reasonable requirements 
of the public. 

"2. The provisions of Section 15 of the 
Copyright Act, 191 1. as to the delivery of 
books to libraries shall apply to works to 
which this Order relates upon their publica- 
tion in the United Kingdom. 

"3. In the case of musical works to which 
this Order relates and provided that no con- 
trivances by means of which the work may 
be mechanically performed have before the 
commencement of this Order been lawfully 
made, or placed on sale, within the parts of 
His Majesty's Dominions to which this Order 
applies, copyright in the work shall include 
all rights conferred by the said Act with re- 
spect to the making of records, perforated 
rolls and other contrivances by means of 
which the work may be mechanically per- 
formed. 

"4. This Order shall apply to all His Ma- 
jesty's Dominions, Colonies and Possessions 
with the exception of those hereinafter named. 
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that is to say: the Dominion of Canada; the 
Commonwealth of Australia; the Dominion 
of New Zealand; the Union of South Africa; 
Newfoundland. 

"5. Nothing in this Order shall be con- 
strued as depriving any work of any rights 
which have been lawfully acquired under the 
provisions of the Copyright Act, 191 1, or any 
Order in Council thereunder. 

"6. This Order shall take effect as from 
the 2nd day of February, 1920, which day 
is in this Order referred to as the commence- 
ment of this Order. 

"And the Lords Commissioners of His 
Majesty's Treasury are to give the necessary 
orders accordingly." 

Now therefore, I, Woodrow Wilson, Presi- 
dent of the United States of America, do 
hereby declare and proclaim 

1. That one of the alternative conditions 
specified in Section 1 (e) and 8 (b) of the 
Act of March 4, 1909, and acts amendatory 
thereof, including the Act of December 18, 
1919, now exists and is fulfilled and since 
February 2, 1920 has been fulfilled in respect 
to the subjects of Great Britain and the Brit- 
ish Dominions, Colonies and Possessions, with 
the exception of the self-governing Dominions 
of Canada, Australia, New Zealand, South 
Africa and Newfoundland, and that such 
British subjects are entitled to all the benefits 
of the Copyright Act of March 4, 1909, and 
the acts amendatory thereof, including the 
Act of December 18, 1919, for all of their 
works first published in Great Britain between 
August 1, 1914, and before the President's 
proclamation of peace, and not already repub- 
lished in the United States: 

Provided that the enjoyment by any work 
of the rights and benefits conferred by the 
Copyright Act of March 4, 1009, and the acts 
amendatory thereof, including the Act of De- 
cember 18, 1 91 9, shall be conditional upon 
compliance with the requirements and formal- 
ities prescribed with respect to such works 
by the copyright laws of the United States 
before the expiration of fifteen months after 
the date of the President's proclamation of 
peace, and shall commence from and after 
compliance with these requirements, consti- 
tuting due registration for copyright in the 
United States. 

2. That in the case of musical works to 
which this proclamation relates, and provided 
that 110 contrivance, including records, per- 
forated rolls and other devices by means of 
which the work may be mechanically per- 
formed, have been lawfully made or placed on 
sale within the United States before February 
2. 1920. copyright shall include the special 
benefit of Section 1 (e) of the Copyright Act 
of March 4, 1909, namely "copyright con- 
trolling the parts of instruments serving to 
reproduce mechanically the musical work." 

3. Nothing in this proclamation shall be 
construed to abrogate or limit any rights and 
benefits conferred under the reciprocal 
arrangements with Great Britain or its self- 
governing Dominions providing for copyright 
protection heretofore proclaimed. 



4. This proclamation shall take effect as 
from the 2nd day of February, 1920. 

In testimony whexeof, I have hereunto 
set my hand and caused the seal of the United 
States to be affixed. 

Done at the City of Washington the 
tenth day of April, in the year of our 
Lord one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty and of the Independence of the 
United States of America the one hun- 
dred and forty-fourth.

"Story of a Lover" Cleared 

"The Story of a Lover," which brought its 
publishers. Boni & Liveright, into court be- 
cause it shocked a patrolman attached to the 
vice squad was officially cleared of the charges 
this week by Magistrate Frothingham, in Jef- 
ferson Market police court, and the complaint 
dismissed. The magistrate rendered his deci- 
sion after reading the book. 

Mr. Liveright had decided to conduct his 
case on a straight request for dismissal altho 
told by other publishers that this method 
would only lead to further complications, as 
no judge would dismiss a case of this kind. 
He won, however, by this method. 

A publisher has no recourse to recover for 
loss of time and expense of suit which gives 
added pertinence to the suggestion that Mr. 
Liveright has made which has been seconded 
by other publishers that the responsibility for 
censorship be vested in a committee of fifteen, 
appointed by Hie State Board of Regents in- 
stead of, as at present, depending on a mag- 
istrate's decision. 



A Five Dollar Biography at One Dollar 

An announcement that has come from 
Houghton Mifflin and Grosset and Dun lap tells 
of a new venture in the field of popular re- 
printing based on a new publishing impulse. 
"The Life of Roosevelt" by William Roscoe 
Thayer was the biographical success of last 
fall, and the sale since the first of the year 
has been rapid and steady. However, Hough- 
ton Mifflin has felt, and the author has 
agreed, that there was tremendous patriotic 
value to this biography, especially in the pres- 
idential year, when American ideals should be 
put to the front, and as a contribution to this 
cause, an agreement has been made whereby 
the book will be issued by Grosset and Dunlap 
on June 1st at a one dollar retail price, and 
sold to the trade at the usual rates of reprint 
fiction. As this is a book of nearly five hun- 
dred pages, there can be little or no margin 
of profit for the reprint publisher, but there 
will be for them a certain satisfaction in 
stimulating the trade for popular priced books 
by so unusual an offer. The edition will be 
fifty thousand.

1829 Pennsylvania Gazette, founded by 
Benjamin Franklin. The Saturday Evening 
Post is a lineal descendant from Frank- 
lin's paper, and was the first of the cheap 
literary papers. It occupied an office, in 
its early days, once used by Franklin, 
himself, an office in Market Street, a few 
doors below Second Street. 

1830 First Penny Newspaper, The Cent, 
published by C. C. Conwell. 

1830 Amos Bronson Alcott came to Phila- 
delphia and stayed until 1833. He started 
a school on the site where the Masonic 
Hall. 5425 Germantown Ave. now stands. 
In Germantown, Louisa M. Alcott and an- 
other of his daughters were born. The 
American Booksellers' Association visited 
last year the Alcott's later home at Con- 
cord. 

1830 First Successful Woman's Magazine. 
Godey's Lady's Book, Louis A. Godey. 
More popular in its day than the Satur- 
day Evening Post. Mrs. Sarali Josepha 
Hale, who had edited the Boston Ladies' 
Magazine, became editor of Godey's when 
the two were merged. She was an ener- 
getic feminist, and it is due to her efforts 
that we have a national Thanksgiving Day. 
She was author of "Mary Had a Little 
Lamb." 

Among the contributors to Godey's were 
Washington Irving. Nathaniel Hawthorne, 
Oliver Wendell Holmes. Harriet Beecher 
Stowe. Bayard Taylor. 

Godev was a successful advertiser. He 
lived at 1517 Chestnut Street. 

Godey's Lady's Book had two rivals for 
popular favor. One was Graham's Magazine, 
descended from Burton's Gentleman's Maga- 
zine. Graham's Magazine was a famous 
and truly national literary periodical. 

A character in "House of Seven Gables" 
says. "My name has figured, I assure you, 
on the covers of Graham and Godey, mak- 
ing as respectable an appearance for aught 
I could see as any of the canonized bead 
roll with which it was associated." Its 
career ended 1859. 

The second rival was Sartain's Union 
Magazine of Literature and Art, 1849-1852. 
an offshoot from Graham's. 
The Greatest Names among Philadelphia 
authors of this period are those of transient 
visitors there: Edgar Allan Poe. James 
Lowell and John Greenleaf Whittier. 



Edgar Allan Poe was sub-editor of Bur- 
ton's Magazine for $10 a week, and later 
sub-editor on Graham's Magazine. Poe and 
his wife boarded first in Arch Street, then 
in Sixteenth near Locust, later in Coates 
Street (Fairmount Ave.) near Twenty- 
fifth on the borders of Fairmount Park, 
then to "a rose-covered cottage," identified 
as the back buildings of the house standing 
at 530 North Seventh Street at the corner 
of Brandywine which is a small street just 
above Spring Garden. 

In March 15, 1838, the Enquirer became 
The Pennsylvania Freeman under the 
editorship of John Greenleaf Whittier. He 
had come first to Philadelphia in 1833 as 
Mass. delegate to American Anti-Slavery 
Society. After he came to stay, he stayed 
until 1841, less than three years. His first 
volume, a collection of Abolition poems, ap- 
peared 1837. He wrote in 1873 "I think the 
old Quaker settlements of Chester. Bucks, 
Delaware and Lancaster Counties of forty 
years ago were nearer the perfection of 
human society than anything I have since 
seen or had heard of before. It is greater 
than St. Paul's Roman citizenship to have 
been born in such a community." 

Other men of this period are not so well 
remembered by name tho their works are still 
unforgotten, as Timothy Arthur Shay, who 
lived in Philadelphia for fifty years. He 
was author of "Ten Nights In a Bar Room" ; 
George P. Morris, author of "Woodman, 
Spare That Tree"; and Thomas Dunn Eng- 
lish, author of "Ben Bolt." 
1840 First General Advertising Agency, 
Volney B. Palmer. Pine Street above Third 
Street. 

1848 First Comic Weekly. The John 
Donkey, published by Thomas Dunn Eng- 
lish. 

1852 First American Insurance Journal.

The Later Writers of Philadelphia include 
such important men as Bayard Taylor, co- 
editor and contributor to Graham's, for 
years connected with the New York Trib- 
une; he was the author of volumes of 
travel sketches including "Views Afoot"; 
he is Philadelphia's greatest poet; George 
Henry Boker. a less known but very well 
loved poet; Thomas Buchanan Reed, au- 
thor of "Sheridan's Ride," and Charles 
Godfrey Leland. Frank R. Stockton was 
born in Philadelphia and graduated at the 
Central High School. Walt Whitman lived 
for nineteen years or until his death in 
1892 on the opposite shore of the Delaware.

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THE SELLING PROCESS 

flfp Paul W. Ivey, Associated Professor of Economics and Commerce, Unhersity of Nebraska 

In the Series of Articles on MODERN DEVELOPMENTS IN RETAILING 



With the permission of Professor Ivey the 
illustrative anecdotes in these lessons hare 
been specially adapted to the book business 
by the editor of Publishers' Weekly. 

The selling process consists of four opera- 
tions, viz., gaining attention, securing interest, 
creating desire and inducing decision. Unless 
the customer's mind is led thru these four 
steps no sale can be made. When customers 
such as the impulsive type "make up their 
mind" to buy on the spur of the moment, 
these four steps have been gone thru just as 
truly as when the deliberative type consumes 
much time in deciding. 

Doesn't every salesman realize that sales 
cannot be made without performing these 
four operations? Every day observation an- 
swers this question in the negative. How 
often has the reader had a salesman bring out 
a book, give two or three facts about it in- 
cluding the price, and then "wait" for the 
customer to buy? In such cases, the sales- 
man doesn't comprehend the workings of the 
human mind. He does not understand the 
selling process; he doesn't realize the task 
cut out for him by natural conditions. The 
customer "waits" for the salesman to sell 
and the salesman "waits" for the customer 
to buy. In many such cases the writer has 
seen sales lost because the customer had no 
material with which to form a buying judg- 
ment. His mind had not been logically di- 
rected towards a certain goal. 

In order to understand how sales are made, 
i. e.. what elements enter into their determina- 
tion, the selling process must be broken up 
into its constituent parts ; and each part, care- 
fully analyzed. In this way, the importance 
of each act, method and procedure of the 
salesman may be determined, both in its re- 
lation to the other elements and the sale as 
a totality. From such an analysis it is to 
be hoped the salesman will get a more com- 
prehensive idea of the significance of influ- 
encing the minds of customers, and be able 
to make practical use of the material pre- 
sented in previous chapters. Unless the sales- 
man can apply the knowledge regarding him- 
self, the goods, and the customer, in the actual 
selling process, all this wisdom goes for 
naught. The one end of all knowledge in 
salesmanship is to sell goods. The analysis 
of the selling process will now be given. 

I. ATTRACTING ATTENTION 

There are six general methods by which at- 
tention can be attracted, viz., promptness, at- 
titude, facial expression, attentiveness, form 
of speech and tone of voice. 

Promptness means constant alertness and 
watchfulness. The salesman should imme- 
diately discontinue other work on seeing a 
customer and rapidly advance to meet him, 
either walking toward him behind the counter 



or out on the floor. The farther away from 
his original position the salesman meets the 
customer the more favorable attention does 
he attract The customer feels that the sales- 
man is pjeased to see him, and as a conse- 
quence his initial attitude toward the store 
is not one of antagonism. Many salesmen 
take a step or two toward incoming custom- 
ers, but a more aggressive advance as here 
advised has greater attention-attracting value. 

Attitude. The salesman should show recog- 
nition by a nod of the head, and expectancy 
and deference by his general attitude. If he 
is pleased to see the customer his whole at- 
titude will reflect this feeling and proclaim 
welcome. However, no matter what his 
words and face may say, if his attitude is 
overbearing and unconcerned the former 
favorable indicators are negatived. 

The salesman should also appear energetic, 
thus implying that it, is a pleasure to serve the 
customer. Promptness is a kind of energetac- 
ness, but what is here meant is a show of 
strong vitality or animation after the cus- 
tomer has been met Excellent health pro- 
duces this quality more than anything else. 

Finally, a self-confident bearing attracts at- 
tention to the possessor and creates confidence 
in the customer for the salesman and the 
store. This attitude is extremely valuable 
and can only be procured by knowledge and 
experience. Knowledge of the books, the cus- 
tomer, one's personality, the selling process, 
and the realization of having successfully ap- 
plied the same, is the only soil in which self- 
confidence can grow and thrive. 

Facial expression. The face should show 
expectancy. Such an expression can be pro- 
duced by wondering in what way the customer 
can be served. Blended with this expression 
should be a smile. The latter results from be- 
ing truly pleased with one's opportunity to 
serve. The smile must be natural, as an arti- 
ficial smile repels and destroys confidence. 
A natural winning smile is one of the best 
attractors of attention. Customers attend to 
it because h creates a pleasant sensation in 
them. 

Attentiveness. Can the salesman perform 
some unexpected service for the customer? 
If so, the latter's attention is irresistibly di- 
rected toward the person performing the un- 
usual act. The out-of-the-ordinary never 
fails to get people's attention. 

Another form of attentiveness is to catch 
the customer's first words. No worse initial 
impression could be left with the customer 
than to ask him to repeat what he has said. 
The salesman may sometimes find it neces- 
sary to ask the customer to restate what he 
has said, when the latter has garbled his 
words: but very often salesmen ask for the 
repetition of the customer's first words sim- 
ply because they have not been paying strict 
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attention. If the salesman looks the customer 
in the face there is little necessity for request- 
ing him to repeat his statements. Careful at- 
tention must be given to every move the cus- 
tomer makes, or apparently meaningless ex- 
pressions will be overlooked, thereby indi- 
cating a lack of interest on the part of the 
salesman. 

Form of Speech. The salesman's speech 
attracts favorable attention when it is courte- 
ous. So much of every day speech lacks this 
refined element that when it does exist it 
attracts attention. Secondly, it should be 
suited to the customer. It must be simple and 
direct with some people; more dignified and 
less persistent with others. 

Thirdly, instead of asking the customer 
whether he wants "something," the salesman 
should greet him whh a "Good Morning." If 
this is said with the expectation that the cus- 
tomer will speak and state his desires, such 
will be the case. However, it can be said in 
such a way as to discourage expression. The 
important point to be noted, is that the sales- 
man should, by his speech, offer service im- 
mediately without using cut and dried saluta- 
tions which have long since become devital- 
ized by constant use. Each store or depart- 
ment should have its distinctive salutation 
which could he discarded and replaced by a 
new one whenever its virility and effective- 
ness are lost. In some cases a question is 
satisfactory if it does not place customers 
under an obligation to buy. Examples of such 
salutations are: "Do you desire service t 
"Do you wish attention?" etc Usually, how- 
ever, questions of any kind are a bad means 
of greeting people because energy is required 
to answer them. When customers are permitted 
to tell their needs of their own accord, a 
much more favorable impression of the store 
is left with them. 

Fourthly, the customer's name should be 
used in the salutation. Few salesmen recog- 
nize the importance of this principle. Atten- 
tion is often easily secured by detaching a 
customer from his surroundings thru the 
mentioning of his name. Where a minute be- 
fore he was just a customer, now, after men- 
tioning his name, he becomes an individual. 
The attention getting value of this individu- 
alizing device cannot be too greatly empha- 
sized in the first step of the selling process. 

Tone of voice. In the first place, the tone 
of voice should be clear and distinct. There 
should be no question on the part of the cus- 
tomer as to what the salesman is saying. At- 
tention can be secured thru the tone of the 
voice only when the latter carries to the cus- 
tomer an unmistakable meaning. 

In the second place, the tone of voice 
should be sincere. If the salesman believes 
what he says and is conscientiously looking 
out for the welfare of the customer, his 
voice will reflect the sincerity in his heart 
and impress the customer favorably. If the 
customer's confidence can thus be secured at 
the start, not only is attention secured but 
also good-will. Sincere thinking and acting 
are prerequisites for a sincere tone of voice. 



In the third place, the tone of voice should 
be rhythmical. A high pitched voice irritates, 
a low unintelligent mumble exasperates, while 
a rhythmical, measured tone soothes the cus- 
tomer. The latter variety is attractive, in- 
viting and actually impels attention, while 
the others repel and antagonize. Whether or 
not a customer stops at the counter long 
enough to inspect the •books, often depends 
to a large extent on the cadence of the sales- 
man's tone of voice when speaking the words 
of introduction. A well modulated voice 
should be a part of every salesman's equip- 
ment. If it isn't a natural acquirement then 
special training should produce it 

In the fourth place, the tone of voice 
should be suited to the customer. If the cus- 
tomer is an impulsive type the tone of voice 
will be louder and more aggressive than when 
speaking to the confident customer. With 
the suspicious type the tone of voice must 
be warm with enthusiasm, but with the friend- 
ly customer k must be cooler, lighter and 
carrying less assurance. With the deliber- 
ative customer the tone must indicate care- 
fulness and willingness to go into detail 
without hurrying; the obstinate man must be 
impressed. The salesman meets the tone in 
which the first few words are said secures 
attention or loses it just in proportion to its 
suitability. Much study can profitably be 
spent in analyzing the > different tones in one's 
voice and in ascertaining in what circum- 
stances each would be most effective. 

2. AROUSING INTEREST 

Interest can be aroused by the first words 
regarding the goods and the initial actions 
in showing them. 

First, words regarding the books. First, 
some definite information should be given. 
The customer must have something around 
which he can build his thought. Instead of 
ghttering generalities that make no impres- 
sion, definite facts about the books should be 
stated. Thoro knowledge of the books will 
enable the salesman to make this valuable 
first impression. Hackneyed phrases are 
valueless. 

Second, the most vital selling point should 
be presented. Early in the selling process 
this point is of greatest value altho later on 
it should be repeated. The vital importance 
of a book is a "reason" for buying /which 
should not be overlooked by the salesman. 
It is the element that gives perspective to 
the salestalk. By the very "bigness" of an 
idea interest is often aroused and opposition 
forced into the background. The most vital 
selling point of any article for all conditions 
may not be determinable, but may vary with 
customers. However, whatever the salesman 
decides upon as most important, that should 
be given. 

Third, a positive statement arouses interest. 
Let the salesman affirm in a positive manner 
some function that the merchandise is sup- 
posed to perform, and the customer will tend 
to ignore the less positive impressions around 
him and become concerned about what the 
salesman is saying. Having confidence in 
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what one is saying is here an important 
factor; because without it, a deep enough 
impression cannot be made on the custom- 
er's brain to arouse strong interest and sus- 
tain it until desire develops. Self-conviction 
must occur before customer-conviction can 
exist. 

Fourth, the purpose of the purchase should 
be referred to. Just what the book is sup- 
posed to be should be clearly understood by 
customer and salesman. Any chance of future 
misunderstanding is thereby removed, and 
both parties to the selling transaction feel- 
ing that they are dealing with the same thing. 
When customers feel that their interests are 
being looked after then interest is more read- 
ily aroused. 

First actions in showing goods. First, there 
should be promptness in showing the books. 
Interest can be aroused by an immediate dis- 
play of appropriate titles or it can be 
effectively killed by hesitation in finding and 
showing the right things. Especially is this 
true with the impulsive customer who be- 
comes irritated over delays. Asking other 
salesmen where books are to be found or be- 
ing unable to locate them immediately are 
two good methods of deadening the custom- 
er's interest in the books. Lack of prompt- 
ness in showing merchandise implies indiffer- 
ence on the part of the salesman, and indif- 
ference never yet succeeded in arousing a 
customer's interest. The titles should be dis- 
played before the customer as soon as he is 
ready to look at them. 

Second, the salesman should always bring 
the books to the customer. It ought not to be 
necessary for the customer to follow the 
salesman around in order to purchase. If 
the customer is comfortably seated and the 
hooks brought to him, there will be less fric- 
tion because of tired nerves. Interest is a 
plant that grows out of the soil of satisfac- 
tion. Bringing books to the customer creates 
in him a sense of satisfaction because it ap- 
peals to his vanity and laziness. The expen- 
diture of the customer's energy discourages 
the expenditure of his money. An effort on 
the part of the salesman to conserve the cus- 
tomer's energy always brings appreciation 
from the latter and arouses his interest in 
the books. 

Third, the books should be placed in reach 
of the customer. This permits the function- 
ing of the sense of touch, thereby vivifying 
the initial impressions of the books on the 
customer's brain. Moreover, books just out 
of reach often exasperate the customer, 
altho he may say nothing, and thus opposing 
ideas may enter his mind to inhibit arousal 
of interest. Sometimes customers cannot re- 
sist from reaching for books out of their im- 
mediate reach. This action indicates that 
for a time their interest or ardor was damp- 
ened and could not be revived without mo- 
mentary possession of the books. The uni- 
versal characteristic of laziness was over- 
come because the instinct of possession was 
stronger. In some cases, however, the re- 
verse of this may be true, and the customer's 



sense of touch or his instincts of possession 
may never be appealed to if the books are 
not displayed so that he can handle them 
without effort. Indeed, if he can be induced 
to handle them, interest will be aroused more 
quickly than otherwise would have been the 
case. 

Fourth, the books should be displayed to 
the best advantage. For example, books with 
artistic jackets appear more attractive when 
stood up, while some books seem to be more 
desirable if the wrapper is removed. The 
customer is usually influenced by external ap- 
pearance as well as by title. 

Fifth, objectional features should be ex- 
plained. If the books shown have features which 
depreciate them in the eyes of customers, 
these must be fully talked out. Canvas may 
be better than sheepskin for a dictionary, 
altho the customer came prepared to buy the 
other; black and white pictures may be bet- 
ter than colored in a certain book tho the 
customer is prejudiced toward color. What- 
ever the objectionable feature may be, the 
salesman should promptly locate the trouble 
and explain the possible advantage. Interest 
can then be aroused and developed into de- 
sire without opposing influences. 

Sixth, the books should be handled so as 
to enhance value. Unrealized by some, but 
nevertheless true, the value of any article is 
not fixed at any moment of time. The price 
of an article is fixed in a one-price store at 
any moment of time but its value fluctuates 
with different customers and different sales- 
talks. It is within the power of every sales- 
man to increase or decrease the value of the 
merchandise. The writer has seen beautiful 
hand bound books reduced twenty-five per 
cent in value by careless handling, while in 
other cases, the very same volumes have ap- 
peared more valuable because they were 
handled in an appreciative manner. A cer- 
tain salesman enhances the value of his stock 
by carefully laying them on felt on top of 
the case. likewise, the gentle way in which 
he reaches for them gives them an added 
importance in the customer's eyes. The most 
expensive volume in any store may be re- 
duced in value and the meanest booklet may 
have its value increased, by methods of hand- 
ling during a salestalk. Salesmen are creators, 
of value; and just to the extent that they 
perform this function well can interest be 
sustained, desire created and decision induced. 

Seventh, interest is augmented by showing 
the right books. A customer asked to look 
at Henley and was shown Henty. A good 
deal of valuable time was consumed and the 
interest in the purchase was seriously damp- 
ened and could not be revived, altho the Hen- 
ley was there. Asking for a book on soci- 
ology and being shown books on socialism is 
another example illustrating the point. Many 
more could be given. Enough has been said, 
however, if the salesman realizes that the 
customer loses interest in the books and con- 
fidence in the salesman when the wrong- 
books are brought out for display.

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English Book-Trade News 

{From Our London Correspondent) 

Do the film editors of popular novels in- 
crease or decrease the sales of the books in 
question? We should have thought there was 
no doubt about the matter generally speak- 
ing, judging from reports which come to 
hand at various times. They do increase the 
sales, very much indeed. It is natural, that 
having seen the picture and not having read 
the book, the individual whose interest has 
been captured wishes for a closer acquaint- 
ance. Yet read the following, just printed 
in Mr. Fisher Unwin's M. A. B. (Mainly 
About Books) ; the first letter is from a 
working man: 

"I am glad to have the opportunity to state 
my opinion concerning cinemas and the sale 
of books. I have discussed the matter with 
many people, and they have come to the same 
conclusion as myself — that cinemas do not 
increase the sale of books. If the cinema- 
goers read the books that they see pictured 
on the screen, they would have to be in a 
tabloid form or merely a synopsis of the 
pictures. Results, however, prove that very 
few, if any, have any desire to read the story." 

From a regular cinema visitor: 

"Having seen a story on the film, I would 
not in the ordinary way think of buying the 
book. But if the filmed version had made 
a vivid impression on my mind, my interest 
in the author would be stimulated and I 
should then be on the look-out for another 
book by that author. Of course, if this ex- 
perience is to be taken as typical, the great 
question seems to be: What proportion of 
the reading public are cinema-goers?" 

Here is one other reply: 

"As you have asked readers of 'M. A. B.' to 
send you a reply to your enquiry about cin- 
emas and their effect on readers of books 
which have been filmed, I write to say that 
personally I should no more think of buying 
a book, the plot of which had been filmed, 
than I should think of referring to the end 
of the book I was going to read to see how 
it ended: the charm of the book would, in 
my opinion, be broken and all interest have 
gone if I had done so." 

Anyhow, there is a growing fashion here 
to have on sale at the cinema where the film 
story is being exhibited a cheap edition of the 
romance in question, and now much business 
is being done. 

Two new publishing firms have recently 
started business : Books Ltd. in Liverpool ; 
and the Service Publications, Ltd., London, 
at 115 Fleet Street. Interest in the chances 
of a new author getting his— or rather her — 
first novel published in these "hard" times 
increases rather than diminishes. Here is a 
note about the matter from an author whose 
following is growing apace: 

"I have been following with interest the 
correspondence in your columns on the novel 
of the future, and it seems to me that there 
has never been a better time than the present 



as far as the chances for the new author are 
concerned. 

"I am sure people are reading fiction just 
now more than they have done for years past 
— 1 mean fiction of the lighter, not-too-clever, 
and rather sentimental type, as one can see 
by glancing into the window of any book- 
shop or stall. 

"Publishers do not print cheap editions of 
popular books by the thousand unless there 
is a tremendous demand for them, and it 
seems to me that anyone who can write a 
readable book without the intricacies of too 
much plot, and without too deeply moralizing, 
is bou.id to command popularity. 

"The public want to be amused, and they 
like books about everyday things and every- 
day people, with circumstances which they 
can apply to their own lives, or, at any rate, 
would be quite happy to apply. Where a 
dozen people read a 'highbrow' novel, I am 
sure there are thousands who read the 'popu- 
lar* novel, which the 'highbrows' so scathingly 
condemn."

Poland Joins the Berne Convention 

"It is interesting and very satisfactory to 
find from Le Droit d'Auteur for March 15th. 
1920, that the first of the new countries which 
have emerged from what our admirable con- 
temporary calls la conflagration mondiale to 
notify the Swiss Federal Council of her ad- 
hesion to the Berne Convention is Poland. 
This brings the number of States in the Un- 
ion up to twenty, and it is particularly grati- 
fying to find that Poland makes no reserva- 
tions—en example which it is to be hoped the 
other new States will follow. 

"There is a great opening now for English 
works of literature and art in the new Po- 
land."— Tht Publishers' Circular. 
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English Critics and American Authors 

Mr. Vachel Lindsay has been reported as 
planning an English trip, and if he does do 
so, we shall have interesting reports of Eng- 
lish comments on his poetry and lecturing 
method. The discussion over his work is 
bringing up interesting comment there al- 
ready, and has brought again to the front the 
old discussion of the English attitude toward 
Anterican production. 

The London Mercury printed in its Feb- 
ruary number Mr. Lindsay's poem on Bryan, 
a poem as full of the American vernacular 
as anything that has been written here, and 
naturally the English critics are puzzled by 
the vocabulary, as well as by the casual ref- 
erences to such people as Mark Hanna and 
Governor Altgeld. 

It must be comforting to Mr. Lindsay to 
know that while this criticism is coming forth 
a volume of his poems has been published 
in England with an extremely laudatory intro- 
duction by Robert Nichols, the young English 
poet, who quotes a letter from John Mase- 
field congratulating him on the fact that he 
is standing sponsor for Lindsay's poems in 
England and venturing the opinion that Lind- 
say is America's first poet. 

The discussion has brought out in the New 
Republic an interesting comment : 

"This criticism of Lindsay mildly resents 
American provincialism, and America natur : 
ally seems provincial to London since London 
is still the literary capital of the English- 
speaking world. It is in no sense creditable 
to English criticism that it should indulge the 
vice of narrowness but, even so, literary Lon- 
don does indisputably dominate. It does so 
because it really counts. The literary balance 
is in its favor. It has the men, it has the 
books, it has the money, too. Its literary life 
is more representative of the whole nation, 
and has a fuller and wider tradition, than 
ours. Quantitatively and qualitatively, there 
is no comparison between the good books an- 
nually published and sold by London and the 
good books annually published and sold by 
New York. New York is not in it — yet. And 
because London is still dominant, London is 
bound to set a literary standard that is ra- 
ther special to England and to that extent 
unfavorable to the literary genius of the 
United States. 

Literary chauvinism on the part of Amer- 
ica is not the wise counter-policy. Chauvin- 
ism will not change the unalterable fact that 
Hardy, Kipling, Conrad, Wells, Shaw, Ar- 
nold Bennett. Galsworthy, May Sinclair, 
Masefield. Gilbert Chesterton, George Moore 
are a more portentous group than the group 
headed by Howells, Dreiser, Mrs. Wharton. 
Robert Herrick, Meredith Nicholson, Carl 
Sandburg, Edgar Lee Masters, Amy Lowell, 
Robert Frost, James Branch Cabell. Joseph 
Hergesheimer and H. L. Mencken. The on^y 
good thing about chauvinism is the fact that 
it indicates a certain healthy energy and tur- 
bulence of will. America is becoming more 
and more tired of being graded from Lon- 



don, on the cool assumption that London 
preferences are the last word. 

The American public is being slowly led to 
recognize and cultivate American aesthetic 
preferences, far more deliberately than was 
the past generation of Americans. This 
means getting rid of a huge amount of Ameri- 
can literary bric-a-brac and debris." 



Rising Prices and the New Author 

The rising price of the novel which every- 
one is coming to see is unavoidable, and 
which the publishers earnestly declare has 
not kept pace with the rising costs has been 
discussed from almost every point of view. 
Now the voice of the author is heard. What 
will these changing prices mean to the au- 
thor? In England it is predicted that the fall 
novel of average length will sell for 10 y.> 
prices during war time having gone by grad- 
ual ascension thru 5s., 5s. 6d., os., 7s., 7s. 6d. 
and two novels, H. G. Well's "Joan and 
Peter" and W. E. George's "Blind Alley" 
having already sold for 10s. and os., respect- 
ively tho the standard price of the novel 
has been for some time 7s. 6d. 

If the publisher is to avoid loss he must 
sell 2,000 copies of a novel. 

In the case of great authors like Wells 
and Conrad an initial edition of 10,000 may 
be sold, and, of course, such large sales make 
nice margins of profit. But it is not possi- 
ble to make a profit with the limited sales 
of less well-known authors at 7s. 6d. a copy. 

And even publishers must live, tho their 
authors and the public may not see the neces- 
sity. 

The affect on the new author is tragic. The 
publisher knows that to publish the book of 
a new author is a risk and he knows he 
must eliminate risk as far as possible. He 
knows, too, that paper is not only 375 per 
cent more costly but is so difficult to get that 
he must conserve for the books he is rea- 
sonably sure will bring returns. 

And yet, by the perversity of fate, there is 
a public demanding new authors. Philip 
Gibbs, in an interview with the London Daily 
Chronicle says: 

"There is growing up — it is here already — 
a reading public hungry for new authors, 
with new methods of technique, a knowledge 
of the new world of ideas, and a new out- 
look upon the problems of life. It is quite 
likely that they will not arrive in the form 
of fiction, as it has been written in the past. 
Personally I am inclined to believe that the 
novel will change its form radically, and that 
the old conventions of novel-writing will dis- 
appear. The 'plot' will be abandoned for 
sharper and more intimate revelations of life. 
The life story of a man or woman's mind 
will take the place of accident* artfully ar- 
ranged to produce interesting situations. 

"The excitement of the new fiction will be 
aroused by what is thought rather than by 
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what happens, and by spirituality rather thau 
by material circumstances. It will be writ- 
ten, if not by those young men who during 
five frightful years thought and suffered in - 
tensely, at least by the youth which, in a few 
years, will inherit the things, both good and 
evil, which will result from that history. 

"Anyhow, whatever form it takes, it is 
certain that we need and expect a new era 
of English literature, and, therefore, it is a 
serious menace to the intellectual life of the 
world that publishers should proclaim their 
inability to produce the work of unknown 
writers." 

It's up to the public. Are new authors 
worth encouraging? Will people who spend 
money freely on other luxuries allow litera- 
ture to die because they are not willing to 
pay a luring wage to those who write for 
the world's knowledge and delight? 

A Bookish Evening 

Mr. Berwind came home from Wall Street 
in rather a cheerful mood. His wife was re- 
turning from Palm Beach, and it would seem 
good to see her again. He would have gone 
to the station to meet her — Charlie, his son, 
had, indeed, suggested it — but Mrs. Berwind 
had particularly requested them not to bother. 

Charlie, the eldest son, and Freda, the 
handsome daughter, were both on hand for 
dinner, in anticipation of their mother's 
homecoming. 

"By Jove I" said Berwind. "We don't very 
often get together like this, do we?

The White Star Liner Megantic, five weeks 
out from Australia, brought to New York last 
week, among other passengers, Mr. James B. 
Symons, who represents Whitcombe & Tombs, 
Ltd., with headquarters in Christchurch, Auck- 
land, Wellington and Dunedin, New Zealand ; 
and Melbourne, Australia. Mr. Symons is 
well known to New York publishing circles 
thru his long connection with George Robert- 
son Company as manager of the book de- 
partment and book buyer. He was a former 
visitor to the New York in 1008. 

In the increasing market for American- 
made books that has developed in his section 
of the world, no man has had so much in- 
fluence as Mr. Symons, and no one's judg- 
ment has been so valuable as to what part of 
our product would find a profitable market 
in those southern commonwealths. So far. 
the markets of Australia and New Zealand 
have taken from us largely fiction, and the 
total value of the editions exported has stead- 
ily increased in the last twenty years. They 
have also been good users of our practical 
hand-books and of a few titles in general 
literature. 

The importance of this market has been 
much in the minds of American publishers, as 
transportation in that direction has improved, 
and Australia and New Zealand have a right 
to feel that, as a new country their reading in- 
terests may run very closely with our own, and 
that not only will they find in our fiction the 
type of story that will strongly appeal to their 
growing book buying public, but our business 
books, books on foreign trade and books on 
mechanical and practical affairs, will prove 
the type of thing most acceptable in those 
aggressive and practical countries. 

A personal contact with a man who knows 
that market better than anyone else will be a 
much-appreciated boon to New York. Mr. 
Symons has planned to spend a month here, 
with headquarters at'R. W. Cameron & Com- 
pany, 23 South "William Street. 
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An Uncorrected Galley 

Consistency is a virtue that should always 
be avoided in successful editorial work, altho 
it is usually sought by the editor for such 
material as falls under one cover. In the 
April number of the London Mercury, there 
are two quotations on the subject of corre- 
spondence schools. The first is on the editor- 
ial page and reads as follows : 

"We met recently a lady who had won 
the Doctorate of Philosophy in an Amer- 
ican University. She had nothing about 
her of the grey sobriety of the meta- 
physician or the ethicist; and questioned, 
she stated that she had taken her degree 
in the School of Short-Story Writing. 
Well, we know those American academic 
treatises on short-story writing: cham- 
pion instruments for taking the bloom off 
any work of art and killing the artistic 
impulses of any student simple enough 
to surrender himself to them." 
The second quotation is from the first ad- 
vertising page, and directs the reader's at- 
tention to "the London School of Journalism," 
founded as a center for professional instruc- 
tion of writers who are desirous of adopting 
Journalism or Story Writing as a definite vo- 
cation. The courses are given entirely by 
correspondence, and the training is of a very 
thoro and practical character. Applicants may 
send specimens of manuscripts for Mr. Pem- 
berton's criticism, in which case a small read- 
ing fee is charged." Among the contributors 
to these courses are Sir W. Robertson Nicoll, 
Sir Arthur Quiller-Couch and the late Mr. 
Charles Garvice. 

Probably the reason that the London School 
is so desirable an institution and the Amer- 
ican efforts so much to blame is that our 
American schools must struggle along without 
the dignified approval of the knighted. There 
is a certain flare about the use of His Lord- 
ship's name in connection with so humble a 
thing as teaching story writing that lends a 
certain dignity to this otherwise despised 
method; or, perhaps, we have fallen behind 
because our schools have not had the assist- 
ance of so versatile a writer as the late Mr. 
Charles Garvice. We should be curious to 
know whether his contributions to the course 
are still continuing.

To Promote Increased Production 

The general subject of "Increased Produc- 
tion" is to be the principal topic before the 
eighth annual meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States, which gath- 
ers at Atlantic City on April 27th, a subject 
in which the book-trade is as much interested 
as is any business of the country. 

It is interesting to notice that special at- 
tention is being paid to the importance of 
business papers in creating better conditions, 
and a special session on this subject is to be 
held on Tuesday. Among those to address 
the Conference will be Mr. M. C Robbins, 
of the Associated Business Papers, Inc., New 
York, who is to talk on "The Function of 
the Business Press in Its Relation to Trade 
and Industry." Another interesting topic is 
"The Relation of Efficient Retail Distribution 
to Increased Production." This is to be 
handled by Mr. Charles G. Phillips, President 
of The Dry Goods Economist, which paper 
has been publishing some very interesting 
material lately on books as department store 
merchandise. 



Sale of Foreign Books 

Witb our closer interest in Europe and in- 
creasing mercantile contact with South Amer- 
ica, the number of people in this country who 
can read in French, Spanish and Italian is 
rapidly increasing, and the sales in this direc- 
tion are spreading to centers other than the 
large cities. Mr. Ernest Eisele, head of the 
foreign book department of Brentano's. re- 
cently made a trip thru the Southern States 
and to the Pacific Coast to get closer in touch 
with these increasing markets, and his report 
of business done and connections established 
has been an interesting prophecy of increas- 
ing developments in this direction. An ex- 
ample of good trade business building is 
Brentano's classified list of selected Spanish 
hooks. It is an annotated catalog of both 
Spanish and Spanish-American literature, very 
admirably printed and classified, and it is a 
list which should make it easy for anyone to 
select from current or standard books in this 
field. The importance of Spanish-American 
literature has only lately been recognized, even 
in Spain, itself, but there is a rich and stim- 
ulating intellectual life in these republics, and 
a knowledge of this literature will better ac- 
quaint us with what goes on in the South. 
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Books for Store Circulation 

T. S. da Ponte, of the American Library 
Association, points the way to progress for 
the ambitious in business. The way lies 
through the special business libraries created 
by many firms for the profit of the employees. 
The particular library from which" the writer 
draws his illustrations is the library of R. H. 
Macy & Co., New York City. The article says: 

The Macy library is a division of the De- 
partment of Training, the head of which is 
A. S. Donaldson. The Department of Train- 
ing was inaugurated to teach the employees 
all angles of the business and particularly 
the technical side of any branch in which 
they were most interested. 

Miss Margaret Lovell, the librarian, spoke 
with pride of the interest the Macy em- 
ployees take in the firm's library, and how 
anxious they are for such books as will help 
them to advance in their particular lines. 
"But there are so many books on the subjects 
in which they are interested that it is some- 
times difficult to select those that would serve 
them best." 

The American Library Association list of 
800 useful books, comprising the best on sub- 
jects in which her library patrons would be 
likely to be interested, Miss Lovell said 
would simplify her problem.

"Getting the Most Out of Business." the fun- 
dameiitals of organization, management and 
business policies and how they are applied, 
by E. S. Lewis. "How the World Makes Its 
Living," by L. G. McPherson. "Personal Ef- 
ficiency in Business," by E. E. Purinton.

Retail Telephone Selling 

The Magazine of Wall Street in their re- 
tail department has used an interesting form 
of publicity which they report has been very 
successful. One of their salesman is a trained 
librarian, with special knowledge of books 
on business. A card has been sent to five 
thousand business men in the immediate vic- 
inity of their shop. At the top of this card 
is a picture of a young lady sitting at a 
telephone with pencil and pad in hand. At 
her left is the legend "Librarian Miss S here 
speaking. Broad 5793. Will you kindly be 
good enough to keep this card handy, so 
when you want books ' on business, finance 
and investment you can telephone me? I 
am a specially trained librarian in books on 
stocks, bonds, banking, business and finance. 
Any book of any publisher I can promptly 
supply you. if it is obtainable. When you 
think of books, think of me. please." 

It is signed with a facsimile signature. 
On the reverse of the card is a specimen 
list of what they carry, some two dozen 
titles in different fields. 

Bash of the Bonus 

The Dry Goods Economist, in a recent 
number outlines a bonus plan in successful 
use for over a decade in a store in a small 
town in Illinois. The firm briefly considered 
two previous plans one, a percentage on each 
clerk's individual sales. This was soon dis- 
carded for fear poorer customers might be 
neglected, or clerks detailed to window trim- 
mine grow discontented. A second plan, to 
offer a percentage on the sales of individual 
departments, was likewise rejected, because 
the firm did not wish to focus on any one de- 
partment. The plan which has worked very 
well was finally devised. The firm's purpose 
was to increase its business without creating 
harmful rivalry among its salespeople : hence 
its plan was so arranged that each one's share 
of the bonus money was increased by every 
sale made, no matter who hanpened to wait 
on the customer. Thus all the salespeople 
were encouraged to show greater efficiency in 
selling, and every one's efforts — or lack of 
effort — became a matter of concern to the 
entire staff.

The "American Book Prices Current" will 
be published April 26. 

Charles J. Sawyer, the well known London 
rare book dealer, is making another extended 
business trip in this country and brings with 
him a fine selection of literary treasures. 



Part I. of the purchases in London and 
Paris, of the late George D. Smith, is being 
cataloged by the Anderson Galleries and will 
be sold by order of his estate. The date 
of the sale will be announced soon. This 
consignment comes direct from the custom 
house to the auction room. 



The English dealers are complaining of 
the "disgraceful" state of the American mail 
service. Even first class mail frequently 
takes a month to reach London from New 
York and numerous cases are cited in proof. 
Newpapers, magazines and catalogs fail en- 
tirely to reach their English destination. The 
demoralization seems to have continued un- 
changed since the United States entered the 
Great War. 



The Book Corner, 251 Fifth Avenue, 
which has always made a specialty of fine sets, 
and was one of the largest purchasers at the 
recent sale of the library of Colonel Jacob 
Ruppert's library, held an interesting exhibi- 
tion of finely bound sets during this week. 
Few window displays on Fifth Avenue this 
season have been more attractive. 

The New York Public Library Bulletin 
contains an interesting account of "A King's 
Books." being a description of a volume of 
the British Naval Lists in which William 
Henry, Duke of Clarence, afterwards Wil- 
liam IV, had made copious annotations on 
the character of the officers. The New York 
Public Library has eighty volumes of these 
lists from 1715 to 1817. These volumes be- 
longed to the Sailor King, and many have his 
autograph signature. 

In the series of illustrated bookplate mono- 
graphs, issued by Alfred Fowler, of Kansas 
City, Mo., secretary of the American Book- 
plate Society*, the latest issue is "Bookplates 
by Henry J. Stock, R.I.," the publication be- 
ing uniform in format with other publica- 
tions of the Bookplate Brochure Series. The 
text is by James Guthrie, the well known Eng- 
lish writer on bookplates, and beside a chron- 
ological list of designs there are nine illustra- 
tions, one of them in color. 



The auction season will continue well into 
June in this country. Several important col- 
lections still remain to be sold. In England 
there seems to be a steady flow of rarities to 
the auction room and the season, it is said, 
will be a late one. The English auction 
houses are using a good deal of skill in 
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handling these consignments. There seems 
to be no disposition to rush sales faster than 
collectors and dealers can take care of them. 

The coming Holden sale at the American 
Art Galleries seems to be awakening a great 
deal of interest, and the exhibition is sure to 
add greatly to it. Nearly all of the collec- 
tions of the early group of Grolier Club col- 
lectors have now been dispersed. Collectors 
who have been fortunate enough to obtain 
books from the Hoe, Chew, Avery and An- 
drews libraries will now be interested in the 
Holden rarities. There are many Grolier Club 
members who are interested, too. The sale 
should be one of the most successful of the 
season. 

There is an interesting exhibition of prints 
at the Pratt Institute Library, in Brooklyn, 
arranged by the American Federation of Arts, 
with the idea of providing desirable pictures 
for every kind of home and showing what 
good things may be had for moderate prices. 
The exhibition is only one of many activities 
carried on by the Federation, which has last- 
ed thru one decade of usefulness. It has 
sent out traveling exhibitions, illustrated cir- 
culating lectures, published the monthly Amer- 
ican Magazine of Art, also the "American 
Art Annual" which is an encyclopedia of the 
art field, holds a national convention at which 
delegates from all parts of the United States 
meet, and recently has undertaken a national 
campaign for worthy war memorials. 



The second part of a collection concerning 
"California and the Far West" consisting of 
books, pamphlets and broadsides, will be sold 
at the Anderson Galleries, April 29. The first 
part was sold in February and the high prices 
realized were somewhat of a surprise. The 
period and territory represented by this col- 
lection is one of the most fascinating in the 
history of the New World. The conquest and 
acquisition of this far western country, the 
discovery of gold, the great overland march 
across the plains, the steady-up-building and 
development of great states were swift march- 
ing events that grow in interest as time 
passes. Much of the material of this collec- 
tion is rare, some never having appeared in 
book sales before. 

The second part of the sale of the library 
of the late H. Buxton Forman, English author 
and editor, will be sold at the Anderson Gal- 
leries April 26 and 27. This part altbo less 
valuable than the first part is of great inter- 
est There still remain some very rare books 
and manuscripts of Blake, Elizabeth Barrett 
and Robert Browning. Keats and Shelley, and 
Leigh Hunt, which will interest collectors. A 
long list of authors are represented by more 
or less complete collections of first editions. 
Among them are Matthew Arnold, Alfred 
Austin. Robert Bridges. Robert Browning, 
T^ord Byron. Lewis Carroll. S. T. Coleridge,

The sale of finely bound library editions of 
American, English and French authors from 
the library of Colonel Jacob Ruppert, sold at 
the American Art Galleries, April 14, shows 
that at last there is a fair market for those 
high-priced subscription editions. For almost 
a decade, practically ever since they began to 
appear in the auction room, they have real- 
ized only a small part of their original cost. 
This sale is one of the most successful that 
has ever been held exclusively of this kind of 
material. The entire collection of 175 sets 
brought $54,455 which was much more than 
was generally looked forward to. All of the 
sets sold well, but, considering their cost, 
those of the Riverside Press and Charles 
Scribner's Sons brought the most satisfactory 
prices.

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ZEITOON 

THE EYE OF ZEITOON. By Talbot 
Mundy. Illustrated. Bobbs-Merrill Com- 
pany. 

THOSE who followed the fortunes of the 
four friends who traveled 'The Ivory 
Trail" will rejoice at the opportunity 
here afforded of meeting them once again and 
sharing the thrilling adventures which be- 
fell them because of 'The Eye of Zeitoon." 
This same "Eye of Zeitoon" was not a prec- 
ious stone of any kind, but a man named 
Kagig, an Armenian and a patriot, doing his 
best to save his countrymen from the Turks. 
His best, however, was a best marred by a 
single fatal weakness, the weakness of "never 
absolutely giving quite all, never burning all 
my bridges." He had been in America, he 
had met many Englishmen, and be had a 
great liking and even greater respect for the 
Anglo-Saxon "sportsman." And so when 
Fred Oakes fell ill of the fever at Tarsus, 
and had to be taken to the American mission 
to be nursed, while the American Will Yerkes 
and that fourth member of the party who is 
the narrator of the tale waited for him, idling 
about Tarsus and living at a native khan, 
Kagig contrived to meet and talk with them, 
Monty, otherwise the Earl of Montdidier and 
Kirkcudbrightshire, was staying with the 
English consul at Mersina, twenty miles 
away. Kagig offered to guide the four, so 
soon as Will Yerkes should have finished his 
almost completed recovery, to the wonderful 
place in the mountains called Zeitoon, an Ar- 
menian stronghold which the Turks had never 
been able to capture, where he promised that 
they should see some excellent sport. 

But not until the four friends met Kagig in 
the presence of the Consul, who had known 
him of old, did they discover his real inten- 
tion. "The Turko-Italian war had not been 
fought" then, by a massacre of the Armen- 
ians was imminent, a massacre which Ger- 
man agents were actively and energetically 
engaged in promoting. The consul knew the 
signs; he could do nothing, but— Monty was 



the Earl of Montdidier, Fred Oakes was a 
person of some importance, and England pro- 
tects her citizens. The consul even hoped 
that because of Will Yerkes America might 
be induced to interfere, but Will knew better 
and explained that "the members for the 
Parish Pump and the Senators from Ireland" 
would do nothing to help "a Yankee in trou- 
ble in foreign parts." Nevertheless, it was 
agreed that the Turks might hesitate to start 
massacring Armenians in a district where 
four important foreigners were known to be 
traveling, and so some lives might be saved. 
The four did not hesitate to accept this al- 
most quixotic mission, and started at once 
for Zeitoon. With them went Monty's old 
friend, the Rajput Rustum Khan, a loyal and 
very gallant gentleman. 

The story of their adventures is varied, pic- 
turesque and exciting. It moves swiftly, and 
the interest is never permitted to flag, while 
the account of the Armenians, their sufferings 
and those Turkish-fostered dissensions and 
suspicions of any leader which made it so 
difficult for them to act in concert, is sympa- 
thetically and convincingly done. Two women 
play important parts in the story — Gloria 
Vanderman, an American girl, resolute, strong- 
willed and fearless, able to handle a pistol or 
even a rifle in a moment of danger, and that 
effectively, and that the mysterious Maga Jhaere, 
the wild, pagan, primitive half-gypsy, a verit- 
able fiend at times, yet almost a child in her 
naivete. She is interesting, but not so inter- 
esting as Kagig himself, "The Eye of Zeitoon," 
he who watched and waited and hoped for his 
people, his people who asked only for "a hand- 
ful of armed men to rally round," splendid 
fighter, astute politician and spy. There are 
many dramatic moments in the tale, but what 
the reader remembers best after closing the 
book is its impressive climax. And that cli- 
max centers about Monty, whose crusader an- 
cestors had built the massive, fortress-like 
castle guarding the road above Zeitoon ; chiv- 
alrous Monty, who belonged to that old order 
which is so fast disappearing into the limbo 
of things discredited and soon to be forgot- 
ten. A dramatic, well-written and absorbing 
romance of high adventure is this new tale by 
Talbot Mundy, "THE EYE OF ZEITOON."

Letter Writing for Retailers 

AMONG the many volumes that are is- 
sued on the art of letter writing for 
business purposes, most of the em- 
phasis has been placed on the art of com- 
posing the letter, and too little, perhaps, on 
the initiative needed to get the letter started 
at all. In trade circles, where buyer and 
seller have to work in harmony, there is 
need for careful attention to this point, if 
friction is not to arise. 

Retailers often report that inquiries writ- 
ten to publishers on the subjects that are a 
little bit off the regular routine of ordering, 
sometimes go weeks without reply, and cer- 
tain houses have built up unfavorable repu- 
tations for just that reason— lack of suffi- 
cient help in the correspondence department. 

On the other hand, retailers are often ex- 
tremely negligent in answering letters from 
the publishing houses. This becomes espe- 
cially blameworthy when it has to do with 
courtesies which the publishers may hap- 
pen to be extending in the way of exhibits 
or special material. In these cases, not only 
is the publisher annoyed by the lack of re- 
ply, but another bookseller who was to be 
the next one to receive the benefit of that 
special material is also inconvenienced and 
is likely to blame the publisher. This mat- 
ter will be increasingly important as adver- 
tising material becomes more costly and as 
publishers try to prepare material that will 
be of genuine value when used in the stores. 

An increase in the number of special book 
exhibits causes this same issue to come to 
the front. There is no detail in which there 
should be more care to be systematic and 



prompt than the courtesies of acknowledge- 
ment When exhibits are being arranged for, 
correspondence should be prompt; when the 
display material is received, word should be 
at once sent to the publisher; when the ma- 
terial is ready for reshipping, word of its 
departure to address selected should be sent 
Without this careful attention, excellent ef- 
forts for book-trade publicity will fall 
promptly to the ground. 

5 Publication Dates and the Distant 

Bookseller 
\y TlTH the continuing of the difficulty 
\\ / of getting books out exactly on time, 
™ ^ there must be increasing care on the 
part of the publisher to see that the book- 
seller in the distant oity is not put to the 
annoyance of having demands created by 
the publisher's advertising which he cannot 
fill, because his stock has not arrived. The 
big New York papers go thruout the coun- 
try, and their book advertisements create de- 
mands every where. A bookseller recently re- 
ported that the day after a large display about 
a book appeared in a New York review, he 
had a dozen calls for the book. Of these, he 
was able to secure orders for about three 
copies. The other customers said they would 
call again, but there was little doubt that their 
enthusiasm would wane before a second call 
was made. 

As it is difficult to get prompt shipments, 
it may be well to time newspaper publicity 
a little after the actual publishing date, in 
order that all may be served. The New York 
market is so large and important that it is 
sometimes easy to forget that the wires of 
influence spread quickly to all cities, and 
that the book buyers in other cities are very 
likely to be critical of their home bookstores 
if they do not produce the items promptly. 

A. Reprint Innovation 

THE announcement which was made last 
week of the plans for a reprint edi- 
tion of Mr. Thayer's biography of 
Roosevelt is likely to bring up an interesting 
problem in the retail trade. An unwritten 
rule on fiction, usually leaves so long a time 
between the publishing of the first edition 
and of the reprint, that there is little diffi- 
culty on the part of the retailer in clearing 
up on his original edition, if he so wishes. 
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In the case of books of timely importance, 
such as the case of Gerard's "My Four Years 
in Germany," or in this "tRoosevelt" book, the 
book is issued not merely as another title 
added to a series, but as a book that can be 
expected to have an important national in- 
fluence if issued at the time most needed. 
In such cases, no possible way can be planned 
by which the reissue could be foretold. Each 
occasion must stand on its own merits. 

The book-trade served the country well in 
putting the Gerard book out, and tho retail- 
ers probably had small quantities of the more 
expensive edition on hand, reports at that 
time were that neither retailers nor publish- 
ers carried over any of this issue after the 
fall season. The same thing is most likely 
to happen on Thayer's "Roosevelt." It seems 
very likely that by the end of fall neither 
publisher nor retailer will have on hand any 
considerable stock of the $5 edition, in spite 
of the putting out of this large quantity at 
the reduced price. If this is not the case at 
that time, the publisher should take the mat- 
ter up with those retailers who may have suf- 
fered from this. 

From such figures as we have gathered as 
to the sale of the biography, we can esti- 
mate that Mr. Thayer has received more roy- 
alties since January on the $5 edition than 
he will receive on the whole contract on the 
reprint edition, and the publisher is view- 
ing a similar situation. Without knowing 
the exact amount of the author's royalties, it 
would not be surprising if the figures should 
show that where he was getting $1 on the 
large edition, he would receive but 5c on the 
reprint. This means that he must be gen- 
uinely interested in the prospect of having 
his book reach a wide public, and the retail 
book-trade will undoubtedly give co-opera- 
tion to this idea, with profit to themselves 
and publicity for their shops. 



Bookseller Returns to the Circus 

MR. ROBERT E. SHERWOOD, of 
John Street, New York, one of the 
best known figures in the New York 
book-trade, and President last year of The 
Booksellers* League, has announced that he 
is to retire from the book business, leaving 
the John Street store in the charge of his 
wife, who had so much to do with its suc- 
cess, and is to return to the circus ring, a 
field in which he had a fascinating experi- 



ence, dating from the time that he ran away 
to join Barnum in 1878, when he was a boy 
of fifteen. 

The New York World prints an interest- 
ing account of his career. "It is sheer sen- 
timent," said Mr. Sherwood on being inter- 
viewed. "I have the business here, and I 
can write my check for fifty thousand, but 
I cannot stay away from the old ring and 
the old crowd any longer. I joined the old 
one-ring Barnum Grcus in 1878. First, I 
sold pink lemonade to the crowd; then, I be- 
came a clown — the first of singing clowns; 
then, I did tumbling over horses' backs; 
after that, I served as entertainer for the 
crowd while the horses were rested. I was 
with the circus off and on till 1891. Then 
I married, and started a traveling bookstore, 
selling books from a wagon along the shores 
of Lake Michigan. In 1898, we came to New 
York, and I opened my first store in the old 
Astor House. Then, I went to Maiden Lane 
and afterward to John Street." 



The New Importance of Turnover 

THE cost of borrowed money is increas- 
ing. The Bank of England has put the 
borrowing rate at a higher point than it 
has been for some time, and the Federal Re- 
serve Uank has made a similar move and it 
has been suggested that progressive rates 
should be made for heavy borrowers so that 
the small conservative borrower should not 
suffer. The retail merchant must make a 
profit that will show a real margin above the 
cost of his borrowed funds, and this can best 
be done by increasing the business power of 
that which is borrowed. If the turnover can 
be increased from three up to four times a 
year, the borrowed capital has done thirty- 
three per cent more work. Careful consider- 
ation of the various means of keeping stock 
in rapid rotation will be the retailer's answer 
to the increase in cost of capital

GOOD BOOK-MAKING 



Some forty years ago, Henry Stevens of 
Vermont, one of America's leaders in biblio- 
graphy and book collection, published in 
London a little volume entitled "Who Spoils 
Our New English Books ?"— a plaint against 
conditions that were developing in the 
trade, which he felt were lowering the 
standards that the public had the right to 
expect English publishers to live up to. Mr. 
Stevens was quite impartial in his laying of 
blame, laying it partly on the author, who 
should know more about book-making, in 
order to insist on the best for his book, and 
to cease insisting on the wrong thing; part- 
ly on the publisher, who ought to shoulder 
the shortcomings of the author and who 
should be chiefly responsible for the holding 
of the standards fn manufacture ; partly on 
the printer, his proof-reader and his press- 
men ; on the paper maker, and on the ink 
maker and binder. On the consumer he 
places the heaviest blame, as he appears to 
be "ignorant and careless of the beauty and 
proportion of his books. If the generous 
public will look to their own interests, pleas- 
ure and delights in knowledge, they will 
look more sharply to their books, their truest 
friends." 

Perhaps Mr. Stevens is right that the ap- 
proach to a wider maintenance of standards 
in book-making should be made by way of 
the consumer, altho it is difficult to find the 
means of educating that public. Private 
clubs and collectors of limited editions are 
an extremely small part of the book using 
public, and it is. after all. the standards in 
the trade book that it is most important to 
keep up. and not the standards in the collec- 
tor's editions. The greatest credit is due to 
such a press as that of Whittingham, be- 
cause it continuously made books for the 
trade without eccentricities or peculiarities 
and found the way to make saleable books 
that are models of pood taste. Theodore De 
Vinne had the same happy relation to gen- 



eral production. The work of Bruce Rog- 
ers at the Riverside Press, altho primarily 
applied to special editions, had a marked in- 
fluence on its whole product; and the 
Merrymount Press has always produced 
books for the trade sale that have been mod- 
els of good planning and dignity. 

The exhibit at the Grolier Club of the 
works of Kate Greenaway and Caldecutt is 
an interesting and timely event. It might be 
noticed that these beautiful productions were 
coming from the Press at the time when Mr. 
Stevens was despairing of book production. 
Edmund Evans did work in the field of color 
production, doing it not with the incentive 
of creating talked about works of art, but 
with the incentive of making beautiful books 
for common use, and the perfection of his 
workmanship renders the editions that he 
published of these two great artists a joy 
to collectors and book-lovers. Those who 
wish to follow and encourage good printing 
should follow the channels of trade and keep 
an open mind and a sharp eye for conscien- 
tious and beautiful work, wherever it may 
appear. 

An interesting example of good printing 
in connection with the book-trade is shown 
in the little Book Plate Chronicle that comes 
each month from the American "Book Plate 
Society. Board of Trade Building, Kansas 
City. It is a four-page pamphlet, but one 
beautiful to the eye and very worthy of 
being the organ of a Society dedicated to 
such a field of book-lovers' lore and fine 
arts. Mr. Alfred Fowler, the editor, de- 
serves much credit for his fine work in this 
field. 

An interesting and very successful exam- 
ple of jjood trade book-making comes to 
band this month from B. W. Huebsch, "The 
Book of the Marionettes." A subject of this 
kind might well inspire the publisher to 
careful work, and Mr. Huebsch fully realized 
the possibilities. 
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A CRITICAL TIME FOR FRENCH PUBLISHING 
The Publishers Take Act foe Steps to Secure Better Distribution 



(Continued from April 24th) 

"This association (Societe d'Exportation 
dcs Editions Franchises), whose business it is 
to put the world's readers into cordial relations 
with the French book-trade, publishes every 
three months a Bibliographical Bulletin to 
interest and guide this small clientele and in- 
form them as to the titles, character and 
prices of our new publications. 

"Furthermore k was absolutely necessary to 
aid quickly the well-meaning booksellers out- 
side of Paris who struggle so valiantly 
against difficult conditions and who would be 
growing fewer and fewer unless the way 
were found to simplify their task and reduce 
their expenses. They are the publishers' and 
writers' precious assistants. It is often thanks 
to the scholarly conversation in their stores 
where people chat over the book counters that 
the sacred love of reading is kept alive. What 
a pity if some of them thru discouragement 
should end by giving up the almost profitless 
line of books for the much more remuner- 
ative business of stationery ! — So at the sug- 
gestion of a good bookseller at Orleans, M. 
Toddle, the *Syndicat d'achats de Librarie' 
(Purchasing Agency for Booksellers) was 
established. Its duty is to sort out and for- 
ward to the various Paris publishers the 
orders sent it on a single slip from each book- 
shop (which lessens the cost of postage and 
correspondence) and to transmit from each 
bookseller to each publisher involved the 
amount due him out of the single money 
order sent (thus reducing to one single trans- 
action the forwarding of money.) 

"More recently, when the mobilized young 
publishers and sons of publishers crime back 
from the war, this group of active and reso- 
lute men from whom one can undoubtedly 
expect interesting and distinguished deeds 
organized 'La Societe Mutuelle des Editeurs 
Francais' (Publishers Co-operative Society) 
which in months of particularly difficult and 
costly transportation has undertaken to organ- 
ize the delivery of books to bookstores, to in- 
dividuals and to the shipping offices of the 
railroads, etc. 

"A 'Comptoir du Livre' (An Office for the 
Book) organized at the 'Cercle de la Librairie' 
(Book-Trade Headquarters) by the 'Syndicat 
des Editeurs' (Publishers' Syndicate) exists 
for the purpose of facilitating the purchase of 
all sorts of things necessary to the manufac- 
ture of books. A Book bulletin (Bulletin 
du Livre) edited by the same publishers has 
for some time appeared monthly to announce 
in the important newspapers, and always in 
the same place, the appearance of new books. 

"Finally, the 'Maison du Livre' which has 
a big post-office next door and in its own 
building a railroad office to facilitate rapid 
transportation, will sort out the orders and 
deliveries of the publishers, will assure by 
practical methods their immediate consign- 



ment to the bookstores and will be always 
ready to send information to the booksellers 
and to receive their deposits to be divided 
among the different publishing houses. This 
all makes for important saving in time, 
trouble, red tape and money. 

"Very recently, I was present at a confer- 
ence held by certain of these young publish- 
ers at the 'Cercle de la Librarie' (Book-Trade 
Headquarters) under the presidency of M. P. 
Gillon. I listened there to MM. Georges 
Valois, J. B. Belin, Henri Mainquet. This 
.very reasonable idea was prominent in the ad- 
dresses of all — that at the present moment, 
by reason of the high price of labor and ma- 
terial, there can be no profit except on the 
condition of increased turnover and sales. It 
was along this line that M. Henri Mainquet 
argued for the necessity for specialization 
among the publishers so as to avoid overlap- 
ping waste, the dubious sale of works which 
are equally offered elsewhere, and useless ex- 
pense. He showed, also, with good grounds 
the advantage of practising standardization — • 
that is unifying as much as possible the make- 
up of books to allow publishing in series. It 
is this system, for one thing, that makes pos- 
sible the manufacture and success of editions 
from other countries at low prices— such as 
the Nelson and Gallia editions. 

"The publishers must bestir themselves to 
find less expensive formulas of publishing in 
series. According to the character of a manu- 
script, the author's talent, his fame or lack of 
fame, the size of the volume, there are gradua- 
tions to be worked out in the selling prices 
of the works of a series. New types of pub- 
lications especially must be created. All the 
practical improvements that publishers can 
bring about in their business, all the conveni- 
ences of clearing house, of credit, of restock- 
ing, of delivery, of transportation that they 
try to establish tend not only to keep down 
their manufacturing costs and the expenses 
of the retail bookstore, their indispensable 
allies, but especially to increase the amount of 
their sales in France and abroad. The manu- 
facturing of a book is not really profitable, 
that is possible, unless the edition can run 
to 3000 or 4000. And an assured sale of sev- 
eral volumes of the same format in a min- 
imum edition of 20.000 is the only thing that 
will allow our publishers to publish in series 
which is the most profitable and the only 
way to bring out attractive and cheap edi- 
tions. 

"It is always to be hoped that the too fre- 
quent mistake of sacrificing the attractive 
make-up of the book to cheapness will not 
be made. The editions from outside France 
which have been so successful with us owe 
their success to their pleasing appearance. It 
is more and more true — at a time when the 
fine products of French typography are accus- 
toming the public to handle well-made books 
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— that a lasting success in this line of pub- 
lishing comes only to those publishers who 
offer good books in series, attractive to handle 
as well as to look at, and at a moderate price. 

"To accomplish this result, there must be 
methodical and intelligent publicity. Already 
the publishers are working toward this end. 
There is, besides, a powerful help which they 
have not used enough hitherto— that of book 
reviews. The societies of authors have just 
reminded them of it, trying to bring about 
a revival of literary criticism, with the result 
that in 1917, on the motion of the Society des 
Gens de Lettres (Authors' Society) and the 
Syndicat de la Critique (The Critics' Syndi- 
cate) the Congres du Livre (Book Congress, 
organized during the war by the government) 
passed a resolution to do so. 

"It is absolutely necessary that honest criti- 
cism written with discernment and knowledge 
by qualified and disinterested men should ex- 
ist in all newspapers. Why should we not 
try by persuasion and appeals to patriotism 
to have this established everywhere? Is it 
believable that those newspaper editors who 
have been sceptical up to now as to the use- 
fulness and power of reviews will turn away 
from the urgent request of societies of au- 
thors and economic groups, all of which ap- 
peal to their patriotism, saying: 'It is the 
influence of our country which is at stake. 
During the war you took a useful part in the 
national defence. During peace you will ren- 
der a national service if you teach the world 
about the movement of ideas in France. It is 
necessary to France that the world should 
know what is in our books and should be kept 
acquainted with the progress of our thought.' 

"Then these newspaper editors will stop 
saying, as they flippantly do, that criticism 
does not interest the public ; they will be sur- 
prised to discover that, on the contrary, the 
public enjoys it immensely if it is done with 
dignity and intelligence, because, as it cannot 
read everything, it is all the more pleased 
to find out what the hooks of the day contain. 
It is important to remove this, prejudice 
against criticism which authors have them- 
selves at times unwisely helped spread. At 
the same time we should be reinstating in its 
former place a form of literature which in 
France produced valuable works, and which, 
too often deprived of the room necessary to 
its development, no longer wields, to the 
profit of our country, as much influence as it 
ought."

A. B. A. Sends Publishers Letter 

Regarding Discount 

At the last Convention of the American 
Booksellers' Association, a large part of the 
discussion was given up to the question of in- 
creased discount, die argument for which was 
very vigorously presented by Mr. Luther H. 
Cary of San Francisco. The Board of Trade 
has now issued, under date of April 20th, a 
letter to all the publishers, expressing gratifi- 
cation for progress made and hoping that 
complete uniformity is immediately in sight. 
The letter is as follows: 

New York City. April 20, 1920. 

To the Publishers: 

It has been a gratification to retail book- 
sellers to note the disposition of many pub- 
lishers to give consideration to the urgent re- 
quest of the American Booksellers' Associa- 
tion last year thru its Board of Trade for 
an addition of five per cent to the minimum 
trade discount. 

Some publishers, we are glad to say, have 
granted the request in full and nearly all the 
publishers of miscellaneous books have re- 
arranged their quantity schedules on a more 
liberal basis. We wish to thank those pub- 
lishers who have taken any action in this 
vital matter. We ask those who have not 
yet seen the way to allow this five per cent 
additional to the minimum trade discount to 
again take up the matter with a view of 
granting this allowance in the near future. 

The establishment of healthier conditions 
in the field of book distribution was never 
more important than at this time.

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A Notable Convention Program 

As the program of the Philadelphia Conven- 
tion rounds into shape, the interesting char- 
acter of the sessions and the importance of 
the speeches and discussions becomes more 
and more evident. It is especially interesting 
that Dr. P. P. Claxton, United States Com- 
missioner of Education, and leading author- 
ity on educational matters, should have con- 
sented to address the great public meeting on 
Tuesday night, which will be presided over 
by the Honorable E. S. Stewart, ex-Governor 
of Pennsylvania, and himself a bookseller. 
Honorable William B. Colyer, Chairman of 
the Federal Trade Commission, who has been 
the leading spokesman of the Commission in 
moulding public opinion to higher standards 
of business ethics, is to make a speech on "The 
Question of "Price Maintenance." which is 
likely to be quoted thruout the public press. 
John Spargo, speaking on "Books for Aliens 
in America," will deliver an important ad- 
dress, and another leading speaker, not yet 
announced, is to speak on "Books and the 
American Citizen," and there could hardly be 
a better choice than Eva March Tappan on 
"Books and Our Children." 

The entertainment which is to be held at the 
John Wanamaker store on Wednesday eve- 
ning, is to include eminent authors. The 
connection between the libraries and the book- 
trade is to be emphasized by a representation 
on the program of the American Library As- 
sociation, the speaker being John A. Lowe, 
Assistant Librarian of the Brooklyn Public 
Library, and former Library Commissioner of 
the State of Massachusetts. At the banquet 
on Friday evening there is promised a galaxy 
of talent, which is likely to cause the Con- 
vention to end in a day of glory. 

That the Committee should have been able 
to obtain, beside representatives from the 
bookselling profession, speakers of such prom- 
inence, is a testimony to the place that the 
book-trade can and does hold in the public's 
esteem. 



The Effect of Exchange in India 

A catalog from a large jobber in Calcutta, 
just received, contains the interesting spe- 
cial announcement that he is able to an- 
nounce a great reduction in prices, owing to 
the favorable state of exchange in England. 
As is well known from the reports. India 
has been in an extremely favorable state, 
on account of her large exports in the war, 
and gold has been flowing, consequently, in 
that direction. As an example of what that 
exchange would do. a prominent book of 
Memoirs, just published in England at a 
guinea, or approximately $5.10. was adver- 
tised in Calcutta at the equivalent in rupees 
of $4.25. This shows an effort to stimulate 
the circulation of books by taking advantage 
of exchange conditions, which would un- 
doubtedly bring to the jobber many orders 
that would otherwise have been postponed. 



Reservations for Philadelphia 

There is no one who travels today but 
realizes that the problem of proper hotel ac- 
commodations in any city in the country is 
a very pressing one. The Entertainment 
Committee at Philadelphia has tried to take 
the proper precautions to see that guests get 
adequate hospitality, but they are naturally 
anxious that none should fail to make proper 
arrangements. It has never seemed practical 
in Convention arrangements to have a local 
person responsible for reservations, as it is 
very difficult to suit exactly people's needs 
by correspondence, and the annoyances are 
sometimes considerable and burdensome for 
the local committee. 

The tentative program, which has been 
sent forth so widely, contains a list of nine 
different hotels, beside the headquarters, 
Rellevue-Stratford. The prices vary from 
$2.50 and $3 to $6 and $7 per day, and up. 
Visitors, in writing to hotels named in this 
list, should be specific in the description of 
their needs, and if there is any confusion, 
the local Entertainment Committee, in 
charge of Mr. Charles C. Shoemaker, can be 
telegraphed to to straighten matters out. 



The House of Van Nostrand and 
Speirs Jubilee 

The old publishing house of D. Van Nos- 
trand & Co.. New York, as announced in the 
last issue of the Publishers' Weekly, has 
removed from 25 Park Place to 8 Warren 
Street, which property has been secured by 
outright purchase. The new home is the for- 
mer site of "Stewarts,* " a famous cafe and 
art gallery that flourished for many years 
within the shadow of City Hall and until 
the coming of the dry amendment, and was 
very well-known to many New Yorkers for 
more than a generation. The Van Nostrand 
habitat has always been in the "downtown" 
district. The business was founded in 1848 
by David Van Nostrand, a native New Yorker, 
who was born in 181 1 and died in 1886. He 
started as a bookseller at 123 Fulton Street 
and as his business grew he removed during 
the first twenty years to several other ad- 
dresses in the immediate neighborhood. In 
1869 he located at 23 Murray Street, in a 
building that extended thru to 27 Warren 
Street, and there remained for forty-three 
years. About eight years ago the firm re- 
moved to 25 Park Place, a building extend- 
ing back to 20 Murray Street, and now its 
new home, just one square north, preserves 
its record of keeping in the same vicinity 
for more than seventy years. 

The earliest activities of the founder were 
connected with the importation of military 
books for the officers of the U. S. Army. His 
specialties in both publishing and bookselling 
soon developed along engineering lines and 
in time his house grew to have a foremost 
place in the trade for works on industrial, 
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engineering, technical and scientific subjects, 
as well as for military and naval books. The 
Van Nostrand catalog for several decades has 
been one of the strongest in America. 

Coincident with the occasion of the Van 
Nostrand Company entering its new home the 
managing director of the company, Mr. 
Charles E. Speirs, completes his fiftieth year 
with the house. Beginning as a "list-boy" 
back in 1870 he has in a large measure "grown 
up" with the business, and has been known 
for many years as one of the best posted 
bookmen in the scientific field. His activity 
in all its ramifications is stamped indelibly on 
the business. He is a tireless worker whose 
hand has guided the helm successfully for 
more than a generation, and to him his many 
friends in the trade extend their hearty con- 
gratulations on the completion of his jubilee 
record. 

Using the Power of Print for Greater 
Production 

Introductory remarks of H. W. Swetland, 
President United Publishers Corporation, Be- 
fore the Group Meeting of The Business Press 

The keynote of this convention is increased 
production. 

If the products of our industry are to reach 
the markets of the world they must be pro- 
duced on a basis that compares favorably 
with similar production in other countries. 
If our industries are to retain a place in our 
domestic markets, the same principle is in- 
volved. There's no question that our industries 
are at present being carried largely by the 
stimulation of a war market, and war prices 
not only continue but have been increased. This 
inflation must be faced in one of two ways — 
either a wholesale reorganization is involved, 
or production must be increased to meet this 
inflation. Neither can this condition be met 
by legislation, whether from enactments in 
our legislative halls or edicts promulgated by 
organized elements of either capital or labor. 
The high cost of living will never be reduced 
until our productive forces are harmonized 
to a higher efficiency. 

No greater obligation ever rested on any 
phase of industrial existence than rests to- 
day upon the press of this country, whether 
the publications are secular, educational, 
general or industrial. The necessity of 
economic production must be told and 
re-toW. The publisher, standing in the 
perspective vantage ground, can foresee and 
foretell better than any individual operator 
the necessities confronting the great indus- 
tries. He must utilize his organization for 
careful investigations, familiarize himself with 
the economic processes, and he must then be 
fearless in his denunciation of improper meth- 
ods and practices. The press of America has 
never fully understood and comprehended its 
tremendous influence. It has been too careless 
of its expression. The time has arrived when 
this influence must be used with greater force.

The Boston Transcript, in an article on the 
late Theodore N. Vail's rare collection of 
Americana, told of help given the collector by 
George D. Smith: 

Both Theodore N. Vail and the man who did 
more than anyone else to build up his library, 
are now dead. To George D. Smith more 
than to any other man, orobably, the creation 
of this collection of books of Americana is 
due. The regard of the two men was mutual, 
and Mr. Vail was one of the first men to 
whom Mr. Smith offered anything that the 
world's greatest rare book dealer felt would 
fill a gap in Mr. Vail's library. Sometimes 
Mr. Smith offered Mr. Vail something that 
the telephone king had, but not often, for he 
knew the library well. Less than two months 
ago Mr. Smith acquired a bust of Samuel 
Finley Breese Morse, the inventor of the 
telegraph code. He called Mr. Vail on the 
telephone and asked him if he wanted it 

"What's it worth?" asked Mr. Vail. 

Smith told him what he thought its value 
was and added: "But I don't want to sell it; 
I want to give it to you." 

"Can't do it," said Mr. Vail ; "I've got one. 
But you send it to me, with the bill and I'll 
give it to somebody."

LESSON XXX. 
Contemporary American NooelMt (Women) 

The only reason for grouping women novel- 
ists apart from men is that, taken as a body, 
the* women present such a formidable array 
of first-class writers, that they are most inter- 
esting considered by themselves. There is no 
sex division in literature. Women's novels 
are not distinct from men's ; but the novels of 
American women writing to-day are of such 
a high order that more than one critic has 
justified the statements that the best novelists 
in America are women, that the women novel- 
ists are better than the men novelists, and that 
the American women novelists are far supe- 
rior to the British women novelists. 

There are no names to put over against 
Edith Wharton's and Alice Brown's but May 
Sinclair and Mrs. Humphry Ward among 
English women, and possibly Robert Herrick 
and Ernest Poole among men writers. The 
best historical novels in American fiction have 
been written by women. The most original 
new genre of novel, the nature novel, is the 
creation of a woman. Some of the best-drawn 
men characters in American fiction have been 
done by women ; and certanly a portrait gal- 
lery of the most distinct characters in our 
literature would have to be borrowed most 
largely from women's books. 

Women have excelled in fiction. They have 
yet to reach the same high mark in poetry, 
drama, and other literary forms.

Mrs. Wharton is often given the highest place 
among American novelists, men or women, because 
of the academic perfection of her art. For literary 
craftsmanship, for sheer ability to write well, she 
is unsurpassed. Her art reflects all the advantages 
of birth, breeding, wealth, culture, education, and 
travel. 

"The House of Mirth," the American "Vanity 
Fair." is Mrs. Wharton's strongest work. The he- 
roine, Lily Bart, is another Becky Sharp. "Etham 
Frome" and "Madame dc Treymes" are shorter nov- 
els, perfect in technique and construction, and far 
more pleasant reading than "The House of Mirth." 
"The Fruit of the Tree' raises an ethical question of 
such provocative interest that the book was, for a 
time, a sort of debater's manual. In "Tales of Men," 
Mrs. Wharton wrote a series of stories containing 
no women characters, — an interesting experiment to 
come from a woman. "The Custom of the Coun- 
try" deals with the Amcricnn "custom" of divorce. 
" NinKii" is most characteristic of the author's form 
of satirical humor. "Summer" represents one of 
those lapses of inspiration which arc so lamentable 
in the careers of great writers. "Summer" was a 
public disappointment equal to "His Second Wife" 
by Poole. Mrs. Wharton's later books have all had 
to do with the war. "The Marne" is called "a novel"

Mrs. Freeman is the least modern of contempor- 
ary writers. She is an American Victorian, the 
historian of an older day, of the grim, austere. Puri- 
tanical days of New England. Her best books are her 
earliest, those that treat of "narrow-lived country 
people, against the background of New England. 
Mrs. Freeman is an excellent short story writer and 
a very poor novelist. Her first novel, "Jane Field," 
is hardly more than a collection of short stories.

Mrs. Porter's first two books gave little hint of 
the professional optimism which she was to develop 
later on. She began by looking on the dark side of 
things, dealing, in "Cross Currents" and its sequel, 
with child labor in the artificial flower industry in 
New York City. With her "Miss Billy" stories,' she 
turned to books with a mission rather than books 
with a message. "Pollyanna" is still the most 
famous of the books in her second manner. 

"Just David" is another variety of "glad book." 
It is the story of a boy brought up without any 
knowledge of evil. The character of "David" i.« 
idealized beyond any resemblance to human hov na 
ture. "The Road to Understanding" is the storv of a 
wife who married above her and then tried to edtt- 
cate herself up to her husband. "Oh. Mmrv' 
Money!" is the most humorous ..f Mrs Porter'"* 
books, being the account of an experiment which 1 
multi-millionaire tried on his heirs by feigning hi' 
decease in oHer to discover how they would spend 
his money. Three volumes of Mrs. Porter's shnr 
stories have recently been collected, and yet another 
"clad book" i.s completed under the title of "Mary 
Marie: The Sunbeam Girl."

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AUSTRALIA SUCCEEDS WITH CO-OPERATIVE BOOK CAMPAIGN 



The publicity with regard to last fall's 
Children's Book Week and subsequent co- 
operative efforts has attracted the attention 
of Australian booksellers who have had a 
similarly successful experience and who wish 
to carry the idea further. 

A letter from Sydney to The Baker & 
Taylor Co. gives interesting details. 

I am in receipt of your circular letter 
which contains reference to a Book Xmas. 
Also, I note in your Bulletins of September 
and October reference to a Children's Book 
Week Campaign. I should be glad to have 
further particulars regarding your methods 
of running these campaigns to sell more 
hooks. 

The Sydney Booksellers combined at 
Christinas to run a Collective Book Advertis- 
ing Campaign, and it resulted in an increased 
demand for books. The slogan was "Buy 
Books for Xmas," and the public bought 
books. I enclose herewith the only adver- 
tisement used (a four column ad. 12 inches 
high). It appeared in all the leading papers 
for a fortnight preceding Xmas. 

Collective Advertising has come to stay. 
Booksellers have realized that spasmodic ad- 
vertising of pa«"t>cutar lines is a failure, and 
results only in waste of money. Collectively 
the booksellers advise the public to buy books. 
They do not say when they are to buy them 
or what boohs to buy. 



This Collective Book Advertising idea 
might be carried much further if publishers 
took a hand. Publishers benefit as much as 
the booksellers. Increase the demand and 
everybody benefits all round. 

'^Children's Book Week" idea for June. 
"Put a child at large in a library, and let 
him read at his choice." — Samuel Johnson. 

The booksellers of Sydney have decided to 
take Dr. Johnson's advice, and hold an 
annual "Children's Book Week" at the vari- 
ous book-shops of the city, where all the best 
of the children's classics, from "Ali Baba" 
to "The Magic Pudding" will be specially dis- 
played for their benefit and amusement. 

The object of the Book Week is to make 
Australian boys and girls familiar with the 
"Wonder World of Books"— all children will 
be invited to the freedom of the book-shops. 
Prizes will be offered for Competitions and 
Essays. The co-operation of parents and 
teachers is invited to assist the children to 
visit the book-shops and take part in the 
treat. 

I should be glad to receive any information 
you may have regarding your own efforts in 
this direction, and think that the interchange 
of ideas would be to the mutual benefit of 
publishers and booksellers the world over.

24th, this junket to be paid for by money 
raised by the Republican organizers. If com- 
petition sets in between the leading parties, 
we may well expect that authors can get free 
junkets from now to Convention time, and by 
fall wc may expect Republican novels and 
Democratic novels and possibly Socialistic 
poems to be competing for the best place on 
the counters of 'Republican and Democratic 
and Socialist booksellers. 



HOW WILL THE BOYS UVE> 

Book distribution is threatened from an 
unexpected angle by the proposed curtail- 
ment of college vacations. It is being urged 
in many places that vacation times have 
been so extended that they cover too large 
a part of the year, and that in the present 
time this is a waste that should now be 
considered. Someone in the opposition 
should present some statistics as to what 
has been accomplished in these vacations in 
the way of distributing books. The Library 
Commission of one of the middle western 
states made a careful canvass of two coun- 
ties some years ago to sec what books were 
actually in the home libraries. The most 
popular book was the mail order catalog 
and next in line was "The Tragedy of Mount 
Pelee." 

It is not the bookstore that has distrib- 
uted this volume, but the energetic college 
man on his summer vacation. If these va- 
cations are to be cut down, hundreds of 



households would go without the up-to-date 
knowledge of world tragedies. There are 
tens of thousands of American families who 
would have known nothing about McKinley 
(except what they had seen in newspapers 
and magazines) if they had not been can- 
vassed by college students, who sold them 
•The Life and Death of McKinley, the Mar- 
tyr President," at $2.50, payable 50c. down 
and 50c every three months. The world 
may have other tragedies ahead, and if the 
machinery of college under-graduate dis- 
tribution is to break down, American book 
distribution will receive another set-back. 

A Chicago Publbkng Centre 

A Chicago headquarters has become so 
much a necessity for all the school book 
houses, that it is interesting to note the ef- 
fort on the part of realty people in Chicago 
to encourage the tendency toward establish- 
ing these headquarters in the South Side dis- 
trict along Michigan Avenue and between 
Eighteenth and Twenty-sixth Street This 
district was formerly one of the finest of 
residential sections, and is admirably suited 
for publishing. Seventeen large school book 
houses are now located in that district, either 
in new buildings or remodeled houses. There 
could hardly be a better place to concentrate 
this business, and this community of interest 
wil! bring to that section all the visiting edu- 
cators, with whom the publishers need con- 
tact. It is to be hoped that the effort to de- 
velop this region will still further confirm 
this area as a center for publishers, printers 
and allied trades.

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The Book and the Sea 

The National Marine League, which 
planned the big exposition that was held 
last month in New York, based their confi- 
dence in its success on the feeling that they 
had that there was a great underlying inter- 
est in the sea and in maritime matters in 
this country, which, if tapped, would show 
an enthusiasm for things in this field that 
had not been dreamed of. The tremendous 
attendance at the exposition showed that 
their opinion was correct. The fact that 
books were part of the exhibit and a suc- 
cessful part is of interest to the book-trade. 

The American Library Association has for 
some months been developing its machinery 
for putting boxes of books on every merchant 
vessel. This has so far proceeded that in al- 
most every principal port of the country 
American vessels can pick up boxes or ex- 
change those already aboard. Its exhibit 
showed the character of its work. There 
were also on the shelves for examination 
books about the sea and on export and mari- 
time matters that had been sent in by the 
various publishers. 

A feature that drew many to the exhibit 
was the opportunity to vote on their favorite 
sea stories, and visitors of all kinds, lands- 
men, as well as seamen, wrote their opinions, 
which have been carefully filed for future 
reference, in order that the Library Asso- 
ciation might have the best possible guid- 
ance in planning the contents of these sea 
boxes for the future. It was found that the 
landsmen were no less interested in sea books 
than those who had been on the ocean, and it 
may be that this suggests an opportunity for 
the bookseller to play up the sea book, not 
only as fiction, but for its information about 
the sea and even on the technical matters of 
seamanship and export. 

If this country is to be again a great mari- 
time nation, as she was seventy-five years 
ago, there will be need not only for ships 
and sailors, but for an enkindled imagina- 
tion in the country at large. People will need 
to have a new interest in the sea, and a new 
vision of its romance and of its possibilities. 
In accomplishing this, nothing can take a 
more important place than the book, and it 
would seem as tho the time for such em- 
phasis was at hand. 



Foreign Trade 

American exports for the month of Febru- 
ary in the classification of Books, Music, 
Maps, Engravings and Other Printed Matter 
rose from $1477.397 in 1919 to $1,605,644 in 
1020, and for the 8 months ending March 1st, 
from $8,930,478 to $13,162,293. 

Imports in the same classification have in- 
creased from $295441 for February. 1919, to 
$565,610 for February. 1920; and for the 8 
months ending March 1st the increase has 
been from $2,072,018 to $4,000,695. Of the 
total about 25 per cent was dutiable. 



American Books Interest India 

Descriptive catalogs of books are asked for 
by Mr. T. Venkataraghavachary, a bookseller 
and commission agent at Salem, Madras 
Presidency, India. His letter written to the 
Literary Editor of the Chicago Daily News 
shows that Southern India has an increasing 
interest in American books : 

"The stimulus recently given by the two 
eminent Indians to take an interest in mat- 
ters American, has created a universal thirst 
for knowledge of American affairs. In this 
part of Southern India no paper or journal 
is available, nor any directory giving detailed 
information. 

"I would therefore request you to send at 
leisure a detailed list of your books available 
with full details. Fur.ther please procure all 
the latest catalogs of books published in 
America and New York and send along with 
the above and oblige.

Australian Tax on Paper 

Australia has just passed a new tariff sched- 
ule levying a duty on American printing 
paper coming from America. These exports 
had already fallen from 1028 tons for 8 
months ending March 1st, 1919, to 477 tons 
in the 8 months ending March 1st, 1920. 



Printers, Wages in New York State 

In the printing and book-making trades of 
the State of New York there has been, in the 
six years since 1914. an increase in the num- 
ber of employees of 14 per cent, and an in- 
crease in the wages of all the people in those 
trades of 80 per cent. These figures are is- 
sued in the bulletin of the Bureau of Statis- 
tics and Information of the New York State 
Industrial Commission. The same bulletin, 
which comes out monthly, shows that in one 
year, from February to February, there has 
been an increase in the number of employees 
in these trades of 10 per cent and in the 
average salaries of all employees of 25 per 
cent.

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Franklin Imprints Go to University 

The Curtis Publishing Co., by vote of the 
board of directors, has presented its unique 
collection of Franklin imprints to the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, and the gift has 
been accepted. 

Dr. William J. Campbell, president of the 
City History Society of Philadelphia, is in- 
timately familiar with the contents of the 
collection and prepared the catalog. Doc- 
tor Campbell, who is also chairman of the 
publication committee of the Site and Relic 
Society of Germantown, is one of the most 
noted American connoisseurs of old books. 
For more than forty years he has made a 
specialty of the literature that issued from 
Franklin's press. 

The Curtis collection contains all but four 
of the thirty-four issues of Poor Richard's 
Almanack. Sixteen years ago a single num- 
ber — that for 1739 — was sold at auction for 
$565. Minutes of the Lancaster Conference 
in 1762, the Treaty with the Six Nations in 
1742 and the Treaty of 1744 have brought 
from $300 to $600 at auction sales, and of 
the second of those hut six copies are known. 

Twelve Treaties Included 

Twelve of the fourteen treaties printed by 
Franklin are included. Of the first of those 
but one other copy is extant— that in the pos- 
session of the Historical Society. 

The first and the last books printed by 
Franklin are here, as well as many other va- 
rieties. A copy of the catalog of the Library 
Co. in 1757, of which but one other example 
is known, has brought at auction $1850. No 
other collection is known which contains any 
of the following: Mystische und Sehr Ge- 
heyme Sprueche, 1730; the Minister of Christ, 
1732; Instructions for Right Spelling, 1737; 
History of Joseph, 1739; Charters of the 
Province and City. 1741; The Querists. 1741; 
Brief Instruction, 1748: Oeconomy of Human 
Life. 1751 ; Country Almanack for 1752 and 
I757- 



English Book-Trade News 

(From Our London Correspondent) 

A definite indication of the increasing cost 
of production: fifteen more English news- 
papers and other periodical publications have 
this week increased their prices, making 
sixty-five such increases since January 1st. 

And here is a publisher. John Murray, is- 
suing a circular letter in which he goes into 
the matter very carefully and in much detail. 
It is well that such a historic house should 
lead the way in letting the public know what 
has been happening in the last few years. 
The pronouncement, it will be seen, indicates 
that the price of books has gone up at a 
slower and a lower rate "than that of any 
other article of commerce." It is perfectly 
true, and Mr. Murray's statement can be 



confirmed by every British and American 
publisher : 

"As the cost of production of books is 
still rising, and the onus of answering criti- 
cisms falls mainly on the bookseller, it occurs 
to us that you may be glad of a few par- 
ticulars which will help you to explain the 
situation to your clients. 

"The cost of composition is now 2 x /i tunes 
that of pre-war days; machining is now 2j4 
to 3 times, and binding 3 to 3# times. 

"Paper which cost 2-V^d. in 1914 rose during 
the war to is. /d. {i.e., eight times the former 
cost) and, altho since the Armistice it dropped 
to three times the pre-war cost, it has again 
risen, and there is no prospect of any de- 
crease. 

"Establishment expenses, such as rent, rates, 
taxes, salaries, catalogs, stationery, packing 
and all such items, have also greatly increased, 
and are often overlooked by the public when 
criticising increased prices. 

"Pre-War Stock. A criticism which often 
reaches us is that while a rise in price may 
be reasonable in regard to stocks printed dur- 
ing the war, it is not justified in regard to 
books printed before August, 1914. In the 
first place these critics ignore the fact that 
establishment expenses apply to pre-war 
books just as much as to others, and secondly, 
they forget that sheets printed before 1914 
have to be bound now, and the cost of bind- 
ing is exorbitantly high. If the publisher 
were to bind the whole edition of a book at 
one time, his risk would be materially in- 
creased, and his capital unnecessarily locked 
up. Sales are often uncertain, and at times 
slow, and copies, therefore, are bound only 
to meet the demand.

yield. Those examples are taken at random 
and are by no means exceptional. 

"It is obviously impossible to raise the 
prices of books proportionately to the rise 
in cost of production - e.tj.: to offer a book 
whicb normally would be 5s. at 15s. Xo one 
would buy it. 

"|n short, we think it can be safely stated 
that the price of books has proportionately 
risen less than that of any other article of 
commerce, and this is a point it is well to 
make in dealing with the question." 
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Humor m Titles 

Amusing Stories by a Book Collector 
It is astonishing how much amusement may 
be got out of inverted titles. Sometimes it is 
actually the bookseller — perhaps I ought to 
say his assistant? — who provides the fun, but 
he should be above such things 1 

Looking out some old cuttings the other 
day, I found some slips in the titles of books 
advertised for in the "Wants" columns of the 
Clique, the Publishers' Circular, and the 
Bookseller. Trivial all of them, but I sup- 
pose the printer was not expected to know — 
if proof had been submitted to the bookseller 
vof course, there isn't time), the mistakes 
would not have occurred. For instance, Lord 
Charnwood's "Lincoln" was advertised for as 
I-ord Charmworth's — a pretty mistake. And 
then "Fraternity" was supposed to have been 
written by Goldsworthy. My! Miss Buck- 
rose, author of "Down Our Street," was 
turned into Buckasse. Somebody wanted her 
delightful book, "A Little Green World." Did 
vou know that "Quest" had written the 
"Golden Girl"? Evidently, the printer had 
no knowledge of Richard Le Gallienne. 

One would really have expected anyone, 
who had anything to do with books, would 
get the printing of any of Thomas Hardy's 
titles right. Yet I notice there was an adver- 
tisement for the "Mayor of Cookebridge." 
And, actually, it was connected with the Wes- 
sex Novels ! My last instance in this section 
is that Mr. Phillpott's "Human Boy" got 
printed as Phillpott's "Human Body." first 
edition. I'm sure there was only one im- 
pression ! 

But the real joy begins with the book buyer. 
The Putnams issue that world-famous book. 
"Psychic Phenomena," by Thomson Jay Hud- 
son. That title seems to drive everyone crazy. 
It has been asked for under the most im- 
possible titles. The best (or worst) have 
been : "Fly Sick Phenomena," "Physic Pneu- 
monia." and "Psyche and Dcsdemona." 

Some time ago. an American friend of mine 
perpetrated the following on me. He as- 



sured me it was a true story. He is an 

honest man, so I believe him : 

Customer: "Have you a book called 'How 
to Acquire a Good Carriage'?" 

Assistant: "No, sir; but here is 'Seven 
Ways to Obtain an Automobile."' 

1 hat book might have sold in thousands at 
the recent Motor Show. 

Mr. Combridge. of Birmingham, tells a 
good yarn about mixed titles. He was actually 
asked in hie book-shop one day for "Tess of 
the Dardanelles." 

Now. I do doubt the story concerning one 
up-to-date lady assistant, away out west, when 
askid if she had a copy of "Omar Khayyam" 
— (she really ought to have had, for the 
number of editions in the U. S. A. is legion). 
She answered the inquiry with all the sweet- 
ness she could get into her learned manner: 
No. Sorry. Won't you take his 'Iliad?"*— 
G. H. Grubb in John 0' London's Weekly. 



Periodical Notes

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"Why?'* says Our Friend from India 

"Why," inquires a friend in India, "have 
you no adequate American bookselling, even 
in Britain, much less in India? Ford cars 
everywhere, but zero books I" When I set 
out to answer this question, says the April 
28th number of The Freeman, it amazed me 
to discover that the criticism did not so much 
disclose the weakness of American publishing 
methods as illuminate the intellectual aridity 
of American life. It is obvious that we have 
failed as miserably in our own land as in 
India and Great Britain. We need no statis- 
tician to inform us how many times the sta- 
tions for obtaining automobile supplies out- 
number those devoted to intellectual repair 
and replenishment. Fords everywhere and 
zero books might be the boast of every city, 
town and suburb in the country. As a na- 
tion we are not interested in the distribution 
of books. Were it not for the activity of 
the Carnegie libraries the younger generation 
might come of age without being acquainted 
with a single piece of literature except that 
taken medicinally in the schoob or extracted 
from the advertisement-spattered pages of the 
popular magazines. 

Our system of book distribution is a pitiful 
makeshift which points to America's intel- 
lectual sloth and spiritual impoverishment: 
there are vast neighborhoods in our great 
cities which can hardly display a circulating 
fiction library, and within these neighborhoods 
are cquntless men and women who do their 
day's stint, find their mates, sponsor children, 
mark their ballots, and wax indignant over 
the day's news without devoting so much as 
ten minutes per day to a serious attempt at 
following that mass of social discussion and 
criticism whose widespread assimilation should 
be one of the marks of an active democracy. 



The Shilling Novel 

The cheap popular editions of novels in 
stiff covers arc, it seems, likely to become 
impossible at 2 shillings, owing to the in- 
crease in cost of paper, printing and binding, 
and several firms are planning to produce 
their new issues in this form at 2 shillings 
and 6 pence, or even 3 shillings. 

•'The public." says the London Publishers' 
Circular, "who are feeling the pinch with re- 
gard to the necessities of life, are, it is said 
by some publishers, not buying books quite so 
freely, and the rise in price will in all prob- 
ability affect the volume of business. Still, 
reading is one of the least expensive of re- 
creations. 

"With prices advancing and the possibility 
of sales falling, shall we see an attempt to 
provide a low price book in a less permanent 
form? 

"Some publishers have begun to publish 
popular reprints at a shilling, which are the 
same in appearance as the paper-covered old- 
time sixpenny. The cost of manufacture in 
this form is obviously much below the stiff- 
covered book." 



A Letter from Cecil Roberts 

Clement K. Shorter in the Sphere prints 
this letter which he received from America: 

"In this country of amazing hospitality I

We are a positive swarm of 
Englishmen over here — Hugh Walpole (who 
has been a great success), Gilbert Cannan, 
St. John Ervine— his new play, "Jane Clegg," 
made a hit here last night, altho he had to 
lecture away in Illinois. Then there are Lord 
Dunsany, just departed, Siegfried Sassoon, 
just arrived, W. B. Yeats (whom everyone 
declares has grown handsome), John Drink- 
water— the lion of the season, who departs 
next week to get home and to work on a 
new American statesman play. 

1 lunched yesterday with Alfred Noyes, just 
arrived for his Princeton lecture. You did 
well to miss the winter. Masefield advised 
me to bring a fur coat, and it was needed 
with Chicago two degrees below zero and a 
blizzard in New York. I forgot to mention 
Sir Oliver Lodge — thousands have been 
turned away from his lectures after journey- 
ing miles — and America is now in the grip 
of the spook mania. 

My "Collected Poems" have gone into a 
second edition in six weeks, but I suspect 
that Masefield's preface has done this. I can- 
not recover from two shocks I got here — 
these amazing people buy poetry and like at- 
tending lectures. Strange! Would it were 
so in our lovely isle. When you come again 
you must see Mr. Edison Wright's (1202 
Fifth Avenue> collection of books. He wails 
that you were not brought to him — and claims 
the finest black-letter collection. — With kind 
regards, yours sincerely, Cecil Roberts." 



Baedeker's Guides 

Writing to the Editor of the Daily News, 
the authorized English publishers of Baedek- 
er's Guides says: "Again, you refer to 'Bae- 
deker.* May I assure you that 'Baedeker* is 
not lost to us, and has not been during the 
war, when with but few exceptions, we have 
been able to supply nearly all the twenty-seven 
volumes in English.

Effect of Advertising on Costs and 
Merits 

John Sullivan, secretary and treasurer of 
the Association of National Advertisers, in a 
letter to Judge Henry G. Ward, of the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals of New 
York, refutes the statement that advertising 
increases the cost of goods without increas- 
ing their merit. We quote part of Mr. Sul- 
livan's letter from The Fourth Estate: 

"Advertising not only puts into and main- 
tains merit in goods; advertising decreases 
cost of production, cost of selling and the 
selling price. 

"Advertising is simply, as contrasted with 
the individual selling method, a massed sales- 
man. It is the massed marketing method of 
securing the distribution of manufactured 
products. Identification of the goods neces- 
sitates not only high quality, but also stand- 
ardization of quality. 

"Goods which are- advertised must not be 
allowed to vary in quality or drop below a 
standard. And the standard must be high in 
the first instance to enable the goods to se- 
cure a market at all; the advertising of in- 
ferior goods, inferior men, inferior ideas, can- 
not secure permanence of position or circu- 
lation; advertising and truth and quality are 
correlative. 

"In other words, advertising can only work 
successfully on positive lines. It cannot suc- 
ceed if employed for negative purposes. 

"This massed marketing method — advertis- 
ing decreases cost of production, cost of 
selling, and the selling price. 

"Twenty-three years ago a nationally- 
advertised shaving stick was sold in a cheap 
metal leatherette covered box. Twenty-three 
years later, a stick containing twenty per cent 
more soap was being sold in a handsome 
nickel box at the same price. 

"Large-scale production is the consequence 
of securinsr constant output because of se- 
cured or stabilized markets; such markets can 
be created and created rapidly— only by the 
massed marketing method — adv* M "***" M * "

Among the recent purchases of the Ro- 
senbach Company is an autograph letter of 
President Munroe challenging Alexander 
Hamilton to fight a duel. 

Among the books on exhibition recently 
at the Book Corner, 251 Fifth Avenue, was 
a subscriber's copy of the monumental work, 
Gould's "Ornithological Monographs" in 44 
volumes, imperial folio, containing 3.358 
colored illustrations. This is the greatest 
work in existence, in its special field, and 
is seldom met with on this side of the At- 
lantic. 



The dispersal of fare books continues ac- 
tive in England. On May 3 and 4 a remark- 
ably extensive series of books from the libra- 
ry of Jacques Auguste de Thou, the famous 
bibliophile, historian and statesman, with a 
few books notable for their fine bindings, 
including important mosaic bindings by 
Padeloup and Le Mommier and the only 
signed binding by Florimond Badicr known 
to exist in private hands, the property of S. 
R. Christie-Miller, formerly of Britwell 
Court, will be sold at Sotheby's, in London. 
On May 5, 6 and 7, Part I. of early works 
on theology, divinity, etc., from the same 
collection will be sold at the same place. This 
part includes many books from the presses 
of Wynken de Worde and other English 
printers of the sixteenth century. 

A collection of about 150 ship models, ma- 
rine prints and naval paintings consigned 
by Max Williams, art dealer of this city, 
will be sold at the American Art Galleries, 
May 5. The prints cover a very wide range, 
comprising examples by practically all the 
prominent English marine engravers of the 
18th and 19th centuries representing the era 
of Nelson. Rodney and Howe and includ- 
ing a set of "The Battle of the Nile," an- 
other of "The Battle of the Camperdow," 
and several recording the bitter chase of 
slavers. The American prints include "The 
Constitution and the Guerfiere," "The Con- 
stitution and Java," "The Victory on Lake 
Champlain." and "Perry's Exploit on Lake 
Erie." and many relative to the Civil War, 
recounting the gallant deeds of Macdon- 
otigh. Perry. Hull. Stewart, Farragut, De- 
catur and other naval heroes of their day. 

Part III. of the library of Henry F. De 

Puy. consisting of Americana, mainly per- 
taining to the state of New York, was sold 
April 19 and 20 at the Anderson Galleries. 
This part brought $24.645.45 ; the entire col- 
lection S160..338.35, the highest price any li- 
brary or collection has realized in this coun- 
try this season. Many new high records 
have been made and the collection has 
brought much more than generally antici- 
pated. The biRhcst price in this part was 
brought by John Underbill's "Ncwes from 
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Americana; or a New and Experimental Dis- 
covery of New England, containing a True 
Relation of their War-like proceedings these 
two years past, with a Figure of the Indian 
Fort or Palizado," small quarto, levant, Lon- 
don, 1838, $2,225. This book is one of the 
earliest to mention New Netherlands, the 
Dutch Colony. A Revolutionary Orderly 
Book, 36 pp., 8vo, with heavy paper covers, 
kept while Washington was in command at 
Newburgh, brought $430; another Revolu- 
tionary Orderly Book of Lieut. Col. Ely 
Kershaw, Camp at Congaus, March and 
April, 1779, 32 pp. quarto, wrappers, $295. 
This sale has served admirably to demon- 
strate the widespread and active interest in 
rare books, manuscripts, pamphlets and 
broadsides pertaining to American history. 

The sale of the Oscar Wilde collection 
formed by John B. Stetson, Jr., of Elkins 
Park, Pa., and sold at the Anderson Gal- 
leries, April 23, was one of the most spir- 
ited and interesting sales of the season. 
The 473 items brought $46,686, a much larger 
amount than generally expected. The star 
item of the collection proved to be the col- 
lection of twenty-five letters written by 
Wilde to Sir Alfred Douglas, which was 
sold en bloc for $7,900 after a lively contest 
between Gabriel Wells and Dr. A. S. W. 
Rosenbach, the latter finally winning. Dr. 
Rosenbach also bought the original manu- 
script of "The True Value and Function of 
Criticism," 152 pp. folio, for $2,150, and the 
original manuscript of "The Decay of Ly- 
inR." 134 pp. quarto, for $1,525. A few of 
the rarer items, with the prices which they 
brought, were as follows: the original manu- 
script of "Vera; or. the Nihilist," 175 PP- 
quarto. $025; the author's typewritten manu- 
script of "The Picture of Dorian Gray," 
231 PP.. folio, in case, $670: original type- 
written manuscript of "A Good Woman," 
afterwards changed to "Lady Windermere's 
Fan." each act in a separate volume, all in 
a case, $450; original manuscript of 90 stan- 
zas of "The Sphinx," 25 pp., quarto and folio, 
in case, $1350; original manuscript of "The 
Soul Under Socialism." 66 pp., folio, in case, 
$875; original manuscript of Canto III of 
"The Ballad of Reading Goal," 4 pp.. folio, 
with three autograph letters signed by the 
author to Leonard Smithers relating to the 
poem, $600: author's typewritten copy of 
"Lady Lansing." afterwards changed to "The 
Importance of Being Earnest." with cor- 
rections by the author, $500; original manu- 
script of Aot IV of "An Ideal Husband," 34 
pp., quarto and folio, partly in typewriting, 
$500; original manuscript of "Envoi," the 
introduction to "Rose Leaf and Apple Leaf," 
by Sir Rennell Rodd, 40 pp., quarto, $1075; 
original manuscript of the sonnet "On the 
Sale by Auction of Keats' Love Letters," 
mounted and bound with portrait of Keats, 
$450; four autograph letters signed by Whist- 
ler, written to Wilde. $650. F. M. H.

The Publishers' Weekly goes into the mail on Saturday of each week. 
In spite of difficulties in the printing and paper situation, we have been able 
to keep this schedule, with the exception of three large special numbers earlier 
in the spring, when ithe complete printing could not be accomplished till 
Monday. Formerly, this meant delivery in most of the area east of the Mis- 
sissippi on Monday, and proportionately later in other places. Today, un- 
fortunately, the deliveries on second-class mail are not reliable, and we fre- 
quently receive reports that copies are delayed for many days, sometimes two 
issues arriving, finally, in one mail. We are constantly taking this up at 
the post office, but it has been difficult to get any satisfactory remedy, and 
this month the confusion of the railroad situation has made it again difficult 
to make progress. We are sure that our methods of addressing, wrapping 
and delivering at the main post office are in accordance with the best possi- 
ble practice, and we shall continue to try to keep the pressure on the post 
office for elimination of these troubles. 

We shall appreciate specific reports from dealers as to exact time of de- 
livery, especially if these reports can be carried over three or four issues, 
so that generalization can be made.

A Booksellers* Hall of Fame 

IT has been several times suggested that 
there should be some practical method 
adopted for raising the professional stand- 
ards in the book-trade, in order that those 
who took pains to be well grounded in their 
business and fully alive to its possibilities 
might see some concrete recognition of their 
efforts. 

In a paper that aroused considerable dis- 
cussion at a booksellers' convention a few 
years ago, Mr. F. C H. Gibbons, Springfield, 
suggested that the trade adopt an insignia 
which could be placed in the windows of 
such booksellers as proved themselves com- 
petent >to serve the public fully. The difficulty 
has been that there has not been seen any 
practical way of measuring this competence, 
there being no fixed standards, and book- 
selling being so widely diversified, that it was 
difficult to set up standards for one field that 
would be applicable to all, and no one would 
wish to say that the dealer in one field of 
books is more deserving of credit than he in 
the other. 

While this is under discussion and some 
way is being found, there is a possible sug- 
gestion that comes from seeing in the daily 
press the discussion of the selection of new 
names for the Hall of Fame in New York. 
This selection is made every five years, and 
those that are to be added this year are now 
being nominated and voted upon. With the 
plan that is used, there are always names 
well deserving of inclusion whose election 
becomes postponed until another year, because 
of the fact that only a limited number are 
included at a time, but the important thing 
that is gained is nation-wide weighing of what 
really arc our national heroes and leaders, 
and this examination and weighing is in it- 
self invaluable. Could not some similar ex- 
amination be made of the leaders and con- 



tributors to the progress in American book- 
selling? The following plan is suggested: 

In January of each year the Executive Com- 
mittee shall ask from the members of the 
Asociation nominations to an Honorary Fel- 
lowship of Booksellers, which shall be insti- 
tuted under the supervision of the American 
Booksellers' Association. Into this Fellow- 
ship there shall be admitted five men or 
women each year. These shall be people who 
have notably served the public as booksellers 
and the cause of bookselling in any of its 
branches and in any part of the United States. 
With these nominations shall come some in- 
formation as to the reasons for recommend- 
ing their election. 

After these nominations are closed in 
March, the Executive Committee, as is done 
in the Hall of Fame, should send the list of 
names out to the membership, and the mem- 
bers cast their votes as to which five should 
be added to the honorary Fellowship that 
year. Those who receive the highest votes 
shall have their names announced at the May 
Convention, and be presented with certificates 
of their election. If possible, those so hon- 
ored should be present at the Convention by 
arrangement of the Committee, and the pre- 
sentation of certificates be a feature of the 
occasion. 

It would seem as tho there might be sev- 
eral things gained by this. In the first place, 
a worth-while examination of professional 
standards will naturally come from the dis- 
cussion attending such an election. It is likely 
to be found that those names will receive most 
votes that really made the most honorable 
records for sound and progressive booksell- 
ing. Such discussion of what constitutes good 
bookselling will be helpful in itself and a stim- 
ulus to others to better work. The close limit- 
ation of the numbers to be elected each year 
will leave no regrets in the minds of those 
not at first elected, for it would hardly be 
expected that five names would constitute all 
the people whom the trade would love to 
honor, and other years would follow close on. 

It might al-o seem that these certificates 
would lie a matter of justifiable pride to the 
owners, and might in years obtain such value 
as was intended by the store insignia at first 
discussed. All the book-trade is agreed that 
we are ready for a day of higher standards 
in the profession, and it might well be that 
such a v^thod would speed the day. 
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Book Page Editors 

THE distribution of books is so continu- 
ously aided by the publicity that comes 
from the daily press that the character 

of these book pages will steadily increase in 
substantial character and effectiveness. 

There have been several indications lately 
that the newspapers, in spite of their pressure 
for room, have been giving careful thought 
to this feature of their make-up. The New 
York Evening Post, having transferred Royal 
Davis to the regular editorial staff, has 
reached out to the Yale Faculty to obtain 
Henry Seidel Canby as the head of their 
weekly book supplement and other reviews 
and special articles, and as assistant to Mr. 
Canby, William Rose Benet, the poet, has 
been taking active charge of the page until 
the time Mr. Canby can come to New York. 
He will serve as assistant thereafter. 

A notable step forward in the Philadelphia 
area has been made with the coming of Sid- 
ney Williams to the North American as 
literary editor. Mr. Williams made a fine 
name for himself on the Boston Herald as 
a man of fine critical judgment and good 
journalistic sense. He is the author of sev- 
eral books, including "The Reluctant Adam," 
published by Houghton Mifflin Company, and 
"Eastern Window," published by Marshall 
Jones. It can be confidently anticipated that 
the North American book page will prove 
a valuable builder for book-mindedness in 
Philadelphia. 

Much as the book-trade regretted having 
Henry Blackman Sell leave the Chicago Daily 
News, the book page he had made famous, 
they were undoubtedly pleased to see the care 
with which that paper proceeded to fill the 
place with Harry Hansen, he having been 
one of their principal reporters, and the au- 
thor of important articles on the Paris Con- 
ference—articles which led to one of the most 
interesting and human books on the Confer- 
ence: "The Adventures of the Fourteen 

Points." published by the Century Company 
Such changes as these auger well for in- 
creased public interest in books and increased 

prosperity in the book business.

Printing Conditions in New York 

At the invitation of a local organization of 
printers, the United Typothetae made a iur- 
vey of printing plants in New York, in order 
to bring out some general statistics as to con- 
ditions. This survey, which was completed 
the last of March, has brought out some in- 
teresting statistics with regard to the situa- 
tion. 

By the arrangement made, 797 plants were 
examined, and the period of the survey was 
the 12 months ending October 1, 1919, i. e ., 
12 months before the strike. This did not 
include all the plants in the city, as many 
were without any records, and 67 refused to 
give information. The grand totals of the 
tabulation show that these plants had: 



Mechanical pay roll $25,084,390 

Overhead expense 23,751,065 

Material used 29.071,021 

Total cost 77,906,476 

Total sales 79,594,989 

Profit 1,688.513 



2 1/16 per cent profit on the cost of the 
business. 

In these plants there was a mechanical in- 
vestment of $25,635,137. This is an extraor- 
dinarily low margin of profit, and does not 
even compare well with other cities, as with 
Philadelphia's 63/10 per cent. It is a credit 
to the Standard Cost Finding System, as the 
examination shows, that the 56 plants using 
that system made an average profit of 114 
per cent, the other plants showing an aver- 
age profit of 1 per cent. 

The medium size shops have proved the 
most profitable — those doing a business be- 
tween $25,000 and $500,000 a year. Only 9 
of the plants examined were classified as 
printers of books, and this group showed an 
average profit of 14 per cent. The figures of 
expense include an allowance for deprecia- 
tion, investment charges, management sal- 
aries, as well as the other usual items of over- 
head. 

There is little in these figures to indicate 
that the cost of printing is likely to go down. 
Also, the shortage of labor is not likely to be 
met by those in training for the printing and 
binding business. In the composing rooms 
of the firms examined there were 5,044 em- 
ployees, with only 411 apprentices: in the 
press room 7.893 employees and only 219 ap- 
prentices: in the bindery 4,856 employees and 
only 39 apprentices.

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The Most Famous Old Store 
in America 

Everyone who goes to the Philadelphia Con- 
vention in May will make a pilgrimage to 
Leary's. Some may look forward to a first 
visit and be interested to know that Joseph 
Jackson, author of "Market Street, Phila- 
delphia," has written recently a little 
booklet which is partly a history of the 
old store and partly an appreciation of its 
beguiling qualities. With some misgivings lest 
the siren lure the delegates from the very 
meetings, we quote the following: 

Some workers find relief in golf, 
It takes them in the open air. 
Some jump into their cars and off 
They go without a thought or care. 
But when the demon brain fag comes 
And perches on my shoulders, dearies, 
I used to sit and twirl my thumbs — 
Now. I hasten down to Leary's. 
M I was down to Leary's, I went there to 
spend about fifteen cents, but before I got 
thru half the stock I had spent seven dollars 
and forty cents. That's the greatest old book 
store in America. I have only one fault to 
find with it : they should charge an admis- 
sion fee to the store." This was the explan- 
ation given by a New York journalist who had 
been sent to cover a national event a few 
years ago, when he turned up on the assign- 
ment long after the appointed hour. 

I always feel at home there, and so does 
every other visitor; even one who enters its 
doors for the first time. It is precisely like 
a kind of informal literary club, excepting it 
is not exclusive. Professional men of every 
class are encountered there. I have met clergy- 
men, lawyers, authors, judges, college pro- 
fessors, librarians, artists, and doctors there, 
to say nothing of statesmen, lecturers and 
politicians. As might be imagined their tastes 
vary on literary subjects, but their wants al- 
ways appear to be satisfied. 

William A. Leary was in the early twen- 
ties when he decided to set up in business on 
his own account. He came from Maryland 
about 1830, when the business section of the 
city still lingered around Second Street. 
North Second was a rather busy thorofare 
especially on market days, for there was, and 
is, a quaint market shed in the middle of it 
from Fairmont Avenue to Poplar Street. Mr. 
Leary sold a good deal of his wares to mar- 
ket people and their customers. He opened 
a book stall in front of what woukl be now 
230 North Second Street. It was not long 
before young Leary found the stall entirely 
too small to display his increasing stock. He 
leased a whole building at the corner of New 
Street. 

William A. Leary was succeeded by his son, 
William A. Leary, Jr., in 1865, and when the 
latter removed to the corner of Fifth and 
Walnut Streets, in 1868, he employed Edwin 
S. Stuart. In 1874, young Leary died. An 
opportunity to purchase the business pre- 
sented itself, and Edwin S. Stuart succeeded

Leary in 1876. He wisely continued to leave 
the Leary name at the mast head, and the 
store has always been Leary's. 

About this time chance threw in Mr. Stuart's 
way a highly colored copy of a painting by a 
Dusseldorf artist, showing an old bookworm 
rummaging among his bookshelves. The bibli- 
ophile stands rather courageously on the top 
of a step ladder. He has books under his 
arms, books between his knees and is grubbing 
thru an open volume which he holds in his 
hands. There was something striking about 
the picture, and the new owner of Leary's 
thought it would be an appropriate trade- 
mark on the front of his building, so he had a 
painter copy it. That sign has been repainted 
many times during the last forty years, but 
it has always been in front of Leary's. 

In September, 1877, Leary's moved into the 
new store, at Ninth and Market Streets, from 
whose facade stood out boldly the large pic- 
ture of the old bookworm. 

The fourth generation of buyers are now 
going to Leary's to buy their college and 
school text-books. Book hunting becomes a 
pleasant and insidious habit when one becomes 
a frequenter of Leary's. It is the best illum- 
inated bookstore I recall having been in. One 
of the unwritten laws there is that no one is 
to be approached by salesmen offering wares, 
but at all times salesmen are willing to assist 
in a selection or direct a customer to what he 
seeks. This means that the book lover walks 
into the store as freely as he does into his 
own library. He rummages thru the shelves 
for what he wants without let or hindrance. 
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THE SELLING PROCESS

3. CREATING DESIRE 

As in the case of arousing interest, desire 
can be created by two means, viz., words and 
actions. 

Words. First, the sale stalk should adapt 
itself to the customer's suggestions. If the 
customer desires any particular kind of mer- 
chandise the salesman should bring himself 
into line with the customer's ideas; unless, of 
course, the customer's ideas are contrary to 
his own welfare. Even in this latter case, 
however, if the customer is determined to have 
something contrary to what the salesman 
thinks is best, the latter should concede the 
point, always realizing that the customer 
must be satisfied — not the store or its sales- 
men. It is difficult to draw the line where 
the salesman as an expert adviser should end 
and the salesman as a reflector of the custom- 
er's idea should begin, but every salesman 
knows that such a line exists. By the time 
the third step in the selling process is 
reached, the salesman should have discovered 
just what his function is in this respect and 
proceed accordingly. One thing is certain, 
unless the salesman consciously directs his 
course of action at this critical point, the 
talk will become either inflexible, rigid and 
uncompromising, or weak, uncertain and 
lacking in direction. Adapting the talk to the 
customer's suggestions is necessary, but it can 
be Overdone thereby robbing the salesman of 
the initiative. 

Second, desire will be created if new ideas 
are supplied as rapidly as they can be utilized 
by the customer. If a pot of boiling wajer 
receives no additional water, it will burn dry; 
while if water is added at a faster rate than 
evaporation takes place, the pot will over- 
flow. The same is true of customers who are 
at the boiling point of desire. New ideas 
must be added as fast as they can be assimi- 
lated, but no faster. If new ideas are not 
given to the customer as quickly as the old 
ones are absorbed, his mind will regain its 
freedom and go into realms of its own se- 
lection. In other words, the customer's think- 
ing has ceased to be directed, and when 
this happens the salesman has lost control 
of the situation. Whether or not the former 
tactical advantage can be regained depends 
on the ability of the salesman to redirect 
the customer's thought along lines most ad- 
vantageous for the creation of desire. On 
the other hand, if new ideas are introduced 
before the old ones have been assimilated, 
the customer has mental indigestion and 
rapidly loses interest in what the salesman 



is saying. If the customer is observed close- 
ly at this point in the selling process, it will 
be quite evident when ideas have taken ef- 
fect and when they have not 

Third, questions should be answered read- 
ily. If there is any hesitancy in answering 
questions the customer's confidence is 
shaken, and it is difficult to regain it at this 
point in the sale. Friction or inability of 
any kind are especially conspicuous when the 
salesman is gathering momentum for the 
closing. A complete knowledge of the goods 
is necessary to create desire. No matter 
what the customer wants to know the infor- 
mation should be given if asked for. Sales- 
men cannot afford to be found wanting in 
this respect for the simple reasons that this 
knowledge is of incalculable value and can 
readily be acquired. 

Fourth, objections should be anticipated. 
Objections are doubly effective when ex- 
pressed during the last stage of the selling 
process, even though they are adequately 
answered. When objections are met before 
they are expressed they lose their force and 
act in no way to lessen desire but rather to 
increase it. It is no doubt difficult to anti- 
cipate all objections during any one sale but 
there is no sale in which some objections 
cannot be forestalled. The strength of the 
salestalk is increased in proportion to the 
number of objections anticipated. In order 
to be sure of forestalling some objections 
the salesman can make a study of the most 
commonly expressed objections to certain 
lines of books and how they may best be 
answered. The results of this analysis may 
then be incorporated into the salestalk which 
will become capable of removing the hidden 
objections in a large percentage of cases. 

Fifth, the most vital selling points should 
be used. One or two of these should have 
been used previously in arousing interest, 
but now these should be emphasized again 
and enlarged upon. Also, new vital selling 
points must be presented. Whatever may be 
said to make the customer want the book 
should now be disclosed. Glittering gener- 
alities have no place here. The outstanding 
features of the books should be made to 
dominate the customer's mind to the exclu- 
sion of every competing idea. These must 
then be related to the customer; they are of 
little use unless connected up with needs. 

Sixth, other purchasers' opinions should 
be cited. Have other people, including the 
salesman, read the book? _ What have they 
to say regarding it? Sometimes it is not dip- 
lomacy for the salesman to tell the customer 
that he has read certain books himself and 
likes them, because some customers don't 
want to follow that salesman's lead. On the 
other hand, salesmen often feel that they 
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have won the customer's confidence and re- 
spect and may strengthen their case by re- 
ferring to themselves. Whether or not the 
-salesman's personal opinion is referred to 
must depend upon the type of customer and 
related circumstances. Other customer's 
opinions may be advanced without the dan- 
ger that attends the salesman's own experi- 
ence, but even here care must be taken in 
using people's names. If the people referred 
to are held in high esteem by the customer, 
well and good, but if such is not the case 
great harm may be done by quoting them. 
Citing other_ customer's opinions is valuable, 
not only because it substantiates the claims 
of the salesman but also because it appeals 
to the instinct of imitation. 

Seventh, the opinions of publishers or re- 
viewers should be used. Sometimes educat- 
ors, public men and women and others have 
expressed opinions that are of convincing 
character. If this fact is brought to the 
attention of the customer his desire for the 
book is created, because he feels that the 
merit of the book is universally accepted and 
is greater than he had anticipated. The cre- 
ation of this new element of value freshens 
the talk and helps to construct a conception 
of value that is commensurate with price. 

Eighth, getting the customer to agree with 
the salesman is an effective means of creat- 
ing desire. If the customer agrees once it 
is easier for him to agree again. On the 
other hand, if the salesman encourages ar- 
gument the possibility of increasing opposi- 
tion is augmented. Adtion tends to take 
place along the lines of agreement; so if 
enough agreement can be induced opposition 
is eliminated and action appropriate to rea- 
son ensues. Asking a customer his opinion 
of the authors often brings words of praise 
which react on him, making him enthusias- 
tic for the book. A sale doesn't "grow" like 
Topsy ; k is built up by conscious effort with 
positive elements such as agreement. 

Actions. First, the right number of books 
should be shown. In selling fiction the tend- 
ency is to show too much. The customer is 
overcome By the extensive array and wide 
variety of titles and has difficulty in concen- 
trating his attention on any one item. In 
the case of standard books oftentimes no* 
enough are shown. The customer feels that 
the salesman is not willing to go to the trou- 
ble of bringing out and displaying a variety 
of editions. There is a happy mean between 
these two extremes. Like ideas, no more 
stock should be exhibited than can be readily 
observed and assimilated. The customer 
must be able to note and remember the per- 
tinent points of each item, otherwise accu- 
rate comparisons are Impossible. If too few 
titles are displayed the customer soon assi- 
milates tfieir points and becomes uneasy. 
His interest does not develop into desire un- 
less his appetite for seeing is satisfied. By 
careful observation of the customer, a correct 
number of titles can be shown. 

Second, comparison with other volumes. 



,This comparison should reveal the points of 
superiority. Without "knocking" lower 
priced editions, or books of competitors, the 
salesman may show exactly wherein the edi- 
tions shown contain more value for the price 
Examination often reveals excellence better 
than words. Thus, if a customer handles a 
real morocco Bible and then a cheap leather 
one, the superiority of one over the other is 
easily felt. A desire for the better article is 
created whether or not the customer can af- 
ford to pay the higher price. Again, if the 
customer can be made to realize that a cer- 
tain mail-order set, while it looks similar 
to one in the store, is cheaper because it is 
carelessly printed, the salesman has given a 
reason for_ the higher price of his set and 
demonstrated its superiority at the same 
time. Unfortunately, too often the salesman 
does not know the true character of com- 
petitors' books and therefore cannot speak 
with authority. It means nothing for the 
salesman 'fo say that he thinks his set is 
better; he has to know and explain his 
knowledge before opposition in the custom- 
er's mind "is broken down and desire cre- 
ated. 

Third, the more of the senses that are ap- 
pealed to, the more efficient is the talk m 
creating desire. The only means of approach 
to the brain is thru the senses. If the sales- 
man can work out sense appeals for things 
he sells, appeals to the eye and hand as 
well as to the reason, the greater will be the 
possibility of getting people to desire books. 
Much yet remains to be done in this field. 

Caldecott and Kate Greenamay at the 
Grolicr Club 

There will be until May 22 at the Grolicr 
Club an exhibition of the work of Randolph 
Caldecott and Kate Greenaway. The exhibi- 
tion will be free to the public every day except 
Sunday from 10 A. M. until 6. P. M. The 
exhibition is one that will be welcomed by 
those who delight in the pure fun of Ran- 
dolph Caldecott and the graceful little figures 
drawn by Kate Greenaway, two artists whose 
names are dear to all who love childhood. 
It has been said that Caldecott drew to amuse 
the children (incidentally the grown-ups, too), 
while Miss Greenaway drew the children 
themselves, and here they are at the Grolier 
Club the quaint little figures that set the styles 
of children for two continents — at work and 
at play, skipping over the sunny fields, and 
drinking tea in sedate gardens — thousands of 
tiny figures each with an individuality of its 
own. and all as fresh as when they captured 
the hearts of earlier generations of children. 

Technically, the exhibition has great interest 
from the point of view of the color printer. 
• as both Caldecott and Miss Greenaway were 
fortunate in having as their interpreter Ed- 
mund Evans, who had brought color-printing 
by means of wood blocks to a remarkable 
point of excellence. 
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Annual General Meeting of the Pub- 
lishers Association of Great 
Britain and Ireland 

The Publishers' Circular, in its issue of 
April 10, gives an account of the annual gen- 
eral meeting of the Publishers' Association 
at Stationers' Hall on Wednesday, March 31. 
In proposing the adoption of the report, the 
president, Mr. Humphrey Milford, said that 
only a very few remarks were necessary from 
him : 

With reference to the question of the dis- 
tribution of British books abroad, the Ex- 
port Agency Committee had held eight meet- 
ings under the Chairmanship of Mr. G. S. 
Williams. Altho the Committee did not suc- 
ceed in the scheme for setting up a centralized 
distributing house in this country, yet it had 
done very good work. The scheme fell thru, 
owing to the refusal of a Government grant 
and the lack of sufficient financial support in 
the trade; but the Export Agency Committee, 
which met eight times during the year, has 
had before it numerous proposals from va- 
rious firms both here and on the Continent, 
for the better distribution of British books 
abroad. Details have been published in the 
Members' Circular. 

The proposed Classified Monthly List of 
British publications has also had to be de- 
ferred in view of the high cost of production 
and the difficulties in the way of exporting 
books owing to the adverse exchange in many 
countries. 

The restrictions on the import of books 
into France have been removed. 

The Committee had had several interviews 
with a representative of the firm of Wm. 
Dawson & Sons, Ltd.. and a scheme had been 
arranged which will help a good deal in the 
sale of British books abroad. The Com- 
mittee had also had an interview with a rep- 
tesentative <>f Messrs. W. H. Smith & Son, 
who were intending to commence business on 
a large scale in Brussels, but it was impos- 
sible to open branches abroad at the present 
time owing to the lamentable state of the 
foreign exchanges. 

During the year the Association had held 
two conferences with the Associated Book- 
sellers. The first did not result in any actual 
decision— in fact, it was not meant to, but 
meetings of that sort, where they met one 
another round a table and interchanged views, 
did a great deal of good, altho no definite 
decisions might be arrived at The second 
conference, on the question of trade terms 
to school book shops, resulted in an inquiry 
form being definitely adopted. The question 
arose owing to the very frequent applications 
the Council were receiving from schools and 
other educational authorities asking to be rec- 
ognized as book shops. The applications be- 
came so frequent and «o difficult to deal with 
that the Council decided that the best thing 
would be to agree upon a principle which they 
could apply to the cases which came before 



them. The booksellers quite approved of 
what they had done in the matter. 

The election of officers resulted as follows: 
President, Mr. Humphrey Milford; Vice- 
President, Mr. W. Meredith ; Treasurer, Mr. 
C. F. Clay. 



America's Share in World Production 

A recent pamphlet issued by the National 
City Bank contains an interesting article and 
a table which show America's share in the 
world's productivity. 

"The productive power of the people of 
this country is greater than that of the peo- 
ple of any other country, mainly because in- 
dustry in this country works by superior 
methods and with superior mechanical equip- 
ment, and under greater incentive to indiv- 
idual exertion. The investment of capital 
is larger in the industries of this country, 
and the share of the work done by machinery 
is larger, than in other countries. 

"The country nearest to the United States 
in this respect has been England, but before 
the war England was far behind. 

"In 1913 there were published in The Lon- 
don Times and other English periodicals 
tables compiled from the British Census of 
Production (1907) and the American census 
of 1909, showing the total annual production, 
the number of wage-earners, the horse-power 
employed, and the annual value per wage- 
earner in 26 leading manufacturers. Values 
are converted at $5 to the pound sterling. 

"The superiority of the United States in 
power equipment means a greater capital in- 
vestment in the industries, and this accounts 
for the greater volume of product. It ha> 
resulted in a more abundant supply of all the 
comforts of life, higher wages and a larger 
and more widespread distribution and con- 
sumption than exists in any other country. 
These results are all related to each other, 
so that as production increases they all in- 
crease m corresponding degree. If all the 
forces that are working to embarrass and 
restrict production in this country were turned 
over to assist it, it is probably not too much 
to say that the results obtained might com- 
pare with present results as favorably as 
results in the United States have compared 
with results in England." 

A comparison of the productivity of the 
British and American paper and printing 
trades shows the following comparisons : 

Paper Production — Production in dollars 
per annum: British, $68,105,000; American. 
$267,655,000. Horse-power per wage-earner: 
British. 4.201; American, 15.846. Value pro- 
duced in dollars per wage-earner per annum : 
British, $1,650; American, $3,525. 

Printing and Publishing Production — Pro- 
duction in dollars per annum : British. $67,- 
740,000; American, $738.78>,ooo. Horse- 
power per wage-earner: British. 1.133 : Ameri- 
can, 1.154. Value produced in dollars oer 
wage-earner per annum: British. $1,980; 
American, $2,860. 
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Book-Buying and Education 

R F. HamiU 

America is a nation of readers, not of 
books, but of periodicals. Out of the six 
hundred pieces of reading matter that enter 
the average American home annually only 
one is a book. 

This is pleasant news for publishers of 
periodicals, but book publishers may well 
feel dissatisfied with these approximate fig- 
ures. The past few years have seen an in- 
crease in book-buying in this country, a very 
material increase; but during the same time 
the sale of periodicals has increased at a 
much greater rate. Even the printers' strike 
did little to impede the steady output of 
magazines, most of them with steadily in- 
creasing circulation. 

Of course some books sell well. Books by 
nationally advertised authors have had re- 
markable sales during the years just preced- 
ing the war and after. During the war near- 
ly any book with a theme in some way re- 
lated to the great conflict was sure of a good 
sale. But it is not with these isolated exam- 
ples that book publishers and book lovers 
have to deal. We look forward to the time 
when books will sell, and sell well, on intrin- 
sic merit alone. 

If a book publisher could mingle for a time 
with the boys and girls and men and women 
in the schools of our country he would learn 
much that would surprise and enlighten him. 
In the first place he would meet with an ap- 
palling ignorance of present day literature. 
In colleges and universities he would find 
that on the whole the student body was fairly 
well acquainted with modern novelists and 
with a few modern poets. 

But the majority of men and women in 
this country do not reach the college or 
university. It is in the high schools that 
education is needed. And it is here that 
our book publisher would be shocked to find 
little or no familiarity with present day 
writers. The high school student is fairly 
well grounded in the literature of England 
and America— but his studies have carried 
him, in most cases, no further than the 
middle of the nineteenth century. Of pres- 
ent day authors he knows very little. Har- 
old Bell Wright he mav know, and he may 
have read books by other popular authors ; 
hut of the many other novelists and poets 
of the day he has no knowledge. 

The secondary education of the present 
dav may enable one to "hold high converse 
with the noble dead." but it does not re- 
sult in a love of present day literature. The 
hypercritical may claim that this is a vir- 
tue rather than a fault in our school sys- 
tem, but surely such is not the case. 

There are many reasons for this state of 
affairs in education. Chief among them is 
the modem idea of specialization in educa- 
tion. The specialist studies very little that 
does not directly educate him in his chosen 



profession. The well rounded education of 
our fathers is gradually giving way to this 
form. 

Whatever the cause it is certain that 
methods of instruction in literature have 
much to do with the comparatively small 
distribution of present day books. It would 
be well for publishers and those interested 
in the literature of our own times to pon- 
der this question of the teaching of modern 
literature. 



Beware of W aste Paper Sharks 

For some months past a number of houses 
in the trade in New York have been victimized 
by two concerns that deal in waste paper, and 
the trade is therefore warned against having 
any relations with the American Paper Stock 
Company, L. Manzione, at 226 West 30th 
Street, or the North Paper Stock Company, 
operated by his brother, Tony Manzione, at 
the same address. These people have been 
sending out postal card notices to the trade 
generally offering to buy old books, magazines, 
waste paper, etc., at prices considerably above 
the ordinary market prices. As a result quite 
a number of dealers have sold quantities of 
such material, but invariably have not suc- 
ceeded in getting payment. 

The postals give the main address of tht 
first mentioned as 549 First Avenue, and arc 
signed by H. Brown ; but inquiry shows that 
the concern has not been at that address for 
more than six months. The telephone num- 
ber, Chelsea 1723, given on the card is th* 
correct telephone for the address at 226 West 
30th Street. The usual method of dealing is 
to arrange over the 'phone for their truckman 
to call for the material sold. Reliance is 
placed upon their promise to send check, 
which is never forthcoming. The matter has 
been placed in the hands of the federal as 
well as the police authorities.

Parcel Post for Switzerland 

The following announcement is made by 
the Post Office Department: 

••Commencing May 1, parcel-post packages, 
ordinary and registered, for Switzerland, will 
be accepted up to a weight limit of 1 1 
pounds, packages not to be nailed or sealed, 
but if fastened with locks to be accompanied 
by necessary keys. 

"Packages will be transmitted by the way 
of Germany, and for each package accepted 
there will be a transit charge of 10 cents, to 
be paid by postage stamps affixed to the 
wrappers, in addition to the stamps neces- 
sary to pay the postage, at the rate of 12 
cents a pound or fraction of a pound. 

"Pending the receipt of a list of articles 
prohibited transmission in the parcel post 
for Switzerland, postmasters will refuse to 
accept foodstuffs of a perishable nature."

coal. $12; gas. $5; household expenses, (food) 
$40; personal expenses, $11; aggregating tn 
all $103 His family consists of a wife and 
two small children. This is an absolute fact 
and not fiction. How is he going to face the 
awful future? What are we going to do 
about it? Accept a job, perhaps, in the street- 
cleaning department. In the days to come a 
business of intelligent bookselling will melt 
away as a lost art.

Thomas Y. Crowell Company has disposed 
of the bindery which has been operated by 
it for many years. The change was made 
to clear the way for important extensions in 
the publishing business and to relieve it 
of dual responsibilities. The machinery of the 
bindery and the lease of three upper floors of 
the building at 426-28 West Broadway, have 
been taken over by an independent corporation 
under the name of the McNamee Book Bind- 
ing Company, Inc. of which James T. Mc- 
Namee, formerly superintendent of the bind- 
ery of Harper & Brothers, is the president. 
Associated with him as officers are Frederick 
S. rioppin, vice-president, and Edward S. 
Blackwell, secretary and treasurer. This sepa- 
ration of the two departments gives a free 
field to each for independent development with- 
out interlocking interests. 

The founder of the house, Thomas Y. 
Crowell, began his business career as a trade 
bookbinder in Boston, about fifty years ago. 
His entrance into book publishing was due to 
the financial troubles of a customer, which led 
to his taking over the plates of a series of 
poets and a few juveniles. From this small 
beginning the business grew rapidly, and in 
time was transferred to New York.

Obituary Notes 

Robert J. Belford, of the former publishing 
house of Belford, Clarke & Co., died in Los 
Angeles, Cal., where he had been living for 
the past twenty years. He is one of the bril- 
liant and enterprising group of Canadians 
who came into the States for wider fields to 
conquer during the seventies. When his broth- 
er, Alexander, the senior member of the firm of 
Belford, Clarke & Co.. left Toronto in 1876 
to locate in Chicago, Robert remained to con- 
tinue their business, reprinting the Fortnight 
Review and London Society and continuing 
Belford' s Magazine, which subsequently came 
to New York. In Chicago the firm made great 
strides, and early in the eighties it opened 
an office in New York, of which Robert took 
charge. It was his brother who introduced 
many innovations in book distribution during 
this period, establishing book stalls in depart- 
ment stores, opening temporary stores in small 
towns to "hippodrome," as Alick expressed it, 
"tail ends" and "plugs." After the firm met 
financial reverses in 1809 Robert settled in 
Los Angeles as an editor and publisher. He 
was born in Canada about sixty years ago, 
and was the last of three brothers whose 
activities formed a most fascinating chapter 
in the history of the book trrfde of the last 
quarter of the nineteenth century. 

William Tompson Price, nationally known 
as an authority on play construction and au- 
thor of several books on that subject, died 
May 3. Mr. Price was born in Jefferson 
County. Ky., and at the beginning of the 
Civil War ran away from home and joined 
the Confederate forces. When the war was 
over he returned home, finished his elementary 
schooling and then departed for Leipsic and 
Berlin, attending the universities there. He 
returned to this country, and in 1875 got a 
job on the Courier-Journal, Louisville, Ky., 
as dramatic critic He worked on that paper 
for five years, and then came to New York, 
where he did editorial work on several news- 
papers. Later he became dramatic critic of 
the then New York Star and play reader for 
A. M. Palmer in 1886 and for Harrison Grey 
Fiske in 1901. During the same year he 
foinr1"d the American School of Playwriting. 
which is now located at 1440 Broadway, and 
later edited The American Playwright, a 
monthly magazine. He was the author of 
"The Technique of the Drama"; "The An- 
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alysis of Play Construction" and "Dramatic 
Principle." 

Samuel Gabriel, head of the house of 
Samuel Gabriel, Sons & Company, New York, 
died suddenly at the New Rochelle Hospital 
on April 28. He had recently removed to his 
new home in that city. Mr. Gabriel who was 
sixty-three years old, was for many years the 
manager of a sales force of Raphael Tuck & 
Sons, American Agency. About fifteen years 
ago he severed his connections with that 
house and started in business for himself 
in the same field of publishing activities. He 
is survived by his widow and three sons, 
Arthur, Bertram and Gilbert.

New editions of Dante's "De Vulgare Elo- 
quentia" and "De Monarch^" have been re- 
cently printed in London from newly discov- 
ered manuscripts of the fourteenth century. 

Part II. of the library of the late Buxton 
Forman, English author and editor, was sold 
at the Anderson Galleries April 26, 27 and 28,, 
bringing $21,865.50 and making a grand total 
of $172,300, the highest price any collection 
has brought on this side of the Atlantic this 
season. The prices, as in Part I., were high 
altho many of the books were of ordinary 
library interest. 

A catalog of Maggs Brothers, of London, 
just received, lists a set of the Kelmscott 
Press books at £1,200. Not only are the Kelm- 
scott publications bringing high prices but all 
of the best publications of all of the private 
presses and the book clubs are in active de- 
mand if the prices which they are bringing at 
auction and in dealers' catalogs are a fair 
indication. 

_ The late Theodore N. Vail, president of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph Company, 
notwithstanding his various business interests 
and other lines of activity, was a great reader 
and book collector as well. The most import- 
ant new books went directly to his library table 
as soon as they were published. He was inter- 
ested in every phase of American life, develop- 
ment and history, and he owned an extensive 
collection of rare Americana, purchased largely 
thru the late George D. Smith. 

It now appears that there is another copy of 
the excessively rare first edition of Lamb's 
"Rosamond Gray," with the original Birming- 
ham imprint, in this country. It is owned by 
J. A. Spoor, of Chicago, and was purchased 
at Hodgson's, in London, in 1006. for £12.;. 
It is entirely uncut, in original boards, with 
sides covered with blue paper and the l>ack 
with drab paper, and has the orginal blank leaf 
at the end necessary to complete the first signa- 
ture, which appears to have been lacking in the 
Wallace copy. 

The discovery of a new and important Brad- 
ford imprint is reported from Schenectady. 
It appears to he an unknown imprint bearing 
the title "The Younj? Man's Companion." pub- 
xr r y William and Andrew Bradford, in 
New York, in 1710. This is also said to be 
the first known book to bear the names of both 
William and Andrew Bradford as printers, 
and, for this reason, it will be eagerly sought 
by collectors and institutions interested in 
early American printing. Its owner, it is said, 
asks $2,000 for it. 

A practically unknown factor, but certainly 
one of the greatest importance, is the verv 
heavy importation of rare books this season. 
These have come from several sources: larg* 
auction purchases at English auctions; numer- 
ous direct purchases from English catalogs 
widely circulated among American dealers and 
collectors; and very heavy trade purchases. 
There has never been as manv heavy trade 
transactions, in the same length of time, as 
during the last six months. The importation 
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of rare books during this period has undoubt- 
edly been larger than all the sales at auction 
on this side of the Atlantic this season. 

The library of the late Edwin B. Holden, 
of this city, at one time president of the Gro- 
Iier Club, was sold at the American Art Gal- 
leries, in seven sessions, April 28, 29, 30, and 
May 1. The entire collection, consisting of 
1,789 items, brought $85,217. The sale as a 
whole was successful, many of the rarer items 
brir.ging high prices. One notable feature of 
the sale was the very high prices which first 
editions of Kipling and Stevenson brought. A' 
few items and the prices which they brought 
were the following: Francesco Colonna's 
"Hyperotomachia Polyphili ubi omnia non nisi 
somnium esse docet," etc., folio.

At a sale a few weeks ago at Hodgson's, 
m London, the Kelmscott Chaucer brought

Nowhere," in Dove's binding, £30; "Nature 
of Gothic," £22; "Utopia," £20; Shakespeare's 
"Poems," £20; 'Herrick's "Poems," £25 ios.: 
and "Well at the World's End," £27. These 
figures indicate that the Kelmscott publica- 
tions, which for a long period sold for low 
prices, have more than recovered all lost 
ground. 

Two sales took place at the Anderson 
Galleries this week. The first includes the 
library of Amos L, Warner, of Duluth, 
Minn., with selections from the libraries of 
George W. Brown, of New York; Cordelia 
T. Baker, of St. Louis, and Eliza R. Scid- 
more, of Washington, and were sold on 
May 3 and 4. These collections contain 
much valuable material consisting of finely 
bound sets of standard authors, collected 
sets of first editions, Americana, rare first 
editions of various periods, publications of 
the Grolier Club and desirable general mis- 
cellaneous books. The second sale consists 
of Part II. of the library of the late Charles 
L. F. Robinson, of Hartford, Conn., and 
were sold on May 5 a °d 6. This library 
is composed largely of Americana and gen- 
eral library books. There is an interesting 
collection of early editions of Walton's 
"Angler" beginning with a good copy of the 
scarce fourth edition and including many of 
the best editions of the last century. 

Herschel V. Jones,, of Minneapolis, whose 
collection was sold last year at the Ander- 
son Galleries for nearly $400,000, is at work 
again. This time he is making a collection 
much smaller in numbers, having limited 
himself to one hundred items in the narrow 
field of primitive drama. As he planned in 
his first collection to make his 2,000 volumes 
form a collection of the world's great litera- 
ture with a historic back ground, so his pres- 
ent desire is to have the same historic back 
ground for the drama.

It is expected to start in September a Religious Book List 
of similar character. The Book Review and the Books of the Month are 
enterprises in this same field of trade economy, and those publishers who have 
not felt assured that distributed circulars receive proper distribution can feel 
certain that their advertising in the attractive form in which it, is issued w these

"L'Atlantide — The Mystery of Atlas" by 
Pierre Benoit won this year's "Grand Prix du 
Roman," a prize of 5000 francs offered by the 
French Academy. The novel has been trans- 
lated by Mary C Tongue and is published 
in this country by Dufheld & Co. It is an 
adventure story set in the unknown moun- 
tains of the Sahara Desert. 

This GLIMPSE of Margaret Widdemer and 
her husband Robert Haven Schaufflcr in the 
open is a proof that the versatility of this 
couple is not wholly confined to literary pur- 
suits. Perhaps it explains, too, the quantity 
and quality of their output. Nineteen hun- 
dred and twenty will see the publication of 
three of Mrs. Schaufflcr's books, each of a 
different type: her "The Board Walk." a 
novel portraying all the year round life in an 
Atlantic coast resort; "The Haunted Hour." 
an anthology of poems relating to the return 
of spirits to earth: and "I've Married Mar- 
gery." the story of the re-winning of a war 
bride to be issued by her publishers, Harcourt, 
Brace & Howe in August. Mr. Schaufflcr. 
who has perhaps been most widely known as 
a poet, is bringing out "Fiddler's Luck" 
(Houghton Mifflin), which is a partly fictiti- 
ous musical autobiography written with humor 
and containing a thread of love story. 

If you cannot help celebrate the Tercen- 
tenary of the Landing of the Pilgrim fathers 
at Plymouth this summer, the next best thing 
is to read some of the books which the event 
has called forth. Mary Caroline Crawford 
has written a very readable history of the 
Plymouth colony in "Tn the Days of the 
Pilgrim Fathers" (Little. Brown & Co.). The 
book will also serve as a visitor's guide to 
Plymouth landmarks and treasures of the 
past. Other books of interest in this con- 
nection are Agnes Edwards' "The Old Coast 
Road from Boston to Plymouth" (Houghton 
Mifflin) and a reissue of John Abbott Good- 
win's "The Pilgrim Republic" (Houghton 
Mifflin). 

J. D. Beresford has a new novel "The Im- 
perfect Mother" (Macmillan), the story of a 
young man whose problem was to decide be- 
tween his mother and the woman he loved. 

Nancy is a humanitarian and an advocate 
of the balanced ration theory. She wants to 
run an efficiency tea-room where the anemic 
shop girl may have blood-making lunches, 
and the red-faced, heavy-necked man about 
town dinners that he can digest without effort 



or exercise. Ethel M. Kelly in an amusing 
story brightly tells Nancy's experiences with 
her "The Outside Inn" (Babbs-Merrill) 
which, by the way, they say may be actually 
found in New York City, altho one is ad- 
vised to seek it under a different name. 

"A Critic in Pall Mali." (Putnam) is es- 
sentially a new book by Oscar Wilde. The 
material has been gathered from the I'all MaR 
Gazette and many other sources and has

never before been printed in book form. Most 
of the material is not as embroidered as much 
of Wilde's work was, but it has the sim- 
plicity, direct energy, and astonishing com- 
mand of language that always characterized 
the author. The London Times' Literary 
Supplement in commenting on the book says: 
"This pleasant chatter on subjects as diverse 
as cookery, lace embroidery, Henley's poems, 
and Pater's prose, cannot fail, as ever, to 
entertain with a luxurious sense of vast, in- 
timate and eloquent comprehension. 1 

If you want to know Ireland as it is and 
was, you will learn more from E. (F. Som- 
erville's and Martin Ross's "Mount Music" 
(Longmans) than from any number of guide 
books or histories. It is a tale of Ireland in 
the transition beginning early in the late 
"eighties" and ending early in this century. 
The hero, a landlord of the old regime, is 
but one of the types of Irish country life por- 
trayed. 
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The title "Sailor Girl" (Appleton) in- 
vites one to a voyage of adventure and ro- 
mance on the China seas. The girl of Fred- 
erick F. Moore's novel, from a life of lux- 
ury in California, is suddenly precipitated into 
a wild melee of treachery, piracy and double 
dealing on the high seas.

It is this mystery that 
Lee Thayer, author of "The Mystery of the 
Thirteenth Floor" develops in "The Un- 
latched Door" (Century). 

Ik the proof of the pudding is in the eat- 
ing, in what is the proof of the cook book? 
A conscientious reviewer answered this riddle 
in regard to a popular book of recipes which 
has recently been taken over by the A. L. 
Burt Co. A few months after having re- 
viewed Louise Bennett Weaver's and Helen 
Cowles LeCron's "A Thousand Ways to 
Please a Husband ; with Bettina's Best 
Recipes," she wrote, "I didn't say half enough 
before: I have now cooked practically thru 
that book and can vouch personally for its 
recipes." Bettina's book is not made up 
merely of "collected recipes" enlivened with 
photographs of joints of meat and correctly 
set tables. It is the account of the life and 
adventures of Bettina and her Bob who sailed 
merrily into the complexities of housekeep- 
ing one June. It is recommended as excel- 
lent "summer reading" for other June brides. 

Nineteen hundred and twenty seems 
to have been marked for the first-novel 
authors' very own. One publishing house 
alone, the George H. Doran Co.. be- 
lieves that it has made an unusual number 
of discoveries. Among these is James E. 
Agate whose "Responsibility" is a life story 
concerned with what the author calls "the 
slur of illegitimacy." the slur not on the child 
but on the father. Another is Virginia Woolf 
who makes her how with a brilliantly written 
story of a group of people on an ocean 
voyage, a story to be read slowly and to be 
enjoyed for its humor. Alec Waugh, an offi- 
cer during the war who embodied his experi- 
ences in a German prison in a war book, "The 
Prisoners of Mainz" has written his first 
novel in "The Loom of Youth," the revelation 
of the inner life of a young man. Then of 
course there is the author of the delightful 
and "Invincible Minnie" whose previous pub- 
lications had been limited to a cat story and 
one moral tale in a magazine. Margaret Cul- 
kin Banning's first book is "This Marrying," 
a novel of popular type, and Margaret Pedler 
appears for the first time before an American 
audience with "The Hermit of Far End." a 
romantic story which suggests "The Rosary." 

The Boston Transcript suggests the fol- 
lowing as the Brownies' ticket in the coining 
flection: For President: Attorney General 
Palmer; for Vice-President: Governor Cox. 
The Century Co. acknowledges with thanks 
this left-handed compliment to Palmer-Cox. 
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Of his biography of the founder of the 
Salvation Army, "The Life of General Wil- 
liam Booth" (Macmillan). Harold Bcghic 
says: "Those who read these two volumes 
will find that they are the story of as valiant 
a spirit as ever lived. They will find that his 
courage was called upon to face fearful is- 
sues in boyhood, that his early manhood was 
almost broken by its load of poverty and 
neglect. And finally they will see him a mild 
and beautiful patriarch, hailed by huzzaing 
millions in every quarter of the globe, enter- 
tained by monarchs. adored by his vast army, 
and neither bitter nor puffed up, but weep- 
ing in secret over the sufferings of children.'" 

That the world-wide ascendency of the 
white race, apparently so unshakable, is in 
reality threatened by the colored races is 
the thesis of Lothrop Stoddard's "The Ris- 
ing Tide of Color" (Scribner). Mr. Stod- 
dard shows that the colored races arc increas- 
ing enormously beyond the increase of the 
whites : that they entertain a common dislike 
for white domination — in many regions an 
active hatred — and that they now show a ten- 
dency to overflow their boundaries and to ex- 
pand into white areas. The book is an ap- 
peal to white solidarity, a condemnation of 
such wars as the great one just ended which 
so frightfully weaken the race. 

In his latest book the author of "The 
Blazed Trail" takes us back to his favorite 
locale, the Southwest, the time and place of 
"Arizona Nights." Indeed. "The Killer" 
CDoubleday, Page) is in Arizona night of 
the late '00s when the cowpunchers packed 
guns, when law was more in the hands of the 
individual than in those of the sheriff, and 
before the wide, cattle country had been 
circled and brought within small limits by 
fences and the ubiquitous Ford. Beside "The 
Killer" there are half a dozen other shorter 
stories, some pure fiction and others written 
in the distinctive essay style of which Stewart 
Edward White is a master. 

A story which harks back to an earlier 
age and race is "Anona of the Moundbuilders" 
(Progressive Publishers) by J. Clarence 
Marple and Albert Nelson Dennis. The facts 
concerning the oldest known inhabitants of 
North America which form the background 
of the story represent eighteen years of study 
and research. The second author is also 
bringing out with the same publishers a novel 
in an entirely different vein, a story dealing 
with the relation of capital and labor in the 
coal field districts. "Pleasant Valley." 



Thf. wonderful ape-mati. the hero of so 
many adventures, is again the ccntril figure in 
Edgar Rice Burroughs' new jungle tale "Tar- 
zan the Untamed" (McClurg). This latest 
volume of the series places the jungle-child in 
still more appalling situations. 

- If you have an important engagement pend- 
ing do not begin Richard Washburn Child's 
"The Vanishing Men" (Dutton) for it is war- 
ranted to have the unlay-down-able quality. 
There is a beautiful woman in the tale whom 
three men want to marry. What becomes of 
these three, who one after the other mysteri- 
ously disappear, makes the enigma. 

"Holy Fire and Other Stories" (I-ane) is 
a medley of tales grave, gay, humorous and 
serious by Ida A. R. Wylie. The title story 
is laid in Russia as in the author's powerful 
novel "Towards Morning." but most of the 
stories have an English setting. Among other 
novels with English backgrounds published by 
the same house are a new Muriel Hine story, 
"The Breathless Moment." the romance of a 
penniless girl and a young married man ; and 
"Temperament" by Dolf Wyllarde. a love 
story which is said to be akin to the author's 
well known novel, "The Story of Eden."

At no time is the small book, the light book 
that does not tire the hand more appreciated 
than in the summer months. The book that 
doesn't weigh down the week-end bag. that 
slips into the knapsack or even the pocket, 
the book that isn't a burden on steamer, or 
train is a boon to everyone who goes vaca- 
tioning whether it be from June to October 
or merely from Saturday noon till Monday 
morning. The volumes in the Nelson New 
Century Library measure only 4% by 6% 
inches and weigh less than eight ounces. They 
are no thicker than a monthly magazine. The 
use of thin India paper makes clear good- 
sized type possible. Shakespeare, the two 
Brownings, Trolloppe, Bronte, Austen, Scott, 
Thackeray, Stevenson, Emerson. Dickens. 
Dumas, Eliot, and Poe are all to be found 
between the flexible leather covers of this at- 
tractive edition. The newest volumes in this 
library are Edward Everett Hale's "The Man 
Without a Country," the "Rubaiyat of Omar 
Khayyam." and Robert Browning's works in 
six volumes.

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SUMMER'S THE TIME FOR BOOKS 

By Dorothy Scarborough, Author of "From a Southern Torch," etc 



^lUMMER'S the best time for books, as 
it's the best time for all-round living. 
In winter man is a prisoner in town, 
shut up in steam-heated houses, separated 
from the world by jealous walls, but in sum- 
mer he is free. Man, like a bear, hibernates, 
and his mind and soul come forth at their 
best only when the warm weather calls him 
into the open. In winter he is shackled to a 
desk, and fettered by conventions in his read- 
ing as in everything else. Desks are man- 
made, artificial, while books— real books, that 
is— are alive, so that only when man himself 
is alive is he qualified to enjoy them to the 
full extent. In winter we read what other 
folks think we should, as we dress and move 
in accordance with the conventions set up 
by others, while in summer we dress and 
read as we like. We become natural in the 
presence of nature, and our minds go at 
ease. 

Only when winter, with its icy decorum, is 
over, and spring, that unsettling period, is 
past, — only when we have had our semi- 
annual mind-clearing, rid our cellars of 
mouldy prejudices, renovated our attics with 
their dusty discards, put away our winter 
ideas in moth-balls till another term of im- 
prisonment shall claim us — are we free. The 
fresh winds sweep thru our houses and our 
minds when the draperies of fashion are re- 
moved, and our thought-life is elementally 
hare and simple once more. We can begin 
to live then, and to live truly means to read. 

The thrill of life is strongest in summer, 
and man lives exultantly in the open, as his 
nature craves. Summer is the time of eter- 
nal youth, and books are the true elixirs of 
life. Then we shed impeding years and come 
forth in new mental skins; we become chil- 
dren again, because we are returning to the 
simple, fundamental joys. We are young 
lovers once more, and read with the divine 
passion of our early years. We have the 
rapt curiosity of childhood, and seek in books 
the interpretation of our own natures and of 
the world. Blase winter folk never can ap- 
preciate books! 

In summer we are both more active and 
more passive than at any other time. And 
in either mood we find response and com- 
panionship in well-selected books. 

Shall you go gypsying thru the country in 
your car, unperturbed by rail-road strikes or 
such vexations? Of course, you'll double the 
joy of such excursions by taking a few 
books along, to read as you stop in the shade 
to rest, their new thoughts companying you 



as you start on again. To camp out under 
the stars, with a loved book to read beside 
the leaping camp-fire, or by a torch, is a 
pleasure not to be foregone. It doesn't mat- 
ter so much about the people you take with 
you on your trip, if you have the right 
books. Or, if you haven't any car to go in, 
you can jaunt vicariously by reading of the 
gypsy trips that others have made, with 
mental notes of how you could have got far 
more out of the tour than they did, and with 
many a plan for your own future excursions. 

Or perhaps you choose to take your exer- 
cise by walking— when the right book makes 
your outing perfect. Hear what Richard Le 
Gallienne says about it in his "Walking 
Song" in the April Harper's: 

With Shakespeare in my pocket, and a blackenrd 

English drier. 
With a brook to run beside me, and the morning at 

its spring. 

With the climbing road before me, and the moun- 
tains catching fire. 
I feel as I imagine it must feel to be a king. 

Note that among the essentials for this bliss- 
ful state he puts the book first. His climax 
is rather weak, however, since kings have 
not recently been the happiest of mortals, 
chiefly because they have scant leisure for 
reading, small freedom to choose what books 
they shall enjoy. The average American is 
far more fortunate than a king, as kings go 
now. He can loiter before any book-stall, 
browse at liberty in any library, and depart 
with whatever prize he wishes. 

Think how jolly it is to tramp afar with 
a chatty book under your arm; to read a 
page or so and then to meditate; to take is- 
sue with the writer, and frame how much bet- 
ter you would have put the opposite side. How 
nice it is to stop in the shade of some way- 
side tree, or on some inviting rock by a 
friendly stream, and read, with no telephone 
to jangle at you, with no insistent calls to 
duty to torment you, no intrusive human be- 
ing to pluck you by the sleeve! Nature isn't 
an interruption — for the squirrel that chat- 
ters at you but makes reading pleasanter; 
that rabbit peeping slyly out from leafy 
covert respects your desire for silence, and 
the sociable green leaves above you flutter in 
sympathy with the paper leaves you turn. 
You enjoy reading the more since you re- 
call that those white leaves came from some 
wood themselves. To stretch yourself at 
length upon the grass and read as long as 
you like— what bliss can compare with it? 
Or, if by sad mischance you are desk-bound 
even in summer, you can walk abroad in 
books, if not with them. Yon can tramp 
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farther than your own unaided legs would 
carry you, and can see a number of things 
that perhaps your own eyes would not dis- 
cover. 

If you are a mountain climber, you have 
the joy of stopping at intervals to rest, while 
you read the book you slipped into your 
pocket at the moment of starting. To 
munch a sandwich or an apple, and to read, 
with one eye on the page, and one upon the 
slope up which you've come, is a delight. And 
when you've reached the top, and looked your 
fill on valley, slope and sky, why then, of 
course, you sit and read awhile before you 
start the downward tramp. And forever 
mingled with the memories of that thrillful 
experience will be your impressions of the 
hook you read. But even if you can't climb 
mountains for yourself this summer, you can 
have mountain-top emotions from books. 

Maybe you like the blue water best, and go 
vacationing by boat. Then you have long, 
leisured mornings and afternoons when you 
lounge in your steamer chair on deck with 
some beloved book, and feel the sea-change 
that comes to body, mind and soul from 
such re-creation. But if — poor lover of the 
ocean depths and distances t— you are shut up 
in town, even so, you can. by reading Conrad 
or Stevenson, or any of the magicians of the 
mighty word in sea tales, feel the salt, 
cleansing spray beat on you in fancy, and 
thrill to the uplift of the tossing ship. 

In short, whatever adventure your soul in- 
vites you to, can have an added color and 
zest if you take the right book along. And 
in those magical books you may find exten- 
sion of your powers, as in dreams. You 
may struggle toward the frozen pole with 
Shackleton in his "South!", you may re-live 
an enchanted childhood with Hudson in "Far 
Away and Long Ago," you may dream gorge- 
ously with Dunsany, you may pass thru the 
middle ages in James Branch Cabell's tapes- 
tried prose, you may be one with the great 
and gifted in all lands and all times. You can 
at your own will be prince or pauper, poet 
or economist, warrior or nun. The twenty- 
six little letters form a code that makes you 
free of all mysteries, master of all men's 
fancies. Books are the real potentates of 
earth. 

But perchance you are more passive in 
your habits, and enjoy loafing rather than 
athletic exercise. Maybe you prefer to 
lounge n a porch swing, or in a hammock 
slung under some gossipy tree, than to walk 
or sail or motor, or to fly thru skyey clouds. 
True loafing is a joyous art, known only to a 
gifted few, who realize that one loafs ideally 
only with a book as aid. A book is great pro- 
tection against interruption or outside de- 
mands, for when an inconsiderate human be- 



ing comes up with some proposal for distaste- 
ful activity, all you need do is to murmur re- 
proachfully. "I'm sorry, but I'm very busy 
reading." That settles the matter. You can 
read a page or so. and then send your mind 
into retreat for a time. You can rest the eye 
by looking at some distant lake, some wood, 
some cloud. You can send your thoughts on 
excursions up that little path that curves in- 
vitingly before you, or that city street which 
passes in front of your steps. Indoor reading 
has no such diverting possibilities. Books 
are made for the open. 

In summer we read more in sympathy with 
what is set down in books than at any other 
time. How much more there is in poetry, 
for instance, when it is read in the presence 
of the things that poets write about — trees 
and stars and flowers and birds 1 How much 
more we get out of nature books, if we read 
them in summer out of doors 1 And we get 
more out of nature if we read the books that 
rightly reveal its secrets to us. We thrill 
more sympathetically to an immortal love 
story, for instance, if we are in some garden 
or green wood. Think of reading that won- 
derful passage of spring love in "Richard 
Feverel." for instance, inside a stuffy house! 

We see more in summer and sec the more 
as we read the more. The poets teach us to 
glimpse the gauzy veil of dusk, the rainbowed 
dawn, the mauve-blue shadows, the stanzaed 
beauty of day and night; teach us to hear 
the melodic murmurings of wind and water, 
the shy calls of woodland creatures, the met- 
rical imaginings of birds. The eyes corrobo- 
rate what poets tell us, and poetry read in 
the open imparts to us eternally the magic 
of such moments. Reading opens the 
physical as well as the mental eye for beauty 
and wonder, helps out all our senses — and 
it is only when we know books properly that 
we appreciate this world we live in. The 
written word, which is the most immortal 
thing man has created, has the power in 
turn to make him immortal. No one need 
be imprisoned by petty circumstance, when 
he can have a good book to read.

Over a quarter of a century ago Mr. Chapman, 
Curator of Birds in the American Museum of Natural 
History, exhibited there a collection of birds arranged 
according to the season of their occurrence. The 
plan was so helpful to bird-lovers that it is now 
presented in a series of clearly labelled colored 
plates with accompanying text. The figures are 
drawn to essentially the same scale so that it is 
easy to judge of the comparative size of the birds. 
The accompanying illustration is a portion of Case 8, 
in scale of two inches to a foot.

In color Phoebe and Pewcc are much alike 
and both are Flycatchers, but the resemblance 
ends there. Pewee loves the solitude of the 
forest rather than the socialibility of the barn- 
yard, and his pensive pee-a-wee does not even 
suggest the business-like pexvit-phcebe of his 
better-known cousin. Nor does his dainty 
lichen-covered nes£t saddled so skillfully on the 
limb of a forest tree, recall the Phoebe's bulky 
moss and mud dwelling.

Palestine of Today and Yesterday 

From Elihu Grant's "The Orient in Bible Times" 
(J. B. Lippincott Co.) 

An attractively illustrated book picturing the ori- 
ental world as it was known to the people in Bible 
times, by a professor of Biblical literature, Haver- 
ford College. 

Palestine, to-day, will illuminate many 
a passage from the Bible, but care must be 
used to separate between the more permanent 
and the changing features of the country and 
its life. It certainly will not do to suppose 
that everything oriental will illustrate Biblical 
history The customs of India, for instance, 
are as different from those of Palestine as 
they are from those of China and Japan. 
Even Syria in its northern part is not to be 
compared with Palestine, where Jesus lived 
and where the prophets spoke. But present- 
day Palestine is eloquent of Biblical times 
from mountain and wilderness, plain and sea, 
and the paths that connect them. The sea- 
sons are the same as in ancient times, the 
early and the latter rains, the mists and 
drought, the wonderful Syrian sky and power- 
ful rays of the sun, the dawn, the glowing 
noon, the waning afternoon, the inky night 
in the season of rain and the bejewelled sky 
of clear weather. There is the looming cliff, 
the scrub and thorn and flinty rock, the lime- 
stone chip flecking the brownish-red soil, the 
white wall, the clay paste when wet, the 
swirling lime-dust when dry, the foliage of 
the olive like a changeable fabric in the vary- 
ing light, the foliage of the vineyards like a 
bath of green to thirsty eyes. There stand the 
gaunt hills, nature's bedawin, gaping caves, 
clambering terraces, feebly sprouting springs, 
swiftly descending paths two feet wide over 
which human beings and flocks have gone 
for many centuries. Seldom does one ever 
make them straight, kick a pebble out or re- 
move a slippery rock from the course. Hu- 
manity goes as the other creatures do and 
all flow as a trickling stream to find the path 
and fulfil the days of their destiny.

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living vibrant relationship between himself and 
it. and thru the relationship feels all the

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The Ten-Hour Day 



From Mary Beard's "A Short History of the Amer- 
ican Labor Movement" (Hat court. Brace & Howe.) 

A brief and simple summary of the aims and 
achievements of the Labor movement in the United 
States from the end of the eighteenth century to 
the present day. 

The most prominent of all the issues in 
this early political movement on the part of 
labor was the ten-hour day. It was supported 
by labor on economic and moral grounds. 
Particularly was it urged that long hours re- 
duced workmen to the status of slaves, with 
neither time nor leisure to improve their minds 
or enjoy the benefits of civilization. 

In opposition it was said that the movement 
for the shorter day was foreign in origin. 
The Master Carpenters of Boston, for ex- 
ample, declared that they could not believe 
"this project to have originated with any of 
the faithful and industrious sons of New Kng- 
land, but are compelled to consider it an evil 
of foreign growth and one which we hope and 
trust will not take root in the favored soil of 
Massachusetts." In the second place the ten- 
hour day was combatted on strictly moral 
grounds. It was urged against it that it 
would open "a wide door for idleness and 
vice and finally commuting the present condi- 
tion of the mechanical classes, made happy 
and prosperous by frugal, orderly, temperate, 
and ancient habits for that degraded state, by 
which in other countries, many of these classes 
are obliged to leave their homes, bringing with 
them their feelings and habits and a spirit 
of discontent and insubordination to which 
our native mechanics have hitherto been 
strangers." 

In spite of this sharp opposition, the ten- 
hour day made headway. Outside of Boston 
it had become the standard day for municipal 
employees, and public sentiment was brought 
slowly around to the view that this proposal, 
which seemed radical in an age of twelve and 
fourteen hour days, was after all quite rea- 
sonable and proper. At length, in 1840. Pres- 
ident Van Buren ordered the establishment of 
the ten-hour day on federal government work 
after a spirited threat of political action on 
the part of organized labor.

It 
is that unseen but universally felt attraction 
which, from the beginning of things, strong, 
well-controlled minds have exercised upon all 
humanity.

Her 
stern flies up in the lather of a freed screw, 
and her deck from poop to the break of the 
foc's'le goes under in gray-green water level 
as a mill-race, except where it spouts up above 
the donkey-engine and the stored derrick- 
booms. Forward there is nothing but this 
glare; aft, the interrupted wake drives far to 
leeward a cut kite string dropped across the 
seas. The sole thing that has any rest in the 
turmoil is the jeweled, unwinking eye of an 
albatross, who is beating across wind leisurely 
and unconcerned, almost within hand's touch. 
It is the monstrous egotism of that eye that 
makes the picture. By all the rules of art 
there should be a lighthouse or a harbor pier 
in the background to show that everything will 
end happily. But there is not, and the red 
" eye does not care whether the thing beneath 
the still wings stays or staves.

It was to 
be nothing less, if you please, than that most 
exacting of arias — 'the noblest of Bellini's in- 
ties were sufficiently strong to tie a group 
of boys together. We would fight with a 
neighboring group and steal their stores if 
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spired melodies — the sublime prayer uttered 
by Norma just before she severs the sacred 
mistletoe from the oak with her golden 
sickle. 

Amusement at the little singer's daring 
quickly disappeared and left the feeling of 
amazement. For even to those of her flesh 
and blood who listened there was something 
strange, exciting, uncanny, in the marvelous 
intuition that enabled her to go thru both 
verses of "Casta diva" wholly by ear and 
without a mistake. Is it surprising that the 
good Salvatore and his wife wept tears of 
joy over their darling bambinf If the 
fathers eyes had not been opened before, 
they were now. Adelina was a real prodigy, 
and one that might help them out of all their 
troubles. 

That she should know the air was not 
astonishing. Norma was one of her mother's 
favorite parts, and the child had often heard 
her sing it at the Astor Place Opera House. 
Besides, Clotilda Barili [a half-sister] and 
A'malia [a sister] were constantly practising 
it. No: the marvel lay in two things: the 
singularly mature and beautiful quality of 
the voice; and the no less surprising grace, 
accuracy, and charm of the rendering. 

Herein was something that the father knew 
to be more than an ordinary child's perform- 
ance.

The Home Instinct 

From Dr. Luther H. Gulick's "A Philosophy of 
Play." 
(Association Press.) 

If you want to know what a child is, study his 
play; if you want to affect what he shall he, direct 
the form of play. These arc the principles enuncia- 
ted in this study hy one whose name is identified 
with physical training, athletics and games in their 
sociat aspect. 

MY own experience as a boy is often 
brought to mind when on traveling thru the 
woods I see the little shelters that boys 
build, a tree house, a cave, a wigwam of 
green stems or smull irers. These habitations 
are often made by boys who have good 
homes, who are not in need of seeking shel- 
ter; these dwellings are made for no reason 
which the boys themselves can give. Fre- 
quently a part of the floor is dug up, and 
stores of chestnuts are collected underneath. 
In none of the playhouses I ever had could 
we stand up straight. There was a little 
raised platform in the middle on which we 
made a fire, and we sat in very uncomfortable 
positions.

Meanwhile we were eating partly baked po- 
tatoes or half-burned chestnuts or doughnuts 
taken from mother's pantry; and we had 
feelings of comfort, of being at home, such 
as we never experienced in school or in our 
parents' dwellings. We recognize these feel- 
ings later in life when we come to establish 
our own homes, and have our own kitchens 
and tables and hearth-fires. These states of 
mind are not dependent on reason ; they are 
made up of profound instinct feelings. The

The adaptability of the German as a 
merchant has long since been proved by his 
commercial success all over the world. It 
quickly became evident to the Army of Occu- 
pation that he was not going to let his fecl-

ings — if he had any — interfere with business. 
As a demand for German uniforms, equip- 
ment, insignia faded away behind the retreat- 
ing armies of the Kaiser, commerce instantly 
adapted itself to the new conditions. Shop- 
windows blossomed out overnight in a chaos 
of divisional insignia, of service stripes, with 
khaki cloth and the coveted shoulder-pins 
from brass bars to silver stars, with anything 
that could appeal to the American doughboy 
as a suitable souvenir of his stay on the 
Rhine. Spiked helmets — he must be an unin- 
ventive or an absurdly truthful member of 
the new Watch on the Rhine who cannot 
show visible evidence to the amazed folks at 
home of having raptured at least a dozen 
Boche officers and despoiled them of their 
headgear.

In "Noa Noa" Gauguin, the French painter who 
broke away from European civilization and found the 
beauty and peace which he sought in Tahiti, has 
written the story of his sojourn in the South Seas.

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Hints for the Hiker 

From Bayard H. Christy's -Going Afoot." 
{Association Press.) 

A practical handbook for the walker — from the 
leisurely stroller to the mountain climber — giving all 
sorts of information about equipment, and the plan- 
ning of trips, together with an account of the prin- 
cipal walking clubs of America. 

Care of feet : Always wash the feet thoro- 
ly at the end of a tramp, and dry carefully, 
particularly between the toes. If the skin 
cracks and splits between the toes, wash at 
night with boric acid and soften with vase- 
line. It is better to allow toenails to grow 
rather long, and in trimming cut them straight 
across. 

When resting at noon take off shoes and 
stockings, and, before putting them on again, 
turn the stockings inside out. If the weather 
be mild, let the feet remain bare until about 
to set out again; if there be water available, 
bathe the feet immediately on stopping. If, on 
the march, the arch of the foot should grow 
tired, consciously "toe in." 

If there is rubbing, binding, squeezing, with 
consequent tenderness at any point, stop at 
once, take off shoe and stocking, and con- 
sider what is to be done. It may suffice to 
protect the tender spot, applying a shred of 
absorbent cotton secured with a strip of ad- 
hesive tape; perhaps the thickness of the 
stocking may be changed, or the lacing of the 
shoe be eased or tightened. By tighter lacing 
sometimes the play of the foot within the 
shoe may be diminished and undesirable rub- 
bing or squeezing overcome. Talcum powder 
sprinkled on the foot will help to relieve rub- 
bing, and soap rubbed on the stocking out- 
side, above the tender place, is efficacious. 

Should a blister, in spite of care, develop, 
let it alone, if possible. Don't interfere with 
nature's remedial processes. But. if one 
must go on walking with the expectation that 
the blister unless attended to will tear open, 
then one should drain it— not by pricking it 
thru, however. Take a bright needle, steril- 
ize it in the flame of a match, and run it 
under the skin from a point to one side, and 
so tap the blister. Then cover the area with 
adhesive tape.

From Mary Caroline Crawford's "In the Days of 
the Pilgrim Fathers- (Little. Broun) 
Some one has suggested, says Miss Crawford, that 
the way to keep the distinction between Pilgrims 
and Puritans clear in mind is to recall the old 
joke that when the Puritans came over they fell 
on their knees,— while the Pilgrims fell on the 
aborigines. Miss Crawford immediately denies the 
point of the joke and shows by many picturesque ex- 
amples the friendly relations between the Pil- 
grims and the Indians.

The Stuff and Essence of Poetry 

From Hilda Conkling's "Poem* By a Little Girl" 
(Frederick A. Stokes Co.) 
Hilda Conkling is the nine-year-old daughter of 
Grace Hazard Conkling, assistant professor of Eng- 
lish at Smith College, Northampton. Mass. In her 
preface to Hilda's poems. Miss Amy Lowell says, 
"I wish to state emphatically that it is poetry, the 
stuff and essence of poetry that this book contains." 
Here is an amazing thing, this slim volume con- 
tains one hundred and seven separate poems, and 
that is counting as one all the very short pieces 
written between the ages of five and six. Certainly 
that is a remarkable output for a little girl, the only 
possible explanation being that the poems are perfectly 
instinctive. 

Hilda tells her poems, and the method of it is 
this: They come in the course of conversation, and 
Mrs. Conkling is so often engaged in writing that 
there is nothing to be remarked if she scribbles ab- 
sently while talking to the little girl. But this 
scribbling is really the complete draught of the poem 
No line, no cadence is altered from Hilda's version; 
the titles alone have been added for convenience, 
but they are obvious handles derived from the text.

Warren H. Miller, editor of Field and 
Stream, author of several books on out-of- 
door sports and a big game hunter of years 
of experience, has written a new book for 



boys entitled "The Ring Necked Grizzly" 
(Appleton). Two boys whose muscles need) 
hardening are sent out to rough it in the 
western wilderness. Their experiences in elk 
hunting, fishing, getting lost in the snow, 
their tussle with a great ring-necked grizzly, 
and a scrimmage with elk-tooth thieves make 
breathless reading for boys in their teens. 

Another adventure story for boys with an 
entirely different setting is Walter Walden's 
"The Hidden Island" (Small, Maynard). 
The heroes are Boy Scouts whose resource- 
fulness is taxed in unraveling the mystery 
connected with certain islands among the 
Florida Keys.

Grace Livingston Hill was born April 
16th, 1865, in VVellsvillc, N. Y.; her present 
home is Swarthmore, Pa. She began the study 
of art, but soon gave it up for the greater 
fascination of writing books and has written 
twenty-four novels since 1894- Nine of these 
now appear in the Popular Copyrights of 
Grosset & Dunlap: "The Enchanted Barn"; 
"Lo. Michael!"; "Dawn of the Morning"; 
''The Man of the Desert"; "Marcia Schuyler"; 
"The Witness"; "A Voice in the Wilder- 
ness" ; "The Best Man" ; and "Phoebe Deane." 
Mrs. Hill's latest novel is "Exit Betty" (Lip- 
pincott). 

Mary Borden-Turner, author of "The Ro- 
mantic Woman" (Knopf), is fortunate enough 
to be immensely wealthy in her own name, 
and during the war, she established, at her 
own expense, a small flying field hospital as 
close to the French lines as they would let 
her go. At first it was thought her idea was im- 
practicable; but later her hospital became a 
recognized part of the French army. Mrs. 
Borden-Turner is proud to have been the 
closest to the line of any woman in the war. 
She received many decorations. 
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One of the most interesting figures among 
writers of contemporary fiction is Patrick 
MacGill, whose novel "Maureen" has lately 
been issued by Robert M. McBride & Co. 
A native of Ulster, he has been variously a 
nawy, a farm laborer, soldier, poet and nov- 
elist. His first book. "Gleanings From a 
Navvy's Scrapbook," was a "slender volume of 
poems" which Mr. Macgill published and dis- 
tributed himself, leaving it one night at the 
door of a prospective customer, and calling 
for it, or the sixpence at which it was pub- 
lished, a week later. His first novel was the 
semi-autobiographical "Children of the Dead 
End," a story of life in the East End of Lon- 
don. He has followed it with three war 
books, and four other novels, of which the 
latest is a story of Irish peasant life dealing 
in large part with the Sinn Fein movement. 
Mr. Macgill is not yet thirty years of age. 

That remarkable cosmopolitan Achmed 
Abdullah, was born in Kabul, Afganistan, son 
of the Ameer, and educated at Oxford and 
the University of Paris. He has been doctor 
of Koranic law in Cairo, captain in the 
British-Indian army, and captain in the Turk- 
ish army in the first Balkan War. While 
Mr. Abdullah has written many novels of 
merit, he has been especially distinguished for 
his short story work. His latest book is to 
be another collection of short stories, "Wings" 
(James A. McCann). These tales all deal 
with psychic phenomena.

The 1 920 Convention 

PERHAPS there is some virtue in round 
numbers, for the twentieth Convention of 
the American Booksellers' Association 
was by far the most notable that this Associ- 
ation has ever held. There were over four 
hundred registcrd, over five hundred were at 
the banquet, and the hall was filled at every 
session. This attendance was widely repre- 
sentative of the book-trade, not only geograph- 
ically, but in the character of the stores whose 
managers were there. 

Perhaps, however, the outstanding feature 
of this Convention was the confidence and 
assurance in everybody's mind that the book- 
trade was on its way to broader fields and 
better times and the confidence felt that those 
enlisted in the undertaking were ready to lead 
on. 

A new place for the book and for the book- 
store in our communities was emphasized by 
many speakers, not as a prayer for a thing 
to come, or as a hope deferred, but with an 
assurance and confidence that has never before 
been the characteristic of these meetings. 
This feature of the meeting was emphasized 
by the speakers who came from other fields 
to address the meetings. 

It was not without significance that the 
head of the educational work in America, 
Dr. P. P. Claxton, U. S. Commissioner of 
Education, came from Washington to ad- 
dress the Convention, that the Chairman of 
the Federal Trade Commission, Hon. Wil- 
liam B. Colver, prepared an important ad- 
dress for the occasion, that one of the lead- 
ing workers in the Y. M. C. A. field of Amer- 
icanization, Dr. Peter Roberts, came from 
New York, that the American Library Asso- 
ciation sent a representative in John A. Lowe 
of the Brooklyn Library, that Vicente Blasco 
Ibanez made the meeting one of his first ap- 
pearances after his return from Mexico, and 
that John Spargo, Eva March Tappan, and 



Professor Henry Seidel Canby were wilKng 
to prepare important messages for this gath- 
ering. 

At the very start of the Convention, the 
imagination of all present was caught by the 
vision of the great national movement for 
books and~reading, that should be reinforced 
by a national campaign of advertising. This 
thing was spoken of by many, and put into 
concrete shape by Mr. Louis Keating's paper 
on Wednesday morning. Many of the speak- 
ers present spoke favorably of the idea. If 
such a plan can be carried forward, this will 
be an epoch making Convention, indeed. 



National Advertising for Books 

FROM the very opening session of the Con- 
vention, the subject that aroused most 
enthusiasm and was mentioned by suc- 
ceeding speakers was the possibility of a joint 
book-trade campaign of countrywide publicity, 
this campaign to carry out in every direc- 
tion the emphasis on reading and the owner- 
ship of books. In the final session, when the 
resolutions were brought in, it was agreed 
that the President should organize a commit- 
tee of twelve to carry out such a campaign, 
six to be from this Association and six from 
among the publishers. It was understood that 
President Herr intended to take immediate 
steps to gather such a group and to thoroly 
weigh the possibilities of this recommendation. 

There are several things that are decidedly 
in favor of such a plan. In the first place, 
it seems like a practical method to reach out 
for a new clientele for the bookstores. There 
is every indication that just now there is a 
large number of people who are finding a 
quickening interest in reading and in books, 
and it only waits a definite movement to finally 
Jink them up with the lesser number who al- 
ready have the book buying habit. No cam- 
paign could be better planned to do this sort 
of thing. 

Secondly, the plan of general advertising 
has been tested out in other fields and found 
good. In comparisons, greeting cards were 
several times instanced. In 19 17, greeting 
card manufacturers found their business al- 
most threatened with disaster, as cards were to 
be put on the list of non-essentials. In a 
campaign of advertising, they justified their 
product to the country in an unescapable way, 
and proved that they were one of the best 
instruments to keep up the morale of the na- 
tion, and in successive years sales have risen 
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from four million to nine million and fifteen 
million dollars. Their appropriation for ad- 
vertising last year was nearly fifty thousand 
dollars, contributed largely by the manufac- 
turers but partly by retailers. There are 
scores of campaigns that have shown similar 
success when well founded. 

Thirdly, the plan sounds economical. Large 
amounts of money are spent each year in ad- 
vertising books, and the figures of other cam- 
paigns seem to show that this method of co- 
operation makes the appropriation do more 
work per dollar than in any other plan. It 
will be supplemented, of course, by space ad- 
vertising on specific titles. 

In the fourth place, it is particularly suit- 
able to the present conditions with their manu" 
facturing difficulties. Advertising campaigns 
directed wholly toward leading titles may 
bring about in the fall sales, centered in 
spots, that may carry demand for a few titles 
far beyond the supply. A campaign directed 
"toward starting people into the reading habit 
and bringing them into the bookstores would 
increase the demand for the books that arc 
there and on display. This would mean a bet- 
ter rounded outlet and tend to make manu- 
facturing problems easier. It would be a very 
important consideration next fall. 

In the fifth place, new bookstores and new 
book departments are starting up, and no type 
of advertising could do them more good in 
their communities, where they must depend 
largely on clientele who have not yet found the 
bookstore habit, than a campaign directed 
toward increasing the general consumption of 
books. 

Finally, it would be a fine joint effort at 
this time, to bring the book-trade together 
and put into a common cause the interest of 
producers and distributors. It is to be hoped 
that some concrete plan may be worke.l out 
to put into practical service the enthusiasm 
created by this suggestion. 



Are Prices Coming Down? 

THE newspapers thruout the country are 
full of news of price reduction and spe- 
cial sales, and in the past week reports 
of this character have taken the largest head- 
lines. The sales in different cities have taken 
on varying character. They have all indi- 
cated the unloading of too heavy stocks espe- 
cially in the large department stores. Supple- 
menting these reports are those from banking 



districts, telling of possible higher rates of 
re-discount and drawing in of credits to 
jobbers and retailers. It is the hope on every 
side that this means that the crest of high 
prices has been reached and that some de- 
creases are now in sight. 

It also comes at a time when a large amount 
of buying is done for the busiest of all sea- 
son, from October tc December, and when 
the instinct to be cautious is balanced by the 
necessity of having merchandise enough on 
hand in those months to meet demands. 

There are some characteristics of this move- 
ment that should be noted. In the first place, 
so far, there have been no reports in the re- 
duction of the price of basic materials from 
which our merchandise is manufactured. 
There have also been no reports of decreases 
in wages. Reduction in these items would 
be a necessity to bring about permanent low- 
er levels. These conditions will, however, 
bring about, probably, a lessening of pressure 
at various points of manufacture and distri- 
bution, and therefore slight recessions from 
the high rates caused by competitive demand 
for limited supplies. 

As near as can be judged, there are two 
outstanding features of these reductions : 
First, that large jobbers and retail stores have 
very heavily extended their line of credit at 
the banks. This comes about for two rea- 
sons: First, because all merchandise has so 
increased in cost that to carry the same line 
of goods in any department means largely 
increased investments. Secondly, because in 
the anxiety to get enough merchandise to meet 
the heavy sales of last fall and winter and 
because of the very delayed deliveries, orders 
were placed in heavier quantity than actually 
needed, in order to bring to hand eventually 
sufficient merchandise to catch up with the 
demand. These heavy back orders have be- 
gun to be delivered just at the time when the 
public has decided that it has been extravagant 
long enough, and it is in the field of the high 
priced items calling for large investments 
which can be easily classed as luxuries that 
the largest amount of money is locked up, 
and the liquidation is most prominently tak- 
ing place. If there is a let up in the demand 
for higher priced clothing, furniture, mis- 
cellaneous merchandise, it will release labor 
for necessities and staple products and there 
may be an increase in the available supply of 
the latter, which will steady prices for the 
summer and fall. 
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In the fields immediately affecting the book- 
trade there seems to be nothing in these 
events that will affect to any considerable 
extent the prices of the basic cost of book- 
making, paper, printing or binding, except that 
there may possibly be during the summer some 
slight let-up of pressure on the printers, so 
that the publishers can more nearly catch up 
with the demand. There is hardly a pub- 
lisher who has books enough manufactured to 
meet his demands, and no jobber or retailer 
that we know of has been able to over-stock 
to the extent of needing liquidation such as 
has been called for in other fields. Book 
manufacture in extravagant or luxurious 
form, such as might be comparable to the 
extravagant priced goods in other fields, has 
not been seen for several years, and the fact 
that books are on a practical and uninflated 
basis gives the book market a promise of 
steadiness during the summer. There seem 
to be no signs that the heavy demands on the 
fall books will not be realized if the stock can 
be produced. 

As to Cut Prices in Books 

IN one respect, at least, the Philadelphia Con- 
vention bore some of the earmarks of early 
gatherings of the Association. The ques- 
tion of cut prices came forward again in the 
discussion. It would be unfortunate, indeed, 
if the American book-trade had not learned 
something out of these twenty years of dis- 
cussion. As Mr. William Heinemann pointed 
out to the English book-trade many years ago 
in emphasizing the advantages of trade or- 
ganization for staple prices, the public docs 
not gain from price-cutting on books. What 
makes lower prices is wide distribution. And 
the public loses very decidedly, from another 
point of view, as price-cutting in the large 
centers always causes a disappearance of 
bookstores in the small places, so that the 
printed word fails utterly to fulfill its mis- 
sion. 

In a century of book-trade history the fun- 
damental harm of price-cutting has been 
shown again and again. The best organized 
of all book-trades has been Germany's, and the 
history of its progress depended on the 
winning of the big fight against price-cutting. 
Comments on French trade conditions have 
often shown how much cutting has done to 
counteract any increases in outlet for books. 
We have already quoted the opinion of one of 
the most competent observers of the English 



book-trade history, and there were probably 
few at the Philadelphia Convention who do 
not now realize how extremely serious was the 
crisis thru which our trade went twenty years 
ago. 

Books are easily identified merchandise, and 
have never been sold at a margin that allowed 
for steady cutting without loss. The present 
new impulse toward the increase in the num- 
ber of book departments in the country is 
based wholly on stability in price, and if the 
conditions that the publishers pass over as 
unimportant in some cities should crop up in 
other centers, the present expansion of the 
book-trade would cease abruptly. There can 
be no one that would doubt that. 

Retail stores have worked out and perfected 
many new forms of trade practice that have 
increased the efficiency of retailing in the last 
few years. The real test of good practice is 
that there shall be a method that can be copied 
to advantage by other stores for the increase 
of business and the benefit of the public. It 
is quite evident that price-cutting falls outside 
of such classification. Can anyone consider 
that a store practice is good, which, if the 
same method were applied to a hundred stores 
would mean absolute disaster to the book- 
trade of America and another long fight, such 
as every country has been thru? 

It is easy to comment that there are re- 
strictions against laboring for elimination of 
price-cutting, but it might well be pointed out 
that the publishers have not lately shown any 
interest in the idea of finally stabilizing the 
market, and the will to cure must precede the 
power to cure. 



Getting on the Front Page 

A PROMINENT New York daily car- 
ried on its front page May 6th the 
account of the death of Mr. William 
S. Lloyd of Philadelphia. The heading read: 
"Collected Editions of 'Robinson Crusoe.' " 
Those who are interested in books and their 
distribution, especially the collecting of rare 
books, cannot but be interested in the fact 
that when Mr. Lloyd died the thing that 
seemed to have news value to an editor in 
a neighboring city was the fact that he had 
the best collection of "Robinson Crusoe" in 
existence, this, in spite of the fact that he 
had been a leading textile manufacturer and 
a prominent citizen. No one collects books 
to secure fame, but it may well be that it 
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is this that oftentimes keeps his enthusiasm 
up. A Californian made his name famous 
in railroading, but his son makes his name 
a word of international fame by collecting 
hooks. 



Ready -W rapped Packages 

The new stores of the United Retail Candy 
Company are a most carefully planned experi- 
ment in increasing distribution by rapid and 
quick sales on standard articles. This organ- 
ization founded on the success of the United 
Retail Cigar Stores and by the people 
interested in them, has started in business by 
opening on Forty-Second Street, New York, a 
large store, the chief feature of which is 
the ready-wrapped principle. It is this prin- 
ciple that has increased so remarkably the pos- 
sible total of sales per salesman, and thus 
made possible a decrease in selling expense. 

Experiments in this field arc of interest 
to every retailer, and booksellers may see 
some applications to their rush seasons, such 
as Christmas. In the newly equipped candy 
stores, the pound boxes are attractively dis- 
played in open boxes in handsome and well 
lighted glass cases. Behind these counters 
on a ledge are ready-wrapped pound boxes 
of every variety displayed. There are also 
in other cases small bags at ten cents, each 
ready-wrapped, for the shopper who wants a 
pocket sweet. If people wish more than one 
pound, two or three boxes are wrapped to- 
gether, and the whole is performed without 
weighing or without delay. The rapidity 
with which the sales are handled is notice- 
able to anyone experienced in retail tech- 
nique. 

Many booksellers have experimented with, 
or made a permanent part of their method, 
the plan of having books ready-wrapped at 
Christmas, and it might be that this idea 
could be carried out more systematically. 
There are certain books that go rapidly as 
the season reaches its height at the first of 
December. If the newly arrived stock at 
that time were carefully wrapped ready for 
handling, might not the delivery of copies 
of the best sellers become greatly increased 
as well as the number of people cared for 
in an hour's time. It might be said that 
the psychology of this is wrong, as it sug- 
gests to the customer the selection of only 
one book, but this may be answerc! by 
noting that it is only when the sale is com- 
pleted that the customer will be aware that 
the books are already wrapped. There might 
also be the comment that if four books are 
purchased at once there will be the waste 
in wrapping, but to this it might be answered 
that wrappir >aper is more inexpensive than 
the salesman's time or floor space in Decem- 
ber. 

Space in the aisles of a retail store from 
Thanksgiving to Christmas is of great poten- 
tial value. Sales depend largely on the num- 
ber of people that can be served in that 



space. If a simplification of method in 
wrapping and handling the books can in- 
crease this number, the chance of increasing 
business is enormously bettered, and experi- 
ments made in a large retail organization, 
such as these candy stores, may well give 
food for thought to every retailer. 



Reading the Book to the Jury 

Two years ago, the New York Society for 
the Suppression of Vice brought Raymond 
D. Halsey, who was a salesman for McDevitt- 
Wilson Company, into court for selling a 
copy of "Mademoiselle de Maupassant." The 
court afterwards dismissed the case. There- 
upon Mr. Halsey sued for five thousand dol- 
lars for damage done to his reputation by the 
suit, and the court has this month given him 
a verdict of twenty-five hundred dollars. 

The peculiar feature of this decision was 
that the judge decided that the jury could 
not properly estimate the wickedness of this 
French classic without having read it, so a 
lawyer read the book, line for line, while 
judge, jury and lawyers, with the book in 
hand, followed the story. Probably Gautier 
has never had such a careful and interested 
reading. 



The Cost of Reading 

As one enters the corridors of the Grand 
Rapids Public Library, two newly lettered 
signs catch the attention of rhe reader, the 
argument on which might well serve for ad- 
vertisements of retail bookseller*. The first 
one says: "When You Go to a Show, It 
Costs You Five Cents to One Dollar for 
Each Hour That You are Entertained. When 
You Use the Grand Rapids Public Library. 
It Costs the Gty in Taxation One Cent for 
Each Hour That You Are Instructed or 
Entertained." The second sign reads: "In 
These Days of High Cost of Living. Remem- 
ber That the Price of Knowledge Has Not 
Gone Up at the Grand Rapids Public Li- 
brary. As Always. It is Free For Your 
Use." 



Higher Postage in France 

New postal rates by which the people of 
France will pay 25 centimes instead of 15 on 
letters of domestic origin to points within this 
country came into effect April first. Rates 
to foreign countries are not changed, and as 
a result one can send a letter from Paris to 
San Francisco as cheaply as to Versailles. 

Domestic telegraph rates are also increased, 
while international messages are not affected. 
Thus a telegram to Lille costs 15 centimes a 
word, while the rate to Brussels is only I2# 
centimes. 

Subway fares have been increased from 30 
centimes to 50 for first class, and from 20 
to 30 for second class. Tramways and buses 
nre also running under tariffs increased from 
20 to 40 per cent.

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MORNING SESSION — TUESDAY, MAY llth 



The Convention was called to order at 
10 o'clock by President Charles E. Butler. 

President Butler: Members of the Amer- 
ican Booksellers' Association and all other 
members of the trade present, I bid you wel- 
come to the 20th Annual Convention of the 
Association and congratulate you on the 
large number present. 

I beg to caution you all, that you are now, 
for the first time on the sacred soil of Phila- 
delphia, and that you are surrounded by a 
different atmosphere from that we out-of- 
town men are accustomed to, especially the 
New York element. I trust, therefore, that 
you will be on your guard as to your be- 
haviour, not to shock your hosts or bring 
any reflection on yourselves. I know where- 
of I speak, for I spent fifty years of my 
young life in this dear old town, before I 
went to New York twenty-five years ago. 
A royal entertainment has been prepared 
for us, and we are now to be welcomed 
to the City of Brotherly Love by its most 
representative citizen, the Mayor of Phila- 
delphia, the Hon. J. Hampton Moore. 

(Mayor gave a cordial welcome in the 
name of the city with apt and witty refer- 
ences to Philadelphia's history and its place 
in book-trade history.) 

President Butler: I will not answer his 
Honor's reflection on New York. It is sim- 
ply jealousy. Yes, it is true, I learned a lot 
in Philadelphia during my early life here, 
but it took an awful long time to get rid 
of it in New York. Our thanks are due to 
his Honor for his address of welcome, so 
eloquently and aptly expressed. I think you 
will all agree with me, that his Honor has 
shown every evidence of the making of a 
good bookseller and that we urge him at the 
expiration of his several terms as Mayor, to 



open a bookstore in Philadelphia and become 
one of us. thereby assuring to himself the 
"Joys of Living." 

Greetings of the Philadelphia Committee 

Mr. George W. Jacobs, Chairman Con- 
vention Executive Committee ani> Presi- 
dent of the Philadelphia Booksellers' 
Association : I can say in a very few words 
what is in the hearts of the Philadelphia 
Organization and that is, that we are very 
happy and greatly honored to have you here, 
and we are mighty glad that when a pro- 
posal was made in Boston last year, that 
we were able to induce the delegates to come 
to Philadelphia. 

In this city William Penn made his treaty 
with the Indians for the purchase of a tract 
of land, he called that tract of land Penn- 
sylvania, and then proceeded to establish a 
city on that tract which was called Phila- 
delphia, which being interpreted, means City 
of Brotherly Love. 

It is in that spirit that Philadelphia Dele- 
gates welcome you, and we hope that you 
will have a very pleasant and profitable con- 
nection.

It 
is hoped you will give close attention and 
take active part for or against in the dis- 
cussion that follows. 
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"FEWER TITLES AND'BETTER DISTRIBUTION"— ANNUAL ADDRESS 

OF THE PRESIDENT 

By Charles E. Butler 



These two in combination, "Fewer Titles 
and Better Distribution" make a tremendous 
problem. To solve it, will require the re- 
making of publishers and booksellers from 
the foundation up, by the elimination of "un- 
fair trading" and "traditional methods," and 
by establishing in the nlace thereof, "fair 
trading" and "new methods" in their mutual 
dealing the one with the other, and in the 
realization of their obligation to the people 
of the United States, and their power in the 
community for good. 

This is an attempt to show the way in 
which it might be brought about, by a brief 
recital of "whys and wherefores" of the con- 
ditions which prevail, hoping for prompt and 
united action on your part to remedy the 
situation as far as is humanly possible. 

As time flies, it leaves behind it visions of 
long-travelled roads along which we have 
journeyed for many, many years. ; oyously 
for the moment, sorrowfully and saddened 
for the most part, and often in utter despair. 
Our hopes and our fears have alternately 
been raised until this seasoned game has lost 
all its attraction, and we are now demandin : 
a happy issue out of our affliction by on- 
great remedial effort. 

For many years in our conventions we have 
formulated our troubles, our idea as to rem- 
edies, and our willingness to do our share in 
their correction. Here and there some of 
the more progressive publishers hax'c mad • 
hone*! efforts towards the amelioration of 
the had conditions — and to them we owe 
every gratitude — which efforts, however, have 
been frustrated by the refusal of other pub- 
lishers to enter into or care for the concern , 
of the booksellers. They stand, seemingly 
impregnable in their own might, while th * 
booksellers work on. complain, suffer and en- 
dure and follow the behests and interests of 
these very publishers. 

The booksellers are not a body of weak- 
lings, yet they lack something, or they would 
not be where they are to-day. They may 
and probably do lack leadership, or perhaps a 
real knowledge of their own condition; men 
often suffer and remain stationary from just 
such reasons. Again, whole communities be- 
come utterly helpless to aid themselves, until 
some stronger power from without, routs 
them out of their condition to virile life. 
This criticism is plausible when you consider 
all that has been done and said at the con- 
ventions! Have any of you ever heard of 
any meeting of booksellers thruout the coun- 
try carrying our any of the ideas taught by 
the Convention? We doubt it. They were 
Temporarily awakened, and immediately went 
to sleep again. The Hoard of Trade, the 
iii' .1 rest approach to a concerted effort, has 



done some good, but alas the booksellers' re- 
sponse thereto, has been lamentably weak. 

Is it possible, and do you acknowledge it, 
that all of you who are present as booksel- 
lers, and all booksellers who will read about 
the proceedings of the Convention, sit, listen, 
and read, and forget all about it the next 
day? This would seem the inevitable con- 
clusion. It is evident there is a lack of en- 
thusiasm and ambition on the part of us all. 
We have fallen into a dreary rut, oppressed 
by one knows not what, save the slogan we 
daily repeat • "There is no money in book- 
selling"—"! wish I could get out of it"— "I 
advise you not to come into it" — and so on. 
This is evidence of a diseased mentality and 
needs to be eradicated, for such a business 
life is not worth the living. 

Booksellers of the United States, large and 
small, including those who sell only a few 
books, do you not realize that there is placed 
in your hands, by the very trade you despise, 
one of the greatest incentives to the ambi- 
tious man he could have? Do you not ap- 
preciate that small as you are, and no matter 
what nook or corner you are in. you can if 
you will, be a wonderful factor for the up- 
lift and benefit of your community, and com- 
mand respect from your neighbors, that few 
trades can give? Socially and every way, you 
occupy a unique position. Why not increase 
your efforts, and become real merchants, in- 
stead of men who simply pile books on the 
shelves, and wait for some customer to come 
in. and make his own selection. This is your 
reputation with the publishers. 

Trading conditions at present are not very 
favorable, and pre-war conditions — whither 
we are tending — are much less so. We do not 
want to go back to those conditions, and 
that is why we appeal to you, to get your- 
selves out of the slough of incompetence and 
unfair trading with the publishers, the pub- 
lic and yourselves and come out into the 
open, ready and willing to fight for the bene- 
fit of you and yours and the book-trade as 
a whole. 

Some of us may be appalled by the seem- 
ing magnitude of the task, in attempting to 
clean up the Augean stable of the book-trade, 
and others may snecringly comment on the 
effort as an absurdity. It is admitted the 
task is a big one, but the bigger the task, the 
bigger the men who attack it. Apparently 
insolvable problems have been conquered. 
Look alKiul you and see what great work has 
been done by the various trades vastly supe- 
rior to the l>ook-trade. in volume of business, 
difficulty of operation, which getting together 
the various units of that trade, as producer, 
iobber and retailer, have crushed out the 
rivalry and antagonism for the consumer 
trade and other unfair trading methods and. 
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by mutual concession and much common 
sense, have entered into an alliance whereby 
the producer only produces, and the jobber 
only sells to the retailer, and the retailer only 
sells to the consumer, and such consumer 
orders as arc sent to the producer or jobber, 
are sent to the retailer to fill. 

Can you visualize the tremendous benefit 
of such a combination, in comparison with 
the book-trade, wherein producer, jobber and 
bookseller is each more or less contending 
against the other for the consumer trade? 

WHAT DO YOr WANT — AS IS — OR AS MIGHT BE? 

We assume "as might be" would be the 
one welcomed by the booksellers, and the one 
to work for. Many of you may not have 
given thought to the ills under which you 
labor, and how they can be remedied, and the 
book-trade elevated along with other trades. 
We believe the ills can and ought to be rem- 
edied. 

You will realize it would be impossible to 
enumerate in the short time allotcd the 
speaker, all that we want to have done for 
the uplift of the book-trade as a whole. To 
that end, some comments and suggestions 
are here made, with the hope that they will 
lead you to take up the question of trade bet- 
terment, and to give serious thought to the 
problems placed before you, and that you 
will individually study them with the intent 
to help solve them if you can. Big things 
come from unexpected sources sometimes, 
and who can tell?— A Moses may come from 
your midst. You may rest assured he would 
be heartily welcomed, and get the best treat- 
ment we could give, so, Moses, come along, 
if you are present. 

If the booksellers are of any value to the 
publishers, as the publishers claim they are. 
they should be protected and assisted by the 
publishers. It is a self evident fact that the 
booksellers cannot survive or increase unless 
their business is made reasonably safe and 
fairly profitable. 

Take the views of an outsider: A. Edward 
Newton, in his excellent article on "The De- 
cay of the Bookshop." states: "I am not sur- 
prised to learn that the condition of the book- 
seller is so bad that it can hardly become 
worse, nor is it difficult to discover why 'No 
trade will attract men in which it is prac- 
tically impossible to make more than a bare 
living. A man may be willing to teach or 
preach and starve, but if he elects to make 
a living by selling something, he is sooner or 
later going to discover that he can sell al- 
most /anything zcith greater profit than cur- 
rent books.'" I advise you all to read that 
article in the January Atlantic. 

It is a self evident fact that the booksel- 
lers of the United States as a whole, are 
barely existing, and are worn out with the 
constant struggle to make ends meet. Excep- 
tions arc the few who succeed in some of the 
large centers. It is a self evident fact that 
it is immensely to the advantage of the pub- 
lishers to have the booksellers of the United 
States in a flourishing condition. It is a self 



evident fact that instead of the booksellers 
increasing in number, they are decreasing, and 
have been for years, and very few are com- 
ing into the profession. Many of those at- 
tempting to do so are deterred on investiga- 
tion, upon learning of the miserable possi- 
bilities of success offered by retail book- 
selling. Mr. W. H. Arnold, in his fine article 
in the Atlantic Monthly, states that there are 
only half as many booksellers in this coun- 
try as there were fifty years ago. 

Is it to be inferred from this that book- 
selling in the United States as a whole is a 
failure? If so, what has brought about this 
condition? Are the booksellers themselves, 
owing to their incompetence, responsible? Is 
it caused by trade conditions peculiar to the 
book business? If that be true, what are the 
peculiar features of the book business under 
which it labors, seemingly to the detriment 
of its progress and success? If they exist, 
can they be remedied or cured, or must they 
be considered impossible of solution and en- 
dured? Undoubtedly they can be largely 
remedied, if not entirely cured, if we all get 
together and work for it. The hope of bring- 
ing this about, is the object of this effort. 

For your consideration, the following sug- 
gestions are offered : 

That we seek ways and means of making book- 
selling continuously profitable in the selling 
of books, by giving the maximum discount at 
all times on purchases of one or more, not 
penalizing the booksellers by an extra charge 
for mail orders or small orders, for accord- 
ing to their ability, the booksellers are the 
publishers' agents in their locality, at heavy 
expense and risk to themselves, and none to 
the publishers: thus changing the ]>olicy 
from quantity buying for the sake of profits 
to a more equitable method, for the purpose 
of aiding the booksellers to avoid overstock- 
ing, the most fatal error in any trade, par- 
ticularly the book-trade. 

That the publishers aid the booksellers to 
carry the necessary stock at all times, partially 
at the bookseller's risk, and partially at the 
publisher's risk on the theory that the book- 
sellers occupy the more vulnerable position. 

That a step in the right direction 
would be, that the booksellers should be the 
sole dispensers of books to the consumer, and 
the publishers should be the sole producers 
of books, selling only to jobbers and book- 
sellers. In doing this, we would be follow- 
ing the methods adopted by many trades, who 
have thereby solved this difficult problem. 

That some publishers eliminate the present 
method where the demand is for five 
or more copies of their publications from 
:he consumer— which demand has often been 
worked up by the booksellers — of selling the 
said consumer at a discount, on the ground 
that it is a wholesale order. 

That publishers change the method of 
issuing two classes of books, the "trade" 
hooks, for the bookseller, and "special" books 
for the publisher's own retail trade to the 
consumer, at a retail profit. These "special" 
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books arc largely made up of popular trade 
books withdrawn therefrom, but books which 
the booksellers helped make popular, and 
which publishers advertise in catalogs and 
otherwise. The booksellers are prohibited 
from selling them except at a loss, owing to 
little or no discount being given them by the 
publishers. 

That there is necessity of the publishers, 
from the largest to the smallest, of getting 
together and harmonizing their trade relations, 
none standing aloof from the other, and exert- 
ing all their efforts, singly and collectively, 
for the benefit and uplift of the book-trade in 
every nook and corner of the United States, 
for the benefit of the people thereof, and for 
the retail trade, and themselves especially. 

That we devise ways and means to increase 
the growth and efficiency of the booksellers 
of the United States, as booksellers. Initiating 
up-to-date methods of doing business, especi- 
ally in establishing scientific cost methods. 
This has been tried but not with much suc- 
cess as yet. 

That the publishers re-establish the Pub- 
lishers' Co-operative Bureau, on a more lib- 
eral and active scale than in the past, de- 
voting their efforts to developing the book- 
sellers in every legitimate way and making a 
determined and united effort to prevent over- 
production of copyrighted books ; said pub- 
lishers receiving in return the united and 
hearty approval and support of all the book- 
sellers of the United States to the limit. 

That we build up the booksellers that they 
will be rejuvenated and made over by fair 
trading, and by making a reasonable profit 
at a minimum risk, thereby be enabled to 
improve greatly that sadly neglected, yet vital 
part of their business, their employees, by 
better surroundings, better pay, and a bright- 
er future than prevails to-day. If bookselling 
is to succeed, this must be accomplished. 

That we impress the booksellers with the fact 
that if they sell books they need the pub- 
lishers. That if they want to succeed, they 
must aid the publishers to the limit, by using 
all their art and craft in pushing the sale of 
books, to sell more books, and still more 
books, and working in harmony with the pub- 
lishers. 

That booksellers should realize and ap- 
preciate that all the troubles and worries of 
the trade do not belong solely to them ; but 
that the publishers are likewise sufferers with 
them. That their business life is one ever- 
lasting speculation and struggle for the suc- 
cessful book, and that many wrecks strew 
their paths before cbance brings success. 
When that happens, the booksellers win out 
also. 

That the way for booksellers to help the 
publishers and themselves is to wake up and 
take notice of the world they live in. and try 
to discover how greatly it has changed in its 
merchandising methods. That they have got 
to live up to it, and. better still, if they can, 
get ahead of it. The public must be brought 
back to books, to the love of books, and the 



ownership of books, and be re-taught the 
joy and solace of books, which their forbears 
enjoyed. We must fight the pleasures of the 
day, the movies, the auto, the newspapers 
and the like, and put the book into the hands 
and homes of the public from the child up. 
A drive for five million more book-buyers 
in the United States for 1021 would not be 
impossible of accomplishment if we all fought 
for it. A scientific campaign to do this should 
be developed by publishers and booksellers at 
once. 

That we aid the booksellers in establishing a 
clearing house system whereby booksellers 
can exchange surplus stock with each other, 
in the absence of any return privilege — on the 
principle that the lower the booksellers can 
keep their stock, the better prepared they are 
to handle new books, and therefore the bet- 
ter merchants they become. 

That the publishers restore the selling to li- 
braries to the booksellers, to whom it morally 
belongs, and from whom they took it by 
underselling methods, and by which means 
they still continue it. In England, neither 
publishers nor jobbers sell to libraries, it is 
done by the booksellers. Why not here? 

That we consider the advisability of re- 
ducing, instead of increasing, the price of 
new books, and whether this could not be 
effectually carried out to the great advantage 
to the trade, by a marked reduction in the 
quantity of books published. 

That we devise every possible method of 
increasing the life of the new book, and 
greatly increasing the life of those already 
published, thereby gaining more profit, less 
risk, better satisfied customers, and more 
peace of mind. 

That we consider and decide if it is not 
a fatal and suicidal policy tor both publish- 
ers and booksellers, to publish a new book 
to-day, to be swamped and put out of sight, 
by a dozen other new books on the morrow. 

The "peak" has long been reached where 
the booksellers of the country, alone, are not 
equal to the task imposed on them by the 
publishers. They need more than treatment 
as mere merchants at their own risk. 

Their part of the problem is more difficult 
than that of the publisher. They have all 
of the publishers' books to sell, while the pub- 
lishers have only their own. They have to 
bear the full force of the selling capacity 
of the entire publishing trade thru their 
representatives, and their propaganda thru 
the "press," and by circularization, at a great 
cost to the publishers. 

They are forced to buy in quantitcs for 
profit. They must buy thousands of books, 
of which they know nothing. Many of the 
books shown them they never heard of be- 
fore. They have to rely on the represent- 
atives who show them the books, and they are 
an interested party, with live wires behind 
them, urginpr sales. 

The-/ are simply swamped by the onrush of 
the 'Kindreds of new books, to be added to 
what they previously have purchased and 
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want to sell. The bitter problem for the 
booksellers is the great production of books 
they have to contend with, and the daily 
addition that is made thereto, year in and 
year out. 

The result is, the booksellers according to 
location and size of business, are compelled 
to carry constantly in stock from 5,000 to 30,- 
000 titles, to which must be added in any one 
year all the new publications. Is there any 
other retail merchandising business in the 
world compelled to carry so large an assort- 
ment of items in stock, and a stock which 
is constantly being added to? Right here is 
the crucial situation of the retail book busi- 
ness. Can it be remedied? Has any effort 
been made to remedy it? To some extent 
yes, but the effort has been ineffectual. Fewer, 
better books has been the slogan of some 
publishers, but the army of books come 
merrily on. If the publishers cannot or will 
not restrict their output, and if the output is 
swamping the booksellers, then it is evident 
if the booksellers are to exist, ways and 
means must be devised to help the booksellers 
carry the load in order to exist. Can this be 
done? 

Would not a better distribution of publish- 
ing thruout the year be a wise step, and elim- 
inate seasonal publishing? As for instance, 
take the Fall Announcement number of the 
Publishers' Weekly, issued October, 1019. 
It contained advertisements of about 1000 
books to be issued for the holiday trade. As- 
suming they began delivery of books Octo- 
ber 1st ending November 30th. This would 
mean the booksellers would have had shown 
them during that period, about 20 new books 
per business day. As a matter of fact, how- 
ever, many of the books are not shown till 
the latter part of the period. This leads to 
serious overstocking, and the booksellers and 
their assistants arc brain weary and physically 
exhausted in the attempt to remember the 
titles of the new books recently added to their 
stock, and those they did not buy, but must 
take orders for and have some knowledge of. 
At this period occurs the most intensive ad- 
vertising activity of the publishers in adver- 
tising mainly the books just published, in the 
press, magazines and circulars, exciting the 
public to buy and also at this period begin 
the wild and desperate efforts of the salesmen 
for orders, re-orders and more orders, in 
short, all sorts of efforts are made to com- 
pel the bookseller to buy new books, to the 
sacrifice of the merchandise he already owns 
and wants to sell. 

It might truly be said that outside of some 
of the standard books, and in spite of the 
5,000 or 30,000 books he has already on hand 
and which were bought to sell, not for orna- 
ment, the booksellers are forced to speculate 
and buy a complete new stock for their holi- 
day business from the entire publishing trade 
of the United States, and during the year 
to buy a complete new stock in order to do 
business, from any portion of the 7,000 new 
books of that year. 



At the end of the holiday season, by Janu- 
ary 15, the entire publishing trade of the 
United States is watching for prompt remit- 
tances from the booksellers for the books 
they have bought, while the pedler of a book- 
seller waits for the consumer to pay him 
for the copy he bought when he gets good 
and ready. The equity of this part of the 
game might be studied to advantage. 

A little flight into the statistics of publish- 
ing may be interesting to you at this point. 
Assuming that the average new book pro- 
duction per annum in the United States for 
the last ten years was 7,000 new titles, in all 
classes of literature, excluding pamphlets, 
etc.. (of which there were about 2,000 issued 
annually) this would mean that 70,000 single 
new titles were published in the ten years. 
Allowing 300 business days per annum, a total 
of 3,000 days for the ten years, would mean 
the average production of about 23 new titles 
every business day for a period of ten years. 

It is a self-evident fact that very few, if 
any, of these 70,000 titles were published for 
the mere sake of manufacturing a book and 
stopping at that. No. Every one of these 70.000 
titles was published with the full belief that 
the book was just what a certain class of 
readers were waiting for and would buy, 
readers, who were scattered all over the 
United States. It naturally follows, there- 
fore, that wherever booksellers are located, 
some of these readers must be in their com- 
munity and demand some of these 70,000 
titles, whether the bookseller has bought any 
of them or not. 

Let us assume that the average editions of 
these 70.000 titles were either 1,000, 2.000 or 
5,000 each, a fair estimate. 

This would mean, that of new books at 
the rate of 7,000 new titles per year, in the 
various editions and periods of time, the fol- 
lowing quantities would have been issued: 

In editi- In one year In ten years Every day for 
tions of 3000 days 

1000 7,000,000 70,000,000 or 23,333 

2000 14,000,000 140,000,000 or 46,666 

5000 35,000,000 350,000.000 or 116,666 

It is true no booksellers would have bought 
all of these books published, but they would 
have bought a very large proportion of them, 
one or more, whether the books were shown 
to them or not, if they attempted to keep up 
with the new books. It must be borne in 
mind that there is probably no other article 
of merchandise so freely noticed in the press, 
magazines, etc, as books. Add to this the in- 
tensive publishers' propaganda in circulariza- 
tion and advertising, and it will be seen how 
great must have been the demand on the 
booksellers for many of these books from 
that special circle of readers for whom the 
books were especially published and for 
whom they did not buy. 

Of this vast output, how many have been 
sold? How many remain unsold? And who 
hold the unsold copies — publishers or book- 
sellers? It would be an interesting trip for 
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the publishers' committee to examine the 
booksellers' shelves. 

Visualize for yourselves the condition of 
the booksellers. Starting in 1910, with stocks 
on hand of 5,000 or 30,000 volumes, facing 
the 70,000 new books, from which he has to 
select with judgment good or bad, and with 
a constantly increasing stock on his selves 
in spite of all his efforts to the contrary. It 
would seem as if there were no possible 
termination to this problem, for it will con- 
tinue and grow more intense, while publish- 
ers exist, unless this appeal may cause them 
to think— pause and reduce. 

This question of overproduction, better 
distribution and unfair trading, is an all im- 
portant one. He who produces needs a mar- 
ket, and someone to sell his goods, and he 
spends thousands of dollars to secure that 
market. Therefore would it not be eminently 
wise for those producers to make this mar- 
ket safe and efficient, instead of leaving it 
at all times precarious and unsafe, its foes 
aided and abetted by them? 

Likewise the booksellers need the producers, 
who must be encouraged and aided by the 
booksellers by doing all in their power greatly 
to increase their distribution of books 
which they can undoubtedly do, by increased 
efforts and intensive selling. These are the 
up-to-date methods in many large and im- 
portant trades to-day, which previously were 
largely afflicted on lines similar to those 
which afflict the book-trade. 

In the absence of the coming together of 
the publishers and booksellers as here sug- 
gested, and with the continuance of present 
conditions, what is likely to be the outcome? 

"Production and distribution" is an inten- 
sive driving force. The evil naturally lies 
in over-production which is the easier of the 
two to be accomplished. A market must be 
found for that overproduction of the present 
and the future. But how? 

If the booksellers cannot absorb the present 
output, will the publishers resort to direct 
selling between publisher and consumer, 
which would mean to resort to mail-order 
method of doing business? This has often 
been hinted at "as possible" by some pub- 
lishers when discussing the direct selling 
problem. 

The very complexity of book publishing 
and bookselling would be a great deterrent 
to the success of such a scheme, especially 
in the personal clement between seller and 
consumer, which would be absent in such a 
method. Dealing with the consumer-direct 
methods have been tried by many manufac- 
turers from time to time, but have failed, and 
are impossible of any success. Great harm, 
however, would he. done to the booksellers, 
no matter how slightly it might be indulged 
in. and if. by any chance, "producer to con- 
sumer" should be fairly successful, it would 
in the end eliminate the booksellers. 

Will the publishers resort to establishing 
their own stores— as some are doing — or havt 
their exclusive agents in all parts of the coun- 



try? To some this is a very attractive 
scheme. The many producers who have tried 
it in other lines have had but limited success, 
with anything but a brilliant future before 
them. Here again the booksellers would be 
badly hurt by such a system, and in the end 
would be eliminated, and the publishers' risk 
would increase enormously. The rivalry and 
competition between publishers would lead to 
a merry war. 

Will the publishers carry out an oft- 
repeated idea of a partnership with certain 
booksellers, or buying them out. retain 
them as managers? Very little of this so 
far has been done, but the possibilities of 
trouble in such an alliance are very great, 
for the publishers would have to assume all 
the risks and trouble of the booksellers to 
which would be added the rivalry of other 
publishers for the market. 

Will the booksellers enter into a combina- 
tion in regional sections for united purchasing, 
form a central headquarters, buying at the 
best rates and terms? Will the booksellers 
have in regional sections a clearing house for 
the exchange of over-stock, selling same to 
each other below cost as an inducement, with 
a principal house in the best market? Is it 
possible the booksellers may collectively re- 
fuse to buy except in greatly reduced quan- 
tities tor their own safety or buy only the 
standards or the "Best Sellers"? 

Will they resort lo a scries of chain 
stores in their own locality as some have 
done? These are not bookstores in any sense 
of the term, but are specialty shops, prin- 
cipally concerned in renting out the popular 
books. The consumer who rents, wont' buy. 
Every effort is being made to make the con- 
sumers, book-owners, not book-borrowers. 
Should this become general, the publishers 
would be great losers, and the booksellers 
badly hurt. 

It is indeed doubtful if any of the above 
schemes as indicated, could ever be made gen- 
erally successful. 

The truth of the matter is, there can be 
no separation. One is part of the other, 
publisher and bookseller, and it is up to them 
to live their lives in peace and harmony 
working for the common good. If we can 
bring about any improvement thru any or 
all of the suggestions herein outlined, we 
>hall have accomplished a valuable service for 
tiie book-trade. To that purpose, it is sug- 
gested that we all unite and work. 

To show our earnestness and good faith 
in this matter, it is further proposed that this 
'•onvention authorize the Association to spend 
$2,000, or more if needful, to carry out the 
purpose set forth, and that the publishers be 
asked to appropriate a like amount or more, 
said sum to be spent for expense of publicity, 
attending meetings of out-of-town members, 
and the possible employing of experts along 
certain lines to point out the way for us to 
proceed. 

If the book-trade as a whole is to succeed 
and increase in number, and so become a 
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vital and important factor in the community, 
then it is absolutely imperative that all parties 
constituting the book-trade of the United 
States, immediately get together in commit- 
tees consisting of their most able members, 
and with all the patience, intelligence and 
ability they possess, study the prevailing con- 
ditions—the existence of which is such a 



detriment, and has always been such a sad 
reflection on the trade — with the full deter- 
mination to wipe them out of existence, and 
put in place thereof, a regime of Fair 
Trading, Mutual Help and General Uplift 
and so grow closer, more cordial, and more 
mutually beneficial, the one to the other. 
Can we do it? 



President Butler: This question is now 
open for general discussion. It is hoped 
that most of us in talking will not share too 
many of the things that I have called atten- 
tion to in this brief, but will confine our- 
selves to the larger scope and benefit. Can 
we booksellers be uplifted by a better feel- 
ing between publishers and booksellers? I 
will call upon Mr. Schenck to lead us in a 
discussion of the matter. 

Vernor M. Schenck Discusses Trade 
Prospects 

Mr. Schexck: I am glad to have the op- 
portunity to say something relative to this 
very excellent paper which the President has 
presented. 

Many of the things which he has said sound 
revolutionary but many revolutionary things 
have happened in the history of this Asso- 
ciation, within my memory, and I am not so 
old as my bald head would indicate. 

I remember how we used to meet over at 
the Hotel Victoria., just a small group of 
thirty to fifty members, and I remember very 
well there were no ladies present. 1 am now 
very glad to welcome so many of the ladies, 
as we see here to-day. 

We used to meet and say hard things of 
everybody and upbraid the condition of busi- 
ness" and have unhappy things said to us. 
The last time at the Hotel Victoria I went 
back home to Springfield and said to myself 
"I will never again attend a meeting of that 
convention." I wrote a letter to the Chair- 
man of the Committee and told him how 
I felt about it. I am glad to say that, while 
my letter probably had no influence, things 
have changed. I shall never forget the en- 
trance of the first department store man — 
our beloved Walter S. Lewis. He is a splen- 
did man : he has worked with this Associa- 
tion valiantly and will always continue to 
work with us. 

I remember when the publishers first came 
in. I don't wonder they did not join those 
meetings. They could not be of any help to us. 
We could not be of help to them, but there 
had to be a beginning, and we owe something 
to those men who organized the association, 
who began to agitate, perhaps not in just the 
right way : hut their agitation has resulted 
in this gathering to-day. I remember one of 
the rational things proposed in those meet- 
ings, was the fixing of prices, and I shall 
never forget an interview I had with a prom- 
inent publisher relative to fixed prices, and 
I remember just what be said : "We will 



never adopt a fixed price principle. What 
are you going to do about it?" We had no 
unpleasant words at that time : it was not 
possible. Within a year, however, I received 
a letter from that publisher saying: "Our con- 
cern has decided to adopt the fixed price." 
And we owe that, ladies and gentlemen, to 
the far vision of a few men. . . . Capt. Ben- 
jamin Ticknor, Mr. Frank Doubleday and a 
few others saw that that was the only right 
principle for the publisher. 

To some the. President's address may sound 
critical, but we all know him. — we who know 
him best know that down deep in his heart 
there is no man more anxious for the wel- 
fare of the whole trade, publishers and book- 
sellers than President Butler. He has well 
said, that the most vital problem is the mer- 
chandising of our books. It is easy to manu- 
facture but it is another problem to sell them 
to the public. Perhaps it has never received 
proper attention from either publisher or re- 
tailer. It took us a good many years to see 
that the publisher and the retailer ought to 
meet in one gathering and consider these 
problems of trade, but, now I believe we are 
all convinced that we are in partnership, in 
cheerful and wise co-operation. It is like 
the lion and the lamb, the publisher and 
the bookseller. Altho we will never come to 
lie down together we will stand together and 
solve the very real problem which faces us 
both. These suggestions which our Chair- 
man makes relative to a fund from the 
treasury of this association and a like 
amount from the publishers seem to me a 
very constructive one. A few years since, I 
had the good fortune to sit at a meeting of 
the executive committee of the National Sta- 
tioners' Association. 

It pleased me to see, sitting at the same 
table, competing manufacturers of blank 
books, pencils, and other articles of commerce 
and industry and, at the same time, repre- 
sentatives of the retailers. There was no 
suggestion of rivalry, but a fine unison in 
their efforts to promote a betterment for all 
concerned. That Association is younger than 
our association, but they have grown. They 
have to-day a paid secretary as advisor to 
the trade. The President of the Association 
told me last year that they contemplated, and 
they have now procured, a man who will go 
from one section to the other of the entire 
United States transmitting sales outlines to 
the stationery trade. 

I believe that a survey should be made by 
the publishers and retailers who will sit to- 
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gether over the problem of the book situation 
of this country. They should discover the 
centers not well covered, find out where the 
stores with little pep are and try to put into 
them more enthusiasm. Then when the time 
comes, and I think it will come, we shall 
have ample funds to employ a man, as the 
stationers do, who will give his time and 
energy to thoughtful advertising and con- 
structive suggestions for carrying on the 
trade, the solution of store problems and the 
stimulation of enthusiasm and promotion of 
more distributing force in this country. 

It is not strange that many of the men 
you know and I know are working under 
very trying conditions. Their capital is lim- 
ited, their trade is limited and many of them 
who love to sell books cannot develop their 
business as they would. They would sell 
more books if they could. Many of them 
would come to this convention occasionally 
but cannot afford to come, and many of them 
arc living from hand to mouth. I talked 
with a bookseller within the last three 
months, he is always cheerful; I have never 
heard him complain. He has never come to 
this convention and when I saw him last, I 
said to him, "Well, I suppose you are making 
just as much money as usual," and he said, 



Frank N. Doubleday Calls for More 
Optimism 

Mr. Doubleday : Mr. Butler has made this 
suggestion that we print fewer bad books and 
more good books. I think that is a very 
good idea. It is not original with him tho. 
For a great many years, I have talked about 
fewer and better books, and had trouble 
enough with the slogan in my office. They 
said, "better and more books." Mr. Butler 
said that there was an over-production of 
books. Now, I am here as a bookseller and 
not as a publisher and I am very sure that 
I am surprised to find there is an over pro- 
duction, for I know of some houses who are 
500,000 volumes short. I don't agree with 
Mr. Butler that the book business is bad. I 
think the retailers are doing well and I think 
if they all are taking advantage of their op- 
portunities, they will all do well. 

I notice he made an allusion to Mr. Arn- 
old's article in the Atlantic Monthly which 
was written just after we had lived it down. 
I want to urge you to read that article. I 
believe, from some investigation that I have 
made, that the village retailer is selling from 
a third to a half more books than he did a 
year ago or possibly two years ago, and some 
of them are selling 100 per cent more. I 
think that's a good, cheerful thing. Now 
why not acknowledge and talk of that in- 
stead of these things Mr. Butler has talked 
about to me for the past ten years. But I 
have got to back him up. I promised I 
would, and I am going to convert him be- 
cause that is the only way I can keep my 
promise. 

Now, Mr. Butler, this isn't such a bad busi- 



"Just as much. You know I love to sell 
books." This man has very little capital, but 
it would pay him to come to these meetings. 
It would pay us to encourage such men, for 
us to get in touch with them and for them 
to come into this Association. We would be 
able to give them much and they would be 
able to give us much, and if we are anxious 
to create larger distributing channels there 
is good territory to work on. 

I would like to see us able to employ such 
a man as the Stationers' Association has. and 
if we join hands we can do it. There arc 
enough wide-awake men in this business to 
make the selling of books a great factor in 
this country. I like to talk about it as a 
profession. It is a profession, but we must 
not figure it as a profession alone, it is also 
a business. We ought to be a great factor 
in every community and make ourselves felt, 
and we can do it, if we join hands. But we 
will never do it by casting stones at each 
other. Let's see things as a whole and go 
to it. [Applause.] 

President Butler: I would like to call 
upon a man who has helped us out on many 
occasions and who will help us out now. 
Mr. Frank N. Doubleday. 



ness as you make out. The opportunities 
arc tremendous. Talk about the money part 
of it, I think it is a good thing, booksellers 
are making money to-day. 

Roger Mifflin kissed every book good-by 
when it left his place and dropped a silent 
tear upon its cover. I am not, however, go- 
ing as far as that. There is no efficacy in a 
doleful tune. There is a good living to be 
got out of the book business, and I think the 
book business does a lot of good. 

I hesitate to be personal but I have a friend 
who has seven bookstores. He is a very in- 
timate friend and tells me a lot of his 
secrets. He is doing a fine business and has 
established bookstores of different kinds. 
They are all doing well, and he has done 
nearly a hundred per cent more business this 
year than last year. This friend would be 
very glad to give any bookseller his statistics 
—that is, his cost of doing business, the pro- 
portion of the rent and the advertising, and 
I think that it would scare you when you 
found out what he pays for advertising. 

I would like now to say one word for this 
old reprobate the publisher. I think you 
don't realize what a time he is having. He 
has to pay cash now for his paper at the 
mill, if he can get it at all, but he gives the 
same amount of credit to his customer. 
Where he used to pay $100,000 for the paper 
he carries in reserve, it now costs $400,000, 
without having any more paper. Where he 
used to pay 4c. now he pays over 15c. a 
pound. Now those are the troubles that he 
is facing, and I think he is cheerful, too. 
These booksellers have no such troubles, and 
1 think we should not take time to read such 
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pessimistic articles as Mr. Arnold writes, and 
I think you booksellers should not let him 
write another article in the Atlantic Monthly 
for years and years. [Applause.] 

President Butler: I won't make any an- 
swer to Mr. Doubleday. It is impossible to 
change him at all. The question is now open 
for discussion : 

Eugene L. Herr Suggests Advertising 
Campaign 

Mr. Herr: I was delighted to hear our 
President's constructive suggestions conclud- 
ing his address and the constructive criti- 
cism made of it by Mr. Schenck. As Treas- 
urer of the organization I shall presently 
read you a report, not in the least gloomy. 
It is the best report that we have ever shown. 
I had a feeling this year in January and 
February when the members' checks came 
back with unusual promptness and unanimity 
that our organization must be improving be- 
cause I remember in years gone by how hard 
it was to get that fiyc or ten dollars, and I 
am glad to say that to-day we are almost 
one hundred per cent paid up for the cur- 
rent year's dues. It made me feel that the 
financial condition of the booksellers must 
be improving. It is particularly interesting 
to follow the new work of this organization. 
We arc doing more constructive work than 
we have done before. 

I am glad that Mr. Schenck told you about 
the National Stationers' Association, and, if 
permitted, I will tell you a little more about 
it. The Stationers' Association is a younger 
organization made up jointly of manufac- 
turer, jobber and stationer, and they are do- 
ing very constructive work. In the Station- 
ers' Association, the manufacturers pay $50 
or $100 each, according to their size and 
financial ability. The retailers pay $30; and 
associate members, $15. They have a budget 
this year of about $40,000. They employ 
a secretary in New York, and they have an 
office in Chicago with Mr. Fletcher D. Gibbs 
as general manager. Beside this they have a 
field representative, and the president is giv- 
ing the organization a whole lot of his time. 
They have got the money to do it with. 

I have just been figuring while sitting 
here, what it would amount to if we would 
all. publishers, jobbers and retailers con- 
tribute on a basis of, say, one-tenth of one 
per cent of our gross book sales to a pro- 
motion fund. 

I have no definite idea of what the gross 
book business of the country is. but if we 
could get in two hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars a year, that two hundred and fifty 
thousand account would bring us wonderful 
results. The fellow selling twenty thousand 
dollars would have to send twenty dollars in- 
stead of five and the fellow selling a hun- 
dred thousand dollars would contribute one 
hundred dollars instead of ten, and the pub- 
lisher, doing a business of a million dollars 
would come in with a thousand dollars. 

Now, I think some kind of a proposition 



like this should come about thru the survey 
that our President has suggested. I think this 
advertising should emphasize the pleasure of 
reading books and the pleasure of owning 
books, the desirability of books for gifts, 
etc. You can take, for instance, the adver- 
tising of the California Fruit Growers. 
Everybody knows how to eat oranges and 
everybody has known that they are good to 
eat, but the growers spend seven or eight 
thousand dollars an issue to tell you how 
good they are. Then take the automobile 
trade, those companies make you see how 
nice it is to own an automobile, and I don't 
see why we cannot put thru a campaign to 
make books look just as good as automo- 
biles because they are ten times more im- 
portant. It is many times more pleasant to 
look at a picture than it is to ride in an auto- 
mobile on rough roads, but it isn't more 
pleasant to look at a picture of a book than 
it is to read it. [Applause.] 

President Butler: Is there any other 
member who has anything else to say? 

Mr. Keating: I think we ought not let 
Mr. Doubleday go from here with the idea 
that we are pessimistic and dreary and 
dissatisfied with our lot as he seems to think 
we are from the paper, but, I think it ought 
♦o be very clear that we should make it 
known that we cannot be too well satisfied 
with things as they now exist. It is very 
clear that we want to extend our influence 
and our business and incidentally to make 
more money. 

I am supposed to read tomorrow a paper 
on National Advertising. Well, I have heard 
a better speech than I am going to make, and 
yet there is one thing uppermost in my mind 
and that is, that advertising is one of the 
most attractive opportunities that lie in this 
business. The doubling and trebling of our 
market, the enjoying of our right to it. not 
limiting it but extending it so as to make 
books as popular in the home as newspapers, 
so that people will want to buy one every 
morning, if you please. At times of course 
our business is poor. Compared with many 
other industries it is always poor, many 
other industries even, that have grown up in 
recent years when hooks were old in the 
world. New industries have come along and 
taken the place of books in the field, and yet 
our business is one of the most important in- 
dustries to the nation. It seems that pub- 
lishers and booksellers have all a responsi- 
bility toward their native land in seeing that 
proper books are put into wide circulation 
I hope that out of this convention we will 
get a new impulse to put books where they 
ought to be, in the forefront of the industry; 
and that we can find a place for them in the 
mind of the people as one of the necessities 
of life. 

Mr. Doubleday: Mr. President. I am very 
enthusiastic about your treasurer's sugges- 
tion. If we start to go forward and forget 
everything that has gone by we may have 
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greater success than we anticipate. If he 
gets one tenth of one per cent contributed to 
this fund, it ought to yield two hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars. I am free to say 
that Doubleday, Page & Co. would enlist on 
that basis. 

Mr. Seely Conover: I just want to say a 
word with regard to the army of readers 
whose purchases Mr. Schenck spoke about, 
because I am optimistic. 1 have sold more 
fiction in the last four months than I have 
ever sold before. I have been selling more 
dollar books in the last four months than I 
used to sell fifty cent books and more fifty 
cent books than I used to sell of twenty-five 
cent books. I am selling more nature books 
than I ever sold before. I used to go around 
our vicinity addressing the schools, talking 
to them on nature subjects, on the woods and 
the trees and the flowers and the birds. I 
would stop and pick some flower or shrub as 
I went along and would bring it into them 
and would ask them if they could tell me 
something about it, and I have trained them 
now in the habit of coming for the books 
which contain the stories on these subjects, 
and it is really a pleasure to me to see how 
this works. 

Miss Witt: I am from Fresno. Calif., 
where the oranges come from, and I would 
like to say a few words here if I may. This 
is my first visit to the American Booksellers' 
Association. In hearing these discussions 
especially regarding advertising I have felt 
that after all it is not because the bookseller 
does not want to advertise, but because he is 
afraid of the price of advertising that he has 
left it all to the publisher. 1 went down into 
my county a while ago and began to cater 
to the library. I have a rapidly growing 
business. I think this last year I have done 
about $40,000, and my library trade has been 
15 per cent of this. I think that service has 
been my point of gain, and it has not been 
a question of more books but of better books. 
I think if the county library could be stimu- 
lated and built and that we would cater to 
them more that we would find that it was 
good advertising. 

Because we love books we must not for- 
get that it is our business to protect our- 
selves, at the same time to give out to others 
more of the love for books, which we have. 
That our books have not been advertised 
more widely is just as much the fault of the 
bookseller as the publisher. The publisher 
does advertise, and the bookseller does not 
help him hut stands aghast at the cost. 

Another thing which I wish to speak about 
is the window. When I went to Fresno I had 
never trimmed a window in my life, but when 
Children's Week came, I had a window to 
trim. I went to my manager's office and asked 
him where we could get a wax figure. At 
first he told me it was impossible, that it 
could not be had, but after persistence in the 
matter he told me he could get it from Rose's 
if we could get it anywhere. I went down 



there and they were good enough to loan 
me an eighty-five dollar wax figure . I 
trimmed a Children's window that brought 
wonderful results and instead of carrying 
or continuing it for one week I continued it 
for two weeks. 

After that came the Christmas period. Of 
course, we have made something, too, of busi- 
ness books. I had to write my own adver- 
tisements and had to plan my own windows 
and dress them, and I have made my adver- 
tisements for the whole month while I am in 
the East. Besides this, we are doing a mail- 
order business. I wish to press you very 
strongly to answer inquiries by letter prompt- 
ly, to keep in touch with the customers' needs 
and to follow up every order which you get. 

We, on the western coast would like very 
much to co-operate with the American Book- 
sellers' Association, and we would like you 
to co-operate with us. Out there we have 
had a Lincoln week and an Edison week, 
and when the publishers or the Booksellers' 
Association writes us regarding things of 
this sort, I think it would be much better if 
they would see to it that those letters or 
communications were sent out to the west 
some days in advance of the communications 
sent to the trade in the east, because I know 
of several occasions when such communica- 
tions have reached us after the time they 
were supposed to have been used. 

Our store has the county library business 
and since Children's week we have had visits 
from the presidents of two county societies 
who have asked us for our assistance, and 
we have cheerfully given it. In some in- 
stances we have given services of this kind 
without one cent of remuneration at the time. 
In one instance after we had given such serv- 
ice about the first of December, two weeks 
later three ladies came into the store early 
one morning to see certain books. They had 
a fine list. I studied a long time as to where 
they got that list. Within a half hour I sold 
them fifty dollars worth of children's books. 
It finally developed that our service to the 
library had brought about a desire on the 
part of the children to read certain books 
and they had gone to the library and made 
a list of those books which were desired, and 
they told me that they could not refuse the 
children the books they wanted. 

Mr. Henry S. Hutchinson : I would 
make a motion that the matter of a fund be 
referred lo the resolution committee tor them 
to outline some scheme whereby the fund ran 
be raised and expended. 

This motion was duly seconded and put to 
the house by President Butler and unan- 
imously carried. 

President Butler: We will now listen to 
the report of our secretary. 

Mr. Frederick. Melcher: Just before I 
begin this report I would like to make an 
announcement. I have here with me a tele- 
gram regarding the death of the dean of 
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American Authors, and it seems most ap- 
appropriate at this time that there should be 
some acknowledgement made at this meeting 
of the death of William Dean Howells, the 



name stands for so much that we are proud 
of in America. (After a glowing tribute to 
Mr. Howells, the whole audience stood to- 
gether in silent tribute to his memory.) 



REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF THE AMERICAN BOOKSELLERS- 
ASSOCIATION. FOR THE YEAR, MAY. 19 1 9-1920 



The twentieth year of the Association's 
work has had outstanding features that in- 
dicate a real progress in American book dis- 
tribution, and these features the Secretary 
takes pleasure in recording. 

The Children's Book Week was organized 
by the Secretary and found full co-operation 
among publishers and other organizations, 
such as the American public libraries, Boy 
Scout organization and teachers in various 
districts. During the week of November 10th 
to 15th the observance of the campaign for 
"More Books in the Home!" was carried 
to widely scattered parts of the country, and 
in many cases the local campaigns were 
especially well worked out and offered pre- 
cedents for future co-operative work of all 
kinds. The Association voted four hundred 
dollars toward this expense, and the balance 
of the fund was raised by contribution from 
the publishers most interested, response being 
very complete. The same Committee organ- 
ized the idea of having Mid-Winter Book 
Season, with the slogan 'Xjdve a Thought to 
Books !" and was to some degree able to start 
the idea of keeping bookselling away from 
the mid-winter slump at the time when, of all 
seasons, people are most in the mood for 
reading. Another suggestion sent out which 
was widely accepted by booksellers was the 
idea of having America Month observed in the 
children's departments during February, Out- 
door Week the last week in April, and the 
Summer Reading campaign for children for 
the last ten days in June. With more com- 
plete organization for co-operation, this sort 
of joint work can be carried still further. 

Book exhibits have been an interesting fea- 
ture of this year's bookselling. Marshall 
Field & Company, in October, started the 
plan with an elaborate week's exhibit, with 
booths occupied by forty different publish- 
ers, with authors of prominence, and with 
crowds of people coming long distances to 
visit the displays. In February, L. S. 
Donaldson & Company, of Minneapolis car- 
ried on an interesting book week, with 
special exhibits and lectures. The first week 
in March. L. S. Ayres & Company, of Indian- 
apolis celebrated Hoosier Book Week on the 
occasion of the hundredth anniversary of the 
founding of the city, and the displays and 
talks were largely of the Hoosier writers. 
In the second week in March, Wanamaker's 
of Philadelphia had a notable Book Week, 
with largely attended lectures and a great 
increase in the interest in books, and the fol- 
lowing week their New York store had a 



similar occasion. There can be no doubt 
that such features as these help to draw the 
public's attention to books and stimulate 
reading. 

This year has been marked by the found- 
ing of another local group of booksellers: 
the St. Louis Booksellers' Association, and 
groups in other cities have kept up their 
activities. The New York League celebrated 
its twenty-fifth year of consecutive activity. 
The Women's National Book Association 
held a notable series of lectures on books, 
from their conception in the author's mind 
thru the various stages: reviewing, selection, 
manufacturing in all its departments, and 
finally their handling by the critic and book- 
seller. These courses have been taken down 
in shorthand and distributed to those mem- 
bers of the Association who were not present. 

In the field of training for booksellers, 
mention should be made of the successful 
year of the Philadelphia school under Miss 
Bessie Graham, who has a class of over 
twenty-five. The Secretary, representing 
the Association, sent to each graduate a let- 
ter welcoming her into the profession. R. H. 
Macy & Company, of New York have started 
a training class for the book department, 
and the Secretary was invited to make the 
opening address, which opening all of the 
members of the department attended. The 
St Louis Training School for Librarians, 
connected with the St. Louis Public Library, 
did fine service for the book-trade by com- 
ing into the new Doubleday, Page store for 
the Christmas season. The students found 
the work extremely interesting. Several 
members of the library profession have en- 
tered into bookselling, and such additions 
are most heartily welcomed by all the book- 
trade. The Carnegie Library School, which 
specializes in children's work, has made 
arrangements this past season to have its stu- 
dents gain experience in the book-shop. This 
familiarizes them with the book-trade side 
of distribution. 

During the past spring. Miss Bertha Ma- 
hony of The Bookshop for Boys and Girls, 
in Boston, has completed arrangements for 
the putting out this summer of a Caravan 
Bookshop in a carefully designed automo- 
bile, with experienced people as salesmen. 
This marks an interesting milestone of book- 
selling, one that the trade can look forward 
to with hopefulness. 

The Secretary has represented the book- 
trade at over twenty different conventions 
and conferences in thirteen different cities. 
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A' large number of these were library con- 
ferences, at which he was asked to speak on 
some phase of book distribution, or the re- 
lation of the book-trade to the library. li- 
brarians are keenly aware of the importance 
of bookstores in the communities they serve, 
and the chances of co-operation are increased 
by these friendly points of contact. Con- 
siderable correspondence about new book- 
stores has been carried on, and advice given 
to those who contemplated entering into the 
business. More complete material should be 
made ready, in order that better help could 
be given. Several times when articles crit- 
ical or unduly disparaging of book-trade 
methods and conditions have appeared in 
newspapers or weeklies, the Secretary has 
taken up the defense of the trade and had 
replies promptly printed. 

There has been a tendency toward a 
healthy increase in the number of stores, of 
experiments with new shops, and an increas- 
ing regard for the possibilities of bookstores 
among the department stores. The year 
ahead should be one of real expansion.

That article, for the most 
part, is a statement of facts, and apparently 
they are pertinent facts that will not down. 
It certainly is folly to blind ourselves to 
them. However, the blind are always cheer- 
ful. 

It is now my privilege to read to you the 
annual report of your Board of Trade.

The distribution of books in this country 
during the past year has brought such in- 
creased gross receipts to the bookseller that 
the concern of your Board of Trade has been 
not so much to consider ways for increasing 
the volume of business as to consider whether 
that business shall be done on such a basis 
as will be profitable for the retailer and so 
encourage him to persist in his efforts. 
Whether the total number of books sold has 
been greater than in previous years it would 
be difficult to determine, for the increase in 
prices (especially marked in competitive 
lines) would of course increase the total re- 
ceipts from sales, even tho no more books 
were distributed. 

By far the most important subject dis- 
cussed at the convention of last May was the 
question of trade discounts, and the Board 
of Trade has given its attention chiefly to 
this matter. 

Just before the convention, in response to 
this Association's request to publishers in 
general, the Oxford University Press had an- 
nounced a very liberal rate of discount ; the 
next announcement came at the convention 
thru the Board of Trade from E. P. Dutton 
& Company. They had decided to apply the 
customary 25 rate to 5 copies. Soon after 
the convention. Little, Brown & Company an- 
nounced hy advertisement in the Publishers' 
Weekly a new schedule of rates that fully 
met our request, and this was shortly fol- 
lowed by Houghton Mifflin & Co., who 
granted similar satisfactory rates. Up to the 
present time over thirty other publishers, 
while not meeting our request in full, have 
come part way by changing their schedules 
to a more liberal scale. 

Some publishers who did not adopt revised 
schedules for general application have made 
increased rates when the orders placed 
seemed to so warrant ; a few others have 
stood pat on the narrow ground that in a 
busy book year retailers would buy as usual 
at the old rates. 



Prksidkxt Butler: We have not received 
that hearty support we should have received 
from the trade in general. It is not our fault, 
but we are still working on with full knowl- 
edge that sometime we will all wake up, and 
you will make suggestions to the Board of 
Trade instead of the Board of Trade making 
suggestions to you.

At the Board meeting in the fall, the 
opinion was unanimous that our most im- 
portant duty was to secure a general accept- 
ance of the original request. While the 
Board applauds those publishers who have 
taken any steps towards meeting the retail- 
ers' needs, it believes that it is now up to 
this Association to press firmly for full 
recognition of these needs by each and every 
publisher. 

The Board is sure that when a remuner- 
ative basis for bookselling is secured, pub- 
lishers can count on an increasingly intelligent 
and successful co-operation in their activ- 
ities. Already as a result of better rates 
booksellers are making fresh efforts to ex- 
tend business, and the proprietors of large 
department stores who have heretofore been 
somewhat cynical as to the possibilities of 
profits from bookselling are now beginning 
to realize that after all the book business may 
show a margin on the right side of the ledger. 

The book-trade is really becoming opti- 
mistic, and we may indulge the hope that book- 
selling, even if divorced from stationery and 
wall-paper, may soon be able to stand on its 
own feet. 

Reports received last year from the Pacific 
Coast indicate that Mr. Cary's Imission 
brought relief to that region, and other re- 
ports show that the booksellers of the West- 
ern mountain cities, who arc subject to 
freight rates almost as high as those to the 
coast, have obtained like concessions. 

Resolution number ten adopted by our Con- 
vention of 1919 calling for an investigation 
of the possibilities of an enlargement of our 
Association so as to secure "the active par- 
ticipation of publishers and jobbers in the 
affairs of this body" has been discussed at 
length by the Board of Trade. The opinion 
of the Board is that such an amalgamation 
would be unwise. This matter will be 
brought to your attention at the executive 
meeting on Friday morning.

BOOKSELLER AND LIBRARIAN 
By John A. Lowe 



Advertisements say that substitutes are 
worthless. I will prove it to you. 1 am a 
substitute, for the man who should be here is 
the Secretary of the American Library Asso- 
ciation, Mr. Carl H. Milam. He could bring 
you a much more definite message from the 
librarians than I can. You have treated me, 
a librarian in the conclave of booksellers, so 
cordially that I recall that old story of the 
Quaker who kept an honest store in Phila- 
delphia. He had an unscrupulous clerk, and 
the day was before war prices struck the store. 
A woman came in and asked ior a pair of 
gloves. The boy showed her some excellent 
gloves. They cost only a dollar and a half. 
That seems a long time ago. doesn't it? She 
looked at the gloves and said, "Oh, I could 
not take those (this was in Philadelphia) 
because I have always worn gloves that cost 
four dollars. I never bought gloves that 
cost less than four dollars in my life." 

The clerk thought an instant, took the 
gloves, and went down stairs with them. He 
put them in a new wrapping and into a box 
and when he came back he said, "Here", 
madam, is a pair of gloves you may have 
for four dollars." And the story says she 
was so pleased with her purchase that she 
took the gloves and went her way. When 



the boy told the Quaker what he had done, 
the proprietor said, "Unless you can justify 
that action by the \Vord, you shall leave my 
employ." 

The boy thought hard all day and as the 
store closed he told the Quaker he could 
justify his action. The Quaker asked him 
how, and he replied : "She was a stranger 
and I took her in." 

As a member of the American Library 
Association you have made me quite at home 
and have beautifully taken me in. 

Back in the war days, if you will allow a 
word of ancient history now, they did not at 
first want books and libraries in military 
camps and naval stations. When the A. L. 
A. first went to camps they said there was no 
place for a lihrary, and a few books and 
magazines to read and throw around would 
be the most that could ever be needed. I 
remember distinctly going to a Colonel to 
ask for a fatigue detail at the library. He 
was so furious at the presumption that a civ- 
ilian should ask this that he proceeded to 
express his personal ideas to me. 

"If I had my way," he said, "I would kick 
the whole lot of you out of camp. I would 
begin with the Y. M. C. A. and the K. of C, 
put in the Red Cross, the Hostess House and 
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you librarians, and I'd put you in a bag and 
throw you all out. There is no place for 
any of you in a camp where fighters are 
being made." 

But he was a great man, and he showed 
it by the fact that the night before his regi- 
ment left camp he came to the main camp 
library building and said. "I've changed my 
mind about what I told you six months ago. 
Because I know from my officers and men 
that your books have enabled them to study 
seriously and advance themselves rapidly in 
their profession as warriors; I believe there 
is a place for books and a library in a mil- 
itary camp. The recreational reading has 
helped keep up the morale, and that is valu- 
able too. I'll use my influence at home and 
abroad to have a good collection of books 
in every camp where I am stationed. 1 ' 

Librarians learned many new lessons in 
the war service. One was how to cut red- 
tape. Another was what splendid librarians 
booksellers make. Your co-operation made 
the service possible, and the Association is 
on record in appreciation of it. You, the 
book salesmen, the bookmen and bookwomen 
of the country, rendered and still render a 
patriotic service. Upon you rests the duty 
of the upbuilding of American ideals. 

Because of the demonstration of value of 
books in camps, the Government has been 
so much impressed that it has taken over 
the army and navy service of the American 
Library Association, as well as the work in 
the camps and naval stations, and profession- 
ally trained librarians have been appointed 
to work with the staff officers of the Army 
and Navy in carrying on this work. 

The A. L. A. has been so encouraged by 
the response to its service that it is now go- 
ing forward on entirely new and enlarged 
plans of service. The first work which the 
A. L. A. contemplates is a survey of library 
conditions thruout the country in order that 
we may know exactly where the material is 
lacking, where libraries are lacking, where 
books are not available in order that thru 
our association interest may be stimulated 
and libraries established. You know right 
well that there are many states in the Union 
that have no libraries. You also know stales 
in the Union which arc not well supplied 
with bookstores. Come, let us go into these 
together first. To make l>ooks valuable for 
everyone, man. woman or child in each com- 
munity, is our aim. What the American Li- 
brary Association proposes to do is not only 
to establish lojral libraries but to establish 
state library commissions in order that in- 
terests may be organized, built up and de- 
veloped. For men in industry and in busi- 
ness the Library Association plans to make 
books available so that every man in industry 
or business will find in print the particular 
thing which he needs for his business. That 
is one of the things which we learned at the 
camps, that we must have more vital, tech- 
nical, and educational literature, which will 



supply the men for developing themselves 
along their particular jobs. Thruout the 
country there is a great interest in this, and 
the Association plans to stimulate it still 
further ; and the building up of business li- 
braries in business institutions, in business 
houses and the like will be a part of its work. 
The American Library Association will 
strengthen whatever machinery it can to help 
in the organization of libraries in business 
and industrial plants and in the selection of 
books. The plan is to keep a continuous 
campaign of propaganda and publicity be- 
fore men, women and children, to suggest 
the need of reading and the method of trans- 
mitting knowledge to them. 

The idea is to keep up the whole thing be- 
fore the eyes of the people, to anticipate the 
need of books for children and grown-ups. to 
have ready "books for everybody." You 
know what happened in the days that are 
gone, with propaganda. The repeating of 
one word has made it have forever a fixed 
idea for you and me, "Lend." "Help !" "Save," 
and "Give." Why should not we, both book- 
sellers and librarians, hold before the coun- 
try a peace message "Read"? By co-oper- 
ative advertising we may accomplish much. 

I would like to read a quotation from an 
article by J. George Fredericks, reprinted in 
the Review of Reviews, "The Book Store as 
a Vital Element of Community Life." In- 
cidentally 1 hope you will all read the entire 
article which is in your possession. 

The new vision is growing among booksellers 
that they have a great business opportunity to 
meet a laical market by means of creative, alert 
effort. Only about four per cent, of American 
comiuunitii* have public libraries, and yet not four 
per cent of the country's population is in the habit 
of visiting a bookstore. This is the job which the 
live booksellers arc setting themselves vigorously 
to work upon— to establish a service relationship 
between their stores and all elements of a com- 
munity, for a bookstore has a vital economical 
piece of merchandise to sell to everybody of what- 
ever age, sex. color or occupation or degree of 
wealth. The grimy mechanic's apprentice, the pert 
stenographer, the limousined lady, the office boy, 
the farmer, even the blind, or the immigrant who 
can't speak English, are live, possible customers 
of the alert bookseller, and it is bis business and 
privilege to seek them out and demonstrate their 
need for his services and wares. 

We find that very little has been done for 
hospitals, for penal institutions and other in- 
stitutions and the next step in the line of 
library development is to carry books into all 
of these places. Unlimited stories are avail- 
able to bring out the value of books in 
nrisons to help keep the morale where it be- 
longs. 

Consider the Merchant Marines. T think 
if libraries are to be developed, I don't know 
of anythinr* that will work to better advan- 
tage than to give books to our men going 
to sea. With books always available to them 
they cannot then be deprived of the advan- 
tage which their other brothers have of night 
schools and of the arrangements enjoyed by 
those who live on the land. If our small 
libraries which go on a Merchant Marine 
ship are to continue to be of value we have 
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got to follow this up and develop this serv- 
ice further. 

There arc several hundred thousand blind 
in America, yet only a few titles are pub- 
lished in the braille type. The American 
Library Association is giving itself the task 
of helping to bring out more books and titles 
for the blind in order that the sweetness and 
light may be brought to our unfortunate 
friends. 

In connection with the foreign speaking 
citizen I wish to commend to some daring 
publisher a manual of letter writing for the 
new citizen. In camps we had many calls 
for such a book. Our solution for each in- 
dividual case was to talk with the soldier 
about his day's work and the general mes- 
sages he would like to send to his friends, 
and as we talked I took down his ideas on 
the typewriter in a letter form. Then with 
infinite pains the men copied the letters in 
their own handwriting because to their artis- 
tic minds typewritten pages are not satisfac- 
tory. Many of them can read print and can 
copy it into script but many of that number 
do not understand how to put script letters 
together to make a word without a guide 
before them. 

Consider the Coast Guards and Light 
House men who are providing us with safety 
for our commerce. They do not have a 
great quantity of books, altho the A. L. A. 
has been able to do something for them. 
I believe that they should have books that 
they may improve their minds during the 
long hours of watching, and they should have 
books for whatever pleasure they can bring. 
When I say our duty is to give books to 
bring pleasure, I say it in the spirit with 
which Stevenson said, "My duty toward my 
neighbor is not to make him duty, but it is, 
if perhaps, I may make him happy." 

For the discharged soldiers, sailors and 
marines, the A. L. A. must still continue the 
libraries unless we arc to lose the result of 
the work begun. Unlimited stories abound 
of men who have learned for the first time to 
read in camp, and many of these men are 
now looking forward to purchasing books 
and building their own home libraries. We 
feel that unless we shall have helped in the 
formation of the reading habit, we shall have 



missed in our ideal, and that is where the 
librarian needs so much the bookseller, to 
help foster among the entire nation a more 
serious reading habit and the love of books. 
If you feel discouraged and your work 
seems in vain, simply because you deal in 
books, read another paragraph from Mr. 
Frederick's article: 

It can easily, then, be seen that a dealer in 
books is a dealer in the most precious things a 
community lives by, for books are not paper and 
print, but outlook on life, stimulation, ethics and 
religion, nature study, practical efficiency, profit, 
vision, pleasure reform, government, patriotism. 

And those are the things which you are 
dealing in and we want you to help us to do 
this thing because the library cannot exist 
without the bookseller and the publisher. 
We need libraries in every village and town 
in the United States, not only in the old 
communities where there are libraries but in 
the whole United States of America, and we 
need bookstores in every one of them in 
order that men and women and children who 
have learned to read may learn to build up 
their own home libraries intelligently and 
sympathetically, and have the opportunity to 
buy wisely. [Applause.] 

President Butler: We have enjoyed Mr. 
Lowe's remarks very much and wish to thank 
him for all that he has said. 

Mr. Melcher : The President is very gen- 
erous, he keeps all the burdensome duties and 
gives to the secretary a share of the pleas- 
ures. May I call your attention to the increased 
benefits we are receiving in the "book pages" 
thruout the country. I was much interested 
recently to see that when that most sprightly 
of book editors, Mr. Sell, left Chicago for New 
York the Daily News gave his work to one 
of the best special writers on their staff, Mr. 
Harry Hanson. When the Philadelphia 
North American decided to give Philadelphia 
an aggressive book page, they obtained Mr. 
Sidney Williams, author and critic of repute, 
to edit it. And now we are very fortunate 
today in having with us Professor Canby, 
Yale College, who has taken a year's leave 
from his important position in the English 
Department to take charge, with William 
iRbse Benet. of the book pages of the New 
York livcnhuj Post. 



THE PROBLEM OF REVIEWING 
By Professor Henry Seldel Canby 



I think that much more than the last speak- 
er I should apologize for being here; because 
I am here not even as a substitute. But first 
of all I want to tell you a little story before 
I talk on the subject on which I have been 
asked to talk. About two years ago I was 
in France. I happened to be out very early 
one morning, and there were a lot of men 
and among them there was one from my own 
vicinity, New Haven. The men were not in 



very good humor for the place was very 
smelly with dead Germans, but they were not 
so much concerned because of that smell as 
because of the mess and other conditions. 
I happened to have a little different uniform, 
and this young chap from my home place had 
been expressing his opinion of the universe 
in general and that lower place in particular 
when, looking up, he spied me and said, 
"What are you anyway, in this blankty-blank 
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hole?" I replied, "I am a Professor of Eng- 
lish.'' -My Gawd," he said. [Laughter.] 
Now, I hope that that ejaculation will not 
be made here this morning, because after all 
a teacher of English is a very direct relation 
t<> the hooktradc. 

Our business is to sell the love of books, to 
inspire in the minds of others the love of 
books and the need of books, and it is your 
business to sell the books themselves. You 
may all know that when Professor Thomas 
Lounsbury was in Yale there were no books 
for the students to read; there were no his- 
tories such as we have to-day for everyone 
to read, the book used there was a history of 
England which had been prepared for the 
students of the University of Petersburg. 
All the books and histories there were, were 
for the use of the teachers. Professor 
Lounsbury was the first to introduce into the 
University the reading of books by the stu- 
dents themselves as a part of the curriculum 
of the University. But our interest in, and 
love of, books does not and cannot cease with 
it, it must be extended to the love of books 
in adults. A habit is formed in college ami 
that habit follows us. 

My own interest in the reviewing of books 
is quite old. As associate editor of the 
Yale Review I am called upon to know 
books. It is difficult to review in this Quar- 
terly, for sometimes the review is not printed 
until three months after the book comes 
out. You can't review books properly that 
way. They ought to be reviewed as they 
come. That is the way books to-day have 
to be reviewed, and that is the reason I am 
so interested in the problem. I am taking a 
year's leave of absence in the hope that this 
weekly medium may offer a fertile field in 
that direction. 

I have thought a great deal about the prob- 
lem of American reviewing in the last few 
months. I think that the chief trouble is that 
the American review is either a secretion 
or a by-product. I will make an except ton to 
that broad statement soon, but in general 
what I mean by this is that the secretion is 
done by an expert or professor who writes 
a thoro review of, say, about four thousand 
words and places it in some technical maga- 
zine that nobody ever hears of and nobody 
ever sees, or reads if they do see. 

Reviewing for the general reader is a by- 
product of busy writers. Somebody is pmr4 
to Atlantic City over Sunday and takes from 
the editor a book or two in order to help 
cover expenses or to pay for a new pair of 
shoes. Reviews of this sort arc paid for at 
a low rate per week and naturally the review 
will be reasonably long in order to bring 
in reasonable compensation. The publishers 
have been very kind, as they have put a few 
helpful remarks on the wrapper. Then the 
critic adds four or five lines of extremely good 
criticism done by the best literary editors, for 



our critics are as good as any other critics. 

Perhaps I am talking a little in the ex- 
treme, but I am trying to draw a picture. It 
may seem to you like too dark a picture. My 
own opinion, however, is that nine-tenths of 
the reviewing is a by-product, a cursory re- 
view done by people with their left hand 
whose right hand is busy with something else. 
One must except "colyum" criticism, and the 
criticism done by the best literary editors, for 
those men, by the very tenure of their job, 
must write interesting reviews that the public 
will read. 

Now, what's to be done about it? I don't 
believe that the problem can be taken up 
and talked about by people like yourselves 
who love books without something coming of 
it. If the critics can be made to take re- 
viewing seriously, the readers will take it 
seriously also. After all. the readers. I should 
say. want, first of all. to be interested in what 
to read and in the second place they want 
critical notice. I don't think they want a 
criticism of a thousand words. I should say 
•two hundred was better by far. Publishers 
and booksellers 'want authoritative reviewing 
which will guide them in the choice of books. 
All of us want to know what a book is and 
whether wc want to read it or not read it. 
I have had the temerity to prepare an out- 
line for a critical journal where we shall en- 
deavor to do these things, and I wish to read 
you a few excerpts from it and then leave it 
to you for your own judgment. 

"Such a review must be dignified ; must be 
competent; must become authoritative. Its 
writing must have enough distinction to be 
worthy of the books' it chooses for extensive 
reviews. It should be varied; and. by keep- 
ing due proportion in its space allotments, 
may be comprehensive. It should be as in- 
formative as the editors can make it; occa- 
sionally witty and frequently amusing. We 
should praise often, damn occasion illy, and 
neither puff nor sneer." 

Furthermore, T think one of the great serv- 
ices that critics might render your profession 
is *.o supply a sort of guide where readers or 
publishers may find in two or three lines or 
two or three paragraphs the very gist of 
criticism by the best man that could be bar! 
by the best houses. I understand that in the 
French journals men of the loftiest reputa- 
tion in France seem to be glad to write re- 
views in which they summarize or. rather 
where they finally criticize, books of high im- 
portance. This is an outline of a review, and 
if you. the Booksellers, and we of the Uni- 
versities, whose businesses it is to sell and 
love books, will back up the critics and ed- 
itors I am not pessimistic about the future of 
the book business in the United States. I 
thank you. [Applause.!

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BUILDING AMERICANIZATION THRU BOOKS 
By Peter Roberts, of the International Y. M. C. A. 



The question of Building Americanism 
Thru Books is one which has great interest 
for me. I have been at this job for the past 
thirteen years, and I have tried to build 
Americanism thru men but I don't know 
whether I can interest you on the question 
of building Americanism thru books. 

The group of men I have in mind first (and 
when I say "men" 1 mean those men or 
women in whom we wish to instil our "Amer- 
icanism") are the native born. The native 
born American may be classified in three 
groups. The native born of native parentage; 
that makes up about fifty per cent of the 
population of twenty-one years and over; the 
native born of foreign parentage, that makes 
up about seventeen per cent of the popula- 
tion of twenty-one years and over; and the 
last group is the negro who makes up about 
ten per cent. Now those three groups make 
up about sixty-five to seventy per cent of the 
population of persons over twenty-one. 

These groups may again be divided into two 
groups according to their qualities. You have 
the illiterate and the literate, and one of the 
great tasks before us in the way of Amer- 
icanization is to -teach that class of illiterate 
to read and write. You know, and I know 
the definition given of Americanization in 
Washington. It includes that illiterate group 
as well as the forcgn born and foreign speak- 
ing. 

Among the native born of native parents 
you have more than two million people who 
cannot read or write, or possibly two and a 
half million. Among the colored people, a 
third of the population cannot read and write. 
Those who are descended from the foreign 
born, I am glad to say, have availed them- 
selves of the opportunities in America and 
they only present a little more than one-third 
illiteracy. The fact that some men are il- 
literate does not prove that they are inferior 
as far as quality of mind is concerned. There 
has been a lack of opportunity. 

Of the native born of native parents, we 
have the boys of the mountains of the South ; 
but they gave a good account of themselves 
in the Civil War. The boys there in the 
Cumberland mountains and down on those 
hills, stood like a granite wall for the Stars 
and Stripes and in defense of the Union. 
They are of good stock and good ability tho 
they are hard to get at. I tried to teach some 
of them English — that is, to read and write. 
You have to go about it in a very diplomatic 
way. But this is the problem — before you 
ijivc books to these people you must teach 
them to read and write. And the colored 
problem is a still greater one. 

We will now leave that group and go to 
the group that I call the literate and adult 
native American. You know we have 57 
varieties forever coming into the United 
States, and they have been coming for a long 



time. I remember Dooley said that the only 
difference among us in the United States is 
that we didn't all catch the first ship. We 
are all immigrants only we are in series. I 
remember once in Omaha I discussed the 
question of Americanization and told them 
that they were all immigrants, and after me 
came John Jones, a full-blooded Indian, and 
said in his opening remarks, "I welcome you 
to my country." He was the only man in the 
audience or, rather in the place, who was 
entitled to claim the full title of American. 

Our president when in Europe said that the 
hope of the world was America. I say the 
hope of America is the alien born. That's 
the man that's going to save it. First of all 
he must become saturated by what American- 
ism is. Do you remember what Ibsen did 
wkh his son? Ibsen had a son, and what did 
he do with his boy? He sent him to Russia 
in order that he might know what freedom 
was. Russia was then under the Czar, an 
imperiaJistic government. Now there are a 
number of boys raised in the Unked States, 
and they are drifting a long way from de- 
mocracy and from democratic tendencies. 
There are millions of fathers here in these 
United States, and some of them are in the 
city of Philadelphia where the constitution 
was born, and they, have sons who are not 
democratic, who are now drifting away from 
the democratic ways. I don't consider them 
Americans. 

I have seen Bulgarians coming into Ellis 
Island show more enthusiasm for America 
than scores of men and women I have seen 
in New England with eight generations of 
New England forefathers. Just as sure as 
we forget the fundamental principle of de- 
mocracy it is useless for us to cry on the 
street corners or in the market places or from 
the house tops to Americanize the foreigner, 
because he understands that we don't under- 
stand what we are talking about. 

There are in this America of ours and in 
American enterprises, men of imperialistic 
tendencies, and things have been done in the 
United States, have been done in the last 
few years, which are confusing our men and 
our women. I want you to see the connection 
between this and the book question. Get the 
books that deal with the question of Amer- 
icanism and of American institutions and 
publish them and hand them to the native 
born of native parentage. 

Now, we will go back again to the second 
group of people, the native born of foreign 
parentage. They need saturating in American 
history. There are a large number of men 
in the United States who don't know anything 
about it. There are 146 odd years of our 
history, and those are years of evolution in 
American democracy, and an American, 
native born, can contribute his part only when 
he knows what American history is and can 
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guide that other brother and sister who is 
anxious to know about America and wants to 
know something about the history of that 
country into which he or she has come. That 
is the part we ought to play. That is the 
question ot real Americanization here to-day. 

There are a large number of people who be- 
lieve that there is no God and that there is no 
need of any God and who want to tear down 
our colleges and our churches and destroy 
our institutions. No one who does not know 
American history can realize how the progress 
of the nation has been evolved. I am stand- 
ing here in Philadelphia where the constitu- 
tion was made. You who are familiar with 
American history know and remember what 
Benjamin Franklin said after wrestling for 
days and days over the questions that came 
up in the framing of this constitution with- 
out reaching satisfactory conclusions. Ben- 
jamin Franklin, hoary with old age, rose to 
his feet and said: "We have labored in vain 
and now let us get on our knees and ask for 
Divine guidance, for the longer I live the 
more I am convinced that there is a hand 
greater than man's to lead us on." And at the 
suggestion of that man they prayed for the 
guidance of God, and after they got up from 
their knees it was a different convention, and 
they made progress, and they produced the 
Constitution of the United States, and the 
good citizenship of that man yet lives in the 
affairs of men. 

When we have in Madison Square, New 
York, or any other square, men who talk on 
soap boxes and say to tear down the altars 
of our fathers, that is not Americanism. I 
have heard men on soap boxes say that they 
could run the nation just as well and better 
than it is being run and as it has been run. 
Of course they could— to the gutter. That's 
exactly where they would run it. 

Take men in large industrial systems. Who 
are they ? They are the men who have studied 
economics thoroly. They know exactly what 
it means to go thru the painful effort of 
progress. Man has gone forward rising 
higher and higher until to-day they find the 
organizations and systems which have been 
produced. 

Ladies and gentlemen, sell books on the 
subject of economic principles and let the 
men and women of the world study economics 
and economic principles and problems and in 
that way we will get results, rather than by 
anarchy. 

What else should the native born of native 
parents do in this creation of Americanism? 
Show sympathy with the foreign born. Do 
you know, I don't believe there is a country 
under the sun which has greater race prejudice 
than America. That is accounted for by the 
57 varieties, and it has also come into this 
United States because of the negro question. 
But let me tell you that the negro is formed 
in God's image, and no man can blot out that 
mark. Then there are the Turks and the 
Hebrews and the Syrians. They come here 
poor and look forward to America as the 



place to learn of liberty. Everyone be- 
lieves in the principles of democracy, who 
believes in the future of America. I want 
every one of them to stand with me for the 
absorption of foreign-speaking brothers and 
sisters into the body politic. We can do it. 
It is the future of America. 

We are talking about a League of Nations 
tho they are doing nothing in Washington for 
that League of Nations. Are we out of the 
War Zone entirely? No, my friends. I feel 
that we have not come yet to the millenium of 
no wars. What is America going to do? 
Let's take these men who come to us here 
and let us use them to the greatest possible 
advantage that the American of tomorrow 
may be a greater man than the American of 
to-day. And when the day comes when 
America must stand for humanity and for 
democracy and for human rights and for 
human justice I believe that America will 
lead. That's the thing she can do in this 
world; that's the thing she can do for 
Americanization. 

President Butler: Ladies and gentlemen 
there is a great deal of good in that magni- 
ficent speech for us to take to our hearts and 
to work out, even in a small way. 

Henry S. Hutchinson Discusses the Influ- 
ence of Good American Books. 

Mr. Henry S. Hutchinson: Mr. President 
I don't think there is any need to discuss the 
remarks of the last speaker. He has covered 
the subject so thoroly that there seems to be 
no need, but I would like to say a few words 
regarding another subject while I am here 
on my feet. Just a few years ago in con- 
vention we used to talk about books having 
their wonderful influence, and we took a great 
deal of pains not to get those books out where 
there was an undesirable influence. It seems 
to me that there is just as great an influence 
coming from good books as there is from evil 
books, and the last few years I have been 
trying to sell that class of book. I tried espe- 
cially last fall to sell good books for children. 
Two years ago I began to think how many 
hundreds of volumes I had been selling which 
I should not have sold, and from that day I 
have taken pains to see what kind of juve- 
niles we sell. 

Recently, too, we have been trying to do a 
little something towards getting the corpor- 
ations interested in what kind of books their 
employees should read and do read. I have a 
young partner who suggested the idea that 
we send out to the corporations a list of books 
covering the textile industry. I told him to 
go ahead but said there was just one cor- 
poration I did not expect to hear from, and 
I am going to tell you that that corporation 
last week ordered the whole list of books. 
That's what we are trying to do and trying 
at the same time to keep track of them. 

The American Library Association is help- 
ing along that line, and I believe with Mr. 
(Roberts that if we will go in and sell these 
people who want a book for foreigners to 
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learn English we can follow up and sell a 
history of the United States, and a history of 
the United States with the story of the lives 
of some of our great Americans. Just as I 
had this in my mind and was trying to work 
it out, I received a circular letter and I would 
like to take the privilege of reading it. Many 
of you may have received the same letter.

ON BUILDING AMERICANISM IN THE HEARTS OF BOYS AND GIRLS 

THRU BOOKS 
By Eva March Tappan 



I have wondered sometimes if there would 
not be -<-mc few compensations in living un- 
der a king. I'd choose a benevolent, rather 
despotic individual, not too brilliant of in- 
tellect ; bright enough to understand how the 
apple goes into the dumpling, but not so 
crafty as to be always getting the better of 
his people; a king who would move along 
peacefully in the well-worn ruts, and whose 
subject- would not lie awake nights in fear 
of what he might do next. It would be rest- 
ful t<> have for frontispiece of everything a 
nicely crmined, forordained figure sitting ex- 
actly in the middle of a throne, always ready 
to smile upon foreign ambassadors and make 
speeches at the opening of hospitals, or else 
delegate for the business some convenient and 
unquestioned heir-apparent. 

Under a king, one would not have to do 
quite >u much thinking, for so many ques- 
tions would be settled in advance. There 
would be a precedent for everything, and 
there would be no discussion about whose 
head should be put on the next coins. Of 
course, even he best-behaved sovereign holds 
office for only one term, and he has no pos- 
sibilit> of re-election; but, save in the time 
of world wars, he has. if his digestion is 
good, and his blood pressure not too high, a 
good chance of a fairly long reign. In a king- 
dom, matters would be much simplified. Every- 
one would know for whom to shout and to 
whom to be loyal. Parties might come and 
partio might so, hut the kingship would go on 
forever unless something happened. 

N-'W a republic is not exactly a restful 
abode. Wc never have time to get used to 
anything. We can never take anything as a 
matter of course, and we always express our 
sentiments. If we do not like the idea of 
killing off the Indians and the buffaloes and 
then putting them sentimentally on rive-cent 
pieces, it might be sorely grieved. In a 
republic there are no precedents. Everything 
chnii'.!c-. Xothini: is settled. Everything is 
new. "New occasions teach new duties." and 
we must be always on the qui rive. Demo- 
cracy is always an experiment, and every gen- 
eration finds it as much of an experiment as 
if it had never been tried before. 



In a republic each generation has its own 
special problem, sometimes with two unknown 
quantities and only one equation. Think of 
the line of governmental problems in the 
history of our own republic since the days 
• f i~"6? Could we form a real union, or only 
a collection of mutually jealous states? How 
much power should be granted — grudgingly — 
to the central government ? Should slavery be 
|K?rmitted to exist on American soil? Could 
civil service be reformed? Should everyone 
who wished to enter at Castle Garden be al- 
lowed to come, or should a line be drawn be- 



tween those whose presence would inju r e the 
country and those who would become de- 
sireahle citizens? Wc have solved these prob- 
lems; some of them well, some not well. 
No one of them is more important than the 
one now before us, that of building American- 
ism in the hearts of boys and girls in order 
to prepare them for their problems. 

Americanism means living up to our rights 
and duties. We have a right to life, but it 
must be a life of service; to liberty, but it 
must not interfere with the liberty of others; 
to the pursuit of happiness, but it must De the 
happiness of our neighbors as well as of our- 
selves. Americanism is love of our country 
and pride in what she has been, what she is, 
and what she is to be ; but pride without the 
willingness to serve is not patriotism, it is 
selfishness and hysteria. Americanism is not 
mere sentimentality ; it is not a fad ; it is an 
absolute necessity if this country is to main- 
tain her place of honor in the world. One 
can wave a ilag and sing the "Star-Spangled 
Banner" every morning before breakfast, and 
yet be an exceedingly poor specimen of an 
\merican. It is a good thing to cheer for 
the "Red, White and Blue," but it is better 
to realize that each one has his own little 
corner of the flag to keep pure and clean. 

Americanism stands for fair play, the square 
deal, a keen sense of honor, and a pure 
simple home life: It believes in work and 
despises the loafer. It is good naturcd. and 
enjoys a laugh at something — not at some- 
body. Americanism respects property, obeys 
the laws, is ready to help in team work, re- 
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alizes that " a man's man for a' that." 
Americanism is b oad enough to comprehend 
that, however much we may have to give to 
an immigrant, he may also have something to 
give us ; that to despise an immigrant, to call 
him a Dago, for instance, does not help to 
make him into a good citizen; but thai it 
does help both him and us if wc realize, 
humbly, that he is perhaps far beyond us in 
a heritage of love of beauty and symmetry, 
which even a cubist might sec to be worthy 
of envy. On the other hand, all the naturali- 
zation papers in Washington will not make 
him into an American unless he has adopted 
American ideals. If the native American 
has them not, so much the worse for him 
— and for us all. 

People who do not know Americans call 
us merely a money-getting folk; but we give 
liberally to schools and art museums, and 
charities. We are charged with being ab- 
sorbed in our own busisess affairs; but mil- 
lions of those dollars for which we are ac- 
cused of scrambling we gladly send across 
ocean and continent to save the lives of peo- 
ples whom we shall never see. Wc respect 
ability, talent, genius. We reverence the names 
of our greatest writers; and even the man who 
docs not know their writings will put the vol- 
umes on his library shelves. Fashion? Yes; 
but that there is such a fashion indicates a 
praiseworthy ideal. 

Can American ideals be preserved? The 
land will remain — for a few geological peri- 
ods at any rate, but will the ideals remain? 
Our beloved republic never prepares. The 
sun shines and the flowers bloom, and we feel 
ourselves ready for anything; but to pro- 
serve and cultivate ideal Americanism is go- 
ing to be the most strenuous of all the strug- 
gles in our history, and if we are to win, 
preparation must be made. Do all that we 
can, the crisis of the struggle will lie in 
the hands of the boys and girls. Our best 
•work is to see that they are well armed for 
•the fray, to form in them a habit and convic- 
tion of Americanism, to develop and strength- 
en the child's natural instinct for partisan>hip 
into a steady and well founded principle of 
patriotism. 

Much is being done in the schools and libra- 
ries. The influence of a teacher, of a librarian 
of a popular boy or girl counts immensely. 
Salutes to the flag, the explanation and cele- 
bration of patriotic holidays, is work in the 
right direction. Public story-telling is becom- 
ing a power in the land. The Boy Scouts are 
the chivalry of America. They stand for 
courage, initiative, independence, loyalty, 
kindness, and helpfulness. To do one good 
turn a day is perhaps no more than mo«t boys 
do — if they think of it; but to have it in mind 
that it is a part of their daily business to be 
on the lookout for a chance to do a good turn, 
is a whole education in habits of kindness and 
thought fulness ; and 120,000,000 good turns a 
day would not be a poor record for even a 
whole country. Home influence and training 
would of course be an ideal teaching; but not 



every child, even of American birth, has a 
home which stands for Americanism. 

Without being praisers of the past at the 
expense of the present, we cannot help seeing 
that certain virtues upon which the strength 
and honor of our republic have stood are in 
danger of slipping out of our grasp. Who 
expects work to be done when it is promised? 
How many children are taught to be as hon- 
est in little things as in great? In my own 
city, a mother whose boys had been stealing a 
basket of grapes from a neighbor's vines 
smiled genially and said, "Hut ycu know 
their father is a citizen, and so they have a 
right to anything that grows in the city." Com- 
pare that with the story of two little girls of 
the early l830's who, yielding to the attraction 
of the other side of the wall, left their own 
orchard and brought home two apples from a 
neighbor's. The mother told them that this 
was stealing, and the babies hurried back and 
tried their best to fasten the apples on twigs 
so they would grow again. No one has ex- 
pressed the change of sentiment better than 
Miss Agnes Repplier : "The girl of the sixties 
did not always do her duty, but she did have 
the grace to be ashamed of herself when she 
neglected it." 

If the attempt to make all the boys and 
girls of the country into good American citi- 
zens was put into my hands, I should place 
my chief reliance upon books. A book can go 
anywhere, and it carries its weapons with it. 
A book is a power especially with a child. 
The old story says that Archimedes was so 
absorbed in his problem drawn on the sand 
that be refused to follow the soldiers to safe- 
ty. That is like the absorption of a child in 
a favorite book. To him, the volume is not 
merely printed pages, it is a world just as 
real as the world around him. The charac- 
ters arc living people ; and the reader wonders 
what they did before and after they came into 
the book. Three small children in Illinois, 
one six, the others not yet four, have recently 
been absorbed in a book on knighthood, writ- 
ten, by the way, for their elders, and they de- 
mand of their mother, "What did Sir God- 
frey say after he rode away? Where did he 
live when he was a little boy? What will 
his horse do about it? What did the queen 
say when the knight jabbed that m3n with 
his spear?" 

It will be the easiest thing in the world to 
guide these children into biographies of real 
people, stories r.f some of our own heroe-. of 
those who have helped to make our country. 
What could be more thrlling than the story of 
the country boy from a Virginia farm who 
led the colonists to freedom? The talc of the 
man who had the courage to cross the Sea of 
Darkness, but failed to recognize the new con- 
tinent when he almost bumped into it? What 
would more surely arouse a boy's interest 
than the tale of the quick-witted young Qua- 
ker who got the better of his king in a merry 
argument and came straight from the Eng- 
lish court to beat the Indians at their own 
athletic games? How could a boy learn pcr- 
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scrvcrance better than from the story of the 
man who tried and tried and tried before he 
succeeded in laying "the mighty cord we call 
the Atlantic Cable." And what about the story 
of the man who did not like dogs, but just 
because he thought it right, endured personal 
abuse and attack of all kinds and founded the 
two societies, Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals, and to Children? 

Someone once wrote a brilliant paper on 
"The Presumption of Brains in Children." 
Almost any child who has listened to the sto- 
ries of our national heroes will discover for 
himself the qualities that made them heroes, 
and will look upon them as desirable people 
to imitate. And this is a long step in the way 
of Americanism. 

From biography to connected history is 
easy, for old friends appear and reappear. No 
one can love a country if he is utterly ignorant 
of her story. Imagine being dropped into a 
land of which you knew nothing and bidden 
to love it and be true to it, and die for it if 
necessary? Hermann Hagedorn has well said 
that "this nation cannot live on its past rec- 
ord;" but it cannot live if it forgets its past 
record, for out of this record it has grown 
to be what it is; and to appreciate that growth, 
it must understand the struggles thru which 
it has gone. 

Then, too, one must know the land itself. 
Our country is wide and travel is expensive. 
Not many boys and girls can have the privi- 
lege of seeing with their own eyes more than a 
small part of it; but books of geography and 
travel will help them to realize the ways of 
living in different parts of our country, the 
liberty to choose one's mode of life, and way 
of pursuing happiness. It is good to find out 
how to go from Eastport to Alaska, to learn 
that one may raise reindeer in the North and 
oranges in the South. It is good for the city 
boy to learn that there is room for him in the 
country ; and it is good for the country boy 
to learn that there is always room even in a 
crowded city for a boy who means to do a 
little more than he is paid for. 

For our noblest expressions of Americanism 
we must go to the poets. Children need help 
in reading poetry, but when they are once fa- 
miliar with a poem of the right kind, it be- 
comes a part of themselves in a way that it 
can never do if they see it first after they arc 
grown up. Poems give us beauty, the charm 
of rhyme and meter, and the very spirit of 
Americanism in a form that clings to the me- 
mory. To the foreigner they also give knowl- 
edge of our ways. "Why are you so eager 
to see New England?" I asked a young Japa- 
nese; and he replied, "Because in Japan, every 
one who learns English reads Longfellow and 
Whittier, and they tell us of New England 
and her ways and customs. I think I shall 
feel at home in New England." 

Not many girls and boys have to be urged 
to read stories. Seventy-five years ago many 
children were taught that stories were fool- 
ish and they should read "good solid books." 
I know of one devoted father who led his 
little daughter, begging for stories, to a book- 



ise and said, "These arc all good books, and 
when you have read them, I will buy you 
more." The "Home Library" to which" he 
pointed, was in the finest of print. It contained 
Baxter's "Saint's Rest," "Doddridge's "Rise 
and Progress," a dictionary, Watts "On the 
Mind," a volume or two of church history, a 
duller history of Ancient Greece than one 
would think could possibly have been written, 
and numerous other volumes about as well 
adapted to the child's use as her grandfather's 
wig would have been. 

Of course a foolish story is foolish, but a 
story of the right kind is a mighty power. 
Stories teach morals as well as manners and 
customs. One little girl told a children's li- 
brarian that she read in a storybook something 
about "spreading the tablecloth." Another 
little girl had explained what this meant. "And 
my mother always uses a tablecloth now," she 
said proudly. Every librarian knows that a 
book carried home by a child is often read bv 
the whole family. Two generations have 
known Miss Alcott's "Little Women," and this 
means that hundreds of thousands of per- 
sons have become familiar with a pure-mind- 
ed, simple American home and with a group 
of people, boys and girls and grown-ups, wh<- 
werc happy and cheery and had a good time, 
and yet put before everything else the doing 
of what they knew they ought to do. I have 
wondered whether all the settlements and all 
the mission schools of the country have ac- 
complished any more in the way of putting 
before children an attractive and vivid picture 
of clean American living and noble American 
ideals. 

It is always worth while to do your verv 
best in a book for children, for there is no 
other audience so appreciative. They do not 
write hook notices, and they do not express 
their admiration in the most elegant English 
but they do appreciate sometimes even the 
niceties of style. I know one child who said 
over and over a perfectly balanced sentence 
from her textbook, because its sound pleased 
her. She had no idea why the sentence was 
good, and if any person of authority had told 
her that it was not good, she would have 
had no arguments for a reply, but she would 
have continued to like the sentence. 

A good book for children must be accurate 
of course in any statement of facts. Indeed, 
it is far more important that a child's book 
should be correct than a grown person's, for 
the first impression is a lasting one. It must 
also be vivid and picturesque. To the mind of 
a child there is a vast difference between "The 
Indians came to see him land" and "A group 
of Indians stood on the river bank waiting to 
see him step ashore." The second sentence is a 
picture, and children like pictures. Direct dis- 
course, whenever the subject permits, is a 
great aid to vividness. "The Indian Samoset 
told the Pilgrims that they were welcome," is 
correct enough, but tame. "The Indian Samo- 
set called out, 'Welcome, Englishman, wel- 
come," is vivid. 

As to any special vocabulary for boys' and 
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girls' books, I feel like the man who walked 
round and round a hippopotamus, and finally 
declared, "There ain't no such beast?" If a 
boy is interested in the book and the word used 
fits into its place like a piece into a picture 
puzzle, the swing of the narrative will carry 
him along, and he will get the meaning by 
the context. And even if he does not under- 
stand every word, what matter? I fancy that 
few adults could give offhand a definition of 
all the words in the books that they read. 

These are the reasons why I should depend 
upon books more than anything else to teach 
boys and girls Americanism; but, unfortu- 
nately, an enormous amount of trash is pub- 
lished every year, and many people are quite 
at sea in buving books. Here is the special 
chance for the bookseller, the greatest oppor- 
tunity in the world to influence the boys and 
girls of the coming generation toward the 
sterling ideals of the best Americanism. In 
deed, aside from the noble work of the public 
libraries, the matter is in great degree in his 
own hands. Perhaps asking a bookseller to 
cultivate acquaintance with his own volumes 
is a little like asking a doctor to sample all 
his medicines; but a very few minutes spent in 
glancing over a book will give an impression 
of whether it stands for good honest Ameri- 
canism or not. If the author really loves his 
country, the book will have a certain at- 
mosphere of loyalty that cannot be counter- 
feited. That is the book to order and to rec- 
ommend. People ask for novels by name, but 
they walk into a bookstore and say with help- 
less vagueness ,'*I want a book for a boy." 
They will often buy what the bookseller rec- 
ommends ; and it will rest with him whether 
they carry home a book of trash or one that 
will help make a good American of the boy. 
It is no special matter in the long run whether 
a piece of cloth is all wool or not ; but it is a 



most important matter whether a boy has a 
good book or a bad one; for every bad book 
shuts out a good one. Whether the boys 
and girls of today shall love Americanism 
rests largely in the hands of the booksellers. 

We are a little inclined to think of the 
young people of the time as devoting them- 
selves to a frantic quest for amusement; but 
the children's librarian of the Brooklyn Pub- 
lic Library says, "The information and taste 
acquired by children who have read the best 
juvenile publications of the past ten years is 
perfectly amazing." The children's librarian in 
Worcester says, "You can give to children the 
best stuff there is, and they will read it." Both 
boys and girls are prepared for better reading 
than ever before. The war, the Boy Scouts, 
the community feeling, the charm of the new 
developments in science and especially in elec- 
tricity, have enlarged their vision and strength- 
ened their ability to comprehend great thought. 
"My library table is loaded with the maga- 
zines of the day," said the father of two boys, 
"but my sons pay no attention to the story 
magazines; they want science and invention." 
Even the small children have caught the noble 
infection. My little four-year-old neighbor 
paused in his prayer at "Thine is the kingdom 
and power—" "Go on," said his mother. "But 
I'm thinking," he objected. "I'm thinking 
whether it is steam power or electric." 

This is the critical moment in the life of the 
American children. Save the children for the 
country, and save the country thru the chil- 
dren. 

President Butler: In leading the discus- 
sion on this paper, the lady who leads is not 
an author but one who occupies a very en- 
viable position in book distribution. I take 
pleasure in introducing to you Mrs. Louise M.

BOOKS AND OUR CHILDREN 
By Louise M. Pleasanton 



In discussing the books that should help 
in building Americanism into the heart of 
the child, we must consider Americanism 
from many angles. It means that we must 
not be satisfied when we have taught chil- 
dren to sing "The Star Spangled Banner," 
and to hang the flag from the window on 
Washington's birthday. It means that we 
must prepare them to feel and appreciate the 
beauty that exists in their country, and also, 
to acknowledge the ugliness that exists, for 
then, and only then, will they use their en- 
ergies to correct the evils, and make America 
what we would have her. 

If we give boys and girls the books that 
will make them realize the need that Amer- 
ica has of them we are going to accomplish 
the task we have undertaken. We can ac- 
complish much with the right kind of book; 
but do not forget that these stories must first 
of all be entertaining. I know of two books 
in which the authors conscientiously tried to 



inspire patriotism but failed dismally, one, 
because after making the first few pages 
really interesting she suddenly says to her 
readers : "Now suppose we start right here 
and say the rest of the chapter," and the rest 
of the chapter reads like this — "I am an 
American, my country is the United States 
of America, my flag is the Stars and Stripes. 
When I grow up I shall help govern the 
greatest republic in the world. I must study 
well now, so that I may be one of the best 
citizens in the world." "Would you enjoy 
this? Would you go on reading it if you 
were a child? If he would read farther, and 
could overlook those parts where the author 
tries to cram Americanism down his throat ; 
he would find much interesting information. 
But he will not read any farther, he is 
wearied before he reaches the end of the 
chapter. 

Another author failed to interest his young 

readers because he talked so much about the 
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flag, and on every other page told young 
America that he was "the hope of the world." 
Young America out of sheer loyalty read all 
of this that he could stand, but before the 
book was half finished, he closed it in dis- 
gust. He does not want to be told that he is 
"the hope of the world." His parents can 
read and believe what they like about that. 
He wants to be entertained, and if you arc 
going to teach him, you must first of all in- 
terest him. 

Wc need more stories like "The Perfect 
Tribute," if he is to see before him, as he 
reads, a strong, noble character ; loving 
America and serving her. making service to 
her an important factor in his daily life. If 
in more stories he could see a hero who, in 
loving his country, loved and served the men 
and women who make up his country — then 
without a doubt young America would grow 
up with the memory and influence of those 
stories stamped deep upon his consciousness. 
And I believe with a better understanding 
and sense of fairness toward other people 
and nations. 

"American Hero Stories" is also a favorite 
amonff our children's books. The author has 
the happy faculty of making her readers really 
seem to know the many heroes who served 
America from the time of Columbus to the 
end of the Civil War. 

I wonder how many copies of "A Man 
Without a Country" sell in our juvenile de- 
partments each year? Yet what other story 
could make us realize to the same extent 
how much more America means to us than 
any other spot on earth? 

"Roosevelt's Letters to His Children" we 
do sell, and I hope will continue to sell for 
many years. Roosevelt speaks with such 
pride of America and American workmen. 
In a letter to Kermit about the Panama Canal, 
he says, after telling of the difficulties of 
constructing it in years gone by, "And now 
ue have taken hold of the job." He seemed 
to feel that if America put her hand to the 
work, all would be well ; as if that were all 
lhat was necessary to insure its success. 

But aside from books of this character, 
which arc truly inspiring, we must give them 
good exciting stories, stories of men and 
women who have loved and served their 
country. Some of the heroes of these stories 
are historical characters, others are pure 
fiction, yet certainly have their place in litera- 
ture for the young, so long as they properly 
portray the spirit of the time. Edwin Sahin 
has written some books that are going to help 
in the making of good citizens. In his book 
"Opening the West with Lewis and Clark*' 
Mr. Sahin tells of a boy who is kidnapped 
by Indians, and who. after many thrilling 
adv« ntures. finally makes his escape and 
joins the Lewis and Clark Kxpcdition. This 
and a number of other books by this author 
arr gaod. 

Joseph Altsheler. too. has written many 
stories that children read and enjoy. "The 
Shades of the Wilderness" is a story of the 



Battle of the Wilderness, and shows Robert 
E. Lee as the fine noble character he was. 
Altsheler's stories cover different periods in 
American history— and teach many lessons 
that it would be well for our young people 
to learn. 

I wish that the men and women who arc 
writing to-day for children would take up 
this task. William Hcyliger is doing so. 
James Willard Shultz, too, could write the 
kind of story that we need. The young per- 
son of this generation must be taught in early 
childhood his responsibility to his country. 
His first duty lies there. He must be taught 
to take an interest in the candidates to be 
selected to offices of responsibility in his Gov- 
ernment. He must be taught that it is a 
sacred duty for him to cast his vote, and that 
his responsibility does not end on the fourth 
of November. He must see to it lhat the 
man whom he has helped to elect, performs 
his duty and proves worthy the trust of the 
people. If the coming generation of men 
and women are taught now, what is their 
duty; they will not so often say as you and 
I so often say. "What are we coming to? 
What is the matter with the Government?" 
They will know that they are part of that 
'Government, and are responsible for its fail- 
ure or success. 

There are two sets of books by Marv P. 
Wells Smith that I believe will fill children 
with the desire to become better Americans. 
These are the Young Puritan Scries and 
The Old Deer field Series published by 
Little, Brown. As someone has already said 
"the stories were written to make vivid to 
children the peril, the hardships and strug- 
gles, and under all, the unwavering faith of 
the Puritan forefathers and foremothcrs 
whose character has borne so large a part in 
laying the foundation of all that is best and 
noblest in our nation." 

Among the best stories of early American 
history is Mrs. Austin's "Standish of Stand- 
ish." It is an interesting tale of Plymouth 
Colony and one of its early heroes. Miles 
Standish. Another is "Soldier Rigdale" by 
Beaulah Dix : the episodes are taken from 
actual records and introduce many historical 
characters. 

Let us recommend whenever we can. these 
s'ories of American history. There is little 
that can help children more. But let us re- 
member that the America of to-day, also has 
problems and difficulties that must be settled 
1 efore we can call Democracy a success. We 
mist not let children shut their eyes to the 
fact that young, growing boys are working 
in our mines underground in the darkness, 
and in our mills and factories, and that in our 
country such things should not be permitted, 
'"hey must realize that our labor, negro, and 
1 r'ier problems arc becoming more and more 
ncute and that in a few years they will he the 
men who will have to handle all these prob- 
lems. It is from this lack of early training, 
that we are suffering to-day in lack of in- 
•erost in our national life. 
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You will find in "Uncle Sam's Modern 
Miracles" a book that deals with many sides 
of our national life. From it boys and girls 
may learn something of our immigrants, and 
of our "poor whites" in the South. It will 
open their eyes to many things that need to 
be done, and also to the many things that are 
being done by a Government anxious to bene- 
fit it's people. 

Give the children who come to you "The 
Village Shield" by Ruth Gaines. This is a 
story of Mexico, as is "The Mexican Twins." 
We should learn more about this unfortunate 
neighbor of ours. 

We have many beautiful and helpful stories 
among our. children's books, perhaps none 
of these more inspiring than those on the 
life of Abraham Lincoln. There are two 
books written on the life of Lincoln for 
older people, which we have used with very 
happy results in our Juvenile department. 



One is Irving Bacheller's "Man For the 
Ages." The other, Bernie Babcock's "Soul 
of Ann Rutledgc." 

In closing, let me ask that we really apply 
ourselves to this task. Let us not be satisfied 
with thinking to ourselves "Yes, no doubt 
much can be done in building Americanism 
by giving the right book at the right age. and 
then go back to our work and forget what 
we have planned to do. We should make 
this one of the first considerations in our 
work; because much can be done, and with 
us lies the privilege of doing it. 

Mr. Shoemaker : I want to announce again 
that we will have luncheon this noon at the 
Curtis Publishing House, and we want you 
all to be there as promptly as possible. 

Upon motion duly made, seconded and car- 
ried the convention was adjourned to 9:30 a.

MORNING SESSION-ll'ED\ESD.<iy, MAY 12. 



Meeting called to order at 9:45 a. m. Pres- 
ident Butler in the chair. 

President Butler: Before beginning the 
order of the day I want to call your atten- 
tion to this little brochure supplied to us by 
the Review of Reviews entitled "The Book- 
store as a Vital Element of Community Life." 
I don't know that you have examined it, but I 
sincerely hope you will ; it is a remarkable 
paper, and one that ought to be put in the 
hands of every bookseller and publisher of 
the United States. Mr. Fredericks is not a 
bookman but certainly has sized up the situ- 
ation as to what the bookseller can do and 
what he ought to do, and I doubt very much 
if any expert bookseller could have written a 
better article than this. I am going to ask 
the Review of Reviews to distribute this to 
every bookseller and publisher in the United 
States. 

And now this convention is facing a revolu- 
tion. Our program committee is responsible 
for whatever may happen. The early part of 
this session -s to be taken up entirely by the 
"Women's Contribution to Better Booksell- 
ing" and this will be under the direction of 
Miss Madge Jenison, President of the Wom- 
en's National Booksellers' Association. Now, 
gentlemen, where this will lead goodness only 
knows. In the future it may be possible that 
we men will be merely allowed to attend the 
convention and sit in the back seats. 

Women's Contribution to Better Bookselling 

Miss Madge Jexison : It is very difficult 
to think that women sell books in a different 
way from that in which men sell books. There 
is nothing more stupid than the fact that char- 
acteristics follow sex lines. Tt does seem to 
me that there is a contribution which women 
bring into business which men have not made. 
I suppose it is because women are more in- 
terested in lite itself and not so much in the 
credit systems and how trade follows the lines 
of credit and power, ani all the machinery 



that civilization has to move in. You know 
a woman's book shop doesn't look like any 
other shop. It always looks more like a place 
to read and talk in, a place where perhaps 
you could clear away some of the things and 
have five o'clock tea. 

You know that story of Kipling's in which 
he said the first thing the cave woman did was 
to sweep out the cave, put a mat at the door 
and then say "Now, my dear, please wipe 
your feet from now on because this is going 
to be a home." She has this same instinct, 
I think, in a great many things, and I believe 
you will sec it in the way women sell books. 

Here is an instance of the patient attitude of 
women in book shops. One Saturday after- 
noon, during the war, a woman came into 
our bookshop and said she had a son going 
the next day to France, and she thought she 
would buy for him a French-American dic- 
tionary. Well, she cried and cried, and we 
cried with her and tried to sell her a French- 
American dictionary, but after spending a 
long, long time in the store she rememl>ered 
that she might have one in the bottom of her 
trunk, and if she did there was no use in buy- 
ing another; that that dictionary was per- 
fectly good, and it would be a waste to buy 
another. She came down Monday morning 
and said that she could not find that diction- 
ary and so she would buy another. She said 
that she knew where the shop was, of course, 
but that she did not have any of our names, 
and she was sorry because if she had known 
the telephone number of any of us she felt 
sure that wo would have opened the shop for 
her on Sunday to get that book for her son. 
And I must confess that I had to laugh when 
I thought of Brentano or Scribner opening on 
Sunday afternoon to sell a fifty-cent diction- 
ary. 

It is true that, just as women have made 
the home, they have made a great contribu- 
tion to bookselling, because of this sympathy 
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and service that they give. It seems to me 
that it is the only way that books can be 
sold. I can't possibly see how books can be 
sold as print and paper and slip covers be- 
cause they are only very accidently that. 
They have to be "sold as the breath of life, 
or we are excluding three-quarters of what 
they are. We must deal in them as truth, 
because if women are going to do that more 
than men, I think they must add something 
to the book business. It docs not matter 
what you are doing, whether you are trying 
to rear the children or work out an indus- 



trial plan or get back your health or help 
sell books, the same idea will hold. 

The first field by which women entered the 
book business was the department store. That 
store has its very special problems. The 
manager of the book section of a depart- 
ment store is met with an highly organized 
section in which she has to show results. 
Women have distinguished themselves in de- 
partment store work and in a very large meas- 
ure, have taken this field over. Miss Effic 
Hubley of Frederick Loescr & Company of 
Brooklyn will tell us about her work there. 



WOMEN IN THE DEPARTMENT STORE 
B$ Effie Hubley 



Women have been and probably always will 
be an integral part of the department store 
system. In the past this was probably due to 
the difference in cost if not in the quality of 
the labor. The difference in labor cost is 
now less marked, but other considerations 
still operate to make the larger part of the 
service, especially selling, a service that is al- 
most wholly performed by women. This is 
particularly true of the department store book 
department. 

The development of the department store 
as an institution in America presented an in- 
creased outlet for books, that, constantly 
growing in importance, brought to the busi- 
ness of books many factors, some advantage- 
ous, and others that could hardly so be classi- 
fied. 

To refer to the latter first and briefly, be- 
cause I believe the former outweighs the lat- 
ter. I would call attention to the outstanding 
evil of department store practice: namely, 
the use of a book department in establishing 
and maintaining a cut price reputation. The 
cut price war that ensued as a result of the 
practice is now a matter of ancient history. 
Happily this practice while not wholly dis- 
continued has fallen into disrepute, and fair 
trading is accepted as a matter of course. 
(This paper was written before the present 
situation had developed as regards to prices.) 

The unfortunate result of the price war 
was the elimination of profit from book-sell- 
ing, and the consequent stunting of the 
growth of the small booksellers, and the 
barring of new capital and new life, such as 
otherwise might have l>ecn looked for from 
our higher institutions of learning. 

All of this apparently apprehended but 
dimly by publishers in the past has changed, 
and. in the few years immediately preceding 
this, the selling of hooks has now begun to 
assume that interesting aspect, necessary to 
attract capital and the careful consideration 
of intelligent men and women, who must 
need consider the return in dollars as well 
as less material satisfactions of life. The use 
of the professional shop and children's book- 
shop are evidence of this new interest. 



And now for the contribution of the de- 
partment store book-shop to the credit side 
of the ledger. The department store book- 
shop, and I am speaking only of those larger 
stores where the book department has at- 
tained a position worthy of that designation 
not of those simply carrying a Christmas 
stock of juveniles, has by necessity introduced 
into the bookselling field business methods 
in many instances previously lacking. If re- 
ports are to be credited, many of the smaller 
book-shops still lack larger and better 
stocks." Department stores do not do things 
by halves. I believe the largest and most 
comprehensive stocks of current books are 
with few exceptions those carried by the de- 
partment store book-shop. 

Moving along the lines of least resistance, 
the popular book is featured, juvenile books 
in amazing varieties are given liberal space, 
as are low priced books generally, the more 
active books, for which a steady demand ex- 
ists are kept constantly represented, such as 
cook books, dictionaries or books on any spec- 
ial subjects, as golf, bridge, home decoration, 
nature studies and many others. The stock 
is usually well classified and easy of access. 

In the matter of advertising larger space is 
used and more money expended in keeping 
the book department and its service before 
the public than is usually possible to the 
smaller book-shops. 

System, the bug-a-boo of the average small 
dealer, is the fetish of the department store. 
The sales system applying thruout the store, 
and covering many varieties of merchandise 
must need be accurate and conserve the in- 
terest of the store, while giving the quickest 
and best of service to the customer. A very 
close and careful watch is kept on the books, 
in current demand and also on items, the sale 
of which tho not rapid are necessary in ren- 
dering good book service. The whole highly 
developed system and organization of the de- 
partment store including prompt delivery of 
goods, the carrying of accounts, easy ex- 
changing after purchasing (not too easy in 
the book department) contribute to the book 
service. Attractive displays, accessibility of 
shocks, special tables and nearly always an 
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large sales force, however intelligent, make 
for advantage. The importance of proper 
handling of invoices, careful checking and 
prompt payment, may vary with the concern, 
but were formerly accomplished with more 
satisfaction to the publisher than in the case 
of other accounts. The average woman in a 
department store book department doesn't 
exist, she varies as much as her sisters in the 
more exclusive and smaller shops, some of 
them (.the major portion) are as well in- 
formed as may be found anywhere, as to the 
others we will charitably pass them by. It is 
my observation, however, that few women 
trained in department store book-shops, be- 
come associated with the smaller shops, for 
whatever the drawback of the department 
store in the minds of many, there is a fas- 
cination in the experience of serving a wide 
and varied public, many of whom would 
never under any circumstances visit stores 
selling books exclusively. 

The book department in a department store 
is active and busy like the rest of the stores 
and cannot be associated by even the widest 
stretch of imagination, with the sleepy, quiet 



atmosphere that is commonly imputed to the 
old time book-shop. 

It is a busy place, one of the marts of 
trade where ideas are fitted to the needs 
of men or women. We assume the function 
of bookselling is to supply what the public 
wants, to awaken and stimulate, when pos- 
sible, dormant interest, and, as opportunity 
presents, create new readers. 

We do not attempt to be censors, nor are 
we faddists, rather are we merchants, feeling 
a public need. Book-shops should be at- 
tractive physically, orderly and arranged to 
create favorable attention. 

The book business affords a real oppor- 
tunity for women to engage in a congenial 
occupation, ranking high as a trade and in 
some of its aspects, possibly next to a pro- 
fession. 

Miss Jenison : During Children's Book 
Week, projected last winter, Miss Mary Cum- 
mings in Rike-Kumler Company in Dayton 
made an enviable record. She is to speak to 
us on the campaign made for Children's Book 
Week. 



CAMPAIGN SELLING 
By Mary E. Cummings 



It would be presumptuous for me to at- 
tempt to impress upon you that "Campaign 
Selling" is a new idea. For upon reflection, 
we will recognize that life itself is a cam- 
paign, and each of us is responsible for the 
selling of his individual wares. In other 
words, if we arc to be considered worth- 
while members of our community, we must 
convince those about us of the worth of our 
particular contributions to life. 

A closer application to study of this thought 
by the masses would, we believe, bring a 
changed attitude toward our fellow-beings 
and help to solve many of the perplexing 
problems with which we are confronted to- 
day. Honesty, integrity and all the higher 
ideals of life would take their seat on the 
throne of our conscience and dictate justice 
to all mankind. Our planning would bring 
into consideration not only what was best for 
ourselves, but also what could be most useful 
to those about us. 

The keynote of this Convention— "Building 
Americanism Thru Books" would become ihe 
watchword of a countless army of people 
eager for the broadening influence and the 
helpful knowledge obtained thru reading 
good books. More than an ordinary respon- 
sibility rests upon those of us who have 
chosen bookselling as our profession. 

Not only is.it true that we are all ambi- 
tious to succeed in our undertakings, and that 
we are responsible to our employers for the 
conduct of business to obtain the best finan- 
cial results possible (which is vitally im- 
portant) but aside from these facts I believe 
that we have a very definite obligation to 
society. 



Some one has said, "the Salesman is one 
of the world's greatest civilizers and edu- 
cators." In no branch of commercialism 
should this be more true than in bookselling. 
For to us more often comes the appeal for 
aid in selection, and our opportunities thru 
this channel give great possibilities. 

When we have intelligently and conscien- 
tiously served our customer, we have ren- 
dered the best service to our employer and 
brought the greatest happiness to ourselves. 
Every experience should teach us something 
of real value which will help us shape our 
actions so that success will be more certain. 

If we are to progress, then, we must be on 
the alert for the best plan to be used in de- 
veloping our business. The methods which 
were successful in the earlier days of book- 
selling are not apt to have the appeal now, 
for we are laboring under very different con- 
ditions and dealing with a constantly chang- 
ing public. We must meet the public half 
way. 

Now then — if the public says "Oh yes, books 
are all right, but there's no time for reading 
any more — there's too much going on" — are 
we going to say — "Yes, that's true,' and like 
Micawber, sit and wait for something to turn 
up? 

No — if we're sick, the wise doctor tries to 
find the cause of our illness and sets about to 
correct it in the way least antagonistic to the 
rest of our system. So, since the present in- 
dications are that the public likes to be enter- 
tained — why not endeavor to meet the de- 
mands thru entertainment with an educational 
value? If well planned, we believe the psy- 
chologic effect will be that our friends, the 
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public, will soon manifest a different interest 
and discover that there really is time for 
reading after all. 

I would like to think about our subject as 
"A Campaign for Better Bookselling." When 
we think of a campaign it is invariably with 
the thought of activity in mind — and I am 
convinced that the plan which brings activ- 
ity into our department is quite worth while. 
We need the mental stimulation which re- 
sults from efforts of this kind. 

Surely it is good advertising, which in no 
way detracts from the dignity and refinement, 
that characterizes every well regulated book 
department. In fact, the bookseller who in- 
jects this method of advertising into his 
business will contribute a great incentive to 
loftier ideals which is bound to react in a 
substantial way. 

Take for example the plan adopted by this 
Association last year — that of "Children's 
Book Week." Can a more feasible plan be 
suggested as a foundation on which to build 
our business? Then do let us have more 
than a surface interest in this movement. We, 
as members of this organization owe our 
enthusiastic support to so worthy a project 
for surely it marked the dawn of a new day 
in the juvenile book world. 

Teachers and librarians have given their 
stamp of approval, and parents have wel- 
comed the effort which brings before them 
a keener realization of the need of good 
books. 

We recognize that local conditions may 
impose limitations. It is in such localities 
that publishers' assistance is most needed. We 
have great confidence, however, in the be- 
lief that the publisher wants to help us— so 
let us go to him with our problems — then re- 
spond to his assistance with co-operative 
effort on our part. 

It is a duty we owe our community and 
our departments to so plan our campaign that 
it will be an eagerly longed for event — and 
as 1 have just mentioned— wc must not only 
have a program that will entertain — but also 
one of educational value if the children of 
to-day are to be our customers to-morrow. 

L'se attractive window and table displays 
of the lx*st books you have. Supplement this 
by distributing the "Bookshelf for Boys and 
Girls." Customers find this a very helpful 
buying guide, and librarians recommend it 
highly. It has been proven by our Public 
Library to he an excellent list and one which 
they use both in a suggestive and buying capa- 
city. 

Another valuable asset is the interest of the 
various Women's Clubs in your endeav >rs — 
for remember they represent the families of 
your community. 

One of the finest veins for development is 
the bringing of author and public to«:-*her. 
Think of the inspiration it is to listen lo an 
author. We believe such contact is enjoyed 
by author and public alike. Is it not even 
a mutually profitable association— for the ob- 
serving author will gather many items of in- 



terest to further his work? We are sure 
that it means an added interest and almost 
unquestioned prestige for the author's books 
which should be evidence sufficient for pro- 
moting a plan of this kind. 

One of the most delightful experiences we 
have had was Mr. Thornton Burgess' fine 
stereoptican lecture during "Children's Book 
Week." Part of the afternoon was spent in 
autographing his books, and so keen has been 
the interest in this wonderful nature writer 
that we have planned to have him return to 
us for a two days "Burgess Event" which is 
scheduled for May 21st and 22nd. 

Milo Winter, who has made the Windemerc 
Scries so attractive by his art, gave us an- 
other fascinating program, sketching some 
pictures and telling many things of interest 
about his work. These arc just two of many 
instances we could relate where this plan 
has been found profitable. 

There are so many avenues open to work 
from that our programs may always be varied. 
And in order that wc may have authors whose 
entertaining ability is known, we suggest that 
if wc would co-operate with this Association 
they could give us much helpful information 
along this line. 

The natural question to arise is. "How are 
such projects to be financed?" I confess the 
financing of the plans becomes the subject of 
much discussion at times, and is often a hind- 
rance toward promoting this kind of work 
completely. Is it the judgment of this Asso- 
ciation that since the benefit is mutual be- 
tween publisher and bookseller it should be- 
come a privilege to share the expense? 

It might be a departure from the accus- 
tomed .advertising policy, but with the present 
exorbitant advertising cost, we believe it 
might be an economic solution of the prob- 
lem—and a venture which would bring about 
increased demand. May we also hope — a 
lowering of prices? 

That may seem like a rather broad state- 
ment — but here are some of my reasons for 
such an assertion. As I have already stated 
observation has taught us that the public 
welcome the contact with an author, and the 
demand for the author's books is a natural 
consequence. The publishers' influence with 
the author is greater than ours, and his 
services might become available more often 
if publishers realized that this effort would 
create a larger demand for the author's books. 

Thru this kind of connection with the 
bookseller, the publisher would have a closer 
relation with his distributor — and a more 
intimate knowledge of public sentiment. 

But unless the check valve is applied to the 
rising prices of books, we fear that necessity 
will tighten the purse strings of the public 
till "Campaign Selling" with all its alluring 
qualities, will have little appeal. 

We realize the continuous exacting de- 
mands of labor make finances difficult f<>: 
the publisher, but the unstable price and con- 
ditions are becoming also a real cb».-<l 
across the horizon of the dealer. 
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Another suggestion we would like to voice, 
is one that seems an ideal way to assist the 
smaller towns in their effort to grow. 

We could not expect the concessions that 
larger centers have — but if groups of the 
publishers would unite in sending exhibits to 
011c town within a certain radius, thereby giv- 
ing the public "a peep behind the scenes" and 
the booksellers put forth strenuous effort to 
advertise the exhibit, interesting libraries, 
schools, etc., there would be a new atmos- 
phere created; and the bonds between pub- 
lisher and bookseller strengthened. 

If I have given any thought which can 
be used — remember it has been offered in the 
spirit of helpfulness, and the desire to see 
bookselling attain its rightful place among 
the professions. 

Miss Jenison: Miss Cummings' paper has 
brought up a good many questions which 
will bring comment from the floor if we have 
time. If my theory is true that women have 
brought a new element into bookselling, and 
small bookshops that have been opened by 
women 1 think you will enjoy hearing to- 
morrow from Mrs. Sally Burch of the Way- 
farers' Shop in Washington, who has been 
delayed in getting here for this session. 
About two years ago a shop was opened in 
Washington which we envied. We had al- 
ways wished that territory, that wonderful 
opportunity, could be utilized in the way it 
should be utilized. There were three women 
who had figured quite prominently in the 
suffrage movement, who thought they might 
take hold down there and see what they 
could do. One was Mrs. Sally H. Burch. 
another Mrs. Turner, and another Mrs. 
Odell. These women had a wide interest in 
public questions and put this interest and 
knowledge into the business of the shop. In 
Mrs. Burch's absence to-day. the convention 
will be glad to hear from Mrs. Watson from 
Duluth. 

A Well Fitted Book Shop 

By Mrs. I. J. Watson. 

Mrs. Watson : My Duluth, you may think, 
is in the corner of the universe but really it 
is the HUB so far as bookselling goes. Our 
Department store book shop for some years 
was located on the first floor of the building 
of the leading department store of the city. 
About ten months ago they thought it best 
to move it to the third floor. We have a 
very beautiful place there. The shop is en- 
closed in glass and the elevator cmnes up at 
the corner. At first, we thought if they 
moved us upstairs we could never do any- 
thing, and our friends all told us it would 
be a failure. I am happy to say that every 
one of their predictions failed. For, since 
we have l.ecn on the third floor our business, 
instead of falling into insignificance, has in- 
creased in cverv way. That was in Sep- 
tember. At Christmas when the season 
opened, the book shop employed 21 persons. 
We were the only department in the whole 
store which went ino?r over anything made 



before. In fact, after the Christmas season, 
we made 100 per cent better than we had 
ever made in the shop. 

After all, the four weeks in December did 
1101 quite cover all of the holiday season for 
that began early in November and in that 
in«.nth we took in over tea thousand dollars in 
our little shop. We rave done so well since 
this shop was moved upstairs that we are al- 
ready planning to enlarge. 

One of our greatest helps in the Book Shop 
is the Publishers' Weekly. We really could 
not exist without it. As you all know, the 
subject of service is a serious one in depart- 
ment stores. You know that Department 
Stores are not muni fie. nt in their salaries, 
so we can't expect to have all expert sales- 
women in the stores. But I have found that 
when my young ladies assemble in the morn- 
ing if I draw thei- attention to the Pub- 
lishers' Weekly a: d papers of that kind, they 
are pretty well posted as to what is on the 
market. And certainly without a general book 
information they could not get on so conspicu- 
ously well. 

In moving our Book Shop to the third floor 
we decided to remove all the ugly character- 
istics of Book Shops and see if we could have 
a good looking Book Shop instead of planning 
one of those shops where we see great dreary 
piles of books going to the ceiling or books on 
the same subjects in different places. 

We took our books on the same subject and 
had little posters made. I think that is the 
most important feature of table display. We 
make a great deal of having our posters plain- 
ly printed, and they are the center of attrac- 
tion and from each poster you can see exactly 
what the table contains. Then we have a very 
nice little bookrack which contains volumes of 
poetry, and this is on a table by itself. This 
is an adjustable bookrack. and wo make it a 
point to have in it the recent poetry. 

The room is equipped with scats with nar- 
row cushions, and customers come in there and 
sit and read or look books over. No one dis- 
turbs the customer, and he has a feeling of 
freedom. If he cannot find the book he or she 
wants we get it for him. or we look it up in 
the catalop for him. And I want to say right 
at this point, that I think no one appreciates 
the freedom of beine let alone any more than 
the customer of a book shop. He doesn't want 
to be spoken to. he wants to be let alone to 
think of the book he is looking for. He 
doesn't want to be spoken to when he comes 
in cither, altho most women do. 

We have seemed to meet some success in 
this plan of treatment of our customers. The 
room is equinned to be comfortable. Von 
should never try to sell your customer unless 
be is comfortable. Our experience is that if 
we find out what the customer is looking for, 
and he asks for a book on a given subject, 
don't iust show him that one hook, but show 
him ten on the same subject if you can. and 
instead of buying one book he will buv three 
or four if he can look them over by himself 
n a comfortable manner. 
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There are tables between the wall spaces of 
shelving, and the customer may sit near the 
subject that he wants to investigate. The 
shelves are so arranged and labeled that we 
make a great saving in time and so does the 
customer, and that is the great advantage of 
the use of the posters if you use them on your 
shelves too. 

People come in and sit and discuss the book, 
always being very comfortable, and we have 
our people watching and ready to make a sale 
just as soon as that customer indicates that 
he has looked the book thru as much as de- 
sired. 

We have been particularly anxious to have 
the public to come in, so we have had some 
very splendid pictures taken of our Book Shop. 
I have one here to show you. It shows that 
our tables are never piled high with anything. 
The posters are changed from day to day. 

And, one other feature. We always have 
one table with histories of permanent value. 
You know that very often, and particularly in 
the department stores, when a customer comes 
into the shop, and begins to look for a book, 
he finds tables simply piled with histories of 
all kinds. Now, on this table I have out there 
in Duluth, we always keep the good books on 
the history of the United States and in the 
way they are selected and displayed on that 
table they are really very attractive. 

Just one other feature of the Book Shop I 
must tell you of before I close, our Junior 
Department. We have, just a few feet south 
of the entrance to our Shop, a very beautiful 
Junior Department. In there there is a big 
couch and small chairs and the children come 
in there and take down any book they want 
and read it. My only requirement is "Hats 
off" and "Hands clean." And they come back 
day after day. Some of those children are 
too poor to buy the books but they do enjoy 
them. We can't make literature too expensive 
when it is of such vital interest to children. 
Altho Duluth is small, about 100.000 peo- 
ple, I feel that the Book Shop has got a 
permanent place in the intellectual life of the 
children and consequently of the older people. 
[Applause.] 

Miss Jenison : I wish to say a few words 
regarding the National Women's Book Assn. 
The Women's Book Assn. is trying to build 
up a new kind of organization in the book- 
trade. It was not an accident that this associ- 



ation was formed. It was because women 
were not then eligible in the men's league. 
We feel it is a mistake permanently to iso- 
late the booksellers who are women, for they 
too are distributors of books. One sees 
plainly that book distribution is one of the 
great functions of society. 

We need some organization where we will 
all function together. Everybody must be 
struck immediately with that truth, for un- 
less it is so there is no way in which we can 
meet with our own friends or others of this 
trade, and, after all, women have much to do 
with the making of books ; they are writers 
of books and publishers, they are in the 
printing trade, they are booksellers and 
editors. And they are also librarians. 

When you want to get a thing done gather 
together the people who are doing it. and 
that's the purpose behind the women's asso- 
ciation. We work together for the greater 
education of ourselves and greater knowl- 
edge of each other. 

There are two things which are important 
in the book-trade. One is discount and the 
other salesmanship. We should be better 
equipped to sell books to other human be- 
ings. In our organization we have had very 
good speakers, and we keep a stenographic 
report of every speech, as we feel that it 
may be valuable to those who have not been 
fortunate enough to be at those meetings. 
If you are a person of imagination and ap- 
prove of combining we must have you to 
help make us stronger and if you are an 
isolated person and dreary and working 
along in a hum-drum way it is absolutely- 
necessary we have you. Because, anything 
a bookseller does not know, or understand 
or feel is a menace to society. 

President Butler: We certainly must 
congratulate the ladies for the work they are 
doing in the interest of bookselling, and we 
particularly thank them for the suggestion 
they give us as to how to manage the men 
when they come into the shops. 

I am sorry to say that I have just learned 
that Mr. Walter S. Lewis, Chairman of Pro- 
gram Committee, is suffering from a lame 
back because of his part in lifting our pile 
of Roosevelt books about here yesterday. 

Our next subject for discussion is De- 
partment Store Problems. 



DEPARTMENT STORE PROBLEMS 
By J. Campbell Kemp 



One of the first considerations in the suc- 
cess of the book department in a department 
store is the volume of business, for without 
a large tonnage one cannot expect to receive 
iruch favorable attention. 

The book-buyer is confronted immediately 
with the actual fact of being neighbor on the 



same floor with departments whose oppor- 
tunities for large sales and large profits are 
so much better than his own. He sees his 
neighbor, the shoes, put in a little advertise- 
ment of shoes at a reduction (slight tho it 
may be), and then he will note how the peo- 
ple gather in from all parts of the city until 
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the shoe department becomes one seething 
mob of customers anxious to carry away in 
one day what his friend, the shoe buyer in- 
forms him, was seven or eight thousand dol- 
lars worth of stock. 

On the other side of him, on another day, 
the buyer of the Men's Furnishing Depart- 
ment will conduct a shirt sale after a mod- 
erate amount of advertising, and when you 
visit him in the evening of the first day you 
will be shown the actual figures of his sales 
of very moderate priced shirts amounting to 
$25,000. 

Now these are not flights of imagination 
but are actual facts about sales that the book 
buyer is up against. 

Therefore he is reminded that in order to 
make money enough to hold his desirable 
space he must get tonnage or turn over his 
stock sufficiently often to justify his remain- 
ing where he is. My observation has been 
that most departments can turn their stock 
much more easily than the book-stock and 
therefore make their profit quicker as a re- 
sult of this quick turn over. 

Now, that is just where the great problem 
of the book buyer comes in. His firm, be- 
cause of its experience with other depart- 
ments is liable to ask him to turn over his 
stock too often. For if the required turn 
over in books is too great, he is going to lose 
his volume of business because his stock has 
been depleted of necessary titles, and he is in 
danger of becoming a "just out" department. 
That is, he is tempted to confine his purchases 
only to the things that he knows will move 
very rapidly. But if he has had much ex- 
perience he will know that he is encouraging 
by this method only a certain class of buyers. 

A book department at all times must ap- 
peal to all kinds of buyers. The person who 
wants a novel to-day may be one who wants 
something more serious tomorrow, and he 
is a different kind of person each time and 
will either praise or condemn the department, 
as he is able or not to secure what he desires. 
So the problem is "How can the book buyer 
get the "Powers that he" to look at him with 
a pair of eyes that will allow him a smaller 
number of turns than his neighbor?" 

Another problem in the department store 
and one that is being debated much oftener 
than the book man realizes is "Where shall 
the book department he placed?" Perhaps you 
have liberal minded men among the directors 
who realize that it is quite impossible to mer- 
chandise this department on the same basis 
as other departments that yield better re- 
turns, but it is quite likely that there are a 
majority of the directors who favor placing 
the books on upper floors where they do not 
have the same chance for business as they 
would have on the first or more favored floor. 
Of course there are many good departments 
on the upper floors but think how much bet- 
ter they would be if given a chance on the 
first floor. 

Quite as important as the location are the 
fixtures that arc used. A very live problem 



is to secure properly-built fixtures that will 
show the greatest number of titles in the 
most convenient way for the greatest number 
of customers to see for themselves. In a 
cramped space for a large stock it is prac- 
tically impossible for customers to browse 
around happily by themselves. Afcd that 
is what they like to do in a bookstore. Have 
you noticed how happy customers are who 
are able to go undisturbed thru your stock 
and find books they had not known existed 
before? This is only possible when you have 
your fixtures made to display books instead 
of being built to hold yard goods to-day and 
perhaps books to-morrow. 

One of the problems of a book man in a 
department store is to know just how to pro- 
ceed about convincing the board that he 
knows more about what kind of display 
methods he needs for his books, than the 
superintendent of the building does. 

Another problem is how to secure suitable 
salespeople for selling the books. How to 
secure that person who loves books and 
knows books and who reads books and is 
able to tell what he knows and who is above 
all endowed with the knack and ability and 
the pep to sell books. One who is courteous 
and refined but who yet has that power to 
make a customer buy six or eight books in- 
stead of the one for which he asks. I be- 
lieve the man who sells a person more books 
even than he should buy, is erring on the 
right side. There is no such thing as sell- 
ing too many books. 

Still another problem is, having found a 
good salesperson, how to keep him. It is 
much easier to earn larger salaries in other 
departments than in selling books. Those 
in the book department find out about the 
larger salaries, larger bonuses, etc., earned 
m other nearby departments, and one can not 
blame them if they raise the question of 
wages. 

There is no use denying the fact that peo- 
ple who sell books are like other educators 
doing lots of their work for the love of hu- 
manity. 

I am going to take up only one more prob- 
lem, one that is growing greater and greater 
all the time. And that is the price of books. 
I believe that by publishing so many small and 
not very worthwhile books at a high price, 
we are doing the book business a great harm. 
I think these high prices arc gradually forcing 
people to leave the bookstore and to rely upon 
libraries. I know this is not what we want. 
1 hear it said much more frequently than 
formerly "That is much more than I "care to 
pay. 1 shall borrow it from the library." 

Now we don't want that to happen. I do 
not know the remedy, but if it be lack of 
print paper that is causing the high prices 
let us have our paper used for worthwhile 
books. The more of them the better for us. 
But let them be worthwhile, and the people 
will find the means to buy them. 

I do not wish to be classed as a pessimist, 
I am not such a person; but have you en- 
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deavored to account for your larger volume 
of business? Have you not found that tho 
your sales totals were many per cent greater 
than the previous years, your number of 
transactions had decreased. What I mean by 
this is that tho there were actually more 
books sold there were not so many people 
buying them. I believe that you will find 
this to be true in your departments if you 
will examine the records. 

Now if what I say is correct, then we have 
a very difficult problem and one worthy of 
our very best thought. 

Some buyers say "Oh I don't think the list 
price makes any difference." "Give me larger 
discounts?" But / would much prefer to 
have a little less discount than to have the 
larger discount, with the danger of making 
fewer buyers of books. 

For after all it is the people that must be 
taken into account. They are our best bet and 
should be continually augmented in numbers. 

President* Butler: Is there any further 
discussion from the floor. Let us hear from 
Miss Gaige of R. H. Macy & Co. 

Miss Grace Gaige: I have very few re- 
marks. Mr. Kemp has covered the ground 
very thoroly. We have the same thing to 
contend with in our store, of course. We all 
have our troubles. 

CAN ADS BE TIMED TO HELP THE 
BOOKSELLER IN SMALL CITIES? 

By Joseph Estabkook. 
Mr. Joseph Estabrook: We have many 
problems, and before I forget it there is one 
thing I want to say right now. I think the 
publishers ought to treat us a little better 
in the way of getting our books to us, in 
answering correspondence more promptly and 
in keeping faith with us as they do in other 
classes of the trade. As they do with the 
big cities of New York, Philadelphia and 
Boston. What I want to see is this : There 
have been many books published in the past 
six months and offered for sale in the cities 
of New York. Philadelphia, and Boston, and 
I know that they are and were on sale in 
these cities for I have seen them in the store 
windows, and we have not had them, many 
times, for three weeks afterwards. Many 
times the trouble was with the advanfce 
notices of books advertised in the New York 
Times, Boston Transcript and the Phila- 
delphia Ledger, then it seems that the book- 
sellers thru the South and probably the mid- 
dle West arc forgotten when it comes to 
filling these orders. I have in mind one 
book reviewed in the N\?w York Times some 
weeks ago. and we had by actual count six- 
teen calls for that book the following day, 
and we had no books to offer but took three 
orders. That was all we could get. I wrote 
the publisher and asked why the book had 
been reviewed. 1 suppose it was on sale in 
other cities as well as the three big ones. 
We waited three weeks before we got a re- 
ply to this correspondence. On this book 



that I speak of I received ten per cent of 
my order, and you know how difficult it is to 
make explanations to your customers, and up 
to the present time we are still waiting for 
the balance of that order. 

I think that publishers ought to hold back 
copy on their advertising until they feel 
pretty sure that the booksellers thruout the 
country have received a part of their stock, 
so when the advertising reaches the people 
it will do the most good, and we can supply 
the demand that comes to us. Please remem- 
ber that this one book was reviewed favor- 
ably. We, as booksellers, have demands 
from the customer for such a book imme- 
diately, and it's pretty hard to sell that book 
to that same customer ten days later. Many 
times they will not want it at all if we re- 
ceive it ten days later. I am going to ask 
the publishers to help us in that direction. 
That's one of our greatest problems 

There is one other thing we don't talk 
enough about at these conventions, and it is 
probably one of the most important prob- 
lems. That is, to teach the people who sell 
our books behind the counter and who never 
get to these conventions. They never have 
any way of finding out how to sell books un- 
less we tell them. I believe we ought to be 
more thoughtful of those people selling our 
books. We are always asking the public and 
teaching the public to buy books and yet we 
don't teach the people to sell books. I think 
we lose sight of tfliat fact Time and time again 
we are teaching the public and teaching them 
to read but we forget this poor clerk who 
does not make enough salary to live on. 
and I believe it is our fault because we don't 
teach them the real meaning of books, and 
of bookselling and we ought to be educators 
and teach these people the great fundamentals 
and teach them to become better salesmen. 
I do that very thing and I am sure since it 
was begun we have sold a great many more 
books in our store, and I know we all would. 

Have you ever thought of the high school 
girls and of taking them in for the vacation 
time and teaching them how to sell books? 
Their live enthusiasm and their knowledge 
of what books mean is keen at that age, and 
they have it impressed upon their minds 
every day how necessary it is to have books. 
It seems to me that if we tried to interest 
those people even if it cost us a little more, 
we would have all of the good material we 
could use when these young women gradu- 
ate. I wish you to take that with you and 
think about it. I presume perhaps these 
women would come into your stores as book- 
sellers when they were thru with their 
schools. 

There is one other thing I would like to 
make mention of and that is: Are we. as 
booksellers, rendering the necessary service 
that is expected of us as booksellers to the 
public ?^ There are probably a great many 
stores in the country that do render proper 
service, but a great many which do not. You 
of the department stores, do we department 
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store managers give our people the right 
kind of service? That is, information about 
books, what kind of books they ought to read 
and their children ought to read and the 
proper books everyone ought to read; also 
are we carrying out every day the principles 
of service, letting the customer know when 
we have not got the book the customer 
wants, and cannot get it? Or do we simply 
wait for that customer to come in and find 
out that we can't get the book. I have been 
following this very carefully, even keeping 
track of all the detail work, and I want to 
tell you that it pays to give service to your 
customer. Sometimes a book is out, and we 
have to write for it and sometimes write as 
many as four or five letters to that particular 
customer about that hook. I have found to 
do that is bringing that customer back to our 
store telling us they want that book. Some- 
times the book is out of print, and the cus- 
tomer takes another. We department stores 
are catering to a different kind of people 
from the bookseller, and that kind of people 
we want to reach, and we flatter them when 
we let them know that we cannot get a book 
they want and that brings into play the art 
of suggestive salesmanship. It is a very, very 
important factor— bring customers back into 
your store if you follow up orders and tell 
them why you have not got it and offer to 
get it for them. There are so many books out 
with the publishers and so many going out 
of print to-day it seems to me that we ought 
to render that necessary service and be on 
our jobs and let the many people who come 
into our stores know just why we are out 
of certain books. 

President Butler: Do you believe, Mr. 
Estabrook, in less production of books? 

Mr. Estabrook: Yes. I think there are 
entirely too many books published; especially 
of fiction. It seems to me that the publish- 
ers are gambling with too many unknown 
quantities, and I think if they would be a 
little more careful and publish things they 
believe in and that they can make the book- 
seller believe in and can make the pub- 
lic believe in, we would sell a great many 
more books. And 1 don't think the prices 
are low enough. I think it's a mistake to get 
your fiction price up to $1.00 or $2.00. It's a 
mistake, and you are going to kill the game 
if you do it. What I really favor is — if a 
book is really worth two dollars (the publisher 
can tell the real value) let them make it two 
dollars. If our reputation is good for any- 
thing, we can sell a book of real value. 

They have had to manufacture our books 
of flimsy material the covers are not so 
good, the wrappers are poorer, and in many 
instances the books do not look much better 
than the 25 cent books of five years ago. I 
heard it said here yesterday that it was only 
the inside of a book that counted. That's all 
very true, but the outside has a great deal 
to do in creating a desire in the mind of the 
customer for that book— a desire to buy it. 



It's the same thing when going past on one 
of our streets. You see a store window that 
is not up in good shape and attractively ar- 
ranged, your impulse is not to stop and gaze 
at it for a long time; but the moment you 
see attractive things displayed in an attractive 
manner, you stand and look at it with an in- 
terest awakened, which, more times than you 
realize, pulls you into that store and draws 
the money from your pocket. And that's the 
same way with books. Probably thru neces- 
sity the manufacturers are skimping, but I 
say to them, don't do it, gentlemen. You are 
hurting the sale of your books. 

President Butler: Mr. Kemp, do you be- 
lieve in less production of books? 

Mr. Kemp: I can't say that I believe in 
less production. I think we have had the 
best sales this year, but I am not in favor of 
wasting print paper. That's what the cry is. 
Let the books be worth while, and my idea 
is that you can't make too many books. 

Mr. Conover: In speaking of our service, 
the poor service which we have in our stores 
—don't you suppose the public would have 
that same poor service in their stores now if 
they had to have the kind of help we are able 
to get? Lots of the trouble is because the 
publishers, too, have a great deal of incom- 
petent help in their wholesale departments. 
We can't get as much help nor the kind of 
help we wa>.t; the mills and factories pay 
them about three times as much as we can 
pay them, so where are you? 

Regarding our own service. We don't take 
an order, not even the telephone order of a 
person that we don't follow that up and noti- 
fy the customer, and many times by tele- 
phone, at that, regarding the book. Why 
should you not take care of your customers? 
In speaking about not getting the orders filled, 
and then when they are filled only a part of the 
order being received — we had some books 
from New York sent by parcel post. We re- 
ceived part of them, that is, one package, and 
the other package has been lost for four 
weeks and we have not yet found out where 
they are. I don't think, however, that that's 
the publishers' fault. We can't blame them 
for everything. 

President Butler: Miss Dempsey, what 
have you to say? 

Miss Alice M. Dempsey, of Gimbel Bros.: 
I am entirely in accord with Mr. Kemp's pa- 
per. I don't believe in any book over $2.00. 

Mr. Cedric Crowell, of Doubleday, Page 
Bookstores: One item of interest which Mr. 
Kemp spoke of, and I think Mr. Estabrook 
spoke of it. too, is the matter of help. I 
would like to tell you of a method we have 
used in solving that to a degree, for I think 
it has in it something of value to those meet- 
ing the same problem. We found this year 
in our book-shops and in one of our book- 
shops in particular, that of Lord & Taylor, 
much trouble in securing competent help and 
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permanent help, more trouble in this direc- 
tion, I should say, than in any of the past 
years. 

Until about a year ago we had pretty steady 
and permanent and competent help, but with 
the beginning of the year it began to change, 
and it has changed quite frequently ever 
since. The system which we devised is in a 
degree unfair to the employee but in the long 
run it carries with it a provision that will 
operate fairly where it at first operates un- 
fairly. 

We have devised a scheme of wages which 
will give the clerks an opportunity to work 
or to make different classes, A. B, C, and D. 
Membership in each class is dependent upon 
the clerk's ability to reach a certain min- 
imum sales total per month. Gass A, for 
example, readies $5,ooo; Gass B, $4,000; 
Gass C, $3,000 and Gass D, $2,000. You 
can. of course use any figures which meet 
your needs. 

Now, it takes a clerk two months to make 
a class unless that clerk has had a great deal 
of previous experience. Take a clerk now 
in Class D, if in two months that clerk has 
sold as many books as the clerks in Gass A, 
she can step right into Gass A and get the 
salary of Gass A and she can retain that class 
until she has failed for a period of three 
months to hold it. There is one exception 
to this: If a clerk is taking stock, or has other 
responsibilities than the mere selling of books, 
or is acting as the manager's assistant, it 
seemed to us unfair to make this provision of 
three months apply to that clerk when he or 
she was called on to do so many other 
things, so that clerk has a fixed salary of 
Gass A to begin with. The result of this 



system has been that not only are the clerks 
apparently satisfied, and the store better satis- 
fied, but oddly enough the second month in 
operation, everybody was in Class A with no 
apparent reason, and our volume of business 
was much larger than the preceding year or 
month when we operated under a go-as-you- 
please system. So I think if you can work 
out some system of equitable payment to 
your employees and base it on their actual 
return, you, as manager or proprietor, will 
find that the help problem will be very appre- 
ciably solved. Not completely, but appreci- 
ably. I think that's the only valuable sugges- 
tion 1 have to make. 

Mr. Lowell Brentano: As long as the 
question of book prices has come up and 
various methods of solving it have now been 
given, has anyone any suggestion to offer on 
paper bindings for books ? I know there 
have been a number of articles in the London 
Times by Mr. Hugh Walpole on that sub- 
ject. I believe it has been said that books 
selling at $r.6o could be sold at 75c and $1.00 
if bound with paper binding, instead of cloth. 
The chances are that the book could not be 
sold for less than $1.35 and the saving would 
be small. But I wondered if the convention 
has any remarks as to whether they could 
sell paper bound books or not, or if it knows 
of any other methods the publishers could 
use to economize and so reduce prices. 

President Butler: We have a topic which 
will be interesting to us all, I know. "Pub- 
lishers' Campaign of National Advertising" is 
the title of this talk we are now to hear from 
one of our most active and genial members, 
Mr. Louis A. Keating, of Frederick Loeser 
& Company, Brooklyn. 



A PUBLISHERS' CAMPAIGN OF NATIONAL ADVERTISING 

By Louis A. Keating 



Mr. President, fellow members of the 
American Booksellers' Association : 

I hope none of you will be frightened by 
the papers I hold in my hand. As a matter 
of fact they contain chiefly a lot of penciled 
notes; some of them very hurriedly made. 

The speech I would have made has already 
been given — perhaps not quite that — but so 
many references have been made to the sub- 
ject I am to present I feel as tho the idea had 
already brcn half sold. 

But if the idea involved is really to be put 
across, become an accomplished fact, you 
must first be ihoroly sold as to the need, the 
opportunity, the possibility and the value of 
the proposal. 

It was with considerable diffidence that I 
approached the topic assigned me by the com- 
mittee — A "Publishers' National Campaign of 
Book Advertising." And while I was in- 
clined to question the task of having a Book- 



seller present this topic, I realized it was 
one of tremendous importance and likely to 
have far reaching effect, should it result in 
favorable action. 

I further realized that tho in the final an- 
alysis the subject is one on which the final 
and ultimate word must be had by the pub- 
lishers, because they arc the money power 
iti this business of producing and distrib- 
uting books. nevertheless, if concerted 
action by the publishers is to be brought 
about, it will come only by reason of the 
pressure exercised by booksellers in conven- 
tion and in their shops. 

To be sure, we well remember that the 
publishers had a very unfortunate experience 
in the past thru organization ; a blow at their 
pocket-books— and it is not to be wondered 
at that many of them are gun-shy. It was a 
very serious and very sharp blow to any 
effort at organization. It is unthinkable. 
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however, that it should continue to prevent 
natural and legitimate co-operation in extend- 
ing the book market, and in that we book- 
sellers have a very real and personal in- 
terest. 

To the man on the firing line it is of vital 
importance that the base is well organized 
and functioning properly, often his very life 
depends on it; and if I may be permitted, for 
another moment, the use of a war metaphor: 
the very strongest reasons existed why the 
allied armies, while retaining all their inde- 
pendent and individual organizations, should 
be united in one compact and mighty mass 
when it came to the question of facing and 
smashing the enemy. 

The enemy of the bookseller and publisher 
alike, is the common enemy of mankind — 
ignorance and indifference. 

On the Problem Presented We Would 
Focus the Combined Efforts of All the 
Forces that Find in the Making and Distrib- 
uting of Books a Livelihood and a Service. 

I am glad to be in this convention to-day, 
because I consider it to be by far the best 
convention we have ever had. Our minds 
have turned to larger things than ever be- 
fore and we have not directed so much of 
our attention to the small, petty problems of 
everyday but rather to a broader outlook — 
the "far" look into the future to an increas- 
ingly large and more profitable business. We 
are optimistic; we sense opportunity. 

It is not necessary to stress the conditions 
that confront us to-day, they are only too 
familiar. Nor is it necessary to more than 
suggest the peculiar mental and spiritual 
forces that await the impact of a positive and 
directing power that will precipitate elements 
now in action. 

Books should have an ever widening sphere 
of influence and power. It may be the re- 
sult of the experience thru which the world 
has just passed, the clash of fundamentally 
opposed ideas, but it has been evident to many 
that books are finding more receptive con- 
ditions and are functioning more freely. 

Now, as never before, conditions are favor- 
able, and challenging to American book- 
sellers and publishers. 

Is it too much for the bookseller of America 
to ask publishers and the allied businesses, 
the printers and binders, that they plan a 
campaign, nation nidc, conceived on large 
lines and vigorously executed, that will make 
their product an essential— with all the pre- 
ponderant force for good and for progress? 

Is it too much for the bookseller to ask 
of the publishers and the allied businesses, 
that they spend a "Hundred Thousand Dol- 
lars" this year in a campaign to create new 
readers and new buyers of books? 

Perhaps the sum is too modest — inadequate 
for the task — unworthy the combined strength 
of the organizations involved. How much 
shall it be? Our President says "$250,000." I've 
heard a number of opinions expressed. The 
representative of a large advertising agency to 
whom I am indebted for some figures I shall 



presently read to you, suggested a minimum 
of $200,000. That, however, is a matter of 
detail to be determined after investigation 
when the publishers have come together for 
united aggressive effort. 

I am aware that these sums are but a tithe 
of that expended yearly by publishers in their 
own direct advertising, but for many years I 
have had the feeling that too much of our 
advertising was to readers, and too little to 
potential readers. The advertising we pro- 
pose should be directed to enlarging the mar- 
ket. Once this market is made, the advertis- 
ing of individual books will carry tremend- 
ously increased weight. Many books to-day 
carry individually a maximum of advertising, 
others more than the sales warrant. Given a 
broader market is it not a reasonable expecta- 
tion that better results would be obtained with 
the same effort? 

It is difficult to dissociate one's thought 
from the habitual. And we book folks find it 
difficult to get the point of view of the too 
great majority of people who, if they think 
about it at all, regard book-buying as a disease 
and book reading a form of punishment ad- 
ministered in severe doses to children in 
school. 

We take it for granted that everyone pos- 
sesses some familiarity with books and that it 
is just a question of choice with individ- 
uals as to whether or not they become book 
readers and more especially book owners. 
Permit me to say, it is more largely a mat- 
ter of education. And to reach and educate 
the masses in America is no easy task. 

Many millions of dollars are spent yearly 
to advertise tooth paste and tooth brushes, and 
in the public schools the importance of this 
cleanly habit is continuously emphasized. You 
may clean your teeth every morning, but the 
great majority of Americans still need to be 
so taught. 

Dr. Claxton's magnificent address preached 
more eloquently than I possibly could do, the 
tremendous field that remains to be cultivated 
by our business. Did he not say that there 
were more than fifty million people — or was 
it seventy-five million people — in this country 
who never see a book and more than this 
number who never have seen a bookstore. 

Our campaign should be directed not only 
to creating readers for to-day, but also for a 
generation hence. The astute manager of one 
of our big league "Ball Clubs," I am informed, 
is. with admirable decision, maintaining a sec- 
tion in the bleechers to which the only card of 
admission is the "badge of boyhood." This 
utterly regardless of the fact that many times 
the section could be filled with paid admission. 

"As the twig is bent, the tree inclines." A 
good start was made last year in the "Chil- 
dren's Book Week Campaign" so successfully 
and energetically initiated by our esteemed 
Secretary and his Committee. A good start 
because it is undeniably true that the youth 
of the country comprise the greatest asset 
any business can cultivate. 

The interest of parents in their children's 
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reading presents a point of contact capable 
of intensive cultivation and opens the door 
for some good, sound, common-sense, and in- 
controvertible facts as to the worth of books 
in the home. 

Theodore Roosevelt, an omniverous reader, 
as are many of our greatest men, discussed 
books as a matter of course. Books had a 
large place in his life and work; and this 
interest transmitted to his sons is not the 
least of their heritage. 

Thousands of our leaders in the State and 
in the Nation, men representing every phase 
of busy American life could readily be en- 
listed in a movement to bring books to their 
rightful place in tlie life of the people. 

I do not need to plead the case before this 
body, but I do believe large results can be ob- 
tained, if the case is pleaded before the bar of 
the masses, in flaming word and vivid 
phrases. 

Aside from educators, who, but those in 
the craft, think of books in terms of influ- 
ence and power? Think of books as living 
entities keeping alive in the world essential 
truths, faithfully recording its passing moods 
and fancies, mirroring man's aspirations, 
achievements, the flight of his imagination, 
the search and discovery of truth. The solace, 
the inspiration, the knowledge, the entertain- 
ment, the culture to be found in books, the 
'Svay to advancement and pay" may all be 
pleaded. The price of books need not concern 
us unduly if value is given. The price of 
Victrolas, camera?, or any given article, does 
not adversely affect the sale if the desire is 
created. We are getting a new viewpoint in 
the book business. We see it enlarged, more 
influential, serving vastly greater numbers. 

WHAT HAVE OTHERS DONE? HERE IS A 
RECORD OF A FEW ORGANIZED ASSOCIA- 
TIONAL CO-OPERATIVE CAMPAIGNS 

The California Fruit Growers Association 
has had signal success — you are all familiar 
with the advertising of Sunkist oranges and 
lemons. Only a few years ago this industry 
was in a dolorous state, and it is not an ex- 
aggeration to say that the owners of some of 
these farms were actually ready to give them 
away. What is the condition today? 

In the current year this association is spend- 
ing a half million dollars to advertise oranges 
and lemons. As was said yesterday, "Every- 
body knew about oranges before," an ex- 
penditure of half a million dollars would seem 
needless. But listen— add to that a $75,°o© 
appropriation for Sunkist marmalade and to 
that another $100,000 for grapefruit and then 
consider that this business has developed from 
one, where farms were being given away, 
to a business of "160 million dollars last year." 

The Florida Citrus Exchange had no dis- 
position to advertise but were persuaded and 
made a grudging appropriation, and asked to 
be "shown." That their assessment has been 
raised from one cent a box to ten cents a box 
is evidence that the advertising has made good, 
and the average return to members of this 



association ranges from 25c to $1.00 a box 
more than other Florida growers. 

The Southern Cypress Manufacturers' As- 
sociation increased their appropriation from 
25c to 50c per thousand ft. cut. 

The California Walnut Growers Association 
have increased the output of California Wal- 
nuts in ten years from $2,500,000 to eleven mil- 
lions. This is strictly a growers' organiza- 
tion that markets the output at cost to the 
3,000 co-operating growers. In the "Save the 
Surface" Campaign, Paint Manufacturers are 
spending one hundred thousand dollars a year. 
The California Prune Association will spend 
$200,000 in the current year to speed up the 
consumption of that humble fruit. 

The Tea Association of the U. S. find less 
tea is consumed per capita in the U. S. than 
in any other country. They propose to remedy 
it by spending during the next five years one 
to two million dollars. 

To educate the Public, as to the functions of 
the railways and to correct and direct public 
opinion, the Association of Railway Execu- 
tives are spending eight hundred thousand a 
year. 

The cycle trade of America will spend one 
hundred and twenty-five thousand this yeat 
and an increasing amount each year to drive 
home the "utility" of the cycle. 

The National Canners' Association, canners 
of tomatoes, beans, corn, etc., are beginning a 
campaign, and the first year will spend five 
hundred thousand dollars. 

Notable among the individual concerns that 
invest heavily in advertising is the Win. 
Wrigley Co. In 1919 they spent the sum of 
$3,500,000. 

All of the difficulties that face us in se- 
curing concerted action and in some in- 
stances, vastly greater difficulties, confronted 
all of these efforts before the desired co- 
operation was secured. 

Then shall the book business with its useful 
and magnificent opportunity, continue to re- 
main the backward child among America's 
thriving businesses? Let the Publishers an- 
swer. 

I find a wide difference of opinion as to 
who should be invited to share in this enter- 
prise. This much seems certain; it should 
begin with the producer. 

It is within the bounds of possibility that 
concerns who may at first be indisposed to 
come in. will later esteem it a privilege to 
support this movement. 

In the last few vears we have seen new 
industries born such as the talking machine, 
the automobile, the moving pictures industries. 
These so far outstrip us that the making and 
distributing of books is tiny in a comparison. 
In industries less handicapped than the book 
business, large sums are spent vearlv to ex- 
tend and hold markets. 

Mr. M. G. Nusbaum, Norfolk. Va.: Mr. 
Keating has covered the subject so beautifully 
that any added word from me would be out 
of place. You all know that national adver- 
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tising is one of the biggest things in our coun- 
try and it is so important that I wanted to 
call your attention to the plan yesterday when 
it was brought before you by Mr. Herr. I 
know we are going to get a good sum of 
money to do this national advertising. One 
of our speakers yesterday said that book re- 
viewing was a byproduct — well if book re- 
viewing is a byproduct, then book advertising 
must be a shyproduct — I mean other than 
Harold Bell Wright's and Clip-the-Coupon- 
and-Send-me-on-Suspicion kind of books. 
Books have never been advertised in keeping 
with the other branches of business. 

When we go into this advertising work, 
let's get one of those "eventually-if-qot-now" 
fellows, who make you eat oranges, chew 
gum and ride in motor cars. 

Would it not be a good idea to have full 
page matrix made of book reviews? These 
book reviews to be written and signed by 
prominent men or authors. These would go 
to the newspapers ready to print and you 
could get any number of papers to run them 
each week, because the material would be 
written by our best known people. 

Suppose, for this week that Kate Douglas 
Wiggin, should write a review of "Mary 
Marie," or Cobb of George Ade's "Hand- 



made Fables," or if there was a new edition 
with illustrations of "Don Quixote," a good 
review by Blasco Ibafiez, that would create a 
sale even for the good old classics. Or, if 
Taft or Senator Johnson would write a re- 
view for Beveridge's "Life of John Marshall," 
and some visiting poet, of Joyce Kilmer, it 
would make a wonderful page. Signed re- 
views are sellers of books. 

Some years ago, when Tom Dixon the au- 
thor of the "Leopard's Spots" lived in our 
vicinity, and the "Leopard's Spots" being his 
first book, we knew the sales, from the pub- 
lisher's viewpoint would hardly reach 5,000, 
we sent out to about two hundred and fifty 
people Dixon knew, asking them for a critic- 
ism of the book, and on receipt of the review 
it was sent with a copy of the book to the 
most prominent newspaper in that man's city 
and what was the result? The newspapers 
in nearly every case used this criticism. Ordi- 
narily if a new author sells S.ooo the first year, 
he is doing well. Dixon sold out over fifty 
thousand in fifteen months. It kept going 
better each month. I can just mention this as 
a proof that sales can be made, and then it 
makes an author popular to write about 
books, other than his own, and it makes good 
copy for any newspaper. 



THE PRESENT STATE OF PRICE MAINTENANCE 
By IVilliam B. Coher 0/ the Federal Trade Commission 



The vexed question of forcible mainten- 
ance of resale or retail prices has been con- 
tinuously before the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion ever since the creation of that body and 
had been a matter of public agitation for 
many years before. 

There usually are two sides to any ques- 
tion, but price maintenance seems to have at 
least four sides. ; Manufacturers complain 
against their competitors because they do not 
maintain prices, and other manufacturers 
complain against their competitors because 
they do maintain prices. Jobbers and retail- 
ers complain against those from whom they 
purchase their supplies because they do main- 
tain prices, and other jobbers and retailers 
complain against their purveyors because they 
do not maintain resale prices. 

Starting with these four grand divisions, 
complaints come to the Commission for and 
against price maintenance covering a very 
wide range of transactions. Like so many 
questions as to human conduct, this question 
does not seem to be susceptible of the simple 
answer yes or no. 

Considerably more than a year ago, the 
Federal Trade Commission invited the par- 
tisans of all sides of this troublesome ques- 
tion to appear in person or by attorney and 
thrash the thing out with each other in the 
presence of the Commission. 

The invitation was accepted. All hands 



appeared in person, by proxy, by attorney, by 
regiments, by brigades and by corps, and the 
question was thoroly thrashed out. It was 
discussed for days and days from the stand- 
point of the manufacturer, the financial man, 
the lawyer, the merchant, both wholesale and 
retail, and from the viewpoint of the con- 
sumer. 

In the end, everybody was able to show 
beyond question that everybody else was 
taking a narrow and selfish view of the prob- 
lem and that therefore his arguments were 
not grounded on broad truth and should be 
disregarded by the Commission. The lawyers 
brought in the books and proved to their 
own satisfaction beyond a shadow of a doubt, 
that the law required that prices be main- 
tained; and likewise that the law absolutely 
forbade it. 

Out of all this welter, there seemed to per- 
sist a fairness of the contention which was 
made, that the manufacturer of trade-marked 
or identified merchandise, after it passes out 
of his ownership and into the ownership of 
another for the purpose of resale, still has 
an actual proprietary right in the good name 
of and the good-will attached to that article. 
It seemed quite as clear that title to the 
article itself having passed, control over the 
article itself or its use, had passed. 

Those who asked for the maintenance of 
fixed resale or retail prices, to be enforced 
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by the manufacturer, held that not only the 
law of supply and demand, but the self- 
interest of the manufacturer would cause the 
price to the consumer to be a reasonable price 
carrying only a reasonable and legitimate 
profit. Against this, it was argued that a 
fixed retail price to the consumer might be 
reasonable, and yet if the manufacturer had 
the power to fix the price at which he would 
sell and the price at which the consuming 
public should buy at retail, he might easily 
allow so narrow a margin for distribution 
cost and profit, that the dealers would not 
be fairly compensated for the service they 
performed. 

Failing then to secure a concensus of opin- 
ion from the men of the business world and 
its legal advisors, the Commission sought to 
move towards a final solution by two other 
routes. 

It seemed to be useful to find one or more 
typical cases unclouded by collateral issues 
and to carry these cases thru carefully, not 
with any prejudice one way or the other, but 
with the purpose of getting a final decision 
in the highest court which would guide the 
business world and control the judgment of 
the Commission. 

Meantime, 100 or 150 applications for com- 
plaint had piled up in the Commission. The 
only way a court review could be had was 
for the Commission to issue its formal com- 
plaint in typical cases and, after due hearing, 
issue its order to cease and desist, which 
could be appealed to the courts by the re- 
spondent. The Beechnut Packing Company 
has undertaken the very great burden of 
carrying forward this test litigation from 
the other side and in doing so, I believe is 
performing a real public service. It is 
carrying the litigation forward in a sports- 
manlike way, and the Commission I believe, 
is meeting the Beechnut people in the same 
spirit. Not with great concern as to which 
way the court may finally decide the question, 
but with the earnest desire that it be decided 
finally one way or the other. 

Meantime, following the second course of 
endeavor, the Commission made a sugges- 
tion formally to Congress with respect to 
the Stephens Bill which had been pending for 
a long time. The Stephens Bill in its orig- 
inal form was intended to legalize the en- 
forcement of resale prices by contract or re- 
fusal to sell and by any other reasonable 
means. There is no disguising the fact that 
there was and is in Congress, a very definite 
and a very solid opposition to the Stephens 
Bill in that form. As business men you know 
that when you are up against a clear-cut im- 
possibility it is merely a waste of time and 
effort to argue about it. It is better to ac- 
cept the impossibility and try some other way 
out. 

It had been fairly established that the 
manufacturer of identified merchandise has 
a proprietary right and interest in the good 



name and good-will attached to his article, 
and it seemed to be agreed that any concern, 
which thru years of honest dealing, years 
of maintenance of quality, of service, of re- 
sisting temptation to cheapen his goods or 
to cheat or fake the public, has become pos- 
sessed of a thing which is infinitely more 
valuable, not only than the article itself, but 
than the tangible property devoted to its pro- 
duction. That is good-will. 

The Commission recognized this principle 
and at the same time recognized the objec- 
tion, which seemed to be well taken, that no 
man should have the right both to name and 
to maintain by force, the price at which a 
thing should be sold by other merchants 
after he had parted title to it, unless other 
parties at interest were given an opportunity 
to challenge and examine the reasonableness 
of the price so named. 

So it was, that it was suggested that there 
be added to the Stephens Bill in its original 
form, a paragraph which would say that any 
manufacturer who desired to maintain a re- 
sale price by force, — that is by refusing to 
sell or by any other lawful means that he 
can bring to bear — should first file in a pub- 
lic place his scale of prices and terms of 
sale, with his quantity discounts and all the 
rest of his selling policy. 

Then that sales policy could be enforced 
by any lawful means so long as no one com- 
plained, and if any one did complain, the bur- 
den of proof would be on the complainant. 

Suppose complaint were made. First, it 
would have to be shown that the complainant 
was a party at interest, a jobber or retailer 
or consumer, and he might contest part or all 
of the sales policy including the prices fixed 
for wholesale, for jobber, for retailer and 
for consumer. He would have to establish 
affirmatively that the sales policy with respect 
to prices or to any other of its terms and 
conditions, was unfair or wrong. If this 
were established, after due notice and hear- 
ing, all that was proposed was that the right 
to maintain by force as to that particular item 
should be withdrawn. 

It was said, and is constantly repeated, that 
the Commission proposed that some Govern- 
mental authority should fix the prices which 
manufacturers might maintain, or that a 
Governmental authority might amend a sales 
policy. That is not true. All that was said 
was that if the sales price or policy were suc- 
cessfully attacked in whole or in part, then 
so much as had been successfully questioned, 
might not be maintained by force. The seller 
could take his choice. He could either amend 
his sales policy or his schedule of prices as 
the case may be, and continue to enforce it. 
or he could continue the sales policy and 
prices unchanged, but would not be per- 
mitted to enforce their maintenance. 

This seems to embody a compromise which 
does not seem to violate any rights and to 
meet, reasonably, the principles insisted upon 
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by all parties concerned. The Colgate de- 
cision which was on a demurrer to an indict- 
ment under the Sherman law, tended to add 
to the confusion rather than to clarify the 
situation. I want to make it clear that the 
Federal Trade Commission never had any- 
thing whatever to do with the Colgate case. 
The decision of the court in that matter was 
that the maintenance of a resale price not 
by means of a contract, was not a crime 
under the Sherman law. But the Federal 
Trade Commission had not been approaching 
the matter in the light of the Sherman law 
but with respect to Section 5 of the Federal 
Trade Commission Act which has nothing at 
all to do with crimes but has to do with un- 
fair trade practices. A lawful thing may be 
unfairly used or may result unfairly. 

Individual liberty is permitted to be exer- 
cised only when the conduct of the indiv- 
idual does not infringe on the equal rights 
or liberties of another. So, too, in trade prac- 
tices, a thing need not be unlawful in itself, 
and may not be done for the purpose or in- 
tent of working hardship, and yet if it does 
in fact work hardship it may be declared to 
be unfair. 

It seems sometimes that progress towards 
a final solution of this question is slow, but 
it is gratifying that all parties are moved by 
a spirit of fairness and consideration, each 
for the rights of others, and so long as this 
spirit is maintained, patience will in the end 
work out a satisfactory solution. 

AS TO A NATIONAL TRADE MARK 

Sometime ago. a discussion was well under 
way with regard to the provision by law for 
a national trade mark. That discussion has 
subsided somewhat, but it seem s bound to be 
revived at some time, and if there is merit 
in the proposal, it is bound to continue to be 
a. live subject until it is established. 

There seem to be two objections to the 
national trade mark. The first is, that as to 
untrade-marked goods, a national trade mark 
might seem to put a stamp of equality upon 
inferior goods as compared with goods of 
merit and of quality. 

The second is, that the good-will which is 
embodied in private trade marks might be 
lessened by the use of a general or national 
trade mark. 

It would appear then, that unless these ob- 
jections can be cured, the proposed legisla- 
tion would not be helpful to American busi- 
ness in the markets of the world. But, it 
seems equally certain, that if these objections 
can be met. a national trade mark may be 
made to be of great aid and value in the ex- 
port trade. 

If the Congress shall authorize merely a 
design or symbol to be placed indiscrimin- 
ately on anything of any kind or any quality 
that is to be exported or sold in the domestic 
trade, then it would seem that the device 
might work great harm, and especially to 



those concerns which under private trade 
marks, have built up thru quality goods and 
fair-dealing, that greatest of all assets in busi- 
ness and individual life and in national life — 
goodwill. 

But if the national trade mark shall not 
be the substance but the symbol, and if the 
substance behind the symbol shall be the 
pledge of the nation and the pledge of the 
conscientious manufacturer and the scrupul- 
ously honest trader, then theJ trade mark 
would be raised to the dignity of being the 
seal of the national commercial honor and 
would command respect — which means good- 
will — in the markets of the world. 

Suppose as a condition and in return for 
the privilege of using the national trade mark, 
it were required on pain of having the right 
of use taken away, that the user specify by 
sample exactly of what grade and qualtiy his 
article was intended to be. Suppose that a 
delivery not up to sample or a delivery under 
misrepresentation, of any sort, should be suf- 
ficient cause for the deprivation of the use 
of the national trade mark, then the presence 
of the national trade mark upon an article 
would be a guarantee that it was exactly the 
article that was purported to be sold and the 
terms and conditions of sale were exactly as 
were represented. Conversely, the absence of 
the national trade mark would serve as a 
sign and a warning, that such goods did not 
represent the best traditions of the American 
manufacturer or the circumstances of their 
sale did not represent that fair-dealing with 
which alone, the United States can maintain 
permanently, that high and honorable posi- 
tion in world-commerce which it deserves. 

Viewed thus, it would appear that the na- 
tional trade mark movement is one which 
may well enlist the hearty co-operation of 
you gentlemen and of business in general. 
Certainly the financial institutions which are 
called upon to furnish credit facilities for 
export and import transactions, would be 
greatly aided by such a device. 

THE PROBLEM OF TAXATION 

As a result of the war the American peo- 
ple find themselves for the first time in the 
history of the Republic, faced by such a bur 
den of public debt as will make taxation oni* 
of the big and ever-present problems for our- 
selves, our children and our children's chil- 
dren. This being true, it is only ordinary 
prudence and business wisdom that taxation 
should be given the same serious and carefn' 
study that is given any other new and vita' 
factor which is thrown in to disturb our cal 
culations. 

In seeking a solution we must first recog 
nize. fully, the sudden and absolute revolu- 
tion that has taken place as to our relation 
to the rest of the world as well as to th 
slower changes which the mighty upheava- . 
of the war hastened to conclusion. 

We must soon decide upon a taxation po' 
icy which will distribute the burden equitably 
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and bear with the least possible weight upon 
the processes of industry and commerce and 
so bear as lightly as such a gigantic load can 
be made to bear, upon the ultimate consumer — 
which is every single one of us. 

We can either go thru a long and painful 
period of passing the buck, of seeking to 
escape each his own share, or to pass it on; 
of hiding the tax or of taxing by classes; 
or we can meet the issue squarely and have 
it over with once and for all. 

But taxation theories which, if not per- 
fect, at least "got by" before the war, will 
not do now because the foundations upon 
which they were based have shifted. Our 
position with relation to the rest of the 
world has vastly changed. So our relation 
to foreign trade has changed. Let us see. 

From being a debtor nation we have be- 
come a creditor nation. Before the war ten 
billions of dollars of our securities were held 
abroad and to pay a dividend of 4 per cent to 
the foreign security holders there was cre- 
ated, automatically, a market for four hun- 
dred millions worth of our goods. As a 
result of the war we have bought back that 
ten billions of securities and have loaned an 
additional ten billions across the ocean. Now 
water will run down hill but it takes a force 
pump or a syphon and some scientific plumb- 
ing to make it run up hill. 

After the Revolutionary 'War and the Civil 
War, the United States had the world's 
greatest reservoir of undeveloped natural re- 
sources to which the quickening touch of 
labor and capital could then be applied. We 
no longer hold that place in the scheme of 
things. It is occupied by our sister repub- 
lic in South and Central America and by 
Australia, New Zealand and South Africa. 

The days of our carefree national child- 
hood are over, and we are entered upon seri- 
ous middle life with the business of living 
a daily problem and provision for national 
old age staring us in the face. 

During these first thundred and forty-four 
years of national life, we have had a won- 
derful time. We have wasted our forests and 
our minerals ; we have thrown hundreds of 
millions of acres of land away. We have 
disdained anything so slow as inland water 
transportation, while we built thousands of 
miles of paralleling railroads and now we are 
breaking the backs of those railroads by 
displacing quick-moving, high-rate freight to 
care for mountains of non-perishable low- 
rate commodities. 

The national crop of youthful wild-oats has 
been well sown and we have had a plentiful 
crop; we are just now in the midst of the 
harvest. 

Young America carelessly adopted the 
catch-word "nothing is certain but death and 
taxes" and then laughed the laugh of youth 
at both. 

From now on taxes must be reckoned with 
and by-and-large we must make two choices 



of method. First we must say whether we 
will try to hide the taxes we pay or whether 
we shall mark them clearly and plainly, and 
second, we must decide whether we will tax 
industry, effort, energy, productivity, or 
whether we shall tax idleness, inaction and 
failure to produce. Up to the present time 
we have chosen to penalize productive effort 
and to bonus speculation and disuse. The 
more elaborately a tax is hidden the more it 
costs. The disguise costs more than the 

The excess profits tax, never a revenue 
measure, is a penalty upon economy, upon 
conservative capitalization and upon quantity 
production. It never was intended to be a 
revenue measure. It is a cornerstone in the 
present intolerable price-structure and it 
should be repealed. 

We hear talk of increasing the percentages 
in the upper brackets of the income tax 
schedules. It is quite easy and extremely 
popular to say "tax the rich." But what we 
are actually doing, now, is to tax the capital 
of the rich out of productive enterprises and 
into non-productive. As the law now stands, 
a man with a $20,000 income can invest in 
state or municipal bonds, non-taxable, at 4H 
per cent and with practically no risk, while to 
net the same rate of income, any investment 
in industry or trade must yield him 5-1/3 
per cent — to say nothing of the element of 
risk. The man with $50,000 income must re- 
ceive 6}^ per cent from his productive in- 
vestment in order to be able to pay his tax 
and yet net the 4*A per cent that the non- 
taxable offers him. The $loo,ooo income must 
earn io?4 per cent and the $500,000 income 
must earn 15 per cent in order to net the 
sure 4J4 per cent that the non-taxable state 
and municipal bonds pay. 

Do these roads lead toward quantity pro- 
duction with lowered costs and prices and 
useful employment for every man and every 
dollar? Or do they lead to an orgy of pub- 
lic expenditures and a steady reduction of 
production? 

The question of safe, sane, consistent taxa- 
tion is before us. Upon its correct solution 
the welfare of business and therefore the 
public welfare, depends in a very great degree.

REACHING THE IMM1

My qualifications for addressing such a body 
as the Convention of the American Booksell- 
ers' Association upon the subject of "How to 
Reach the Immigrant Thru Books," are so 
unique as to be conspicuously obvious. As- 
suming for the moment that we are agreed 
upon the desirability, and even the necessity, 
of reaching our large immigrant population 
thru the istrumentality of books, the prob- 
lem that presents itself is essentially one of 
book-selling, of salesmanship. Naturally, that 
is why, as booksellers, you are vitally interest" 
ed in it. That, too, is why I have been asked 
to speak upon the subject as an expert author- 
ity. I am not a bookseller, and therefore my 
views are not hampered or restricted by the 
limitations which always accompany practical 
experience. I am a writer of books. I write 
books as some other men play golf, and for 
very similar reasons. It is not necessary to 
explain to this gathering that the writing of 
books is in general a luxury, the over-indulg- 
ence in which is one of the numerous eviden- 
ces of the unbridled extravagance of our 
time. My own sins in this respect are so 
numerous as to mark me as a conspicuous 
illustration of the cost of high living. To 
a lesser degree, I am a buyer of books; that 
is to say. I buy books from time to time 
when my over-indulgent publishers permit 
me to do so. Finally, I am" a reviewer of 
books. Half-way confessions being worse 
than none at all, and whole-hearted confes- 
sions being admittedly good for the soul, I 
make confession that when I am not indulg- 
ing in the luxury of writing books on my own 
account, I very often indulge in the luxurv of 
criticizing the books written by others. This 
is, perhaps, the most satisfying indulgence of 
all : it produces in one something of the feel- 
ing that caused the Irishman to write home 
to his friends: "America surely is a wonderful 
country. Here I am tearing down a Protest- 
ant church and getting paid two dollars a day 
for it." You will observe from the wage rate 
that the story is rather an ancient one, but it 
suits my present purpose quite admirably. 

These, then, are my qualifications for speak- 
ing with expert authority upon this ureal 
problem of salesmanship. Surely the quali- 
fications are quite sufficient. 1 should not pre- 
sume to tell a convention of book-writers 
how books should be written, or how the 
practice of their craft might be improved. 
It is quite another matter, however, to tell you

gentlemen how to sell our books. Here I 
am perfectly at home and speak with the as- 
surance of an oracle. You have heard, doubt- 
less, of the new profession which has been 
developed in this country, that of the in- 
dustrial efficiency engineer. While I was at- 
tending the first Industrial Conference con- 
vened by the President last October, I met 
several of these gentlemen. One of the best 
known of them all told me that, as a rule, the 
best man to send into a plant as an effi- 
ciency engineer was always the man who 
knew nothing at all about that particular 
business. My informant explained to me 
that the advantage of such a man lay in the 
fact that, knowing nothing about the busi- 
ness, he possessed no obstinate prejudices and 
did not take the attitude that because things 
had always been done so there could be no 
better way, in short, in the virgin innocence of 
his mind. Of course, such a man is bound 
to exhibit his ignorance, no matter how skill- 
fully he may attempt to conceal it. He is 
sure to ask fool questions and to think of a 
hundred impossible things. At the same time, 
however, it is from such naive wonderment as 
his that the most searching criticisms and 
suggestions for improvement emanate. 

Now, I am quite convinced that the art of 
selling books to the American people has not 
yet been mastered. So far as I can gather, 
there has been no radical change made in this 
important branch of business within the mem- 
ory of the oldest living man. Not only has 
there been no radical change, but, unless I 
am entirely mistaken, there has been no sub- 
stantial improvement since the days when old 
publishing houses like Harper's. Appleton's, 
Putnam's, and others equally well-known, were 
young. The sales of books have not grown 
in equal ratio to the population. 

Of course, there will be a thousand cham- 
pions of the booksellers' trade ready to spring 
to its defense, who will call attention to the 
fact that the quality and the character of the 
population itself have changed. They will call 
attention to the immense Hood of immigration 
from European countries. "Very well," I 
reply. "But surely these people and their 
children ought to be regarded as constitut- 
ing an opportunity, a vast market to be ex- 
ploited, and not as an addition to the popula- 
tion of elements to be ignored by those whose 
business is the diffusion of enlightment thru 
the medium of books." 
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Were I in a less pacific mood and at all 
inclined to be belligerent, I think that I 
should be disposed 10 assume the aggressive 
at this point and contend that, even as regards 
the English-speaking population, there has been 
no material increase in the ratio of book 
sales to the number of people. Recently one 
of the foremost publishing houses of the 
country announced with very evident pride 
that a charming biography published by it had, 
in the course of ten years or thereabouts, 
attained a sale of forty thousand copies. 
What a record for a country with a popula- 
of no billions! Fifty years and more ago, 
such sales were not uncommon, as I believe 
the records of the older publishing firms will 
show. If I speak feelingly upon this ques- 
tion, you will please remember the signifi- 
cance of the royalties account to the writer 
of books. 

As I have wandered up and down this great 
country of ours, doing "one-night stands," 
trying to save the nation by talking to it, 
I have come to feel that Amerca is not rep- 
resented by the large cities, but by the small 
towns. This nation is essentially an aggrega- 
tion of small towns. The heart and conscience 
of America, and, for that matter, its brain, 
are to be found in these small towns. Here, 
in my humble judgment, lies the great neglected 
potential market for American books. There 
could hardly be, in a virile nation like ours, 
a more depressing institution than the average 
small town bookstore. There are exceptions, 
of course — I have no doubt that each of 
you who comes from a small town represents 
such an exception — but the generalization is 
just and true, nevertheless. And, in practically 
all of these towns, there is an alert intelligence 
and an eager desire for cultural development, 
linked to a fairly prosperous condition, which 
together must afford an enviable opportunity 
for well directed bookselling. The art and 
skill of practically all other branches of sales- 
man-hip are exerted with ever increasing zeal 
and intelligence in this fruitful field. It is easy 
to purchase the ebony disc that will repro- 
duce the latest jazz sensation of Broadway, a 
bottle of the latest podophyllin mixture for 
the ills of the l>ody, or the newes* device for 
coaxing Mr. Ford's useful but temperamental 
vehicle into tractabilitv. It is next to im- 
possible, however, to obtain a book of recent 
date, unless, of course, it happens to ho the 
printed version of the mimicry of Mary Pick- 
ford or Theda Bara. 

Many times I have wondered that some en- 
terprising genius has not. before this, taken 
be Id of the monthly subscription plan of sell- 
ing books an-I revolutionized it. !s it only 
possible on this plan to sell complete sots of 
what we are pleased to term "the classics," 
or enn the plan be so adapted as to enable 
people to secure by the same system of modest 
payments a variety of books of their own 
selection ? Is there any reason why the pub- 
lisher who says. "Send me two dollars a 
month and I will send you this charming set 



of So-and-so's novels," is unable to undertake, 
in return for two dollars a month, to supply 
so many volumes thruout the year selected 
by the purchaser, no matter how assorted? 

The average publisher who conducts a gen- 
eral publishing business has, at most, very few 
complete sets to offer on the subscription plan. 
He spends a large amount of money in ad- 
vertising and overhead charges to secure a 
customer, and, in a majority of cases, at the 
termination of the contract loses the patron- 
age which it costs so much to obtain. I have 
a theory that there arc many thousands of 
people in this country, possibly millions, who 
could be kept on indefinitely buying books if 
it were made easy for them to obtain, promptly 
and economically, new books in which they 
might be interested. Let me suppose, by way 
of illustration, that the year's program of a 
publisher included two or three notable bio- 
graphies, half a dozen books on current so- 
cial problems, as many more on the great in- 
ternational issues, and fifteen or twenty novels* 
Suppose his program were carried into the 
millions of homes represented in the -women's 
clubs of the country, the faculties of our 
colleges, the pulpits of the small towns, and 
so on, with the word that for such a pay- 
ment as is customarily made for the regula- 
tion "Complete standard edition" the sub- 
scriber might select any dozen volumes from 
the list, to be delivered as published. I may 
be indulging an idle fancy, but it is my belief 
that there would be such a response as would 
swell the volume of book sales enormously — to 
say nothing of the too slim purses of the 
writers. 

If you ask me what all this has to do with 
the problem of getting books to the immi- 
grant, I reply that, in the by and large, the 
problem of reaching the immigrant is, in part 
at least, one of book-selling in the small 
towns. It is only is the small towns that the 
immig-ant can be made a regular, or even 
frequent, buyer of books. In the large uiics, 
immigrants may be induced to become readers 
of books, but they cannot be expected to be 
l>ook-buycrs up m any large scale. Where do 
we expect room for books to be found in 
the modern city flat? Why, even the good 
old rubber plant has to l»e banished ! In these 
days when ice-boxes are made to fit under the 
bed. in response to the imperious demand for 
economy of space, and the Sunday news- 
paper has to be put outside to make room tor 
the visitor, there is no room for keeping books 
until they reach the' stage at which one 
speaks with pride of "my library." 

In the old cook-books, the recipe for jugged 
hare is said to have begun with the admoni- 
tion "First, catch your hare," and we might 
almost preface any suggestion of practical 
methods of reaching the immigrant with books 
by the admonition, "First, get your immi- 
grant." There is a faint suggestion of ironv 
in the fact that at the very moment when 
we arc discussing how best to develop the 
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sales of books among our immigrant popu- 
lation, the serious decline of the hitherto 
enormous immigration into this country is 
challenging the attention of thoughtful stu- 
dents of our economic life. Between July I, 
1900 and June 1, 1918, more than fourteen 
million immigrants came into this country. 
In the years immediately preceding the war, 
more than a million persons came to us an- 
nually from the Old World. We were stag- 
gered and baffled by the problems presented by 
this mass immigration. We needed to learn 
how to distribute it and use it to the mu- 
tual advantage of the nation and of the im- 
migrants. Now, for the moment at any rate, 
the tide has turned to the opposite direction. 
We may be assured, however, that the tide will 
turn again and that once more the strong and 
virile sons and daughters of the Old World 
— Slav and Latin and Teuton and Celt— will 
come to us seeking wider opportunities than 
are to be found in Europe. 

In the meantime, there remains the sub- 
stantial fact that approximately 75 per cent, 
of the workers employed in American indus- 
tries are either foreign-born or the sons and 
daughters of foreign-born parents. In the re- 
fining of sugar 85 per cent, of the wage- 
earners are foreign-born, in the manufacture 
of cotton goods, approximately 70 per cent.; 
in the manufacture of clothing, 72 per cent.; 
in the manufacture of woolen and worsted 
goods, 62 per cent; in the manufacture of agri- 
cultural implements, 6 per cent.; in the iron 
and steel industries, 58 per cent. These fig- 
ures give some idea of the magnitude of the 
field of enterprise which lies before us. 

We can all agree, I think, upon two or three 
very simple but fundamentally important prop- 
ositions: In the first place, we are probably 
agreed that this vast population of alien origin 
should be imbued as thoroly as possible 
with the best traditions and ideals of Amer- 
ica. I confess myself to be rather wearied, and 
even nauseated, by a good deal of the cur- 
rent cant on the subject of "Americanization." 
Much of what men are trying to do in the 
name of Americanization seems to me to be 
calculated only to preserve in the minds of 
our immigrants a constant consciousness of 
their alien birth and origin instead of habit- 
ual thinking in American ways and in the 
American spirit. To make men and wornen 
who come to us understand our institutions 
and our ways, and love and honor them, so 
that they will exemplify them in their lives 
and be ready to die for them, if need be, is 
a great and altogether admirable ideal. So 
far we can agree, I hope. 

Of course, there arc many agencies thru 
which the spirit and purpose of this nation 
can be revealed. Charlie Chaplin and Doug- 
las Fairbanks belong to this great priest- 
hood no less than Emerson and Lincoln. The 
baseball field and the forum are. each in its 
own way, equally important transmitters of 
the American spirit. Without entering the 
realm of controversy and attempting to de- 
termine precisely what place should be as- 



signed to literature in this great work of 
Americanizing the immigrant, there can be 
no doubt whatever that its place is a very 
important one. How shall these men know 
what America means to us, first of all, and 
then what it may mean to themselves and to 
their children, unless there is placed before 
them the story of the first European immi- 
grants and their struggles with untamed sav- 
ages, with wild beasts and with nature's ele- 
mentary forces? Unless they understand that 
when the cities of the Old World which they 
have left behind them were already old and 
decrepit, here the foundations of civiliza- 
tion were not yet laid, they will never under- 
stand America, never comprehend what Lin- 
coln meant, or what Roosevelt meant, or what 
they mean today. And this knowledge that is 
so fundamental and so indispensable can be 
acquired in no wise as well as thru the 
medium of books. Our attitude toward mili- 
tarism, and the singular place we hold among 
the nations of the world, must remain unin- 
telligible to men who have not read the story 
of the Civil War and the war with Spain, who 
do not know the life histories of such men as 
Lincoln and Lee and Grant. Similarly, our 
attitude toward the great social problems, 
toward labor and capital, toward plutocracy 
and toward individual achievement, will re- 
main inscrutable mysteries to men and women 
who have not been thrilled by the romances of 
such men as Carnegie, Edison, Westinghousc 
and Schwab. Until these things, concerning 
America are known to the alien, he must be al- 
ways at the mercy of the unscrupulous dema- 
gog and, therefore, a potential menace to the 
country and to himself and his children. 

If I conceive the problem aright, the in- 
terpretation of American institutions and ideals 
to the immigrant must involve a somewhat ex- 
tensive publication of books interpreting those 
institutions and ideals in foreign languages. 
Just as I would not surpress the foreign lan- 
guage newspapers, as so many people who 
seem to me to be misguided in their patri- 
otism want to do, so I would not discourage 
the extensive publication in foreign languages 
of books which will help to make America 
understood and beloved by those who arc able 
only to read those languages. At the same 
time. America will be best interpreted and best 
understood thru the medium of the American 
language — for so we may faily call the im- 
proved form of English which is our own. 
Recently I had the pleasure of examining the 
advance sheets of an admirable popular histo-y 
of America prepared under the supervision of 
a Massachusetts society of women interested in 
historical matters, rendered into Italian by 
my friend, Mr. Pccorini. and printed in Ital- 
ian and English text on alternate pages. The 
idea is not new. of course, but has been prin- 
cipally used heretofore in connection with 
academic text-books. That it should be ap- 
plied extensively in the publication of l>ooks 
intended for immigrants, at once interpreting 
America and facilitating their acqusition of 
America's language, seems to me most de- 
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sirable. At all events, I should like to see the 
experiment made upon a large enough scale to 
determine its value beyond question. 

Quite apart from these mechanical devices, 
if I may so term them, books interpreting 
America to the alien mind, tho they be 
printed in the language of the country, should 
be selected with an understanding of the 
psysohology of the immigrant. I think, too, 
that a whole series of books needs to be 
written for the immigrant. The Italian should 
know not only our history in general, and the 
stories of those lives which have been our 
common inspiration, but he should know in 
especial our own friendliness to Italy, our ad- 
miration for her people, and the part which the 
sons and daughters of Italy have played in 
building our nation. Similarly, the "immigrant 
from Scandinavian countries should learn not 
only the general history of America, but the 
significance of the part of men and women of 
Scandinavian birth and origin in that history. 
At this time, when men are beginning to re- 
write the histories of nations as a result of 
the Great War, when in so many directions the 
impulses of reborn nationalism are manifest- 
ing themselves, is it too much to suggest that 
in our attempts to make America understood 
thru the medium of books we make an 
effort to understand the national psychology 
of the aliens we seek to reach, and to sense 
the important fact that a splendid pride in 
their own history is no barrier to their under- 
standing of ours? 

1 was told recently by a competent authority 
that seventy million people in this country are 
wholly without library facilities. This seems 
to mc incredible, and almost as shameful as it 
is incredible. It is quite as humilating to have 
to make such a confession as it would be to 
have to admit that there were seventy million 
people out of the reach of churches, of schools, 
of doctors. How backward we arc, after all ! 
There ought not to be a village or even a 
farm, a lumber camp, or a factory in the 
country without such library facilities as 
would enable any person to secure and read 
such books as are available to the average resi- 
dent of a good-sized city. For one, I do not 
believe that such an extension of the library 
service is an impossible Utopian ideal. Neither 
do I believe that if realized it would tend to 
discourage the individual buying and owner- 
ship of books. Nothing so fosters the desire 
to possess and own l>ooks as the reading of 
good books, no matter how obtained. 

Finally, I am impressed by the fact that one 
of the present obstacles in the way of reaching 
many of our immigrants thru books is the 
relatively high cost of books. Nobody detests 
a paper-covered book more than I do; no- 
body more thoroly subscribes to Mr. Ruskin's 
view that a book to be worth reading and 
worth owning should be worthily printed and 
l«ound. The fact remains, however, that by 
far the greater part of the immigrant popula- 
tion of the country belongs to that class for 
whom bo.iks so printed are, and are likely to 
t-c f r s lime to come, luxuries and not 



necessities, as books ought to be. We must 
remember that most of our immigrants come 
from countries where many of such books as 
are pubhshed in cloth here, at a dollar and a 
half or so, are published as brochures at very 
trifling cost. Of course, the old-time cheap- 
ness has passed from Europe, perhaps never 
to return. So far, however, I have seen no 
signs of the abandonment of the practice of 
publishing books in standard edition and in 
the cheaper paper cover form. 

These are mechanical matters, concerning 
which I am in no wise qualified to speak, 
and I do not stress them, but I do plead 
most earnestly for a recognition of the fact 
that in our vast alien population there is a 
crying need for the sweetness and light which 
good books can give; a great human force, 
equally potent for good or ill, which to make 
it fruitful needs the understanding and the 
patience which only come to most men thru 
wide and varied reading. Above all, there is 
in that great human mass of alien origin a 
hunger for understanding off America — of 
Lincoln's America, Roosevelt's America, your 
America, and mine. In so far as the best 
of our literature is made available to these 
millions of men and women who have come 
among us, the pillars of the Republic will 
be made safe, because defended by under- 
standing and loving hearts. 

President Butler: Mr. Spargo, the thanks 
of this association is due to you for the mas- 
terful interpretation which you have made of 
the shortcomings of the book-trade and for 
pointing out the great work that they can do. 

Mr. Chas. A. Burkhardt: I move that we 
give Mr. Spargo a rising vote of thanks. 
Motion duly seconded, put to the house and 
unanimously carried. (Applause.] 

President Butler: The subject is now open 
for discussion and that discussion will be led 
by Mr. Ward Macauley. 

THE REAL AMERICAN

Mr. Ward Macauley, of Macauley Bros., 
Detroit: It is not my purpose, ladies and 
gentlemen, to discuss any details of Mr. Spar- 
go's wonderful paper which wc have all just 
listened to. I am sure no matter how far we 
have come, it was well worth long traveling 
just to listen to this splendid address. Later 
on wc can read it over and take it to our 
hearts in meeting our special problems. 

I am really the sixth person to touch upon 
this topic, and it is not at all likely, consid- 
ering the character of those who have al- 
ready addressed you. that I could say any- 
thing new on this subject. 1 will be satis- 
fied if I can say something that is true to the 
subject of "Building Americanism Thru 
Books." and if what I say simply adds em- 
phasis and reminds you of the good points 
brought out before. "Building Americanism 
Thru Books," surely that was a splendid key- 
note for this convention — I may well say 
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splendid convention, which is being held in 
the city of Philadelphia where American ideas 
and American liberty saw their early days. 
That was a splendid key-note for this conven- 
tion to use to emphasize a phase of the service 
that our profession is in a position to perform. 
It is a refreshing departure from most dis- 
cussions which have necessarily been along 
commercial lines, and which have been most 
prominent in previous conventions. 

It seems to me that Americanism can be 
built better thru books than in any other way. 
The native born, as Mr. Spargo and others 
have told us, need to learn Americanism 
just as much as the alien. They need the 
teaching in our methods of government and 
in all of those things which go to make us 
understand Americanism. The American child 
is not born with the knowledge of all those 
things. 

A number of years ago I desired to learn 
what was being done regarding the teaching 
in our public schools of the fundamentals of 
our government, by that I mean how much, 
and in what way civics was taught to the 
children of our public schools. So I wrote to 
the Superintendent of the schools of different 
cities, and I found in a larger number of the 
cities classes of this kind were given for 
foreigners, but not for native bom But any 
student of the subject well knows that the 
native born American student needs this 
thing as well as the foreign born, or the alien. 
Many of our American citizens go to the 
polls in complete ignorance of what they are 
doing, and I am glad to say that this matter 
of teaching civics only to the foreigner has 
been changed and to-day it is a part of the 
regular curriculum of the schools. 

The American born needs grounding in the 
fundamentals of his country's purpose. We 
cheer tor the waving flag. Let us surround 
that enthusiasm with abiding faith in the 
things we believe that flag ought to mean. 
For after all the flag is only a beautiful piece 
of cloth unless it symbolizes in our minds 
truths and principles worth dying for— and 
what is often harder to do, worth living for. 
We ought to think very carefully to our- 
selves: "What kind of Americanism is it that 
the native born have got?" 

Sometimes it seems to me that the phrase 
100 per cent pure Americanism sounds like 
100 per cent pure selfishness. Can we expect 
our alien brother to be wildly enthusiastic 
over aims that can seem to him things merely 
intended to aid ourselves— aid our own ma- 
terial advancement. A country as well as an 
individual can gain the whole world and lose 
its own soul. This doctrine that altruism may 
have a part in the individual, but selfishness 
is the supreme virtue in a nation sounds like 
something very different from Americanism 
to me. I prefer to stand on the high ground 
of Philadelphia's own beloved good, gray 
poet "Oh. America, because you build for 
mankind. 1 build for you." 

To set this aim before our people, native 
and foreign born, is the divinely appointed 



task of any who sets himself to build Amer- 
icanism, and before we can work with the 
alien we must understand him and conquer 
our own condescension. 

1 must tell you the story of two men on 
the street car. It was not a Philadelphia 
street car because there were one or two seats 
remaining and there was plenty of room. 
Some Italians got on; Italian workmen with 
clothes soiled from the day's labor. One of 
the two men I have in mind moved along and 
said to his friend "Move over here and let 
those fellows sit down." The friend re- 
plied "Oh, what's the use, they're nothing but 
a couple of dagoes." The first man said, "Yes, 
but don't you know that Christopher Colum- 
bus was a 'dago'? don't you know that Gari- 
baldi was a 'dago'? and the friend replied 
again, "Well, yes, but these fellows are noth- 
ing like Christopher Columbus and Gari- 
baldi." And the first man replied to his 
friend by saying "More like Christopher Co- 
lumbus and Garibaldi than you are like George 
Washington or Abraham Lincoln." 

You remember the story that Don Marquis 
told of the foreigner. He had great difficulty 
in speaking in the country: He could not 
speak the language and he got into an alter- 
cation with a cabman, and the cabman got 
excited. A policeman came along and he 
couldn't settle the matter so he took the 
foreigner to the hospital where they could 
find out what the trouble was and the diffi- 
culty was all ironed out. Don Marquis was 
the foreigner living in Naples. He said 
"Understanding is half the battle." 

Oh, a better day's work than at the build- 
ing of the Tower of Babel, is our great task, 
the building of the tower of understanding. 
We can build Americanism thru books, and 
we can build Americanism thru men. To the 
foreigner, every man he meets is a living 
epistle known and read more easily than the 
printed page. I miss among these books we 
have over here for our consideration in the 
work of building Americanism thru books, 
"The Son of the Middle Border" by Hamlin 
Garland. The great chronicle written that 
we might have a better understanding of the 
travail thru which our forefathers went. 

The spirit of this country of ours is em- 
bodied, too. in the stories of O. Henry. I am 
glad that the speaker yesterday urged us very 
strongly to read the "Autobiography of Ben- 
jamin Franklin." These are well worth-while 
books for anyone to read. 

I am glad, indeed, to honor America, to 
love America, the America that is and the 
America that is to be. That's the great task 
of men and women and books for whom 
"well done" will be written when the page 
marked "finis" is reached. [Applause.] 

Mr. John G. Kidd: Ladies and gentlemen, 
I wish to apologize to you for my delay on 
being here to canvass for new members. Mr. 
Macaulcy has evidently done better than I 
could have done in securing new members. 
Mr. Alexander Grosset has suggested that we 
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secure the help of a few commercial am- 
bassadors of different houses to find new 
members for us and the idea sounds practical. 
Mr. Keating's paper yesterday was the best of 
its kind ever delivered before this conven- 
tion. We want to co-operate one with the 
other, we want all to know what we are do- 
ing and trying to do for the book business, 
and we will be glad to have you send in your 
live or ten dollars or your card saying you 
will be members of the A. B. A. and when 
you will be ready to i>ay, and we will collect 
promptly. 

President Butler: I take pleasure now in 
introducing Mr. F. L. Reed of Grossct & 
Dunlap and he will make a few remarks to 
us regarding our French citation. 

Mr. F. L. Reed: This (indicating a framed 
document) was presented by the French Gov- 
ernment in recognition of the fine usefulness 
of the Ambulance sent to France by the 
American Booksellers" Association in 1917 in 
the name of Democracy. Liberty and Hu- 
manity. Together with this is the cancelled 
check for one thousand and eighty-four dol- 
lars, which was left after the purchase of 
the ambulance and which was given to the 
American Red Cross. These should form, 
1 believe, the first pictures to be hung in the 
permanent home of the American booktrade. 
These gifts were made possible, as you will 
remember, thru the efforts of the retail book- 
trade on selling the special edition of Presi- 
dent Wilson's War Message to Congress on 
April 6th, 1917. All of the profits of the sale 
went to the ambulance and the Red Cross. 

President Butler: Mrs. Burch is here 
this morning and we will listen to a few re- 
marks from her. 

THE SMALL EXPERT SHOP 

By Mxs. Sm 1 y Iti k. h 

Mrs. Sally Burch, of the Wayfarers' 
Bookshop, Washington : Mr. Chairman, ladies 
-mj'I gentlemen: The president says I must be 
limited to five minutes. That's a terrible thing 
t 1 say to a woman when she could talk for 
hours. This is what I want to say. 

I feel very much bolstered up by Mr. 
Spargo's and Mr. Macauley's speeches because 
1 think we all agree with them. But I want 
to talk to you about the Wayfarers' Book- 
shop in Washington and the reason we 
started that shop. 

There were three women who wanted to 
know if it were pos>i : >le to bring ideals into 
business life — whether it would be practical or 
not. So we decided that we could take a 
chance and sec if such a thing could he done. 
I came over to New York and talked with 
the publishers, and they assured us we could 
not run a bookstore or any business without 
sad results if we ran it that way. They as- 
Min d us that we w ould have to do a great 
dial of advertising. We have done very 
little, but one thing we have done, we have 
actually made our expenses and the three of 



us have taken out a nice little allowance from 
the shop besides. 

Wc were told that we could not be success- 
ful in a book-shop unless we carried side 
lines. We have not carried any side lines, and 
we have not advertised. The only thing we 
have built upon has been our service to the 
people. We have only lost two bills in the 
entire year. One was for $1.50 and the other 
was for a little less than ten dollars. If a 
person comes into our shop and says he would 
like this book or that book but is not ready 
to buy it just now because he has no money 
with him, if he would like to take the book 
and charge it we are glad to let him do so. 

Of course, Washington is a small city com- 
pared with New York or some other cities, 
but we do find that the thing in business is 
Service. We women think of books in the 
terms of life, and when I walked into this 
meeting yesterday morning and saw its great 
number of people sitting here I realized what 
power lay in the hands of the people sitting 
here to shape and form the world opinion. 
It seemed to me that there was not any other 
group of people in the world to-day who had 
so much in their own hands. If we can get 
them to realize it and to back it with ideals, 
we as booksellers can contribute to the world 
a great thing. We can revolutionize the 
world. We hold war and peace in our hands. 
Now, are we in this awful time of world his- 
tory going to play our part as idealists, or 
are we going to say it's business and it cannot 
but be run thus and so? It's not true that we 
can't be idealists. Books are a tangible work- 
ing force and what we can do all book- 
sellers can do. 

I hope each one of you will not think I 
came here to preach, but I do want you to 
know that v e in Washington arc working this 
out, and it does work. And we feel the great 
importance of it. There is no one person 
alone, or :\ group of persons who cannot in- 
fluence the world conditions, and it is up 
to the bo.)kicIlers to realize what they can do 
and do it. [Applause.] 

President Butler: Mrs. Burch said she 
couldn't speak, but that's been completely dis- 
proved. 

I want to ask this convention to approve 
sending a message to Walter S. Lewis who is 
now sick at home and unable to attend further 
sessions. If it had not been for him we 
might not have had this most wonderful con- 
vention. Also, that a telegram bo sent to 
Edwin O. Chapman, Editor of Bookseller. 
Xezcsdealcr and Stationer, one of our mem- 
bers who has ever been faithful and earnest 
in his work for the booksellers and who is 
also at home sick and unable to be he r e. 
(The suggestions were unanimously ap- 
proved.) 

Mr. Frederic G. Mklchkr: The President 
has given me a moment to speak of Chil- 
dren's Book Week. It has already been men- 
tioned several times. I think that there should 
be some general expression of opinion made 
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here by this organization favoring the con- 
tinuance of this olan another year. The idea 
was started at the session last year in Boston 
and the work was organized by a committee 
that took in Mr. Mathiews of the Boy Scouts 
and Miss Moore of the New York Public 
Library as well as a dozen from the book- 
trade and the work spread all over the coun- 
try. 

Whatever may be done in the way of a 
national publicity movement, I believe we 
want to take this up again this year. It is 
my belief that there should be some motion 
adopted now, with the approval of all here, 
which would carry wfth it full support of all 
the book-trade. I would like to see some 
motion of approval. 

Mr. Macaulev: The Resolution Commit- 



tee has already considered this matter, but 
we would do well to have the approval of the 
whole convention body. (It was duly moved, 
seconded and unanimously carried that the 
convention as a body approve the Children's 
Book Week and make plans for its con- 
tinuance thru the coming year.) 

President Butler: We will now take up 
the subject of "The Question of Book Prices." 

Mr. Melcher: This paper has been turned 
over to me to read by its authors, so that it 
may be heard without a feeling on your part 
that it represents either jobber, publisher, or 
retailer, but all three. It has been prepared 
by the three gentlemen whose names appear 
on the program and is, therefore a composite 
paper. 



THE QUESTION OF BOOK PRICES 
ByM.A. Corrigan, fVm. Morrow and D. K. Medcalf 



There is perhaps a greater diversity of opin- 
ion upon the question of retail prices in the 
book-trade to-day than upon any other phase 
of the business. It is indeed this diversity 
of opinion and an observation of its effects 
that led to the preparation of this paper. The 
doubt that exists is the minds of pract ; cally 
all of us as to the proper course to pursue is 
the occasion for what advance interest has 
been displayed in the paper, and a hope that 
it will afford a solution of the problem is the 
basic reason for your presence. We hope you 
will not be disappointed. 

We see daily evidence of a desire on the 
part of publishers to keep the retail price of 
books at the lowest possible point. As manu- 
facturing costs have advanced they have been 
provided for only in part by an increase in 
manufacture, and the balance sometimes 
amounting to half the difference in manufac- 
turing costs has meant a decreased margin 
for the publisher. Instead of a colored jacket 
and several colored illustrations, fiction is now 
issued occasionally with a full colored jacket 
only — more frequently with a two colored 
jacket with or without frontispiece, and in 
many cases with a single colored jacket with 
»>r without frontispiece or illustrations. Less 
expensive cloth is being used. Fortunately 
this less expensive cloth is found to be just 
its durable. Titles are more frequently stamp- 
ed with ink instead of gold, and embellish- 
ment involving expense is done away with. 
To combat the increased costs, the publica- 
tion of new books in paper bindings has been 
seriously considered. 

As a residt of these economies the pub- 
lishers have prevented such advances in retail 
prices as have taken place in other industries. 
Thus, the first novel of a popular nature re- 
tailing at $1.75 was not issued until January, 
1019; and only now is it becoming gener- 
ally accepted that ordinary fiction must sell 
for $2.00. It required fifteen months of rapid- 



ly increasing costs to produce an advance of 
25 cents in the level of prices for fiction. This 
represents an advance in price of 15 per cent. 
During the same period manufacturing costs 
advanced certainly not less than 50 per cent. 

That is one phase. When we turn to cer- 
tain other clas-ses of books we see a very 
different situation. There are two volume 
books recently published at $8.00 or $10.00 
which would have been considered high priced 
at $4.00 or $5.00 several years ago. Single 
volumes now offered! at $4.00, $5.00 and 
$6.00 would have sold for half or less, and 
books that would have sold at 50 or 60 cents 
not long ago are now bought out at $1.00 and 

The responsibility for setting the price rests, 
of course, upon the publishers. The jobber 
and retailer can exercise but little influence 
in the matter, and what little influence they 
might have is lost by their lack of unanimity. 
On the one hand, we have the dealer who reso- 
lutely refuses to purchase liberally, or even 
adequately, new books that arc offered at ever 
so trifling advances over prices formerly pre- 
vailing. And on the other hand, we see buy- 
ers who insist that price is of minor im- 
portance. Given a book of quality, they will 
buy and sell it at any price within reason. 

It is generally true that the dealer's sales 
in dollars are increasing. From this view 
point Hs business is flourishing. He is beset 
with inordinate difficulties, it is true, but while 
sales are increasing, his disposition is to lork 
askance upon anything that seems to him 
likely to interfere with further increases, and 
an advance in price appears to him to be one 
of these. 

A consideration of all that has gone before 
indicated the need for a thoro investiga- 
tion, and certainly no solution of the ques- 
tion of book prices could be arrived at with- 
out a close study of the situation.. It was 
necessary to know, first of all, how the minds 
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of publisher, jobber and retailer were working, 
before any solution could be offered. 

Then followed a series of interviews with 
leading publishers, jobbers and retailers, our 
aim being to get the facts of the situation. 
One thing these talks did accomplish : they 
gave clear and unmistakable evidence of 
widely divergent and contradictory views held 
by the various elements of the book-trade, and 
showed that whatever unsatisfactory condi- 
tions exist to-day they are due to our failure 
to recognize and reconcile ourselves to changed 
conditions. 

We found among publishers a great differ- 
ence of opinion as to the proper course to 
pursue in the case of books printed on paper 
remaining on hand from a previous *tock 
bought at the old price. Some publishers felt 
that they were quite justified in basing their 
price on current costs ; that they were entitled 
to the extra profit resulting from their fore- 
sight or good fortune in having purchased the 
paper so far in advance of their needs. Others 
felt that such fortuitious purchases of paper 
should be used to keep down the price, mak- 
ing possible thus a wider sale. 

In the matter of royalties too there has been 
no uniformity of opinion. Some publishers 
have maintained that authors should take a 
smaller percentage. Successful examples of 
this will be cited later. Other publishers ob- 
ject to reducing the author's percentage on 
the ground that under changed conditions of 
living, the author is entitled to an increased 
income. 

Instances are known of arrangements cal- 
ling for the payment of a definite number of 
cents per copy based on a payment at the 
old price; for example, an author whose roy- 
alty was 1 per cent agreeing to 15 cents a 
copy even tho the retail price has been 
increased from $1.50 to $1.75 or more. A' 
better arrangement that takes into considera- 
tion the author's reasonable contention as well 
as the publishers' difficulty is that which has 
been concluded recently with certain import- 
ant authors. In the case of an author whose 
books had been sold at $1.50 retail and who 
requested a 15 per cent royalty, the publisher 
found it necessary to make the new volume 
$2.50 and arranged with the author for a pay- 
ment of 30 cents a copy royalty. In another 
case of an important novelist who also re- 
quested 15 per cent, rising to 20 per cent after 
a certain sale, the arrangement was made that 
a definite sum of 30 cents a copy should be 
paid if the novel should sell for $2.25, but 
no increase in rate was to take place after the 
sale of any definite number of copies. These 
arrangements give to the author an increased 
sum per copy, but limit the amount the pub- 
lisher must pay in case still further in- 
creases in manufacturing costs require corres- 
ponding increases in price. 

While many publishers were chary of ad- 
mitting their failure or inability to manufac- 
ture enough books to supply the demand and 
were very evidently greatly put out by the 
situation, others seemed to get a great deal 



of satisfaction out of the fact that their 
books were so greatly in demand that it was 
impossible to manufacture them fast enough. 

When we came to a consideration of the 
effect on sales of contemplated advances in 
price, there appeared further variance of opin- 
ion. One leading publisher felt certain that 
$1.90 was absolutely the highest price the pub- 
lic would pay for an ordinary novel. He 
maintained that a price of $2.00 would de- 
stroy the sale of fiction absolutely. The sales 
manager of perhaps the largest publishing 
house in the country insisted on the other 
hand that it made not the slightest difference 
what the price of a book was. He cited a 
popular novel his house had just issued at 
$1.75 and maintained he would have sold just 
as many if the price had been made $2.50. 

In determining the amount of advance in 
price under given conditions, hardly any two 
publishers' minds worked in just the same way. 
In one case the advance would be made to 
cover increases in manufacturing costs only 
with practically no consideration of necessary 
increases in overhead expense. The other ex- 
treme is represented by the publisher who tried 
to set his price in accordance with Dun's in- 
dex of commodity prices. He argued that if 
a given book was worth a bushel of wheat 
or a peck of potatoes before, it was worth that 
now, and he would set his price accordingly. 
Needless to say, he did not have the courage 
of his conviction;. He made a compromise 
with necessity and made his prices compare 
favorably with those of other houses issuing 
similar books. Between these two extremes 
we found varying degrees of timidity and 
aggressiveness in the matter of setting prices. 
It does not seem necessary here to recite them 
in detail. We hope we have made the point 
clear that advances in price were made in a 
haphazard manner, as it were, and on no uni- 
form logical basis. 

We met furiously divergent views when it 
came to a consideration of the influence of ad- 
vancing prices upon printers, binders and pa- 
per makers. One large concern found that 
every advance in their selling price was al- 
most immediately followed by a demand for 
a higher price for paper, printing or binding, 
such increases setting at naught the efforts to 
sell books at a reasonable profit. It followed 
from this, it was claimed, that the advance 
in the price of books only brought additional 
profit to the industries upon which the pub- 
lisher was dependent; that the advance had 
the effect of reducing demand ; and that, if 
kept up long enough, it would result in de- 
stroying the publishers' business entirely. 
Another publisher pointed out that this line 
of reasoning was all wrong. He urged more 
rapid advances in book prices, rapid enough 
to have an appreciable effect in curtailing the 
publishers' sales and their consequent need <n 
paper, printing and binding. Then, he argued, 
these other industries, seeing the demand and 
competition for their product dwindling, would 
be obliged to reduce prices in order to hold 
or attract business.

A few publishers were sensitive of an obli- 
gation to keep down the price of their books 
so that clergymen, teachers and others whose 
incomes had not been adequately increased 
might still be able to buy them. Such pub- 
lishers expressed a willingness to suffer a 
temporary loss, because they felt that it was 
not fair to jack up prices on those who could 
not afford to pay them. We found, how- 
ever, that this attitude was tinged a bit, by 
fear that their books would not sell at higher 
prices, and that it would be better, in the long 
run, to sell now even at a slight loss rather 
than to run the risk of destroying their 
business entirely. 

Among other considerations involved in the 
setting of prices for new fiction particularly 
we found the fear that if prices were raised 
too high the public might depend upon re- 
prints for their reading; that the market of 
the reprint publishers might thereby be 
greatly extended and the market for new 
fiction correspondingly restricted. More than 
one publisher expressed the hope that he could 
keep the price of his new fiction down to the 
point where the reprint publishers would 
eventually raise theirs, thus securing for his 
new books the wide distribution and sale now 
enjoyed by reprints. These publishers felt 
that new fiction had always been sold at two 
great an advance upon its intrinsic value. This 
is but one concrete form which has taken by 
the expectation of the publishers generally 
that increased sales of books resulting from 
low prices would have the effect of absorbing 
increased overhead charges. 

One factor that evidently had a most im- 
portant bearing upon the setting of retail prices 
for books was the low price of magazines and 
other reading matter. The Saturday Eve- 
ning Post at five cents, the same price as it 
was before the war, was cited frequently as 
a reason for caution in advancing book prices. 
Then, too, competition between the book pub- 
lishers themselves tended to keep prices low. 
A publisher who felt be ought to set a price 
of let us say two dollars on a given book 
would hesitate to do so for fear that so and so 
would publish another competing book at $1.75. 

Thus our investigation of the price situation 
so far as publishers were concerned revealed 
conflicting opinions, ideas and convictions; so 
conflicting in fact as to give a final impres- 
sion of chaos. With it all we found a pretty 
general dissatisfaction. Prices were not high 
enough to provide adequately for increased 
overhead expense, and profits were small It 
frequently happened that cost overtook selling 
price even before completion of a book, and 
what should have been a profitable enterprise, 
eventually turned out a loss. 

Interviews with the jobber and retailer in- 
dicated a certain degree of satisfaction with 
the volume of business done and the percent- 
age of profit. There was general recognition 
of the fact that there was not sufficient mar- 
gin for adequately meeting the need for 
higher wages and that as a result competent 
book help was difficult to get and to retain. 



There was great uncertainty as to the amount 
of profit derived from selling at the advanced 
price such stock as had been bought at the 
old price. No determination had been made 
in most cases of how much of the apparent 
prosperity was attributable to these extra prof- 
its. A significant comment, and a not un- 
common one, was the reference to what 
would happen when these profits were no 
longer available. 

On one point, particularly, we found con- 
siderable difference of. opinion, and this we have 
already noted: How will higher prices affect 
sales? Some dealers' experiences led them to 
advocate higher prices and others were fearful 
of the outcome if prices continued upward. 

The principal in one of the leading book- 
stores in the country found that despite in- 
creased sales, and an increase in his gross 
profit, he was running behind in net profit, 
and he attributed this to the extraordinary ex- 
pense he was put to in handling orders for 
books he could not obtain — orders which of 
course resulted in no profit. He felt that 
something should be done, must be done in 
fact, to remedy the situation. His solution 
was a large enough price for the books that 
could be supplied to provide sufficient profit to 
pay the extra expense of handling the others. 

The jobber too found his expense, mount- 
ing out of proportion to his sales and profits. 
He placed the responsibility for this to a con- 
siderable extent upon the publishers' inability 
to supply books in demand. He displayed or- 
ders from dealers for books of which only 25 
per cent were obtainable in some cases. On an 
order for twenty items he would have per- 
haps four in stock. He would be obliged to 
send messengers to pick up the city shorts and 
mail orders for the out of town shorts. His 
messengers would return not with the books 
required but with a laconic report "P. O.," 
"Temporarily O. P.," "Reprinting" or what 
not. After a long silence on the part of the 
out of town publishers, he would receive 
similar reports on the books ordered from 
them. He must in turn send corresponding 
reports to the dealer who ordered the books. 
In other words he was put to as much trouble 
and expense, if not to more, to handle the 
order he could not fill as if a profitable sale 
had resulted. 

Bookkeeping records with jobbers and re- 
tailers are not usually such as would enable 
the proprietor to determine the number of 
books sold. His concern is chiefly with sales 
as measured by the number of dollars. For 
this reason it was not possible for us to se- 
cure exact information on a question that 
concerned our investigation intimately. We got 
the impression, however, that the number of 
books sold last year was not much greater, 
possibly less than the year before. Sales in 
dollars were considerably greater, but not in 
number of volumes. This is significant and 
should be borne in mind as it has an im- 
portant bearing on what comes later. 

Our investigation, you see, revealed a not 
altogether desirable state of affairs. There

was great uncertainty as to fundamentals and 
quite general dissatisfaction. While there was 
no lack of a willingness on the part of pub- 
lisher jobber and retailer to work together 
for the common good, there seemed to be no 
legal or otherwise practicable basis for a 
communion of effort. On the other hand, any 
solution or suggestion coming from any one 
representative of the trade could hardly fail to 
show self-interest and would thus lack the 
features which give the present discussion any 
value it might possess. This, therefore, is the 
occasion for the paper being the product of 
the observation and investigation of a repre- 
sentative publisher, jobber and retailer. The 
interests of the trade as a whole have been 
considered in its preparation. The conclusions 
that have been arrived at are presented to you 
with the endorsement not alone of the three 
who have collaborated in its preparation, but 
also of several others with whom it has been 
discussed. 

For instance, after reading the first draft 
of the paper, Mr. Harcourt of Harcourt, Brace 
& Howe wrote us, saying, "Thank you for 
tihe copy of the paper on the question of 
book prices. I read it at once and agree 
thoroly with its general tone. Your discus- 
sion is so complete that I am a little sur- 
prised that you seem to have overlooked two 
considerations. Increased prices mean that 
libraries and lending institutions can buy a 
smaller number of volumes than they used to. 
I think the effect is that more people have 
to buy books because they can't get them at 
the library rather than that more people go 
to the library because the books are expen- 
sive. In any event these two tendencies are 
apt to offset each other so that there is not 
an absolute increase in the number of books 
borrowed. I know librarians are making this 
argument in appealing for increased funds. 

I wonder, too, if you give sufficient weight 
to the comparative aspect of the matter. When 
it comes to the holiday business, books will 
still be the commodity with which one can make 
the best show for his money. I have heard 
that umbrellas and the trimmings of wearing 
apparel and jim-cracks generally are favorite 
Christmas gifts, but the price of the^e things 
has increased very much more than the prices 
of books, or more than the prices of books 
are apt to. 

I think that the whole matter of what will 
happen to the circulation of books goes back to 
the intellectual ferment pervading the country 
and to the advertising and promotion work 
done by the American Library Association 
and other organizations during the war. Our 
growing population is taking more thought of 
books all the time. I am a firm believer in a 
rapidly expanding market for bonks, not only 
in dollars paid for them but in the total num- 
ber of volumes circulated. 

Before we proceed to a consideration of the 
probable future course of prices we wish to re- 
call to your mind certain fact^ of the present 
situation to which we have already alluded 
or with which you are fully acquainted. 



In the first place we accept as a fact that 
the sales of books in dollars in the last year 
were greater than in any other year within 
our memory, at least. The percentage of the 
increase in total sales as compared with 19 14 
for instance is purely a matter of conjec- 
ture, and we are not prepared to hazard a 
guess. 

As to cost of manufacture we feel safe in 
asserting that it has advanced more than 125 
percent since the outbreak of the war, and of 
course there has been a considerable increase 
in salaries, wages, rents, packing, advertising 
and in all the expense of doing business. 

Moreover we arc keenly aware of the great 
economic loss resulting from the fact that 
for one reason or another so many books in 
demand are not obtainable. All of us, pub- 
lisher, jobber and retailer alike are paying 
out large sums to handle these unfillable orders. 
Sales would indeed be larger; and expenses, 
less if these orders could be filled. When 
demand for our product exceeds our capacity 
for supplying it, we are truly in an unenviable 
position. 

While it is true that if we had them, we 
would have sold probably a larger number of 
books last year than ever before, the fact re- 
mains diat we did not have them, and that 
our sales did not greatly exceed previous years 
sales in that respect. The increase in volume 
of business in dollars was due largely to the 
increase in price per unit. 

Various estimates have been made of the 
percentage of increase in the average retail 
price of books. There is some difference of 
opinion. Perhaps 40 percent over prices pre- 
vailing in 1914 is as near the truth as it is 
necessary for us to get for present purposes. 
Certainly the advance has been trifling com- 
pared with the advance in; manufacturing 
cost. 

Our sales to teachers, clergymen, libraries, 
and other purchasers whose incomes have not 
kept pace with the increases in the cost of liv- 
ing must necessarily have fallen off consid- 
erably in the recent past. On the other hand, 
the stimulus given to the interest in l>ooks bv 
the war, the campaigns like "Children s Book 
Week," the campaign of the American Li- 
brary Association, etc., have bad the effect 
of creating new markets for the sale of book*. 
Xew readers produced in this way have ab- 
sorbed our losses in sales to clergymen, li- 
braries and others, have in fact more than 
absorbed such losses, till now the demand for 
books is greater than ever despite lost mar- 
kets. 

A further fact for every bookman to keep 
in mind, always, is the growth of education 
in our country and the very growth of the 
country itself. Wlhat a glowing prospect h 
presented for the expansion of our business 
by the growth in population and education 
in this America of ours. Where is the oc- 
casion for pessimism in this "GocTs Own 
Country ?" 

After careful consideration of all that hail 
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gone before, we arrived at the conclusion that 
further increases in the retail price of books 
were inevitable. Every condition which con- 
tributed to such advances as have already 
gone into effect, continues unabated — in fact 
in aggravated form. The excess of demand 
over supply, for printing and binding is 
greater at this moment than ever. The reas- 
ons for this, whether they are concerned with 
efforts to dodge excess profits taxes or not, 
are of no consequence to the present discus- 
sion. We simply know the conditions as they 
are, and they indicate further increases as 
being inevitable. As for paper, the situation 
is very serious. Paper is very scarce and 
what can be had is away up in price, higher 
than ever. 

Advances in the retail prices of books are 
then inevitable. We believe, too, that these 
advances will come faster than heretofore. 
No longer will it be possible to stave off an 
advance in price by the practice of econo- 
mies in manufacture. Every possible econ- 
omical method has been utilized. Henceforth 
an advance in cost will be immediately re- 
flected in an increase in selling price. 

Remember, that what we say here is not 
the expression of a fervent hope, nor yet a 
warning against dire consequences to follow 
on the heels of our present methods of con- 
ducting business. We are stating facts as 
we see them. We are translating into con- 
crete application the economic law of supply 
and demand which has never yet been turned 
permanently, nor for long from its destined 
course. 

As to the extent of the advance that will 
take place — that of course cannot even be 
approximated. Certain factors, however, will 
operate to keep the advance down. At no 
time will the advance be such as to cause a 
falling off in demand for our product much 
below the capacity of the trade to supply. 
The advance will probably continue until that 
point is reached. 

Having thus stated our conclusion It re- 
mains for us to examine the probable ef- 
fects of further advances in the retail price 
of books. 

First of all we wish to record our dis- 
approval of the notion that such advances will 
have no appreciable effect upon the demand 
for books. We believe that the demand for 
books will be materially lessened bv the in- 
creases in price that are bound to come. You 
retailers will find more people raising their 
hands in holy horror at your prices, and more 
people will go out of your stores without 
buying than ever before. You publishers and 
jobbers will find dealers' orders for new 
books growing smaller in number of copies. 

The sales of books to libraries, school* and 
clergymen will be diminished. Thcsr buyers 
will no doubt spend approximately the same 
number of dollars for books as before, but 
the number bought will be less. 

Of course if retailers are to remain in 



business they must sell books. They may 
have to work hard to convince the reading 
public that their prices arc reasonable but in 
this they are sure to succeed for their cause 
is just It follows as a corollary that if re- 
tailers are to sell books they must also buy 
them, so that the plight of the publisher and 
jobber is not to be a hopeless one. If the 
publisher will produce books of quality such 
as are wanted by the reading public, the re- 
tailer may be depended upon to secure their 
distribution. 

Remember, too, that as the demand for new 
books at new price levels falls off there will 
be a corresponding falling off in the de- 
mand for those books which are temporarily 
unobtainable. Thus some part at any rate, 
of the present economic waste in the business 
will be eliminated. 

In considering this matter bear in mind al- 
ways that the law of supply and demand is a 
beneficent one if permitted to take its course. 
It will automatically bar advances in price 
beyond the point where supply equals de- 
mand. Prices will not advance further once 
the point has been reached at which the pub- 
lic will not buy all the books we have to 
sell. It will advance only so long as the pub- 
lic demands more than we can supply. 

We are now and have been for a year or 
more, selling all the books it is possible for 
the trade to produce. The price level will not 
advance so far that we cannot sell at that 
price all the books we can supply. In other 
words the law of supply and demand, if al- 
lowed to take its course, will make it pos- 
sible for us to dispose of the maximum out- 
put of product at a fair price and it will re- 
sult in the practical elimination of excess de- 
mand and consequent economic waste. To 
classify our meaning still further, it will be 
possible to sell as many books as we are 
selling now, getting more for each in dol- 
lars, utilizing all our efforts no doubt to sell 
them, but saving energies we are now wast- 
ing on orders for books we cannot supply. 

Let us consider some of the means that 
will be utilized by our beneficent economic 
law to accomplish these highly desirable re- 
sults. In the first place will not a slacken- 
ing in demand for new books make, not 
only possible but also highly desirable, the 
manufacture of old list books, the steady 
demand for which has been neglected for so 
long? Will not the paper, printing and bind- 
ing in demand for new books make, not 
demand for new books at low prices, be 
available for making the others? Will it 
not prove highly desirable to make these 
books with the facilities for their produc- 
tion available? Will not the ability to pro- 
cure these books create sales for them that 
are now lost? Will not the economic loss 
in handling orders for them under present 
conditions be largely eliminated? 

Another cut in sales that will no doubt re- 
sult from the working out of our economic 
law will come thru the failure of pub- 
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lishers to issue certain books that would not 
have the same chance of success at higher 
price levels. On the other hand there will be 
issued certain worthy books which do not 
now see the light because their limited sales 
possibilitv makes their production cost per 
copy too high to sell profitably at present 
price levels. 

Higher prices for our product will have 
the effect of increasng margins to the point 
where advances in pay to book help can be 
made so as to provide more adequately for 
higher living costs. This will tend to con- 
serve the supply of experts in the business, and 
will enable us to attract more desirable work- 
ers to our ranks. 

It must be remembered, too, that the higher 
prices may make it possible for publishers to 
raise to their former excellence, our present 
low standards in paper, binding, illustrations, 
jackets, etc. They will be obliged to pay 
more attention to such details in order to sell 
their product. We shall not then have to 
explain why the new book by so and so is 
without the usual gold stamping or colored 
frontspiece that mark all his previous books. 
The new book will be stamped in gold as 
usual and will not seem out of place when 
on the shelf with the others. In other words 
there will be a return to normal, to the ex- 
tent a least that we will offer the public 
a quality product at a fair price. 

While we have attempted, in fact insisted, 
that the first reaction to the higher price levels 
on the part of the reading public will be one of 
pained surprise, we believe that the surprise 
will be short lived. There is a comparative 
and psychological element in the matter of 
price that has an important bearing in this 
connection. So long as the price of books is 
reasonable as compared with other commodi- 
ties and with the cost of production, (remem- 
ber we have asserted that economic law will 
prevent an advance beyond that point.) the 
public will soon accustom itself to the change. 
There will always be a certain proportion of 
complaints about prices, as there always has 
been even under normal conditions, but if 
we supply a quality product, it is reasonably 
safe to assume that a reasonable price will 
prove acceptable. 

At first blush it may seem paradoxical 
that the operation of the law which calls 
for a higher selling price will result in lower 
costs of manufacture, but this seems to us 
the logical consequence of letting the law 
take its course. Present high costs arc ad- 
mittedly the result of excessive demands. 
Hook publishers require all the paper they 
can get all the printing they can get, and all 
the binding cloth they can get. These in- 
dustries find the demand for their products 
greater than the supply. As a result the 
charge for their services or products goes up. 
There is our economic law at work again. 

Now consider the effect of slackened de- 
mand on these industries. So is it not evident 



that speculation in paper and other materials 
will at once cease? Is it not clear that com- 
petition will become keen immediately and 
that this will bring about a condition, where 
reasonably low prices for paper, printing and 
binding will be asked? Will not this keener 
competition stimulate these industries to 
greater efforts to make their buisnesses prof- 
itable? Will not this in the long run result 
in increased production? 

Thus, this benehcient economic law will ad- 
just all our troubles if permitted to do so. 
Not only will it enable us to sell the product 
of our enterprise at a price that will provide 
an adequate profit, but it will also bring us 
sooner to a normal relation between supply 
and demand, resulting in curtailment of waste 
effort. It offers the bonanza of "More money 
with less work." 

We should be thoughtless indeed were we 
bookmen to gloat over this working out of the 
economic law, without thought of its possi- 
ble effect upon others and upon the com- 
munity as a whole. In our study of the 
problem we have not neglected this phase of 
it. It would be difficult to understand how 
a law that would benefit our own trade as a 
whole could fail to help other industries as 
well, and indeed it required little considera- 
tion to discover its generally beneficent ef- 
fects. What is it that the Government has 
been crying for so long as a panacea for our 
ills? "Reduce demand and increase produc- 
tion." And does not the law which is carry- 
ing our book-trade to higher price levels ac- 
complish just this purpose? 

We feel that no more fitting close to this 
paper could be provided than the reading of 
excerpts from a letter written by Mr. D. K. 
Medcalf of Scrantom, Wetmore & Co., who 
says, "We wish to express ourselves as firmly 
believing that a very great number of the 
booksellers have failed absolutely to appre- 
ciate the changing times and persist in viewing 
the books of today in the light of yesterday's 
values. The book buyer of twenty-five years 
has come to look upon certain types of books 
as absolutely fixed in value. It is a diffi- 
cult matter for him to appreciate the fact 
that the buying public looks upon his merchan- 
dise from an enirely different viewpoint and 
his apologetic attitude in asking a perfectly 
reasonable price for a new book conveys to 
his customer the impression that he >s asking 
an unfair price— an impression that he is 
profiteering. Moreover there still exists 
among booksellers, tho certainly to a con- 
siderably smaller extent than in past years. 
;i distrust of one another, and it has become 
increasingly difficult to hold dealers in line as 
the price- continue to soar. To present a hy- 
pothetical case: 

"Dealer Smith has forseen an advance in 
Kipling and laid in a big stock which he can 
sell at $200 a copy and make a normal profit. 
Healer Tones did not anticipate and is, there- 
fore, obliged to buy in at the new rate. If he 
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is compelled to sell at Smith's price he loses 
money. If he advances to the current rate he 
loses business. When Smith is approached 
on the subject he blandly remarks that it 
would be profiteering for him to advance his 
price on the present stock. The result is that 
Jones will probably sell a a loss and will un- 
doubtedly "la>" for an opportunity to "get 
back" at his neighbor. 

"This is a situation which has undoubtedly 
arisen in many cities and we are inclined to 
the belief that in most instances the "stand 
patter" is the man who has been buying for 
years and has not as yet come to see the light 
It is to such men that we must make our 
appeal at this time for it is only thru co- 
operation that we can hope to have unamnity 
of action. 

"It will be well for the publishers to bear 
in mind that, thru their travelers, safe and 
sane doctrines may be promulgated ; many lo- 
cal disturbances between jealous competitors, 
easily adjusted. We are encountering, at the 
present time, three brands of travelers— -the 
kind that is all enthusiasm and tells you that 
he is doing the biggest business ever and that 
this is to be the best year yet — and gives you 
no logical reason for his belief. 

"The second kind who tells you that things 
have gone along so far but look out for the 
smash which he says is bound to come. The 
latter individual has some reasons to offer for 
his belief in the sudden collapse of business 
but, granted that such a state is in store for us, 
the principal cause for this he has not given 
us — viz. the constant and reiterated warnings 
of himself and others like him. 

"The third kind and the man whom we are 
always glad to listen to is the man who has 
analyxed conditions as he has gone along; 
who naturally knows the publishers' view- 
point and who has found the answer to many 
of our questions and whose advice we know 
we can safely follow. 

"We have truly come upon strange times, 
and it is not always easy for us to see clearly 
what our course should be. We lack per- 
spective and have become sensitive to our ills 
without knowing just what the trouble is. 
The publishers' representative has been the 
one, generally, to get us back on the right 
track, and it is to him that we have come to 
look for information regarding conditions 
elsewhere and the manner in which others 
meet their difficulties. 

"We would like to suggest to the dealer 
who feels compunction in taking excessive 
profits that he permit his thoughts to travel 
back a few years ago — to the halcyon days of 
$1.08 fiction and then perhaps he will begin to 
feel that after all he has something coming to 
him. Our policv is and will be to buy as 
liberally of profitable lines as heretofore; to 
mark our stock to conform to publishers cat- 
alogs: to explain to our clientele whenever 
possible the conditions affecting our trade; to 
insist that times are going to remain good in 



the book trade and suggest to the confirmed 
pessimist that his business is no longer merely 
an "honorable calling" but is fast approach- 
ing a point where he can, if he but will, have 
a bit of pie as well as his bread and butter, 
and the first step in the right direction is to 
forget that tomorrow we are all to go to "the 
demned bow-wows." 

In view of aH this then what would be our 
attitude toward further increases in the retail 
prices of books? Little need be urged here 
we hope. It need simply be pointed out that 
economic law is inevitable in its working. 
And so to us it seems that efforts to keep 
the retail prices of books at present levels 
under present conditions, worthy as they may 
be for various reasons, are doomed to failure. 

On the other hand those who accept the in- 
evitable and make the best of it, those who 
accept higher prices for the necessity they are 
and who adapt their business to the changed 
conditions, will find that economic law will 
make smooth the road of ther progress, and 
their journey to^success will be an easy one. 

President Butler: The next on the pro- 
gram will be the conferring of Honorary De- 
gree of "Doctor of Bookselling" on Mr. 
Roger Mifflin, of Brooklyn. 

Mr. Morley entered with Mr. Mifflin. They 
were welcomed by Secretary Melcher, and 
Mr. Mifflin was introduced to President But- 
ler. Seats on the platform were given the 
guests. 

Secretary Melcher: I shall not have the 
hardihood to introduce to you Mr. Christo- 
pher Morley, you all know him and know 
him well. For several years now we have 
all been ready and anxious to acknowledge 
our regard for him. Mr. Morley now places 
us greatly under obligation by bringing to 
this Convention that very shy but much be- 
loved bookseller of Gissing St., Brooklyn, 
Roger Mifflin, Esq., on whom we are to con- 
fer the Honorary Degree of Doctor of Book- 
selling. Mr. Mifflin has indeed done much 
for the book-trade. I ask Mr. Morley to 
present Mr. Mifflin to us. 

INTRODUCTION OP ROGER MIFFLIN 

Bv CniisTOFHEx Morley. 

Mr, Christopher Morley: Mr. President 
and ladies and gentlemen : My only excuse 
for intruding a few words is to explain what 
Mr. Melcher has just said in so far as it ap- 
plies to myself. It was largely misleading. 
Anyway, I am privileged to be here for the 
book-trade has veen very loyal to my friend. 

It was with some difficulty that I got him 
here. He is a very retiring man, and I think 
it is very delightful of your association to be 
so eager to confer this degree upon Mr. Mif- 
flin because I realize more and more the mag- 
nitude of Mr. Mifflin's endeavors when I see 
how many people now claim that they sold 
books on wheels long before Mr. Mifflin 
thought of it. Our Mr. Sherwood of John 
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St. claims that he sold books on wheels way 
back in 1801 on the shore of Lake Michigan, 
and Miss Mahony years ago thought of doing 
it. 

Now, of course, it is true that Mr. Mif- 
flin's adventures in book form have only 
been before the public a few years but who 
knows how long he had been selling books on 
wheels before I became his advertising agent. 
You all know where Gissing Street is, and 
I take great pleasure in introducing to you 
Roger Mifflin, Esq., of 21 Gissing Street, 
Brooklyn. (Mr. Mifflin rose and was greeted 
by the Secretary.) 



Mr. Melcher: Ladies and gentlemen: In 
all the 20 years of the life of this association 
we have never before conferred the degree 
of Doctor of Bookselling. We feel that here 
it is well earned and well deserved. 

Sir, we hail you as an ornament to this 
profession, and I present you in the name 
of the Association with this the first degree 
of Doctor of Bookselling. [Applause.] [Ap- 
plause.] 

Mr. Mifflin was presented with the en- 
grossed diploma as reproduced in reduced 
form below.

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THE HONOR OF THE BOOKSELLER 
By Roger Mifflin, hero of "The Parnassus on Wheels" 
Cedric Crowell Impersonates Mr. Mifflin, Delivering Address Written by Christopher Morley 

Ladies and gentlemen of the American 
Booksellers' Association: I find myself pecu- 
liarly embarrassed by the honor of appearing 
tefore you, in fact, I am reminded of a 
little story I found the other day in John 
Bigelow's Life of William Cullen Bryant— 
the venerable poet who was, I suppose, al- 
most the only poet who ever had a telephone 
exchange named after him and who wrote 
more persuasively about Death than any 
American writer until Dr. Berthold Baer 
(who. by the way, comes from Philadelphia). 
Mr. Bryant used to tell a story of a man 
who lost a small child, and who gathered all 
his friends and acquaintances for the funeral. 
When they were all assembled, he apologized 
for the smallness of the infant corpse. As 
this anecdote stands printed in the life of 
Bryant, it is followed by one of those little 
brackets that occur so frequently in the Pub- 
lis hers' Weekly reports of booksellers' 
conventions, especially in the accounts of 
speeches made by Fred Melcher. You know 
the kind of bracket I mean, with the word 
("Laughter"] printed inside it 

Similarly, my friends, I feel that I should 
apologize for the smallness of my message, 
and my incapacity to express my sincere 
thanks for the genial honor the Association 
has seen fit to bestow upon me. As far as 
I am aware, this is the first time that any 
public honor of any sort has ever been in- 
flicted upon a bookseller. He is far more 
accustomed to receiving letters from pub- 
lishers, saying that owing to the rising cost 
of authors' motor cars, the Trade will cor- 
dially co-operate by realizing that the dis- 
count of 40 per cent cannot be maintained 
except on orders of 500 copies, or, that this 
remains positively the best book Joe Lincoln 
ever wrote, until the next one appears. But 
I hope I am not too fanciful in thinking that 
there is an agreeable appropriateness in this 
unmerited honor befalling me in the city of 
Philadelphia, which has always been the 
shrine of booksellers who regard their trade 
not merely as a traffic but as an art. 

Think, too, what Philadelphia has accom- 
plished in the way of forcing publishers to 
confine themselves to issuing only the better 
books. I refer, of course, to Mr. Curtis, who 
compels the book publishers to husband their 
resources, since he uses about half the avail- 
able paper supply every week for the Satur- 
day Evening Post. My friends, the city of 
Walt Whitman and Bessie Graham, of Philip 
Warner and Dr. Rosenbach, of Jerry Cullen 
and Charles Sessler, of A. Edward Newton 
and George Jacobs— the city where Harold 
Kinsey learned those prodigious qualities of 
merchandising that have endeared him to 
such great men as Hearst and J. Oliver Cur- 
wood—the city of that bright-eyed evangel 
Ed Mum ford, whose penetrating gaze I feel 



dwelling upon me with suspicion — this is a 
city sacred to booklovers, and whose inhab- 
itants I am tempted to call Bibliophiladel- 
phians. 

Ladies and gentlemen, to speak for a mo- 
ment in a more sober vein, I feel that I am 
expected to say a few paragraphs, with such 
brevity as 1 can command, touching upon 
the quality and nature of our profession. 
"Every man is a debtor to his profession," 
as the quotation tells us in the Publishers' 
Wftekly every week. We booksellers are 
under particularly serious obligation to our 
calling, for it is our privilege to circulate the 
only token of human life that is reasonably 
permanent. We deal with what is most per- 
fect, most precious and indestructible — the 
thoughts and imagination and aspirations of 
man. On our shelves stand the sunlit beauty 
and symmetry of ancient Greece, the throb- 
bing curiosity and intellectual audacity of 
Elizabethan England, the splendid energy 
and rather baffled idealism of the modern 
world. There, was once a humble bookseller 
in Brooklyn who called his shop haunted. 
My friends, our shelves arc indeed haunted 
by the clear spirits of men. In these rows 
of books live again all the tragedy and cour- 
age and glory and pity of these last unbeliev- 
able years. Only turn your head, and you 
can hear that blue-eyed, bright-faced English 
boy saying: 

"If I should die, think only this of me 

That there's some corner of a foreign field 

That is forever England." 
Only reach out your hand, and Masefield 
tells again the blazing horrors of Gallipoli, 
Lufbery comes down in flames. Philip Gibbs 
sits in an agony of fatigue and sadness over 
his typewriter at correspondents' head- 
quarters, Joyce Kilmer leaves the office of 
the Times and sets off for war. On our 
shelves man's bravest gestures, his most ter- 
rible and tender moments, have their en- 
during reincarnation. 

In a book-shop, generally speaking, we 
may see the human spirit in one of its finest 
and most honorable moods — except, of course, 
at Christmas time. Nine out of ten people 
enter a book-shop in some expansion of gen- 
erous impulse, some secret inarticulate de- 
sire of a wider mental experience. No ob- 
servant and intelligent person can visit a 
book-shop without leaving it wiser than he 
entered. Now our difficulty, and a perplex- 
ing one. too. is that we have to make a liv- 
ing and a business routine out of what is 
tt > the happy customer only a blithe adven- 
ture. Wc are surrounded by books, good, 
bad. and indifferent, until at times we weary 
of the sight of them. We do our reading 
by shreds and snatches. Rarely, unless 
singularly ingenious and persistent, do we 
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attain to that unique and heavenly felicity 
that one meets in sitting down for uninter- 
rupted communion with a good book, per- 
fected by silence and solitude and plenty of 
tobacco. Ours is the common hardship of all 
servants of the public convenience, who suf- 
fer chiefly in the privation of the very bene- 
fit they render their patrons. It is the rail- 
road man, who spends his life in getting 
people home in time for supper, who never 
gets a meal in his own home. It is the 
dentist who suffers most horribly with tooth- 
ache because he is so busy exploring someone 
else's Great White Wall of China that he has 
no time to fortify his own. It is the book- 
seller who has least time to read books. 

But it is to the honor of the bookseller that 
he (and she also, for much of the recent 
advance of the book-trade has been due to 
the enterprise and devotion of the fair sex) 
< — has "carried on," thru thick and thin, thru 
Conrad and Harold Bell Wright, in a diffi- 
cult trade, and even performed the remark- 
able feat of improving the distribution of 
literature in two directions at once — intel- 
lectually and commercially. The perfect 
bookseller, of course, is born and not made: 
anyone can be taught the mere cajoleries of 
salesmanship, as shown in that entertaining 
series of articles by a Ncbraskan professor 
that our friend Melcher has reprinted in the 
Publishers' Weekly, where is described the 
exact breadth of anticipatory smile the book 
salesman should wear, and how he should 
soothe, solicit and seduct the fractious cus- 
tomer. But, as everyone knows, the inward 
spirit of the booklover is not transmissible, 
save in these rare conjunctions where one 
meets a teacher such as Bessie Graham. Like 
my art, as Mr. McFee says of writing, the 
fine flower of bookselling cannot be taught, 
it must be absorbed. But to those of a cer- 
tain compact of gentle and patient qualities, 
how happy a life it is. I often wonder why 
all booklovers do not become booksellers; it 
is so much easier to read a book than write 
one; so much cheaper to sell a book than 
buy it. 

The book business and the art of selling 
will continue to grow and prosper because 



they minister to what Johan Bojer, in that 
interesting novel, calls "The Great Hunger" ; 
the human craving for something finer and 
truer than its struggling units. In the 
"ardors and endurances" of gifted pens, hu- 
manity catches a vision of the frustrated 
virtues and honorable attempts that make 
mortal history noble and pitiful. 

In conclusion, my friends, you have been 
gracious enough to attribute to me some 
modest service in these matters. It is a 
balm to my feelings that this should happen 
in the city of Philadelphia, where my creator 
was so unfeeling as to have me knocked out 
at a bout of fisticuffs in the eminent alley 
of Ludlow Street, behind the store where 
Philip Warner smiles and smiles as he marks 
the prices in the books. Indeed, when I 
first harnessed up old Peg and set out to sell 
books round the country, I little dreamed 
that fair damsels in motor caravans would be 
following in that track. Mrs. Mifflin and 
I are about to take the road on our summer 
trip in our G. O. P. (by which I mean of 
course, our Grand Old Parnassus), and while 
Miss Frank and Miss Washburn, voyaging in 
that luxurious literary ambulance from Bos- 
ton, will cover a lot more - ground than we 
can, we think that the public appetite for 
good books will still yield us enough sales 
to cover expenses. Our motive power is 
very cheap, and we still have a few bottles 
of California wine left to cheer us on our 
way — what I might call a "bookcellarette." 
I would like to say that I regard the Par- 
nassus on Wheels that Miss Mahony is send- 
ing out from Boston as a kind of Mayflower 
of the bookselling world, setting forth over 
alluring seas of discovery with intrepid pil- 
grims aboard. Perhaps in generations of 
bibliophiles yet unborn there will arise a 
new order of Colonial Dames — an honorary 
society of bookselling ladies who will trace 
their origin to this carvan of culture. They 
will call themselves the D. O. P.— Daughters 
of the Original Parnassus. 

And your petitioner will ever pray for the 
honor and glory and continued prosperity of 
the grand old profession of bookselling. 



MORNING SESSION— FRIDAY, MAY 14th 



Convention called to order at 10:00 a. m. 
President Butler in the Chair. 

President Butler: Ladies and gentlemen, 
this is the executive session. I will ask the 
Secretary to read the revisions of the Con- 
stitution of which you have all had notice. 

Mr. Melcher: The first endeavor of the 
Committee of Revision of the Constitution 
was to find a means by which we could honor 
ourselves by connecting with the organization 
by means of the customary form of honorary 
membership, names of people who have done 
great service to the profession and yet have 
not been of the profession. It was the in- 
tention not to include in this list authors, who, 



of course, are contributing to our success, but 
those contributing more to the bookselling 
itself as a profession and the following sec- 
tion was proposed: 

At the business session the following re- 
visions to the constitution were offered for 
vote by the membership and adopted: 

ARTICLE 3, MEMBERSHIP 

New sections 2 and 3 are proposed, to read 
as follows : 
Section 2 

The Association may elect to honorary 
membership, by a majority vote of those in 
attendance at any general meeting of the 
Association, persons who have done signal 
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service to the cause of bookselling. These 
memberships shall be open only to such per- 
sons as are not members of the book-trade, 
and not more than two shall be elected in 
any one year. 
Section 3 

Former officers of the Association who are 
retired from the book-trade shall be eligible 
to election to honorary membership in addi- 
tion to those persons who might be elected 
under section 2. 

ARTICLE 4, DUES 

A new Section 4 

Honorary members shall not be subject to 
dues. 

(Motion duly seconded, put to the house 
and unanimously carried.) 

ARTICLE 6, BOARD OF TRADE 

Section I, to be revised and read as follows: 
There shall be a Board of Trade, which 
shall consist of fifteen elected members, five 
to be elected each year to serve three years. 
The President and Secretary of the Asso- 
ciation and Presidents of all Divisional Asso- 
ciations shall serve as ex-officio members. 



(Mr. Hutchinson moved the adoption of 
Section as read. Motion duly seconded, put 
to the house and unanimously carried.) 

ARTICLE 7, REGIONAL, STATE AND LOCAL ASSO- 
CIATIONS 

Section 1, revised to read as follows : 

Regional, state or local Associations of 
booksellers will, on application, be recognized 
as Divisions of the American Booksellers' 
Association, provided their constitutions and 
plans of membership are approved by the 
Executive Committee, and on payment of 
ten dollars dues per year, which shall entitle 
such Associations to one accredited repre- 
sentative at any Convention who shall have 
five votes. 

(Mr. Hutchinson moved that this Article 
and Section be adopted as read. Motion 
duly seconded, put to the house and unan- 
imously carried.) 

The Revision Committee also brought in a 
mode! constitution for the consideration of 
local associations who wish to affiliate with 
the national association. 



SUGGESTED CONSTITUTION FOR REGIONAL STATE OR LOCAL 

BOOKSELLERS' ASSOCIATIONS 

Article i — Name 

This Association shall be known as the 

(Insert here name of Ass'n) 
Article 2— Objects 

The purpose of this Association shall be to stimulate and render more efficient the 
retail selling of books in ; to increase the value of the book- 
store to the community ; to work for more and better trained booksellers ; to create and 
foster a permanent feeling of friendship and fraternity between the publishers, whole- 
saler and retailers of books; to promote friendliness of spirit between competitors; to 
prevent trade antagonism; and thru united effort, promoted by Rood fellowship and 
mutual respect, to strive for aims and purposes which may he for our mutual welfare 
and for the better service of the public. 

Article 3 — Membership 

Section 1. All persons or concerns who engage in the retail or wholesale sale of 
books, or the employees of such persons or concerns, editors, advertising managers and 
their representatives shall be eligible to membership. 

Article 4 — Dues 

The annual dues shall be dollars, payable

Article 5— Offiit.ks and Elections 
Section 1. The officers of this Association shall consist of a President, a Vice- 
President, a Secretary, and a Treasurer. There shall also be an Executive Committee, 
consisting of the officers of the Association. 

Section 2. All officers shall hold office for one year, or until their successors are 
chosen. 

Section 3. Officers shall be elected by ballot at the Annual meeting, and a majority 
vote of the members present shall elect. 

Section 4. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Association and of the 
Executive Committee, and shall perform the duties dev iving upm a presiding officer. 

Section 5. The Vice-President shall perform the duties usually devolving on the office 
of Vice-President. 

Section 6. The Secretary shall perform the duties which usually devolve upon a 
Secretary, and shall keep accurate minutes of the meeting- of the Association, and of 
the Executive Committee, and shall assist the President and Kxecutive Committee in the 
work of the Association as directed by them. 

Section 7. The Treasurer shall receive, and under the direction of the President and 
Executive Committee disburse, money paid to the Association and shall keep an exact 
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account of the receipts and expenditures, with vouchers for the latter, and submit an 
itemized report to the Executive Committee whenever required, and annually to the Asso- 
ciation at their annual meeting, and shall give such bonds as the Executive Committee 
may require. 

Section 8. At the annual meeting the President shall appoint an auditing committtee 
of three members, who shall audit the accounts of the Treasurer. 

Section 9, The Executive Committee shall have immediate charge of the business of 
the Association. Vacancies occurring among the officers by reason of death or resignation 
shall be filled by the Executive Committee for the unexpired term. 

Section 10. The newly elected President shall as soon as possible after his election 
appoint a program committee, a membership committee and such other committees as may 
be deemed necessary. 

Article 6 — National Association 
This Association shall become a division of the American Booksellers' Association, 
according to the provisions of the constitution of that Association, which shall entitle it to 
one accredited representative at all meetings of the American Booksellers' Association. 

Article 7 — Meetings 

Section 1. Regular meetings of this Association shall be held

Section 2. The annual meeting of this Association shall be held at least one month 
prior to the annual meeting of the American Booksellers' Association, at which time the 
divisional special representative to the annual meeting of the American Booksellers' Asso- 
ciation shall be elected.

Article 8 — Changes in the Constitution and By-Laws 

Changes in the Constitution and By-Laws may be adopted by a two-thirds vote of the 
members present at any annual meeting, provided that notice by mail of such proposed 
changes shall be made in writing to the Secretary and announced to the members by mail 
at least two weeks prior to the date of the meeting.

Prfsidf.xt Butler : I would ask Mr. 
Schenck, as Chairman of the Resolutions, to 
present the report to the Convention. 

Mr. Vernor M. Schenck of the Pilgrim 



Press: I wish to say that this Committee has 
spent much time on the Resolutions and 
worked far into the night last night and has 
just now come from the final meeting. I 
have not had time to have this typewritten. I 
hope, therefore, that you will excuse me if 
I hesitate over some of what we have writ- 
ten here. I assume, Mr. President, that it is 
your desire that I make the full report of 
the Committee, and that we then take up 
the separate sections one by one afterwards? 

President Butler: I think that would be 
the better way. 

THE REPORT OF THE RESOLUTIONS 
COMMITTEE 

Mr. Vernor M. Schenck: Your commit- 
tee first of all wishes to congratulate this 
Association upon the fine spirit of optimism 
which now characterizes the whole trade. 
Tho unusual conditions may account for this 
to a degree — we are confident that if this 
optimistic spirit is properly cherished and 
cultivated it will mark the beginning of a new 
era in the history of bookselling. 

(The report teas first read in full after 
which it ivas voted thai the paragraphs 
should be taken up and voted on separately.) 

1. "Be It Resolved that we urge upon 
every member of this Association and all others 
engaged in the book-trade, the importance 
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of at all times encouraging and promoting 
this optimistic spirit and abandoning all per- 
sonal prejudices and grievances, and of con- 
tributing every energy to the furtherance of 
a larger and more efficient distribution of 
books.* 1 

Mr. Hutchinson: I move a rising vote 
to back this Committee by adopting that reso- 
lution. (Motion put to the house and en- 
thusiastically carried.) 

2. "Whereas, the Resolution made last 
year suggesting on all orders a minimum of 
1-3 and 5 per cent discount, has been met in 
whole by many publishers in the broadest 
spirit of co-operation and met in part by 
many others, and 

"Whereas, this has made it possible for 
booksellers better to meet the exacting con- 
ditions of the period and has given the trade 
a new optimistic, enlarged and encouraging 
view of the future, therefore 

"Be It Resolved: that we express our ap- 
preciation of the generous response accorded 
our suggestion 

"Be It Further Resolved: that all book- 
sellers be urged to take full advantage of the 
opportunity of the enlarged discount offered 
to make retail bookselling profitable. 1 * 

After some discussion by Messrs. Arnold, 
Schenck, Conover, Hutchinson and Grant, 
Mr. Arnold voiced the opinion that the reso- 
lution as it was read might convey to the 
publishers that the booksellers were satisfied 
with that which had been granted in the way 
of discounts, which was not altogether so. 
Mr. Schenck assured the convention that it 
was the intention of the Committee to ex- 
press only the appreciation of the booksellers 
for what had been given so far, and Mr. 
Hutchinson suggested as an amendment that 
there be added to the resolution a clause "and 
that the Board of Trade be directed to con- 
tinue their efforts to secure this arrangement 
with all the publishers." 

Mr. Arnold expressed his satisfaction with 
that amendment and the motion was seconded, 
put to the house and carried. The Resolu- 
tion then read as amended (the last part of 
it): 

"Be It Further Resolved: that all book- 
sellers be urged to take full advantage of the 
opportunity of the enlarged discount offered 
to make retail bookselling profitable and that 
the Board of Trade be directed to continue 
its efforts for universal adoption of the new 
and accepted discount schedules." 

3. "Whereas we believe that the booK Bus- 
iness of the United States is facing a new 
era and that the time has arrived when pub- 
lishers, booksellers and allied interests should 
come together in an effort to expansion, and 

"Whereas we believe a greatly enlarged 
outlet awaits an immediate and intelligent 
effort to sell the idea of books to the Amer- 
ican public thru a national campaign of ad- 
vertising in magazines, newspapers and other 
agencies, prepared by an expert national ad- 
vertising agency, and 



"Whereas, we believe the whole heia of 
publishing and of distribution can and should 
be greatly improved, now 

"Therefore, Be It Resolved: that a com- 
mittee of twelve, six of whom shall be pub- 
lishers, be immediately appointed by the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, to make a thoro survey of 
the American Book Trade, with the purpose 
of discovering and eliminating so far as pos- 
sible all conditions which prevent the distri- 
bution of books in quantity measurably pro- 
portioned to a population of one hundred and 
ten million people. 

"Be It Further Resolved, that thia Com- 
mittee shall endeavor to initiate a five-year 
National Campaign of book advertising by 
the producer assisted by the distributor to 
cost not less than one hundred thousand dol- 
lars to be spent the first year and followed by 
auch enlarged appropriations as results jus- 
tify. And 

"Be It Resolved that the sum of two thou- 
sand dollars shall be appropriated by the As- 
sociation for the use of this Committee in the 
furtherance of this work. 

"The first meeting of thia committee snail 
be called for organization by the Secretary 
of this association and shall be held not later 
than July, loao." 

Mr. Brentano: Is that resolution to have 
but 12 members in all that committee? If so 
I question the advisability of having a com- 
mittee of this importance equally divided. 

Mr. Schenck : The Committee was so 
conscious of absolute harmony in this move- 
ment that we never dreamed of a tie and T 
don't believe it could exist. 

Mr. Melcher: I doubt whether this Com- 
mittee should be given such definite instruc- 
tions. Some members might even refuse to 
serve on a committee absolutely bound down 
to raise and expend $100,000 the first year. 

Mr. Charles C. Shoemaker: In this con- 
nection may 1 say that in a matter of this 
kind anything — and please note that I am 
speaking not as a publisher but as a book- 
seller — like an advertising campaign, unless 
you think of this in the same big figures, is 
not worth your consideration at all. In the 
second place, the' matter was mentioned not 
very long ago to a group of publishers and 
the only response that was received was that 
it might be tried on a basis of fifteen thousand 
dollars a year for the campaign. 

President Butler: I might suggest here 
that they seem to have tried to work in the 
two propositions in that resolution, and the 
discussion of the condition of the trade as a 
whole. 

Mr. Schenck : We did consider that phase 
of the proposition and it seemed to us that a 
Board of Survey would be a most competent 
board to meet the conditions discovered in 
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their survey. Therefore it would be fully as 
feasible to have a committee to consider the 
conditions and then to let them consider 
methods of meeting those conditions either 
by advertising or by planning local distrib- 
uting centers, whatever the Board ,of Survey 
found best. Our idea was to give this Com- 
mittee absolute freedom and power. The ap- 
propriation of $2,000 is simply to set up the 
committee. We thought it was fitting, as he 
had asked the publishers to do this, that we 
put up a fund of $2,000 to give the initial 
start; that we should bear the brunt of the 
experiment and prove that we are not afraid 
to spend what little money we have. You 
know the publishers have always been gen- 
erous, and we thought it was our time to 
come to the front 

Mr. Jacobs: In another year this associa- 
tion will have reached its maturity and it seems 
to me that we have an opportunity to make 
the coming year an epochal year in the his- 
tory of the Booksellers' Trade. I believe we 
will find no difficulty whatever in raising the 
$100,000 to begin with. I believe that every 
bookseller in the country will be prepared to 
give a portion at least, or a percentage of his 
sales to the advertising of books as books. 
We have got to sell the idea of purchasing 
books to everyone interested, the merchant, 
the banker, the clerk and the mechanic. You 
can go into our store any day between the 
hours of 12 and 2 and you will see business 
men looking over business books, or me- 
chanics in overalls and cap, perhaps with a 
dirty face, looking over mechanical books. 
They are always welcome, It shows to us the 
desire on the part of these men for the books 
we have to offer, and I believe that we have 
got to get at this from the standpoint of sell- 
ing books as books and making books a 
necessity in their lives. 

We all know what some of the other trades 
have done in advertising. You know how the 
florist has been advertising "Say it with 
Flowers." Well, this morning I saw this 
sign on the window of a fish dealer "Say it 
with Shad." [Laughter.] He got his idea 
I suppose, and used it to suit his needs. 

We have got to convince the people of this 
land, the publisher, the bookseller, the paper 
maker, the printer, the binder and the type- 
setters, and everybody interested in the idea, 
and I think that this advertising plan is the 
best and most constructive suggestion this 
association has ever made, and I hope it will 
go thru and go thru with a yell. [Applause.] 
[Continued applause.] 

Mr. Hkrr: I just wanted to say that I 
think certainly the figure we have mentioned 
too modest. It has been suggested here that 
a half a million was about right, and I think 
that's the smallest amount we should con- 
sider. I don't think the publishers should be 
looked to to supply it all. We should all 
pitch in with a percentage of our book sales, 
and I don't think that the retail bookstores 



can afford less than ten or fifteen dollars paid 
in the same way we pay our dues — in that 
proportion, and i believe that if each store 
that's alive (of course there are some dead 
ones), would come across with a percentage 
of its book sales we could get half a million 
dollars. 

Another thing along those lines is this: 
Supposing the publisher were to be good 
enough, or, rather, bad enough, to do this 
alone, we never would appreciate it. We 
never appreciate anything if we get it for 
nothing, and if the publishers went into a 
campaign for advertising like this, and we 
booksellers never got in on it at all it would 
take all the interest out of it for us. If we 
have to put up something ourselves we can 
rest assured that we are not going to lose 
out, and I tell you right here again — we can 
get that half million dollars. 

President Butler: I mentioned a half a 
million to several publishers and they've been 
sick ever since. 

A Member: I noticed that Wrigley said he 
had spent half a million on Broadway alone 
and it did not make a ripple. 

Mr. Melchrr: We spent $2400, and got 
some results in the publicity on Children's 
Books. 

President Butler: How do you want this 
Committee appointed? 

Mr. Jacobs : Is it not wise to make it read 
that this Committee should consist of our 
Executive Committee and publishers, and have 
lodged in those Executive members the repre- 
sentation of the booksellers? 

(After some discussion on the method of 
forming the committee.) 

Mr. Schenck: Well, let us word it this 

way: 

Resolved, That a Committee of twelve, six 
of whom shall be publishers, shall be appoint- 
ed by the President with power to put on 
one or more of the Executive Committee of 
the Booksellers, as members of that Com- 
mittee." 

(This final amendment was seconded by 
two members, put to the house and carried.) 

Presidknt Butler: I want to say that the 
appointment of this Committee is one of the 
most vital things ever undertaken. If we 
bring that up and get together and discuss 
all of these points that we have been talking 
about for years we can remedy a great many 
things and help the bookseller and publisher 
very materially. I am earnestly hoping that 
this resolution will bring fruit and that every 
person will join in and we will have harmony 
and that each will do his own work and not 
for a few to do all. Everyone can do a 
great deal in this movement. 
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4. "Whereas, we recognize the vital im- 
portance of greater efficiency in book sales- 
manship and believe that all efforts to bring 
about a higher standard will be repaid many 
fold, therefore 

'•Be it Resolved: that we urge upon all 
booksellers the importance of constant per- 
sonal training of the sales force." 

(Moved, duly seconded and carried that 
the Resolution be adopted as read.) 

5. "Resolved that the success of present 
courses and schools of bookselling have dem- 
onstrated the importance of extending this 
work to cover all parts of the country, and 

"Further that the association shall aid and 
make uniform the work of local schools, first 
by formulating one course of study which 
may be used by all, then that the Executive 
Committee is hereby instructed to arrange 
the preparation of a simplified and progres- 
sive course for this purpose and to urge its 
use by local associations and individual es- 
tablishments." 

(Motion, duly seconded, put to the house 
and carried.) 

6. "Resolved, that as the building of 
Americanism thru books has been the key- 
note of this convention, we urge upon book- 
sellers everywhere the duty of actively aid- 
ing in the circulation of those splendid books 
which will teach native born and alien alike 
to study American institutions, history and 
purpose." 

(Motion duly made and seconded, put to 
the house and carried.) 

7. "Whereas, it is evident to all that the 
cause of good bookselling was greatly for- 
warded by the universal success of Children's 
Book Week last November, be it 

"Resolved that this feature be established 
as an annual event and planned in an in- 
creasingly elaborate scale each year, and 

"Further that as the cultivation of correct 
reading habits in children is not only the 
booksellers' duty but his best asset for build- 
ing his clientele of tomorrow, and 

"Further that, as this movement brings him 
into co-operation with so many effective 
groups, such as librarians, educators, scout 
leaders, and others, 

"Be It Resolved that Booksellers every- 
where be urged to give Children's Book 
Week their most cordial support." 

(Carried.) ... 

8. "Whereas the growing participation of 
women in bookselling as managers and pro- 
prietors presages a large and more efficient 
distribution of good books. 

"Be It Resolved that we evidence our sat- 
isfaction in the splendid investment of 
skilled energy which book women are mak- 
ing in the trade; that we congratulate the 
Women's National Book Association upon 
its fine progress and thank them for their 
valuable contribution to the program of this 
convention. And 

"Be It Further Resolved that inasmuch as 
we all. men and women, are booksellers with 
common interests and common problems, the 



solution of which demands all the wisdom 
and strength we can together muster, it 
would be to our mutual advantage to merge 
our national interests in one organization and 
that, therefore, we invite the Women's Na- 
tional Booksellers' Association to consider 
the feasibility of merging their national in- 
terests and progress with our own, preserv- 
ing the local organizations in New York and 
wherever else such organizations seem war- 
ranted." 

Mr. Conovek: I think that's the boldest 
and biggest proposal of marriage that ever 
was. 

(Carried.) 

g. "Resolved that whereas the American 
Fair Trade League and kindred agencies 
have formulated a price maintenance bill 
which, if enacted, will mean much in the bet- 
terment of trade conditions, be it 

"Resolved: that we reaffirm our endorse- 
ment of the Stephens Bill for price mainte- 
nance, now pending before Congress, and 
urge our membership to use their every in- 
fluence towards its adoption." 

A discussion followed at length in ■which 
Mr. Herr, Mr. Hutchinson, Mr. Jacobs, par- 
ticipated to the end that an amendment was 
offered to the effect as shown in the following. 

"Further that this association shall con- 
tribute one hundred dollars towards the work 
of the Fair Price League." 

(Carried.) 

There followed the reading of the resolu- 
tion regarding the stand that the Associa- 
tion should take in the present discussion of 
obscene literature and the recommendations 
with it. 

After a long discussion, participated in bv 
Mr. Ralph Wilson. Mr. Knopf. Mr. Brent- 
ano, Mr. Conover, Mr. Herr. Mr. Keating. Mr. 
Arnold, Mr. Macauley and Mr. Melcher. a 
motion was duly made by Mr. Macaulcv and 
seconded that that resolution be withdrawn 
as its wording could not be satisfactorily de- 
cider! on. 

to "Pesolved: That this Association ex- 
tend to Mr. Walter Butler, an expression of 
sympathy in consideration of his recent be- 
reavement, and 

"Resolved: that we of the Book-trade pay 
tribute to the memories of our late co-work- 
ers, W. Y. Foote and John C. Winston, and 

"Whereas in the death of William Dean 
Howells, we realize that American contempo- 
rary literature has lost its most distinguished 
fieure. a writer whose work was known 
wherever the English language is spoken 
and whose long and fruitful career has made 
his name one that is particularly honored 
and respected by the Booksellers of this 
country in common with the entire reading 
world, Therefore 

"Be it Resolved: that the Booksellers place 
on record this testimonial of their sorrow at 
his los*. and their deen sense of regret that 
his distinguished career is ended." 

The Secretary of the Association is direct- 
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ed to express our sympathy to the families 
of the bereaved. 

11. "Whereas, the finely conceived and 
energetically executed war service of the 
American Library Association has given not- 
able impetus to reading and the use of books 
which is being increasingly felt thruout the 
country, to the great benefit of all who dis- 
tribute books and to the great satisfaction of 
all who believe in books, and 

"Whereas, the American Library Associa- 
tion, in a campaign of "Books for Every- 
body" is, with fine vision, planning to carry 
on and make secure this impulse toward a 
wider use of books, be it 

"Resolved: that we of the Book Trade 
shall offer such aid as we may both as an 
organisation and as individuals, to their 
campaign for public and financial support 
which is now under way." 

(Carried.) 

11. "Whereaa, this convention has been a 
notable success and has set a new high-water 
mark in attendance, in the character and 
scope of the papers presented, and in the 
high spirit of co-operation and determined 
purpose for constructive advance displayed; 
and 

"Whereas, this has been made possible 
largely thru the untiring efforts of the local 
Convention Committees, therefore, 

"Be It Resolved: that this convention ex-

The question of changing the date of the 
Convention was brought to the attention of the 
Convention and a discussion followed in 
which Mr. Braselman, Mr. Jacobs, Mr. Tick- 
nor, Mr. Burkhardt, Mr. Melcher, Mr. Hut- 
chinson and others participated. It was finally 
decided that that was already in the hands of 
the Executive Committee. 

Mr. Melcher nominated Miss Bessie 
Graham and Mr. A. Edward Newton for 
Honorary Membership under the revision of 
the Constitution and these were enthusias- 
tically elected. 

Mr. Hutchison nominated Mr. William B. 
Qarke of Boston, Mr. Clarence E. Wolcott 
of Syracuse, Mr. W. Millard Palmer of Grand 
Rapids and Mr. Walter L. Butler of Wil- 
mington, Del., as Honorary Members under 
the constitutional revision that provides this 
honor for former officers now retired from 
the business, who have rendered distinguished 
service. 

On motion duly made, seconded and carried 
these gentlemen were elected. 

Mr. Melcher: From time to time in our 
sessions, we have discussed the possibility of 
finding some method for raising the profes- 
sional standards of the book-trade, some 
method that would give credit to those who 
took pains to be well grounded in their busi- 
ness, and who contributed substantially to 
the progress of the profession. I would like 
to propose a method for accomplishing this, 
as it seems to be at once practical and full 
of future possibilities. 

I suggest that our Association form an 
Honorary Fellowship of Bookselling. The 
method of acquiring memberships in this 
would be as follows: On January of each 
year, the Executive Committee would send 
out to the book-trade a request for nomina- 
tions to the fellowship, such nominations to 
be accompanied by a brief statement of the 
reasons that can be put forward for the 
nominees' preferment. Nominations would 
be open to names from any section of the re- 
tail book-trade : rare books, second-hand, de- 
partment stores, or general stores. When 
these nominations are closed in March, a 
committee shall decide, either by vote of the 
officers or by referendum vote of the general 
membership, on the names of the five who 
shall be elected for the honorary fellowship. 
The results of this election shall be announced 
at the annual meeting. 
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I believe that such a plan would be of im- 
portance to the trade, first, because without 
laying out definite standards for bookselling, 
it would cause a weighing and estimating of 
what constitutes bookselling; and secondly, it 
would give credit to good work where due ; 
and thirdly, it would not, because of its lim- 
itation of number, cause any hard feeling 
among those who might not be elected, be- 
cause there would always be another year. 
This should also prove a pleasant event for 
every annual meeting. 

(The idea was received with enthusiasm 
by the membership, and on motion, promptly 
seconded, it was unanimously agreed that the 
Executive Committee undertake to inaug- 
urate this fellowship of booksellers during 
the coming year.) 

President Butlfr: We will now have the 
report of the Nominating Committee. 

Mr. Nusbaum : Mr. Chairman and mem- 
bers: It has been no easy task for your Com- 
mittee — so many factors had to be considered, 
as your association and its developments have 
grown so large, the work of your executive 
committee which consists of your officers will 
have to be sub-divided and there will be 
work aplenty for all.

Mr. Hutchinson: I move that Mr. Ot- 
tenheimer cast one ballot for the officers as 
named by the Nominating Committee. 

Motion duly seconded, put to the house 
and carried. 

Mr. Ottfnhfimfr: Mr. Chairman. I have 
to announce that I have cast one vote for the 



ticket nominated by the Committee. I have 
only one objection to this and that is that 
Captain Kidd should carry off the Treasury. 
[Laughter.] 

President Butler : I take great pleasure in 
declaring that the officers arc duly and prop- 
erly elected. 

Mr. Herr : Ladies and gentlemen : I am 
really at a decided loss for words. I don't 
believe that's ever happened before. [Laugh- 
ter.] At least not in this convention. But 
I have a distinct feeling now that when I 
opened my mouth last Tuesday I put my 
foot in it. It looks like a frame up from 
start to finish; just think of all the things 
we have planned to do this coming year. It 
is going to make the job you have given to 
me anything but an easy one. I can only 
say that I do most heartily appreciate the 
honor that this association has conferred 
upon me in electing me to this office, the 
honor they have done to my State. I would 
have liked personally to have seen one of 
the Philadelphians elected to this office, 
but I was assured this morning that it was 
the unanimous wish of the Committee that 
I should serve inasmuch as they had not been 
able to find any other who would do so. and 
I consented. I feel that this association is at 
a point where new construcitve work can be 
taken up and carried on. and I will say that 
when I start a thing I like to see it finished. 
But I can't do this thing by myself. I can't 
finish it alone. I can't finish it even with the 
aid of the first and second and third Vice 
Presidents and the Board of Trade. We 
can't do things by ourselves. It is going 
to take united action ; and every time I ap- 
point someone to do some particular thing 
I want to feel that it is going to be done 
and not left for just a few to do it all. If 
you are appointed a Chairman of a Commit- 
tee, to be the bead of a committee, or pos- 
sibly to go after somebody to get them as a 
member, I want you to feel, if you happen to 
be that person that it is not merely a de- 
mand that comes thru me, but it is your duty 
to this association if it's humanly possible 
for you to do that piece of work, you are in 
honor bound to do it and don't back up and 
side step and invent fifty-seven kinds of ex- 
cuses for not doing it. Remember this: 
Every time one of you backs up on a piece 
of work and finds a reason why you can't 
do it you are making it that much more dif- 
ficult for the president of this organization 
to perform his work, for he must secure 
someone to do ihe definite piece of work 
he has asked you to do, and you are just 
making the president write more letters and 
make greater effort to do something which, 
if you would do it. accept the responsibility 
when he puts it up to you, you leave the 
president and the secretary free to do some- 
thing else. Now. this year we have started 
something pretty big but I am confident that 
we can put it thru with the help of each 
one of you. 
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I remember three years ago when the 
United States got into the war, a campaign 
was put on to raise money for the Red Cross. 
I went home and I heard that Lancaster's 
quota for that Red Cross Drive was $125,- 
000, and I said that that was more money 
than there was in the place and thought that 
we couldn't raise that, and nothing like that 
had ever been done before. And we all had 
the feeling that it would be terrible to take 
that money away from Lancaster and send 
it over to Europe; what would Lancaster do? 
In one week they put on that campaign and 
they carried it thru and they took not only 
the $125,000 but they raised $150,000. 

Now, I'm not saying this for Lancaster, 
because they did that same thing all over 
the United States and they got $150,000,000 
on a call for $100,000,000. 

Now, we have started out on this thing, 
and I know it is a bigger figure than any 
publisher has had in his mind. But with the 
co-operation that we can give and the sin- 
cere work we can put into this I believe 
fully that you can put it across and we can 
certainly make a hard try to put it across. 

We are building and building and growing 
and growing and we have been told here 
that we can build Americanism with books in 
the homes and at the same time build up our 
own business and make money for our- 
selves. We are in the most fortunate busi- 
ness and if we work hard for ourselves and 
make money for ourselves we can at the 
same time have the feeling of satisfaction 
that we are doing good for every community. 
In giving your community a really good 
bookstore, you arc giving as much to that 
community as the churches and the public 
schools and the libraries. 

The problem of Americanization is in the 
hands of the bookseller. And it is in the 
hands of the bookseller of the small city 
particularly. I know the needs of a small 
city and the difficulties too, and it is largely 
because I know the conditions of a small 
city that I feel I have a right to accept this 
office of President. I have felt in the past 
very confident, and I know others have felt 
that the president of this association should 
be a man from a large city, but I do believe 
to-day that the problems of the book-trade 
are the problems of the small city. You can 
go up and down the land and in all small 
cities you realize that it is true they do not 
have adequate book service. 

I thank you for the honor that you have 
conferred upon me and I assure you that 
during the coming year I shall use my very 
best efforts to further the work of this asso- 
ciation. 

President Butler: There is nothing to be 
said regarding Eugene Herr. You all know 
him too well. He has been too active to be 
unknown, and I am sure he will make one 
of the best presidents this association has had. 
He certainly has a big job before him, and 
I congratulate him on being the man selected 



to carry it forward, and I am sure he will 
do it with every degree of success. 

Now we will wind up as fine a convention 
as we have probably had in years. 

(Here followed a discussion regarding 
price cutting, led by Mr. Shoemaker fol- ' 
lowed by Mr. Ottenheimer, Mr. Corrigan, 
Mr. Wilson, Mr. Melcher, Mr. Herr, Mr. 
Walter Butler, Mr. Jacobs, Mr. Schenck.) 

Mr. Kjdd: Ladies and gentlemen: As the 
new treasurer (and also the treasure) of the 
department of the Booksellers' Association 
and the retiring chairman of the Member- 
ship Committee it affords me great pleasure, 
indeed, to say that we have at this convention 
secured the largest number of new members 
we have ever so far been able to secure at 
one meeting, and the attendance has been 
about 150 larger at this convention than at 
any other. We have 35 new names. I be- 
lieve each and every one of the new mem- 
bers will lend his aid as earnestly as all the 
old members to help us out in the forthcom- 
ing year, and I tx-licvc that the association 
this year will be in much better shape and 
better able to finance the important proposi- 
tion for the selling of more books than they 
ever have before. 

(Upon motion duly made and seconded, the 
meeting was adjourned to meet at the call of 
the Executive Committee, in Atlantic City in 
1 921.) 



Philadelphia Hospitality 

The five hundred people who gathered to- 
gether for the twentieth annual Convention 
have no doubt as to the character ;md com- 
pleteness of Philadelphia's hospitality. When 
at the 1919 Convention the invitation was 
extended, Philadelphia evidently meant that 
its welcome should be worthy of the occa- 
sion, and the committees did not slacken in 
their efforts during the twelve months. Over 
sixty Philadclphians worked on the half 
dozen committees that took care of the Con- 
vention business, and at every point the plans 
came thru in the best possible shape. 

It was the tirst Convention which has been 
extended to four days, and this gave oppor- 
tunity for special features that might not 
have been possible in the usual three-day 
Convention. On both Tuesday and Thursday 
the local committee provided complimentary 
luncheons to the entire Convention, which en- 
abled those in attendance to keep together in- 
stead of scattering thru various restaurants 
with the consequent slowness in regathering, 
and on Wednesday luncheon was tendered by 
Mr. Cyrus H. K. Curtis in the Curtis Building 
on Independence Square. The public meeting 
on Tuesday evening was a new feature, made 
possible by the generous offer of the Pres- 
byterian Board to open Witherspoon Hall for 
this purpose. A Philadelphia audience could 
not have been more happily greeted by our 
trade, than by having it opened for the local 
Association by George W. Jacobs with the 
introduction to speakers in charge of ex- 
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Governor Edwin S. Stuart, described by Mr. 
Jacobs as "the most beloved of Philadelphi- 
ans" and known to the book-trade as the 
proprietor of the famous Leary, Stuart Book- 
store. The meeting, in spite of rain, was 
well attended, and Dr. Claxton's speech in 
particular was a notable addition to the 
Convention proceedings. 

Wednesday afternoon was happily pleasant, 
and the hospitality of the Curtis Company was 
thoro and cordial indeed. On the top floor 
of the building, where a view could be had 
all over the south end of the city, a delight- 
ful luncheon was served, and then, from this 
floor, guests passed in groups of twenty-five 
on personally conducted tours thru editorial, 
manufacturing and mailing rooms of that 
great plant. After this inspection, members 
of the local committee served as guides on a 
most delightful tour of Independence Hall, 
Carpenters' Hall, Old Christ Church, Betsy 
Ross House, Benjamin Franklin's grave and 
Leary's Bookstore. That evening the rain 
was falling after supper, but a large number 
of the members reached Wanamaker's store, 
where there was a reception held at seven 
o'clock, local authors of note were with Mr. 
Wanamakcr in the reception line, and at 
8:15 an organ recital with the famous Belgian 
organist at the keyboard. 

In many respects the trip to Valley Forge 
was looked forward to by the guests with 
keenest anticipation of any feature, and the 
local committee had supplied, thru the special 
courtesy of the John C. Winston Company, 
automobiles for the entire party. The trip 
took them out thru Fairmont Park, thru the 
famous 'main-line' suburbs and out into the 
hills that lead up to the Valley Forge reser- 
vation. No American shrine could have been 
more satisfactory to the visitors than this, 
and the hills were unusually beautiful with 
the slightest mist hanging over them. Time 
was given for climbing the observation tower, 
and then the party went on to the Wash- 
ington Headquarters and the Washington 
Memorial Chapel. Then, at five o'clock, a 
collation was served, thru the courtesy of the 
J. B. Lippincott Company at the Washing- 
ton Inn near to the Washington Headquarters. 
Xo pilgrimage could have been carried out bet- 
ter and with greater satisfaction to the four 
hundred people or more who went. During 
the gaps in the program Friday afternoon, 
other special arrangements were made, in or- 
der that guests might carry out anv desired 
plans in the city.

The Banquet 

The careful plan of the Philadelphia Com- 
mittee reached its climax at the banquet, which 
was held in the large ball room of the Belle- 
vue- Stratford Hotel, and over five hundred 
people sat down. \t the head of th- tai.le 
Mr. Don Seitz presided. At his left was Pres- 
ident Butler, and at his right Vicente Blasco 
Ibanez. Others at this table were Mr. A. Ed- 
ward Newton, who made a graceful speech or. 
bookselling, and w4io was welcomed into the 
Association as one of the first honorary mem- 
bers and Miss Bessie Graham, who was the 
second guest to be elected honorary member 
of the Association. Their election was an 
nounced in a speech by Secretary Frederic 
G. Melcher, who gave them the right hand 
of fellowship. Mr. Joseph Pennell made a 
tart and stinging speech after the speaking 
had begun, portraying the general low condi- 
tion of bookselling in these days of best sel 
lers and careless presswork. Senor Ibanez 
made a brief talk, which was translated by 
his interpreter. He said that the success and 
prosperity of the book-trade was one of the 
most significant* signs of the greatness and 
prosperity of any nation. Mr. Edward J. 
Cattell. statistician of Philadelphia, made a 
great hit with his extremely witty and very 
admirable address on Philadelphia and books. 
Kermit Roosevelt told about his experience 
with books on three fronts, how the "Tom- 
mies" liked American books, such writers a< 
O. Henry, Jack London. Ralph Connor, etc 
He found French books at Bhagdad and gr»od 
bookstores in Cairo. Mr. Roosevelt is a most 
likeable person, and greatly endeared himself 
to the audience. Edward Strceter. the genial 
author of "Love Letters of Bill to Mable." re- 
fused to get on his feet, but his greeting to 
the Convention was printed on the program, 
and the toastmaster gave three minutes inter- 
mission, which all could devote to reading it. 

During the excellent banquet there was di- 
version of unusual sort : vaudeville sketches, 
a Trilby string band and moving pictures on 
the big screen at the end of the room. During 
the evening the Quaker maidens distributed to 
each guest a paper bag containing an unusual 
collection of souvenirs, including the Winston 
Simplified Dictionary, bound in full flexible 
leather: a Holman New Testament with each 
guest's name imprinted on the cover : the new 
"Guide to New York." published hv Valen- 
tine's Manual. Incorporated, an autogranbed 
copy of "This Side of Paradise," a Scribr.-r 
novel that has taken the country by storm: 
"Patchwork." a story of Pennsylvania, bv 
. A nna Balmer Meyer, the gift of George W 
Jacobs Companv, and "Hannah Bve." a 
Ouaker story bv Harrison S. Morris, the 
gift of Penn Publishing Co.

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John C Winston, Publisher 

When John Clark Winston died at his 
home in Germantown, Philadelphia, the 
book-trade lost a noteworthy figure. Besides 
being President of the Publishing Company 
which bears his name. The John C. Winston 
Co., Mr. Winston was for many years one 
of the most indefatigable workers in the 
cause of municipal reform in Philadelphia. 
He was generally known as the "father" of 
the new charter for the city of Philadelphia 
which was passed by the last State Legisla- 
ture. At the time of his death he was Di- 
rector of the Department of Public Works 
for the city whose interests he had so un- 
selfishly desired to advance.

Mr. Winston was born in Darlington. Indi- 
ana, November 22. 1856. Shortly after he 
was born, his father moved to Virginia, from 
which State young Winston migrated to 
Philadelphia more than forty years ago. He 
entered Haverford College and graduated in 
1881 with the degree of Bachelor of Arts. 
He was president of his class and in 1895 
he was chosen president of the alumni asso- 
ciation of Haverford College. It was Mr. 
Winston's intention to pursue the study of 
law, but after his graduation he was offered 
a position with a local publishing house which 
he accepted. Three years later he embarked 
in business for himself. 

The John C. Winston Co. had its humble 
start in the second story front room of a 
typical old Philadelphia dwelling house at 
1*009 Arch Street, directly opposite to where 
now stands the prominent Winston Building, 
covering 135.000 square feet of floor space. 
For the first few years one hook engrossed 
the attention of the young publisher. This 
book proved very successful, and other equal- 
ly fortunate publications followed, which very 
quickly gave Mr. Winston an opportunity to 
become more firmly established. In 1000 Mr. 
Winston decided to continue the business on 
a larger scale, and it was incorporated. About 



the same time the Company entered the field 
of Bible publication by seizing a favorable 
opportunity to purchase the entire stock, 
plant and goodwill of the "International 
Series" of Bibles — the largest line of Self- 
Pronouncing Bibles in the world. The ac- 
quisition of other publishing businesses 
whereby many meritorious publications were 
received, augmented the business and from 
year to year many new volumes were added. 

Year after year witnessed the growth of 
the business. In the thirty-six years of de- 
velopment the constant progress has been 
commensurate with the efforts of Mr. Win- 
ston. He was firm in his convictions yet al- 
ways willing to listen to the advice of others. 
The most prominent single factor in Mr. 
Winston's success was his broadness of 
vision. While others were contemplating the 
advisability of action, Mr. Winston was go- 
ing ahead and "striking while the iron was 
hot." His broad vision showed him the pos- 
sible sale of such books as "Billy Sunday: 
The Man and His Message" and March's 
"History of the World War." It might be 
said that he was a pioneer in this phase of 
the hook world. 

It is a feeling of satisfaction to know that 
one has contributed something to an im- 
portant trade. Mr. Winston could well be 
satisfied because some of his publications 
have been very successful, even tho ephem- 
eral, and that others have a lasting value 
which will continue as the years go by. 
Peloubet's "Bible Dictionary," Hurlbut's 
"Story of the Bible," the "Winston Simpli- 
fied Dictionary" all have those qualities which 
make books just as interesting and necessary 
as time passes on as they are to-day. 

This same faculty has been shown in the 
line of textbooks which was the latest addi- 
tion to his business. In a short time and in 
a field representing the best and most modern 
pedagogical fields he secured a wide market, 
so that not only in the United States but in 
other countries as well, the textbooks have 
been adopted. This was but the repetition 
of his success in the past, due to dominant 
personality with broad vision and the fac- 
ulty to put forth publications of instantly 
recognized merit. 

The death of Mr. Winston was a severe 
blow to all who were his friends, made thru 
business or public life. It is due to such 
men as Mr. Winston that the book-trade en- 
joys and deserves the prominence which it 
has at the present time. 



Booksellers' Association of Philadel- 
phia Pass Resolutions 

At a special meeting of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Booksellers' Association of the 
City of Philadelphia, held this day, the fol- 
lowing resolutions were unanimously adopted. 

Whkrkas, We hav« learned of the dtCtftM 
of Mr. John C. Winston, with whom most of 
the members of this Association were ac- 
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quaintcd, and whom many of us were priv- 
ileged to call friend; and 

Whereas, This Association is indebted to 
him as one of a committee of three who in- 
duced the Board of Education of this city to 
establish a school for booksellers in the 
schools of Philadelphia, now therefore be it 

Resolved, That we express to his family 
and to his associates in business, our deep 
sympathy in the loss they have sustained in 
his decease, and that a committee of three 
be appointed to attend his funeral as an ex- 
pression of the deep respect we feel for him 
as a member of our craft. His public spirit 
for the common good has established itself in 
such a permanent form as to be an inspiration 
to all of us to be as faithful as he was in 
the exercise of our obligations to citizenship; 
and be it further 

Resolved, That a copy of this minute be 
sent to his family, to his business associates, 
and that it be published in the Publishers' 
Weekly. 



Obituary 

William Dkax Howklls, distinguished 
novelist, poet and editor, died May I ith in his 
apartment at the Hotel St. Hubert, New York. 
Influenza was the indirect cause of his death. 
He celebrated his eighty-third birthday in 
March. Mr. Howells was born in Martins 
Ferry, Ohio, March 1st, 1837. His father 
was a country editor, and his education was 
largely gained in his father's newspaper of- 
fices. His earliest poetry was printed in local 
papers, but he soon gained confidence enough 
to send some to the Atlantic Monthly, and 
was encouraged to undertake a literary ca- 
reer because of its acceptance. Another early 
literary work was a campaign "Life of Lin- 
coln" which brought him to the favorable 
attention of the President and resulted in bis 
being sent as consul to Venice. In Paris he 
married Eleanor G. Mead of Brattleboro, Ver- 
mont. He had great enthusiasm and ability 
for the study of languages, and learned Ital- 
ian, Spanish, French and German. Mr. How- 
ells was an editorial writer on the New York 
Kation, 1865-6, and assistant editor from 
1866-72. He was editor of the Atlantic 
Monthly from 1872-81 ; editorial contributor 
to Harper's Magazine 1886-91. He was edi- 
tor of the Cosmopolitan Magazine for* a short 
time. He was until his death the writer of 
"Editor's Easy Chair." Harper's. Howells 
was a most prolific writer; and the list of 
his works includes many distinguished and 
well loved books:

Obituary 

Charles E. Savage, a veteran member of the 
staff of G. P. Putnam's Sons, of which staff 
he was office chief, died on Sunday, May 16th, 
after a brief illness. 

Starting in 1883. as secretary to the head 
of the house, young Savage very soon showed 
qualities which made him a distinct addition 
to the business force. Year by year he de- 
veloped until he became the leading man of 
the office, a position which he filled for many 
years and held until his death. 

Almost at the beginning of his career, we 
found he was an "all around" man. one whose 
usefulness was not measured by the work for 
which he was specially responsible. He al- 
ways had in view the interests of the house, 
and it never occurred to him to consider 
whether certain work belonged to him or not. 
If he saw that something needed to be done 
he did it as a matter of course. His untiring 
energy and loyalty and his keen observation of 
business requirements, straightened out many 
snarls and corrected many erroii for which 
less efficient men were responsible. It was 
quite a natural thing for him to become the 
chief of the office, and when friction or com- 
plications arose in any business matters, it 
came to be the habit of his associates to 
refer the trouble to Mr. Savage, and it was 
he wh<» made things right. 

His personal character was most attractive. 
F.veryone with whom he had relations loved 
him. F.vcry one in the office from boy to 
senior director knew him as a friend upon 



whose loyal interest all could depend, and 
whose warm sympathy would be forth-coming 
in any time of trouble. 

He was a man of strong convictions — busi- 
ness, social and religious. Yet he was most 
considerate of those who did not agree with 
him. His opinion and judgment in business 
matters often differed widely from that of 
his associates. He never hesitated to express 
these opinions and would frequently do so very 
emphatically. If the final decision was con- 
trary to his judgment, he abided by it loyally, 
and carried out the necessary measures without 
demur. 

Looking back on these thirty-seven years of 
service, we do not feel that it will be pos- 
sible to replace this faithful, loyal friend and 
business associate. Irving Putnam.

Imperfect Copies 

Editor, Publishers' Weekly: 

What, oh what is the matter with printers 
and binders who are responsible for the books 
we get nowadays? During the past few 
months we have had to return altogether too 
many imperfect books, transposed signatures, 
and two pages stuck together with a blotch 
of ink in a book retailing at five dollars ; sev- 
eral volumes with pages too badly offset to 
read; eight pages missing entirely from an- 
other book; color plates in a nature book 
bound in up side down and in another the 
plates so badly out of register that the result 
looked more like a rug design by a drunken 
Turk than an illustration. 

And so many, many of the books, even from 
the best houses are printed with so little ink, 
or with ink of so poor a grade that a page 
looks like a light grey smudge, unpleasant 
to look at and difficult to read. 

We know of course that costs are high, but 
great guns, the extra ink it would require to 
keep a full even color would not make enough 
difference to be worth while considering. 

It's trouble enough to sell a book at $3.00 
when the price printed on the jacket is $2.50. 
but now the customer comes back with a per- 
fectly justifiable kick. F. J. S.

I offer the following suggestion to pub- 
lishers; I notice in your advertising you are 
using this inducement to would-be purchasers 
— A "picture jacket in color." Of what par- 
ticular value, may I ask. is a colored pic- 
ture jacket?

A plain 
jacket would be less expensive and answer 
all purposes, and the money saved might well 
be used for better binding. This would help 
to give us more real book value for our 
money and look less like a useless extra va - 
Kance.

Sources of Motion Pictures 

Books and Plavs are Heavier Contribu- 
tors than ever Before 

The steady improvement in the quality of 
photoplays finds both a reflection and an in- 
dex in the increasing proportion of them 
which are drawn from worthwhile literary or 
dramatic sources. Each year, The National 
Board of Review issues a catalog called "A 
Garden of American Motion Pictures" in 
which, along with other data of interest to 
those wishing information on good films, is 
included a statement of the source of each 
film which is not based upon an original 
scenario. The latest of these catalogs lists 
877 motion pictures including 495 informa- 
tional and other short subjects which exhibi- 
tors regard as program "fillers." There re- 
main 382 dramatic features which were sub- 
mitted to the National Board, in advance of 
release in the theaters, during the last time 
months of 1919, and 139 «f these had a lit- 
erary or dramatic derivation. The previous 
catalog covering a full year showed that 100 
out of a total of 585 dramatic features had 
such deriviation, or 32 per cent of the whole 
as against 36 per cent according to the latest 
catalog. 

Two of the pictures in the last "Garden" 
are based on or inspired by poems, namely, 
"Evangeline" .and "Kathleen Mavourneen." 
Eigbt are adapted from what are considered 
as unquestionably standard or classic works 
of literature. The authors include Dickens, 
Tolstoi. Gertrude Atherton, Thomas Burke. 
Bret Harte, and O. Henry. Of the remain- 
ing pictures about one-third are based on 
vtage plays, and two-thirds on novels, maga- 
zine serials and short stories. Some of these 
will doubtless in time be classed at least as 
standard. At any rate, they are by play- 
wrights and reputable writers mostly of pres- 
ent-day fame and the picture.! made from 
them are held by the National Board worthy 
of appearing in its recommended list. 

The catalog from which this interesting 
data is drawn is said to be in constant demand 
by educators, schools, libraries, churches and 
a great variety of social and civic organi- 
zations interested either in themselves pro- 
viding community entertainments or co-oper- 
ating with exhibitors in arranging special 
programs at the regular theaters. It not only 
indicates the sources of the plots but gives 
a word of brief description regarding each 
picture, its length, star, release date, dis- 
tributor, and an indication of its suitability 
for y<>ung people. The catalog may be ob- 
tained for twenty-five cents from the National 
Board of Review, 70 Fifth Avenue, New York 
Citv.

"Book Auction Records" Continue 

Henry Stevens, Son and Stiles announce 
that owing to the death of Mr. Frank Kars- 
lake and in accordance with the terms of an 
agreement made in the year 1914. "Book Auc- 
tion Records" will he edited and published 
by them for Mrs. M. Karslakc. 

The work will lie continued nn the same 
lines as heretofore and Miss Madge Kars- 
lakc. who has for the last ten years been as- 
sociated with her father in the compilation 
and editing, will continue as assistant editor. 

Owing to the state of health of Mr. Kars- 
lake prior to his death, there has been some 
delay in the preparation of the 2nd Part of 
the current volume, but the work is now well 
in hand. 



The first Chinese newspaper in Great 
Britain will be out in a day or two.

The Mielatz etchings, which recently came 
into the possession of the New York Pub- 
lic Library, and which were included in the 
recent memorial exhibition will be on view 
indefinitely in the Stuart room. 

The Chicago Historical Society, which re 
cent ly paid $150,000 for the C. F. Gunther 
collection of autograph letters, documents and 
manuscripts, will carefully select such " ma- 
terial as it cares to keep and sell the re- 
mainder probably at auction. 

Frederick W. Faxon has been trying to 
straighten out in the current number of the 
Bulletin of Bibliography, the correct se- 
quence of the various periodicals which were 
compelled to suspend publication during the 
New York printers strike. The result is 
found in three pages of matter which will be 
invaluable to librarians. 

The next rare book season is already be- 
ginning to take shape. The indications are 
that the auction rooms will be unusually busy 
and that importations will be very heavy. It 
is estimated that the business of this season 
will be twice as great as that of last year. 
The demand, however, seems to keep pace 
with the steadily increasing supply, and prices 
have shown many advances. 

The Board of Governors of the American 
Bookplate Society has placed on its records a 
memorial of George Chulow, the English 
collector and booklover, for many vcars sec- 
retary of the Sette of Odd Volumes who 
died in his eightieth year last December. In 
this memorial it is said that '"His influence 
was always on the side of the best in art and 
literature and the memory of his goodness 
will be a benediction." 

A collection of books, manuscripts and en- 
gravings relating to Washington Irving, 
formed by the late Isaac N. Seligman, is now 
on exhibition at the New York Public Li- 
brary. This collection fills eleven cases, con- 
taining Irving's note books, journals, common 
place books, manuscripts of some of his works, 
first editions, presentation copies, books about 
Irving and nearly 200 letters written to his 
friend and adviser. Henry Brevoort. Eighty- 
four portraits of Irving from early manhood 
until late in life, reproduced from paintings 
and drawings by American and European art- 
ists cover the walls of the exhibition room. 

On May 24, the library of the late Samuel 
Riker. of this city, will be sold at the An- 
derson Galleries. This collection includes an 
Edinburgh Stevenson and other choice sets, 
many in fine bindings; memoirs, biography 
and history; illustrated works; Americana 
including a three volume work entitled "A 
Collection of all of the Treaties of Peace 
. . . between Great Britain and Other Pow- 
ers, etc.. London, 1785, with the autograph 
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of General Washington on each title page and 
his bookplate in each volume. This is one of 
the most valuable items from Washington's 
library that has ever appeared in the auction 
room and it will be interesting to watch the 
price that it will bring. 

The Beadle dime novel has lived down its 
long .period of disrepute and has become rec- 
ognized Americana. Nowhere else, it is now 
claimed, are the hardy lives of the early trap- 
pers and pioneers depicted with the realism 
to be found here. Rare and clean copies will 
soon be cherished by the collector and pre- 
served in solander cases, with the same re- 
spect now paid to Indian narratives and cap- 
tivities of an earlier period. The sale of the 
publications of Beadle & Adams assembled 
during the last twenty years by Dr. Frank 
P. O'Brien, of this city, and sold at the An- 
derson Galleries May 10, has settled this be- 
yond all doubt. The 322 items of this collec- 
tion, most of which had once cost only a dime 
each, brought $3,108.30. Dr. Frank Powells 
"Old Grizzly Adams, the Bear Tamer," 
brought $62. Dr. Rosenbach paid $1,025 f° r 
the file of The Saturday Star Journal, 
1870-1897, Beadle & Adams weekly story 
paper. The New York Evening Post asks 
the question, "Is the dime novel to follow the 
path of the broadside ballad and become a 
theme for erudite college lectures." The 
O'Brien sale goes a long way in answering 
this question for it has established the im- 
portance of what seemed the ephemeral litera- 
ture of another day. 

The 25th annual volume of the "American 
Book Prices Current" containing a record of 
books, autographs, manuscripts and broad- 
sides, sold at auction in New York, Boston 
and Philadelphia, during the season of 19 18- 
1919, compiled from auctioneers catalogs, 
limited to 665 copies, and published by E. P. 
Dutton & Company of this city, has just ap- 
peared. It has long been delayed owing to 
the the unusual conditions in the printing 
trade. The season of 1918-1919 opened Sep- 
tember 11, 1918 and ended July 30, 1919, dur- 
ing this period 119 sales were held, seventy- 
seven in this city, twenty-seven in Boston and 
fifteen in Philadelphia. The most valuable 
library dispersed was that of Herschel V. 
Jones, of Minneapolis, sold at the Anderson 
Galleries and realizing $391,854. The hook to 
bring the highest price was Milton's "Comus.* 
dedication copy from the Bridgewater li- 
brary which brought $14,250. The highest 
price ever paid for the l>ook of an American 
author was brought by the first edition of 
"Tamerlane and Other Poems," by Fdgar 
Allan Poe. which realized $11,600. Prices 
thrtiout the long season showed an un- 
usual stability, and rare books of every de- 
scription showed decided advances, and many 
High records were made. It is said that 



the material compiled in the usual way would 
make three volumes of the usual size, so 
much greater was the number of items of 
value and interest. The .record of broad- 
sides and autograph letters and manuscripts 
occupy 130 pages and is even of greater value 
than usual. This volume is one of the most im- 
portant in the long series both for the import- 
ant sales it records and the information about 
the advance in prices which all rare books 
are making.

The Greed Library Campaign for Ex- 
tension of the Use of Books 

WHEN the plans of the American Li- 
brary Association for the extension 
of the use of books reach their full 
consummation, there will be a very direct 
effect on reading and book consumption that 
will have a very direct bearing on Ameri- 
can publishing and book distribution. No 
one who has followed this program, which 
has been gradually evolving from the im- 
pulse given by the war, can but feel that, as 
an effort to increase the amount of reading 
of books in this country, this campaign has 
great possibilities. It has lately been said 
many times in the publishing world that not 
only did the Library Association use an 
enormous number of books during the war, 
but what is even more important to the trade, 
it created readers who are now becoming 
consumers of books and buyers of books- in 
every part of the country. 

On June 2nd, the Library Association 
gathers in Annual Convention at Colorado 
Springs to put the final touches on this pro- 
gram, and will then turn its full attention 
to the raising of the sum of two million dol- 
lars needed to carry on the work. Already 
the organization for collecting is in exist- 
ence, not to conduct intensive drives, but for 
gradual collecting, according to the best 
methods that may suit different localities 
and circumstances. Two million dollars is 
to be used first, for three years' intensive 
work in a score of different fields of prac- 
tical usefulness, and then the balance as en- 
dowment, so that the work may be carried 
on for years to come. 

The publishing world should look with 
keen interest on what this campaign will 
mean to it. It provides first for adequately 
manned headquarters, so that information 
on libraries and library outlets "shall be im- 
mediately available free to all librarians. 



library trustees and others interested." A 
survey .if the library field will be conducted 
to give the ground work for expansion. 
There will be an effort to encourage the 
starting up of libraries in areas not yet pro- 
vided. It has been pointed, out that only 
twenty-seven per cent oi the three thousand 
counties in the United States are supplied 
with libraries. Definite aid and encourage- 
ment in starting further library development 
in schools, will be given to encourage the 
circulation of books for children at all pos- 
sible points. There will be cooperation with 
the U. S. Commissioner of Education in an 
extension of the use of books for education- 
al purposes. 

The program plans to foster municipal, 
county and public libraries in every direc- 
tion possible. The work with the foreign 
born is to be carefully carried out, which 
will mean large use of books in those cen- 
ters where this need is particularly felt, and 
an accurate study of these needs will greatly 
help the publishers in preparing the proper 
sort of books. Connected with this work 
will be "an aggressive campaign to promote 
the reading of books that will make our na- 
tive born better citizens," a point very 
strongly urged at the Philadelphia Conven- 
tion. 

The Association plans a campaign to fac- 
ilitate adult self-education thru booklists, 
reading courses and book publicity. Such a 
plan would encourage the buying and own- 
ership of books and the study of books for 
self-improvement. These courses will be pre- 
pared by experts and may be expected to do 
some of the work now being done by corre- 
spondence schools. 

In the field of the hospitals and other in- 
stitutions, where books have been altogether 
too infrequently used, there will be a sys- 
tematic promotion of the possibilities of li- 
brary service, which should create a large 
new market for books in this field. The As- 
sociation will not provide the books but pro- 
vides direction for those building" up such 
libraries. 

In the field of business and industrial li- 
braries, a very thoro campaign is to be un- 
dertaken with a yearly budget of over thirty 
thousand dollars. A most careful investiga- 
tion is to be made into the field of business 
libraries as to what has been accomplished 
and what can still be done. There is a po- 
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tential outlet for books here that will now 
have every chance of rapid growth* 

A most striking development will be the 
emphasis on the international importance of 
American book*. "All over the world busi- 
ness men are interested in American busi- 
ness methods. Statesmen and newspaper 
men are interested in American politics, gov- 
ernment and history. Students and general 
readers are eager to learn more about all 
these subjects." The A. L. A. proposes to 
find a way to meet these needs. Already 
there is established in Paris a model Amer- 
ican library, where will be available Amer- 
ican books handled by American methods. 
The possibilities of establishing other con- 
nections for American books and American 
ideas in various parts of the world are un- 
limited, and the American publishers must 
feel a decided interest in this finely con- 
ceived effort. 

While this work is going forward, the fine 
publicity for books and reading which has 
been carried out in the last few months will 
be continued. It has been found that news 
from the book and library field is readily 
accepted in the press, and that magazine 
writers find valuable material for their work 
among the material gathered. Such publicity 
creates a great body of new users of books. 
Besides this publicity, there will be arrange- 
ments for book exhibits at state and county 
fairs, which can be much better arranged by 
library organizations than under any other 
auspices. 

In their field of publishing activities, the 
Association plans to carry forward certain 
important indexes such as the index to pe- 
riodical and pamphlet material, indexes to 
legal periodicals and to the great field of 
humanistic literature. They plan to supply 
bibliographies on well defined subjects in re- 
sponse to known needs and to issue manuals 
for library workers, as well as handbooks 
on the use of books, which can be circu- 
lated among special fields and to the general 
public. They plan to continue their 
Booklist and to issue other selected lists on 
special subjects for library book purchase. 
It has also been suggested that they stand 
for "the promotion of the publication by es- 
tablished publishing houses and associations 
of books of special interest and value to li- 
braries." Besides this work, there will be 
carried on the present efforts for supplying 
books for our entire merchant marine, coast 



guards, lighthouses, the expense of which 
will be borne by the funds already available 
from the war service campaign, and under 
the same budget, they plan to cover work 
with the ex-service men in public health 
hospitals, and another year in the war work 
industry. 

Such a notable program should be care- 
fully studied and given futl cooperation by 
all the book-trade which cannot but be more 
closely interested in this great work than 
any other group. 



Canadian Copyright 

CANADA is still considering the copy- 
right bill introduced by the Govern- 
ment, in which international relations 
were based upon reciprocity which meant that 
so long as the United States required manu- 
facture for copyright protection Canada 
would enforce the same restriction. The 
printing interests are not satisfied with this 
and at a hearing of employing printers and 
labor representatives before the Minister of 
Justice, as reported on another page, it was 
urged by them that there should be either a 
definite manufacturing clause or a licensing 
system which was elaborated in a draft pre- 
pared for submission to the Canadian Parlia- 
ment. This would introduce a most com- 
plex and paternal scheme by which in case 
a book is not manufactured in Canada, the 
government thru the Register of Copyright 
may issue copyright license to print, on pay- 
ment of not less than 15 per cent royalty 
on retail prices to the author. If more than 
one applicant presents application for license 
to the Register, that official shall have power 
to decide, after hearing the author, if he 
wishes to be heard, which application will be 
of most benefit to the author, and grant the 
license accordingly. Tt is understood that 
Canadian authors are no more friendly to 
this proposal than are American authors to 
the manufacturing clause in our legislation. 
It is to be hoped that thoro discussion of 
the pros and cons of this question may result 
on both sides of the border in clearing the 
way for straight-out copyright legislation 
which will permit both the Dominion of 
Canada and the United States of America 
to become members of the family of nations 
thru membership in the International Copy- 
right Union. 
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Post Office Department Salaries 

REPORTS that have come from Wash- 
ington seem to indicate that Con- 
gress will take recognition prompt- 
ly of the very real needs for increase 
in salaries in the Post Office De- 
partment Investigation into these needs has 
been proceeding slowly for over a year, and 
there is no doubt in anyone's mind that in- 
creased salaries in this field are most ur- 
gently needed. Just how bad this is is shown 
by the figures that the entrance grade for a 
regular clerk or carrier is only $23.07 a 
week, and that the highest grade for auto- 
matic increase is $3173- Sometimes it re* 
quires ten years to work up to this final 
grade. The salaries for superintendents are 
equally out of proportion to present day cost 
of living. There is no doubt that much of 
the present slowness in mail operation is due 
to the inability of the Department without 
authorization to increase the remuneration, 
and thus hold employees to this work. 



Canada's Copyright Plans Still 
Undecided 

Manufacturing Clause Under Discussion. 

Very little progress has been made up to 
the present time in connection with the new 
Canadian copyright bill, now before Parlia- 
ment at Ottawa. The bill had its first read- 
ing six weeks ago but has not come before 
the House since then. In the interval, a num- 
ber of delegations have waited upon the 
Minister of Justice, to whose care the meas- 
ure has been entrusted, and a variety of 
views have been expressed both for and 
against the principles involved. It is now 
believed that the bill will be held over un- 
til the next session, particularly as the pres- 
ent session has been pretty well prolonged 
and the budget debate is absorbing atten- 
tion. 

What may be regarded as a mixed dele- 
gation waited on the Minister last week and 
engaged in a somewhat informal discussion 
of the bill. It included representatives of 
what is known as the Canadian Copyright 
Association, headed by Dan Rose of Toron- 
to, a number of printers, several agents for 
the printing trade unions and representatives 
of one or two publishing houses. The gen- 
eral feeling was one of approval of the pres- 
ent proposal, viz.: the bringing of Canada 
within the terms of the Berne Convention 
and the enforcing of a manufacturing condi- 
tion against such countries as imposed sim- 
ilar restrictions against Canada. While the 
printin.7 interests apparently would like to 
see the extension of the manufacturing prin- 



ciple on a broader scale, still they expressed 
their satisfaction with what was proposed 

An alternative suggestion was put for- 
ward by Mr. Rose. This was in the shape 
of a licensing system. Under this system a 
publisher or author proposing to bring out a 
book in Canada would be required to notify 
the copyright department at Ottawa of his 
intention, stating whether he would print 
the book or not. In the event of his not 
printing, a certain period would be allowed 
in which he would have the opportunity of 
printing if he so desired. After the expira- 
tion of this period, any other publisher would 
have the right to apply to the Department 
for a license to print, but this would not be 
granted unless the original publisher de- 
clined to print. No very general support 
seems to have been accorded this proposal. 

Some aspects of the situation as jiffecting 
international copyright had been previously 
placed before the Minister. It was pointed 
out that Canadian authors are at present ac- 
corded copyright protection in the United 
States on the same basis as American au- 
thors in return for the granting of equal 
privileges to British and American au- 
thors in Canada. What might be the result 
were Canada to attempt to discriminate 
against American authors by requiring them 
to observe conditions not demanded of na- 
tive authors is matter for serious considera- 
tion. While Canada forms but a small part 
of the market for American authors, the 
United States is a most vital part of the 
market for Canadian authors, and it was 
argued that no step should be taken, in the 
interests of Canadian authors, that would 
prejudice their present rights in the United 
States. 

It was further argued that the inclusion 
of a manufacturing condition in the Cana- 
dian act. even tho applied to coun'ries 
outside the Berne Convention, might prevent 
Canada's participation in the Convention, in 
which case the Dominion would, of necessity, 
have to negotiate separate arrangements with 
each country in the Convention. This would 
be a complicated and expensive way of ac- 
complishing what might be done bv a stroke 
of the pen. W. A. CRAICK.

Mrs. Gene Stratton-Porter writes nature books in 
the form of fiction. The mistaken idea that her 
books are all purely nature books is by no means 
rare. "Friends in Feathers." "Music of the Wild." 
"Moths of the Limberlost," and "Homing with the 
Birds" are her only books which do not belong in 
fiction. 

Mrs. Porter's stories are laid in Indiana, in the 
region of the Limberlost, a great swamp which has 
of late been "shorn, branded, and tamed" by oilmen 
and lumbermen, who have driven away the many 
birds, moths and butterflies, and destroyed much of 
the plant life. 

Mrs. Porter's first book is the love story of a 
bird— a charming bit of fancy. "Freckles" tells of a 
red haired Irish lad who guarded the timber leases 
against encroachment, and of the "Swamp-Angel" 
with whom he fell in love. The "Bird Woman" of 
the story is a picture of the author herself, while the 
"Swamp- Angel" represents her daughter. 

"The Girl of the Limberlost" carries on the story 
of the draining of the swamp. "The Harvester" 
centers around some ginseng diggers, who benefit hu- 
manity by the drug they grow. "Laddie: A True 
Blue Storv" is a simple, genuine storv of home life, 
filled with the beauties of nature. "Morning Face" 
is a bonk of stories and poems for children. Most 
of the stories arc about living things and represent 
the author's methods of teaching nature facts to 
little people. "A Daughter of the Land" is Mrs. 
Porter's most ambitious novel. It is the life story of 
a girl, up to the time of her second marriage. The 
heroine was the youngest of sixteen children and as 
a girl was denied the educational advantages given 
to her brothers. She had the courage to rebel and 
make her own life.

Mrs. Watt's early works include two romances with 
historical settings, so skillfully and vividly written 
that the genius of the author of "Henry Esmond" is 
said to be repeated in her. "Nathan Burk" peoples 
for us the period of the Mexican war, and "Van 
Cleve" the period of the Spanish-American war. 
The local scenes are described with great fidelity, the 
author having visited both Mexico and Cuba in or- 
der to study her backgrounds. 

In "The Legacy" and "Jennie Gushing" Mrs. 
Watts turned to the present dav and to her own 
home city of Cincinnati. Both bonks are studies of 
women. The first is the story of I.etty Breen, the 
last hopeful product of a decrepit stock. The second 



ia the story of a waif of uncertain origin, who 
makes much of herself and of a young artist, and 
who in the end turns to rescue work among little 
waifs born like herself. This book is the most 
widely known of Mrs. Watts's novels because of its 
presentation in motion picture form. 

"The Rudder" is a story of literary temperament, 
the hero being a novelist, an observer and interpre- 
ter of life. "The Boardman Family" is an inter- 
esting picture of theatrical life, as well as a chronicle 
of a family. The ending of the story is weak, as the 
author brings about the denouement by drowning her 
characters in the sinking of the LusiUnia. "From 
Father to Son" deals with a rejected inheritance 
of tainted money.

Miss Johnston is the leading historical novelist in 
America today. She has written eight novels of 
American history, a poetic drama of the French 
revolution ("The Goddess of Reason.") a story of 
the Crusades ("The Fortunes of Garin,") and a 
Scottish historical novel of the Stuart rebellion. Her 
one nonhistorical work is "Hagar," which deals with 
the woman question. "The Wanderers" is a part of 
world history, being a picture of the human race 
from primitive times to the French revolution. 

Of Miss Johnston's American history novels, her 
first three books deal with the early history of 
Virginia. One of these. 'To Have and to Hold.' 
has been the most popular of her books. "Lewis 
Rand" is a story of the time of Thomas Jefferson. 
"The Long Roll" and "Cease Firing" are epics 
of the Civil war. "The Witch" is laid in colonial 
times; and her latest title, "Michael Forth," is a 
picture of Virginia during the reconstruction period. 
The story touches on psychic phenomena. 

Miss Johnston began to write at a time when the 
historical romance was at its height. Ford's "Janice 
Meredith," Major's "When Knighthood Was in 
Flower." Thompson's "Alice of Old Vincennea," and 
Mitchell's "Hugh Wynne" were best-sellers of the 
day. Miss Johnston's books have met formidable 
competitors in their own field and have proved to be 
more enduring than most of the others.

National Book Advertising Discussed 

One of the most important actions of the 
recent Convention of Booksellers at Phila- 
delphia was the resolution passed, directing 
the officers of the Association to confer with 
the publishers over the possibility of having 
a national campaign of advertising for more 
attention to books and reading. Pursuant of 
this resolution. President Eugene L. Herr of 
the Association asked a few publishers to 
gather in informal conference at the Yale 
Club on May 25th. The Association was 
represented by Mr. Herr, Vernor L. Schenck, 
Louis A. Keating, John G. Kidd and Fred- 
eric G. Mclcher, and among the publishers 
represented were Mr. Macrae of E. P. Dut- 
ton & Co.. Mr. Grosset of Grosset & Dunlap, 
Mr. Morrow of F. A. Stokes Co., Mr. Jcwett 
of D. Appleton & Co.. Mr. Jacobs of George 
W. Jacobs & Co., Mr. Shoemaker of the Penn 
Publishing Co.. Mr. Hoyns of Harper & 
Brothers, Mr. Corrigan of George H. Doran 
Co.. Mr. Bruce of Houghton Mifflin Co.. Mr. 
Hull of Dodd. Mead & Co.. Mr. Lowell Bren- 
tano of Brentano's, Mr. Baker of Baker & 
Taylor Co., Mr. Anderson of G. P. Putnam's 
Sons. Mr. Greene of Little, Brown & Co., Mr. 
Bacon of J. B. Lippincott Co. 

The informal discussion brought out the 
fact that most of those present saw great pos- 
sibilities in such a campaign, if carried out 
on a broad scale and backed by co-operative 
trade work. The retailers present believed 
that a good contribution to the fund could 
be raised among the retailers, as so much en- 
thusiasm for the project was displayed at 
Philadelphia. It is believed that such a cam- 
paign would have to be handled by a pro- 
fessional advertising agency, guided by book- 
trade experience, and it was finally decided 
to appoint a committee to put such a project 
into concrete form and with specific figures, 
so that it could be more completely passed on 
by those who have to support such a move- 
ment. The committee, consisting of Louis 
A. Keating. Alexander Grosset and William 
Corrigan, was appointed to decide just what 



definite program could be accomplished and 
on a definite sum of money such as one hun- 
dred thousand dollars. Another committee, 
consisting of William Morrow, H. S. Baker 
and Frederic G. Melcher, was appointed to see 
just what form of organization could be best 
planned to support such a project, if it was 
decided to carry it thru, these committees to 
report at another meeting. 

A general committee of publishers to serve 
with the six officers of the American Book- 
sellers' Association as a board for the final 
consideration of these reports was appointed 
including John Macrae, Alexander Grosset, 
Wm. Morrow, George W. Jacobs, H. S. 
Baker, and Wm. J. Corrigan. 



O. Henry Short Story Prize Awards 
Are Made 

Awards of the O. Henry prize for the two 
best short stories for the year 1919 will be 
made to Margaret Prescott Montague and 
Wilbur Daniel Steele, according to announce- 
ment of the Society of Arts and Sciences, 
which each year offers a first prize of $500 
and a second of $250 for the best work. Mrs. 
Montague's story "England to America." 
published in the Atlantic Monthly, was 
awarded first prize, and Mr. Steele's "They 
Know Not What They Do" in the Pictorial 
Review was awarded the second prize. 

The prizes will be awarded during the lat- 
ter part of May at a dinner of the society to 
be held at the Hotel Astor. The judges were 
Blanche Colton Williams. Ph.D., chairman; 
Edward J. Wheeler. Litt.D.; Ethel Watts 
Mumford, Robert Wilson Neal, M.A. ; Merle 
St. Croix Wright, D.D. 

Of the thirty-two stories selected, from 
which the prize stories were chosen, fifteen 
have been published as the "O. Henry Prize 
Stories of 1919." The returns from the pub- 
lication of 1919, together with subscriptions 
from literary sustaining members of the so- 
ciety, will support the award for the story' 
of 1920.

The illustration on this page gives a prac- 
tical reproduction of a typical window dis- 
play in the new Arcade Book Shop, which 
Doubleday, Page & Company opened in St. 
Louis last November. It is located in a new 
building in the best shopping district, and 
the store has not only this frontage on an 
important street, but a similar width frontage 
in a busy arcade. 

The fittings have been made quite informal 
and artistic. The shelves are relied upon to 
hold a large part of the display, and the 
tables in the middle to give emphasis to dif- 
ferent special items. An atmosphere of leis- 
ure is conveyed by the chairs, which give peo- 
ple the time to read, as well as to browse 
about. The section toward the rear has been 
arranged for children's books, and they have 
taken great pains to start this department 
with the right atmosphere, carrying only the 
best and most carefully selected children's 
literature.

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Economy in the Production of Plates 

During the memorable printers' strike in 
New York last year, every known device for 
the production of a printed page was tried 
out with results more or less satisfactory. 
Typewritten copy carefully adjusted as to 
uniformity of lines saved the day for the 
Literary Digest and enabled a number of 
trade papers, among them The Dry Goods 
Economist and Nugcnfs Weekly, to get out 
something that looked like a periodical in 
order to preserve continuity of publication 
during that exasperating period. While some 
of these curiosities of printing were mimeo- 
graphed, others were printed from photo- 
engraved plates, each page of which was 
carefully typewritten as to text with 
sketched-in illustration for advertisements 
and embellishments. Several peiiodicals 
used what is vaguely known as the "zinco- 
graph process," which means a printing plate 
of zinc on which a form of sixteen, or mul- 
tiple of eight, pages is photographically re- 
produced, laid down and etched. The fully 
prepared plate, 12 gauge, is then stamped on 
the offset press, a system of printing which, 
altho not new, is of such recent date as not 
to be familiar at all. The printed sheet does 
not receive its impression from the zinc plate 
direct, but receives its impression from an in- 
termediate cylinder, which has for its sur- 
face a rubber blanket. This intermediate 
cylinder receives its impression from the 
cylinder bearing the zinc plate and transmits 
its impression to the paper. 

This method of reproduction was used in 
printing "Piggy" by Eleanor Gates, published 
by the Appletons last December. The pro- 
ducers of the book were the Zincograph Com- 
pany of New York. "Piggy" is a clever piece 
of bookmaking that will be preserved by all 
collectors of printing curio. The same print- 
ing company reproduced during 1917 and 1918 
all the standard manuals of military tactics 
prepared by the War Department. 

For publishers who must closely consider 
economy in reproduction of a new set of 
plates to take the place of those worn out 
and obsoWe, or in making an exact facsimile 
of any book, new or 1 old, in any language, the 
Zincograph process is considerably less ex- 
pensive than the cost of ordinary composition 
and electrotyping where reprints arc neces- 
sary and when resetting and electrotyping 
from a cost standpoint is prohibitive. Press- 
work charges are on a par with those of any 
good printing. Many excellent examples of 
hooks produced by this process, critically ex- 
amined by book experts, have proved em- 
inently satisfactory and beyond criticism. 
One of these examples, an immense folio 
Jewish Bible in English, is a perfect produc- 
tion, impressions being clear, black and uni- 
form. 

There is considerable economy in the sav- 
ing of time and money in presswork. Zinco- 
graph plates require no make-ready, while the 



speed of the automatic presses, running from 
2500 to 3500 impressions per hour or over 
20.000 per day, means rapidity of production. 
When a publication is struck off, the plates 
can be stored in a comparatively small space 
at little cost to the publisher for future 
editions.

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An American Publisher of Boofe for 
the Hollanders 

It is interesting to find publishing enter- 
prises in unexpected quarters, and too few 
people know that in Grand Rapids there is 
located the largest and most active publish- 
ing house of books in the Holland language, 
or for the Hollanders in America. The 
Eerdmans-Sevensma Company are shipping 
books to all America. They have a branch 
store in Paterson, and even have agents in 
South Africa, the Dutch East and West 
Indies, and connections in the Netherlands. 

Michigan is perhaps a more natural place 
than would at first seem for such a publish- 
ing house, as in the middle of the nineteenth 
century there was a large immigration from 
Holland into this country, the largest part 
of whom settled in Central Michigan, others 
going on to Iowa. There are numerous Hol- 
land churches thruout the section, both of the 
Reform Church and of the Christian Re- 
form Church, the more liberal branch of the 
sect. 

The Hollanders are large consumers of 
books, especially in the field of religion and 
biblical study. The publishing of this type 
of book has become a prominent part of the 
activities of the Eerdmans-Sevensma Com- 
pany, and they have also published prayer 
books and Bibles in various forms, and some 
of the latter in the Dutch language have even 
been sold in good editions in the Nether- 
lands. The flow of immigration to this 
country from Holland has largely ceased, and 
as the new generation grows up the demand 
for books in the Holland language has, to a 
large extent, changed to a demand for similar 
books in English, so that the sales of the 
firm arc now as high as ninety per cent in 
English. Mr. Eerdmans was trained in the 
fine systematic school of Holland bookselling, 
and the output of the company is a credit 
to that background. 

The Hollander in America does not like 
our popular use of the word "Dutch," as that 
brings up in his mind a definite connection 
with the word "Deutsch." They usually re- 
fer to their books as "Holland" books in- 
stead of "Dutch" books. At the same time, 
geographically Holland is only a small part 
of their home country, the two central prov- 
inces, so in referring to their country, they 
like to speak of The Netherlands rather than 
of Holland. 



"Imaginary Obituaries" 

In an article, called "Imaginary Obituaries:

V ogue of American Book in London 

A large and live American book-shop is 
wanted in London, says John O' London, a 
shop organized to show and sell American 
books in all their varieties and provocations. 
A few years ago the idea would have seemed 
fantastic, but not to-day. I see on all sides a 
growing interest and faith in American poets, 
American novelists, American thought and 
American technical knowledge. This awak- 
ening has already manifested itself in the im- 
mensely greater vogue and accessibility of 
your newer magazines and weekly journals, 
which have become a cult with thousands of. 
readers who, a few years ago, had never 
handled them. But this is only a good be- 
ginning. 

It is not for nothing that The London Na- 
tion has just devoted a considerable literary 
supplement to information about current 
American poetry, criticism, philosophy and 
novels. This is the kind of information that 
is wanted, but it needs more popular and per- 
sisting vehicles. The time is ripe, I believe, 
for American authors and critics to come and 
explain to us the map of America in terms 
of its literature and to show us how that 
literature arises out of the varieties of Amer- 
ican life. The American novel has never been 
brought near enough to the English eye. It 
has come to us in experimental and tardy 
publishing ways rather than as a straight 
remittance from one great English-reading 
people to another, and on its arrival it has 
melted into the vast crowd of home produc- 
tions. Yet I find that American books are 
more and more inquired about. I am con- 
santly asked urgent questions, not only about 
particular writers — Winston Churchill, Ernest 
Poole, Rex Beach, Ralph Waldo Trine, Zane 
Grey, Vachell Lindsay, Edgar Lee Masters, 
Van Wyck Brooks and many others — but 
also about types of American novels, types 
of American poetry and essays and about 
works of philology, economics, technics, 
etcetera. 

Then, again, American publishers have 
shown a superior enterprise in producing 
translations and editions representative of 
European literature, for which English stu- 
dents look around our own book-shops in 
vain. It is the commonest thing to find 
that the book one wants exists in an Amer- 
ican translation. The ordinary reader will 
not go to an agent to order these from over 
the Atlantic; he wants to see and handle them 
in a bookstore. And it is a bookstore, not 
an American book-shop of our own old pat- 
tern, that is needed. I can imagine the effect 
of one in Oxford Street with its live hos- 
pitality, its literary information bureau its 
alluring blend of the vivid and the remote, 
its new flavors and colors of life. The war 
has passed an intense electric current thru the 
Old and New Book Worlds, and one may 
see a degree of fusion that is as yet unim- 
agined. 
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English Notes 

(From Our London Correspondent.) 

During this year, or early next, the Brit- 
ish government will spend two and a half 
million dollars in the setting up of a printing 
works. The official publications have grown 
into such large numbers that it is hoped by 
thus establishing a printing plant a consider- 
able amount of public money will be saved. 
But that remains to be seen. Uaually, when 
a government department begins trading, 
profit flics out of the window. 

Messrs. Chatto & Windus are announcing 
for publication this month "Daisy Ash ford: 
Her Book." It contains a preface; "A Short 
Story of Love and Marriage"; "Leslie Wood- 
cock" ; "Where Love Lies Deepest" ; and 
"The Hangman's Daughter," all by Daisy 
Ash ford, while there will be included in the 
volume Angela Ashford's "The Jellus Gov- 
erness." The volume is to be issued at 7s. 
net, and already the orders are arriving thick 
and fast. The play "The Young Visiters" 
continues to draw great crowds. 

Here is the latest about the paper troubles. 
We take the report from a cable which has 
just been received by the London Doily 
Mirror: 

There is to be more trouble in the paper 
trade, and quite possibly a diminished supply 
and a further hardening of the market 
against English buyers. 

To ease home conditions the Norwegian 
Government is seriously threatening the ex- 
port trade, dealing harshly not only with 
the Norwegian exporter, but even more 
harshly with the British consumer. 

The Government, it is stated, is requiring 
makers of news-print to supply to Nor- 
wegian newspapers their full needs of paper 
at a price below cost. If they refuse they 
will not be permitted to continue their ex- 
port business. If these supplies are curtailed 
buyers will have to purchase elsewhere at 
present-day prices, which are considerably 
higher. So proprietors of newspapers will 
have to face a further pinch, and buyers 
will have to accept smaller journals or pay 
more for them. 

The amount of attention given nowadays to 
the costs of book production is prodigious. 
All the papers are printing "comments." the 
public are talking about the matter, and some 
are grousing badly. And people will hardly 
believe it when we tell them the price of 
books has gone up very little in proportion 
to other things. The other. day we reported 
that the 9s. net novel was coming into port. 
Read the following just printed by the popu- 
lar evening sheet The Evening Neivs. It is 
written by a publisher, and he ought to know 
something about it: "When costs go down — 
when? indeed! — We shall badly miss the per- 
sistent thrill of the morning's latest advance, 
just as we missed the thrills of the evening 
air-raids during the war. 

The publishers in this country are experi- 
encing the worst times they have yet had, 



and there is every prospect that the period 
directly ahead of them will make matters 
worse instead of bettering them. 

Paper, binding material, printing, and 
wages in all trades show a strong inclination 
to rise to abnormal heights daring the next 
few months. Every day practically sees an 
advance in some charges which are bound 
eventually to affect the price of books. 

By the beginning of May paper will have 
advanced over 4d. per lb. in less than four 
months, and it takes a brave man to forecast 
where and when the upward tendency of 
prices will cease. 

It is a fact, I understand, that Scandin- 
avian paper merchants, realizing the position 
in this country, are keeping their export 
prices up to a level not known before in 
Norway or her neighboring countries. Os- 
tensibly this action is being taken to keep the 
paper merchants from being overwhelmed by 
private orders. 

Continental publishers are quite happy, and 
fail to grasp the realities of the disasters 
which are facing their British brothers-in- 
books. Thus they cannot understand the re- 
luctance to tackle translations which some of 
our publishing houses show. 

Meanwhile, watch the bookstalls! Keep 
an eye on the price of the novels of your 
favorite author 1 The charges are now wav- 
ering between 7s. 6d. and 8s. Soon the little 
label "Nine Shillings Net" will be on all the 
books. 

The competition for the film rights of Brit- 
ish novels grows apace. At the second anni- 
versary of the Stoll Film Company the chair- 
man said that he had arranged for film editions 
of the following British novels: — "My Lord 
Conceit," by "Rita" ; "The Four Just Men," by 
Edgar Wallace: "The Broken Road." by A. 
E W. Mason; "Greatheart," by Ethel M. Dell ; 
"The Amazing Partnership," by E. Phillips 
Oppenheim; "The Hound of the Basker- 
villes," by Sir A. Conan Doyle; "The Tidal 
Wave," by Ethel M. Dell, and "Kipps," by 
H. G. Wells. He also announced that the 
company had secured the film rights of works 
by many other authors, including Maurice 
Hewlett, Jeffery Farnol, Marie Corclli, 
Olive Wadsley and Sax Rohmer. He 
thought that this was sufficient re- 
ply to those who declared that the British 
film producing companies were not alive to 
their opportunities.

Less Wood Less Paper 

Back of all the present difficulty in the pa- 
per supply lies the fundamental fact that the 
wood from which this supply is created is be- 
coming exhausted, and even aside from war- 
time disruption of business, the prices would 
be steadily advancing. Early in 1914, Cana- 
dian wood could be bought for about $10 a 
cord, and the print paper manufactured from 
at sold at but $40 a ton. or 2c. a pound. The 
price of such wood had risen last fall to $23 
a cord, and just when paper manufacturers 
felt that easier times were ahead, the con- 
tinued demand drove it to $29. Today, con- 
tracts are being made for print paper at $100 
to $110 a ton. and the paper is selling in the 
open market for about $125, or 6% cents 
a pound and higher prices for prompt deliv- 
ery. No one dreamed that such prices were 
possible six years ago. The manufacturer, 
then, who had contracts at 2 cents a pound, 
thought he was well off. 



Canadian reports indicate that there may 
be a lessening of supplhfs of the cord wood 
next year. This same scarcity of stock is 
affecting the book paper, and with the present 
insistent demand for news print, it is not 
likely that any mill in that field will turn its 
attention to making book paper and thus 
help the conditions there. 

The Howe Bill in Congress, which places 
On the free list all paper valued at less than 
8 cents a pound, and fixes the duty above that 
at 12 per cent, has passed the House by a 
large vote. This legislation may be blocked 
in the Senate, but ought to be sure of equally 
strong support there. 

There is one other item that may shortly 
enter into the cost of paper, as the Union Pa- 
per Makers of the United States and Canada 
are making demands for increases that will 
average 25 per cent, to go into effect May 1st. 
Sulphite workers ask for an increase of 30 
per cent.

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Doubleday, Page Try a New ' Type of 
Book Advertising 

Among the many experiments for inter- 
esting a broader public in books, a new type 
of approach comes to the front in the large 
display space of The Liberty Tower Book- 
hop (conducted in New York by Doubleday, 
Page & Company) in the New York Times 
Book Review. This type of advertising plays 
up a single book, either of current interest 
or of standard value, and a coupon explains 
that the book will be sent free on examina- 
tion. A recent display of this sort featured 
"The Encyclopedia of Etiquette" by Emily 
Holt, a volume well known thru the book- 
trade for many years. In admirably planned 
"copy" covering a full page of the Book Re- 
view the advantage of the ownership of a book 
of etiquette is played up under the heading 
"Has This Ever Happened to You?" and 
with such sub-headings as "What Do You 
Know About Introductions," "The Etiquette 
at the Dance," "When Wedding Bells Ring," 
"New Chapters on Foreign Countries." Op- 
portunity is taken, too, at the end to explain 
that The Liberty Tower Bookshop will sup- 
ply many other interesting books. "Fiction, 
Poetry, Drama, History and the Essay are all 
represented, and there are some cook books 
that will delight you. We shall be glad to 
have you visit the book-shop and ask the at- 
tendants about any book questions that may 
have been puzzling you." 

Such an advertisement will cost, at the 
best rates, about three hundred dollars, and, 
as several of these displays have been used, 
the Doubleday, Page Company must have 
found that they bring in sufficient return and 
enough publicity for the book-shop to war- 
rant this space. This seems to indicate that 
a new method of book distribution is being 
developed. In the same issue of the Times 
that carried the full page on "The Encyclo- 
pedia of Etiquette" was a three column ad- 
vertisement of "Home Vegetable Gardening 
from A to Z" by Adolph Kruhn, at $1.25 
postpaid.

People always like to recognize in real life 
the heroes of popular novels, writes the 
Evening Sun. It is of timely interest there- 
fore to note that Major-Gen. Lionel C. Dun- 
sterville.

Yet with 
this small band the General managed to drive 
the Turks out of Baku in the summer of 1018, 
and ho insists that if he had been able to im- 
bue the Armenians with the slightest degree 
of fighting spirit the town would never again 
have fallen into the hands of either the Turks 
or the Bolshevists.

Quantity Printing to Bring Low Price 
A new enterprise in book manufacture has 
come from the Reynolds Publishing Com- 
pany of New York, which is publishing 
a series of standard fiction at a price that 
makes it possible to retail for ten cents each. 
These books hav« been contracted for in 
large quantities with the Woolworth Company 
and offered to any others in the trade who 
will buy in lots of 100,000 or more of any 
one title. The books are of a size 6j4 inches 
by 4H, printed on new large type, each vol- 
ume exactly ninety-six pages in length. The 
covers are printed by the offset process in 
six colors and extremely attractive to the 
eye. The type is large, ten to twelve point, 
and clear and black. The volumes are sad- 
dle stitched, and the back cover is used for a 
list of the twelve titles that are included in 
the series. The selection of titles is very in- 
teresting, and includes authors that should 
attract attention as soon as displayed. The 
list is as follows: 

"The Dream Woman." Collins. 

"A Bal Masque." Dumas. 

"The Golden Ingot." O'Brien. 

"The Necklace." Maupassant 

"His Wedded Wife." Kipling.

Such an effort in publishing in a new line 
shows the possibilities of large runs, and as 
assorted orders must run to over a million 
copies to be accepted at all, the distribution 
must be over a wide area to make such quan- 
tities possible. The color work is certainly 
extremely attractive, as would be expected 
from a six-color plate. Altogether, it is one 
of the most interesting experiments in the 
production of books at quantity prices. The 
Reynolds Publishing Company is responsible 
for the Reynolds' Atlas, which recently ap- 
peared on the market, and is connected with 
the Collier interests. 



Wells' World History 

There has naturally been a good deal of 
interest in this country in the various com- 
ments and reports that have come thru from 
England with regard to the new history that 
Mr. Wells has been writing, and which has 
been coming out in parts. The title is "The 
Outline of History." It is being published 
in twenty-four parts of thirty-two pages each 
at is. 2d. per part. There are about thirty 
illustrations per volume, being similar in 
character to those in the familiar editions of 
Greene's "Short History of England," and 
there are two full page color plates, one in tho 
frontispiece and one in the text. Roughly, 



it is a work of about 350,000 words, and is 
presumably to be issued in bound volumes 
shortly. 

Mr. Wells' approach to history is all his 
own, and it is of a character that naturally 
arouses comment and discussion. It would 
have been interesting if the American pub- 
lisher had undertaken to issue it in this same 
form. 



Duplicate of Express Receipts Required 

On and after July 1, the American Rail- 
way Express Co. will keep a duplicate copy 
of every receipt it issues wh en receiving busi- 
ness from shippers. The duplicates will be 
retained by the express company for the pur- 
poses of record and reference, and will be 
held at the shipping office. 

Shippers who have been accustomed to pre- 
pare their own receipts or who have their 
own forms have been requested to make pro- 
vision for supplying duplicates of such re- 
ceipts to the express driver or receiving clerk 
who signs them. 

As a matter of convenience to shippers, the 
regular receipt forms of the express carrier 
will be revised to permit their use in dupli- 
cate form. 

In cases where prepaid receipts are now 
being issued in duplicate, the extra copy be- 
ing used as a record of charges paid, a third 
copy will be required under the new system, 
and in such instances prepaid receipts will 
be issued in triplicate. 

One of the objects of the hew system is to 
bring about better protection for and methods 
of recording the movement of express pack- 
ages in transit

Obituary 

Eleanor H. Porter, best known as the au- 
thor of "Pollyanna," died at her home in 
Cambridge, Mass., on May 21.

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RARE BOOKS. AUTOGRAPHS AND PRINTS 



C. F. Libbie & Company of Boston, who re- 
tired from the suction business at the end 
of last year, have just issued their first cata- 
log of rare books from their new salesroom 
at 78 Bedford Street. 

The American Bookplate Society will co- 
operate in the coming tercentenary celebra- 
tion of the landing of the Pilgrim* by gath- 
ering a collection of Colonial bookplates which 
will be exhibited in connection with the cele- 
bration. The details are now in the hands 
of a special committte. 

The library of the late Samuel Riker, of 
this city, will be sold at the Anderson Gal- 
leries June 1 and 2, instead of May 24, the 
date previously announced in some papers. 
An examination of the books shows that in 
addition to the rarities that have already been 
mentioned there are many choice books of 
moderate value for the booklover. 

A London bookseller, who has suffered 
from book thieves, has devised a neat re- 
venge. In his shop lies a packet, heavy, 
rather bulky, and marked: "Very rare." It 
disappears quickly, it is said, and is constant- 
ly renewed. The repeated vanishing is some- 
what of a puzzle for any one who carried off 
the prize would not be likely to try the game 
a second time. The tempting parcel contains 
— an ordinary brick neatly wrapped. 

A Robert Louis Stevenson Club, already 
with a membership of four hundred, has been 
formed in Edinburgh for the purpose of 
establishing a memorial. Many contributions 
of Stevensonia. including manuscripts pre- 
sented by Sir Sidney Colvin, have been re- 
ceived. The club hopes, as soon, as it obtains 
the necessary funds, to purchase the house 
where Stevenson was born, and to make of it 
a permanent museum of Stevensonia. which 
will include a complete library of all the edi- 
tions of Stevenson's work, writings, and 
literature bearing on his life and work. The 
club m asking for about $8,000 to carry out 
its plans. 

Important sales continue to be announced 
in London. Prices are good and the season 
will not close before July. A collection of 
Persian and Indo-Persian manuscripts and 
miniatures of the fifteenth and sixteenth cen- 
turies, the property of Monsieur Claude 
Anent, of Paris, will be sold at Sotheby's, 
June 4. A collection of early English tales, 
novels, and romances, a continuation of the 
dispersal of the Britwell Court Library, 
owned by S, R. Christie Miller, will be sold 
at Sotheby's June 14 and 15. This sale, like 
those from this library that have preceded 
it, is one of distinction. Some unique rarities 
are offered and many others are extremely 
rare, seldom appearing in the auction room. 

A correspondent in the literary supplement 
of The London Times reports a Dickens dis- 
covery. In two. copies of the supposed first 
edition of "Dombey and Son." both dated 



1848, and each having the list of errata at the 
end, he finds a puzzling difference. In one 
copy the errata line: "sending his compli- 
ments to Mr. Dombey," reads Mrs. To his 
amazement he found the reading in one copy 
"Mr." Dombey and in the other "Mrs." Al- 
tho both signal the erratum. The corre- 
spondent asks: "How could the elusive 'Mrs.' 
have slipped into the one, while the danger 
signal was not removed?" The answer is 
not to be made, of course, without an exam- 
ination of a number of copies, but the discov- 
ery points to two isrues of the first edition, 
a point which will, doubtless, receive the early 
attention of Dickens collectors. 

The collection of William S. Lloyd, of 
Germantown, Penn., whose death occurred a 
short time ago, is especially distinguished for 
its collection of editions of "Robinson 
Crusoe." It contains both issues of the first 
edition, the "apyly" and "apply" issues and 
also the four, editions called for up to August 
1719, including the pirated Dublin edition. 
Four years ago, when a list of the editions 
was issued, he had all of the seventy-eight 
issues between 1719 and 1819 and many later 
issues. In the period since many additions 
have been made. If the collection is broken 
up it will furnish an unprecedented oppor- 
tunity to the "Robinson Crusoe" collector. 

An interesting collection of miscellaneous 
Americana consisting of books relating to the 
American Revolution, California, early west- 
ern narratives and early territorial laws was 
sold at the Anderson Galleries May 20. The 
collection consisted of 249 items and brought 
$6,113.50. Some items of unusual interest

The library of Mrs. Rita Lydig of this city, 
consisting of a choice collection of English 
and French literature, was sold at the An- 
derson Galleries May 18. The star item of 
the collection was a first edition of Cicero, 
printed on vellum, by Nicolaus Jensen, 
Venice, 1470, which brought $2,300 and was 
secured by Dr. A. S. W. Rosenbach. James 
F. Drake paid $1,700 for a Second Folio of 
Shakespeare, and $820 for the first issue of 
Thackeray's "Vanity Fair" in the original 
parts. Other items of special interest were 
the following: Baudelaire's "Oeuvres Com- 
pletes," 7 vols., morocco, Paris, 1868-70.

Funds for Book Acbertiscments 

THE practically uniform success of all the 
well conceived national campaigns has 
been a strong reason for believing that 
such a campaign as the one proposed for books 
would have an exceptional success. One of the 
initial difficulties of all such campaigns must, 
however, be the difficulty of arranging a 
method of collecting funds which will be 
acceptable to the majority of the trade and 
be absolutely fair in its application. In 
gathering a small sum for some general trade 
purpose, it may be perfectly feasible to ask 
for voluntary contributions, to set a flat sum 
for each associate, or to arrange firms in 
two or three classes. But in arranging for 
a large amount for a purpose that is intended 
to increase the business, it seems first essen- 
tial that this should be applied in propor- 
tion to possible results. 

A national campaign of book advertising 
would be intended to increase the general 
trade business of all book publishers. In 
proportion as a publisher has distribution 
thru the general trade channels he would 
benefit, and in such proportion contributions 
should be asked for. No one who has care- 
fully considered the possibilities of this cam- 
paign can fail to see that there lie in it im- 
mense possibilities for book sales. It is psycho- 
logically the time to reach out for a new 
public, the time to reach them with an ap- 
peal to become book readers and owners— not 
merely readers and owners of one particular 
book. It is the time to start the current 
flowing toward the standard books and the 
"back log" books of the publisher's catalog, 
as well as to the new titles. These three 
fields could not well be covered by any other 
form of advertising. 

Such advertising will encourage the new 
person in the business, as it will bring in 
customers for the books he had in stock in- 



stead of forcing on him the difficulty of 
guessing what the high spots of the market 
will be. It ought to even the flow from the 
publisher's storerooms over more titles, with 
better net results. 

As a profitable investment, it seems as tho 
nothing better could be put before the book- 
trade. It is to be hoped that the trade is in 
the mood to consider such a proposal in a 
friendly and co-operative spirit. 



Completing War Copyrights 

ON the date of conclusion of peace, much 
legislation and much international ad- 
ministrative regulation depend in re- 
spect to expiration of their terms. The 
Dominion of Canada has officially designated 
January 1, 1020, as technically the end of 
the war so far as Canada is concerned. It 
was expected that Great Britain would adopt 
the ratification at Versailles as techni- 
cally the end of the war but so far as 
learned no Order in Council has been is- 
sued to that effect. In the recent Order in 
Council respecting copyright relations with 
America an extension of the time for making 
good copyrights which had lapsed under war 
conditions was provided urotil six months 
after the end of the war, so that publication 
within that period in England will effect 
copyright of American works provided they 
had not previously been published in Great 
Britain. In this country the corresponding 
legislation provided a term for the entry of 
British and other copyrights which had not 
fulfilled the manufacturing provision which 
extended for six months after the President's 
proclamation of peace, so that the six months 
has not yet begun to run. It will thus be 
seen that American works published here 
since August 1, 1014, and not already pub- 
lished in England may still secure copyright 
in Great Britain by publication there and that 
British works not manufactured here within 
sixty days and not already published here 
may yet have American copyright on fulfill- 
ment of the manufacturing and other condi- 
tions normally prescribed. Many American 
books published during the war obtained 
copyright thruout His Majesty's dominions by 
the expedient of first publication in New- 
foundland, which was adequate under British 
law. 
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Improving Trade Relations 

AN important development in interna- 
tional trade relations is the organiza- 
tion of the American Chamber of 
Commerce in London, completed some time 
ago, of which the executive secretary, Mr. 
George P. Toby, an American of commercial 
experience, has been in this country for some 
months with the purpose of promoting mem- 
bership on this side of the Atlantic The 
American Chamber of Commerce in Paris 
was, we believe, the first of the kind to be 
organized abroad and will doubtless, under 
the new circumstances since the war, develop 
in importance. The American Chamber of 
Commerce in Berlin organized some time be- 
fore the war commenced, had become an in- 
stitution of value, but can scarcely resume 
operations as yet. The American Chamber 
of Commerce in London, tho a new enter- 
prise, may prove the most important of all. 
It has already a considerable staff at its head- 
quarters in London and places its facilities at 
the disposal of all members visit-'ng London, 
with the purpose of affording them facilities 
of introduction, information as to markets 
and like services. The fee for membership 
is $50 per year, and American publishers have 
already been specifically invited to become 
members in the belief that this institution 
will be of practical usefulness to their repre- 
sentatives in connection with English publish- 
ing. Another new organization is the French 
American Chamber of Commerce recently 
organized in New York in co-ordination with 
the French Institute in the United States, 
both having their seat at 599 Fifth Avenue 
where the Institute has an auditorium used 
by both organizations and maintains a library 
of books of international interest, and in this 
also membership is invited from those inter- 
ested in French trade relations.

For instance, he 
bought more than half, in value, of the Bux- 
ton Forman library and practically all of 
the rarer items in the Stetson collection of 
Wilde. He was also a heavy buyer of the 
greatest rarities in the Wallace sale. In 
March, the Rosenbach Company opened a 
New York branch, in the beautiful old Loeb 
mansion at 273 Madison Avenue, displaying 
books worth upwards of $2,000,000 in its first 
exhibition. 

The fact is now getting to be pretty well 
recognized that Dr. Rosenbach is one of the 
most original, resourceful and dominating fig- 
ures that have appeared in our rare book field. 
He attracted attention from the beginning but 
his successes were won so quietly, easily, and, 
as a matter of course, that they caused little 
comment. Looking backward we can see that 
the Rosenbach Company won its position at 
the very start, for it had been doing business 
but a short time when it purchased the great 
library of Clarence S. Bemant, and a few 
years later that of George C Thomas, of this 
city, and, more recently, the Harry B. Smith 
collection. These three libraries alone cost 
in the neighborhood of $3,000,000 and have 
shown the ability of the firm to handle the 
largest transactions. 

That Dr. Rosenbach is an original genius is 
abundantly shown by his quiet determination 
to play the game in his own way and as it has 
never been played before. What other deal- 
er in this country, or in any 'other, has so 
limited his stock to nuggets of such extreme

rarity and value? Or issued catalogs, year 
after year, representing upwards of $1,000,- 
000 worth of rarities in each? Or advertised, 
day after day, items ranging from $2,000 to 
$50,000? Or is so willing to keep his books 
until the right man comes to buy them. 

It is perfectly clear that Dr. Rosenbach 
knows exactly what he wants. His education, 
taste, and ambition lead him exclusively to 
the great rarities. His skill, courage and re- 
sources in gathering stock finds its counter- 
part in his knowledge of collectors and his 
ability to pick his customers. Henry Stevens 
once said that the successful rare bookdealer 
must be quite as much collector as dealer in 
order to gather and conserve his stock and 
sell it understandingly. It was this combina- 
tion that brought Stevens success and fame 
and it finds an unusual development in Dr. 
Rosenbach. He has a wide knowledge and 
warm feeling for rarities of all kinds, enjoys 
their possession, and knows how to wait with 
patience for a kindred spirit who under- 
stands and appreciates them. If he had not 
been a well balanced collector-dealer he 
would never been able to gather his immense 
stock, conserve it for his trade, or have con- 
ceived the original book-shop at 273 Madison 
Avenue, which has all the atmosphere of the 
library of the cultured and leisurely collector 
and little the aspect of a New York bookstore. 
These characteristics have given the Rosen- 
bach Company its unique standing and lead 
one to expect still greater successes for it in 
the future. 

And in no transaction has Dr. Rosenbach 
shown greater independence of judgment and 
freedom of influence of precedent than in the 
purchase of the Schuhmann collection. The 
interest already shown in it indicates that he 
did not reckon amiss. One cannot escape the 
feeling that the purchase of this library is 
destined to be a landmark in American book 
collecting. For the first time we can see with 
our own eyes a fine example of the exacting 
standard of the French collector and its in- 
fluence is sure to be immediate and lasting. 
This collection of about 1,500 volumes con- 
sists mainly of the rare and beautiful books 
of the eighteenth century, altho there are a 
few classics of an earlier period and a notable 
collection of Elzevirs, and is said to have 
cost 5,000,000 francs. Schuhmann, like Rob- 
ert Hoe in this country, was one of the best 
known collectors in his time. His library 
has long been famous in France, and dealers 
vie with one another in finding rarities for 
it. This general interest in it, especially of 
the rare book-trade, made its existence possi- 
ble. 

Before examining this collection one should 
thoroly fix in his mind the high standard of 
the French collector, for we have nothing to 
compare with it in this country or England.

He will no: he satined with 
less. The "made-up" copy in a gorgeous and 
expensive levant binding, of which we have 
seen so much in recent years, would not in- 
terest him at all. If to a perfect copy in a 
contemporary binding other features are 
added, for instance, a binding by a famous 
master, or a drawing, or a set of drawings, 
of the i 1 1 u s- 
trations, or a long 
line of interesting 
associations, then 
the strength of 
the appeal has 
been enhanced 
immensely. Bear- 
ing all this in 
mind the Schuh- 
m a n n collection 
will prove a revel- 
ation and inspira- 
tion to many. It 
was just such in- 
fluences that in- 
spired and sus- 
tained Robert Hoe

entire book to do this. 

Seymour de Ricci. editor of the "Guide de 
l'Amateur de Livres a Gravure du XVIII 
siecle," who has written so informingly of 
this collection, says that taking the last edi- 
tion of Cohen's "Guide" as a check list, that 
he is convinced that no better or fuller col- 
lection of eighteenth century books could be 
chosen. He classes it with four other libra- 
ries: those of Ferdinand de Rothschild, fa-

illustrated book of the eighteenth century. 
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mous for its old morocco bindings ; Sir David 
Solomon's distinguished for the proof state 
of its engravings; Roederer's, unsurpassed 
for its wealth of original drawings; and Ber- 
aldi's, unique for its quality and high stand- 
ard. The Schuhmann library unites many 
of these qualities — the rich red old morocco 
bindings, the fineness of its beautiful engrav- 
ings, its many original drawings, and has an 
individuality of its own in its association 
books and historic bindings. Mr. de Ricci 
declares in italics that there is "no better col- 
lection of the kind in all Europe and no 
private or public collection in the United 
States can compare for a moment with it." 

Foremost among the series of drawings 
come those of Gravelot for "Gerusalemme 
Liberata" with drawings inlaid and inserted 
in a beautiful old contemporary binding, a 
feature of the scarcest possible occurrence, 
but which is duplicated in the case of the 
Eisen drawings for "Eloge de la Folie," also 
in a rich old morocco binding. The earlier 
style of Moreau is represented by the beau- 
tiful drawings for the "Incas," the later by 
the wonderfully finished set in "Telamaque." 
Cochin is at his best in the eighty-two stately 
drawings for Tasso, half of which were 
never engraved and consequently never pub- 
lished. Borel's drawings for "Destouches" 
and Monnet's designs for "La Pucelle," are 
of the greatest brilliancy. The exquisite 
little drawings in the Bluet collection are 
of especial interest and full of the daintiest 
wit. Schuhmann's last purchase of drawings 
was the admirable series for Marmontel. the 
gem of the Montgermot collection, which the 
old collector was so loathe to part with that 
he retained it when he sold his collection ten 
years ago. 

The French collector has a warm affection 
for these old drawings, and, in consequence, 
few sets have ever reached this country. J. 
Pierpont Morgan secured the beautiful Mor- 
eau drawings for Moliere: Mortimer Schiff 
the Fragonard drawings for La Fontaine: 
and Cortlandt F. Bishop those for "La 
Pucelle." but this has been about the limit 
of American success. 

One should not fail to mention the col- 
lection of colored views of Paris by Janinet 
and Le Campion, said to be the finest of the 
three known existing sets; the great Moliere. 
from the Beraldi collection, one of two 
known copies in old morocco, with the com- 
plete set of fleurons and avant-lettres. in- 
cluding the beautiful portrait: and the gem 
of the collection of Schuhmann. the beautiful 
copy of Dorat's "Les Baiscrs." the most cele- 
brated illustrated book of the eighteenth cen- 
tury once owned by Queen Marie Antoin- 
ette in the most desirable condition of bind- 
ing and provenance and said to be the most 
costly French book in the world.

Montgomery-Page Co. Case Postponed 

The case of Mrs. Louise Montgomery Mac- 
donald. author of "Anne of Green Gables." 
against the Page Company has been passed on 
to a master, and no decision will be given or 
testimony taken until later. The complaint, 
as filed by her attorney, asks that the Page 
Company be restrained from further distribu- 
tion of the "Further Chronicles of Avonlea," 
which was published by them in March, de- 
claring that the book, as published, contains 
greatly revised versions of the material as 
submitted. The volume, she contends, is be- 
ing misrepresented to the public as her latest 
"Anne Shirley" book. 

Anne Shirley is the most noted character 
of her novels, the heroine of "Anne of Green 
Gables," a novel which had a big success. 
Mrs. Macdonald claims her contract with the 
publishers provided that the book "Further 
Chronicles of Avonlea," a collection of short 
stories previously published in magazines and 
newspapers, was to have no reference to Anne 
Shirley other than those in the stories as first 
published. 

The material as she submitted it to the book 
publishers, she asserts, was to undergo, ac- 
cording to the contract, no changes except 
those incidental to the usual editorial revision. 
The publishing house, however, she declares, 
has largely rewritten the stories, and intro- 
duced the character Anne Shirley, as well as 
many phrases from her earlier books.

CLOSING THE SALE 

The final step in the selling process may 
be successfully accomplished by certain defi- 
nite appeals by words and actions, yet, first 
of all. the salesman must be able to recog- 
nize the best time to close. With the impul- 
sive type, the sale may not be closed in time; 
with the deliberative customer it may be 
closed too quickly. The problem of when to 
close arises with the other types as well. No 
one can tell the salesman just when to close. 
He must be able to sense when the psycho- 
logical moment has arrived. Study plus ex- 
perience will develop this ability. If the 
previous three steps have been well per- 
formed, the last step should not be extremely 
difficult. Yet there are certain subtle fac- 
tors which tend to obstruct decision, a con- 
sideration of which in the following para- 
graph should aid the salesman in success- 
fully overcoming them. 

CLOSING BY WORDS 

First, handling objections. No matter 
how effective the salestalk. nor how much 
interest has been developed, if an objection 
presents itself in the customer's mind and 
is not dislodged, the salesman is prevented 
from closing the sale. Such objections are 
known in psychology as inhibiting ideas. 
As long as these ideas or objections are 
prominent in the customer's mind, or arc 
even lurking in the margin of his conscious- 
ness, he will not decide to buy. All obstruc- 
tions to decision, expressed or unvoiced, 
must be eliminated before the fourth step in 
the selling proces can be reached. The ex- 
press train of selling effort cannot reach its 
destination — sales — unless it has a clear 
track on which to operate. 

The salesman should know quite thoroly 
the obstructions that are most liable to be 
thrown into the path of his salestalk. Prep- 
aration to meet objections is the only suc- 
cessful way of handling them. Extempora- 
neous treatment is fraught with danger. 
Naturally, unexpected objections that under 
no circumstances could be foreseen and pro- 
vided for, will come up from time to time 
during any day's work. Clever impromptu 
handling of such by able salesmen often oc- 
curs ; but, unfortunately, this success some- 
times obscures the necessity for careful 
study to meet most effectively the objec- 
tions that usually occur. 

Not only should the salesman be pre- 
pared to meet expressed objections, but also 



unexpressed objectior/l or inhibiting ideas. 
These inhibiting ideas can often be ascer- 
tained by noting the attitude of the cus- 
tomer when the price is mentioned or when 
quality or style is explained or emphasized. 
If the buying motive can thus be ascer- 
tained, the most logical inhibiting ideas det- 
rimental to a sale may be disclosed and ef- 
fectively eliminated according to prear- 
ranged plans. To meet ably an objection 
that is stated is good salesmanship, but to 
anticipate and meet adroitly an unex- 
pressed objection thereby forestalling it, is 
better salesmanship. Inhibiting ideas should 
be killed while they are still on the fringe 
of consciousness — before they come to hold 
the center of the stage. 

IF THE PRICE IS "TOO HIGH*' 

Some of the most common objections, 
whether stated or unexpressed, are known 
to every experienced and able salesman. One 
of these is price. How often has the ob- 
jection, "The price is too high," ended all 
effort to consummate a sale. When cus- 
tomers say this, do they mean that the price 
is absolutely too high for them, i. e., that 
they actually cannot afford it, or do they 
mean that the store is asking too much for 
the goods, i. e., that a lower price would 
insure a fair profit? Or may it be possible 
that customers in some cases may mean nei- 
ther of these possibilities? Sometimes peo- 
ple use the above phrase to cover up a gen- 
eral disinclination to buy. Because of the 
latter use. this phrase has developed into a 
commercial term, which, .when expressed, 
usually indicates that the salesman has 
failed to gain the interest of the customer. 
Redoubled effort to interest the customer is 
the best means of handling this objection 
under these circumstances. 

Where price appears to be the real stum- 
bling block to the sale, i. e., when the cus- 
tomer feels that he can't afford it, the rea- 
son usually is because the salesman has not 
demonstrated that the worth of the bonk- (its 
ability to satisfy wants) is equal to the 
price or is fairly represented by it. In cases 
of this kind the trouble is with the cus- 
tomer's estimate of the book's value. His 
conception of value is faulty because of his 
lack of appreciation, which in turn is rtue 
to the negligence or inability of the Miles- 
man to supply it. The customer must be 
made to feel the sensations of a possessor; 
he should realize distinctly the satisfactions 
that would accrue to him in return for the 
price asked. 

The worth of the book is what the cus- 
tomer could get out of it; the value is what 
the customer thinks he could get nut of it. 
The worth must be equal to or greater than 
the customer's conception of its value if the

sale is to be permanently satisfactory. 
Whether or not the customer buys depends 
on the salesman's display of the book's vir- 
tues and their relationship to the needs of 
the customer. Hugh Chalmers says, "If you 
need an article, you p*ay for it whether you 
buy it or not." To show the need is often 
the business of the salesman. Needs do not 
always present themselves clearly to the cus- 
tomer. In order to be fully realized, they 
have to be held before the attention. Worth 
becomes value when any article is fully ap- 
preciated. No commodity is highly valued 
or "is worth much" until its qualities and 
their relationship to the customer is known. 
Hence the necessity of "know." 

Price is the money expression of the costs 
of production and distribution, including a 
legitimate profit in both. It should not be 
more than the worth of the book and is oft- 
entimes less. If the customer's conception 
of the book's value is less than its price, 
not only should the worth of the book be 
further explained, but also the reason for 
the price. Especially with high priced books 
is it necessary to explain the costs to a 
thrifty customer. Thus to legitimatize the 
price is often the only way to close a sale, 
even when the worth of the book is fully 
realized by the customer. Unfortunately, 
ignorance of the factors that go to make up 
cost often stands in the way of meeting an 
objection against price itself. 

"I THINK I'l.L LOOK AROUND" 

A second objection often met is sometimes 
expressed by the phrases, "I want to look 
around before I decide," or "I'll think it 
over and come in again." Unexpressed, it is 
indicated by uneasiness on the part of the 
customer when the salesman attempts to 
close the sale. In the latter case the cus- 
tomer may not be able to criticize the article 
adversely in any way and may desire it. 
However, in the margin of his conscious- 
ness is the inhibiting idea that possibly a 
better price may be secured elsewhere, and 
that there will be regret later if action is 
premature or hasty. 

When the salesman realizes that the cus- 
tomer is desirous of shopping before coin- 
ing to a decision, what should be his atti- 
tude towards the situation? Should he at- 
tack competitors or try to depreciate their 
lines? Altho this is often done, it is poor 
salesmanship. The result of such action is 
a feeling on the part of the customer that 
the salesman fears the competitors and is 
afraid the sale will be lost if he has a 
chance to look around. This increases the 
customer's desire to do so. There is an old 
saying, "If your competitor talks about you, 
put him on your pay roll. It doesn't mat- 
ter what he says so long as he talks." Talk- 
ing about one's competitor or his books sug- 
gests that these are important considera- 
tions ; important because they have forced 
themselves to the front for consideration. 
But when a competitor's books have been 



brought into the foreground by their cus- 
tomer their merit should be recognized; 
they cannot 4>e ignored. Competitors and 
competing lines can best be placed in the 
background by describing thoroly the merit 
'of the books the salesman fs trying to sell* 
One department manager, when asked how 
he handled "shoppers," said, "We endeavor 
to sell them. Customers will often look 
around before they buy, so we realize that 
we cannot always get their order at first. 
But we try to find something they are in- 
terested in that entirely suits them, and then 
we endeavor to interest them in this item 
and get them to desire it so much that any- 
thing else, no matter where it is found, will 
not appeal to them." To sell books on their 
merits rather than on the demerits of com- 
petitors' goods, is good salesmanship. 

If the customer expresses his desire to 
look elsewhere, it is always wise for the 
salesman to appear perfectly willing to have 
him do so. To attack the idea of looking 
elsewhere brings it from the margin into the 
focus of consciousness and makes it more ef- 
fective in controlling action. Confidence 
should be expressed that no competitor can 
show better books but that the customer 
cannot fully realize this until he has seen 
other stocks. Renewed energy should then 
be put forth in summing up the points 01" 
merit, and in bringing out new arguments. 
Nothing will sell books to a customer prone 
to look around, so much as a willingness 
exhibited by the salesman for him to look 
elsewhere, and a large fund of convincing 
information about the books. Customers, 
like children, have a tendency to do what 
they are not desired to do ; so when the 
salesman answers their declaration of look- 
ing around by commending it and advising 
its performance, forces are at once set at 
work in the customer's mind opposing fts 
own suggestion and tending to eliminate its 
practical application. Expressed or implied 
unwillingness to have a customer look 
around before purchasing is justifiable un- 
der no conditions and is usually evidence of 
the inability of the salesman to arouse the 
interest of the customer in the books. 

COXFLICTING DESIRES 

A third objection to closing a sale may be 
the presence in the customer's mind of in- 
hibiting ideas in the form of rival desires 
competing to be satisfied. Thus, if a set 
of encyclopedias is purchased, a trip to the 
Adirondacks must be foregone; or if a set 
of Scott is bought, an old piece of furni- 
ture may escape the discard. For most people, 
having limited means, one purchase usually 
displaces another; altho customers may in- 
frequently view one purchase in terms of 
goods gone without. With high priced items, 
however, the satisfying ability of one is pit- 
ted against the satisfying ability of the 
other, a logical buying judgment is formed 
that will insure maximum satisfaction. The 
salesman can better insure the merits of 
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his books if he can obtain knowledge of 
competing desires that serve as inhibiting 
ideas. Oftentimes this information can be 
secured from something that the customer 
may say, or by questioning him. Such ob- 
jections when known to the salesman, place 
him in a position to advise the customer and 
perhaps remove him from an unsatisfactory 
dilemma. 

A fourth objection sometimes expressed 
is "My husband (or wife) must see it." 
Where the customer is sincere, nothing re- 
mains for the salesman to do except wait 
for the husband (or wife) to come. How- 
ever, in many cases this objection is ex- 
pressed merely to give some reason for not 
purchasing a book for which no real desire 
has been created. It thus resembles the ob- 
jection, "Price too high." The salesman 
should realize that interest has not been 
thoroly developed, and an attempt must be 
made to more intimately connect up the talk 
with the characteristics of the customer and 
his needs. 

If the sale is lost, a searching analysis of 
the reasons therefor should be made. In 
going over the salestalk it will usually be 
found that important points were omitted or 
else thrown into the talk haphazardly. Per- 
haps the needs of the customer were not 
sufficiently considered or ascertained. Pos- 
sibly other reasons could be advanced for 
failure to close the sale. Not in all cases 
can the real reason for the loss of a sale be 
ascertained, but analysis is the only means 
of finding the reason in any case. If rea- 
sons for the loss of half the sales could be 
determined, corrective salesmanship would 
earn big results. That some causes for 
failure to close the sales would be unearthed 
by study, is beyond question, and this alone 
is sufficient justification for careful analysis 
of each sale. 

A fifth objection is. "It's not the title I 
first Tiad in mind." In reality, the volume 
offered by the salesman was more suitable 
than the one asked for. but the salesman did 
not know it. Competing lines must be known 
as well as the books on the shelves. No 
customer will ever feel imposed upon by a 
salesman if the latter conscientiously shows 
the real superiority of other titles. Service 
is desired and appreciated when offered.

American Novels Popular in 
Australia 

English book-trade paper comments on the 
situation 

Many authors deplore the want of enter- 
prise which they think English publishers 
show in the matter of pushing their books 
in the Colonies, and notably in Australasia 
and Canada, says a writer in the London 
Book-Post. They point to the unquestion- 
able fact that American books flood Cana- 
dian bookshops, and in Australia and New 
Zealand practically every decent American 
novel has a fair show, while the books of 
English authors who are not best "sellers" 
are difficult to find. 

This, however, is to do publishers an in- 
justice, and is a superficial explanation of a 
state of matters that every patriotic person 
deplores. The true explanation is that the 
literary taste of America, say. in fiction, is, 
with small modification, the same as the liter- 
ary taste of Australasia. The average Eng- 
lish novel by an unknown writer would fail 
to find a point of contact with the Australian- 
born man, whereas the most commonplace 
American novel would at least interest him 
as dealing with a kind of life that he was 
more or less familiar with, and expressing 
sentiments and describing emotions that he 
was in sympathy with. In Canada, of course, 
these reasons would be stronger. 

The explanation is simple. America is still 
in a sense a new countrv. as Australia is in 
the fullest sense. The efforts of new. vigor- 
ous peoples to found homes and fortunes in 
primitive conditions, inevitably leads to a 
simple view that has no understanding of the 
civilization of the old countries. If Ameri- 
can novels are more popular than British 
writers in the Colonies, it is because Ameri- 
can authors supply them with the kind of 
fiction they want. A "best seller" in Eng- 
land may become a best seller in Australasia, 
but an American novel that catches on is 
safe to repeat its success in Australasia. 
Broadly speaking, the Colonial taste in fiction 
is. as in America, sentimental. In the far- 
off days of "Bonnie Briar Bushes." the Scot- 
tish stories of the late "Ian Maclaren" sold 
hv tens of thousands in the Colonies, and 
for years after first publication Mrs. Bar- 
clay's famous novel. "The Rosary" held the 
field in Australasia as a best seller. 

As to other classes of literature: it is 
well known to publishers that before the war 
London buyers for the Colonies had stand- 
ing instructions to send no new religious 
hooks unless to order. It would be interest- 
ing to know whether the war has made a 
change in this feeling. In New Zealand, 
however, there has always been a fair de- 
mand for relieious books, due, no doubt, to 
the large numbers of Scottish Presbyterians 
in that country. 
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Good Book-Making 

The Marshall Jones Company deserves spe- 
cial mention this month for its admirable 
production of the book called "The Story of 
Jesus," arranged by Mrs. Richard Henry 
Dana. Jr., with full page pictures in color, repro- 
ductions from the early kalian masters. The 
manufacture of the book has been done at 
the Plimpton Press. It is an oblong quarto 
i2 l / 3 x 9 J/2 inches, simply but suitably bound 
in heavy blue buckram with dark blue lin- 
ing papers. The text, which is on the left 
hand page, consists of paragraphs from the 
New Testament, printed in large type, and 
the illustrations are full page in color, re- 
markably reproduced. The general effect of 
these plates in their smooth, dull tones with 
brilliant touches of gold conveys wonder- 
fully the atmosphere of early art, and bet- 
ter reproduction has seldom been done in 
our American book-making. 



Harper Brothers can be complimented on 
their excellent making of the edition of Rene 
Bazin's "Pierre and Joseph." There is a de- 
lightful frontispiece by Thelma Cudlipp 
Grosvenor, which has been used again as a 
wrapper, as attractive a book wrapper as we 
have seen this year. The type and make-up 
of the book are excellent, and the cover in 
blue cloth, a dainty piece of book-making. 



Houghton Mifflin's edition of "Cape Cod- 
dities," the authors of which arc concealed 
under the decidedly Cape names of Dennis 
and Marion Chatham, is an excellent type 
of good book-making. The line drawings by 
Harold Cue are delightfully adapted to the 
text. This artist should do more in this 
field, as few have so gracefully fitted their 
work to the needs of book design. There 
can be no doubt that the attractiveness of 
this book will be in a large measure respon- 
sible for getting its graceful essays a good 
reading. The cover design and wrapper are 
as effective as the printing. 



The iRiversidc Press is also responsible 
for a verv neat piece of book-making in 
"The Third Window" by Ann Douglas 
Sedgwick. The type page is most effective, 
and the wrapper, too, might be mentioned. 



Printing Strike in Australia 

Over 3000 operatives are on strike in Mel- 
bourne. The strike began on March 1st. 
Six unions are involved in the dispute. 

Each union ha.s grievances of its own, and 
they arc all making common cause. The de- 
mands include £5 for a week of 44 hours, in 
lieu of 48 hours, for compositors, letterpress 
machinists, and sterotypers; £5 5s. for read- 
ers. £5 us. for Hnotypers for day work 
and £6 12s. for night work. 



. . Poetry and Drama Prizes 

Judges for this Year Appointed 
The prize of $500 for the best volume of 
poems written by an American citizen, which 
the Poetry Society of America has for the 
past two seasons given thru Columbia Uni- 
versity, will this year be awarded directly 
by the Society. The judges for the present 
season are Prof. John Livingston Lowes of 
Harvard University, author of "Convention 
and Revolt in Poetry," Edwin Arlington 
Robinson, and Alice Corbin Henderson. As- 
sociate-editor of Poetry: A Magazine of 
Verse. 

The Society also offers the William Lind- 
say Prize of $500 for the best unproduced 
and unpublished full length poetic play writ- 
ten by an American citizen. By "full 
length" is meant a play that will occupy an 
evening. No restrictions are placed upon the 
number of acts or scenes, or on the nature 
of the subject matter. The judges of the 
contest will be George Arliss, Professor 
George Pierce Baker of Harvard, Clayton 
Hamilton, Jessie B. Rittenhouse and Stuart 
Walker. 

The contest closes July 1st. 1921, and the 
successful play will be announced at the Oc- 
tober meeting of the Poetry Society. Manu- 
scripts should be addressed to The Drama 
Committee of the Poetry Society of America, 
care of Stuart Walker, Chairman. Carnegie 
Hall, New York City.

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BOSTON BOOKSELLER TALKS BEFORE THE FRENCH 
BOOK-TRADE ORGANIZATION 



Mr. Louis Jobin, head of the well known 
foreign bookstore of Schoenhof. Boston, is 
reported in the French book-trade paper as 
having addressed a meeting of publishers 
and booksellers in Paris on April 17th. The 
members of both the booksellers and pub- 
lishers organizations met to hear him speak 
on ways and means of developing the sale 
of French books in the United States. The 
report from France reads: 

"President Tallandier opened the meeting 
by introducing Mr. Jobin who is Canadian 
French and has always loved his fatherland 
(his ancestor came from the parish of Saint 
Germain l'Auxerrois) with a constant loy- 
alty that has made him turn his Boston home 
into a center of French propaganda. To be 
convinced of this one has only to glance over 
the little book review published by him called 
Lc Livre Contemporain, which is a model of 
clearness of style and of typography. 

"Mr. Jobin after stating that he had no in- 
tention of giving a lecture, but simply a talk, 
outlined the ethnical situation in the United 
States where the French element is relatively 
unimportant compared with the fourteen mil- 
lions of Germans and the twelve millions of 
Irish who help make up the population of the 
United States. It was on account of their 
numerical supremacy that the Germans pre- 
dominated before the war in the book-trade, 
but it was also on account of their shrewd 
methods, the activity of their agents in the 
book business and of their professors and 
students who kept up a lively propaganda for 
the German book-trade in the universities 
and the libraries^ The German book-trade 
had a large held of its own to start with, if 
it counted only its German-speaking clientele 
but its actions were singularly aided by the 
team-work of its professors and students 
who made a point of extolling everywhere the 
superiority of 'kultur.' 

"Mr. Jobin said he would like to see the 
French professors and students take their 
propaganda to the United States by going 
there themselves to explain French methods 
and introduce French works. 

"Mr. Jobin examined the different branches 
of the book-trade. In the matter of general 
literature he advises the publication of critical 
catalogs like his, with short notices. It 
would be a good thing if these notices could 
be written by critics of reputation. In truth 
it would seem quite necessary to publish 
works of literary criticism, in order that 
clients might follow French literary move- 
ments. 

"He pointed out the great interest there 
would he in the production of books for chil- 
dren. The whole middle class of the United 
States wants its children to learn one foreign 
language: if the child learns French — and 
there really is a strong tendency in that di- 



rection — the whole family will be influenced 
thereby. There should accordingly be made 
ready for the use of the child not only a 
good grammar but also interesting books of 
attractive make-up at a low price. 

"In the matter of scientific books more 
time would be needed to get ready a supply 
of them to displace those of the German 
book-trade which up to now have predom- 
inated. French professors and students must 
take upon themselves the pioneer work for 
French science. We should send our pro- 
fessors and students into the universities and 
libraries of the United States. It is upon 
them that must rest the charge of preparing 
the propaganda and of attracting to France 
American students who, on their return to 
the United States, will carry to their com- 
patriots a taste for French literature and 
science. 

"As for text-books, Mr. Jobin advises a 
careful consideration of methods for getting 
out books to teach French to foreigners, 
whereas the usual way in France has been 
to publish mostly books which teach foreign 
languages to the French. He suggests also 
that the publishers should avail themselves of 
the methods of presentation used in the 
United States. The thing to do really would 
be to make a special edition Qf our classics 
for the use of the United States. 

"Mr. Jobin closed his remarks with an 
emphasis on the necessity of advertising 
methodically and not wasting money (as has 
often been done) by sending out representa- 
tives unfitted for the parts they were expected 
to play. 

"He puts his review Le lM>re Contemporain 
at the disposal of the French publishers, ask- 
ing them to send him 'lettres de Paris' which 
should be literary chronicles; to furnish him 
copy: to co-operate with him in his works, 
and to make up weekly catalogs for America. 
If necessary he will reprint extracts from the 
works listed in those catalogs. 

"After his address Mr. Jobin answered 
questions which were asked him by his fellow 
book-men; and after the thanks of the presi- 
dent, expressed by him for the others, the 
meeting was adjourned." 



Printers' Imprint Lam Enforced 
in London 

At recent police court sessions in London, 
six printers were lined for producing books 
without their shop imprints. The law which 
requires thus was enacted under George III, 
and was passed originally to prevent the cir- 
culation of seditious literature after the first 
French Republic. The Justice decided that 
there could be no avoiding of the provisions 
of this Act. and lined the printers who had 
been summoned.

English Book-Trade News 

(From Our London Correspondent) 
There is a definite effort to keep the public 
fully informed as to the increasing difficulties 
which publishers of all kinds of literature are 
having to face. For instance, the Weekly 
Newspaper and Periodical Proprietors' Asso- 
ciation has issued a circular dealing with the 
new conditions. Here they are : 

Paper shortage and high prices of paper 
and all other materials. 

Higher salaries, to meet the increased cost 
of living. 

Higher wages, to meet the increased co>t 
of living. 

Altered conditions as to working hours, 
overtime, holidays, etc. 

Higher railway and other transportation 
rates. 

And paper is up 300 to 400 per cent in print- 
ing charges 175 to 200 per cent., engraving 
and illustrating 200 per cent. 

The Nation is the first British journal, we 
believe, to print an "American Literary Sup- 
plement." It was an excellent idea, and I 
hope other journals will have the courage 
to do the same. The supplement contained 
the following articles: "Recent American 
Poetry," by Padraic Colum ; "American Criti- 
cism of Today," by J. E. Spingarn; "Phil- 
osophy in America," by Morris R. Cohen; 
"The Recent American Novel," by Francis 
Hackett; "The Literary Capitol of the United 
States," by H. L. Mencken. In the "Poetry" 
article the author finished by saying: "Her 
nationality has been a political one, but it 
is now becoming an intellectual one, and the 
poets of today are the signs of, and the helps 
to, a full nationality." 

And it is well worth while giving a quota- 
tion from Mr. Hackett's article: "The pos- 
sibilities of the American novel are still prac- 
tically untouched. One new development of 
the novel, the egoistic form of Joyce, may 
easily invite the men who are repressed in 
other directions. It the novel can desert the 
community and the clan, to become the inten- 
sive history of personality and personal con- 
tacts, then the young American literary artist 
may quickly make himself at home. But 
granted that this is a limited possibility, out 
of the democratic form of the Dreiser novel 
may come a much deeper and more beauti- 
ful expression. The Dreiser novel may be 
only a chrysalis, preserving the novel until 
it has conquered not only the gentility but 
the fear of free individuality which is still 
the greatest enemy of American art. 

In Paris we hear that English novels are 
being sold at 22 francs, while the old 2 franc 
French novel is now being issued at 6.50 
francs. 

The Royal Literary Fund is resuming its 
annual dinner, which has been in abeyance 
since 1014. Mr. Edmund Gosse. C.B., 
LL.D.. was the chairman at the next din- 
ner, which was held at Draper's Hall on 
Mine 3. The fund was established in 1790, 



and exists for the assistance of authors and 
their families who are in want or distress. 
It is administered by a committee composed 
chiefly of distinguished men of letters, who 
have to look in large measure to the annual 
appeal made at the dinner for raising the 
means to carry on the work. 

More increases. Here are quotations from 
the British and Colonial Printer and Sta- 
tioner: 

BOOKBINDING 

Costs Still Advancing 
Costs of bookbinding material are mounting 
apace, and there are no signs that they have 
reached the limit. Glue has advanced about 
10s. per cwt. ; paste has risen another 2s. to 4s. ; 
thread and tapes have kept track; and calico 
has reached the region of is. 2d. to is. 3d. 
per yard. 

MARBLE PAPERS 

Marble papers are as scarce as ever, if not 
more so, and the price is soaring to a pro- 
hibitive height. Foreign imitation marble 
papers have been in evidence more than the 
real thing, but the quality is poor and the 
price very little below that charged for the 
genuine goods. 

LEATHER 55 

Leathers arc keeping firm in price and slow 
in delivery, very little stock of any kind be- 
ing in hand. The sale of a huge quantity of 
hides to Germany did not help matters, altho 
it might do us much good if it helps to put 
that country in a more normal condition. 
Basils are being sold at is. 6d., to is. 6d. per 
square foot, calfs at 4s. to 4s. 6d., anglos at 
3s., skivers at is. to is. 2d. Rough fleshers 
are in good demand as a substitute for calf, 
and work out at little more than half the 
price. Moroccos and roans are difficult to 
secure, and prices are almost prohibitive, ex- 
cept for best class work. 

VELLUM AND SUBSTITUTES 

The high price and difficulty in securing 
vellums has led to an increased use of vellum 
substitutes, so much so that the manufac- 
turers of the latter are quite unable to feed 
the demand. Several of the hand-made pa- 
per mills have turned their attention to this 
trade, and are producing a rough-edged sheet 
of natural vellum color and tremendous 
strength. 

At a recent meeting of the Retail Book. 
Stationery and Allied Trade Association, it 
was reported that "altho the Association had 
only been in existence a little over nine 
months, it already had nearly 1.600 members, 
many grievances had been settled to the ad- 
vantage of the members, and altogether mat- 
ters were in a very satisfactory state." 

There has been a cessation in the pub- 
lishing of new series of famous classics, but 
the English firm of Moring is announcing 
a series at a shilling each, attractively printed, 
but in paper covers. It may be that popular 
series of classics are to have a tendency to 
come out in paper form hereafter. 
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THE PRESENT SITUATION IN EXPRESS FACILITIES 
The President George C. Taylor of the American Raihay Express Discusses the Situation 



[The efficiency of out express is a matter of 
greatest importance to every producer and to 
every merchant. The increased business activ- 
ity that the country is anxious to obtain is 
handicapped on every side by the lack of full 
facilities for distribution. The conditions 
facing the express business are so clearly ex- 
plained in a speech by President Taylor before 
the Merchants' Association of New York on 
April 14th that it is reprinted from the Asso- 
ciation's bulletin.] 

HOW THE EXPRESS BUSINESS GREW 

"The express business started eighty years 
ago, and gradually grew with the development 
of the country. Companies came into exist- 
ence and went out, or were absorbed. Rail- 
roads tried running their own express, but 
this did not prove the best plan, mainly for 
the reason that the essence of express service 
is time, which can best be had by the use 
of a number, or many, lines of railroad, which 
so far as the express is concerned, become as 
one continuous line or system of transporta- 
tion — thus avoiding loss of time and damage 
in re-handling at connecting points with other 
companies, it being necessary in a transfer 
between one express company and another, 
that matter be re-handled, checked and 
recorded in order to place responsibility. 

"Up to 1914 the surviving companies, gen- 
erally speaking, prospered by contracting for 
their railroad transportation as best they 
could and by purchasing all commodities used 
in the conduct of their business at prevailing 
prices — they still had in their own hands the 
making of their own rates to meet this outgo 
and to provide for reasonable profit. Their 
service was, generally speaking, dependable. 

ADVENT OF THE PARCEL POST 

1013, after an exhaustive investiga- 
study, the Interstate Commerce 
Commission issued an entirely new rate struc- 
ture, founded upon an entirely new and great- 
ly reduced basis. Almost simultaneously there- 
with, the Parcel Post was inaugurated and 
became a competitor. The situation looked 
hopeless. Three companies retired from 
business. The remaining seven decided to 
make the best of it and give it a fair trial. 
We could not. however, expand our facilities 
by capital outlay, by reason of the uncer- 
tainty, and some of our facilities were thus 
outgrown. 

"Nineteen fourteen proved a bad year, the 
companies, as a whole, failing to meet oper- 
ating expenses. 

"By vigorous economies and effort, however, 
the years 191 5 and 1916 yielded a fair profit 
and the service was dependable and generally 
good. 

"In 1917. however, by reason mainly of the 
effect of the European War. heavy increases 
in wages and costs of everything used in the 
conduct of the business, and by reason. 



"In 
tion and 



further, of the let-up in efficiency of labor, 
which you all have experienced our operation 
disclosed a failure to meet operating ex- 
penses the actual deficit from transportation 
activities running into a sum well over two 
millions of dollars and which is still, even 
now, being added to by the settlement of old 
loss and damage claims and personal injury 
suits, most of which, 1 am pleased to say, 
are now behind us. 

"With the taking over of the railroads 
in December, 191 7, we were not included. The 
Director General decided he would not recog- 
nize our then existing contracts with the rail 
lines put under Federal control and considered 
them cancelled. We continued our operations, 
however, with a determination to perform 
the express service, so essential to the com- 
merce of the country as best we could and to 
work out our wholly new situation, and this 
determination was all the more pronounced 
by reason of the railroads' fast freight serv- 
ice being badly crippled, resulting in the over- 
burdening of the express in the handling of 
emergency shipments for war and other im- 
pelling purposes, which business the express 
was never organized to handle. 

THE EXPRESS CONSOLIDATION 

"When the Director General declined to 
recognize our operating contracts, he did say 
he would deal with us as one company and 
enter into an agreement with that one com- 
pany, to conduct the express business, as his 
agent, on all Federal-controlled lines. 

"After long but constant negotiations for 
nearly six months there was formed, on 
June 22, 1918, the now American Railway 
Express Company, which was not a merger 
but an entirely new corporation, to which each 
of the four old companies — the Adams, Amer- 
ican, Southern and Wells Fargo — sold their 
tangible property used in express operations, 
at its depreciated book value, and took stock 
therefor and in addition, subscribed three mil- 
lions in cash as working capital. 

"The inventory of this property, real and 
personal, was verified and certified by the 
Government. 

"Effective July 1, 1918, with a contract with 
the Director General, we began the operation 
of the new company, necessarily helping so 
far as we could, in the liquidation of the trans- 
portation affairs of the old companies as 
they lay all over the country in some 35.000 
offices. This was a burden, but we felt it to 
be a duty we owed to the pt>blic and the old 
companies, the latter paying the new company, 
however, the expense thereof. 

"Two of the companies, in February, 1919, 
decided to handle their own liquidation items. 
The other two are still working thru this 
company, and their unadjusted matters 
(which I am in touch with) are reduced to a 
very nominal amount, all of which we hope 
to close out before the end of June. 
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TROUBLES OF THE NEW COMPANY 

"The new company, beginning with its 
operations July 1, 1918, by reason of constant- 
ly increasing wages and cost of all materials 
used in the conduct of the business, has never 
been able to meet its expenses. 

"Its deficit July t, 1918, to the end of that 
year, was over nine millions of dollars, and 
for the year 1919 was over twenty- four mil- 
lions. We were never guaranteed, as the 
railways were, a standard return, but we were 
guaranteed against deficit. Thus we have 
operated as best we could for twenty-two 
months, with absolutely no return to the 
owners or stockholders upon thirty-five mil- 
lion dollars actual value of real estate and 
plant, of which three million was new cash 
put up by the stockholders on July 1, 1918. 

"We feel, therefore, that we have at least 
tried to carry our share of the war burden 
and we still have confidence and nerve and 
energy left to stare the future squarely in th» 
face, and if permitted with a fair fighting 
chance, to build from the wreck an efficient 
and dependable express service, so necessary, 
we believe, for the well-being of our com- 
merce and industry. 

"As I look into the future. I cannot see the 
best and cheapest express service come from 
a restoration of the several old companies, 
nor the formation of several new ones. It 
would mean again adding to the rates enough 
more — which the public would have to bear 
— to pay for duplicate services, in the elimina- 
tion of which this company has saved many 
millions of dollars ; and it would mean a less 
efficient express service, for reasons which 
I will later briefly mention. 

NEED TWO YEARS TO RECOVER 

"We realize our service has not been up to 
standard and is not now, and it will take 
time to make it so; in my judgment, at least 
two years, to reach anything like a normal 
situation. 

"We arc dependent upon the railroads for 
our cars and transportation. 

"There is not enough express car equip- 
ment in existence, by some 2.000 cars, to 
properly handle the business of today. 

"The railroads are not to blame for this, 
and neither are we. Their present situation 
is but the outgrowth of conditions over which 
they had no control. No railroad could be 
blamed for not being willing to spend vast 
sums in new equipment and facilities, and 
neither could tbis company be blamed, and 
had we undertaken it. you know as well as 
T do that with the uncertain future up to the 
end of Federal control, such money could 
not have been obtained. 

MAKING NKW CONTRACTS 

"Our transportation contract for all lines 
formerly under Federal control expired auto- 
matically February 29, when the roads went 
back to private management. 

"Under the Transportation Act. we are in 
process of making contracts with the several 
hundred larpe and small roads over 00 per 



cent of which have already been negotiated, 
out under the law these are only made for 
the period to August 31, 1920. Until that 
date we are protected against deficit. After 
that, if we exist at all, we must have higher 
rates to meet our higher wages and costs. 
Our application for such rates is before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. We are 
also permitted, under the Jaw, to apply to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission for legal- 
ization of this new company. Our prayer tor 
that is now before that body. 

RAILROADS ARE HELPING 

"The railroads are mindful of our car and 
terminal requirements and I am informed 
will shortly place orders for at least a por- 
tion of such cars. We need equipment and 
buildings, and are peady, provided we can be 
assured some reasonable tenure of existence, 
to endeavor to interest new capital in such 
facilities; but we cannot do this unless the 
public is willing for us to continue, and not 
until we have closed proper contracts with 
the railroads and secured increased rates to 
enaible us to have an assurance of a fair re- 
turn for the use of our organization and 
capital invested. All of our efforts arc now 
centered toward a consummation of all these 
matters which, at the best, "will take time and 
patience. 

"As one express company, operating over 
all lines, we can give a better service by the 
use of the most direct routes ; 

"We can avoid much duplicate service and 
expense, which in the end must be borne by 
the public : 

"We can give the shipper only one com- 
pany to look to and not a divided responsi- 
bility and resultant delay in case of loss; 

"We can avoid all circuitous routing : 

"We can avoid rehandling by maintaining 
thru-car routes: 

"We can avoid delays and damage by re- 
handling at junction points in transfer to 
or from other companies as formerly, and 
by use of all the rail mileage can fairly, we 
believe, compete with the Parcel Post, who 
will be our competitor, and we are glad they 
are here as such, and with the competition 
of restored normal freight service and the 
competition of the fast growing trucking 
service, we certainly can have no monopoly : 

"Further, we are regulated as to rates, 
practices and services by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission and the Commissions of 
the several fortv-cight States. 

"We have all been passing and arc still 
passing thru perhaps the most trying period 
in the historv of the world. 

"I nersonallv believe, as I believe most of 
you do. it will come out to our benefit/'

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The Bookstore in Fiction 

Several times the bookstore has appeared in 
fiction. In April, it was the scene of a short 
story in the Saturday Evening Post. This 
is the plot: 

The buyer for a large bookstore had been 
summarily discharged for buying five hun- 
dred copies of a first novel by a Boston au- 
thor. The store owner calls into his office 
Mr. Ingo McNutt, a timorous new sales- 
man with a high forehead and bulging 
glasses. Mr. Owner pounds the desk and 
says that if Mr. McNutt does not sell the 
five hundred copies in one month, he, too, 
will be fired. (The illustrator has given the 
Owner the appearance of the typical ward 
boss of periodical fiction.) Mr. McNultt 
tears his hair, but is comforted by "the only 
girl," who tells him that if he does sell them, 
he can get his pay doubled and they will all 
be happy. 

The next morning he starts in, using the 
selling tactics that were made known to the 
book-trade by Stephen Leacock's little book- 
let on "Mr. Sellyer." The plan is not to 
know anything about the book, but to recom- 
mend it for every kind of taste. Sure 
enough, the plan works. Five hundred or 
more are sold, and the author is made 
famous. A publisher offers Mr. McNutt a 
fifty dollar job, but "the boss" begs him to 
stay at a big advance, which he finally con- 
sents to do on condition that the discharged 
buyer is taken back. "The only girl" mar- 
ries Mr. McNutt, and everyone lives happily 
ever after. 

It is pleasant to see the bookstore getting 
into fiction, but it is to be hoped that the 
next effort in this line may take a little dif- 
ferent turn. Some reader of the Post may 
be just foolish enough to believe that book- 
stores are run that way, and that buyers do 
sign up for five hundred copies of first books 
of new Boston authors, which ambitious 
salesmen thrust down the throats of the gull- 
ible public. 



Getting Countryside Distribution 

Editor Believes the Farm Folk Will Buy 
More Books 

The Farm Journal has just been conduct- 
ing a contest on the essential equipment of 
a model farmhouse, and the Achitectural 
Editor, William Draper Brickloe, has re- 
ported on the suggestions contained in 3500 
sketches and letters. He writes to the Au- 
thor's League Bulletin as follows: 

"Here is an idea that may be of interest 
in connection with that book-advertising dis- 
cussion. I quote this paragraph from my re- 
port : 

"There is a great deal of talk of 'built-in 
bookcases,' 'reading rooms,' 'libraries,' 'place 
for books and magazines' — 'We have plen- 
ty of time for reading, in winter,' etc. I 



think that if books — fiction and standard — 
were advertised, the farm-folk would buy 
them.'." 

"This was meant as a tip for the adver- 
tising manager of The Farm Journal; but 
naturally, I do not suggest anything of this 
sort unless I think it will bring results. I 
do all my work down on my country place 
a hundred miles from the nearest large city; 
and the greatest drawback to this 'Back to 
the Land' business is the difficulty in getting 
l>ooks. The average country town has the 
most meagre book-selling outfit you can im- 
agine; but the average farm family has far 
more time for reading (in the winter) than 
the city family of the same class. Hayseed 
jokes are utterly pointless nowadays; the 
average modern farmhouse is the very last 
word in electric fight plants, vacuum clean- 
ers, hardwood floors, and so on. I have no 
suggestion as to how this potential market 
might be tapped, but there it is, with plenty 
of good hard cash, and it is just hungering 
for good fiction, good *How-to-do things' 
books, good poetry, and good standard liter- 
ature of every sort." 



Author Gossip 

Few writers of Western adventure stories 
have had a better background for their work 
than Edison Marshall, author of "The Voice 
of the Pack." His own account of his life 
reads like the early chapters in a thriller : 

"Since his birth, my father had lived in a 
log cabin on the frontier of Illinois. His 
father crossed the plains to California in 
1849. It seems that some of my father's peo- 
ple were on hand for the opening of every 
new frontier. They seemed to be a rather 
adventurous breed, coming to America from 
England before the Revolution, fighting in 
every war and moving West as fast as there 
were any trails made to follow. They were 
a very religious, very hardy people, and I 
suppose they represented the frontier breed. 
My mother's people were among the early 
Huguenot settlers. They seemed to be a very 
stocky outfit also, Ethan Allen being one of 
her family. I've spent a great deal of time 
in the mountains, and have worked as city 
editor of several small dailies in Oregon. That 
is really all, except of course such personal 
things as my love for the outdoors, and ex- 
periences on the trail — nothing very startling, 
except being lost and nearly frozen to death 
in a mountain bKzzard, being carried away on 
a run-away river in a rowboat, falling in and 
finally being rescued from a quagmire, etc"

Getting the Automobile Business 

Most retail bookstores have found the sale 
of automobile guides and books of repair to 
be one of their first stimuli to trade in the 
spring and early summer. Many others have 
let this active line of bookselling slip away 
to the specialty and accessory shop. With 
the tremendous increase in the number of 
automobiles, so many of which must natur- 
ally fall into the hands of those who are not 
familiar with machinery, and with the na- 
tural increase in the cost of repairs, there 
should be a very large market for books on 
the care and upkeep of cars. This market 
should be especially good in June, when people 
are contemplating starting off on trips, and 
many booksellers have put this fact down on 
their annual calendar as a line to develop at 
this time. 



Circulating Libraries for Boys 

An interesting example of the drawing pow- 
er of books is shown in the experiments that 
have been made in several directions to use 
books as a drawing card to bring boys into 
stores where their trade and that of their 
parents is desired. The store of Besse- 
Sprague in Fittsfield, one of the Besse chain, 
has found a circulating library for boys a 
very good drawing card, indeed, and the 
membership in the library is given to every 
one who purchases. Sax in Washington has 
found it advantageous to use the drawing 
power of books to build its business with 
young people, and the big store of Israel & 
Company has followed the same plan. 

The boys, at certain ages, are insatiable 
readers, and there is no doubt that an oppor- 
tunity to borrow new books in profusion 
would be a very strong attraction, indeed. 
While the public libraries serve the young 
people admirably, there arc often more de- 
mands than they can supply for the books 
that are in popular favor, and the store that 
selects carefully and handles the project well 
could assist the library in meeting the leading 
needs of the boys and at the same time getting 
them into the habit of coming to the store that 
his other things to sell. Booksellers might 
find good customers for their boys' books in 
working un some such outlet as this. 



Handbooks for Home Workers 

Booksellers have become very used to rinding 
a market for the home books for women, the 
cook books, the books of entertainment, of 
home medicine and of etiquette, but perhaps 
many have not looked into the possibilities of 
interesting the man-of-t he-house. Probably 
he is less trained and less well prepared to 
take care of his responsibility In the house- 
hold than the wife, and with the present 
scarcity of labor, of painters, carpenters, etc., 
there are thousands of men who must turn 
to repairing jobs themselves, to the painting 



and upkeep. This should offer a good field 
for practical technical books such as have 
been previously sold only to mechanics, them- 
selves. Books of this type can well save their 
cost in a few household repairs, at the pres- 
ent price of labor when labor is obtained 
from the outside. 



Selling Pamphlets 

At a time when political and social ques- 
tions are coming to the front, questions which 
must be promptly presented, if at all, there 
is an increased discussion of the place of 
pamphlets in book circulation. In every 
period of political change or intellectual fer- 
ment there has always been a rapid increase 
in pamphleteering, that is, a need of finding 
out distribution for new ideas in carefully 
considered form and in inexpensive style. 

The regular bookstore has not been able to 
serve in this field to any considerable extent. 
This seems to be due to several causes: 
First, the bookstore's space is usually very 
valuable, and the amount of the sale of pam- 
phlet material has not justified the space 
used. It has also been found that there have 
been considerable risks in having stock left 
on hand when the particular issue raised by 
the pamphlet has lost its acute public in- 
terest. It is also true that bookstores, being 
open usually from about eight-thirty to five- 
thirty miss a great deal of contact with peo- 
ple who are themselves workers and are not 
situated near enough to the bookstore to get 
in within those specified hours, such people 
as students, professional people, and work- 
ers who are great users of pamphlets. It 
will probably be found that a large percent- 
age of the number of pamphlets sold are 
handled by shops which can be open in the 
evening — small shops run by interested in- 
dividuals, shops for radical literature, club 
rooms of radical societies and various places 
of that kind. If the channels for such dis- 
tribution are not kept open, much material 
that should be important in moulding the 
trend of public affairs will fail of accom- 
plishing its full usefulness. 

Important material that appears under our 
eyes for a day in condensed form in Sunday 
papers or weekly journals can thus be pre- 
served in a more permanent way for refer- 
ence and for study. Every city needs stores 
which will find outlet for this pamphlet ma- 
terial, and publishers who have such mate- 
rial need to build up a special list of cus- 
tomers that will enable them to get large dis- 
tribution in a short space of time. 



Mr. Ward MacAuley appears as the author 
of a signed article in the Detroit Times, rec- 
ommending Franklin's autobiography as the 
best of all books in Americanization work. 
Such an enthusiastic and carefully written 
article ought to start a good many toward 
the bookstores and libraries after it. 
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Francis Brett Young's book "The Young 
Physician" which found such favor with the 
English reviewers has now appeared in an 
American edition, published by Dutton. 

The American publishers of the memoir 
of "John Murray III" are to be A. A. Knopf, 
Inc. 

Rudyard Kipling's new "Letters of Travel" 
have now come from the Doubleday, Page 
Press. 

Scribner's expect to have the Von Bcrn- 
storff book ready by the last of June, one 
volume of five hundred pages. The actual 
reprinting of his important dispatches from 
Washington should make valuable historical 
material, and rather thrilling reading. 

Louise Kueffner, who has been giving in- 
teresting talks on "The City in the Poet's 
Vision," will conduct a course in Contem- 
porary Poetry at Hunter College this sum- 
mer. Her new volume of verse will be called 
"Songs of Manhattan." 

Two new books to add to the list for the 
Pilgrim Centennial are "Cape Coddities" by 
Dennis and Marion Chatham, and "The Old 
Coast Road From Boston to Plymouth" by 
Agnes Edwards, author of "Cape Cod New 
and Old" both published by Houghton Mif- 
flin. 

A very completely revised edition of Hen- 
ley's "Twentieth Century Formulas, Recipes 
and Processes" is just ready, a book that has 
proved practical and useful to thousands of 
mechanics and home workers. 

Michelin & Cie is a new entrance into pub- 
lishing, and from their headquarters at Mill- 
town, New Jersey, where their tires are made, 
they are issuing a series of guides to the 
battle fields of the great war. The first vol- 
ume covers "The First Battle of the Marne;" 
the second volume "St. Mihiel Battle" and 
the third volume "Argonne and Meuse Battle- 
fields." These are books of 130 pages, and 
have something over 300 excellent photo- 
graphs and maps each. 

Thornton Oakley, who is illustrating 
"Westward Ho !" for George W. Jacobs & 
Company has taken a leading part in the 
beautiful pageant "The Building of the 
Temple." recently given in Fairmount Parle, 
Philadelphia. In gathering material for his 
"Westward Ho!" paintings Mr. Oakley has 
had the aid of William C. Farrabee, the Ama- 
zon explorer, in picturing the Central Amer- 
ican scenes, and of Professor Felix E. Schil- 
ling in the settings and costuming of Eliza- 
bethan England. 



A new detective story for the summer 
book counter is "Suspected" by George Dil- 
not (Clode), author of "The Grell Mys- 
tery." 

Carl Sandburg's new volume of verse, 
"Smoke and Steel" will be published by Har- 
court, Brace and Howe. 

Scribner's have published the fourth vol- 
ume in the collected plays of John Gals- 
worthv. This volume contains: "A Bit O' 
Love,"' "The Foundations," "The Skin Game." 

A limited edition of five hundred copies 
of Frank Shay's "The Bibliography of Walt 
Whitman" is to be published by Friedmans', 
53 W. 47th St., New York. Four hundred 
and seventy-five copies of the edition are to 
be sold by subscription. 

Whatever the outcome of the Repub- 
lican Convention may be, people are going 
to be interested in the career of Herbert 
Hoover. "Herbert Hoover The Man and 
His Work" by Vernon Kellogg (Appleton), 
is a spirited biographical sketch of a man 
who has become world famous. 

The Oxford Press has just issued a fac- 
simile edition of Edith Cavell's copy of a 
Kempis' "Imitation of Christ," with an in- 
troduction by the Right Rev. Bishop Ryle, 
Dean of Westminster. She read the book 
while a prisoner at St.-Gilles in Brussels, 
and the notations she made then are repro- 
duced. In her last moments she desired 
that the volume be sent to her cousin who 
only received it three years later thru the 
courtesy of the American Embassy. 

Rumor says that Osbert Sitwell is coming 
to America next winter to lecture on poetry 
and art. His work has appeared in England 
in "Wheels," an anthology published by B. H. 
Blackwell of Oxford; and in Art and Letters. 
John Masefield in a letter to America, wrote 
of the talented Sitwell family: 

"Now 'Wheels' and Art and Letters are the 
newest things in writing over here. They are 
edited by Osbert Sitwell, who is the eldest of 
the three. The father, Sir George Sitwell, is 
a well-known figure in the North of England. 
Osbert, the son, was in a crack regiment of 
the Guards before the war, served with dis- 
tinction in the war and has now left the 
army.- He is still extremely young, but he 
contested a seat at the recent Parliamentary 
election and was defeated after a plucky fight. 
He is a brilliant speaker and talker, and I 
,want him to go to America. . . . His sister, 
Edith Sitwell, and his brother, Sacheverell 
Sitwell, are both young writers of the high- 
est promise." 
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Books for the Sea Going 

A man will be a better seaman after he has 
read Joseph Conrad's "Lord Jim." says Nelson 
Collins in "Opportunities in Merchant Ships" 
(Harper), the greatest book about a sailor that 
has ever been written, but he may well read a 
good many other sea books first and spend 
some years at sea and at the general game of 
life before he gets out of that hook all that is 
there. He will read Conrad's "Typhoon" 
and "The Shadow Line" and "Youth" and 
"The Nigger of the Narcissus" with quicker 
comprehension. Then he will swing back 
with quicker comprehension still to an old, 
fine book of the sea. Captain Marryatt's "The 
Phantom Ship," a tale that doesn't dig deep 
into seamen's natures, but does make very 
vivid some of the imagined mysteries of the 
sea. 

Many a man thinks of poetry as merely 
an unnatural form of utterance, not knowing 
that it is in some ways a more natural form 
of speech than careful prose. A man cheats 
himself of a good deal who cannot read ro- 
bust poetry, and a seaman loses some of the 
best revealments of his life if he chances to 
feel that way about poetry and yields to the 
feeling. The two big names are Rudyard 
Kipling and John Masefield. Masefield has 
seen more sea service than Kipling had, but 
both of them talk out of the life at sea, not 
looking at it or hearing about it from some 
point well removed. "The Seven Seas" of 
Kipling's is the greatest volume of sea po- 
etry ever written, but Masefield's "Dauber," 
sometimes called "The Story of a Round- 
house," is a greater sea poem than any one 
in Kipling's book. And yet I don't know, 
"McAndrew's Hymn" is a great poem of the 
engineer's life at sea, and "The 'Mary Glos- 
ter' " satisfies seamen wonderfully, and "The 
Derelict" says completely everything a sea- 
man half feels he feels and thinks after he 
has met one at sea. So it will^go. You 
can't decide which is the best, and there's no 
need to so long as all are good. A little- 
known man, who is a crackerjack poet of 
the sea. tho in a quiter way of thinking than 
these others, is T. E. Brown. Swinburne is 
another great sea poet who isn't often 
thought of in connection with the sea be- 
cause he wrote so much other stuff that has 
commanded more attention. As you grow 
interested in the thoro artistic work concern- 
ing sea life you will make discoveries of that 
kind, enjoy them yourself, and pass them 
on to your friends. Norman Duncan's stuff, 
and J. B. Connolly's, and a story like Frank 
Norris's "Moran of the Lady Letty," pub- 
lished in England under the title "Shang- 
haied," and Jack London's "Sea Wolf." and 
Faulkner's "Moonfleet," and Dark Russell's 
yarns, and the old-time tales of Captain 
Marryatt, and Dana's "Two Years Before 
the Mast," and Victor Hugo's "Toilers of the «• 
Sea." and Frank Bullen's books will all be 
books that your friends will try to borrow, 
and, if they succeed, try to forget to return. 
Old Hakluyt's accounts of voyages that he 



gathered from the exploring captains back 
in Shakespeare's time are issued nowadays in 
several volumes that can be bought for fifty 
cents a volume, and these will give you many 
a good hour and nourish your proper pride 
in the long and noble traditions of the civ- 
ilian sea service, as will chunks out of 
Homer's "Odyssey" in a good translation. 
For fifteen cents you can buy a copy of 
"Beowulf" in modern English that gives un- 
forgetable pictures of life at sea and on coasts 
within constant sight and sound and feel of 
the sea in the 400's of the Christian era, fif- 
teen hundred years ago, before our ancestors 
were yet Christian, just as one of the very 
earliest poems in our English literature is 
called "The Sea-Farer" and is a dialog be- 
tween an old sailor and a young man who 
declares finally he is going to sea because 
he can't bear to bide ashore, even tho he 
knows the old man tells him true when he 
warns him of all the wearinesses and dangers 
and lonelinesses at sea. 

Paper Covers Did Not Take 
in England 

li'tn. Heine matin Tells His Experience 

In a recent letter to the London Daily 
Chronicle Mr. Heinemann says: 

"I have read with interest Mr. Philip Gibbs's 
article on dear books in your columns, in 
which he advocates paper-covered books as a 
remedy for the present cost of new books. 
I write to say that, at certain intervals during 
the last 30 years, I have made experiments 
with the publication of paper-covered books. 

"During the last two or three years I 
have issued practically all of my books in 
paper as well as in cloth — with a considerable 
difference, of course, between the two prices. 
The public has entirely declined to buy paper- 
covered editions, in spite of the considerable 
extra expense of the doth books. 

"There were one or two cheap paper- 
covered books which were successful at the 
beginning of the war, when there was a be- 
lief that cloth and boards would soon be ex- 
hausted; but when it became clear that they 
were still available (at a very much higher 
price) the sale of the paper books decreased, 
and people paid the extra money. 

"One of my latest experiences was to put 
the 100 volumes of the Loeb Classical Li- 
brary into paper covers, so that students might 
get them at the original price; but they have 
not made use of this opportunity. They have 
gone on buying the cloth books at an in- 
crease of 50 per cent. 

"I think that it is much to be regretted 
that the public will not buy paper-covered 
books, as certainly the work of some youthful 
authors might in that way get published; but 
I fear that the British public does not look 
upon a paper-covered book as seriously a book. 
In any case, it will not pay a reasonable price 
for it." 
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A New English Book-trade Paper 

The Book-Post a weekly organ for book- 
sellers, publishers, and booklovers has just 
appeared in London under the editorship of 
E. M. Smith-Dampier and with offices at 
3 York St., Covent Garden, London, W. C. 

Only a solicitor's copy without full text has 
so far reached this side, but it is complete 
enough to indicate that the editor plans to 
develop a periodical of fine ideals and prac- 
tical usefulness for the English book-trade. 

Perhaps the Publishers' Weekly has 
especial reason to feel hopeful of the under- 
taking as many of our features and depart- 
ments have been found suitable for the Eng- 
lish readers. 

To the Book-Post's motto, we say. Amen! 
"A nation is known by the books it buys." 
Yes, known by those it buys as well as by 
those it writes, or those it praises, or those it 
borrows. The editor believes "that booksell- 
ing is only in its infancy and that with a new 
keenness brought to it, and a more highly 
trained specialization, it can become one of 
the most profitable, as it has always been one 
of the most interesting of callings. The great 
problem is how to bring the right books be- 
fore the enormous mass of potential readers. 
Our aim is to show how much can be done 
by booksellers if there be a new way of con- 
ducting the bookselling business. We believe 
that the key to the position is the young 
bookseller. The old system of apprenticeship 
is gone. Boys who go into the book busi- 
ness have no direct or consistent training, 
their literary education is. for the most part 
neglected. The Book-Post should prove a 
valued friend to both manager and assistant. 
It is hoped that the bookseller will subscribe 
for sufficient copies so that every assistant 
will be able to read the paper every week." 

The Book-Post is to have departments of 
"Booksellers' Guide to the Books of the 
Week": "Weekly Book Exchange"; "Among 
the Publishers"; Records of Best Sellers"; 
"Provincial Book Notes"; and in this first 
issue has articles on "Is Bookselling in Need 
of Reform?" a symposium hv leading authors ; 
"The First Novel Trouble""; "The Future of 
Cheap Series." etc. 



Income from Books Non-taxable 

Prom Houghton Mifflin's House Organ. 
Tin' Piper, like many another American, 
has spent some long and bitter hours making 
out his tax-return, with the result that he 
found certain bonds he had considered as 
good as the Bank of England were bringing in 
practically no return when the tax was de- 
ducted, that certain stocks had failed to de- 
clare their usual dividends, and in the case 
of others where dividends were generous, the 
amount deducted by that omnivorous monster, 
the tax-collector, left but a sub-normal amount 
tor abnormal expenses. The Piper had 
been forced to examine his property from a 



new point of view, — namely, the net returns 
which each investment brings in, and so when 
he turned with relief from his desk to his 
book-shelves, it was from this angle that he 
looked upon these old friends. There they 
stood, untouched by the tax-collector, and 
they represented a considerable investment. 
The Piper had bought wisely: there were 
first editions, unusual and rare books, be- 
sides the best books of the day. And while 
acquiring this library, he had enjoyed many 
a pleasant evening at home for less than the 
cost of attending the theater. With this 
added advantage — that whenever he wished 
to go over a scence, an act, repeat his in- 
itial enjoyment, he did not need to buy an- 
other ticket, only take down the book and 
open it to the parts which had attracted him. 

The Piper also pondered gloomily on the 
war-tax always added to the theater ticket; 
from that minor irritation books arc free. 
Moreover a theater ticket cannot be lent, and 
the Piper believes that the lending of books 
is one of the greatest pleasures to be found 
in the possessing of them. His friends, as 
well as himself, profit by his investment in 
books. If, as the professional booklender 
says, current literature should be let out at 
three cents a day, how deeply in his debt 
arc some of his friends! (But the Piper 
has an idea that certain of them would hard- 
ly let the days before returning them slip 
past with the rapidity of miles in a taxi it 
the financial result was equally disastrous.) 

"What other cake is there." asked the 
Piper "that one can cat so many rimes and 
still have?" And so, consoled, he took up the 
latest lists from his publisher and ordered 
some more books.

American Book Prices Current 

"The American Book Prices Current" con- 
taining a record of books, autograph letters, 
manuscripts and broadsides sold at auction 
in New York, Boston and Philadelphia dur- 
ing the season of 1018-1010, compiled from 
auctioneers' catalogs, making the twenty-fifth 
volume, limited to 665 copies, and published 
by E. P. Dutton & Co. of this city, has just 
appeared. Its publication was due several 
months ago, but complications in the print- 
ing trade have been the cause of delay. 



American First Editions 

The current catalog of James F. Drake, 
Inc., in addition to many rare items of early 
English literature contains some extremely 
rare first editions and presentation copies of 
Bryant, Longfellow, Lowell and Whittier, 
Notwithstanding the bad break in prices in 
the Wallace sale, the interest in the finer and 
rarer American first editions is quite as keen 
as it ever was. Moreover it is difficult to 
imagine it otherwise. The genuine rarities 
of our own authors are not going unappreci- 
ated while books of all other kinds increase 
in value. 

The catalog of Americana of the William 
Loring Andrews library, which James F. 
Drake, Inc., of this city, intended to issue 
in June, will be delayed until early autumn. 

The participation of American collectors in 
the competition in English auctions has great- 
ly increased during the last two or three 
years. The house of Sotheby now has its 
representative here, Lathrop C. Harper, 437 
Filth Avenue, acting as agent for many 
American collectors. 

The high prices which rare books have been 
bringing in this country and England during 
this season is having its effect on the Con- 
tinent. The sale of the library of Robert 
Schuhmann. of Paris, has started the ball 
rolling. There is a persistent rumor that 
other great Continental collections will be 
dispersed next season. 

The strikingly original style of advertising 
which the Rosenbacb Company started in the 
New York Eve it hi y Post, two or three years 
ago. is now being followed by a number of 
imitators. Imitations, however, are weak, 
for the Rosenbacb Company has no com- 
petitors who have the valuable nuggets neces- 
sary tor the high sustained interest which 
its advertisements have had. 

The price of bibliographical works con- 



cerning auction sales is being materially af- 
fected by the increased labor necessary in 
editing owing to the growing vdiume of 
business and the increased cost of materials 
and manufacture. The "Book Auction 
Records" now costs one pound and ten shill- 
ings a year and the "American Book Prices 
Current," $20. Nevertheless, these reference 
works are indispensable to one who has much 
to do with rare book values. 

Alfred Fowler, of Kansas City, Mo., is 
now planning a series of Bookplate Port- 
folios, which will consist simply of a port- 
folio made of good paper with a special title 
page, each portfolio to contain ten proofs 
from the original coppers or the original 
blocks by famous artists, the idea being to 
devote each portfolio to the work of one 
modern artist. A collection of these port- 
folios will form a most interesting addition 
to any bookplate collector's library. 

The collection of autograph letters of Dr. 
Jesse C. Green, of West Chester. Penn., was 
sold in Philadelphia, by Stan V. Henkels, 
May 27. Altho the collection contained a 
full set of the autograph letters of the presi- 
dents, letters of the Signers of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, generals of the Revo- 
lution and Civil War. poets, authors, states- 
men, composers, etc.. still the collector was of 
a great deal greater interest than his collec- 
tion. Dr. Green is a noted Quaker physician 
still living, in good health at the age of 102. 
He began his collection more than eighty 
years ago and is, beyond a doubt, the oldest 
living collector. »

There has been much interest among the 
book-trade in regard to the disposition of the 
books owned by the late George D. Smith. 
In the meantime the dispersal is steadily- go- 
ing on. The sales at the book-shop during 
the last two months have been very large. 
A new catalog of fine library sets of standard 
authors has just been issued. The sale of 
Part I at the Anderson Galleries will be fol- 
lowed by other parts in the autumn. This 
work is in the hands of practical men who 
will take care that the books are sold in a 
manner not to depress market values. 

Selections from the library of Eustace 
Conway, of this city, including books and 
manuscripts formerly belonging to the late 
Moncurc D. Conway, will be sold at the 
Anderson Galleries June 7. Among the 
manuscripts is one of Mark Twain's. "The 
Adventures of Tom Sawyer." originally 
written for the English edition. It consists 
of 653 pages, 8vo, complete, except two pages. 
About twenty pages are in the handwriting 
of the author including the introduction and 
the end. The remainder was probably writ- 
ten by an amanuensis and contains over two 
hundred corrections by the author. Another 
manuscript, perhaps the most important of 
Rudyard Kipling that has appeared for sale, 
is the first story in "The Jungle Book." 
twelve pages, folio, in morocco case. There 
are many books and autograph letters of 
special interest to the collector. 

Part I. of books owned by the late George 
D. Smith, consisting of purchases made in 
London and Paris last December and which 
were in the Custom House, in this city, or 
on the ocean, at the time of Mr. Smith's 
death, was sold at the Anderson Galleries 
May 24 and 25. The books showed a sub- 
stantial profit bringing decidedly more than 
was generally expected. The thousand items 
realized $47,439.25. Some of the more im- 
portant items were the following: Laughton's 
"The Xclsoo Memorial," London, 1890, large 
paper copy extended to 6 vols.. 4to, by extra- 
illustrations. $750: William's "Life and Cor- 
respondence of Sir Thomas Lawrence."

THE MARTYRDOM 
OF MAN 

By Winwood Reade 

The author traveled extensively in Africa and 
the East, and, musing among unknown tribes and 
the crumbling ruins of past greatness, developed s 
historic spirit not unlike that which Gibbon tells 
us he himself was inspired with amid the relics 
of ancient Rome. In this spirit he has given US, 
under the four heads of War. Religion, Liberty, 
and Intellect, a history of the growth of these 
forces, and their action and reaction on the race.

The Summer Sale of Fiction 

IT is usually assumed in the book-trade 
that the one bright spot in July and August 
is the demand for light reading, and the 
bookseller often plans to take what may come 
his way in this field and expect little other 
business. While this may have been the char- 
acteristic attitude in retailing a few years 
ago, it is not in accordance with present 
theories of the public's needs, and only the 
very lethargic or over-weary merchants are 
willing to take the summer trade as it 
comes. 

The bookstore has merchandise that people 
will get great pleasure and profit from in 
the summer, which will add immensely to 
the value of every holiday or week-end, and 
it is a pleasant duty, as well as a merchandis- 
ing necessity, to bring this energetically to 
the readers attention, and not only to the 
adult reader but to children of every age. 

People connect books with their summer 
plans only when it is brought home to them 
by display advertising; by the timely send- 
ing out of catalogs, especially just as people 
leave town; by the excellence and care of 
window displays and by the neatness and 
readiness of the store inside. 

It is somewhat more difficult as warm 
weather comes along to make careful plans, 
to keep things active, and to arrange new 
displays, but this is the sign of the modern 
merchant, and the only way to eliminate the 
low spots in the year's activities. 



The Co-operative Campaign 

AS the publishing circles have taken up 
the discussion of a national co-operative 
book campaign, as suggested concretely 
at the Philadelphia Convention, the idea has 
caught the imagination of everyone. It is to 
be hoped that the informal committees ap- 
pointed will report promptly, in order that all 
can discuss the program. 



The Short Novel 

NOW that the two dollar price for the pop- 
ular novel is pretty well accepted and 
will be the general thing in the next few 
months, it must not be forgotten in the trade 
that the shorter novel, which used to makeup 
for a dollar, can no longer be thought of at 
that term. The increased costs that affected the 
manufacturing of the larger books have affected 
equally the smaller ones. And there is this 
about the novel of shorter length: it is usu- 
ally given an especially careful weighing and 
consideration before it is accepted for book 
publishing by the publisher, as he generally 
has a slight prejudice against the short novel. 
For that reason, few books get into this form 
that are not well worth the consideration of 
the public, and the price in the future should 
be expected to be about a dollar and a half. 

Books for Central Europe 

WE are printing on another page an out- 
line of the proposed work for the 
Anglo-American University Library 
for Central Europe, an undertaking made 
necessary by the lack of current English and 
American books on the libraries and uni- 
versities of the Continent, owing, first, to 
the war, and now to the tremendous drop in 
exchange. 

As the sponsors for this movement point 
out. it would be a terrible mistake if these 
central countries of Europe were left with- 
out any contact with English printed material 
during this time of readjustment. The secre- 
tary has written specifically asking that 
American publishers send to his office (Mr. 
B. M. Headicar, Librarian of London School 
of Economics, Clare Market. London. W.C.2), 
booklists of the material which they have 
published in the last five years. Several 
copies of each list are needed. They are plan- 
ning to raise money to supply books as 
either gifts or loans to the universities or 
'libraries of Central Europe, confining them- 
selves strictly to books published since the 
outbreak of the war. Publishers' complete 
catalogs do not give the dates of books, and 
therefore special lists are greatly desired, so 
that the continental universities may inti- 
mate what particular books they arc desirous 
of obtaining. An American representative, 
Professor Everett Skillin«s of Middlebury 
College. Vermont, is leaving this month for 
Europe to help perfect arrangements. 
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An Organized Defense of Retail Prices 

AS a protective measure, the Merchant 
Tailors' Society has organized to get 
to the public on the subject of the cost 
of merchant tailoring, an example of method, 
interesting to those in other lines who have 
the same problem to meet. The tailors in 
their advertisements have explained why suits 
have doubled in cost, or, as they say, in their 
display advertisement, why "the suit you 
bought before the war at $65 and upward 
must now cost $130 and upward." They go 
on to explain that thread has gone from $2.25 
to $9 a pound, sewing silk from $9 to $33 
a pound, and velvets from $6.50 to $22 a 
yard, etc. 

These figures are interesting to the book- 
trade, because the prices the bookseller has 
to explain are an increase of $1.50 to $2 for 
fiction and similar increases in other lines, 
while among the basic costs it can be pointed 
out that paper has gone up from about 
cents to 15 cents a pound, and printing costs 
have doubled, that is, the publishers have re- 
ceived similar increases to tailors, but have 
not passed on to the public as large an in- 
crease, by any means. 



Funds for Viennese Sufferers 

The first remittances to Viennese book- 
sellers of money raised in the book-trade here 
to do something to relieve the terrible food 
situation have brought more pitiful letters 
showing the need of more help. Mr. Ernest 
Eisele. of Brentano's, who has done volunteer 
work in starting this movement, acknowledges 
the following list of contributions :

Our Book Business With Canada 

The official figures at Ottawa show that in 
the ten months ending with January, 1920, 
Canada imported in books: 

From United States $1,976,000 

" Great Britain 254,546 

" France 63,863 

" Other Countries 6,404 

These figures do not include textbooks and 

books for educational institutions that come 

in duty free, and therefore are not recorded 

in these statistics. 
In the field of newspapers and periodicals. 

the situation is almost the same: 

From United States $1,883,817 

" Great Britain 34,246 

" France 262 

" Other Countries 263 

These figures become important with the 
discussion in Canada, backed by her printers, 
that a copyright law shall be enacted, which 
shall make it necessary to manufacture in 
Canada, in order to obtain Canadian copy- 
right. This might be a good plan for Cana- 
dian printing, but. as has been pointed out 
by those Canadians most interested in the 
sound progress of Canadian letters and Cana- 
dian bookselling, the results would not be for 
the health of the two groups above. In spite 
of the apparent size of the above figures as to 
imports, the Canadian market, measured in 
actual size of editions, is small, and to set 
up type there for an edition of five hundred 
to one thousand would be decidedly wasteful 
and mean higher priced books. 

At the same time. Canadian authors would 
be greatly hampered in obtaining the Amer- 
ican market, as can be pointed out by the 
success of a long list of Canadian writers 
who have built up their income largely by 
the size of the American outlet. 



As to Unfair Trade Practice

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CONDITION OF BOOK DISTRIBUTION ON THE PACIFIC COAST

Formerly W ith Fowler Brothers 



For the purpose of clearness of thought I 
will outline the situation in the book-trade on 
the Pacific Coast as it appears to me after 
twelve years' connection with the business, 
during which time I have been in close touch 
with the wholesale, retail and library side. 

In the first place, the trade is not being 
properly supplied— it is not being supplied in- 
asmuch as but a small portion of the actual 
request for individual titles is met by the re- 
tailer. Now let me first state the conditions as 
they appear to me, and then suggest, if pos- 
sible, a line upon which a remedy might be 
worked out. 

The books reviewed in the papers, advertised 
in the magazines and talked about by the peo- 
ple do not reach the stores on the Pacific 
Coast at the proper time or in sufficient quan- 
tities to meet the demand, in some cases not in 
sufficient quantities to meet one fourth of the 
demand. As an instance, I will cite the case 
of Mr. Vanderlip's book, "What Happened to 
Europe." I mention this particular work be- 
cause it came at a time when shipping condi- 
tions were fairly normal and the printers' 
strike could not be given as an excuse. It 
was a book upon an extremely important sub- 
ject of vital interest, by a man of unquestioned 
ability and an undoubted authority upon fi- 
nancial conditions. The publishers themselves 
had unbounded confidence in it, and the au- 
thor spent a great deal of time here while it 
was at the height of its sale in the East, yet 
no shipment reached us— or at least not until 
after the great demand had spent itself like a 
wave breaking on the seashore. 

In brief, a nation-wide market is created, 
then a large portion of this demand (created 
usually at considerable expense to the pub- 
lisher) is left unsupplied — no adequate steps 
are even taken to attempt to supply it. And 
there can be no doubt that a demand created 
at such a large expense as advertising is to- 
day, is a great economic waste. Is it not a 
fact that every time a prospective customer 
steps into a bookstore and inquires for a 
book which the publisher has spent money in 
advertising, that portion of the firm's advertis- 
ing campaign which has been expended to 
reach that individual customer is a dead loss 
if the customer's want is not supplied? Did 
3-ou ever hear of Mr. Gillette or Mr. Heinz, 
or Mr. Busch creating a market which they did 
not supply? 

Now let me outline a few of the handicaps 
under which the distributor west of the Rocky 
Mountains does business. The l>ook business 
is unique in that the retail price is arbitrarily 
fixed bv the manufacturer on a basis which 
makes it necessary for the dealer three thous- 
and miles away to sell at the same price as the 
dealer next door to the publisher. And no ef- 
fective effort is made to equalize this unfair 
handicap. It must be remembered that books 
are heavy in proportion to bulk and price, and 



that to carry them across the Continental Di- 
vide you must add ten per cent to their cost 
if you bring them in by express, and half of 
that amount if by freight. Now add the 
transportation charge to the ordinary expense 
of conducting business, which cannot be esti- 
mated at less than twenty-five per cent, and 
subtract that from the ordinary discount which 
the most liberal publisher gives the most favored 
retailer, and you will readily see that the re- 
mainder does not make it possible for the deal- 
er to come out even at the end of the year if 
he fails to pick the sellers in many instances 
and carried over very many "plugs" which he 
has to clean out at the price of reprints. As 
a matter of fact the book business is at present 
upon a charity basis — sponging its way upon 
the stationery and allied trades to give the 
dealer a possible even break on his money. 

Then there are other handicaps under which 
our far western dealer labors. In order to 
have books in any quantity, he must order in 
fairly large numbers, since it will take from 
five to six weeks to get them in by freight, 
even when shipping conditions are normal ; at 
least two weeks by express or parcel post; or 
a week at the best even if he goes to the ex- 
pense of telegraphing for an express shipment. 
And so he is under the necessity of having an 
investment in stock of probably double that of 
his geographically more favorably located com- 
petitor at eastern points. This handicap nec- 
essarily tempts him to order heavily and con- 
sequently take greater risks of carrying over 
unsalable titles. It is impractical to talk of 
reducing overhead to any great extent, for 
a good location, pleasing fixtures and equip- 
ment and high class clerks are unavoidable ad- 
juncts to a first class book-trade. 

Now what are the publishers doing to offset 
this handicap under which we of the West are 
laboring? The only things I know of are 
very slight concessions in discounts, which do 
not make up for the extra quantity of stock 
we have to carry, and long dating which en- 
ables us to lay in our holiday stocks in the 
summer and have the advantage of the Christ- 
mas trade before the bills are due. 

Of course, the existence of jobbers carrying 
substantial stocks, as they do in other lines of 
trade, would help the situation, but the per- 
centage of profit is not sufficient to justify this. 
This has just been proved by the retirement of 
Potter Brothers, who tried to do a large job- 
bing business in Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco. They did a business of three hundred 
thousand dollars in the past year at a net 
loss of eight thousand— volume does not nec- 
essarily mean profit. Since they could secure 
only a slightly better discount than the re- 
tailer, they could not give attractive prices and 
were consequently used by the dealer only as 
a convenience, quantity being bought by the 
retailer direct of the publisher and the jobber 
used only for picking up shorts. 
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Now of course it can be readily seen how 
this affects the Library, since it is to our in- 
terest to have stocks carried locally so that we 
may purchase books to supply our demand 
without delay— for we are the public and are 
merely the demand of the individual multiplied. 
Speaking for our own situation, Potter Broth- 
ers had got to a point where they were giving 
u> good service— but they only beat the sheriff 
bv quitting while the quitting was good, and 
\ewbegms failure in San Francisco is 
largely attributed to his effort to give good 
service to the libraries. The only way 
to make the jobbing business and supplying 
of libraries pay under present conditions, is 
to do as the various branches of the Amer- 
ican News Company do— buy the undoubted 
winners in large quantities— in other words 
skim the cream off the trade. 

Now I will suggest some possible remedies, 
or partial remedies, which it has occurred to 
me might do something toward a solution of 
the problem. 

The most essential reform which must take 
place is the shipping of books in sufficient 
quantity to a Western distributing point to 
supply the early demand. This should be done 
in advance of publication so that they may ac- 
tually be in the hands of the retailer on the 
day announced for publication. It should 
also be done at the expense of the publisher 
if he is going arbitrarily to set the retail price 
for Los Angeles and San Francisco at the same 
figure as for New York and Boston. The re- 
opening of the Panama Canal makes it pos- 
sible to get stuff thru in four weeks under 
favorable conditions, thus competing in both 
cost and time with transcontinental freight ser- 
vice. 

Now in order to do this it would be nec- 
cssarv for each publisher to have a west- 
ern warehouse, but not necessarily an 
extensive western branch. Several 
houses have travelling men who make 
headquarters here or in San Francisco, but 
they do not carry sufficient stock to relieve the 
situation to any appreciable extent. Several 
of the school book houses do maintain a fairly 
good stock in San Francisco, however. This 
solution would make it possible to have 
travelling men cover the territory at regular 
intervals, and thus really develop the terri- 
tory and actually supply the demand. It 
each publisher has a man visit every re- 
tailer in New York, Boston and other east- 
ern cities every day during the two weeks be- 
fore Christmas, why should they he content to 
leave San Francisco and Los Angeles un- 
tilled soil from October to March? 

Personally I believe that with the soaring 
cost of transportation and the extreme con- 
gestion of traffic from which there seems no 
immediate relief, for the proper develop- 
ment of western trade it may eventually be 
neassarv to express the plates out here and 
get out "an edition of the best sellers on the 
Coast. It this is practical in the case of 
English publications, I do not sec why it is 



bevond the range of possibilities in this case. 
1 should not be in the least surprised to see 
some of the periodicals printed in this way 
in the near future. An article in the Publish- 
ers' Weekly for April 17th comments on the 
immense circulation of the Curtis publications 
with their edition of over two million in 
each issue of the Ladies Home Journal and 
Saturday Evening Post. When we contem- 
plate the problem of shipping the western edi- 
tion of the Saturday Evening Post with its 
196 pages to each weekly issue, it seems as 
tho it would be easier, quicker and cheap- 
er to rush the plates out and strike off a coast 
edition — especially in view of the establish- 
ment of the zone system of postage tariffs. 1 
have little doubt that some such solution will 
eventually be evolved by these publishers. 

Another necessary reform is to do away 
with petty policies and trival personalities in 
dealings between pubteshers and dealers. 
Let me cite a few instances where absolute 
folly is preventing intensive development of 
the field. One of the largest publishers fails 
to cover the territory efficiently because he 
claims that his books are so important that 
they could "send the office boy out with the 
line" — a statement which is attributed to the 
manager of the business. Another publisher 
failed to call upon one of the largest dealers 
for a period of four or five years on ac- 
count of a letter written because a check was 
a couple of days late. The situation was fin- 
ally changed by a new travelling man with a 
saving sense of humor being assigned to the 
territory. Another traveling man for this 
same house walked out of a local book store 
last fall without taking its order because he 
felt slighted that the proprietor kept him 
waiting. One local dealer has given no order 
to one of the largest American publishers 
owing to some minor difference of polio 
which occurred a year or so ago, but pools 
his orders with another dealer. This seems 
very petty in view of the fact that the pub- 
lisher is fully aware of the fact, as he wrote 
me that such was the case only a few weeks 
ago. These instances show why the three 
largest publishers in the United States are 
not getting the most business out of Los 
Angeles possible. One important publisher 
asked me to give him an order direct, for 
the reason that he was not on sufficiently 
friendly terms with even one Los Angeles 
dealer to get an order! I can enumerate 
any number of such trivial circumstances 
which are having a bad effect upon the trade. 
I have merely refrained from using names to 
avoid personalities, b^t these instances are all 
so well known to the trade that I should be 
violating no confidences in making them pub- 
lic. 

Another possible solution is for the pub- 
lisher to use the already existing jobbers as 
warehouses, assuming a more liberal policy 
in carrying a consignment stock with them. 
This could be done under their supervision 
thru the travelling man who could see that 
their stock did not become excessive. This 
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would appear to me the most feasible plan, 
temporarily, at least, and the only one of- 
fering immediate relief. 

Now it seems to me the place of the li- 
braries to attempt to work out a solution to 
this crisis. We arc the public magnified many 
times, as I previously stated. We can see 
the interests of all branches of the book-trade 
the more clearly because our interest is not 
financial. We should use our efforts as an 
association to bring together the wholesaJer, 
retailer and publisher by sending delegates 



to their conventions, or appointing a strong 
committee to work wkh similar committees 
from those organizations. We should present 
before them some such schemes as I have 
outlined, or other feasible suggestions and 
work with them to secure team work in our- 
effort toward the goal which we as separate 
organizations and interests are struggling to 
attain — the placing of the greatest possible 
number of books in the hands of the people of 
the entire country. 



ENGLISH AUTHORS COMMEN Y ON BOOK-TRADE SITUATIONS 



In the columns of the English book-trade 
weekly, the Book Post, there has just been 
printed a symposium of opinions on the re- 
tailing of books by leading English authors. 
These comments will be equally interesting to 
the American book-trade. The comment of 
an author may. of course, be a prejudiced 
point of view, but at the same time it may 
contain suggestions, for the authors are con- 
stantly observing the conditions of the places 
where their bonks must be distributed. Some 
of the comments aic as follows: 

C. BERNARD SHAW — 

Hook-selling in this country is in need, not 
of reform, but of creation. 

It is hardly an exaggeration to say that 
there are no bookshops in England, so vast are 
the thickly populated areas of which the state- 
ment is literally true. 

I lived for many years in a London divi- 
sion containing a quarter of a million inhabit- 
ants, and not a single bookshop, altho 
there was a shop at which you could buy 
nautical instruments, presumably for navigat- 
ing the Regent's Canal. 

When Messrs. Smith and Son were tem- 
porarily dislodged from the railway stations, 
they set up bookshops, which relieved the 
situation a little, and are still a boon to the 
provinces; but the shortage is still terrific; we 
have the most complete machinery for pro- 
ducing cheap books in batches of 50,000; but 
we have no adequate machinery for distribut- 
ing them; and the production is paralyzed in 
consequence. 

In France and Germany the smallest country 
towns possess bookshops, in which the most 
elaborate and expensive historical, scientific, 
and artistic publications are in the window. 

In much larger towns in these islands the 
inhabitants may live to be centenarians with- 
out knowing that such books exist, or con- 
ceiving the possibility of a shop devoted ex- 
clusively to the sale of books. Stationers sell 
Bibles and Praverbooks and illustrated news- 
papers, and perhaps a few cheap novels, just 
as oilshops sell scrubbing-brushes. , 

They will even order a book for a very per- 
sistent customer, and perhaps get it for him 
in a fortnight or so. But that is not serious 
bookselling. The truth is, we are an illiterate 
nation, and likely to remain so whilst books 
are harder to come by than bicycles. 



J. D. BERESFORD— 

My experience as a member of the book- 
buying public as an author, and as literary 
adviser for a firm of publishers, all goes to 
convince me that the average bookshop as 
conducted in England is essentially inexpert. 

There are some splendid exceptions, but 
the average bookseller knows far less about 
books than the average publisher's traveler. 

Nevertheless, I think that the chief buyers 
of such big firms as Messrs W. H. Smkh and 
Son, or Boots, know their business uncom- 
monly well. Their taste (as shown by their 
buying, and not by their own reading, if 
they ever read for pleasure?) is, perhaps, the 
most valuable indication of an author's prob- 
able safes. 

MRS. FLORA ANNIE STEEL— 
Anything which would tend to improve the 
present appaling taste in so-called literature 
would be welcome, and the presence of educa- 
tion and enthusiasm in bookshops would un- 
doubtedly help this desirable consummation. 

There is no place where a flapper is more 
01ft of place; yet half the bookshops I know 
are served by girls who, apparently, read 
nothing but novels. 

JOHN GALSWORTHY— 

The present economic conditions seem to 
threaten us with a standstill in the matter 
of book production, or alternately with a 
price which will put it out of the power of 
the public to buy books in anything like the 
old quantities. 

At present authors, publishers and booksell- 
ers seem to form three camps, not too 
friendly to each other. Unless some closer 
co-operation can be devised, each of these 
camps must suffer, and the life of "Letters 
be grievously handicapped. 

This, I should say, is today the most cru- 
cial point in the matter of book-selling re- 
form. 

JOHN COURNOS— 
There are few trades in which such a high 
grade of intelligence is required as in the 
book-trade. 

I know two or three shops in London where 
the personal interest of intelligent assistants 
has resulted in considerable sales of new 
books of merit, the existence of which is 
wholly ignored, even in some of the more 
important shop>. 
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JOSEPH CONRAD — 

Heaven is 'my witness that I don't know 
anything about book-selling, and very little 
indeed about book-buying. 

The only thing I can say for myself is that 
I have never been addicted to book-borrowing. 
We know what that means. I have noticed 
that booksellers' shops display a mass of un- 
utterable rubbish in their windows and on 
their counters. 

I should like to sec a reform in that re- 
spect, even at some personal risk, but that 1 
am afraid is impossible. I am afraid that 
intelligent enthusiasm and real knowledge of 
their business will always be as rare among 
booksellers as in other walks of life. 

From my slight knowledge of the class I 
have acquired the impression that nothing 
but a shot-gun will reform the modern book- 
seller. 

MISS M. P. WILLCOCKS— 

I should say that book-selling is the worst 
managed trade in existence. 

In order to get a copy of a book of ad- 
vanced thought one has to fight strenuously. 

I am speaking, of course, of the ordinary 
bookseller, and not of the "Reformers' Book- 
shops," which arc excellent — and are, I be- 
lieve, doing a good trade. 

STEPHEN GRAHAM — 

I have always thought that the aulthor 
owed much to the bookseller, even to the ob- 
scure provincial bookseller. 

The booksellers know more about the values 
of current literature than do the critics — be- 
cause they are more in touch with readers, 
and because they often have more time to 
read the books themselves. 

On the other hand, the bookseller does need 
some protection from unsaleable books, which 
tend in time to make his shelves stagnate. 
MISS MAY SINCLAIR — 

Certainly I think that a reform is needed, 
The book-selling trade is so important, so 
closely allied to the reviewer's craft in its 
power to support or suppress literature, that 
it should not be left to people who know 
and care nothing about the quality of the 
wares thev "handle." 

The question is no doubt complicated by 
"what the public wants." But the public, be- 
fore a bookseller's counter, doesn't always 
know what it wants, and there is the chance 
for the salesman to tell it, as the honest re- 
viewer would tell it, what it ought to want. 
CARADOC EVANS — 

Some folk claim that the correct bookseller 
is a universal teacher. That is very wrong. 
The bookseller supplies a demand ; it is for 
author and publisher to change the nature 
of that demand. 

W. J. LOCKE— 

I should like to see the abolition of the 
"Jacket." The novel display nowadays at a 
bookshop is a jazz band translated into col- 
or. Sense is confounded and choice im- 
poss ihle. This art of display is the great thing 
that the bookseller ought to study.

going in 1907 to Dodd, Mead & Co., where 
he has been ever since. Mr. Snyder has 
planned to carry a group of lines, not too 
many to be difficult to bring forward to new 
customers, but of sufficient variety to be 
thoroly representative of American book pub- 
lishing. 

The firms who are backing the plan are 
Dodd. Mead & Company, Houghton Mifflin 
Company, Grosset & Dunlap, F, A. Stokes 
Company, Barse & Hopkins. Harcourt, Brace 
& Howe, Doubleday, Page & Company. G. P. 
Putnam's Sons, Charles Scribner's Sons and 
Alfred A. Knopf, 

All these firms have already considerable 
business from the Pacific, but believe that 
this can be largely increased by having the 
lines personally represented. The trip is to 
cover Honolulu and Hilo in the Hawaiian 
Islands, Tokio and Yokohama, Kyoto and 



Kobe in Japan, Shanghai, Hongkong and 
Canton in China and Manila in the Philippine 
Islands. It marks an important point in the 
development of American book publishing 
and distribution. 



The Potter Brothers ' Clearance 

The Potter Brothers' book stock has now 
been completely disposed of, both at Los 
Angeles and at San Francisco. The company, 
jobbers in many lines, estimated that there 
was about one hundred and twenty thousand 
dollars worth of books on hand when they 
began their clearance this spring. The books 
have been sold partly to the libraries and 
partly to the retail trade and at increasing 
discounts from the list prices as the sale pro- 
gressed. Some of the San Francisco de- 
partment stores have been very heavy buyers, 
such as The Emporium and The White House, 
and the material is now appearing on their 
counters at the bargain prices. Potter Broth- 
ers have been in the book jobbing business 
about two years after having taken over this 
department of H. S. Crocker Company. They 
have not found the possible profits in book 
jobbing commensurate with the capital in- 
volved. It seems to be an evidence of the 
active state of bookselling on the Coast that 
such a large amount of stock has been com- 
fortably absorbed without more disturbance 
of the retail stores.

Getting the New Maps Ready 

As the peace arrangements have become 
settled, there has been a keen interest in the 
prospect for new maps and new atlases, for 
the great war has thrown into the scrap heap 
every existing atlas. The loose-leaf method 
of handling this has been adopted by the 
Hammond Company, which is putting out 
its largest size atlas in this style. All 
those maps that can be definitely settled are 
printed from new wax plates of the high- 
est character, and the few that must yet be 
straightened out could be supplied to sub- 
scribers as soon as leady, and they can then 
be easily put into the book. In the mean- 
time, these maps are substituted by what are 
practically temporary maps, showing the. 
boundaries as they have existed. In their 
smaller size modern atlas, which is so famil- 
iar to the book-trade, the maps have been 
put in as rapidly as information could be 
gathered, and they are also meeting the issue 
of the census problem by enclosing a cou- 
pon, which entitles the owner of the atlas to 
a supplement containing the new figures, on 
the payment of twenty-five cents. Many of 
the other maps in the Hammond series are 
being revised at the same time. 



Novel Tarzan Publicity 

A crowd, jamming two sidewalks to their 
limit, has been gathering daily about the fa- 
mous Twenty-third Street corner of the Flat- 
iron Building, where was seen inside two live 
lion cubs just inside the big plate glass win- 
dows, and where, for three hours each after- 
noon, Mr. John O'Ncil Lewis has been paint- 
ing some striking large oil pictures of Mr. 
T. R. Zan. the hero of the movie production 
of the Tarzan books.

The coming of Tarzan to the films Ins 
been an interesting illustration of how movies 
can affect very directly the sales possibilities 
on the. book counters. This has been espec- 
ially true of the Tarzan books, where there is 
a series and not just the single book being 
dealt with 
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Urge Liberal Arrangements for Send- 
ing Boofe and Periodicals Abroad 

Owing to the depreciated currency of Eu- 
rope and the financial difficulties in zvhich 
many European nations find themselves, the 
Publication of some European Serials has 
been temporarily discontinued, others haz e de- 
creased in size, while the Publication of still 
others is irregular. Furthermore, the pur- 
chase of American books at the present rate 
of exchange is practically impossible. 

Since it is essential for the intellectual life of 
mankind, that students of all countries should 
be in close touch, and since it seems of im- 
portance to America that the results of our 
intellectual activities should be known, the un- 
dersigned urge all publishers, publishing in- 
stitutions and publishing societies to exchange 
their publications on the most liberal terms 
with libraries, publishers, journals and publish- 
ing institutions and societies of all European 
countries, disregarding for the near future the 
question whether the amount of printed mat- 
ter received in exchange corresponds with 
the amount sent.

Newspaper Printers Get Raise 

On the 1st of April, the newspaper com- 
positors, organized as part of Typographical 
Union No. 6 of New York, made demands 
for increases in wage scale, thru their Presi- 
dent, Leon A. Rouse. The scale at that 
time was day shift, $43-5° '» night shift, $46.50, 
and midnight shift, $49.50. The demand was 
for an increase of $63, $69 and $75, with 
double time for overtime. The newspapers 
offered $6.50 but this was refused by the 
Union, and the matter was referred to an 
arbitrator, William E. Kelly. His award 
was given out on June 8th and allows $11.50 
increase in place of the $19.50 to $25.50 asked 
by the men and $5 higher than that offered 
by the newspapers. He also ruled that time 
and a half instead of double time should be 
the rate for overtime. 

This places the newspaper men at $10 
higher than the compositors in the general 
printing office, where periodical, job and book 
work is done. While there is usually about 
that percentage of difference between the 
scales of newspaper offices and general work, 
it is prophesied in the printing trade that 
there will be an advance asked in general 
printing offices this fall. The hours awarded 
were 45 for the day and night shift, and for 
the midnight or "lobster" shift, 42. In the 



general printing offices, the understanding is 
that there will be the 44 hour arrangement in 
192 1 for printing offices thruout the United 
States. 



The Pulitzer Prizes for 1920 

Three prizes were awarded for excellence 
in letters at the Columbia School of Journal- 
ism this June, the Pulitzer prizes for drama, 
biography, and history. No award was made 
to a novelist, the committee deciding that no 
novel produced in 1919 measured up to the 
necessary standard. The awards were made 
to Eugene O'Neill, for 'Beyond the Horizon" 
(Boni and Liveright) ; to Albert J. Beve- 
radgte, for "The Life of John Marshair 
(Houghton Miffiin) and to Justin H. Smith, 
for "The War with Mexico" (Macmillan). 
The committees of award were : drama, Ham- 
lin Garland, Richard Burton, Walter Prichard 
Eaton; history. Barrett Wendell, Henry 
Dwight Sedgwick. Worthington C Ford; 
biography, Paul Elmer More, Edward Ch an- 
il ing, Meredith Nicholson. 

There were also two journalistic prizes 
awarded for the best editorial and for the 
best example of a reporter's work. These 
were awarded to Harvey E. Newbranch, edi- 
tor of the Evening World Herald, Omaha, 
for an editorial called "Law and the Jungle" 
printed September 30, 1919, and to John J. 
Leary, Jr., of the New York World for a 
series of articles on the national coal strike 
in the winter of 1919, contributed to the 
World. 

The prize for the editorial was $500, for 
the biography, the drama, and Teporter's 
work. $1000 each, and the prize for history, 

$2000. 



Spingarn Medal Awarded to Dr. 
Dubois 

Dr. W. E. B. Dubois, author of "Soul of 
the Black Folk" and "Dark Water," has been 
awarded the Spingarn medal for the greatest 
achievement by a man "of African descent 
during the last year. The presentation was 
made at the eleventh annua* Convention of 
the National Association for the Advance- 
ment of the Colored .People. Among those 
present at the ceremony was Major J. E. 
Spingarn. of the publishing house of Har- 
court. Brace & Howe, in whose name the 
medal was presented. 



Fiction Price Levels 

The first announcements that have come to 
hand for fall book plans seem to indicate that 
the general price of popular fiction will be 
about two dollars, with fiction by authors who 
may expect a smaller, more select circulation 
running from two up to two dollars and a 
half. Some titles, in the popular field by less 
known writers, and therefore on a smaller 
royalty basis, will be kept between one dollar 
seventy-five cents and two dollars. 
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English Notes 

(From Our London Correspondent.) 

Prize competitions for novels continue to 
be announced. It was not long since — last 
year to be exact — that we heard of three com- 
petitions from well known publishers: £750— 
Messrs. Collins, Sons & Co., the three win- 
ning novels which will be published in the U. 
S. A. by G. P. Putnam's Sons ; £250— Erskine 
Macdonald, and £250—1. Werner Laurie. 
The latter was for the best humorous story. 
Messrs. Collins competition closed on March 
30, and the winning novels are to be an- 
nounced on June 30. Messrs. Macdonald's 
and Messrs. Laurie's winners will be pub- 
lished in the near future. It will be remem- 
bered that a few years ago, Messrs. Hodder 
and Stoughton ran a £1000 novel competi- 
tion which created a considerable amount of 
interest. Now we learn that two other com- 
petitions are in the making. Messrs. John 
Long are offering £500 for the best first novel, 
and The Bookman, which is published by 
Messrs. Hodder and Stoughton, are ready to 
give two hundred and fifty guineas also for 
a "best first novel." In the announcement of 
this last competition, the editor says : 

The increasing cost of book-production is, 
in these days, raising very serious difficulties 
for the author as well as for the publisher — 
especially for the author who is unknown. 
Articles and letters have recently appeared 
in the newspapers reiterating that it is becom- 
ing almost impossible for the beginner to get 
any chance at all, for, until the enterprise 
is less costly and speculative, most publishers 
prefer to limit their lists to the works of 
novelists of established reputation, and are 
unwilling to take the risk of publishing a first 
novel. 

For the purposes of this competition, a 
"first" novel is defined as one by a writer 
who has never before had a work of fiction 
(other than a volume of short stories) pub- 
lished in book form. 

The Bookman and Messrs. Long are to be 
congratulated on this -idea, for it is bound to 
encourage the man or woman who really has 
something to say, to sit down and plan out a 
story. 

Fiction competitions are always vastly in- 
teresting, and the possibilities of finding a new 
and promising writer who, one day, may be- 
come a Hardy — a real Hardy — or a Thack- 
eray, always thrill those who have the task, 
often an exacting one, of reading dozens of 
manuscripts, good, bad and indifferent, in the 
endeavors to "spot the winner." One often 
comes to sad conclusions at the end of a read- 
ing of a story. There are little tragedies 
lurking in the background of many of these 
manuscripts, and they rather tend to frighten 
one. Readers, or selectors, or whatever one 
may call them, should be people of real feeling, 
with a good mixing of intellectual acumen, 
otherwise they had better give up the task. 
But feeling may not count in deciding the 
value, often the commercial value, of a sub-

mitted story, and the reader with heart and 
brain fighting each other has to say "no" in 
nine out of ten cases. And that's the reader's 
Via dolorosa. Yet if out of these sheets of 
typescripts there comes just one great thing, 
or a work by an author who shows the slight- 
est signs of becoming important, all the bother 
of the competition is decidedly worth wliile. 
Moreover, in spite of the fact that the pub- 
lishers may be overwhelmed with entries, com 
petitions do spur some to creative work, and 
work which may become vastly important 
For these reasons novel competitions justify 
themselves. I wish someone would plan a 
competition for the best volume of essays. 
We badly want some more candidates for the 
mantle of Charles Lamb. 

Mr. Herbert Jenkins is emphasizing the 
success which has come to James Welsh's 
"The Underworld" Mr. I Jenkins deserves 
congratulations for this success. It is a first 
novel, and he says that nearly 50,000 copies 
have been called for. A first edition of 
20,000 was printed. Here is the publisher's 
advertisement which he prints in his spright- 
ly little monthly, The Herbert Jenkins Wire- 
less.

Special Bulletin on Price Conditions 

The Executive Committee of the Ameri- 
can Booksellers' Association has sent its 
members the following comment on the price 
situation : 

"Considerable uneasiness exilts among re- 
tailers due to the wave of price-cutting which 
lias swept the country from coast to coast 
during the past few weeks. While this has 
been confined most generally to clothing and 
kindred lines it has involved, in a few cases, 
the placing of entire department store stocks 
on sale at a large discount. 

"Insofar as the book business is concerned, 
these cuts are absolutely unwarranted by 
underlying and fundamental conditions and 
the dealer in books should "sit tight," upheld 
by the absolute justice of his position. We 
must absolutely maintain our present position 
regarding prices and discounts, if we hope to 
continue, and build up the consumer distribu- 
tion of books in this country. The retail book 
business has been and is being conducted on 
the smallest margin of profit possible, to 
maintain financial integrity and independence. 

"It is sincerely to be hoped that publishers 
will find a way to keep costs of production, 
and consequently retail prices, at their present 
level for the balance of the year. 

"On the other hand, there is not the slight- 
est indication of any possibility of lower 
prices in books. There is a real shortage of 
paper, with prices at about four times pre- 
war level and this situation may become more 
acute later in the year. Binding cloth, boards 
and other materials are in the same situation. 
Labor in the printing and allied industries 
cannot decline below present figures, and on 
the present basis is none too stable. With 
every element of manufacture increased from 
two to four times pre-war levels, and cost of 
distribution to both publisher and retailer sub- 
stantially increased, the retail price of new 
books has been advanced, not over 33 1/3 per 
cent and there are still available a large num- 
ber of standard • and worth-while books in 
popular, reasonably priced editions. These 
facts should be clearly brought to the attention 
of your sales force, so that they may realize the 
rightful necessity of present book prices, and, 
where necessary, lay these facts before the 
customers. 

"Rest secure in the honesty and justice of 
your position and 'don't rock the boat' 

"While buyers will do well to play safe and 
be conservative, keeping well within their 
financial resources, we see no reason for hold- 
ing back the placing of usual Fall orders, 
which would only result in a wild scramble 
later in the season for whatever supplies are 
available."

The increase in value of Americana — es- 
pecially that of an association interest — is 
well illustrated by comparison of two items 
once owned by Washington and sold this 
season, with the original sale of Washington's 
library and the collection owned by Lawrence 
Washington. In 1848. Washington's library, 
consisting of 3,000 volumes, was sold to Henry 
Stevens for $3,000. In November, 1876 a small 
collection of books once owned by Washing- 
ton — 138 items in all — inherited by Lawrence 
Washington, was sold in Philadelphia for 
$1,933- In the Avery sale, last November, 
Royal Tyler's "The Contrast," a comedy in 
five acts, published by Thomas Wignell, in 
Philadelphia, in 1790, with Washington's au- 
tograph on the title page, brought £2,800. 
Last week, in the Riker sale, Jenkin son's 
"Collection of Treaties" etc., in 3 volumes, 
with Washington's autograph on each title 
page and his bookplate in each volume, 
brought $4,000. These two items brought 
$1,867 more than the entire library of Wash- 
ington sold in 1848 and the Lawrence Wash- 
ington collection sold in 1876. The Washing- 
ton library, if sold at auction today, would 
bring a good deal more than $250,000, a tre- 
mendous increase in rare book valuer. 

The library of the late Samuel Riker, of 
this city, was sold at the Anderson Galleries, 
June 1 and 2. It contained some choice sets 
memoirs, biography, history and a few rare 
items of Americana. Its 883 items brought 
$14,494.60. The rare items brought high 
prices but there -were bargains in some of the 
more ordinary books as usual among sales of 
this kind at this time of the year. The star 
item of the collection was Charles Jenkin- 
son's "A Collection of all of the Treaties of 
Peace, Alliance and Commerce between Great 
Britain and Other Powers, from the Treaty 
Signed at Munster, in 1648, to the Treaty of 
Paris, in 1783, to which is affixed a discourse 
on the conduct of Great Britain in respect to 
the neutral nations." in 3 volumes, calf, Lon- 
don, 1785. This work was once owned by 
Washington and had his autograph on each 
title page and his bookplate in each volume. 
This remarkable association item brought $4,- 
000 and was bought by Dr. A. S. W. Rosen- 
bach. Other interesting items and the prices 
which they brought were the following: Aid- 
rich's "Writings," 10 vols., 1897-08. large 
pap^r. $102.60; Catlin's "Manners.

Recent Report on Russian Book-trade 
Conditions 

A Russian bookseller, who left Moscow 
in April and is now traveling in Finland, re- 
ports in the Frankfurter Zcitung that prac- 
tically all the newspapers and periodicals in 
Russia have been taken over by the govern- 
ment, the weeklies appearing at irregular in- 
tervals, owing to the scarcity of paper, and 
the use of paper is strictly forbidden by 
private persons. 

Since the Bolshevistic regime, he says, 
there has not been published a single scien- 
tific or technical book. All the existing print- 
ing presses have been nationalized, and the 
supply of paper taken over, so that there can 
no longer be publishing on private account 
Similarly, retail bookselling in private hands 
has ceased. This function has been taken 
over and handled by the Soviets. The in- 
dividual owners claim that they have not been 
at all recompensed for material and estab- 
lishments thus taken over. Under the direc- 
tion of Maxim Gorky, an important series of 
great literature of the world had been 
planned, but as there is no paper available, 
it seems doubtful whether this could he car- 
ried forward for some time.

The New York Historical Society has 
placed on exhibition in its rooms at 60th 
Street and Central Park West, a choice col- 
lection of steel and copper engravings, litho- 
graphs, broadsides, etc., of Washington and 
Lincoln. Altho the collection is not large it 
has been selected with care and judgment, 
containing many rare prints seldom seen at 
auction sales or at exhibitions. The exhibi- 
tion is attracting a good deal of attention. 

The collcotion of letters written to Mr?. 
Thomas A. Janvier of South Bethlehem, 
Penn., and her mother, Mrs. Sandwich 
Drinker, by Hon. Townsend Harris, during his 
sojourn in Japan as our first consul-general 
and later as minister, has been presented t > 
the New York Public Library. The gift is 
an important one. as these letters contain much 
material which is not in W. E. Griffith's

The Public Libraries' Great Effort in 
Book Publicity 

THE American Library Association, in 
planning to continue its nation-wide 
work, has organized a campaign to 
raise two million dollars to cover several 
years' work, and is appealing to the publish- 
ers and book-trade for concrete evidence of 
interest. The New York local committee, 
with Raymond Fosdick as chairman, is ask- 
ing New York publishers specifically for 
sixty thousand dollars toward the total. 

In the course of three years, the gospel of 
the book and its usefulness has been carried 
into the minds of millions of Americans. The 
American Library Association proved to the 
satisfaction of the world that books were a 
practical part of every-day life — practical for 
the soldier in the trench, practical for every 
man preparing for a new occupation, prac- 
tical as a means of making life on shipboard 
more human, practical as a therapeutic aid 
in the hospitals of the land, practical in every 
business and factory, practical for the scat- 
tered population of the country, as well as 
for those brought up within sight of book- 
stores and libraries. To this cause, hundreds 
of well trained people gave their time, hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars' worth of books 
were purchased and put to their best use in 
all these directions. Magazines without num- 
ber carried stories of what the book could do 
and was doing, periodicals and newspapers 
gladly gave their space when the cause of the 
book was presented under such auspices. 

Recent discussions in publishing circles as 
to the cause of the expansion and accelera- 
tion of book buying in the last two years have 
been unanimous in giving first credit to this 
great work for what it has done in this direc- 
tion. Three million dollars were raised and 
spent. With the results that have been shown, 
the librarians would have been less than 
patriots if they had not wished to put out 



every effort to continue to conduct their work 
on a national scale. With three million dol- 
lars spent to give circulation to books and to 
place them in everybody's mind, the pub- 
lishers are now asked to contribute sixty 
thousand dollars toward a second fund, which 
will carry the work on for several years to 
come. 

New libraries are to be encouraged; books 
are to be made part of every hospital equip- 
ment; books are to be in all the lighthouses, 
made available for every ship; in these and a 
hundred other ways, the cause of the book is 
to be constructively carried on, or, as soon as 
arranged, left to function under whatever may 
prove the best auspices. It is to be hoped 
that the publishing world will record its 
recognition of what this Association has done 
for book distribution by liberal contributions. 
Nothing could be more heartening to those 
who have borne the burden of this great 
effort. 



A French "Book House" 

THE enterprise of the French book- trade 
as described in an article in another 
column, whereby it has come together 
to establish headquarters for the distributive 
activities of the book business is an interest- 
ing experiment that may have valuable sug- 
gestions to the American trade. 

The French have not been unaware of the 
importance of the book, not only as a busi- 
ness, but as a symbol of revival of French 
ideas and the power of them to influence in 
every direction. They have felt that what- 
ever after-war conditions might mean for 
other trades, they should not by any means be 
allowed to cripple the extension of French 
ideas thru French literature. The younger 
men coming back into the trade from the 
army have furnished the energy which has 
drawn the trade closer together, so that it 
has been possible for over six hundred con- 
tributing members to establish in a room 
leased from the city a "Maison du Livre," 
from which headquarters concerted efforts 
will be made to keep the distribution of books 
flowing freely, not only to all parts of France, 
but to border countries and distant markets. 

French publishers have realized that it is 
not enough to have literature, and not enough 
to print that literature, but that books, after 
all, are a means of communication, and this 
implies that an audience is necessary to corn- 
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plete the operation. If the audience for books 
and the consumption of books is increased, 
authors are encouraged, better things are 
written, and cheaper production costs are pos- 
sible. Individual publishers may watch out 
for problems of conception and production, 
but the larger problems of new markets and 
new groups of consumers need a joint 
handling. 



A Notable Exhibit of American Printing 

The exhibit of printing held at the National 
Arts Club during the month of May, under 
the auspices of the American Institute of 
Graphic Arts, was a notable evidence of the 
high character of the work of the presses of 
America and the skill and craft that goes 
into printing of all kinds in this country. 

The Grand Prize for the whole exhibit, 
awarded for the most important specimen in 
all departments, was awarded to a volume 
entitled "Original Drawings by the Old Mas- 
ters." a book of which fifty copies were pub- 
lished for Mortimer L* Schiff in 191 5. The 
book was printed by Norman T. A. Mundcr 
& Company of Baltimore, laid out for the 
press by William Aspinwall Bradley, with 
decoration and designing by Thomas M. 
Bullen. This book also received first prize 
in the classification of books. The second 
and third prizes in these classifications were 
given to two volumes of the Riverside Press 
series as produced under the supervision of 
Bruce Rogers, the silver medal award to 
"Gcoffry Tory" (1009). one of the most 
famous of the Riverside Press special series 
(this is by all means one of the most beauti- 
ful books that has ever been printed in 
America), the bronze medal was given to 
"Theocritus," another book in the same 
series. 

Another handsome book deserving special 
mention was "Art and the Great War." pub- 
lished by Dutton, and printed by William E. 
Rudge. The type composition was the work 
of Bertha M. Goudy, and the decorations 
were by Frederic W. Goudy. There was a 
fine collection of printed books of the Merry- 
mount Press. Boston, showing the l»eautiful 
typographical work that Mr. Updike turns 
out. It might be mentioned that, as Mr. 
Updike was on the jury of awards, his ex- 
hibits could not in competition. Beside 
the two Bruce Ropers books given special 
mention, Houghton Mifflin's exhibit was of 
highest grade thruout and reflected great 
credit on the standards of its l>ook-making. 
The exhibit of Alfred A. Knopf, Inc.. of New 
York showed the striking work that that firm 
has done in planning books that are suit- 
able to the content and are varied and inter- 
esting in their execution. Doubleday, Page 
& Company were well represented bv a beau- 
tiful volume of "The Art Work of Louis Tif- 
fany." The product of Charles Scribner's 



Sons represented the high standards of their 
trade books as produced by their own press. 
Ginn & Company showed the standard for 
American school-book publishing at its 
best. 

It was natural that in the field of poster 
work and trade catalogs there should be most 
striking exhibits, as in this field American 
printers have had tremendous encourage- 
ment in the high returns paid to the best 
talent in this field. Some of the products 
showed a lavishness of expense and detail 
in preparation that indicated what a vast 
amount of support must be given to the 
printers in these channels. 

The historical aspect of the collection 
should not fail of mention. There was an 
exhibit of about forty examples of i>ooks. 
loaned by Henry Louis Johnson, of American 
works of the last twenty-five years. There 
was a fine showing, filling eight cases, from 
the Typographical Museum of the American 
Type Founders Company, Jersey City, from 
the fifteenth century down to date. 

It was the most notable exhibit of printing 
that has ever been held in New York, and 
received great encouragement from the large 
number that attended. Such exhibits should 
receive continuous support from book pub- 
lishers. By such emphasis on American 
standards of typography the character of 
American products can be improved. Cer- 
tainly America can hold up its head w ith all 
nations since it has produced such names as 
Bertram Goodhue, type designer; Frederic 
W. Goudy, type designer and printer : Bruce 
Rogers, typographer and decorative artist: 
D. Berkeley Updike, typographer and print- 
er: Henry Louis Bullen. authority on print- 
ing and types; Henry Louis Johnson, author- 
ity on printing: John Clyde Oswald, printer 
and writer on printing, and Rudolph Ruzicka. 
wood engraver. 

The Chicago Book Fair 

The Giicago Book Fair, which customarily 
begins right after the 4th of July, will this 
year open a week later, July 12, on account 
of the Elks' Convention, which will crowd 
Giicago the week of July 4- Bookman's Field 
Day will be held on Wednesday, July 14.

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THE PROPOSED CO-OPERATIVE ADVERTISING CAMPAIGN 
Committees Are Soon to Report Definite Plans for Discussion 



Sir.ce the discussion of a national campaign 
of co-operative book advertising has come to 
the iront in the last few weeks, there is no 
doubt that, in the clarifying of ideas, there 
has been a steady turn in all branches of the 
trade toward such a project. 

The reason for this trend of approval is 
probably that there has been a great deal 
of debate as to the possibilities of such an 
effort in all discussions on book publicity in 
the last year or two. The experts on sales 
and publicity in the publishing field have often 
said that never before have there been so 
many indications that there were wide areas 
of readers who might become buyers and 
owners of books. 

The question has been how to clinch this 
great opportunity and bring to book buying 
channels this possible increase in numbers. 
Some have felt that big campaigns on single 
books served a double purpose, first, by creat- 
ing a successful market for the particular 
book, and second, by getting one more per- 
son in the book buying habit, but it has not 
seemed wholly true that this second thing has 
been accomplished. The great fiction sales 
of twenty years ago did not leave behind them 
a continuing group of book buyers, and it 
seems as tho some more fundamental appeal 
should be part of the publicity effort of the 
publishing world, something that would make 
people understand the continuing joy and 
value of fresh contact with books. 

It has not been necessary for the book- 
trade to be pioneer experimenters in this field 
of general publicity. In the last two years, 
it has been tried out in scores of directions, 
and successfully. Now the book-trade can 
approach such a plan guided by the accumu- 
lated experience of many quarters, experience 
that shows how the public can be interested 
in the general idea, how the trade can be or- 
ganized at both producing and distributing 
ends to take advantage of the campaign, and 
how the funds can be fairly collected. It 
was probably due to the fact that the possi- 
bilities of co-operative advertising were so 
well understood in the trade that the speeches 
at the Philadelphia Convention so instantly 
touched fire and carried the four or five hun- 
dred assembled into enthusiastic approval. 
This convention approval has much value in 
the present discussion, for while other busi- 
nesses had to do months of careful prelimin- 
ary work to get the retailers interested in the 
idea, this indispensable condition is. in the 
book field, already supplied. 

What has happened since the Convention 
can be briefly stated. The resolution passed 
directed the President to form a committee 
of twelve, six of whom should be from the 
American Booksellers' Association, to discuss 
immediately the plan and offer to the pub- 
lishers the complete co-operation of the retail 



book-trade. Mr. Herr called the Executive 
Committee together before leaving Phila- 
delphia, and it was agreed to meet with a 
group of publishers on May 25th. As a 
method of sounding out the publishers' atti- 
tude, it was suggested that a dozen or more 
be invited, selected at random from the larger 
list of publishers who would be ultimately in- 
terested. This would test out the field. The 
meeting was held at the Yale Club. The 
discussion was free and informal. Mr. Herr 
said frankly that the American Booksellers' 
Association realized that this problem was 
largely one that must be decided by the pub- 
lishers, but that the A. B. A. was willing to 
offer the organized enthusiasm of the retail- 
ers, and to carry forward this end of the 
work, and to raise some of the funds. Many 
points were brought up and frankly discussed, 
but the consensus of opinion was that the 
plan was fundamentally sound, full of possi- 
bilities and that it should be thoroly investi- 
gated and put into concrete form for more 
general discussion. 

The fifteen publishers represented could 
not, of course, speak for the whole publishing 
group, but the meeting felt that before 
gathering together the sixty or eighty pub- 
lishers who would naturally be interested, 
the plan should be put in concrete form, so 
that it could be adequately and understand- 
ing^' discussed. With this in mind, six pub- 
lishers were appointed to act as the commit- 
tee of general policy with the six on the 
Executive Board of the American Booksellers" 
Association. These six were John Macrae 
i*f E. P. Dutton & Company, George W. 
Jacobs of George W. Jacobs Company, Alex- 
ander Grosset of Grosset & Dunlap, H. S. 
Baker of Baker & Taylor Company, William 
Morrow of F. A. Stokes Company, and Wil- 
liam Corrigan of George H. Doran Company. 
Sub-committees were then appointed to cover 
two grounds. A committee of three, Alexan- 
der Grosset, Chairman ; William Corrigan, 
and Louis A. Keating, were to bring in a re- 
port of what such a program of national ad- 
vertising could consist if funds of one 
hundred thousand dollars could be raised. 
The second committee, William Morrow, 
Chairman ; H. S. Baker, and F. G. Melcher, 
were to bring in their proposal as to how the 
trade could be organized to carry out such a 
campaign, if accepted, and on what basis the 
funds could be raised. These committees are 
about ready to report to the larger commit- 
tees, who then find the best way to take 
recommendations back to the full group of 
American publishers.

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An A nglo-A merican University Library 

for Central Europe 

In connection with the relief work in Cen- 
tral Europe conducted by the English and 
American Society of Friends at the present 
time, the privations and dire need of the 
university teachers have been repeatedly 
brought to the attention of their workers. 
Owing to the unfavourable rate of exchange, 
and the high cost of living, the prices of 
recent English and American books on phil- 
osophy, science, literature, etc., have made it 
impossible for the universities of Central 
Europe to keep in touch with English and 
American thought. For example, ten shilling 
books cost an equivalent of more than £9 in 
Germany and more than £30 in Austria. 

As a consequence the scholars in these 
countries find themselves cut off from access 
to books printed in English since 1914, which 
means that intellectual workers are deprived 
of indispensable tools. Appeals to meet this 
want are being received in increasing number 
by English relief workers and university 
professors. 

Public spirited men in England, on being ac- 
quainted with the state of things, immediately 
realized that here was a phase of relief work 
which could not be met by the existing 
agencies, but which offered a unique oppor- 
tunity of reconciling the intellectual world. 
There is a hunger of the mind and soul as 
well as of the body. 

This is the ultimate object in view in form- 
ing an organization to supply an immediate 
need. Its importance is obvious. The recon- 
ciliation amongst the peoples can only come 
thru the cultivation of mind and spirit, 
and it is clear that the great teachers of the 
world, by the free interchange of ideas, must 
be the leaders in such an endeavour. 

It is, therefore, proposed to establish in 
Central Europe under British-American aus- 
pices one or more libraries of recent books in 
English indispensable to university teachers. 
This work is being organized on a broad, 
non-political, non-sectarian basis, so as to 
enlist the widest possible co-operation. 

These libraries will supply on loan books 
needed by the faculties of the different uni- 
versities in Central Europe. They will be 
under the charge of British and American 
representatives, and committees of the foreign 
universities will be asked to superintend the 
local administration. 

Viscount Bryce, Lord Robert Cecil and 
other leading public men have expressed their 
approval of the plan and have promised their 
co-operation in carrying it out. 

In addition to the trustees mentioned above, 
a consultative committee of British and 
American University men will be formed as 
soon as possible. With such assistance little 
difficulty need be anticipated in securing the 
necessary financial support. 

Professor Everett Skillings, of Middlebury 
College, Vermont, is leaving shortly for the 
Continent to confer with the university au- 



thorities and to make all necessary arrange- 
ments for inaugurating the plan. 

By thus taking the initiative in extending 
the hand of fellowship to colleagues in former 
enemy countries, British and American schol- 
ars are seizing a timely opportunity of help- 
ing to heal the wounds of the war and of 
exemplifying in a practical and convincing 
way the true 'international mind.' 

Mr. B. M. Headicar, Librarian of the 
London School of Economics (University of 
London), Clare Market, London, W.C. 2, has 
consented to act as Secretary of the Li- 
brary, and all communications may be sent 
to him at this address.

Professor Gilbert Murray, Arnold S. R'oun- 
tree, Rev. Canon William Temple. 

An Unusual Roosevelt List 

From a book-trade point of view one of the 
most interesting things that has come out in 
connection with Roosevelt is the list from 
the Syracuse Public Library called "Roose- 
velt— Lover of Books." This little list first 
points out the unusual influence that Roose- 
velt had on the country's reading; it prints 
a list of his published writings; then prints, 
in alphabetical order, all the books that 
Roosevelt commented on in his different writ- 
ings and speeches, and selections from these 
comments. This is a list of extraordinary 
interest and covers nearly two hundred 
items. , 

Then is given a list of books to which 
Roosevelt wrote an introduction or preface, 
twenty in all; the list of the original Pigskin 
Library, the books that Roosevelt took with 
him to Africa, and the supplementary list of 
those that he added afterwards. From "Afri- 
can Game Trails" is printed a list of two 
dozen books that he took on various later 
trips, and then a list of four pages covering 
books mentioned but not specifically com- 
mented on in his various writings, a list of 
three or four hundred items. This pamphlet 
is in itself one of the most extraordinary 
testimonies to the greatness of Roosevelt 
The library sells the pamphlet at fifteen cents.

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FRANCE ESTABUSHES BOOK-TRADE CLEAR1NC HOUSE 
An Important Step Taken Toward Co-operative Methods 



On April 1st there was established in Paris 
a Maison du Livre Francais, a corporation 
with a capital of 1,700,000 francs to serve as 
a central organization for the 615 publishers 
and booksellers who have joined so far. With 
this organization has been fused the Societe 
d'Exportation des Editions Francais (famil- 
iarly known as the S.E.D.E.F.). The gen- 
eral object will be to organize the trade in 
FYench books on a basis broad enough to 
give it full possibility for development. The 
foreign business started by the S.E.D.E.F. 
will be carried forward, and methods further 
perfected. 

Urged by the association of publishers who 
had the influential support of the Minister of 
Commerce, the Paris City Council has leased 
the available part of the market at St. Ger- 
main for this purpose. Until such time as 
these quarters are ready the business will be 
conducted at 3 Rue de Crenelle, the old ad- 
dress of the S.E.D.E.F., and the director and 
office force of that organization is taken over 
for the new work. 

The nature and purpose of this establish- 
ment is the assembling under one roof, wfth 
all conveniences and simplification of ma- 
chinery, the correspondence, the bookkeeping, 
money arrangements, in fact all the success- 
ive motions of the book business at a time 
when it is very important to do away with 
all possible waste of time, energy and money 
and to suppress all unnecessary middlemen. 
Such a centralization, they believe, cannot 
fail to increase the sales of books. Instead 
of having to write five or ten letters every 
day to the different Paris publishers, the re- 
tail booksellers of that city and of the prov- 
inces will send all their orders in one letter. 
The Maison du Livre will attend to the rest. 
There will be a post-office and a railroad 
express office there, and money orders will 
be attended to and accounts taken care of. 

Another important function is the forma- 
tion of a school of bookselling and a book 
museum. Salesmanship will be taught with 
information about the making of books, such 
as binding, typography, etc. The Book Mu- 
seum will be a series of exhibitions on the 
industry of book-making. At regular inter- 
vals specimens of color-printing will be 
shown, or different types of papers, binding 
processes, printing machinery, etc. Besides 
these exhibits, which are of interest to the 
general public, there will be facilities for 
special research for out-of-town visitors, and 
opportunities for bookstores and universities 
to get information. The starting of libra- 
ries will be included, and special exhibits 
will be arranged for technical or literary 
purposes. 

As for the authors, it is hoped that they 
will frequent the Maison du Livre, where 
they will have a good chance to know at 



first hand the working of the law of supply 
and demand. Observing the wants of the 
public they will be in a position to consider 
these in their work. This may result, for 
certain publishers, in reducing the number of 
unsuccessful books that refuse to sell. 

"It is hoped," says a writer in L'Ere Nou- 
vclle, "that the various associations of intel- 
lectual workers will soon arrange for repre- 
sentatives and offices in this building. Thus 
this commercial enterprise may become the 
forerunner of that 'Bourse du Travail Intel- 
lectuel' (Intellectual Exchange), of which 
we all dream for the greater glory and ex- 
pansion of French thought." 



Women as Travelers 

The French book-trade paper, La Renais- 
sance du Livre, has published recently an ar- 
ticle by Louise Faure Favier, which states that 
the publishers are considering plans for us- 
ing women in a new way in the book-trade. 
It is believed that the problem of decadence 
of the small stores thruout France may be 
met by putting the publishers in more inti- 
mate contact with these outlets, and that this 
can be done by dividing the country into 8 
districts and by having a woman representa- 
tive in each district to handle the lines of 
several publishers. The details of this idea 
are given as follows: 

"The representative will live in her section, 
preferably in the principal city, and will if 
possible be a native of the district She will 
be authorized by one or several of the Paris 
publishers — perhaps by a publishers' associa- 
tion — to visit regularly the bookstores of the 
principal city and then those of the smaller 
cities of the region. The purpose of these 
visits will be: (1.) To acquaint the booksell- 
ers with new publications which she will stress 
as to their importance as literature and the 
magnitude of the publishers' publicity plans 
for them. (2.) To take notes of the success 
of the retailers in their sales efforts. (3.) To 
acquaint the bookseller intimately with the 
book he is selling. Everybody will benefit 
from this knowledge: the customer, the book 
seller and the publisher. 

"The crisis in small-town bookselling is 
due as much to the ignorance of the public 
as of the booksellers. The bookstore should 
instruct the public from that point where the 
newspaper stops. And it is the woman-rep- 
resentative who can teach the bookseller, well- 
informed as she herself will be thru her own 
reading and the help she will receive from 
the central organism (the publishers' associa- 
tion). , , 

"The representative in order to hold this 
position must have exceptional qualifications: 
intelligence, culture, practical common sense, 
education, tact. She will keep in constant 
touch with the publishers to fill her role of 
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go-between for the booksellers and pub- 
lishers. 

"It might be necessary to create the posi- 
tion of general secretary to take care of all 
the correspondence and instructions. This 
higher position also should be given to a wo- 
man who will be thoroly informed about 
books, publishing and bookselling. She would 
be general secretary of the organization, for 
bdth representative and publishers, and she 
would furnish the representatives their in- 
structions. The general work would then be 
simplified. 

"This general secretary might herself or- 
ganize the eight centers where the work of 
the women representatives will be done, Lyon, 
Marseilles. Rouen, Bordeaux, Toulouse, Nancy, 
Tours and Lille. 

"Such a new profession for women, once 
started, will be quickly recognized, appreci- 
ated and sought after by intelligent women, 
and will easily find recruits. 

We are at the beginning of a period of ac- 
tive and intense living. Let us take care lest in 
this general upheaval, books be somewhat sac- 
rificed. We are going to do a great deal, per- 
haps we shall read less. Let us make ready 
to fight for the preservation, in France, of 
the taste for reading which was developed by 
the long sad nights of the war during these 
last three years. With the return of light 
and joy Frenchmen must not lose their taste 
for books. Reading should always be the first 
of all pleasures. To this end let us all — book- 
sellers and publishers — work together. Let 
us make the book a work of art. the book- 
store an agreeable gathering place where there 
is always a warm welcome. Le* us all evi- 
dence a good will. That of the women is 
ready. Let us educate this good will and see 
what good work French women will do as 
booksellers and travelers. They will put new 
life into the book-trade, they will inAe k 
the best in the world." 



Circular Letter on French Book-trade 

American booksellers have received the 
following circular letter from La Renais- 
sance du Litre which is an organ of the 
French book-trade:

Dear Sir:— 

You have, of course, heard of the inquiry 
that we just started among your colleagues 
of France in regard to the crisis in the book 
business. It is the first time that an investi- 
gation on so large a scale has been made in 
the world of bookselling. We want to make 
a still broader one which shall hinge upon 
the two following questions : 

1. What arc the French books that sell best 
in your country? 

2. What should be done, in your opinion, 
to extend the work of the French book- 
trade? 



We want to conduct this investigation, 
which will be world-wide, by consulting the 
booksellers only, as we consider them best 
qualified to answer us. 

We shall publish the answers arranging 
them by countries. 



Where Woman Does Not Lead 

The literature of the world can show at 
least fifty male poets greater than any woman 
poet, says Arnold Bennett in Cassell's Maga- 
zine for May. Indeed, the women poets who 
have reached even second rank are exceedingly 
few — perhaps not more than half a dozen. 
With the possible exception of Emily Bronte 
no woman novelist has yet produced a novel 
to equal the great novels of men (one may be 
enthusiastic for Jane Austen without putting 
"Pride and Prejudice" in the same category 
with "Anna Karinina" or "The Woodland- 
ers"). No woman at all has achieved either 
painting or sculpture that is better than 
second-rate, or music that is better than 
third-rate. Nor has any woman come any- 
where near the top in criticism. Can any- 
body name a celebrated woman philosopher; 
or a woman who has made a first-rate scien- 
tific discovery? 

The stereotyped reply to these regrettable 
platitudes is that only lately have women 
"had a chance," and that, when the fruits of 
education and liberty have ripened, women 
will rival men in all branches of creative and 
intellectual activity. Such a reply— I say it 
with trembling — is the reply of a partisan. 

For ages women have had every oppor- 
tunity that education can furnish to shine 
creatively in painting and in music Thousands 
Of women gave half their lives to painting in 
conditions exactly similar to the condit 
for males. The musical institutes are packed 
with women who study exactly as men study. 
What Tesult in creation is visible? As for 
fiction, women have long specialized in it. 
Probably there are more women novelists than 
men to-day. But no modern woman-novelist 
has yet cut a world figure. Innumerable 
women have had the leisure and the liberty 
and the apparatus to become philosophers, 
but the world has not discovered a woman 
philosopher whom it could honestly place hun- 
dredth after the first ninety-nine philosophers 
of the other sex. 



Essay Contest on Life of Roosevelt 

The sta4e committee of the Woman'* 
Roosevelt Memorial Association will conduct 
an annual contest in several states for the best 
essay on the life of the former President.

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</4 London Buyer and Her Book 
Department 

After six weeks' tour thru the country, Miss 
Ethel Pook, manager of the famous book de- 
partment of Harrod's, London, sailed last 
Monday for England on the "Philadelphia." 

Miss Pook has been enthusiastic about her 
trip, the hospitality shown her in this coun- 
try, and the suggestions gathered for her own 
work. She attended the Philadelphia Con- 
vention and afterwards visited retail stores 
and publishers in Washington, Cleveland, 
Chicago. Detroit, Toronto, Boston and New 
York . 

Harrod's in London is a well known land- 
mark for American visitors. Its character is 
usually described by the American traveler as 
being the Altman's or Marshall Field's of 
London. The book department has been 
started in recent years, and is recognized in 
the English trade as one of the important 
developments in retail distribution. Miss 
Pook has developed the department from the 
l>eginning. and has been able to give it the 
air of bookishness, as well as of alert mer- 
chandising effort such as can be equalled by 
few shops. Because of the success of the 
department, Harrod's has decided to move it 
to the first floor, and this new arrangement 
will be made during the summer. A recent 
number of one of Cassell's English magazines 
carried an interview with Miss Pook on her 
business that is worth quoting for the sug- 
gestions it gives of the reason for her success 
as a merchandiser of books: 

"In the early days of Harrod's book depart- 
ment it was but "a tiny corner. Our custom- 
ers then were merely chance ones who came 
to the store for other things, and occasion- 
ally bought books as they passed thru. A 
change in management was to be made. I 
approached the managing director with the 
suggestion that Harrod's should make its 
book department as worthy of its name as 
any other department thruout the building — 
that the slogan "You can get it at Harrod's" 
should apply to any book as it did to any 
ether commodity. 

"After much consideration and planning, 
for space even in a big store is valuable, my 
idea was given a trial, and the book-room, 
as it is to-day, came into being. I determined 
to abandon the counter, and make the room 
just a big library, so arranged that anyone 
could wander round without trouble and 
without the counter between him and the as- 
sistant. 

"Having so far succeeded, my idea was to 
make Harrod's book-room as serviceable and 
real to book !overs as any bookseller's shop 
in London might be. I wanted everybody 
to know that he could get the book he 
wanted at Harrod's, and so I set to work to 
cater for everybody — for those who wanted 
cheap reprints to the sumptuously bound 
books, novels, children's books, books of 
travel, guide books — indeed every kind of 
self-respecting bookseller stocks— I *»^»nt to 



stock. By degrees I slowly enlarged my 
stock until it equalled any in London, and 
enlarged my clientele accordingly. 

"1 have endeavored, too, to make the book- 
room so inviting and comfortable as to en- 
courage persons to make it a meeting-place, 
and this, I find, is being adopted. 'Meet me 
in Harrod's book-room' is a phrase which is 
growing, and we do our best to encourage 
the use of it. 

"It has been said that more persons read 
books to-day than ever. I believe that is 
true. 1 believe also a bookseller, with a 
knowledge of books and a well stocked book- 
room, can be a guide to the choice of book, 
and can help to cultivate the book habit. A 
1>ook sales assistant cannot, of course, 
specialize in all books. In our book-room 
books are classified, so that a customer want- 
ing a certain class of book is conducted to 
the section where he can find not only what 
he wants, but many others he ought to 
want. 

"I have tried to make the book- room in 
Harrod's a live and interesting place to 
go to, and I firmly believe I have not failed. 
And in my endeavors I have had the very 
valuable and sympathetic help of publishers 
and their representatives, not merely be- 
cause I am a woman, but — if I may say so — 
because they know that I take an interest in 
a good book for its own sake as well as for 
its selling properties. 

"Invariably, if I like a book, I endeavor to 
enthuse my assistants into liking it, too, for 
it is easier to sell a book one has read and 
liked than it is to persuade a customer to 
purchase a book you know little of. 

"A few years ago books were not consid- 
ered to be of much importance to the success 
of a store like Harrod's. This I have striven 
to prove wrong, and if the success of Har- 
rod's book-room is the result of my efforts, 
ably seconded by my assistants, it is also 
due to the firm's encouragement of a buyer's 
ambition." 



Where Will the Money Go ? 

Many advertising periodicals are busy fig- 
uring out where the money saved from the 
old wet days will now be spent. The figures 
that used to be frequently quoted indicated 
that John Barleycorn cost the country about 
two billion dollars and perhaps something over 
one billion more for taking care of the crimes 
and disorders therefrom. This money, as a 
writer in Printers' Ink points out, must be go- 
ing somewhere. He points especially to cand}', 
chewing gum, tobacco and coffee. 

Why should not some of it be expected to 
land in the hands of the bookstores? Books 
help take care of the leisure time, serve as a 
stimulant and become a possession, decidedly 
creditable to any home. May it not be rightly 
expected that the new era is to be a benefit to 
booksellers, and perhaps some of the increase, 
■already seen by the bookstores, is due to that 
cause. , 
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English Notes 
(From Our London Correspondent.) 

The Annual meeting of the National Book- 
Trade Provident Society, of which Mr. W. 
Heinemann is president, has taken place 
at the Stationers' Hall, Ludgate Hill, E. C. 
The meeting was followed by a Smoking Con- 
cert. The audience enjoyed a talk by Cap- 
tain R. G. R. Evans, C. B., D. S. O., R. N., 
about his Antarctic and Dover Patrol ex- 
periences. 

The report of the Committee of Manage- 
ment which was presented to the annual 
meeting stated that accounts as audited show 
a balance in favour of the Society of £8456, 
which is an increase of £655 over the fig- 
ures of 1918. 

The revenue from donations amounted to 
£322 as against £191 in 1918. The number 
of applications for relief received during the 
year has been small. During the year, 
the widow of a member who had young 
children received a donation of £50, and a 
member in temporary distress received a grant 
of £6 ios. 

The income from investments during the 
year amounted to £312. £857 was invested 
in National War Loans. 

In all, 997 members of the Society served 
in H. M. Forces during the war. Tho 
39 of these lost their lives, the Committee is 
proud that the Society can show such a 
record. The Committee considered that 
members who had served in the Forces 
should not thereby be prejudiced in their right 
to receive the Society's benefits if this could 
be avoided. 

The Committee records with great regret that 
the president, Mr. Heinemann, who has served 
in that capacity since May, 1913, is resigning 
his office. It desires to put on record its 
deep appreciation of the great services he 
has rendered to the Society during a diffi- 
cult period of its existence. 

Mr. Heinemann has been a tremendous as- 
set to the Society during his presidency, and 
his help and guidance will be sorely missed. 
Those who have been privileged to work 
with him realize what it has meant to the 
Society to have him at the head of affairs. 
Fortunately, he is being followed by a very 
capable new President, in the person of Mr. 
Tom Meredith, a son of George Meredith, 
and head of Messrs. Constable and Company, 
and the hopes of the members of the So- 
ciety are high in anticipation of the continu- 
ation of the success which belonged to the 
period white Mr. Heinemann was President. 

In May British booksellers congregated 
at Cardiff, in Wales, and a big, important 
gathering was held. It is noted that not 
only booksellers were there, but also pub- 
lishers and authors. There was an extensive 
program, both social and business, and good 
results in both sections were felt Prob- 
ably the chief speaker outside of the book- 



sellers and publishers was Mrs. Barclay, 
the famous author of "The Rosary," which 
has had such an enormous sale thruout the 
world, and which seems to be selling as well 
as ever. She is a fascinating speaker, as 
the American people know, has a good voice, 
which carries a long way and a clear enuncia- 
tion. We have heard her speak in a hall 
holding several thousand people and got every 
word distinctly. In addition to this, she has 
a ready wit, so her speeches are always well 
received and loudly applauded. Mrs. Bar- 
clay's new novel about reincarnation- was 
published here by the Putnams, and people 
are already talking about it. It is a skillfully 
written story, very daring in conception, and 
most delicately handled. The press is hail- 
ing it as a second "Rosary," and likely to 
have as large a sale. The title of it is "Re- 
turned Empty." 

The booksellers have had a great many 
things to discuss, but they went to the con- 
ference with a full heart because, in spite 
of every thing, trade has been good, con- 
tinues to be good, and promises to remain 
good. And there is a definite and sincere 
effort to accomplish two very important 
things: to organize for better service, and to 
understand better the publishers' point of 
view. On the other hand, the publisher does 
understand something of the difficulties under 
which the bookseller is laboring, and both 
realize that there are many snags over 
which they have to climb. These conferences 
and round tables undoubtedly make for bet- 
ter organization in the effective distribution 
of literature thruout the country, as well as 
for more and closer co-ordination between 
publisher and bookseller. Not forgetting the 
spirit of antagonism to be found in trades 
outside the horizon of books, it is a fact that 
there is a happy spirit of toleration among 
those who have to write and make and sell 
books, as of course we expect, and because of 
that, notwithstanding the insuperable or at 
least almost insuperable troubles that have to 
be faced to-day, the future is bright with 
hope. 

Some day, we shall get back to that kind 
of fraternal gathering (did not John Mur- 
ray encourage them?) when publisher and 
bookseller and possibly author gathered round 
the festive board, and talked about the com- 
ing season. Those old trade dinners might 
well be continued to-day, eating and being 
merry and in some countries with a little 
drinking thrown in I It must be productive 
of pleasant relationships, and that is one of 
the subtle psychologies of salesmanship; ask 
any man on the road. Get your prospective 
buyer happy but don't unload upon him the 
things he cannot sell. Such gatherings bring 
about an exchange of ideas, even of kicks; 
the air is cleared, and the buyer and seller 
can then get down to brass tacks. Some day 
American and British booksellers must meet 
and learn of each other.

Paper Shortage in England 

Reports from England indicate that the- 
wholesale supplies of paper are now getting, 
so low that salesmen are putting specific 
bounds on customers' purchases. In some 
cases, not more than ten reams at a time to < 
any account is allowed. The wrapping paper 
mills are also rationing their customers. The 
trade paper prophesies an all around advance 
in paper in a very short time. Fine printing: 
paper of Scottish make is being sold from 
twenty-four to twenty-eight cents a pound, 
English mill finish of lower grade at twenty 
to twenty-two cents a pound. 



A Big Paper Contract 

Figures were recently published, stating- 
that the Canadian Export Paper Company 
had signed a contract with the New York 
Times for forty thousand tons of paper in a 
year, the contract being for five years. Just 
how large such a contract is when compared 
to the consumption of paper in book publish- 
ing is shown by figuring that these eighty 
million pounds of paper if of book quality 
would probably print all the trade publica- 
tions, school books and subscription books of 
the entire country for a year, that is, one 
metropolitan newspaper uses as much wood 
pulp in a year's time as the entire book- 
trade of America.

No one could stop 
and look in that window without looking 
round at the titles and wondering which one 
he would himself choose and then, being in- 
clined to carry the process further, actually 
choosing one. 



European Travel Increases 

Headings in the newspapers last week car- 
ried the words "4600 Americans Visit Battle 
Fields Each Week." If the tide of travel is 
already setting as strongly sus that toward the 
devastated part of France, there must certainly 
be among the booksellers an opportunity to 
present books on travel and maps of that dis- 
trict. It is some years now since there has 
been a regular steady demand for books on 
European countries from the point of view of 
the traveler, but from now on the tide will 
set strongly in that direction again, and this 
year is none too soon to begin to feel out 
that market. 



Advertising 

"It is entirely wrong to look upon the ex- 
pense of advertising as one of the costs "which 
add to the price," declared Joseph French 
Johnson. Dean of the New York University 
School of Commerce, at the annual meeting 
of the Associated Advertising Clubs of the 
World. "Without advertising, large scale 
production is absolutely impossible, and large 
scale production is the sine qua non of low 
prices. Furthermore, advertising sees to it 
that people shall get goods of the best quality. 
Advertising puts no royal crown on the head 
of a humbug." 



The Puhhc Requires An Expert 

To the person who understands the diffi- 
culty of properly fitting to the public's taste 
the thousands of books that adorn the shelves 
of the tookshop, the problem of the man who 
endeavor* to fit the public's feet rather than 
its mind seems a most simple task. With 
the dignified title of "The International Asso- 
ciation of Practi Pedists." a group of 6hoe men 
is undertaking to get the public interested in 
having intelligent service in the boot stores, 
emphasizing that their members have made a 



study of this business and that their skillful 
ministrations will fit the foot where no guess 
work could do it. This is a campaign to sell 
the public the idea that it ought to take 
more care in getting its shoes fitted. The 
campaign of education is to be backed by 
good newspaper space. 

If the public can be interested in an idea 
like that, how much more might it be in- 
terested in the idea of having proper atten- 
tion given to fitting its mental needs. Per- 
haps some way can be found to make it 
insist on getting service that is adequate to 
its needs in this direction. In such a case, 
bookselling will become a profession, indeed, 
and such a „ay should 1.1 : be far distant. 



A Profitable Table 

The trade journal issued by the American 
News Company gives a concrete and decidedly 
interesting example of what may be done with 
popular copyrights in small space. A sales- 
man persuaded the proprietor of a small mis- 
cellaneous store to make room for a few 
popular copyrights. A plain table not more 
than forty inches long was arranged for, and 
one hundred and thirty-eight dollars invested 
in popular fiction. In forty-one days the deal- 
er had bought five hundred and fifteen dollars 
worth of books, which showed him a gross 
profit of two hundred and fifty-two dollars, 
which would mean that he was going at the 
rate of about seven thousand dollars worth 
of business a year, certainly an extraordinary 
record.

Philip Gibbs' first novel since the war is 
announced for early publication by George H. 
Doran Company. It is to be called "Wounded 
Souls." 

The first of a series of three novels by 
Archibald Marshall, relating the adventures 
of one person thru a period of years, will 
be issued in the autumn by Dodd, Mead. Its 
title is "Anthony Dare." 

"Wings," tales of the psychic, by Achmed 
Abdullah (McCann) illustrates the Oriental 
point of view about psychic phenomena. The 
Oriental says that everything is natural; he 
will not even admit the word supernatural. 



H. A. Bloco, Baltimore, proposes to publish 
a revised and enlarged edition of the Bibliog- 
raphy of Sir William Osier by Minnie Wright 
Blogg, librarian of the Johns Hopkins Hos- 
pital. A complete index will be added. 

The edition will be limited to the number 
subscribed for, and the book will not be for 
sale after subscribers have been supplied. 

Frederick O'Biinm, author of "Whrte 
Shadows in the South Seas" (Century), as 
his first job, made a more or less successful 
effort to sell hedge fences to the cautious 
farmers.

It is 
called "The New Land" and is a series of 
stories of Jews who have had a part in the 
making of our country. It was written by 
Elma Ehrlich Levinger. 

Knut Hamsun, a Norwegian author of 
great popularity in his own country, is now 
introduced to an English audience thru the 
publication of his novel, "The Growth of 
the Soul," in translation. Altho this is the 
author's twenty- seventh novel, it is the first 
to be translated into English. 

It is rather disconcerting to the Religious 
Literature Department of George H. Doran 
Company to note that their recent publication 
of "The Menace of Immorality in Church and 
State," by Rev. John Roach Straton, D. D.. is 
heralded in many book reviews and announce- 
ments as "The Menace of Immortality in 
Church and State."

Muirhead, M.A. The first volume, "London 
and its Environs," with thirty maps and 
plans, is already in a fourth (revised) im- 
pression. The volume on "England," con- 
tains seventy-three maps and plans in color, 
and. in addition to 600 pages of text in the 
guide part, there are seventy-two pages of 
preliminary matter, including a valuable "In- 
troduction to the Study of English Monu- 
ment*," by Professor G. Baldwin Brown; 
and a "List of Books about England." 
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Packages to Canada 

"The postal administration of Canada has 
advised that, according to the customs regu- 
lations of that country, no goods exported to 
Canada from the United States, whether such 
goods are sent by mail or otherwise, can be 
entered thru the Canadian customs with- 
out certified invoices furnished by the ex- 
porter to the Canadian importer or his agent. 

" Such certified invoices should be furnished 
in triplicate, two copies being required for 
customs entry, and the third copy for the 
use of the importer. 

The proper commercial designation of the 
goods shipped must be set forth in all in- 
voices. 

It is required that invoices from exporters 
to importers in Canada shall show the masks 

AND NUMBERS ON THE PACKAGES, in SUCh a 

manner to indicate truly the quantities and 
values of the articles comprised in each ex- 
portation package, the packages to be legibly 
marked and numbered on the outside when of 
such as character as to enable such marks and 
numbers to be placed thereon. 

.Every such invoice shall contain a suffi- 
cient and correct description of the goods, and 
in respect of goods sold by the exporter shall 
show in one column the actual price at which 
•the articles have been sold to the importer 
•and in a separate column the fair market 
value of each article as sold for home con- 
sumption in the country of export. 

If in any package any goods are inclosed 
which are not included in the invoice of such 
package the inclosure (to avoid seizure) should 
be noted on the invoice of the outside package 
containing the inclosure, thus "3 parcels in- 
closed" (or as the case may be). 

Altho the specimen invoice forms which 
may be obtained upon application to the de- 
partment of customs at Ottawa are approved 
by that department, it will be permissible for 
exporters to use their own billheads, for in- 
voice purposes, provided the column be 
beaded with the words 'Selling price to the 
purchaser in Canada at time snipped" and 
"Fair market value as sold for home con- 
sumption at time shipped" as m the speci- 
men forms. 

These headings may be written, printed, or 
stamped on invoices. 

The marks and numbers on packages and 
the proper commercial designation of the 
jjoods must also be shown on invoices. 

Certificates (to be written, printed, or 
stamped on the front or back of the invoice, 
hut not pasted thereon) are required to be 
signed on invoices of goods sold by the ex- 
porter prior to shipment. 

The fact that packages of merchandise from 
the United States for Canada may be accom- 
panied by customs declarations does not ob- 
viate the necessity for certified invoices being 
furnished by the exporter to the Canadian 
importer for use in making customs entry of 
the merchandise."

In the plans for autumn publicity, the Cos- 
mopolitan Book Corporation makes announce- 
ment that it is to use on Sunday, Novem- 
ber 28th, a full page three-color advertisement 
of its leading books, to appear in what is 
known as the American Weekly Magazine, 
which goes out with the Sunday Supplements 
of eight Hearst papers from Boston to Cali- 
fornia. This medium has been tried out re- 
cently by some of the big advertisers, such 
as the O. Henry campaign, and it has proved 
of great pulling value.

Obituary Notes 

Joseph Bowne Elwell, well-known author 
of a number of books on auction bridge, 
was found dead at his home in New York 
City, June n, shot by an unknown assail* 
ant The list of his published works in- 
cludes: "Advance bridge," "Analysis and 
complete play of bridge tournament hands," 
"Bridge axioms and laws, with the change 
the suit call," "Bridge: its principles and 
rules of play," "Elwell bridge pad," "Prac- 
tical bridge," "Principles, rules and laws of 
auction bridge, stated, explained and illus- 
trated" Mr. Elwell edited also "Saalfield's 
vest pocket Hoyle's games modernized." 

Jerome Johnston, a dealer in old books, 
died in Portland, Oregon, on June 2nd. He 
was fifty-three years oW and had been in 
business in that city for about six years. 

W. W. Nisbet, the well-known rare book 
dealer of St. Louis, died in that city on June 
4th, aged 60 years. Mr. Nisbet was born in 
St Louis and started in the book business 
about twenty years ago. As a young man he 
was very much interested in amateur theat- 
ricals and from that drifted into the collec- 
tion of books relating to drama, finally en- 
gaging in the rare book business. He was 
the friend of practically every prominent 
actor in America, and his shop was the ren- 
dezvous for theatrical people when visiting 
St. Louis. AHho afflicted with an incurable 
disease he was of an intensely optimistic 
temperament, and his personal kindness and 
geniality endeared him to all who knew him. 
His shop, "The Shakespeare Head," was the 
only bookshop worthy of the name in St 
Louis, and many of the present book collec- 
tors there were given their first start in 
book collecting thru the enthusiasm of Mr. 
Nisbet for this hobby. 

James Osborne Wright, for many years a 
well known figure in the rare book business 
died in the Roosevelt Hospital, New York, 
on May 27th, after undergoing an operation. 
He was one of the pioneers of the modern 
rare book- trade, and some of the largest li- 
braries that came into the market were 
handled by him, among them those of 
Augustin Daly, S. L. M. Barlow and more 
recently the iRobinson collection. He cata- 
loged the famous library of Robert Hoe. 
Mr. Wright was born in England and came 
to America when quite a young man. He 



joined the staff of the well-known auction 
house of George A. Leavitt & Co., and later 
was connected with John Wiley & Sons. For 
many years he was senior partner of the 
firm of J. O. Wright & Co., and in recent 
years was in business for himself at 7 East 
42nd St. Some years ago, he married Mable 
Osgood Wright, the well known writer on 
natural history, who survives him. He was 
sixty-nine years of age.

The English Auction 

"A Tcnock-out' " says Gement K. Shorter in 
The Sphere, "is an arrangement between book- 
sellers who attend sales. Justice Sherman has 
declared that it is a clear fraud on the seller. 
I may have a book worth anything from fifty 
to a hundred pounds which I wish to sell. 
There are, perhaps, a dozen men in the room 
prepared to buy. They bid against one an- 
other, by agreement, up to about £3, and that 
is all the money I receive, less the auctioneer's 
commission. Then, when the sale is over, the 
booksellers gather together and bid against one 
another or divide the spoil, so that my book 
will ultimately find its way into some catalog 
or other marked £100. There seems to be some 
technicality in the law which prevents this 
from being declared a fraud, and punished as 
such, but sooner or later I quite expect some 
of my friends in that most admirable profes- 
sion — the antiquarian booksellers — to land 
themselves in gaol. I shall then lend them 
some of the books which I have purchased at 
their stores to console them in their affliction."

The Grolier Club exhibition this month is 
devoted to an interesting series of etching*, 
many upon picturesque western themes, by 
Mahonri Young. 

The American Art Association has already 
closed its book sales for this season. The 
last sale of the season, consisting of miscel- 
laneous books from various collections, at 
the Anderson Galleries, will be held June a 
and 23. 

In an interview in the New York Times, 
Dr. Rosenbach gives his opinion that first 
editions of popular American and English 
authors for which high prices have been paid 
in recent years have an assured place in book 
collecting. Of American authors he places m 
the rank of the greatest value, Poe, Whitman. 
Hawthorne, followed by Whittier, Holmo 
and Longfellow. Among modern EngUsr. 
authors he gives first place to Stevenson and 
predicts a revival of interest in Kipling. 

The condition of the book-binderies doinf 
the finer work, as regards material and labor, 
show little, if any, improvement since the 
close of the war. All kinds of material con- 
tinue to rise in price, and there is not yet 
any sign that the limit has been reached. 
The trade journals report that leathers are 
firm and slow in delivery. Roans and mo- 
roccos are difficult to obtain, and the supply 
of fine levants is extremely limited. Binders 
doing high class work find it impossible to 
get sufficient stock to keep their workmen 
busy. 

A would-be-American bookseller, just 
starting in business, has sent a circular let- 
ter to English booksellers for consignments 
of stock. "If this reaches you," he writes, 
"send us on consignment, a collection of rare 
books only, in the English language please, 
and state what commission you quote us if 
we sell." The letter was without references, 
and the incipient bookseller had not reached 
the stage of development of the printed letter 
head for his correspondence, so the English 
dealers did not "bite." Apparently this book- 
seller has yet to learn that "rare books" can- 
not be had for the asking. 

Europe, no doubt, has reason to feel con- 
cerned over the flow of art and bibliograph- 
ical treasures to this country. It is over a 
half century since Englishmen began to say 
hard things about American collectors, but 
our market was too important to be ignored. 
The recent sale of the Robert Schuhmanc 
library, with its wealth of original drawings, 
seems to have stirred French collectors very 
deeply, for they were prompt in securing the 
passage of a French act forbidding the ex- 
portation of works of art without the con- 
sent of the government. Wholesale exporta- 
tion of this sort must cease so far as France 
is concerned.

««r-j-«HROW away your hammer and get a 
I horn." urges Chicago's Mayor. 
Superfluous advice surely. For the 
spectacle of a Chicagoan bally-hooing the 
pre-eminence of his city is so laughably 
familiar that any Chicago boost more often 
than not receives vastly more than its proper 
discount. Do not let your sense of humor 
interfere with your estimate of the important 
place held by the middle-western metropolis 
in the book world. New York may turn out 
the books; but there is no greater factor in 
their distribution than Chicago. 

The city itself is a tremendous book con- 
sumer. The literary aspect of Boston life 
t-sed to be jocularly axiomatic; but the palm 
for book interest has passed to Chicago. 
Books are a vital part of life there. Perhaps 
the race for the dollar, and the ever-insistent 
presence of the Stock Yards necessitate 
anodynes. Whatever it is, something there 
makes reading a serious and wide-spread 
occupation. One hears discussion of best 
sellers on "L" trains and stylistic contro- 
versies on the Boulevard. The department 
stores feature books ; there are numerous 
book-shops doing a land-office business. 
Books are keenly important to Chicagoans. 

Exaggeration? Let me remind you of the 
tremendous success attained by the week- 
long, man-sized Book Fair held last year by 
Marshall, Field & Company— an innovation 
which will be annual. Newspapers reflect 
the public taste, and H. L. Mencken has this 
to say in his article "The Literary Capital 
of the United States": "There is in Chicago 
a body of critical opinion that is unsurpassed 
for discretion and intelligence in America. 
The New York newspapers, in the main, 
employ third-rate journalistic hacks as dra- 
matic critics and their book reviews are 
ignorant and ridiculous ; but in Chicago there 
is an abundance of sound work in both fields, 
and even the least of the newspapers makes 



a palpable effort to be honest and well in- 
formed." 

The manager of A. C McClurg & Company 
(which he claims to be the largest book sell- 
ing house this side of Australia) informs 
me that from this mammoth Chicago firm 
go out one-tenth of all the books sold in 
the United States. One-tenth— and from 
that single firm alone. And there are many 
other jobbers, smaller it is true, but doing 
a proportional business. Glance at the map. 
You will see at once the why of this con- 
dition. 

Chicago on the map looks like a spider in 
the center of a vast web of railroads. Chi- 
cago is, in the phrase of Sandburg, "the 
nation's freight handler." By land and 
water it distributes to the whole country. 
In the case of McClurg's, continual sales 
are made as far east as the center of Penn- 
sylvania; north into Canada, south into Ten- 
nessee, and all the way west to the Pacific 
coast. Illinois and the states surrounding 
it are of course the heaviest market. In- 
dianapolis has little influence on sales — it is 
tributary to New York. The whole of the 
Middle West and almost all of the West it- 
self looks to Chicago for book advice and 
for the books themselves. Buyers in all the 
smaller towns are guided by monthly bul- 
letins. 

New York supplies, it is true, most of the 
original thirteen states. The rest of the 
country when it wants anything supplied to 
it looks to Chicago.

Reading the Barometer in July 

ONE of the important phases of the 
gathering of the bookselling energy of 
the country into Chicago during the 
second week in July is the opportunity that it 
gives for comparing notes as to conditions 
and prospects for the season ahead. Many 
buyers from different parts of the country 
will by that time have been placing orders, 
and their comments and the way they have 
been buying will give material for a prophecy 
as to the fall. 

In estimating the activities in the com- 
petitive field and in the field of the popular 
sellers, there is no area that can give more 
valuable evidence than the Middle-West. 
Buyers there are ready by July with their 
well weighed prophecies and have to be ready 
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by that time to place their large orders, if 
they are to have the material needed on hand 
for the active season. There is every present 
indication in the buying reports that it is to 
be an exceptional book season, but the infor- 
mal conferences and talks at Chicago will 
give an additional indication of conditions, 
and the home offices will be waiting with 
interest for reports that come in to study the 
character of the orders placed. 

St. Louis cs. Boston 

y^v NE of the prime assets of a successful 
I I retailer is the knack of getting his busi- 
ness known and discussed, and we must 
compliment Mr. D. C Buist, manager of 
Doubleday's Arcade Bookshop in St. Louis, 
who has obtained space in metropolitan 
papers for his analysis of the comparative 
book buying characteristics of Boston and 
St. Louis. These statistics, printed in the 
New York Sun, have already aroused the 
Boston Transcript to reply. 

Mr. Buist has indicated what he believes 
are the approximate characteristics of the 
purchasing habits of the book-buyers of the 
two cities, from figures he has collected, the 
most marked difference being that Boston 
purchases 43 per cent fiction and St. Louis 
23 per cent. 

Without the knowledge of how these fig- 
ures were gathered, the comment must be 
somewhat at sea, but a little competition be- 
tween cities as to their book-buying habits 
would be a pleasant form of sport to watch, 
and, if statistics could only be gathered 
accurately and regularly, it would be pleas- 
ant to organize something like an eight-city 
league, in which the scoring averages of the 
different teams were carefully watched by 
authors, readers and publishers all over the 
country. 

We can imagine that under such a plan, 
we would find, for instance, the Old Corner 
Bookstore on the Boston team clearing the 
center field bleachers with a drive on busi- 
ness books. This favorable showing, how- 
ever, might be drawn down a little because 
Lauriat had insisted on running up great 
totals on "This Side of Paradise," fiction 
being counted only as a base hit. From St. 
Louis would come reports that autobiography 
was in heavy demand, as Champ Clark's two 
volumes were piling up big totals, while the 
publication of Sara Teasdale's new volume 



had put the record in poetry far to the front 
With Herbert Gould and Marcella Burns- 
Hahner batting in number two and three 
positions on the Chicago team, there would 
be likely to be records brought in from the 
Windy City that would stagger even the New 
York Giants led by John Loos, or the Phila- 
delphia Athletics captained by Walter Cox. 

Captain Rogers Hornsby Buist should re- 
member, however, that there are about three 
rimes as many people within twenty-five 
miles of Boston as there are within that 
range of Olive Street, St. Louis, which 
would give the Red Sox considerable advan- 
tage over the Cardinals. 

Bookselling has been left too much apart 
from the strong currents of every-day life, 
and this system of competition, which St. 
Louis is bringing forward, ought to blow a 
breath of human interest into this greatest 
of all games. 



Printers Elect National Officers 

The result of the ballot for officers of the 
International Typographical Union has been 
announced, and John McParland, a member 
of Typographical Union No. 6 of the New 
York organization, has been elected Presi- 
dent over Marsden G. Scott by 26,033 to 
26,705. The former Secretary-Treasurer, 
John W. Hays, was re-elected. This vote 
was taken thru 761 different unions. The 
election is important, because Mr. Scott, at 
the time of the strike last fall, stood out for 
the plan of a 44 hour week to be in effect May 
1st, IQ2I, instead of last October, his argu- 
ment at that time being that in 1921 many 
contracts in different cities would expire, and 
the whole country could get 44 hours to- 
gether. To this the employing printers in 
New York agreed. The local New York 
union. No. 6. however, felt that it was time 
to put the 44 hour schedule into effect in New 
York, regardless of the rest of the country. 

At that same time, a demand for fifty dol- 
lars a week for compositors and Hnotypists 
and pressmen was made, which was finally 
compromised at forty-five dollars a" week. 
The question of wages will undoubtedly be 
brought forward again in the fall. 

Buys a Paper Mill 

It is reported that the Federal Printing 
Company and McGraw-Hill Company have 
united in purchasing an old established paper 
mill in New England. The United Publish- 
ers Corporation (which is largely the owner 
of the Federal Printing Company) like tne 
McGraw-Hill Company, is interested in tech- 
nical periodicals and books, and this pur- 
chase may indicate that these two big cor- 
porations are working together. 
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IN PRAISE OF CHICAGO 
By Henry L. Mencken 



[An article written to tell Englishmen 
about Chicago — "the real capital of the 
United States"— and first published in the 
Nation of London. Reprinted here by per- 
mission of Mr. Mencken of the Chicago Daily 
Xetvs.] 

However largely New York may bulk 
in the imagination of Europe or in the 
sight of those Americans who hang upon 
the front and rear edges of the materialistic 
conception of history, it ceased long ago to 
hold any leadership in that department of 
the national life of the republic which has 
to do with beautiful letters, or even to bear 
a part of any solid consequence therein. 
There is no longer a New York school of 
writers, as there was in Irving's day and in 
Foe's and even in Whitman's and Mark 
Twain's; there are, indeed, not more than 
two or three New York writers in practice 
to-day who are worthy of serious considera- 
tion at all. Scarcely a book of capital im- 
portance to the national literature has come 
out of the town for a generation. Nearly 
every work of genuine and arresting origin- 
ality published in the United States during 
that time, nearly every work authentically 
representative of the life and thought of the 
American people, from George Ade's "Fables 
in Slang" to Edgar Lee Masters' "The Spoon 
River Anthology," and from Frank Norris' 
"McTeague" to Theodore Dreiser's "Sister 
Carrie," has been put together in the hinter- 
land and by a writer wholly innocent of 
metropolitan influence. 

Life buzzes and coruscates on Manhattan 
Island, but the play of ideas is not there. 
The New York spirit, for all the gaudy pre- 
tentiousness of the town, is a spirit of tim- 
idity, of regularity, of safe mediocrity. The 
typical New Yorker, whether artist or mere 
trader, feels the heavy hand of the capital- 
istic bourgeoisie upon him at all times. He 
is always looking over his shoulder furtively, 
in fear that he may have done something 
that is not approved and so brought down 
upon himself some inexplicable penalty. Here 
are the great rewards, but here also are the 
inviolable taboos. The individual, facing that 
relentless regimentation, is afraid to be him- 
self. Above all, he is afraid to be an Amer- 
ican. The town is shoddily cosmopolitan, 
second-rate European, extraordinarily cring- 
ing, a sort of international Jenkins. 

But the United States, for all that, occa- 
sionally produces a good book. Now and 
then it even penetrates to Europe — Dreiser's 
"Sister Carrie," the Masters' "Anthology," 
London's "The Call of the Wild." More 
often it is hauled up by the Atlantic — Willa 
Cather's "My Antonia," Sherwood Ander- 
son's "Wines-burg, Ohio," Carl Sandburg's 
"Chicago Poems," Cabell's "The Cream of 



the Jest" Where do they come from? Not 
from New York; it produces nothing, as we 
have seen. Not from Boston; it is as trag- 
ically dead intellectually as Alexandria or 
Padua. Not from Philadelphia; it is an 
intellectual slum. Not from San Francisco; 
its old life and color are gone, and the Puri- 
tans now dominate it. Not from Washington 
or St Louis or New Orleans or Baltimore; 
they are simply overgrown villages. Nay, 
from none of these, but from Chicago! — 
Chicago the unspeakable and incomparable, at 
once the most hospitably cosmopolitan and 
the most thoroly American of American 
cities : 

"Hog butcher for the world, 
Toolmaker, stacker of wheat, 
Player with railroads, and the nation's freight 
handler; . . . 
Laughing the stormy, husky, brawling 
laughter of youth, half naked, tweating, 
proud to be hog , butcher, toolmaker. stacker 
of wheat, player with railroads and freight 
handler." 

In Chicago there Is the mysterious some- 
thing that makes for individuality, per- 
sonality, charm; in Chicago a spirit broods 
upon the face of the waters. Find a writer 
who is indubitably an American in every 
pulse beat, snort and adenoid, an American 
who has something new and peculiarly Amer- 
ican to say and who says it in an unmistak- 
able American way, and nine times out of 
ten you will find that he has some sort of 
connection with the Gargantuan and inordi- 
nate abattoir by Lake Michigan — that he was 
bred there or got his start there or passed 
thru there in the days when he was young 
and tender. 

It is, indeed, amazing how steadily a Chicago 
influence shows itself when the literary an- 
cestry and training of present-day American 
writers are investigated. The brand of the 
sugar cured ham seems to be upon all of 
them. With two exceptions, there is not a 
single American novelist of the younger gen- 
eration—that is, a serious novelist, a novelist 
deserving a civilized reader's notice— who 
has not sprung from the middle empire that 
has Chicago for its capital. I nominate the 
two exceptions at once: Abraham Cahan, 
New York Jew, always vastly more Russian 
than American, and James Branch Cabell, 
last survivor of the old aristocracy of the 
south. All the rest have come from the 
Chicago palatinate: Dreiser, Anderson, Miss 
Gather, Mrs. Watts, Tarkington, Wilson. Her- 
rick, Patterson, even Churchill. It was 
Chicago that produced Henry B. Fuller, the 
packer of the modern American novel. It 
was Chicago that developed Frank Norris, its 
first practitioner of genius. And it was 
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Chicago that produced Dreiser, undoubtedly 
the greatest artist of them all . 

The astounding literary productivity of In- 
diana, the most salient phenomenon of latter- 
day American literature, is largely ascribable 
to the influence of the inland capital on the 
lake. The limits of the city run to the Indi- 
ana frontier; the youth of the state turns 
to it instinctively; it as plainly dominates the 
energy and aspiration of all that fertile region 
as Edinburgh dominates Scotland. From 
Ade to Dreiser nearly all the bright young 
Indianians have gone to Chicago for a sem- 
ester or two, and not only the Indianians but 
also the youngsters of all the other middle 
western states. It has drawn them in from 
their remote wheat-towns and far-flung rail- 
way junctions, and it has given them an im- 
pulse that New York simply cannot match — 
an impulse toward independence, toward hon- 
esty, toward a peculiar vividness and naivete 
—in brief, toward the unaffected self-ex- 
pression that is at the bottom of sound art. 
New York, when it lures such a recruit east- 
ward, makes it a pliant conformist of him, 
and so ruins him out of hand. Witness Ham- 
lin Garland and Irvin Cobb. But Chicago, 
however short the time it has him, leaves 
him irrevocably his own man, with a pride 
sufficient to carry thru a decisive trial of his 
talents. Witness Anderson, Dreiser, Mas- 
ters, Sandburg and Adc. 

What lies at the bottom of all this, I dare 
say, is the elemental curiosity of a simple 
andl somewhat ignorant people — the naive de- 
light of hog butchers, freight handlers and 
stackers of wheat, in the grand clash and 
clatter of ideas. New York affects a superior 
sophistication and in part it is genuine; Bos- 
ton is already senile; Philadelphia is too 
stupid to be interested. But in Chicago there 
is an eagerness to hear and see, to experi- 
ence and experiment. The town is colossally 
rich ; it is ever changing ; it yearns for dis- 
tinction. The newcomers who pour in from 
the wheat lands want more than mere money; 
they want free play for their prairie energy ; 
they seek some imaginative equivalent for 
the stupendous activity that they were bred 
to. It is thus a superb market for merchants 
of the new. And in particular it is a superb 
market for the merchants whose wares, 
tho new, have a familiar air — which is to 
say, on the aesthetic plane, for the sort of art 
that is recognizably national in its themes 
and its idioms, and combines a Yankee sharp- 
ness of observance with a homely simplicity 
— the sort of art that one finds in a novel by 
Dreiser or a poem by Sandburg— the only 
sort that stands free of imitation and is ab- 
solutely American. 

For such originality Chicago has a peren- 
nial welcome, and where the welcome is there 
the guests are to be found. Go back for 
twenty or thirty years, and you will scarcely 
find an American literary movement ■ that did 
not originate under the shadow of the stock- 
yards. In the 1800 s New York turned its 



eyes toward England; but Chicago had 
Savoys of its own and at least one publish- 
ing house that grandly proclaimed the doom 
of the old order, and trotted out its Fullers 
and Mary MacLanes and imported Ibsen and 
Maeterlinck, then as strange as Heliogabalus. 
The new poetry movement is thoroly Chica- 
goan; the majority of its chief poets are 
from the middle west; Poetry, the organ of 
the movement, is published in Chicago. So 
with the little theater movement. Long be- 
fore it was heard of in New York it was 
firmly on its legs in Chicago. And to sup- 
port these various reforms and* revolts, some 
of them already of great influence, others 
abortive and quickly forgotten, there is in 
Chicago a body of critical opinion that is 
unsurpassed for discretion and intelligence in 
America. The New York newspapers, in the 
main, employ third rate journalistic hacks as 
dramatic critics, and their book reviews are 
ignorant and ridiculous. But in Chicago 
there is an abundance of sound work in both 
fields, and even the least of the newspapers 
makes a palpable effort to be honest and well 
informed. 

So much for the Chicagoiad. Lying out 
there where the prairie runs down to the 
great lakes is "the real capital of the United 
States." It is overgrown, it is oafish, it shows 
many of the characteristics of the upstart, but 
under the surface there is a genuine earnest- 
ness, a real interest in ideas, a sound curios- 
ity about the prodigal and colorful life of the 
people of the republic. The literature of the 
country, at the moment, is in a state border- 
ing upon paralysis. The war has greatly aug- 
mented imitativeness ; worse, it has greatly 
strengthened the puritan machinery for 
putting down intellectual experiment and 
enterprise; the statute books are heavy with 
ferociously repressive laws, and many of 
them bear harshly on the man of letters. But 
wise men look for a reaction toward freedom 
in ideas, and, what is more, toward a sane 
and self-respecting nationalism. If it ever 
comes it will not come from New York. New 
York is too timorous. It will come, I think, 
from Chicago. 



Exchange and Customs Payments 

Some time ago, the Treasury Department 
issued a ruling permitting importers to enter 
merchandise on the basis of the current rate 
of exchange, but required that in such cases 
the consular invoice must bear a date previous 
to the date of exportation of the merchandise. 
The Merchants' Association of New York 
is pointing out, that in many cases it is 
impossible to get consultation of invoice prior 
to date of shipment, so that this ruling is 
working an injustice. This is particularly 
important for those bringing goods from the 
continent, where the current exchange rates 
are at great variance with the customary 
rate.

Early next month many bookmen will make 
the pilgrimage to Chicago to take part in the 
annual Book Fair. There, at the Palmer 
House and the Congress Hotel, representa- 
tives of nearly every important publishing 
house in the country will display their lines 
for the mid-western dealer's fall business. 

The origin of this informal convention is 
literally shrouded in mystery. It seems be- 
yond the memory of the oldest of the "OH 
Guard." George Sully, whose claim to mem- 
bership in that interesting and) important 
group is undeniable, was present at the 
Fair 'way back in 1884 and then it had 
been going on for some time. Even the 
w. k. F. T. J. Nunan himself cannot recall 
the year when it began. But notwithstanding 
its obscure start the Chicago Book Fair is 
today so well established that it is safe to pre- 
dict for it an everlasting existence. 

Year after year bookmen gather thus in 
Chicago in July— in steadily increasing num- 
bers. An interesting comparison in atten- 
dance figures is furnished by the record 
printed in the Publishers' Weekly in 1900. 
From the 5th to the 15th of July, that year, 
about 20 representatives of Eastern publish- 
ers crowded the Palmer House. Such firms 
as H. M. Caldwell Co., George M. Hill Co., 
The Mcrshon Co., E. J. B. Young and Co. 
and Henry T. Coats & Co., all now out of 
business, made displays of their lines. In 
those days, too, the records further show such 
men as George H. Doran, Frank Reilly, 
George Sully, now at the head of their own 
very successful publishing houses, were tra- 
velers for other publishers and represented 
them at the Book Fair. Last year's report 
shows the presence of over forty travelers 
from the Eastern publishing houses, and a 
proportionate increase of attendants from 
other sections of the country. 

During its existence the Chicago Book 
Fair has wielded an influence on publish- 
ing and bookselling to which the perspective 
of time has given definite form. One need 
not go back very far to remember the time 
when the lines of many publishers were more 
truly competitive than they are today. Such 
juvenile favorites as G. A. Henty, Oliver 
Optic, James Otis, Edward Ellis. Horatiio 
Alger and editions of standard classics were 
to be found on a number of lists. 

It. therefore, used to be most important for 
travelers to be in Chicago, the mid-western 
buying center, at a time when the representa- 
tives of competitive publishers were there. 
No fixed retail selling price of these iden- 
tical titles existed, and the bid for the dealer's 
fall business was made on the basis of cither 
a more attractive binding (conditions were 
different then) or a lower wholesale price, 
and when travelers began to undersell one an- 
other, then the fun began. A bear raid on the 
'change had nothing on it. Telegrams poured 
into New York or Philadelphia or Boston, or 



wherever the main offices were, announcing 
dfrops in the market price and requesting per- 
mission to smash the market with still further 
cuts. Altogether a mad scramble resulted, with, 
of course, an attendant drop in profits. Today 
the situation is vastly different. Each house 
exploits an author of its own. Each has 
a series of juveniles which has a different, — in 
many instances a definite — sales value to the 
retailer. Wlhile this has largely eliminated 
competition, as it used to exist, it has, after 
all, created a healthier and more desirable 
condition. Publishers no longer compete 
on such a profitless basis, and a happy feature 
of this new situation is that it is possible for 
each house to sell its line to the entire book- 
trade. 

That this change was for the better is 
evidenced by the fact that there are today 
more houses publishing books than there were 
in the old price-cutting days. 

The business end of the book game, from 
the viewpoint of the manufacturer, was not 
the only one to benefit from the new condi- 
tions. New conditions also serve to estab- 
lish more friendly relations among the tra- 
velers. A few years ago who would have 
thought that bookmen would work in friendly 
co-operation when it came to getting the 
dealer's business? Now tney hobnob freely 
and> agreeably together, and it is not at all 
unusual to find one escorting a buyer to his 
next appointment. 

The buying situation has also changed ma- 
terially. Formerly, publishers had fewer rep- 
resentatives, transportation was more difficult, 
and many dealers could not buy with any 
degree of assurance that the prices they were 
paying were the best at which they could buy. 
A large number, therefore, journeyed an- 
nually to Chicago for the opportunity to 
select from the entire group of competitive 
lines at a price that usually hit rock bottom 
at the Book Fair. This transient buying ele- 
ment has now all but disappeared. At pre- 
sent, publishers make their Chicago displays 
for the convenience of permanent groups 
of buyers whose presence can be depended 
upon from year to year. Managers of the 
various stores of the religious book houses 
meeting in Chicago for their annual con- 
ference, make this an occasion for selecting 
titles for their fall catalogs. These are divided 
into the following groups. The buyers of 
the bookstores of the Presbyterian Board 1 of 
Publication, the American Baptist Publication 
Society, the Mcthodlist Book Concern and the 
Pilgrim Press. 

Montgomery Ward & Co. call in the mana- 
ger of their Kansas City book depart- 
ment, to select books for their catalog in 
conjunction with Duke Hill, the chief in 
Chicago. Sears. Roebuck & Co. and the 
other mail order houses. The Book Supply 
Co. and David Clarkson Co. do their fall buy- 
ing at the Book Fair. A. C McClurg & 
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Co. select at this time the books which they 
intend to feature in the fall selling campaign 
in the West Mr. W. J. Kernohan of T. 
Eaton Co., Ltd., of Toronto has made the 
trip to Chicago for the past three years, with 
Mr. J. Greer, also of the Toronto Store, and 1 
Mr. W. E. Watson of the Winnipeg branch of 
the firm and is expected to come again this 
year. 

Altogether the Chicago Book Fair has been 
instrumental in promoting good will, making 



possible a greater co-operation, the benefits 
of which are felt in the entire book-trade. 
For a number of years it has been the cus- 
tom to devote one day to play; and the way 
salesmen and buyers play, together is the 
best proof of how well they generally work 
together. 

July 14th has been set as this year's "play" 
day. Everybody who possibly can. should at- 
tend it.

Chicago has hotels aplenty, some of them 
strangely old-fashioned, others of a more 
modern type, while a select few are of the 
very, latest model. As much of the travel- 
ing public adores the latest in hotels, the book- 
trade traveler has always been loyal to the 
old Palmer House despite its thread-bare 
gentility and its lack of luxuries. Here for 
more than a generation he has come year 
after year in midsummer for the now far- 
famed) "Book Fair" which has grown steadily 
until it has become a veritable institution. 

During the first three weeks of July the 
game of selling is at its height. The display 
of competitive lines is the feature that at- 
tracts the big buyers of the Central West, 
as well as many smaller ones from points 
near and far. All these make Chicago an 
objective in midsummer.

The 
occasion of a "Book Fair" commands the ser- 
vices of the salesman of record, the man 
who, thru years of training, is thoroly 
groomed for the race for big business. A 
few yearlings, representing the newer pub- 
lishers, will be in the line-up for a share of the 
stakes. Among those who will make things 
hum this year at the Palmer House it is 
interesting to study the following entrants 
and see how they "get away with h" during 
the warm weeks of July :

RETAILERS' FORECASTS OF BOOK-TRADE CONDITIONS 



As the end of June is the time when re- 
cent experience must be weighed in order 
that the tendencies of fall buying may be 
estimated the Publishers' Weekly has 
sent a questionnaire to leading retailers in 
Chicago to get current comment on condi- 
tions for this Chicago number : — 

1. Has any new public been drawn to 
book-buying habits this year? 

Stores report that new types of customers 
have been a prominent characteristic of the 
business of the spring, and these appear to 
be people that "show an intelligent know- 
ledge of the book world activities." Another 
bookseller "felt that this increase in new 
buyers had been due largely to more effective 



personal efforts in the store, in window dis- 
plays, circular letters, etc." Only one store 
reported that such a new public had not been 
noticeable. 

2. Has the number of sales increased, as 
well as the volume of sales? 

The larger number of stores estimate that 
their increase in volume represents not only 
an increased selling price of books, but an 
increase in the number of actual sales. As 
the cost of books has gone up about 25 per 
cent within the year, this means a large 
increase in the total sales in this district. 

3. Has the public commented largely on 
increased prices? 

The feeling is that there has been little 
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comment, but there is also the belief that 
such comment is to come if prices change 
much beyond this. To quote one dealer, 
"The public remarks about increased prices, 
but realizes that a tremendous cost of pro- 
duction has necessitated those prices. I sug- 
gest that fewer but better books be pub- 
lished." Another dealer says, "The daily 
papers have brought the shortages of paper 
and other difficulties to the public's atten- 
tion, and they have realized the need of 
change. However, the break in other com- 
modities may cause comment later." 

4. What classes of books have been in 
especially active demand t 

One opinion is that "there is a gratifying 
trend toward a better class of fiction, belles 
lettres . and modern science." Another: 
"Books of travel arc showing the first in- 
crease in years ; political economy and social 
science arc very prominent." Another says: 
"It has been a notable year for juveniles, 
and strong and steady demands in poetry, 
drama, general literature, biography and 



travel. With the exception of war books, 
all classes of books seem to be in active 
demand." 

5. Are you in favor of national book 
advertising campaign? 

The replies on this subject seem to be 
unanimous and hearty. One dealer says, 
"By all means! Emphasize the joy and 
ownership of books. Own your own books— 
the cheapest and most lasting of all de- 
lights!" Another says, "Believing as I do 
in advertising, I am most certainly in favor 
of a national book advertising campaign." 
Another, "Yes, do it on a broad basis, touch- 
ing people's pride to be known among others 
as the owners and readers of good books.'* 
Another, "I believe that a national book ad- 
vertising campaign would be of general help 
to booksellers. It ought to be part of a gen- 
eral campaign for stimulating a demand for 
good books. The more good books arc be- 
ing sold, the better the chance to dispose of 
still more of the best kind. A good book 
develops a steady book-buyer." 



THE CARAVAN STARTS 



On July 1 st, The Caravan Bookshop sets 
out on its first voyage from its headquarters 
at the Women's Educational and Industrial 
Union, Boston. Miss Genevieve Washburn of 
Duluth andl Miss Mary Frank of the New 
York Public Library will be in charge, and 
the route as mapped out will cover all the 
principal summer resorts thru the North 
Shore, Cape Cod, Maine, White Mountains, 
Vermont, the Berkshires, and ending with 
Saratoga and Lake Placid. 

Much advance work has been done to get 
the public in a spirit to welcome this enter- 
prise. The Caravan, itself, is of a striking 
appearance and most carefully fitted to its 
special use. The Boston Transcript, New 
York Times, Christian Science Monitor and 
other mediums are carrying special articles, 
which will undoubtedly get to the attention 
of the scattered public who will have oppor- 
tunity to welcome -The Caravan and. to 
sample its wares. Approximately one thou- 
sand volumes can be housed in the automo- 
bile, and extra supplies will meet it from 
place to place, according to the demands that 
arc created. There will also be careful pro- 
vision for taking orders for any book not at 
hand, which can be shipped from the head- 
quarters in Boston. 

The enterprise will have the great advan- 
tage of being connected with an institution 
so widely known as the Women's Educa- 
tional and Industrial Union of Boston, an 
organization that has stood! for the best and 
most original work in educational and in- 
dustrial enterprises for women. Miss Wash- 
burn has had not only library experience, 
but has driven an ambulance in France, and 
should be a driver of resource and ability. 
Miss Frank takes special leave from the New 



York Library, where the type of her work 
has given her a flair for new methods and 
experiments in book distribution. 

Support for the. enterprise with its 
specially built truck was given by a dozen or 
more of the leading publishers who were in- 
terested in the enterprise because it seemed 
a sound effort from a business point of view 
a.nd because the experiment might lead to a 
knowledge of distributing possibilities that 
could be applied in other directions. 

It may -easily prove, that this method of 
distribution can be applied in southern re- 
sorts in winter, to scattered territory in the 
middle-west where the bookstores of a large 
city can reach out into fruitful districts of 
smaller size, and it might well be used in the 
•resorts and cities of southern California. 
The route for The Caravan is printed for 
the benefit of those who may be able to see 
it in operation at some of its points of pas- 
sage. 

Christopher Morley. who visualized the 
idea, Mr. Roger Mifflin, who made it seem 
possible, and all members of the book-trade 
will wish The Caravan Godspeed

An%to-American Copyright 

Canada's proposal to include the manufac- 
turing clause in her new copyright law lends 
added pertinence to an editorial on Anglo- 
American copyright, which appeared in the 
June number of the London Mercury. The 
editorial said: 

"An American correspondent asks us what 
is now being done here to carry the copyright 
arrangements between England and America 
a stage farther than the recent agreement 
carried them. We do not know : but we think 
that the matter is sufficiently important to 
justify the creation of an 'ad hoc' Anglo- 
American organization with the avowed ob- 
ject of making the two countries one for 
copyright purposes. Improved tho the law 
may be, it still imposes hardships on those 
very authors who are least able to bear them, 
i.e., those (often in the most serious class) 
who cannot secure publication in the other 
country soon after publication in their own. 
They may be pirated; they will at least, when 
they do secure publication, be at a disadvan- 
tage in negotiating with publishers who are 
bold enough to take them unprotected. Au- 
thors deal in a special class of commodity 
which, unless protected expressly by the law, 
can be stolen as soon as it is exposed for 
sale; they are entitled to be guaranteed the 
produce of their labor as any other class of 
owner is. England and America share one 
speech, and are increasingly sharing a sin- 
gle literature. The one great obstacle to a 
sound arrangement is the attitude of the 
American typographical unions, which insist 
that books sold under copyright in .America 
should be manufactured there. Even with 
that proviso it should be possible to secure 
that at least no English book could be pub- 
lished in America (or vice versa) without 
the consent of the owner of the copyright; 
but the stipulation itself is a great deterrent 
to the early publication of works by intel- 
ligent writers and a great cause of waste 
when they are published. The case is not un- 
known of editions of a valuable work being 
set up and printed in each country, only part 
of each edition being sold. One edition 
would have sufficed for both countries, and a 
great deal of paper and labor would have 
been saved. We think, however, that as the 
greatest obstacles to an improved agreement 
are in America, the matter is chiefly one for 
American attention. We can at least assure 
Americans that many English have a perma- 
nent grievance owing to the loss of American 
copyright in their early books."

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THE PUBLISHERS DECIDE TO ORGANIZE 

An Important Step Taken at a Meeting of the Aldine Club 



At a meeting held on Thursday at the 
Aldine Club steps were taken toward the 
immediate organization of a National Asso- 
ciation of Book Publishers, and a second 
meeting was called for July 8th to complete 
the necessary steps. 

Temporary officers were elected and at the 
next meeting a constitution will be adopted 
and permanent officers elected under its pro- 
visions, and, with the definite plan in hand, 
the trade will be completely canvassed for 
members. The opinion of this meeting was 
so preponderantly in favor of such a move- 
ment, and so many firms were prepared to 
sign up at once that it was decided to pro- 
ceed as rapidly as possible in order that the 
machinery of such an organization should be 
ready for this important fall season. 

Coming as this does in a crucial and for- 
ward looking year, the organization may 
well prove to be the means of accomplishing 
steps that will be momentous in American 
book-trade history. 

The next steps were put in charge of a 
committee of six to serve until a permanent 
election could be held under a constitution: 
President, Frederick A. Stokes; Secretary, 
Henry Hoyns of Harper & Bros. ; Vice Presi- 
dents, from New York, John Macrae of E. P. 
Dutton & Co. ; from Philadelphia, Charles C. 
Shoemaker of Penn Publishing Co.; from 
Boston, Alfred Mclntyre of Little, Brown & 
Co.: from Chicago, Joseph Bray of A. C. 
McClurg & Co. 

The Committee on Constitution is: J. W. 
Hiltman of D. Appleton & Co., George P. 
Putnam, B. W. Huebsch, H. P. Burt, and 
Charles E. Graham. 

The Committee on Nominations for offi- 
cers to report at the July 8th meeting: Alex- 
ander Grossett, VVm. B. Barse, Edward 
Dodd, F. F. Hoppin of Duffield & Co., and 
H. S. Baker of Baker & Taylor Co. 

The meeting was presided over by Charles 
C. Shoemaker, who called on Mr. Hoyns, 
chairman of the committee in charge of the 
preliminary work. Mr. Hoyns explained 
that this meeting was the outcome of two 
years of discussion but specifically of a 
meeting of book publishers held at the Wal- 
dorf during the printers' strike of last Octo- 
ber, at which meeting it was voted with 
almost unanimous voice that such a perma- 
nent organization was necessary. 

In November a committee of three under- 
took to canvass the situation. Henry Hoyns 
of Harper & Bros., and Frederic G. Melcher 
of the Publishers' Weekly, and Frank C. 
Dodd of Dodd, Mead & Co.. who had served 
as chairman and secretary at the Waldorf 
meeting. Their, questionnaire to the pub- 
lishers brought forth chiefly affirmative re- 
plies. 'Swne exceptions were due to doubts 



among school-book houses, and those who 
had fear of a repetition of the experiences 
of the former association. These doubts still 
hold with a half-dozen of the most important 
houses, but it was the feeling of this meet- 
ing that a constitution could be so drawn 
and plans so outlined that these objections 
might be overcome. 

A tentative constitution, which had been 
sent out to the trade, explained that it was 
the important purpose of the association "to 
promote the distribution and use of books, to 
serve as a clearing-house for book publish- 
ing and bookselling information, and to pro- 
mote friendly relations and co-operative 
spirit among book publishers." It proposed 
that the membership should be limited to 
trade book publishers and that these mem- 
bers should contribute, in amounts accord- 
ing to their gross business, a fund that should 
cover the needs of an aggressive office, per- 
haps $20,000 a year. 

The discussion covered various aspects of 
the subject and constructive suggestions 
were made by John Macrae, Frederick A. 
Stokes, B. W. Huebsch, Geo. H. Doran, 
Alexander Grossett. Harry P. Burt, Charles 
Graham and others.

Objections to merchandise in the minds of 
buyers should be anticipated And fore- 
stalled. Such a policy lessens the force of 
the objection, but unless the salesman is 
quite certain that a certain objection exists 
it is unwise to mention it. The ability to 
foresee objections can only come thru the 
study of experiences and customers. No one 
can be 100 per cent efficient in such delicate 
dealings with human nature, but every sales- 
man can have the satisfaction of knowing 
that he is dealing more scientifically with the 
problems arising in his work. 

Referring to the customers approval of 
the merchandise tends to suggest a finality 
which is favorable for inducing decision. 
The customer wishes to be considered log- 
ical, but his position in this respect appears 
endangered if he doesn't confirm his former 
words of approbation. The act of confirm- 
ing them strengthens the salesman's position 
and weaves the threads of the sale more 
closely about the customer. Enough ap- 
proval, and the sale is inevitably made. 

The advantage of immediate buying should 
be shown. This is illustrated by the follow- 
ing incident. Some half leather sets were 
on display for $1.25 per volume, marked 
down from $2.00. A customer was telling 
the salesman that he was going to "wait" 
until the sets were cheaper, as $1.25 was 
higher than last year's price for such goods. 
The salesman had no "come-back" to offer. 
One of the proprietors overhearing the rea- 
son for not purchasing immediately, asked 
the customer when he believed paper would 
become more plentiful with the resumption 
of after war business. He replied that he 
didn't believe it would be for some time. 
Then the proprietor went on to show how 
this country was using 10 per cent more 
paper and producing less. The low price of 
the sets on display was then referred to in 
such a way as to make the customer feel 
that he was being offered a real opportunity. 
This explanation, giving a reason for im- 
mediate purchase, sold the set. 

The customer's consent can sometimes be 
obtained by suggesting that the decision has 
been made! When the customer is balancing 
between buying' and not buying the slightest 
word may make or lose a sale. A salesman 
suggested that the customer had decided to 
purchase a certain set, when he said, "You 
could 't have decided on a more attractive 
set." A fiction salesman said in closing the 
sale. "Mrs. Jones, you have selected the best 



story of the fall." These quotations indicate 
a finality of decision which induces decision 
if the customer's mind is in the balance. With 
vacillating customers certain devices for in- 
ducing decision must be used or else the 
salesman must decide for them, himself. 

Closing by actions. First, by eliminating 
other books. If other books are lying around 
the ones in which the customer's interest has 
been most pronounced, their elimination will 
tend to make the customer feel that he has 
decided to purchase from what remains on 
display. His whole attention is thereby con- 
centrated and is not scattered over several 
items. It is too common a practice in re- 
tailing to allow piles of books in which cus- 
tomers are not interested, but which distract 
their attention, to lie on the counter in close 
proximity to the items the salesman hopes 
to sell. The very act of taking these ex- 
traneous goods away lends a feeling of con- 
clusiveness to the selling process. Very often 
this simple act may induce the customer to 
decide to purchase the goods remaining. 

Second, by suggesting that decision is 
made. Some salesmen induce decision by 
picking up a book, setting it to one side, and 
reaching for the sales book. Any change of 
actions may be used to suggest that decision 
has been made. If earnest, intense actions 
have been used in bringing the customer up 
to the close, the direct opposite kind of 
actions, if introduced at the right mOment, 
may produce the situation desired. A change 
of methods implies a change in thinking; it 
indicates a turning point in the selling 
process — the introduction of the new element 
of decision that brings the sale to a close. 
Practice and study will develop devices which 
will make it comparatively easy for the cus- 
tomer to decide. The salesman should al- 
ways be on the lookout for such aids to sell- 
ing since the number of sales closed depends 
on the number of people persuaded to pur- 
chase. 

After the sale has been made the salesman 
is only 75 per cent, efficient unless he intro- 
duces other liooks and secures good-will for 
the store. The latter step in the selling 
process has already been discussed. The 
present discussion will give consideration to 
different methods of bringing other things 
before the customer. 

A common method used is negative sug- 
gestion, as. "Nothing else?", "That's all?". 
"You wouldn't care to look at anything 
else?" Such phrases should never be used 
because they suggest negative answers. 
Automatically people say "No" when such 
questions arc asked. In fact, the writer ha« 
sometimes intended to buy a pocket classic or 
two, but after buying a novel these other 
articles have been forgotten because of the 
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fateful finality of some such negative sug- 
gestion. Questions of this character are not 
methods of introducing other things altho 
salesmen use them as such, but rather, meth- 
ods of chloroforming customer's minds. They 
are devices to make people forget what they 
actually intended to buy. For these reasons 
they are worse than useless. 

The real foolishness and weakness of 
such methods is clear when the principle 
underlying them is applied to other fields. 
Thus, for instance, what would the girl think 
of the man who asked, "Mary, you wouldn't 
want to marry me, would you?" or, "You 
wouldn't want to go to the theater to-night, 
would you?" In the former case the girl 
would be getting out of it pretty easily and 
in the latter, the fellow. An agent came to 
the writer's home and said, "You wouldn't 
want your silver-ware plated, would you?" 
He was met with an emphatic "No," where- 
upon he replied, "I didn't think you did." 
After he had gone it dawned upon the pros- 
pect that he did need his silverware plated 
and badly. But that did the agent little good. 
This salesman had suggested a negative an- 
swer and had received it. 

Another method of introducing other things 
is by asking a question in a positive man- 
ner, as "Something else?", "Would you care 
to look at children's books?", "Would you 
be interested in anything else?" Such phrases 
are an improvement over the preceding ones 
but they all give the customer an opportunity 
to say "No." They place the issue before the 
customer in such a bald manner that a deci- 
sion must be reached, and reaching a deci- 
sion is always irksome. In most cases it is 
easier to say "No" than it is to say "Yes." 
Moreover, the customer may feel that he will 
put himself under obligations to purchase if 
he answers in the affirmative. This, all cus- 
tomers hesitate to do. It is poor salesman- 
ship to phrase questions so that the customer 
is given an alternative of not buying, or 
answering negatively. 

A salesman made use of questioning with- 
out offering the alternative of a negative re- 
ply, when he said, "Do you prefer detective 
or western stories?" The answer of the 
customer led to a brief discussion on thrill- 
ers which developed into a sale. 

The best method of introducing other 
things is not to ask questions cither in a 
positive or negative way, but to show the 
book. Obviously, where the customer is in 
a hurry this cannot be done, but excepting 
this case, most customers are willing to look 
at other books if the salesman brings them 
out in a ( tactful manner and does not give 
the impression that the customer will be 
under obligations for having looked at them. 
There can be no delay in hunting other items 
or in placing them before the customer. 
After a sale has been made and before the 
goods have been wrapped, the salesman can 
have at hand some new titles that he thinks 
the customer will be interested in, and these 
can be presented by some such phrase. 



"You'll be interested to see that Bernard 
Shaw's new book is out." 

It has been said that these suggestions 
should be made before the first purchase is 
wrapped. This is wisdom because there is 
a finality about wrapped books which sug- 
gests that the purchase has been completed; 
while books purchased and laid aside sug- 
gest that other items can be placed with 
them. 

In a discussion of introducing other goods 
the question arises, what goods should be 
suggested. In the first place, closely related 
articles. Thus, if Bibles are asked for, a 
concordance should be shown. Dictionaries 
suggest synonym books, books of quotations, 
etc. A set of Austen suggests Bronte, a 
Tennyson sale suggests a Browning. Such 
suggestions as these are elementary and fun- 
damental. They should always be made. In 
the second place, books less obviously re- 
lated with the purchase should be thought of. 
In the third place, merchandise in other de- 
partments should be suggested. Very few 
stores have complete enough co-operation 
between the different departments in this 
respect. The customer will appreciate any 
information that will enable him to find 
special displays and sales elsewhere in the 
store. But before such suggestions can be 
made, knowledge must be had of what other 
departments are offering. This information 
can only come from a careful reading of the 
daily advertisements of the store, or in the 
familiar contact with other sections of the 
smaller shop. 

By suggesting other books after every sale 
any salesman can increase his total sales 
twenty per cent. This is a conservative esti- 
mate based on the experience of salesmen 
who have adopted the methods here indi- 
cated. There should be no hesitancy on the 
part of the salesmen in performing this serv- 
ice because it is to the advantage of the cus- 
tomer as well as to the store. Salesmen are 
doing the customer a service if they can 
ascertain his present needs and foresee his 
future desires. It is chiefly from the stand- 
point of service (a desire to help and satisfy 
the customer) that other books should be 
introduced at the close of a sale. If the cus- 
tomer's satisfaction is always kept in mind 
larger sales will naturally follow. Negative 
suggestions can be condemned chiefly on the 
grounds that they perform no service for the 
customer and oftentimes make people forget 
things they intended purchasing. As an ob- 
struction to the satisfaction of customers 
they should be eliminated.

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Fellow Sufferers 

The periodical publishers of England and 
America are both confronted with pro- 
blems of greatly increased costs in postage, 
but the English increases are of such charac- 
ter that it may make the increases in this 
country seem bearable. On July 1st, the 
American rates for periodical postage on all 
sections of periodicals that are of adver- 
tising character are increased on an average 
of twenty-five per cent, thru the different 
zones, and there will be another similar in- 
crease in 1921. On this basis many periodi- 
cals are losing heavily on subscriptions taken 
for the far west, even with the difference of 
subscription changes that have been made. 
With these rates there is certainly a pulling 
apart of the two ends of the country in a way 
that is not likely to promote common habits 
of thought and common interests. 

The situation in England can be briefly 
described as follows: The post office there 
recognizes now two classes of publications: 
those that are registered as newspapers and 
those that are not The old book-rate of 
postage was abolished during the war, and 
there is now * only the newspaper rate 
and the letter rate. The registered news- 
papers go by the newspaper rate. Only 
such publications can be registered as 
newspapers as come out at intervals of 
not longer than twenty-one days. This 
means that monthlies and quarterlies have to 
pay the letter rate. A moderate size monthly 
wouldl cost seven cents to mail in England. 

The new schedule now going into effect 
calls for an increase in the letter rate of from 
three cents to four cents. This means an 
increased expense to the monthlies and quar- 
terlies in the same ratio. What would prob- 
ably help out the situation, the publishers 
claim, would be to allow monthlies to register 
as newspapers, as first class postage seems to 
be almost prohibitive for them. 



Times Book Review Announces 
Changes of Form 

The pressure of paper conditions has 
caused much discussion in <the newspaper 
offices where special book pages are run, and 
for the second time within a year the New 
York Times Book Review has sent announce- 
ment of a change in its plans. In January, 
the familiar Supplement was changed to a 
full sheet size, but afterwards put back into 
the half page size. An announcement is now 
sent out stating that the book pages are to 
be put in the magazine section. 

This will necessitate the placing completed 
copy of all advertisements two weeks before 
the date of issue. This regulation as to 
closing copv may cause some inconvenience 
to publishers, as it is usually impossible to 
complete plans for new book advertisements 
so far ahead, especially now that schedules of 
deliveries from printers and binderies are 
not as easily kept as formerly. 



The Circulating Library and the 

Bookstore 

In a recently received circular from Robert- 
ion of Melbourne there are given particulars 
as to their method of running a lending li- 
brary. The method is to have yearly sub- 
scriptions at twenty-five shillings, which per- 
mit the subscriber to take one book and one 
magazine as often as the customer wishes 
for the term of twelve months. They en- 
deavor to keep the latest books in full supply, 
so that no one needs to wait 

This is at the rate of a little less than two 
cents a day, but insures the library of this 
amount of support from each subscriber, 
which cannot be assured from the day-to-day 
method used in this country. There is, how- 
ever, an advantage in the three cents a day 
method generally used here, from the point 
of view of the bookseller, as it is likely to 
bring the borrower into the store more often, 
and it is getting customers into the store that 
constitutes the best value of the lending li- 
brary. The person who has borrowed a book 
at three cents a day now goes for several days 
and is more likely to bring the book in and 
make the change than if he has paid the 
full subscription in advance and knows that 
expense does not change, no matter how long 
he keeps that particular item out. 

There is an interesting and suggestive head- 
ing on the circular that comes from Robert- 
son that might well be copied. It says "No 
amusement tax." That is truly the case of 
books as compared to other evening diver- 
sions and might well be advertised. In fact 
this seems a much better slogan than the head- 
ing on a recently noticed advertisement of 
one of our Philadelphia circulating libraries, 
which reads "The high cost of books can be 
avoided," and then in smaller type "by rent- 
ing new popular fiction from the circulating 
library." If these circulating libraries have 
books to sell, also, it seems an unfortunate 
kind of emphasis to place in newspaper pub- 
licity. Books have not gone up in any com- 
parison to the increases that have been shown 
in other lines, and booksellers ought to play 
together to keep this fact to the front instead 
of playing up the other argument. 

Stifled Genius 

There has been considerable comment in the 
publishing world recently, especially in Eng- 
lish trade periodicals, over the fear that the 
rising costs of production and the amount that 
must be invested in such production would pre- 
vent many young and promising authors from 
seeing the light. With this fear in mind, it is 
rather interesting to notice that when Erskine 
MacDonald, the English publisher, offered a 
good sized prize for a first novel, out of two 
hundred manuscripts submitted, only four or 
five were other than of mediocre quality. 
Perhaps, after all, genius will find its way to 
the top thru some channel, and much that it 
has been feared would be suppressed miph: 
well be so. 
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The Nobel Prize 

The Nobel Prize for literature has been 
awarded this year to Jacinto Benevente, the 
Spanish playwright. He is well-known to 
American readers thru two volumes of plays 
translated by John Garrett Underhill and 
published by Scribners. "La Marquerida" 
(The Passion Flower) had a most successful 
season on the New York stage this spring, 
with Nance O'Neil in the leading part. Pre- 
viously the Washington Square Players had 
produced "His Widow's Husband," and the 
Theatre Guild "Bonds of Interest." The 
Harvard Dramatic Club gave "The Gover- 
nor's Wife" as its spring production, and an- 
other of his plays was presented at Amherst. 
He is a voluminous and successful play- 
wright, author of more than eighty plays. 

Since the foundation of the prize fund, the 
prize for literature has been awarded four 
times to German writers, three times to 
Fiench; twice to Sweden, twice to Denmark, 
once to Norway, Spain, Poland, Italy, Bel- 
gium, India and England. The complete list 
of the prize winners in literature is:

John Murray's Interview Again 

John Murray's recent interview in the Pall 
Mall Gazitte has caused much comment on 
both sides of the Atlantic. The London 
Athenaeum says that this curtailing of op- 
portunities for the young author to get his 
book published, ought to increase the liter- 
ary importance of periodicals as a trial 
ground for young literary talent. Up to 
this time, we in America have realized this 
more acutely than our English cousins. The 
London Athenaeum also says apropos of 
Mr. Murray's interview, publishers are much 
less alble to take risks, it is true, but they need 
just as much as ever to secure the coming 
men and women. Id fact, the present, in 
spite of all the practical difficulties, should be 
the opportunity for the young publisher of 
real literary discernment and a reasonable 
amount of courage. 



Three New French Academy Members 

The French Academy elected on June 3rd, 
three new members to that body of immor- 
tals. It is interesting to see that the new 
members were all literary men. They were 
Robert de Flers, Joseph Bedier, and Andre 
Chevrillon. De Flers, long associate editor 
of Figaro, is probably of the least interest 
to American readers. The author of numer- 
ous works, critical and imaginative, he re- 
ceived the Croix de Guerre with gold palms 
and a number of citations for conspicuous gal- 
lantry during the war. Joseph Bedier, one 
of the leading French philologists of to-day, 
achieved substantial fame for his publication 
of the diaries of German soldiers during the 
first year of the war. Andre Chevrillon is 
the nephew of Taine. He has written on 
India and on English literature with especial 
reference to Ruskin. He has traveled ex- 
tensively, and has made a tour of the United 
States. 



A L,etter from Robert Nichols 

"It seems to me that contemporary Amer- 
ican poetry divides itself much more sharply 
into radical and conservative than over here," 
says Robert Nichols in a letter to the London 
Times. "English readers need to cultivate pa- 
tience over both. Owing to distances and 
other circumstances, poets do not "get to- 
gether" as they do over here, and I fear 
much energy is wasted by A slanging B, and 
C slanging A and B impartially, and by go- 
ing, so to speak, "one better" in radicalism or 
conservatism in order to bowl one or the other 
party out. Also the States have— if I may 
be forgiven saying 50— tout few literary critics. 
There are some half-dozen perhaps who. if 
they came over here, would occupy a good 
position— but for the rest, they have not 
even that poor average of inadequate but 
still more or less passable intelligence which 
we possess. Much of their literary criticism 
is in the nature of a "stunt;" the critic goes 
in search of something that will be piquant 
to say and will attract attention with some- 
thing of a "news" flavor, rather than in 
search of a true understanding of the work 
and an estimate of its permanent value." 

Cheap Swedish Classics Proposed 

A bill has been presented in the Swedish 
Riksdag which provides that the works of 
twenty- five of the best-known Swedish au- 
thors be reprinted "on plain but good paper 
and in clear type" to be sold at a very mod- 
erate price. A survey was made to find 
out whether the best authors were at present 
available in any form, and it was found that 
Sternhjelm, Dallin, Linnt, Atterbom, Blanche 
and Topelius, and others were out of print, 
or to be had only in rare editions, and that 
Selma Lagerlof, was published in a cheap 
edition, but on miserable paper. 
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English Book-trade Newt 

(From our London Correspondent.) 

In a recent number, we printed some ex- 
tracts from a memorandum issued by Mr. 
Murray relative to the costs of production 
of British books, the object of which was to 
enable the book-buying public to understand 
just what the publisher is up against. Now 
Mr. Murray has given an interview to the 
representative of the Pollmall Gazette, and 
what he said is yery illuminating, author- 
itative and undeniable. He said that he is, 
almost daily, repressing books "which in pre- 
war times I should have gladly published. 
The two root factors of the situation are: 

(1) The persistent demands of labor, and 

(2) the extraordinary increase in the price 
of paper." And the result is "Between them, 
they are forcing up the prices of books to 
a point where we can only produce at a loss. 
People will not pay above a certain price for 
books; and you cannot ask, say, 15s. — the 
economic price — for a book which normally 
would cost 55. It is undoubtedly the fact 
that the published prices of books have not 
been advanced in anything like the ratio of 
other goods, and yet the public grumble that 
books are dear. It is a curious situation. 
People are prepared to pay five dollars for 
a dinner (and this only allows for a cheap 
bottle of pretty thin wine) and another five 
dollars or more for a couple of seats at the 
theater — and go home smiling. But 7s., 8s. or 
os. for a novel? What profiteering! Mr. 
Murray goes on: 

"To put the matter in a nutshell, we are 
paying, on an average, over three times as 
much for every item in book production as 
we paid fcur years ago, and still prices arc 
rising against us. We were recently making 
estimates for reprints which formerly would 
have cost us £830. Now we find the cost to 
be between £2,400 and £2.500. 

"From the labor standpoint we are con- 
stantly receiving notices from printers and 
binders stating that they have to raise their 
charges because of having to grant continu- 
ous increases of wages and bonuses to their 
employees. 

"At the present time the men. who work 
48 hours weekly, are agitating for a 44-hour 
week ; less work is done per hour than used 
to be the case with a week of 51 hours. 

"In a word, the cost of composition is now 
two and a half times that of pre-war days; 
of machinery, two and a half to three times; 
of binding three to three and a half times. 

"Then as to paper. Before the war it 
used to cost us 2f£d. a pound ; during the 
war it rose to is. 7 d., and, altho it dropped 
for a time, it is again threatening to rise to 
that figure, and there is no prospect of its 
falling. 

"Again, all our establishment charges, such 
as packing, etc, have all largely increased — a 
fact often forgotten, when the present price 
of books is criticised." 

The situation is fraught with serious diffi- 



culties, and we are glad that Mr. Murray 
has placed the facts before me public. The 
question, however, still remains : Will the 
public pay the very much higher prices which 
have got to be put upon books? It seems 
doubtful if they will, as a whole. Note what 
Mr. Murray says in the final words of the 
interview : 

"But, as I said, we are in danger of reach- 
ing a point where a book cannot be marketed 
for a figure which the public will pay. Then 
we shall be faced with a real crisis." 

A "Publisher," writing in a popular even- 
ing paper, throws out the suggestion — and 
there is something in it — that "there is a 
very good return awaiting those who set up 
shops in different parts of London, or the 
country, with the intention of hiring out, at 
so much a time, the best and latest novels." 
Of course, this is already being done, but the 
publisher in question is of opinion that this 
side of "bookselling" has hardly been tapped. 
It is probably the fact, that, if there were 
more opportunities in this direction, and in 
view of the inability of many people to af- 
ford the increasing prices of books, the possi- 
bilities of the development of such a plan 
might bring much money to the parties con- 
cerned. Of course, there are the public li- 
braries, but "Publisher" says that : 

"The public libraries are all very well in 
their way, but they are so few and far be- 
tween, and, in addition, it is usuallv the most 
difficult matter in the world to obtain the book 
one has gone perhaps three miles to secure. It 
is very rarely, too, that books are duplicated, 
however much of a run or a boom there may 
be on them. 

A keen business man, sensing the public 
taste correctly, could let out frequently twenty 
or thirty copies of the same novel during 
one day, with a stipulated period of, say, two 
or three days for reading them." 

Unfortunately, if there were a big demand 
for a new novel, for instance, on the day of 
publication, and assuming the "librarian" de- 
sired to keep up his reputation of meeting the 
calls of everyone, he would have to order 
just as many copies as he thought would 
be demanded, and he would lose a great deal 
of money in the long run. Then, too. he 
would have to be constantly replacing worn 
out copies with new ones, or, at least, rebind 
the dilapidated, for the popular lines; so his 
plan would not be entirely happy. But the 
idea is worth very serious consideration, and 
by careful buying, good judgment, a fair and 
reasonable subscription fee, as well as a care- 
ful adjustment of all the circumstances sur- 
rounding each librarian's particular business, 
much money may be made out of it, and read- 
ing encouraged and stimulated. 

"This course would be repeated over and 
over again until the original cost was easily 
replaced. When the boom was ended finally, 
there would always be the "remainder" mar- 
ket, and, as this part of the trade is very 
paying, he would get rid of most of the vol- 
umes—if not all— to late-comers." 
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As Twigs Were Bent in 1842 

[Thg following article on children's read- 
ing by Edward Wakefield, appeared in 1842 
in the New Zealand Journal, a periodical de- 
voted to the affairs of the colony which had 
been started in Wellington two years before. 
We are indebted for this interesting re- 
minder of the point of view of our grand- 
fathers on the child and his books to Mr. 
Herbert Baillie, Librarian of the Public Li- 
brary, Wellington, New Zealand.] 

This is a subject which merits attention, 
for "as you sow, so shall you reap." Thi: 
extraordinary energy with which the Col- 
onists in the Company's settlements in New 
Zealand have established the rising town of 
Wellington, merits that their children should 
not merely be supplied with good and useful 
books, but that all mischievous ones should 
be withheld. The announcement in the Wel- 
lington Gazette of the 1st and 4th of Decem- 
ber last, has, therefore, been observed with 
no small surprise and regret, of the sale of 
such works as "History of the Fairies." 
"The Lives and Actions of the most notori- 
ous Highwaymen," "History of Baron 
Munchausen," "Memoirs of Amoranda ; or, 
the Reformed Coquet," "Mother Bunch's 
Fairy Tales," "History of Graciosa and Per- 
cinal, a fairy tale," "Obi; or, Three-fingered 
Jack," "Blue Beard." "Ali Baba; or, the 
Forty Thieves," — all this must be the rubbish 
of some old stock of fifty year's standing. 

It was to be hoped' that society "was goinj? 
a-head" in the infant colony; and yet all this 
trash is advertised, years after the Society 
for the Promotion of Useful Knowledge has 
issued thousands of excellent books ; and 
whilst the works for children and young per- 
sons, written by Miss Edgeworth. Mrs. Mar- 
cet, Mrs. Trimmer, Priscilla Wakefield!, Mrs. 
Hall, and all the little useful books, under 
the title of 'Peter Parley." may be had in 
any number. This is a change which has 
taken place in the course of the last fifty 
years, greatly to the credit of the times; and 
why can the new Colony go back to fifty 
years, and gratify the morbid taste which en- 
genders the worst passions. 

It might be thought that the confession of 
the wretched Courviosier — that the reading 
of "Jack Shepherd" had led to the murdering 
of his master, might have acted as a warn- 
ing aeainst the vending of similar stuff in 
New Zealand. 



Stereotypers Offered $10 Increase 

The Stereotypers' Union of New York, 
which is now paid on the basis of forty dol- 
lars a week for an eight hour day, has asked 
for an increase of twenty dollars, and the 
publishers have offered ten dollars. The 
issue has not yet been settled.

Scout executives are now situated in all of 
the leading cities of the country, men who 
give their entire time to the work and who 
labor to keep at high levels the activities of 
the troops located in the district. These exec- 
utives have been excellent co-workers in all 
public activities, and in many instances the 
active friend of bookseller and of book dis- 
tribution. 

In the current number of "The Scout Ex- 
ecutive," which issues from Headquarters, 
special attention is given to the need of con- 
tinued growth in -the executive's equipment 
for his work. "He must read or go to seed. 
He should read the best daily paper his com- 
munity affords, a good national weekly pa- 
per, a good book review, and he should have 
a personal budget for books, so that he will 
not have to spare himself in the matter of 
purchasing books. A book a month, if care- 
fully selected, would prove a liberal educa- 
tion." 

"His reading, however, must not be con- 
fined to current news and literature. He 
should have a knowledge of the great books 
that have stood the test of time. The best 
fiction will prove interesting and cultural. 
Biography is most simulating to higher liv- 
ing. History is informative. It is well, too, 
for the executive to take up special study of 
some special subjects most basal to his work. 
Culture is not an accident. Intellectual abil- 
ity is not a gift. We grow intellectually and 
broaden mentally only as we plan and strug- 
gle and apply ourselves to intellectual pur- 
suits."

The German Paper Market 

The paper market in Germany is experi- 
encing a crisis. One of the principal causes 
is the insufficient quantity of coal, which has 
had the effect of lowering the production of 
paper in Germany by 58 per cent during the 
last four months, and there naturally fol- 
lows an extremely pressing demand for 
paper of all kinds. 

A large number of paper mills have closed 
on account of the lack of pulp and the ab- 
sence of raw materials. 



According to reports in the Times, says 
the American Chamber of Commerce in Lon- 
don, the re«ult of an investigation in the 
wood pulp question reveals a very gloomy 
situation, and England and America, both 
dependent on outside sources are likely to 
suffer even further from the virtual monopoly 
held by Scandinavia. 
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Clement K. Shorter on War Poetry 

Clement K. Shorter, in writing about 
"Literature: Then and Now" in the Star, 
said : 

"The war did undoubtedly make for a love 
of poetry, but it has not lasted, and book- 
sellers tell me that with the exception of 
Masefield and Noyes, there is very little 
demand for verse to-day, altho scores of 
volumes are published, and a very consid- 
erable space is given in our newspapers to 
its praise. The novel is unquestionably the 
only important factor. No poet can boast, 
as Tennyson did, that he is making £4000 a 
year out of verse. No historian can repeat 
the records of Macaulay or even Justin Mc- 
Carthy, but writers of fiction are as the sands 
of the seashore for number, and many are 
making splendid incomes. After all, this is 
not in any way a matter of regret. 

"A great novel is one of the greatest things 
in literature. I would sooner have written 
Tom Jones' than any book published these 
two hundred years, and it may be that, with- 
out recognizing him, we have another Field- 
ing in our midst. It was a happy moment 
for me when I first 'discovered' the prose 
and later the poetry of Thomas Hardy/* 



The Amherst Books 

The Amherst Books, which will be issued 
in connection with the commemoration of 
the completion of the college's first century 
in 1921, are to be published by Marshall 
Jones Co. The first Amherst book, now in 
press, is President Alexander Meiklejohn's 
'The Liberal College," a collection of his 
papers and addresses on educational prob- 
lems. The other books nearly ready for pub- 
lication are: Professor John F. Genung's 
"The Life Indeed," his last work found 
among his papers after his death ; and Pro- 
fessor Anson D. Morse's "Parties and Party 
Leaders," a collection of his best political 
essays. Other volumes are in preparation 
and will be announced later. Harry Forest 
Smith is the managing editor of the Series. 



Omaha Bookseller Finds Interesting 
Byron Item 

Henry F. Keiscr. an Omaha bookseller, has 
found in an old volume of Byron's works 
an interesting letter, which all those who 
have examined it take to be a quite authentic 
letter of the poet. The letter was directed 
by Lord Byron to the editor of Galipnani's 
Magazine, 18 rue Vivienne. Paris, denying 
the authorship of a work printed under his 
name in that magazine. The title of the 
piece was 'The Vampire." 



A Novel. "The Golden Bird." by a new 
young English writer, Dorothy Easton, a 
volume which has a foreword by John Gals- 
worthy, has just been published by Knopf. 
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George Creel, the former head of the Com- 
mittee on Public Information, has answered 
a lot of persistent questions in "The War, 
the World and Wilson" published by Har- 
pers. 

Dr. Herbert E. Ives, lately Major in 
charge of the Experimental Department, 
Photographic Branch of the U. S. Air Serv- 
ice, and author of "Airplane Photography" 
(Lippincott), has joined the Fairchild Aerial 
Camera Company. 

Margaret Hill McCarter is the first 
woman to address a National Convention, she 
spoke before the Republican Convention at 
Chicago. 

A psychic book, "God's Smile," by the Dan- 
ish writer, Julius Magnussen. a book which 
ran thru ten editions in a month in Denmark, 
has been translated into English and will be 
published immediately by D. Appleton & 
Company. 

"The Bulwark," Theodore Dreiser's novel 
so long expectantly awaited is now promised 
for fall publication by Boni & Liveright. 
This is the story of the head of a Quaker 
family who struggles to bring up his family 
in the orthodox way, in spite of the influences 
of modfern society. 

That the interest in figures of the great war 
has not slackened is shown by the announce- 
ment of the coming publication of "Out of 
My Life," an autobiography of Von Hinden- 
burg, and another volume from General Lu- 
dendorff, which is practically a documentary 
history of the German headquarters, and a 
second volume from Admiral Jellicoe. 

American tourists in Europe will be in- 
terested to hear that a new and thoroly com- 
prehensive guidebook to France and its 
battlefields is to be published this month by 
Macmillan. This new volume. "American 
Guidebook to France and Its Battlefields." 
has been prepared by Captains Ellis and 
Garey of the U. S. Army and Professor 
Magoffin of Johns Hopkins University. 

The report of the distinguished English 
committee of sociologists on "The Endow- 
ment of Motherhood." to be published at once 
in this country by B. W. Huebsch. will be the 
subject of a special conference of the Inter- 
national Women's Suffrage Congress now in 
session at Geneva. Two of the joint authors 
of the book, Eleanor Rathbone and Kathleen 
Courtney, are to lead the discussion. The 
report has been adapted to American condi- 
tions by Katharine Anthony, the editor, who 
also contributes an extended preface. 



Samuel Butler's "Erewhon Revisited," 
which has been unavailable for some time, 
has now been put out m a new copyright 
tradle edition by E. P. Dutton. 

The new metropolitan Blue Book, Vol- 
ume A, will be ready August first. It is 
published by the Automobile Blue Book Com- 
pany. 

"Where Iron Is, There Is The Father- 
land" by C K. Streit (Huebsch) is an ac- 
count of the recent revelations in the French 
Chamber of Deputies, the collusion, during 
the war, of the German and French iron and 
coal interests. 

Hereafter the novels of W. B. Maxwell 
will be published in this coountry by Dodd, 
Mead & Co. His latest work of fiction is 
entitled, "For Better, For Worse," and it 
will appear in the autumn. 

The Harpers closed' a contract with Zane 
Grey last week to publish all his books — 
juveniles, novels, adventure stories, etc., for 
the next twelve years. Mr. Grey's "The Man 
of the Forest" held first place on the list of 
best sellers compiled by Books of fhe Month 
for June, and on the Bookman list of "Books 
in Demand at the Public Libraries." 

During the present month the Harvard 
University Press will issue the first of four 
volumes by M. A. DeWolfe Howe, the 
official biographer of the Harvard dead in 
the war against Germany, with sketches of 
the lives and services of the thirty Harvard 
men who fell in the European conflict before 
our country entered the war. 

The Ronald Press Company has issued two 
very substantial books which may prove of 
value to booksellers, as well as to the cus- 
tomers of booksellers. These are the vol- 
umes called "Talking Business" by John 
Mantle Clapp and "Business Writing" by 
James Melville Lee. The former gives prac- 
tical suggestions that can be used by the busi- 
ness man in interviews, conferences and con- 
ventions. The author is connected with the 
New York University as lecturer. The author 
of the second volume is well known as the 
author of "History of American Journalism," 
and has here written a book covering various 
kinds of writing that business men are called 
upon to plan out.

Ethics of Hume, 1893; Elements of Ethics, 
1895; Democracy, 1899; Logic and Argu- 
ment, 1899; Syllabus of Psychology, 1899; 
Problems of Philosophy, 1905; Science and a 
Future Life, 1905; Enigmas of Psychical Re- 
search, 1906; Borderland of Psychical Re- 
search, 1906; Psychical Research and the 
Resurrection, 1908; Psychic Research and 
Survival, 1913.

Judging from the English trade papers the 
mail service of Great Britain and the Con- 
tinent, like that of this country, is in very 
bad shape. It has steadily grown worse 
since the close of the war and there does 
not seem to be any improvement in sight. 

Charles Fred Hartman, bookseller of this 
city, in an introduction to a notable catalog 
of Americana just issued, complains at 
length of the "negligence of collectors in re- 
gard to Americana." There is much truth 
in his comments, but the present season has 
shown great improvement in this respect and 
perhaps there is no line of collecting in which 
prices are advancing faster than that of 
very rare Americana. The tendency is in 
the right direction and the immediate future 
is pretty sure to show great changes. 

A remarkable print collection consisting 
of plumbago, pen and ink, colored pencil 
drawings, miniatures, also a comprehensive 
series of prints and autograph letters relat- 
ing to Richard Cosway, R.A., the property of 
Francis Wellesley, will be sold at Sotheby's 
June 28 to July 2 inclusive. The portrait 
drawings and miniatures are probably the 
most notable ever offered for sale. Many of 
the finest were on exhibition for some years 
at the Victoria and Albert Museum where 
they were the subject of a special catalog. 
The Cosway collection is of course unique 
comprising portraits of Richard and Maria 
Conway, letters and manuscripts, by them or 
relating to them, trial proofs and first states 
of prints after their portraits, beside a par- 
ticularly fine collection of original minia- 
tures by Cosway. 

Many small consignments have been com- 
bined and sold at the Anderson Galleries 
preparatory to concluding the sales of the 
season. On lime 8 and 0 an interesting col- 
lection of old and modern Enclish literature, 
standard works, and first editions from a 
Xew York collection was sold. On June 14. 
15 and 16 the library of Thomas Maynan, of 
this city, with a large number of small con- 
signments, consisting of early English liter- 
ature. Americana, first editions of American 
and English authors were sold. On June 21.

These collections 
contained few rarities, being mainly good 
books of moderate value. These sales to 
the end were well attended and prices well 
maintained.

The collection includes fifty letters 
from Benjamin Franklin to Mary Stevenson, 
of London; over twenty letters and docu- 
ments by General Washington; ten letters 
and documents by Abraham Lincoln, and 
fine letters of Charles Lamb, Tom Hood, 
Lord Byron. Percy B. Shelley, Robert Ful- 
ton, General Grant, John Paul Jones, Gen. 
Robert EL Lee, Edgar Allan Poe, Voltaire, 
many of the presidents of the United States, 
statesmen, and generals of the Revolutionary 
and Civil Wars. The manuscripts include

Mail Clerk*, Watch Out! 

Australia and New Zealand letters require 5c 
postage 

Mail clerks in our publishing houses appear 
to be careless in placing the postage on foreign 
letters. A publisher's representative in Mel- 
bourne recently registered this protest: 

"For a long time we have been receiving 
letters with two cent stamps on, and we have 
been regularly taxed three pence (six cents) 
on each one received. As a rule 80 per cent 
of one U. S. A. letters to us have short po>ugo 
on them, but the limit was reached to-day 
when we had to pay extra on every letter re- 
ceived in a big mail. On a low estimate the 
1600 letters received yearly at 3d each cost us 
£20.00. May we ask you to see that we are 
protected against this loss in the future?" 

One way to check this tendency to thought- 
lessness is to instruct the typist in addressing 
envelopes to put the figure 5 where the stamp 
goes. Another plan is to insist on all foreign 
mail being separated before the stamp affixing 
begins, and hold the chief mail clerk respon- 
sible for errors. A third method would be to 
have the typist affix the stamp on each foreign 
envelope when the typing is finished.
